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INTRODUCTORY  LETTER. 


San  Francisco,  California,  October  31,  1911. 
His  Excellency,  Hiram  W.  Johnson,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, Sacramento,  California. 

Sir  :  I  herewith  submit  the  second  annual  report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Banks  of  the  State  of  California,  pursuant  to  section  140 
of  the  Bank  Act,  enacted  by  the  thirty-eighth  session  of  the  legislature 
and  effective  July  1,  1909. 

prosperity  of  state  banks. 

The  general  condition  of  the  banks  in  this  State  is  very  satisfactory 
and  the  growth  of  the  banking  business  during  the  fiscal  year  which 
closed  on  June  30,  1911,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  fiscal  year, 
was  healthy,  normal  and  gratifying.  As  a  reflection  of  the  general 
prosperity  of  the  State  it  is  a  matter  which  must  appeal  significantly 
to  all  observers.  During  the  last  fiscal  year  the  aggregate  assets  of  the 
state  banks  of  California  increased  in  the  sum  of  $40,843,431,  the 
grand  total  being  $608,858,170,  an  extraordinary  total  when  the  finan- 
cial and  industrial  conditions  are  taken  thoroughly  into  consideration. 
On  the  closing  day  of  the  fiscal  year,  loans  and  discounts  made  by  the 
state  banks  showed  an  increase  of  more  than  $27,000,000,  the  aggre- 
gate being  $379,064,484.  The  cash  in  banks  decreased  something  over 
$1,000,000,  undoubtedly  caused  by  an  increased  market  for  loans. 
The  combined  capital  of  the  state  institutions  increased  more  than 
$1,000,000,  and  the  surplus  made  an  equal  advance. 

There  is,  perhaps,  even  a  greater  meaning  attached  to  the  fact  that 
during  the  last  fiscal  year  the  individual  deposits  made  an  advance  of 
more  than  $27,000,000  over  what  they  were  during  the  fiscal  year 
which  closed  on  June  30,  1910.  At  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year 
there  were  to  the  credit  of  the  individuals  of  California,  in  the  state 
banks  of  California,  $401,195,255. 

These  figures,  stated  broadly,  speak  eloquently  for  themselves  and 
lor  the  industry  and  frugality  and  prosperity  of  the  people  of  this 
State.     Considered  from  the  point  of  view  of  business  and  financial 
activity,  the  banking  situation  in  California  is  entirely  satisfactory. 
evil  of  special  privilege. 

Viewed,  however,  in  the  aspect  of  general  administration,  there  is 
much  to  be  done  before  the  bank's  and  bankers  of  California  are  on  a 
plane  of  complete  efficiency.  When  I  assumed,  on  February  21,  1911, 
the  duties  of  Superintendent  of  Banks  of  this  State,  a  condition, 
serious   and  grave,   confronted  me.      Investigation   and   inquiry,    per- 
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sistently  and  diligently  pursued,  disclosed  that  much  that  the  State 
has  placed  beyond  the  pale  of  law  had  been  tolerated  by  this  Depart- 
ment. Laws  of  regulation  and  restriction  had  been  winked  at.  Special 
privileges  had  dominated  a  department  of  government  where  absolute 
equality  of  administration  is  vital. 

Instead  of  a  strict  enforcement  of  the  banking  law.  there  was  an 
evasion  systematically  conducted  and  made  doubly  dangerous  by  the 
connivance,  and  at  times  the  sanction  and  even  suggestion,  of  this 
Department.  The  bankers  of  California  had  been  misled  to  believe 
that  state  control  in  their  affairs  is  an  officious  interference  with 
private  interests.  A  policy  of  temporizing  and  discrimination  had 
undermined  the  essential  features  of  healthy  supervision.  This  fault, 
having  its  origin  in  the  Department  itself,  had  spread  to  the  bankers, 
until  the  whole  system  of  supervision  and  state  control  has  been 
attacked  as  if  by  .an  insidious  disease.  These  grave  facts  I  call  to 
your  attention,  not  to  indicate  that  the  banking  situation  in  this  State 
is  in  jeopardy,  but  that  the  strict  and  legitimate  enforcement  of  state 
control  had  been  altogether  ignored  under  previous  administrations  to 
the  disadvantage  and  hazard  of  institutions  which  the  State  insists 
shall  be  protected  completely  and  intelligently. 

SYSTEM   OF  ^TATE  CONTROL   UNDERMINED. 

I  desire  to  report  that  the  whole  system  of  state  supervision  and 
state  control  has  been  permeated  by  discrimination,  inecjuality  in  the 
administration  of  the  law  and  the  granting  of  special  privileges.  The 
task  which  I  assumed  as  Superintendent  of  Banks  was  an  extremely 
difficult  one,  because  I  had  first  to  discover  the  ramification  of  the  evil 
which  I  have  indicated  and  then  had  to  seek  to  reform  conditions  which 
have  no  proper  place  in  the  administration  of  state  affairs.  It  has 
been  my  purpose,  first,  to  lay  bare  individual  and  widespread  indica- 
tions of  ill  health  in  the  administration  of  this  Department,  and  then 
to  restore  the  discipline  which  the  State  demands  in  this  field  of  govern- 
mental control. 

When  I  assumed  charge  of  this  Department  my  determination  was, 
that  as  far  as  was  in  my  power  I  would  make  supervision  of  banks 
just  what  the  legislature  of  this  State  intended  it  should  be  and  what 
the  public  of  California  expects  that  it  shall  be.  My  belief  is  that 
the  laws  which  have  been  enacted  for  the  regulation  and  control  of 
banks  were  established  for  a  purpose.  It  was  intended  that  these  laws, 
having  been  placed  upon  the  statute  books,  should  be  enforced.  It  is 
and  has  been  my  policy,  therefore,  strictly  to  enforce  all  laws  pertaining 
to  the  regulation  and  government  of  banks  and  the  protection  of  those 
doing  business  as  banks  and  with  banks.  It  has  been  my  purpose  to 
enforce  the  law  as  it  is,  giving  absolutely  equal  administration  to  all 
alike  and  special  privilege  to  no  one. 
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ADMINISTRATION  MUST  NOT  INVOLVE  FAVORITISM. 

No  supervision  can  hv  successful  if  it  is  possible  for  any  person, 
however  powerful  or  favored,  to  obtain  from  the  governing  power  any 
consideration  that  may  not  in  justice  be  extended  to  all.  Sliould  there 
be  any  unnecessary  or  burdensome  restrictions  upon  a  business  over 
which  the  State  insists  upon  exercising  a  svipervisorial  and  visitorial 
power,  it  should  be  one  of  the  obligations  of  the  administration  to 
discover  the  unnecessary  features  of  tlie  law  and  urge  their  elimination. 
If  there  should  be,  on  the  other  hand,  restrictions  that  should  be  but 
are  not  in  the  law  they  should  be  suggested  as  an  improvement  in  the 
regulations  governing  banking  and  bankers  in  this  State.  I  assume 
that  the  best  way  to  hasten  the  repeal  or  a  modification  of  a  bad  law 
is  to  enforce  it  literally  and  not  to  seek  means  to  evade  it.  Had  this 
policy  been  pursued,  the  conditions  against  which  we  are  now  struggling 
would  not  exist. 

The  banking  laws  of  this  State  are  equal  to  every  emergency  of 
state  control  and  supervision.  The  fault  has  been  that  the  administra- 
tion of  these  laws  has  been  inefficient,  unequal,  arbitrary  and  whimsical. 
If  there  be  inequalities  in  our  state  law  or  burdensome  restrictions  a 
rigid  enforcement  of  them  will  reveal  the  fact,  but  administration 
must  be  absolute.  As  soon  as  it  is  apparent  to  the  bankers  and  to  the 
public  of  California  that  the  discretion  of  the  Superintendent  of  Banks 
must  be  exercised  within  the  limitations  of  law,  then  the  supervisorial 
power  of  the  State  will  be  recognized  as  a  beneficent  influence  in  a  field 
of  tremendous  importance  to  the  prosperity  of  the  State. 

The  laws  of  our  State  in  this  regard  are  equal  if  not  superior  to  the 
banking  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  just  as  soon  as  state  supervision 
is  recognized  as  being  of  equal  efficiency  with  that  of  Federal  super- 
vision state  banks  will  never  fear  either  comparison  or  competition  with 
national  banks  within  the  borders  of  California. 

Prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  Bank  Act  in  1909  the  laws  governing 
banking  in  this  State  were  in  a  more  or  less  chaotic  condition,  and 
because  of  the  inadequate  machinery  at  the  command  of  the  then  Bank 
Commission  the  supervision  of  banks  was  essentially  inade(iuate  for  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  designed.  In  recognition  of  this  fact  the 
legislature  in  1909  adopted  the  present  Bank  Act  and  created  the  State 
Banking  Department.  In  this  act  the  business  of  banking  is  sought 
to  be  controlled  beneficially  and  wisely  as  it  had  never  been  before,  and 
large  power  is  vested  in  the  Superintendent  of  Banks.  Extensive 
machinery  is  provided  that  he  may  carry  into  practical  effect  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law. 

BANKERS    SEEK    TO    EVADE    LAW. 

There  are  of  course  a  great  many  bankers  in  this  State  who  endeavor 
to  know  the  law  and  who  would  comply  with  it,  even  if  their  activities 
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were  not  under  the  actual  supervision  of  a  department  organized  to 
enforce  the  law.  There  are  other  bankers,  however,  who  do  not  or  will 
not  understand  the  banking  law  or  that  it  is  made  to  apply  particularly 
to  them.  When  the  Bank  Act  went  into  effect  some  banks  hastened 
to  conform  to  the  new  requirements,  while  others  adopted  various 
expedients  to  evade  the  law  in  its  application  to  their  affairs. 

Bankers  who  had  been  conducting  their  business  as  they  chose  offered 
all  sorts  of  excuses  for  not  complying  at  once  with  the  new  conditions. 
Even  now,  nearly  two  and  a  half  years  after  the  new  law  went  into 
effect,  numerous  instances  are  discovered  where  practically  no  steps 
have  been  taken  to  effect  a  cure  of  unhealthy  conditions  and  palpable 
evils  that  have  been  existing  for  years  and  which  could  have  been  cured 
long  ago  under  a  proper  and  intelligent  application  of  the  law. 

In  my  administration  of  this  Department  I  have  endeavored  to  ascer- 
tain in  each  case,  as  it  is  displayed,  why  a  compliance  with  the  law 
has  not  been  made.  Almost  invariably  I  have  found  that  the  banker 
called  to  account  for  some  violation  of  law  did  not  understand  that  it 
was  necessary  for  him  to  obey  the  law.  This  condition  was  created 
by  the  State  Banking  Department  itself.  Bankers  knew  from  the 
experience  of  their  business  competitors  that  special  privilege  was  to 
be  had  for  the  asking.  The  law  could  be  suspended,  overruled  or 
annulled  simply  by  requesting  any  one  or  all  of  these  illegal  demands. 

Bankers  came  readily  to  understand  that  the  law  of  this  State  govern- 
ing their  institutions  would  be  openly  violated  under  certain  conditions 
for  certain  individuals  and  for  certain  purposes.  This  led  to  the 
inevitable  undermining  of  a  system  that  should  have  been  absolutely 
virtuous  in  its  conduct. 

BANKING    DEPARTMENT    OVERRULES    THE    LAW. 

The  State  Banking  Department  itself  indicated  clearly  to  the  bankers 
of  California  that  the  laws  of  this  State  could  be  violated  if  sufficient 
influence  were  brought  to  bear  on  the  Department  itself.  Throughout 
the  State  this  policy  was  pursued  and  for  the  purpose  of  indicating  it 
I  quote  herewith  from  a  letter  issued  by  the  State  Banking  Department 
to  a  certain  banking  institution  in  this  State  on  January  31,  1910. 
That  part  of  the  letter  which  is  significant  to  the  conditions  I  desire 
to  reveal  is  as  follows: 

"I  have  your  letter  of  the  28th  instant  stating  that  your  bank  desires  to  purchase 
some  notes  from  one  of  its  directors  and  asking  if  it  would  be  a  violation  of  the  law 
Lo  purchase  them  with  the  directors'  endorsement  thereon.  In  reply  I  desire  to  state 
that  althoush  the  provisions  of  the  law  relative  to  liability  of  directors  is  very 
explicit  I  do  not  desire  to  be  technical  in  their  administration  and  thereby  interfere 
with  the  transaction  of  legitimate  and  bona  fide  business.  The  restrictions  of  the 
law  in  this  matter  are  just  and  proper,  and  are  intended  to  prevent  the  abuse  of  what 
under  ordinary  circumstances  is  in  the  interests  of  good  banking.  However,  when 
such  matters  are  brought  to  my  attention,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  thie  granting  of  loans 
under  these  circumstances  is  in  the  interest  of  good  banking,  I  do  not  feel  inclined  to 
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enter  anj-  objections  to   the   same.     Permission   is   therefore   given   to   purchase   the 
above  mentioned  notes." 

In  this  fashion  the  Superintendent  of  Banks  ignored  the  law,  and 
not  only  connived  at  but  sanctioned  and  authorized  its  violation.  That 
which  the  statutes  of  this  State,  particularly  Section  83  of  the  Bank 
Act,  make  a  felony  the  Superintendent  of  Banks  made  permissible  and 
legal.  He  placed  himself  superior  to  the  law  which  he  was  appointed 
to  administer.  This  condition  existed  throughout  the  entire  adminis- 
tration of  the  affairs  of  this  Department  when  I  assumed  the  duties 
of  my  present  office.  It  is  a  condition  which  has  seriously  handicapped 
this  Department  in  the  performance  of  its  legitimate  duties  of  super- 
vision. As  further  indications  I  call  your  attention  to  the  following 
significant  facts,  each  of  which  represents  a  violation  of  law  on  the 
part  of  the  Superintendent  of  Banks,  a  compounding  of  a  felony,  and  a 
destruction  of  the  discipline  which  is  completely  necessary  for  a  proper 
conduct  of  banks  in  this  State. 

EXTRAORDINARY    FAVORS    TO    BANKERS. 

On  September  18,  1910,  the  Superintendent  of  Banks  approved  a 
loan  of  $3,000  to  the  president  of  one  of  the  state  banks  in  direct  viola- 
tion of  section  33  of  the  Bank  Act.  The  commission  of  this  offense  is 
characterized  as  a  crime  under  the  law.  On  May  25,  1910,  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Banks  approved  a  loan  to  the  president  of  another  state 
bank,  the  offense  being  the  same.  On  February  17,  1910,  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Banks  approved  a  loan  of  $20,000  to  the  vice-president  of 
another  bank.  It  was  by  such  acts  as  these,  characterized  as  they  are 
by  the  statutes  of  this  State  as  crimes,  that  the  very  system  of  state 
supervision  was  brought  to  the  limit  of  disorganization  and  demoraliza- 
tion. On  July  20,  1910,  the  Superintendent  of  Banks  authorized  loans 
to  the  officers  of  another  banking  institution  in  this  State.  Practically 
all  of  the  vicious  banking  in  California  has  had  its  source  in  the  success- 
ful endeavors  of  dishonest  officials  to  obtain  the  funds  of  a  bank  for 
themselves,  and  this  policy,  regrettable  as  it  may  be  to  report,  was  the 
one  approved  and  sometimes  suggested  by  the  State  Banking  Depart- 
ment itself. 

On  February  1,  1911,  the  Superintendent  of  Banks  approved  a  loan 
of  $2,000  to  the  vice-president  of  another  state  bank.  On  July  26,  1909, 
the  attorneys  of  a  certain  state  bank  asked  the  Superintendent  of  Banks 
if  men  Avho  did  not  own  stock  in  their  own  right  might  act  as  directors. 
In  violation  of  the  plain  letter  of  the  law  the  Superintendent  of  Banks 
granted  his  approval.  On  November  3,  1910,  the  Superintendent  of 
Banks,  carrying  his  extraordinary  disregard  of  the  law  to  an  unexpected 
limit,  approved  the  loan  of  $2,000  to  a  director  of  a  savings  bank, 
striking  at  the  very  heart  of  the  savings  bank  system.  In  more  than 
two  score  cases  the  Superintendent  of  Banks  gave  his  authority  to 
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state  banking  institutions  to  assume  a  departmental  banking  business, 
when  their  articles  of  incorporation  granted  them  no  such  authority 
and  they  were  not  permitted  under  the  enlarged  powers  granted  by 
the  State  to  undertake  such  a  business.  On  September  14,  1910,  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Banks  approved  loans  of  the  money  of  a  certain 
state  bank  to  its  president  and  its  cashier  and  its  vice-president,  in 
distinct  violation  of  the  very  essential  principles  of  banking.  On 
February  16,  1911,  the  Superintendent  of  Banks  approved  a  loan  to 
the  vice-president  of  a  state  bank.  On  January  6,  1911,  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Banks  granted  permission  to  an  individual  to  qualify  as  a 
director  of  a  state  bank  without  possessing  the  necessary  amount  of 
the  capital  stock  of  the  institution.  This,  as  a  matter  of  course,  was 
in  direct  violation  of  the  palpable  letter  of  the  law. 

In  the  enactment  of  the  banking  law  of  this  State  the  legislature  laid 
particular  stress  upon  the  necessity  of  protecting  banks  against  the 
operations  of  officers  and  employees  who  might  wish  to  obtain  from  the 
banks  in  which  they  were  officers  money  for  other  corporations  in  which 
they  were  interested.  An  effort  to  accomplish  such  a  purpose  is  charac- 
terized in  law  as  a  felony ;  yet,  the  State  Superintendent  of  Banks  per- 
mitted the  president  of  a  state- bank  to  loan,  as  president  of  that  bank, 
$1,000  to  a  corporation  of  which  he  was  also  president. 

On  December  9,  1910,  the  Superintendent  of  Banks  permitted  a 
certain  bank  in  this  State  to  accept  deposits  and  pay  checks  in  another 
town,  sending  an  officer  and  an  employee  to  the  other  town  for  that 
purpose.  This  was  authorized  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Banks 
upon  the  authority  of  an  indirect  promise  of  the  bank  that,  some  time, 
it  would  establish  a  branch  in  the  place  where  it  was  transacting  its 
hazardous,  unauthorized  business. 

The  foregoing  instances  are  taken  at  random  and  serve  simply  for 
purposes  of  illustration.  As  a  further  indication  of  the  methods 
adopted  by  this  Department  to  override  the  law  may  be  cited  the  case 
of  one  of  the  large  banking  institutions  of  California. 

In  June,  1910,  the  Superintendent  of  Banks  was  critically  and 
accurately  informed  that  the  funds  of  a  certain  bank  had  been  handled 
in  an  utterly  illegal  fashion  by  its  officers.  To  the  president  of  the 
bank  $137,000  had  been  loaned.  One  of  the  directors  had  been  per- 
mitted to  be  an  indorser  for  $6,200.  The  cashier  had  received  a  loan  of 
$7,500.  In  every  case  the  act  by  which  these  officials  of  the  bank  in 
question  had  received  money  from  the  institution  of  which  they  were 
officers  was  a  crime  under  the  banking  law  of  this  State. 

On  June  15,  1910,  the  Superintendent  of  Banks  wrote  to  the  derelict 
institution  calling  its  attention  to  its  violation  of  law  and  suggesting  an 
immediate  compliance  with  legal  provisions.    That  part  of  the  letter  of 
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the  Superintendent  of  Banks  which  is  significant  to  the  subject  under 
discussion  is  as  follows : 

"June  ir.,  1010. 
"Dear  Sir  : 

In  accordance  M'ith  tho  provisions  of  section  SO,  unsecured  loans  to  any  one  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation  are  limited  to  ten  per  cent  of  the  bank's  capital  and  surplus, 
exclusive  of  undivided  profits,  and  sufficiently  secured  loans  may  be  made  up  to  2.1 
per  cent  of  the  same.      It  is  reported  that  deeds  are  held  to  valuable  properties  for 

the  $131,000  loan  to ,  the  president,  but  as  these  deeds  are  unrecorded. 

this  loan  is  not  secured  as  contemplated  by  the  law  and  is  therefore  excessive.  This 
loan  should  be  eliminated  as  soon  as  practicable  without  working  hardship  in  view 
of  the  provisions  of  section  33  forbidding  loans  to  officers. 

It  is  reported  that  one  of  the  directors  is  liable  to  the  bank  as  an  endorser,  and 
that  the  cashier  and  one  of  the  employees  also  have  loans.  These  liabilities  should 
be  eliminated  as  soon  as  possible  in  view  of  the  provisions  of  section  33  forbidding 
all  loans  to  officers  and  employees.  The  overdraft  of  the  president  must  be  elim- 
irated  immediately  unless  this  matter  has  alreadj'  been  corrected,  in  view  of  the  rigid 
pi'ovisions  of  section  39. 

Your  very  truly."  

In  this  letter  it  will  be  observed  that  the  criminal  offense  committed 
by  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  bank  in  question  is  minimized  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Banks,  and  the  excess  of  an  unsecured  loan  is 
made  the  dominant  feature  of  inquiry.  As  a  matter  of  simple  law,  made 
such  by  the  legislature  to  protect  the  money  of  depositors,  the  offenses 
indicated  in  this  letter  of  the  Superintendent  of  Banks  are  crimes. 
Some  of  them  are  felonies,  others  misdemeanors.  The  significant  fact 
is,  that  the  Superintendent  of  Banks  was  thoroughly  aware  of  the  con- 
dition of  affairs  in  this  bank,  yet  he  condoned  the  following  reply  sent 
two  months  after  the  question  was  raised  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Banks : 

"August  lo,  1910. 
State  Superintendent  of  Banks,  Sun  Francisco,  California. 

Dear  Sir  :  The  matter  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  president  was  discussed,  the 
vice-president  being  in  the  chair,  the  board  of  directors  unanimously  approving  of  the 
loans  made  to  him  by  the  bank,  and  I  enclose  a  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  to  that 
effect,  for  which  they  ask  your  approval. 

Respectfully  j-ours,"  

In  this  connection  it  should  be  observed  that  the  officers  of  the  bank 
deliberately  ignored  all  reference  to  the  offenses  of  the  cashier  and  the 
director,  and  formally  indorsed  the  criminal  act  of  the  institution  in 
loaning  its  own  funds  to  the  president. 

In  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  this  letter  on  August  lOth,  the  Super- 
intendent of  Banks  made  no  reference  to  the  offense  to  which  he  had 
formerly  directed  emphatic  attention.  There  the  whole  affair  was  per- 
mitted to  rest,  a  distinct  and  formidable  violation  of  the  plain  letter  of 
the  law.  As  time  progressed,  the  indebtedness  of  the  president  to  his 
own  bank  increased  to  $137,000.    When  the  matter  was  directed  to  my 
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attention,  I  demanded  that  this  loan  be  eliminated  from  the  bank,  that 
the  cashier  be  compelled  to  pay  his  indebtedness,  and  that  the  offending 
director  be  instructed  to  cancel  his  obligation  as  an  indorser.  After 
some  insistent  correspondence  the  bank  complied  with  my  instruction. 
The  incident  is  recorded  simply  to  indicate  a  policy  which  undermined 
the  banking  law  of  this  State  and  created  in  the  minds  of  bankers  a  dis- 
position to  offend  as  a  matter  of  course. 

AN    INSOLVENT    BANK    AUTHORIZED    TO    REOPEN. 

As  a  further  illustration  of  the  absolute  want  of  a  sense  of  responsi- 
bility on  the  part  of  the  Superintendent  of  Banks  I  desire  to  cite  another 
instance.  It  is  the  case  of  a  savings  bank  in  this  State  which  because  of 
its  delinquencies,  its  impaired  capital,  its  inadequate  management,  and 
its  unhealthy  affairs  had  been  closed  by  the  Bank  Commission  and  was 
at  the  time  when  the  new  banking  law  went  into  effect  in  the  hands  of  a 
receiver  properly  for  liquidation  and  the  payment  of  its  debts.  During 
the  closing  days  of  its  existence  this  bank  had  been  a  menace  to  the  com- 
munity in  which  it  existed  and  a  hazardous  neighbor  to  the  other  bank- 
ing institutions  in  the  city  in  which  it  was  located.  Its  affairs  had  been 
placed  finally  where  they  belonged — in  the  hands  of  the  court  for 
proper  liquidation  and  final  settlement. 

Immediately  after  the  Bank  Commissioners  were  superseded  by  the 

State  Banking  Department  an  appeal  was  made  to  reopen  the  bank.    The 

Superintendent  of  Banks,  with  the  realization  of  the  obligations  upon 

him,  wrote  as  follows : 

"The  bank  is  already  closed  and  if  there  is  any  doubt  whatever  as  to  the  ability 
of  the  institution  to  resume  and  to  go  on  with  its  business  uninterruptedly  and  prop- 
erly I  would  much  prefer  that  it  remain  closed  and  be  liquidated.  In  other  words, 
the  bank  being  closed,  the  damage  has  been  done,  and  it  will  be  harder  for  such  an 
institution  to  work  out  its  position  than  otherwise  would  be  the  case." 

Acting  upon  the  suggestion  of  his  clear  line  of  duty,  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Banks  after  writing  this  letter  on  July  12,  1909,  instructed 
one  of  the  examiners  of  the  State  Banking  Department  to  make  a  crit- 
ical examination  of  the  affairs  of  the  bank  which  was  in  the  hands  of  the 
receiver.  This  examination  was  made.  It  showed  conclusively  that  the 
capital  of  the  institution  was  impaired  to  an  enormous  extent.  The 
capital  was  $250,000  and  the  impairment  was  more  than  $200,000.  The 
bank  premises  in  the  possession  of  the  institution,  the  report  showed, 
had  been  inflated  in  value  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the  officers  of  the 
bank.  Bond  holdings  were  illegal  in  amount  and  were  grossly  inferior 
to  their  alleged  book  values.  On  August  3,  1909,  the  Superintendent  of 
Banks  gave  his  official  sanction  to  the  reopening  of  the  institution  with 
an  impaired  capital  of  more  than  $150,000,  the  bank  only  repairing 
$62,500  of  the  capital  by  assessment.  The  only  curative  measures  were 
this  assessment  and  a  change  in  management.    When  this  condition  was 
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brought  to  my  attention,  the  officers  of  the  bank  were  instructed  by  me 
to  place  it  upon  a  plane  of  solvency;  and  if  that  were  not  possible,  to 
make  arrangements  for  its  removal  from  a  dangerous  field  of  action. 
Fortunately,  its  affairs  were  so  arranged  that  it  raised  sufficient  money, 
protected  its  depositors  fully,  and  was  absorbed  by  another  institution 
and  removed  from  a  field  in  which  its  very  existence  was  a  menace  to 
solvent  institutions. 

STATE    LAWS    BROUGHT    INTO    DISREPUTE. 

This  will  indicate  sufficiently  the  character  of  the  supervision  which 
has  brought  into  disrepute  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  bank- 
ing department  of  California.  It  has  taught  lessons  of  unwisdom  to  the 
bankers  of  the  State  and  created  in  their  minds  a  contempt  for  laws 
which  had  not  been  evenly  administered.  And  it  has  entailed  upon  this 
Department  an  enormous  volume  of  unnecessary  work  in  seeking  to 
inform  the  bankers  of  California  that  the  laws  must  be  obeyed,  however 
they  might  be  felt  in  actual  administration.  It  is  human  nature  to  ask 
for  special  privilege  whenever  one  thinks  it  can  be  had  for  the  asking ; 
and  so  it  has  been  with  the  bankers  of  California.  Wlienever  one  believes 
that  another  is  granted  inmiunity  by  the  power  authorized  to  supervise 
his  affairs  simply  by  the  asking  of  unwarranted  favors,  then  that  one 
will  ask  also  for  the  same  concession,  forgetting,  of  course,  that  no  one 
has  authority  to  suspend  the  direct  commands  of  the  law. 

On  the  other  hand,  when  the  knowledge  is  absolute  that  no  one  may 
obtain  a  consideration  that  is  not  extended  to  all,  no  one  will  seek  special 
favor,  and  a  vice  in  administration  will  be  eliminated  in  this  State. 

The  greatest  obstacle  to  the  proper  administration  of  the  State  Bank- 
ing Department,  and  the  one  most  difficult  to  overcome,  is  the  notion 
prevalent  in  the  minds  of  the  bankers  of  California  that  all  that  was 
necessary  to  be  done  to  conform  to  the  wishes  of  this  Department  was  to 
make  such  explanation  as  offenders  chose  to  make  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Banks  and  then  to  place  themselves  at  his  discretion.  Gradually  this 
obstacle  to  successful  supervision  is  being  eliminated,  but  it  is  requiring 
determined  and  persistent  effort.  Conditions  which  we  have  been  called 
upon  to  meet  and  change  have  handicaped  us  seriously  in  what  legit- 
imately should  be  constructive  supervision  of  the  banks  of  this  State. 

STATE    BANKERS    RESPOND. 

I  am  deeply  grateful  that  in  my  efforts  to  establish  discipline  which 
the  State  intends  shall  be  exercised  over  the  banks  of  this  State,  I  have 
the  hearty  support  and  earnest  cooperation  of  a  great  majority  of  the 
bankers  of  California.  Fortunately  the  majority  of  the  men  who  con- 
trol the  destiny  of  banking  institutions  in  this  State  are  men  of  high 
integrity,  splendid  business  ideals,  and  excellent  training  for  the  work 
they  have  in  hand.     They  share  with  me  the  conviction  that  an  equal 
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administration  of  the  law  is  the  first  essential,  and  then  a  consideration 
of  its  amendment,  if  necessary,  is  a  secondary  one.  It  is  my  desire  to 
give  full  consideration  to  amendments  during  the  coming  year  and,  after 
mature  deliberation,  to  present  such  suggestions  to  you  as  I  may  feel 
necessary  in  time  for  consideration  at  the  regular  session  of  the  legis- 
lature, which  will  be  held  in  1913. 

There  are,  however,  two  amendments  which  I  am  convinced  should 
be  adopted,  namely : 

First — The  provisions  in  reference  to  reserve  of  commercial  banks 
should  be  changed,  so  that  all  of  the  reserve,  over  and  above  the  two 
fifths  that  is  required  to  be  carried  in  the  vaults  of  the  banks,  may  be 
deposited  in  banks  in  this  State,  instead  of  limiting  it  to  one  half  of 
such  amount. 

Second — This  Department  should  be  permitted  to  collect  a  per  diem 
charge  in  excess  of  the  regular  pro  rata  of  departmental  expenses  for 
all  extra  service  it  is  necessary  to  render  a  bank  because  of  unusual 
conditions  in  such  bank.  Such  an  amendment  to  the  banking  law  would 
greatly  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  banking  department  by  enabling 
it  to  devote  all  needed  attention  to  banks  which  demand  special  exami- 
nation without  encroaching  on  the  regular  funds  for  the  support  of 
the  Department. 

AVhen  I  took  charge  of  this  Department  there  were  five  banks  in 
process  of  liquidation,  and  I  have  closed  three  more,  namely:  Bank  of 
Shasta  County,  First  Savings  Bank  of  Shasta  County,  and  the  Kern 
Valley  Bank.  The  liquidation  of  all  is  proceeding  as  satisfactorily  as 
may  be  expected.  Detailed  statements  regarding  each  are  submitted 
to  you  herewith.  I  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  consider  at  length  in 
conmient  the  affairs  of  the  Bank  of  Shasta  County.  The  deplorable 
condition  of  this  institution  was  thoroughly  known  by  the  State  Bank- 
ing Department  long  before  the  doors  of  the  bank  were  closed.  The 
bank  went  from  bad  to  worse  while  it  was  under  the  direct  observation 
of  this  Department  and,  notwithstanding  this  fact,  it  was  permitted  to 
remain  open.  Further  than  this  I  do  not  care  to  discuss  the  affairs  of 
the  Bank  of  Shasta  County.  Why  it  was  permitted  to  remain  open  is 
being  considered  by  another  department  of  the  state   government. 

I  desire  to  report  that  I  found  it  necessary  to  close  the  First  Savings 
Bank  of  Shasta  County  because  of  the  conditions  presented  by  the 
failure  of  the  Bank  of  Shasta  County.  It  is  probable  that  the  First 
Savings  Bank  of  Shasta  County  will  be  reopened  for  business  in  the 
near  future. 

KERN    VALLEY    BANK. 

In  connection  with  the  Kern  Valley  Bank  I  deem  it  a  matter  of  the 
highest  public  policy  that  the  affairs  of  this  institution,  which  is  now  in 
process  of  liquidation,  receive  a  detailed  reference  in  my  report  to  you. 
This  bank  was  for  two  year.s  in  an  insolvent  condition.     This  fact  was 
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thoroughly  known  by  this  Department  and,  notwithstanding  its  knowl- 
edge, the  bank  was  permitted  to  remain  open  to  the  hazard  of  the 
general  public  and  to  the  injury  of  unsuspecting  persons  who  deposited 
their  money  at  its  counters.  Within  two  months  after  the  establishment 
of  the  State  Banking  Department  the  actual  condition  of  the  Kern 
Valley  Bank  was  Imown  to  this  office.  The  Kern  Valley  Bank  had 
been  loaded  down  with  an  enormous  and  illegal  holding  of  Sunset  Road 
Oil  bonds.  The  records  show  that,  based  upon  the  valuation  placed 
upon  the  bonds  by  this  Department,  the  capital,  surplus  and  undivided 
profits  had  been  completely  wiped  out,  and  that  approximately  $190,000 
of  the  depositors'  money  was  also  gone. 

This  holding  and  a  previous  reckless  management  of  the  affairs  of 
the  institution  caused  my  insistence  that  the  bank  close  its  doors  in 
order  to  protect  the  public  from  further  imposition. 

On  August  16,  1909,  the  Superintendent  of  Banks  was  informed 
particularly  and  in  detail  of  the  wretched  and  insolvent  condition  of 
the  Kern  Valley  Bank.  This  information  was  supplied  by  the  president 
of  the  bank  himself.  I  quote  those  parts  of  his  letter  to  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Banks  which  are  significant  of  the  matter  in  hand.  They 
are  as  follows : 

"Dear  Sir  : 

"When  Ronald  McDonald,  the  present  cashier  of  the  Kern  Valley  Bank,  was 
elected  April  7,  1902,  to  succeed  II.  A.  Blodget,  he  found  that  Solomon  Jewett,  the 
president,  and  H.  A.  Blodget,  the  cashier,  were  heavy  borrowers  of  the  bank's  funds ; 
a  portion  of  their  loans  were  secured,  others  partially  secured,  while  large  sums  had 
been  obtained  on  their  joint  notes  without  collateral  of  any  nature. 

"Mr.  Jewetfs  individual  indebtedness  was  taken  care  of  by  Mr.  W.  S.  Tevis 
through  arrangements  satisfactory  to  himself.  Their  joint  indebtedness  represent- 
ing .$244,492.80,  was  taken  up  by  Sunset  Road  Oil  Co.  bonds  amounting  to  .$244,200, 
together  with  interest  coupons  attached  drawing  interest  at  5  per  cent  payable  semi- 
annually. This  arrangement  was  made  on  December  9,  1905,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Bank  Commissioners  and  W.  S.  Tevis,  and  we  were  assured  at  the  time  by  Mr.  Tevis 
that  he  was  then  negotiating  the  .sale  of  this  oil  property  and  that  it  was  practically 
sold  and  that  he  could  convert  our  bond  holdings  into  coin  in  less  than  sixty  days. 

"With  this  assurance  the  bank  accepted  the  bonds  and  on  his  demand  surrendered 
to  him  all  collaterals  and  notes  held  by  the  bank  against  Jewett  and  Blodget.  iNIr. 
Tevis  made  this  demand  on  the  grounds  that  he  was  practically  the  owner  of  all  the 
Sunset  Road  Oil  Co.  bonds  and  would  not  consent  that  the  bonds  be  turned  over  to 
the  bank  unless  his  wishes  be  complied  with,  and  that  the  bonds  be  pooled  with  the 
Central  Trust  Company  of  San  Francisco  under  conditions  that  God  only  knows,  and 
he  won't  tell." 

With  this  astounding  condition  of  affairs  revealed  to  him,  the  Super- 
intendent of  Banks  wrote  as  follows: 

"August  2(!.   1909. 
"Kern    Vulhti  Hank.  JhikcrsfichJ.  CaJ.: 

"In  connection  with  an  examination  of  your  bank  as  of  the  13th  day  of  August.  I 
desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  investments  in  bonds  in  the  total  sum  of  .$4SS,- 
688.26,  of  which  $439,226.16  is  invested  in  bonds  of  the  Sunset  Road  Oil  Co.  I  have 
your  explanation  of  the  manner  in  which  you  came  into  the  ownership  of  these  bonds, 
and  it  is  unnecessarj'  at  this  time  to  enter  into  the  details  thereof,  or  to  pass  any 
criticism  upon  the  same.     Nevertheless,  the  fact  remains  that  the  bank  has  tied  up 
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iu  these  bonds  a  very  large  portion  of  its  depositors'  money.  In  view  of  my  respon- 
sibility of  caring  for  the  interests  of  the  depositors,  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  direct 
that  the  amount  invested  in  these  bonds  be  written  down  upon  your  books.  Upon 
the  best  information  I  can  obtain,  I  am  convinced  that  there  is  very  little  investment 
value  in  these  bonds,  and  they  certainly  should  not  be  carried  as  a  live  asset,  espe- 
cially in  any  quantity,  by  any  bank.  As  long  as  you  have  them  I  am  willing  that, 
for  the  present,  you  may  carry  them  at  20  per  cent  of  their  par  value  and  you  are, 
therefore,  directed  to  carry  them  upon  your  books  at  an  amount  not  exceeding  such 
valuation. 

"Should  this  valuation  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  yourself  and  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  your  bank,  I  shall  have  a  valuation  set  upon  them  by  competent  ap- 
jjraisers  designated  in  accordance  with  Section  124  of  the  Bank  Act.  You  are 
requested  to  notify  me  at  once  if  your  bank  desires  such  an  appraisement. 

"In  this  connection  your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  $244,200  of  the  bonds 
are  now,  without  any  apparent  reason  therefor,  or  for  any  benefit  to  your  bank,  in 
escrow  with  the  Central  Trust  Co.  of  San  Francisco.  You  are,  therefore,  directed  to 
immediately  secure  possession  of  the  same  and  return  and  keep  them  in  the  vaults  of 
your  bank. 

"Yours  very  truly,"  - — ■ — — ■ — ■ 

On  the  very  same  day,  impressed  evidently  by  the  grave  importance 
of  the  conditions  revealed  to  him,  the  Superintendent  of  Banks  wrote 
another  letter  to  the  Kern  Valley  Bank,  the  significant  part  of  which  is 
as  follows : 

"The  report  of  condition  of  your  bank  on  the  date  of  the  examination,  August  13, 
shows  that  you  had  deposit  liabilities  in  the  sum  of  $783,089.72,  to  which  must  be 
added  $100,000  capital  stock  liability,  or  total  liabilities  of  $883,089.72.  Against 
these  liabilities  you  held  assets,  at  their  par  value,  in  the  sum  of  $961,948.6.5,  from 
which  must  be  deducted  $.5,000  and  $12,597.33  which  you  were  above  directed  to  write 
off  your  Furniture  and  Fixtures,  and  Collection  accounts  respectively,  together  with 
$351,380.93  on  account  of  the  Sunset  Road  Oil  Co.  bonds  (a  reduction  of  80  per  cent 
or  net  assets  in  the  sum  of  $592,970.39  with  which  to  meet  liabilities  of  $883,089.72. 

"In  view  of  these  facts  it  appears  that  your  assets  were  deficient  to  meet  your 
liabilities  by  the  sum  of  $290,119.33,  an  amount  suSicient  to  wipe  out  your  entire 
capital,  surplus  and  undivided  profits,  and  leave  a  large  deficiency  besides. 

"You  are  therefore  directed  to  make  good  the  said  deficiency  in  the  sum  of  $290,- 
119.33  within  the  next  thirty  days.  Your  records  show  that  you  have  been  running 
for  an  unwarranted  length  of  time  at  a  loss.  Such  a  state  of  affairs  will  positively 
only  have  one  end,  and  you  must  get  your  bank  in  such  a  condition  that  it  will  show 
an  excess  of  income  over  outgo. 

"In  the  above  discussion  of  the  solvency  of  your  bank,  you  will  note  that  I  have 
taken  all  of  your  loans  at  their  par  value,  and  made  no  allowance  for  bad  loans  you 
are  carrying." 

This  letter  brought  forth  two  immediate  answers  from  the  president 

of  the  Kern  Valley  Bank.     One  was  a  reply  to  the  Superintendent  of 

Banks.    The  other  was  an  appeal  to  W.  S.  Tevis  and  is  as  follows : 

"August  28,  1909. 
"W.  S.  Tevis,  Esq.,  San  Francisco,  Cal. 

"Deab  Sir  :  Enclosed  herewith  we  hand  you  copy  of  a  letter  to  us  from  Hon. 
Alden  Anderson  which  is  self-explanatory. 

"The  conditions  imposed  by  this  letter  are,  as  you  well  know,  utterly  absurd  and 
compliance  therewith  impractical.  Every  effort  is  being  put  forth  to  bring  order  out 
cf  this  matter,  but  if  the  demands  are  enforced  there  will  be  but  one  result.  We 
must  have  time  to  accomplish  the  desired  end  and  we  have  no  fears.  Everything  will 
adjust  itself  satisfactorily,  and  we  ask  that  you  have  an  interview  with  Mr.  Anderson 
and  intercede  in  our  behalf,  securing,  if  possible,  a  reasonable  consideration  for  us. 
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"This  matter  needs  prompt  attention  and  any  efforts  on  your  part  will  be  greatly 
jippreciated. 

"Yours  very  truly,"  

The  letter  from  the  Kern  Valley  Bank  to  the  Superintendent  of  Banks 
is  as  follows: 

"Bakeusfield,  August  28,  1909. 
"Dear  Sir  :  We  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  26th,  and  the 
same  will  be  placed  before  the  Board  of  Directors  of  this  bank  and  have  attention  at 
an  early  date. 
"I  am,  sir, 

"Yours  very  truly,"  

The  Kern  Valley  Bank  did  not  make  good  its  deficiency  of  $290,000 
either  in  thirty  days  or  at  all.  The  Superintendent  of  Banks,  subse- 
quent to  the  writing  of  the  letter  of  August  20,  1909,  appointed  three 
appraisers  and  received  from  them  the  following  report  in  reference 
to  the  Sunset  Road  Oil  Co.  bonds. 

"September  28,  1909. 

"If,  after  examination,  the  bond  issue  is  found  to  be  legal  (which  I  doubt),  and 
the  pooling  agreement  is  found  to  be  illegal  and  not  binding,  we  should  regard  the 
bonds  as  having  a  liquidation  value  of  50  cents  on  the  dollar  (The  Union  Oil  Co. 
contract  is  being  included  in  the  value  stated),  but  if  doubts  exist  as  to  the  legality 
of  the  bond  issue  or  the  pooling  agreement  should  be  regarded  as  legal  and  binding 
the  bonds  would  then  have  no  value  as  a  bank  asset." 

The  Superintendent  of  Banks  in  his  own  behalf  resolved  the  doubt 
in  favor  of  the  legality  of  the  bond  issue  and  fixed  their  liquidating 
value  at  50  per  cent,  and  then  in  estimating  accurately  the  condition  of 
the  Kern  Valley  Bank  foimd  that  its  capital,  surplus  and  undivided 
profits  and  more  than  $58,000  of  the  depositors'  money  were  still  wiped 
out.  But  the  Kern  Valley  Bank  was  neither  closed  nor  was  it  forced 
to  place  itself  in  a  solvent  condition.  Affairs  remained  in  this  hazardous 
and  illegal  manner  until  December,  1910,  when  the  Superintendent  of 
Banks,  after  having  given  the  institution  what  he  believed  to  be  suffi- 
cient time,  longer  than  the  thirty  days,  in  which  to  arrange  its  affairs 

satisfactorily,  wrote  as  follows  : 

"December  5,  1910. 
"Mr.  Ronald  McDonald,  Cashier,  Kern  Valley  Bank,  Bakersfield,  Cal. 

"Dear  Sir  :  The  recent  examination  of  your  bank,  made  on  November  21,  has 
been  carefully  reviewed  in  this  office. 

"I  have  little  to  call  your  attention  to  in  connection  therewith,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Sunset  Road  Oil  bonds,  and  in  view  of  all  that  has  passed  our  careful  exam- 
ii.ation  of  this  property,  and  the  orders  that  have  heretofore  gone  to  you,  I  feel  it 
necessary  now,  inasmuch  as  you  have  collected  no  interest  on  them  and  as  there  is 
undoubtedly  sufficient  security  back  of  the  bonds  to  enable  you  to  collect  not  only  the 
interest  but  the  principal  as  well,  we  direct  that  you  collect  said  interest  within  the 
next  fifteen  days  from  the  writing  hereof,  or  that  you  immediately  cause  action  to  be 
brought  on  a  sufficient  number  of  the  bonds  of  said  company  to  cause  a  foreclosure 
of  the  same  against  the  issuing  corporation. 

"This  is  a  direct  order  to  you,  and  I  am  sending  same  under  the  seal  of  this  office. 

"I  feel  that  the  utmort  leniency  has  been  given  you  and  I  reiterate  directions 
heretofore  given  that  even  if  the  interest  is  collected  I  want  you  at  as  early  a  date 
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as  possible  to  reduco  your  holding  in  said  bonds  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Bank  Act. 

"Yours  very  truly."  . 

It  seems  incredible  that  in  view  of  the  letter  above  quoted  that  the 
Superintendent  of  Banks  should  send  another  letter  in  the  following 
month  indicating  absolutely  a  position  diametrically  opposed  to  the 
one  he  took  in  December.  The  significant  parts  of  the  letter  to  which 
reference  is  made  are  as  follows : 

"704  Postal  Telegraph  Bldg.,  January  30,  1911. 
"Mr.  R.  McDonald,  Cashier,  Kern  Valley  Bank.  Balcrsfield,  Cal. 

"Dear  Mr.  McDonald  :   I  have  your  letter  of  the  2Sth  inst.,  and  contents  noted. 

"I  am  very  glad  indeed  you  have  matters  under  way  looking  to  the  converting 
into  more  liquid  form  of  the  Sunset  Road  Oil  bonds  held  by  your  bank.  I  am  sure 
the  property  value  is  there  and  that  the  outcome  will  be  entirely  satisfactory  to  your 
institution. 

"With  respect  to  other  matters  would  say  that  they  are  no  different  than  when 
jou  were  here,  but  a  change  will  be  coming  soon.  This,  however,  should  not  affect 
your  bank  as  the  appraisement  of  your  bonds  heretofore  had  and  the  otherwise  excel- 
lent shape  of  your  institution  would  show  that  everything  was  being  done  legally, 
properly  and  correctly,  and  that  you  were,  in  accordance  with  Section  145  of  the 
Bank  Act,  doing  your  utmost  to  have  your  institution  conform  to  the  law  in  all 
respects. 

"Very  truly  yours,"  

As  a  matter  of  fact,  nothing  had  been  done  to  place  the  Kern  Valley 
Bank  in  a  solvent  condition.  The  bonds  which  occasioned  its  original 
distress  worked  its  final  disaster.  The  condition  remained  until  May, 
1911,  when  the  doors  of  the  bank  were  closed  and.  the  hazard  to  the 
community  was  removed. 

A  statement  of  the  condition  of  all  state  banks  as  shown  by  the  called 
report  of  June  7,  1911,  compared  with  the  report  of  condition  as  of 
June  30,  1910,  as  well  as  other  statements  and  other  schedules,  are  sub- 
mitted and  appended  hereto  as  a  part  of  this  report.  They  include  the 
following : 

First — Summary  of  condition  of  every  state  bank. 

Second — List  of  new  banks  and  branches. 

Third — Names  and  compensation  of  all  persons  employed  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Banks  and  the  whole  amount  of  receipts  and  expenses 
of  the  Department  during  the  year. 

Fourth — Names  of  banks  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Banks  in  process  of  liquidation  and  the  amount  of  dividends  paid 
thereon. 

i^i/^/i— Miscellaneous  changes  in  banks. 

Sixth — Tabulated  statement  of  condition  of  banks. 

Seventh — List  of  unclaimed  deposits  in  banks.

Such  statements  shall  show  the  amount 
of  the  account,  the  depositor's  last  known  place  of  residence  or  post 
office  address,  and  the  fact  of  death,  if  known  to  such  president  or 
managing  officer.  Such  president  or  managing  officer  must  give  notice 
of  these  deposits  in  one  or  more  new.spapers  published  in  or  nearest  to 
the  town  or  city  where  such  bank  has  its  principal  place  of  business, 
at  least  once  a  week  for  four  consecutive  weeks,  the  cost  of  such  publi- 
cation to  be  paid  pro  rata  out  of  such  unclaimed  deposits.  This  section 
does  not  apply  to  any  deposit  made  by  or  in  the  name  of  a  person 
known  to  the  president  or  managing  officer  to  be  living,  of  which,  with 
the  accumulation  thereon,  is  less  than  fifty  dollars.  The  Superintend- 
ent of  Banks  must  incorporate  in  his  subsequent  report  such  returns 
made  to  him  as  provided  in  this  section.  Any  president  or  managing 
officer  of  any  bank  w^ho  neglects  or  refuses  to  make  the  sworn  statement 
required  by  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

Sir  :  I  herewith  submit  the  third  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Banks  of  the  State  of  California,  pursuant  to  section  1-iO  of  the 
Bank  Act  enacted  l\y  the  thirty-eighth  session  of  the  legislature  and 
effective  July  1,  1909. 

Taken  as  a  whole  the  l)anks  of  this  State  which  are  under  the  juris- 
diction of  this  department  are  worthy  of  the  confidence  of  the  entire 
people.  As  reflective  of  the  progress,  prosperity  and  general  well-being 
of  the  State  these  institutions  are  significant  in  their  evidences  of  a 
normal  growth  of  commercial  activity  and  of  thrift,  frugality  and 
industry.  Healthy  management  by  officers  of  banks  in  an  executive 
capacity,  a  gratifying  interest  on  the  part  of  directors  of  banking 
institutions  and  a  state-wide  advancement  in  trade  and  commerce  have 
borne  fruit  in  a  banking  situation  which  pleads  for  the  commendation 
of  those  who  recognize  in  banks  and  banking  the  pulse  of  healthy  social 
and  industrial  life. 

It  is  the  more  gratifying  to  me  to  report  this  state  of  affairs  particu- 
larly in  view  of  the  burden  of  responsibility  which  fell  to  this  depart- 
ment to  break  down  the  system  of  special  privilege  and  dangerous 
discrimination  which  had  fastened  itself  upon  the  State  Banking  Depart- 
ment of  California  to  the  destruction  of  right  administration  and  of 
sound  supervision.  It  is  my  prerogative  to  inform  you  that  special 
privilege  extended  by  the  State  Banking  Department  to  favored  banking 
institutions  in  California  is  dead. 

The  evils  of  it  have  not  yet  fully  disappeai-ed.  The  manifestations 
of  it  are  still  apparent  in  violations  of  law  which  in  some  instances  have 
resisted  every  suggested  cure  except  that  of  drastic  action  which  I 
regret  to  say  I  have  in  some  cases  been  forced  to  take.  While  the  root 
of  special  privilege  lias  been  destroyed  the  result  of  its  growth  has 
demanded  from  this  department  an  unremitting  vigilance  and  an 
uncompromising  insistence  that  the  law  must  be  obeyed. 

While  some  of  the  banking  institutions  of  California  are  working  out 
prol)lems,  inflicted  either  by  laxity  of  administration  or  indifference 
to  laws,  most  of  them  are  advancing  steadily,  vigorously  and  normally 
in  harmony  with  the  growth  of  the  State.  In  this  collective  aspect  the 
banks  under  state  supervision  demonstrate  this  fact. 
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STATE    PROSPERITY    REFLECTED    IN    BANKS. 

Conditions  in  the  lianks  of  this  State  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year 
June  30,  1912,  particularly  in  comparison  with  conditions  which  existed 
during  the  preceding  year,  reflect  clearly  a  healthy  development  of  the 
resources  of  California  and  a  prosperity  of  its  people  in  all  respects  of 
progressive  activity.  During  the  fiscal  year  1911-1912  there  was  a 
marked  increase  in  the  resources  of  the  banking  institutions  of  Califor- 
nia. This  increase  was  widely  and  healthfully  distributed  throughout 
the  State.  At  the  same  time  there  was  an  increase  in  the  loans  and 
discounts,  reflecting  commendable  energies  in  trade  and  commerce. 
The  bankers,  displaying  a  commendable  tendency  to  strengthen  their 
institutions  and  to  inspire  confidence  in  the  banking  public,  recorded 
substantial  gains  in  their  surplus  and  in  their  undivided  profits. 

In  all  of  the  other  requirements  of  sound  banking  the  evidences  are 
of  the  same  encouraging  character.  Not  only  was  the  volume  of  business 
increased  but  additional  sums  in  capital  were  invested  by  the  banking 
community.  Individual  deposits,  both  savings  and  commercial,  were 
greater  than  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  Particularly  in  the 
aggregate  of  savings  deposits  and  in  the  total  of  savings  depositors 
there  are  reasons  for  just  congratulation.  Mobile  the  number  and 
amount  of  loans  and  discounts  in  commercial  banks  increased,  individual 
deposits  likewise  showed  a  marked  advance,  a  condition  not  always 
evidenced  even  under  the  best  auspices  of  state  prosperity  and  a  judici- 
ous management  of  its  working  capital.

The  total  of  Jt;532,951,777  of  deposits  is  divided  as  follows:  Commer- 
cial deposits,  $129,115,954.73,  an  increase  of  $8,718,692.69  during  the 
year;  savings  deposits,  $400,765,237.28,  an  increase  of  $42,513,595.16; 
trust  deposits,  $3,070,584.99,  an  increase  of  $524,233.53.  The  total  of 
savings  depositors  in  the  State  was  797,519,  commercial  depo.sitors 
278,024  and  trust  depositors  231. 

There  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  Banking  Department 
455  banks.  In  addition  thereto  there  are  64  branch  offices.  Of  the 
banks  under  the  authority  of  this  department  150  are  engaged  exclu- 
sivelv  in  the  business  of  commercial  banking,  and  132  are  exclusively 
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savings  l)anks.  Tlu'i'c  are  15.')  coiiinici'cial  and  savings  dcpai'tiiicntal 
banks,  11  commercial,  savings  and  ti-nst  banks,  1  commercial  and  trust 
bank,  and  1  savings  and  trust  bank,  making  a  total  of  166  departmental 
banks.  There  are  7  trust  companies  under  the  autliority  of  this  depart- 
ment. 

BANKS   IN   LIQUIDATION. 

During  the  fiscal  year  which  ended  June  30.  1912,  no  bank  under  the 
state  jurisdiction  met  disastei-. 

On  July  2:3.  1912.  1  took  charge  of  the  aftairs  of  the  Bank  of  Modoc 
County  for  the  purpose  of  li(  {nidation.  I  had  reason  to  conclude  that 
it  was  unsafe  and  inexpedient  for  it  longer  to  transact  the  business  for 
which  it  was  organized. 

The  bank  had  been  giving  constant  trouble  and  its  officers  showed  no 
disposition  to  obey  the  laws  governing  banking.  After  repeated  prom- 
ises that  the  law  would  be  obeyed  the}'  were  detected  in  gross  violations 
of  law  and  deception  to  this  department  when  an  examination  of  their 
condition  was  made  by  an  examiner  of  this  department  on  July  20th. 
The  examiner  immediately  sent  for  me  and  I  at  once  went  to  Alturas 
and  after  a  personal  examination  took  charge  of  its  affairs.  It  is  now 
in  process  of  liciuidation.     The  depositors  will  lose  nothing. 

The  liquidation  of  the  various  banks  under  my  charge  has  proceeded 
as  expeditiously  as  might  be  expected  and  as  time  goes  on  it  becomes 
more  and  more  firmly  established  that  the  present  method  for  such 
liquidation  is  far  more  effective  and  economical  than  the  old. 

The  Japanese  banks  are  particularly  difficult  to  handle  because  of  the 
methods  of  the  banks  that  failed  and  because  of  the  difficulty  in  locating 
the  various  debtors  and  in  ascertaining  if  they  had  any  resources  to 
realize  upon. 

One  bank,  the  First  Savings  Bank  of  Shasta  County,  that  was  being 
liquidated  by  me  one  year  ago,  placed  itself  in  entire  harnuiny  with 
the  law  and  changed  its  management  and  was  permitted  by  me  to  resume 
business  on  Xovember  15,  1911. 

A  detailed  statement  of  each  of  liie  banks  in  litpiidation  is  sul)mitted 
herewith. 

During  the  fiscal  ^-ear  37  new  state  banks  were  organized  and  16 
branch  offices  of  existing  banks  were  established.  These  facts  speak  well 
for  the  widening  prosperity  of  the  State  and  the  increasing  business  of 
the  banks  already  in  existence.  During  the  year  4  commercial  banks 
added  new  departments.  Seven  savings  banks  did  likewise  and  4  trust 
companies  broadened  their  s]>here  of  activity  to  include  departmental 
banking  business. 
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EIGHT    BANKS   VOLUNTARILY   LIQUIDATE. 

During  the  year  under  consideration  nine  state  banks  changed  their 
names,  eight  state  banks  voluntarily  liquidated  their  business,  nine  went 
into  the  national  system  and  two  nationalized  their  commercial  depart- 
ments. 

No  particular  significance  attaches  to  the  nationalization  of  these 
banks  other  than  that  involved  in  a  desire  to  appeal  to  Eastern  people 
in  certain  localities  of  the  State  and  because  of  the  lessening  of  the 
stockholders'  liability  in  the  national  system.  Under  state  supervision 
and  by  a  compliance  with  state  laws  state  banks  cannot  suffer  by  a 
comparison  with  banks  in  the  national  system. 

During  the  fiscal  year  twenty  state  banks  sold  their  assets  to  others, 
thus  forming  mergers  and  a  concentration  of  capital  and  assets  in  one 
rather  than  in  two  institutions.  This  fact  may  be  accepted  as  an 
ordinary  tendency  of  trade  in  congested  and  large  communities.  The 
economics  of  a  central  organization,  the  elimination  of  a  doulile  manage- 
ment and  a  concentration  of  assets  and  deposits  in  one  institution  rather 
than  in  two  have  contributed  to  effect  these  consolidations.  Seven  banks 
of  the  State  sold  their  commercial  departments  to  other  lianks,  while 
three  savings  banks  sold  their  departments  to  other  institutions.  In 
each  instance  the  change  was  to  the  advantage  of  the  depositors,  a 
primary  consideration  from  the  point  of  view  of  this  department. 

Notwithstanding  these  various  changes  there  were  at  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year  more  banks  under  state  jurisdiction  than  there  were  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year. 

All  of  the  state  banks  in  California  received  a  call  for  report  of 
condition  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the  following  days:  November 
10,  1911,  February  8,  1912,  and  June  14,  1912. 

All  of  the  eight  banks  which  voluntarily  went  into  liquidation  during 
the  fiscal  year  paid  their  depositors  in  full.  Most  of  these  banks  retired 
from  the  field  in  which  they  were  operating  not  from  an  anaemic  condi- 
tion of  patronage  or  of  trade,  but  rather  because  of  their  inability  .to 
bring  themselves  into  harmony  with  the  provisions  of  the  banking  law 
of  this  State.  As  I  have  indicated,  there  was  in  California  a  long  and 
dangerous  period  of  lax  supervision,  a  condition  which  practically 
amounted  to  an  utter  lack  of  supervision.  Some  of  these  liquidating 
banks  found  themselves  unable  to  conform  to  the  law  not  because  of  its 
severity  but  because  of  their  inability  to  bring  themselves  within  the 
limitation  of  safe  and  sound  banking. 

In  some  instances  a  retiring  bank  had  been  permitted  to  exist  for 
many  years  in  this  State  without  observing  a  single  regulation  of  the 
department  or  performing  a  .single  legitimate  function  of  commercial 
banking.     The  offending  corporation  was  in  all  of  its  practical  aspects 
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a  commercial  enterprise  which  had  no  concern  witli  banking  but  was 
holding  out  to  the  public  a  dangerous  deception. 

Another  of  the  banking  institutions  which  of  its  own  volition  closed 
its  doors  Avas  so  involved  in  the  affairs  of  a  commercial  corporation 
which  had  given  it  its  birth  that  it  could  not,  in  justice  to  its  depositors, 
continue  an  existence  eminently  hazardous  to  the  public  welfare.  Tn 
this  ))ank  a  principle,  established  by  the  j)resent  law,  that  of  prohibiting 
loans  to  officers  and  employees,  was  incessantly  violated.  The  attention 
of  the  bank  officials  was  called  to  this  fact  by  this  department  and  the 
institution  being  unable  to  remedy  the  evil  or  to  eliminate  it  retired 
from  the  field. 

Others  found  themselves  utterly  unable  to  comply  with  the  law  and 
necessarily  were  forced  to  retire.  They  had  enjoyed  for  so  long  a 
period  an  immunity  from  control  and  had  acquired  habits  of  such 
aggravating  financial  ill  health  that  they  could  not  restore  themselves 
to  a  plane  of  normal  progress.  They  had  weighted  themselves  with 
foreign  and  injudicious  investments  and  had  performed  functions 
obnoxious  to  legitimate  banking  so  that  a  process  of  restoration  was 
imi)ossible.  They  were  in  truth  the  victims  of  a  system  which  they  had 
unwisely  enjoyed.  Their  removal  from  the  field  of  state  banking  was 
for  all  practical  purposes  the  elimination  of  dangerous  institutions. 

VIOLATIONS   OP    LAW. 

Violations  of  law  and  a  disrespect  of  restrictions  and  limitations 
imposed  by  statutes  have  marked  the  conduct  of  souie  bankers  under 
the  state  jurisdiction  during  the  fiscal  year.  I  regret  that,  while  a 
majority  of  banking  executives  have  uiet  the  department  moi'e  than 
half  way  in  a  sincere  desire  to  estal)lish  normal  and  sound  financial 
practices,  a  sufficient  number  of  offending  bankers  have  conducted 
themselves  in  a  manner  to  occasion  this  department  concern.  The  pro- 
cess of  reforming  conditions  has  very  largely  been  educational,  institu- 
tions wliicli  operated  practically  as  they  pleased  have  been  slow  to 
modify  their  course  and  to  restrain  their  activities  M'ithin  the  bounds 
of  law. 

Many  of  the  infractions  of  law  have  their  soui'ce  in  illegal  burdens 
which  were  assumed  by  l)anks  Ix'for-e  the  present  Bank  Act  became 
operative.  Those  gradually  are  IxMug  eliminated  and  necessarily  some 
friction  has  been  created.  This,  however,  is  unavoidable  and  must  be 
accei)te(l  as  one  of  the  incidents  of  an  endeavor  to  enforce  a  sound 
banking  policy  in  this  State. 

1  have  discovered  that  the  Hank  y\e1  itself  is  defective  in  the  char- 
acter of  the  penalties  which  are  imposed  for  infractions  of  the  law.' 
An  offense  is  either  ridiculously  punished  by  a  penalty  far  too  severe 
or  it  is  not  punished  at  all.  As  governed  by  existing  law  institutions 
which   insist   upon   violating  comparatively    minor   provisions   of   law 
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cannot  reasona])ly  be  brought  to  a  realization  of  their  offenses  unless 
the  most  drastic  measures  are  applied.  There  should  consequently  be 
specific,  moderate  and  sensible  penalties  for  offenses  which  in  them- 
selves are  not  capital  but  which  may  lead  to  dangerous  results. 

It  is  apparent  that  no  publicity  may  attach  to  the  activities  of  this 
department  in  its  relation  to  banks.  If  a  bank  is  offending  against  the 
law  disaster  innnediate  and  perhaps  unwarranted  would  follow  any 
publicity  of  the  efforts  of  this  department  to  bring  the  offender  Avithin 
its  just  boundaries  of  operation.  It  is  my  conviction  that  in  many 
cases  where  banks  will  not  observe  their  plain  duty  the  exaction  of  a 
fine  rather  than  the  comparatively  useless  process  of  prosecuting  the 
offender  for  a  misdemeanor  will  have  the  desired  result. 

In  the  major  offenses,  in  those  affairs  which  jeopardize  the  stability 
of  institutions,  I  am  convinced  and  therefore  recommend  that  the 
penalties  to  be  inflicted  should  be  in  the  category  of  felonies. 

In  many  cases  it  is  not  reasona])le  to  penalize  an  institution  for  the 
surreptitious  crimes  of  its  individual  officers  and  in  others  the  institu- 
tion as  well  as  the  officers  should  be  penalized  one  by  the  infliction  of 
fines  and  the  other  l)y  imprisonment. 

An  analysis  of  the  violations  of  law  l)y  banks  in  this  State,  during 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1912,  discloses  the  fact  that  the  most 
numerous  were  involved  in  illegal  loans  advanced  by  institutions  to 
their  directors  and  corporations  in  which  they  were  interested.  This 
most  dangerous  and  invidious  offense  against  the  stability  of  banking 
institutions  and  the  rights  of  their  depositors  has  caused  this  depart- 
ment much  uneasiness  and  has  demanded  in  several  instances  drastic 
action  and  peremptory  demands  for  an  innnediate  adjustment  and 
restoration  to  normal  and  legal  conditions.  The  temptation  of  officers 
and  employees  to  give  themselves  the  advantage  of  their  position  and 
to  loan  to  themselves  the  money  which  their  depositors  have  entrusted 
to  their  care  is  extremely  great.  It  is  disguised  most  frequently  under 
a  pretense  of  honest  judgment  while  in  fact  it  is  self-interest  which  the 
law  considers  to  be  criminality. 

In  the  administration  of  this  department  I  have  insisted  upon  the 
return  of  these  loans  immediately  to  the  bank  in  every  instance  where 
the  law  made  it  possible  to  do  so.  Notoriety  or  publicity  in  this  connec- 
tion would  have  worked  disaster. 

A  second  offense  which  presents  a  serious  aspect  is  a  tendency  on  the 
part  of  some  banks  to  grant  excessive  loans,  in  violation  of  the  strict 
prohibition  of  the  Bank  Act,  to  favored  customers,  many  of  whom  are 
associated  in  self-interest  with  the  men  who  grant  the  loan.  The  law 
is  explicit  in  its  prohibition  against  speculative  loans  or  against  a  policy 
which  permits  a  bank  to  loan  its  money  to  individuals  interested  in 
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ventures  which  may  or  may  not  lie  profitalih^  and  possess,  at  the  best, 
only  a  speculative  value.  A  line  of  safely  in  this  reference  has  been 
distinctly  drawn  b}'  the  law  so  as  not  to  injure  legitimate  progress  and 
development  but  carefully  to  erect  a  barrier  against  unwise  loans.  I 
am  pleased  to  report  that  the  aggregate  of  such  loans  now  in  the  banks 
under  this  department  is  comparatively  small  and  in  a  rapid  process  of 
ad.juslmcnt  will  be  entirely  eliminated. 

OFFENSES   AGAINST    THE    BANK    ACT. 

Other  viohitions  of  law  by  the  banks  in  this  State,  not  in  their  general, 
collective  aspect  but  in  individual  instances  which  I  am  glad  to  report 
are  a  minority,  may  be  summarized  as  follows :  The  accejitance  of  public 
funds  in  excess  of  the  limit  established  by  the  constitution  and  the 
depositai-y  acts ;  the  retention  of  public  funds  not  secured  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law;  the  failure  to  maintain  the  proper  reserve,  a  most 
important  violation  which  from  every  point  of  view  of  sane  banking  is 
not  to  be  tolerated ;  the  operation  of  a  branch  office  without  authority 
from  this  department,  or  without  possessing  the  legal  minimum  of 
capital  required,  an  offense  which  suggests  various  possibilities  of  evil; 
illegal  advertisements  of  the  character  of  the  capital  stock,  a  palpable 
deception  dangerous  to  the  public  welfare ;  a  refusal  to  maintain  a 
complete  l)oard  of  directors,  leaving  the  management  of  the  institutions 
without  the  active  participation  of  the  required  number  of  individuals ; 
])ermitting  officers  who. by  their  derelictions  have  disqualitied  themselves 
to  continue  in  their  positions,  a  condition  not  only  indicative  of  danger 
to  the  institution  but  of  contempt  for  the  authority  of  the  State  itself; 
the  granting  of  unsecured  loans  by  savings  banks,  an  exceptional  offense 
for  whicli  apology  may  be  inade  neither  on  the  score  of  ignorance  nor 
of  design ;  a  failure  to  report  to  this  department  loans  made  to  their 
directors,  an  offense  serious  in  its  potentialities  for  great  evil  in  the 
management  of  banks;  the  giving  of  unsafe  and  hazardous  credit;  the 
borrowing  of  money  by  savings  banks ;  illegal  investrtients  in  prohibited 
bonds;  excessive  investments  in  bank  premises;  a  persistent  neglect  on 
the  part  of  directors  to  make  examinations  of  their  affairs  as  reiiuired 
by  the  banking  law ;  illegal  holding  of  real  estate  for  a  period  longer  than 
five  years  in  opposition  to  constitutional  and  statutory  prohibition  ;  in 
persisting  in  holding  past  due  paper  long  after  such  paper  should  have 
been  written  off  as  bad  assets ;  in  borrowing  money  habitually  and  in 
pledging  assets  for  such  borrowed  money  contrary  to  healthy  practices 
of  banking ;  in  conducting  corporate  affairs  without  a  quorum  of  direc- 
tors ;  in  persisting  in  maintaining  irregularities  in  their  issue  of  capital 
stock ;  in  permitting  their  surplus  to  be  depleted ;  in  carrying  worthless 
claims  as  assets  of  the  bank ;  in  failing  *.o  designate  depositaries  of  funds. 
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These  illustrations  will  indicate  the  character  but  not  the  extent  of  the 
offenses  committed  by  soiue  of  the  banks  in  this  State. 

I  earnestly  hope  that  a  wrong  perspective  may  not  be  given  to  this 
recital  and  characterization  of  offenses.  They  do  not  apply  to  the 
generality  of  the  banks  of  California  but  to  the  minority  who  demand 
much  of  the  special  activity  of  this  department,  in  injustice  to  the  large 
percentage  of  banks  that  should  receive  in  a  spirit  of  co-operation  with 
the  affairs  of  healthy  institutions,  more  attention. 

During  the  fiscal  year  which  is  under  consideration  an  accidental 
discovery  in  connection  with  corporate  deficiencies  made  it  necessary  to 
make  a  critical  examination  of  each  and  every  document  relating  to  the 
corporate  existence  of  all  banking  corporations  of  this  State.  This 
inquiry  resulted  in  the  disclosure  that  a  very  large  percentage  of  these 
banks  were  irregularly  organized ;  some  of  them  were  operating  without 
duly  elected  or  qualified  directors;  some  were  exercising  banking  func- 
tions in  no  manner  authorized  by  their  articles  of  incorporation ;  others 
had  issues  of  stock  which  possessed  no  validity  whatever,  and,  in  the 
event  of  disaster  or  of  emergency,  any  possibility  of  inflicting  a  stock- 
holders' liability  would  have  been  destroyed;  still  others  were  using 
their  corporate  names  without  authority ;  some  had  moved  from  one 
locality  to  another  absolutely  without  legal  permission ;  and  some  had 
increased  or  decreased  capital  stock  without  due  reference  to  the  neces- 
sary legal  process. 

In  some  instances  the  defects  disclosed  were  fatal  and  made  it 
necessary  for  the  creation  of  entirely'  new  banking  corporations  to  take 
over  the  assets  of  the  old.  The  labor  of  bringing  these  institutions  into 
complete  harmony  with  the  law  and  of  placing  them  upon  a  strictly 
sound  basis  of  organization  has  been  a  serious  one.  The  investigation 
is  not  yet  finished  but  will  be  concluded  as  rapidly  as  may  be.  It  has 
necessarily  been  a  transaction  of  the  completest  confidence  between  the 
banks  interested  and  this  department.  It  has  progressed  sufficiently 
far  to  warrant  a  reference  to  it  with  entire  safety.  No  bank  is  in 
jeopardy  because  of  it  and  all  are  better  conditioned  than  they  were 
when  the  necessary  changes  were  ordered  by  this  department. 

EVASION    OF    THE    DEPOSITARY    ACTS. 

I  had  need  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1912,  to  direct  the 
attention  of  some  of  those  national  banks  in  this  State  that  are  acting 
as  depositaries  for  the  funds  of  state  banks  to  violations  of  important 
state  laws  which  apply  to  all  banks  both  in  the  national  system  and 
under  state  jurisdiction.  These  violations  consist  in  the  failure  to  keep 
the  necessary  reserve ;  in  the  acceptance  on  the  part  of  these  national 
banks  of  public  deposits  in  excess  of  the  50  per  cent  limit  of  paid  up 
capital  stock  which  has  been  fixed  by  the  constitution  and  by  statute; 
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ill  the  liokling  of  public  deposits  without  giving  the  security  -wliich  is 
necessary  under  the  law. 

In  this  reference  I  sent  the  following  letter  to  the  national  banks  in 
this  State : 

"The  laws  of  tl>is  Stato  recjuiro  that  'every  coiniinM-cial  hank  rcctMvinj;  deposits  as 
a  depository  bauk  of  other  banks  shall  have  at  all  times  as  its  lawful  money  reserve 
an  amount  equal  to  twenty  per  cent  of  the  agsre.irate  amount  of  its  deposits.  Two 
fifths  of  such  resene  shall  be  in  its  own  keeping  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States.  The  remaining  three  fifths  thereof  may  consist  of  mone.vs  on  deposit  subject 
to  call  with  any  bank  or  banks  in  this  State  other  than  a  savings  bank  :  or  one  half 
of  such  three  fifths  or  an.v  less  portion  thereof  may  consist  of  moneys  on  deposit 
subject  to  call  with  any  bank  or  banks  in  the  cities  of  New  York.  Chicago  and  St. 
Louis,  other  than  a  savings  bank,  and  the  balance  of  such  three  fifths,  of  moneys  on 
deposit  subject  to  call,  with  any  bank  or  banks  in  this  State  other  than  a  savings 
bank." 

"The  laws  of  this  State  governing  the  deposit  of  mone.v  by  the  State  and  by  the 
counties  and  municipalities  of  the  State  are  very  explicit.  Under  these  laws  no  one 
bank  is  permitted  to  receive  as  a  pubhc  deposit,  in  the  aggregate  of  state,  county 
and  municipal  funds,  a  sum  greater  than  fifty  per  cent  of  its  paid  up  capital  stock, 
exclusive  of  surplus,  and  such  deposit  must  be  secured  by  bonds,  as  clearly  defined  in 
the  law.  No  such  public  mone.v  may  be  deposited  in  banks  unless  it  be  secured  in 
the  manner  indicated  excepting  that  county  treasurers  may  deposit  moneys  in  banks 
for  safekeeping :  but  the  use  of  such  money  by  a  bank,  and  the  making  of  profit 
thereon  is  declared  a  felony  by  the  laws  of  this  State. 

"There  are  a  number  of  national  banks,  acting  as  depositaries  for  the  funds  of 
state  banks,  that  are  violating  the  laws  herein  referred  to  in  one  or  more  particulars. 

■'State  banks  are  required  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  law,  particularly 
in  this  reference,  and  it  is  manifestly  unjust  that  national  banks  should  be  permitted 
to  act  as  depositaries  for  the  funds  of  state  banks  when  such  national  banks  are 
deliberately  ignoring  the  laws  of  this  State. 

"You  are,  therefore,  hereby  notified  that  if  an.v  of  the  above  provisions  of  law 
have  been  heretofore  violated  bj'  you,  it  will  be  necessary  for  you  to  submit  evidence 
to  me  that  such  violation  by  you  has  ceased. 

"Should  there  continue  any  such  violation  of  the  law  b.v  .vou  at  the  expiration  of 
thirty  days  after  the  date  hereof,  I  will  require  all  state  banks  depositing  funds  with 
you  to  withdraw  the  same  immediately." 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  in  most  cases  the  national  banks  have  shown 
a  very  liberal  spirit  of  co-operation  with  this  department  and  have 
placed  themselves  completely  within  the  limitations  of  law. 

NATIONAL    BANKS   AND    SAVINGS    DEPOSITS. 

Another  provision  of  our  state  laws  which  has  e(|ual  application  to 
national  banks  is  that  which  prohibits  any  bank  in  this  State  from 
maintaining  a  savings  department  or  advertising  that  it  has  authority 
to  accept  savings  deposits  unless  it  segregates  its  assets  and  conducts  a 
savings  department  within  the  boundaries  of  state  law  fixed  in  this 
reference.  As  a  matter  of  course  national  banks  cannot  under  any 
condition  segregate  their  assets  so  as  to  protect  savings  deposits.  They 
may,  however,  pay  interest  on  deposits  as  long  as  they  do  not  advertise 
or  put  forth  a  sign  as  a  savings  bank,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  or 
in  any  way  solicit  or  receive  deposits  as  a  savings  bank,  or  in  any  way 
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which  might  lead  the  public  to  believe  that  such  deposits  are  received 
or  invested  under  the  same  conditions  or  in  the  same  manner  as  deposits 
in  savings  banks.  The  question  was  presented  in  the  following  letter 
to  those  whose  violations  of  the  state  law  in  this  reference  had  been 
called  to  my  attention  : 

"Our  atteutioD  has  been  directed  to  the  fact  that  you  have  opened  in  connection 
with  your  institution  what  you  are  pleased  to  call  a  savings  department  and  that 
you  are  receiving  deposits  in  any  amount  and  at  any  time  and  are  paying  interest 
upon  these  deposits  at  the  rate  of  fonr  per  cent. 

"This  is  to  advise  you  that  in  obedience  to  our  duty  we  have  taken  the  position 
that  it  is  not  possible  for  national  banks  in  this  State  to  advertise  that  they  possess 
savings  departments  in  antagonism  to  the  state  law  which  prevents  any  bank  in  this 
State  from  advertising  itself  as  possessing  a  savings  department  without  observing 
the  state  laws  governing  investments  and  loans  in  savings  departments  or  savings 
banks.  While  we  recognize  that  we  have  no  jurisdiction  over  the  conduct  of  national 
banks  within  the  limitation  of  their  authorized  powers  we  still  are  convinced  that 
we  have  complete  authority  to  resist  any  encroachment  upon  the  laws  of  this  State 
which  have  been  established  for  the  protection  of  savings  depositors  within  our 
territorial  jurisdiction.  You  will  please  take  notice  therefore  that  it  is  our  purpose 
to  resist  your  assumption  of  your  so-called  'savings  department"  as  a  function  of 
national  banking  in  this  State. 

"In  this  regard  we  are  advised  and  therefore  inform  you  that  a  national  bank  is 
not  exempt  from  the  operation  of  the  state  laws  provided  these  laws  do  not  impair 
the  efficiency  of  a  national  bank  as  a  national  agency.  In  characterizing  this  feature 
of  state  authority  Justice  Miller  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  in  an  opinion 
declared  as  follows  :  'We  have  more  than  once  held  that  the  national  banks  organized 
under  the  acts  of  congress  are  subject  to  state  legislation,  except  where  such  legisla- 
tion is  in  conflict  with  some  act  of  congress,  or  where  it  tends  to  impair  or  destroy 
the  utility  of  such  banks  as  agents  or  instrumentalities  of  the  United  States,  or 
interferes  with  the  purposes  of  their  creation.' 

"As  a  corollary  to  this  proposition  we  are  assured  that  a  national  bank  can 
exercise  only  the  powers  expressly  granted  or  which  are  instrumental  for  carrying 
on  the  busines.s  for  which  it  was  created.  This  rule  of  construction  has  been  declared 
on  several  occasions.  The  Supreme  Court  of  Michigan  has  declared  that  'national 
banks  have  only  such  powers  as  are  especially  conferred  upon  them  by  the  act  of 
congress  under  which  they  are  organized.' 

"Under  the  National  Rank  Act  you  have  absolutely  no  authority  to  conduct  a 
savings  department.  You  may  indeed  pay  interest  on  deposits  but  the  money  you 
receive  is  demand  money  and  emphatically  you  cannot  loan  money  upon  real  estate, 
one  of  the  primary  securities  for  savings  departments  or  savings  banks.  Your  invest- 
ments and  loans  are  not  governed  and  restricted  as  is  contemplated  by  savings  bank 
laws  and  you  cannot  give  to  the  public  the  protection  to  which  it  is  entitled  when  it 
deposits  its  money  as  savings. 

"It  is  unnecessary  to  advise  you  perhaps  that  your  use  of  the  phrase  'savings 
department'  is  a  deception  upon  the  public  of  this  State.  You  cannot  departmentize 
your  national  bank  and  you  cannot  create  a  'savings  department'  as  that  phrase  is 
understood  distinctly  and  explicitly  by  the  people  of  California.  The  laws  of  this 
State  have  given  to  this  phrase  a  distinctive  meaning  which  it  does  not  possess  in 
your  use  of  it.  For  your  information  in  this  regard  we  refer  you  to  sections  12,  12a 
and  49  of  the  California  Bank  Act  which  we  are  advised  apply  in  this  instance  to 
the  conduct  of  your  affairs  in  so  far  as  they  infringe  upon  the  government  of  banking 
institutions  in  California. 

"We  believe  it  therefore  our  duty  to  take  such  steps  as  will  prevent  the  use  of  the 
phrase  'savings  department'  by  your  institution,  either  in  advertisement  or  in  the 
conduct  of  your  affairs  in  your  relation  to  the  public.  We  are  convinced  that  your 
assumption  of  a  'savings  department'  is  without  authority  under  the  national  system 
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aud  is  a  (lan.^oruus  invasiuu  of  tlie  protective  legislation  cstalilisiied  in  this  State 
for  the  benefit  of  the  savings  depositors  of  the  State. 

"We  have  taken  this  important  matter  up  with  tiie  Conipl roller  of  the  Currency 
and  are  informed  in  this  reference  by  him  as  follows: 

"  'National  banks  located  in  states  where  the  use  of  the  words  "savings  dei)art- 
meut"  is  denied  to  banks  other  than  savings  institutions  have,  uiwn  inquiry,  been 
informed  that  the  courts  would  probably  hold  that  the  use  of  the  words  "savings 
dei)artraenf'  was  prohibited,  but  not  the  payment  of  interest  on  deposits.' 

"We  will  l)e  pleased  to  have  you  comnuuiicate  with  this  department  at  your  very 
earliest  couveiiience  regarding  your  future  conduct  in  this  i-cgard." 

All  of  the  national  banks  that  have  come  under  the  observation  of  the 
department  in  this  reference  have  accepted  our  position  and  have  dis- 
continued their  advertisement  of  a  powei-  wiiich  they  do  not  possess. 

LOANS  TO  INTERESTED  CORPORATIONS. 

Experiences  in  administration,  revealing  evidences  of  inciiualilies  and 
inadetjuacies  in  the  banking  laws  of  this  State,  prompt  me  to  suggest 
and  earnestly  to  recommeiul  certain  moditications  of  the  existing  banking 
statutes.  These  changes  I  am  convinced  will  contribute  to  the  legitimate 
widening  of  the  sphere  of  commercial  banking  in  tlie  only  aspect  which 
commands  endorsement,  that  of  an  agency  for  the  facilitation  and  pro- 
motion of  trade.  At  the  same  time  the  highest  consideration  is  to  be 
given  to  the  protection  of  honest  commerce  and  the  elimination  of 
speculative  banking. 

In  administering  the  banking  laws  of  this  State  the  necessity  for 
modification  along  the  lines  of  safe  and  conservative  banking  has  made 
itself  manifest.  Admirable  as  are  these  laws  their  actual  operation 
and  their  application  lo  sound  banking  have  developed  certain  delin- 
(luencies  which  should  be  remedied.  These  defects  in  the  banking  laws 
of  this  State  are  api)ai-ent  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  this  depart- 
ment and  of  the  safe  banker.  They  suggest  on  tht;  one  hand  the  need 
of  a  more  effective  supervision  of  ])anking  institutions  and  on  the  other 
greater  elasticity  of  ))aiiking  operations  thorouglily  within  the  limita- 
tions of  absolute  safet.y.  The  law  in  many  respects  reipiires  clarijEication 
so  that  it  may  be  relieved  of  obscurity  which  now  clouds  the  banker  in 
his  conception  of  legal  banking  and  hinders  this  department  in  its  duty 
of  supervision. 

Code  i))'ovisions  which  are  not  in  accord  with  sections  of  the  Bank  Act 
should  be  liarmonized  with  the  latter  law  and  sections  of  the  l^ank  Act 
itself  which  are  in  apparent  conflict  should  be  relieved  from  the  possi- 
bility of  dubious  interpi-etation. 

I  am  convinced  that  a  more  lil)eral  j)olicy  should  be  adopted  by 
permitting  loans  to  firms,  i)artn('rsliips.  companies  and  corporations 
in  which  directors,  officers  and  employees  of  commercial  banks  are 
interested. 
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I  believe  that  the  justification  for  such  freedom  from  present  restraint 
is  to  be  found  in  a  desire  to  meet  normal  conditions  of  trade  which 
commercial  banks  are  expected  to  satisfy.  Under  our  present  state 
system  state  banks  are  at  an  unnecessary  disadvantage  as  compared 
with  national  banks  which  are  permitted  to  loan  without  concern  as 
to  the  relationship  of  the  borrower  to  the  loaning  bank,  the  transaction 
being  based  strictly  upon  honesty  of  purpose.  In  the  smaller  communi- 
ties of  the  State  the  restriction  placed  upon  commercial  banks  by  our 
system  works  a  distinct  hardship  upon  those  engaged  in  trade  and 
commerce.  Men  grounded  in  sound  principles  of  finance  are  excluded 
from  participation  in  banking  affairs  l)ecause  they  are  interested  in 
enterprises  which  require  encouragement  and  reasonable  support.  They 
cannot  in  justice  to  the  needs  of  the  community  in  which  they  live 
associate  themselves  in  banks  because  of  the  present  restrictive  legisla- 
tion. 1  am  convinced  that  this  restriction  may  be  modified  with  perfect 
safety  and  with  entire  justice  to  the  recfuirements  of  good  banking. 

In  making  this  recommendation  1  am  conscious  of  the'  fact  that  most 
of  the  disaster  which  has  come  to  American  banking  institutions  had 
its  source  in  a  too  intimate  relationship  between  the  officers  of  destroyed 
banks  with  borrowing  corporations  in  which  these  officers  had  vital 
financial  concern.  I  do  not  recommend  that  our  laws  be  extended  so 
as  to  give  to  the  banks  of  this  State  the  complete  liberty  of  action  which 
is  now  indulged  in  the  conduct  of  national  banks.  I  recommend  a 
medium  of  privilege  in  which  both  the  banks  and  this  department  will 
contribute  to  make  safe  a  process  which  appears  to  be  very  necessary 
for  the  logical  development  of  the  resources  of  the  State,  particularly 
in  its  smaller  communities. 

I  recommend  that  if  such  broadening  of  loaning  capacity  be  granted 
by  the  legislature  that  banking  corporations  in  this  State  submit  to  a 
further  exaction  of  supervisorial  authority  by  which  all  loans  may  be 
scrutinized  in  every  aspect  which  will  reflect  any  possible  concern  to 
the  safety  of  the  institution  and  its  depositors. 

BORROWED    MONEY    AND   IMPAIRED    CAPITAL. 

While  it  is  my  belief  that  the  loaning  privileges  of  banking  corpora- 
tions should  be,  in  this  reference,  extended,  it  is  my  conviction  that 
their  borrowing  power  should  be  restricted  within  the  limits  of  their 
capitalization  and  even  this  should  not  be  exercised  except  upon  emer- 
gency and  in  no  event  through  habit.  The  banking  law  in  this  State 
places  "absolutely  no  limit  upon  the  borrowing  of  banking  corporations 
in  California.  The  idiosyncrasies  of  management,  the  emergencies  of 
trade,  the  lack  of  prudence  and  foresight  or  greediness  to  ac(iuire 
exceptional  profits  prompt  this  assault  upon  good  banking.  So  unusual 
an  inversion  of  ordinary  banking  functions  should  be  guarded  against. 
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Certain  hanking  institutions  which  have  hahitually  oit'endetl  in  tliis 
regard  have  caused  anxiety  and  concern  and  because  of  a  dearth  of 
corrective  governmental  niacliinery  have  occasioned  much  trouble  to 
this  department.  1  recommend  therefore  such  legislation  as  will 
protect  the  depositors  of  commercial  banks  from  conduct,  which  under 
certain  conditions  may  be  entirely  healthy,  but  which  is  susceptible  of 
flagrant  abuse. 

During  the  fiscal  year  which  ended  June  oO,  11)12,  I  found  it  impera- 
tive to  issue  peremptory  instructions  to  forty-five  state  banks  to  repair 
their  capital  which  for  a  variety  of  reasons  had  been  invaded  and 
subjected  these  institutions  in  greater  or  less  degree  to  the  hazard  of 
destruction.  Some  of  the  offending  banks  found  themselves  in  this 
predicament  because  of  conditions  which  had  been  permitted  under 
former  laxity  of  administration. .  In  some  instances  irregularity  and 
inefficient  management  were  responsible ;  an  ignorance  or  a  disregard 
of  sound  methods  characterized  the  cause  in  other  cases ;  the  advancing 
of  speculative  loans,  the  making  of  unwise  discounts,  with  the  inevitable 
result  of  loss,  threatened  still  others  with  disaster.  1  am  gratified  to 
report  that  while  a  few  of  these  offenders  are  still  derelict  most  of  them 
have  worked  out  a  complete  and  satisfactory  condition  of  their  diffi- 
culty and  are  now  prosperous  and  progressive. 

In  this  connection  I  desire  to  recommend  for  legislative  action  two 
amendments  to  the  Bank  Act  which  1  believe  will  contribute  immeasur- 
ably to  solve  many  of  the  difficulties  which  face  banking  corporations 
that  find  themselves  facing  the  serious  prol)lem  of  repairing  an  invaded 
capital.  Under  our  law  it  is  not  possible  for  any  corporation  to  levy 
greater  than  a  ten  per  cent  assessment  upon  its  capital  stock.  This 
in  many  instances  makes  extremely  difficult  the  efforts  of  a  banking 
corporation  to  restore  itself  to  a  healthful  condition.  Because  of  this 
statutory  limitation  stockholders  of  banking  corporations  are  able  to 
resist  the  process  for  the  enforcement  of  an  assessment  greater  than 
ten  per  cent.  I  recommend  therefore  that  in  banking  corporations 
statutoi-y  authority  be  given  to  levy  such  an  assessment  as  will  restore 
the  cai>ital  to  its  necessary  sum.  Stockholders  will  then  be  compelled 
financially  to  come  to  the  assistance  of  the  institutions  in  which  they 
possess  ownership  or  Wwy  will  suffer  the  loss  of  their  holdings  llii-ough 
the  sale  of  their  stock. 

Such  addition  to  our  banking  law  wouhl  make  comparatively  easy  a 
restoration  of  normal  and  proper  conditions  where  now  it  is  impossible 
for  this  department  to  proceed  except  by  action  which  would  bring 
distress  to  depositors  as  well  as  loss  to  stockholders. 

Allied  to  such  legislative  amendment  is  another  recommendation 
which  I  desire  to  submit  earnestly  to  the  consideration  of  the  legisla- 
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ture.  This  suggestion  I  am  convinced  will  be  along  the  lines  of  sound 
policy  and  will  create  no  tendency  to  the  abuse  of  authority  newly 
granted  to  banking  corporations.  Under  the  existing  law  every  banking 
corporation  in  this  State  must  either  by  initial  reservation  or  by  pro- 
gressive allotment  of  profits  semiannually  made,  accumulate  a  surplus 
which  in  its  total  will  be  one  fourth  of  the  paid  up  capital  stock  of  the 
corporation.  The  surplus  so  acquired  may  be  used  in  no  fashion  to 
repair  losses  and  may  be  diverted  from  its  designation  and  position  as 
surplus  only  by  its  conversion  into  capital  stock. 

The  obvious  purpose  of  this  measure  of  law  is  progressively  to 
strengthen  the  bank. 

I  recommend  therefore  an  amendment  permitting  banking  institu- 
tions to  utilize  this  surplus  to  repair  losses  which  are  possible  even  in 
the  most  thoroughly  managed  institutions.  I  would  exact  however  a 
condition  that  if  the  surplus  thus  acquired  were  so  to  be  used  that  the 
institution  using  it  would  not  be  permitted  to  pay  any  dividends  to  its 
stockholders  until  the  surplus  had  been  restored  to  the  amount  required 
by  law.  I  am  confident  that  such  a  relaxation  of  the  banking  law  would 
cause  no  peril  that  could  not  be  overcome  by  state  supervision. 

ELIMINATION    OF    ILLEGAL    INVESTMENTS. 

One  of  the  most  serious  impediments  to  the  efi'orts  of  this  depart- 
ment to  bring  all  of  the  banks  under  its  jurisdiction  to  a  condition  of 
healthy  administration  and  of  normal  function  has  been  that  provision 
of  law  which  gives  to  certain  recalcitrant  banks  in  this  State  an  oppor- 
tunity to  evade  their  duty.  Some  banks  have  persisted  in  seeking  to 
twist  that  provision  of  the  law  which  declares  "that  the  legality  of 
investments  heretofore  made  or  of  transactions  heretofore  had  pursuant 
to  any  provisions  of  law  in  force  when  such  investments  were  made  or 
transactions  had  shall  not  be  affected  by  the  provisions  of  the  Bank 
Act  nor  shall  such  provisions  require  the  changing  of  investments  for 
those  named  in  this  act  except  as  the  same  can  be  done  gradually  by 
the  sale  or  redemption  of  the  securities  so  invested  in  in  such  manner  as 
to  prevent  loss  or  embarassment  in  the  Imsiness  of  such  bank  or  unneces- 
sary loss  or  injury  to  the  borrowers  on  such  security. 

This  law  was  designed  by  the  legislature  to  prevent  the  infliction  of 
any  unnecessary  hardship  upon  l)anking  institutions  which  honestly 
had  made  certain  investments  before  the  operation  of  the  Bank  Act 
and  thereafter  found  themselves  in  opposition  to  the  existing  law.  It 
was  the  purpose  of  this  provision  to  accomplish  a  gradual  elimination 
of  objectionable  investments,  but  certain  refractory  banks  have  striven 
to  evade  this  law  by  a  pretense  that  they  have  indefinite  privilege  to 
continue  their  possession  of  unwise  investments. 
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Tliis  pretense  has  no  foundation  in  justice  and  i  recoinniend  therefore 
that  the  law  be  so  amended  that  all  of  the  investments  which  were  legal 
when  made  but  which  may  have  become  illegal  be  eliminated  within 
five  years  by  writing  off  at  least  20  per  cent  of  the  original  book  value 
of  the  unsold  part  every  year  uytil  the  full  amount  has  been  retired. 

This  will  not  inflict  any  injury  nor  will  it  expose  either  the  stock 
market  or  the  banks  to  danger.  It  will  restore  a  purpose  of  the  law 
which  has  been  perverted  from  its  original  thought.  It  will  i)lace  bank- 
ing institutions  in  California  upon  a  high  plane  of  efficiency  and  safety 
in  this  regard.  I  would  in  this  law  add  a  further  i)roviso  that  no  bank 
will  be  permitted  to  pay  a  stockholders'  dividend  for  any  period  in 
which  it  is  delinipient  in  the  writing  off  of  the  stipulated  percentage  of 
its  undesirable  assets. 

I  recommend  also  the  adoption  of  a  law  which  will  authorize  the 
retirement  of  obstinately  offending  banks  without  involving  their  deposi- 
tors in  the  harassing  delays  which  now  accompany  the  ordinary  process 
of  li((uidation. 

Disclosure  is  not  infrecpiently  made  of  aggravating  and  dangerous 
methods  in  banks  which  at  the  time  are  solvent  but  which  are  on  the 
road  to  insolvency  if  existing  habits  were  persisted  in.  Such  institutions 
cannot  be  closed  Avithout  inflicting  i)ositive  harm  upon  their  depositors. 

It  is  neither  good  policy  nor  good  law  that  a  natural  hesitancy  on  the 
part  of  supervising  officers  to  inflict  a  preventable  injury  upon  the  public 
should  result  in  a  practical  permission  to  reckless  or  incompetent  bank- 
ing. The  faults  themselves  consist  in  a  continuation  of  small  derelic- 
tions which  in  the  aggregate  finally  reach  the  danger  line  of  unsafe 
banking.  At  the  same  time  this  department  is  reluctant  to  call  into 
being  the  more  drastic  remedies  permitted  by  the  police  power  of  the 
State. 

Under  the  law  no  medium  policy  of  relief  is  offered.  I  suggest 
therefore  that  some  reasonable  method,  that  will  restore  to  the  deposit- 
ing public  their  money,  be  designed  to  facilitate  the  liciuidation  of  such 
institutions. 

MISCELL.VNEOIS    CHANGES    I'KOPOSED. 

A  restriction  which  I  deem  essential  in  the  conduct  of  savings  banks 
in  this  State  is  to  fix  a  maximum  of  their  loans  to  any  person,  copart- 
nership or  corporation.  Under  our  present  law,  in  theory,  a  savings 
bank  could  loan  all  of  its  availal)le  assets  to  a  single  person  and  in 
practice  savings  banks  loan  too  gi-eat  an  amount  of  their  deposits  to  a 
single  borrower.  All  savings  banks  should  be  recpiired  to  e.xact  at  least 
thirty  days'  notice  for  the  withdrawal  of  deposits. 

I  recommend  also  that  the  law  be  amended  in  reference  to  the  capital 
demanded  of  savings  banks.      Under  the  ])i-esent  law  no  savings  bank 

2— BC 
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in  this  State  is  reciuired  to  have  a  paid  up  capital  and  surplus  of  more 
than  one  million  dollars  or  if  organized  without  capital  stock,  a  reserve 
fund  of  more  than  one  million  dollars.  This  provision  of  law  permits 
savings  banks  having  such  capital  to  accept  deposits  in  excess  of  ten 
million  dollars  in  unlimited  amounts,  without  consideration  for  the 
relationship  which,  in  every  other  case,  the  law  establishes  between 
capital  and  surplus  on  the  one  hand  and  deposit  liability  on  the  other. 
I  am  convinced  that  this  is  an  unwise  liberty  granted  to  savings  insti- 
tutions and  that  it  should  be  modified  so  as  to  preserve  to  its  final 
expression  a  relationship  between  capital  and  surplus  on  the  one  side 
and  deposit  liability  on  the  other. 

The  ({uestion  of  the  proper  capitalization  of  banks  in  this  State  is 
one  which  I  deem  deserves  the  serious  consideration  of  the  legislature. 
The  present  classification  is,  I  am  advised,  open  to  an  attack  on  the 
ground  of  unconstitutionality  and  is,  independent  of  this  disqualifica- 
tion, discriminatory  in  its  effect.  It  gives  to  banks  already  in  exist- 
ence an  undue  advantage  over  those  which  seek  to  enter  the  banking 
field,  particularly  in  the  larger  centers  of  population.  It  demands  of 
new  banking  corporations  an  initial  capitalization  not  demanded  either 
by  safety  or  legitimate  trade  exaction.  The  application  of  the  law 
I  am  convinced  is  neither  equal  nor  desirable. 

I  recommend  therefore  a  new  classification  of  banking  corporations 
based  upon  the  population  of  the  locality  in  which  they  are  either 
doing  business  or  desire  to  commence  operations.  I  advise  an  initial 
capitalization  which  will  not  materially  disturb  existing  conditions  but 
which  will  be  sufficiently  elastic  to  provide  for  all  future  expansion. 

The  broad  field  of  savings  bank  investments  I  am  persuaded  has 
neither  been  sufficiently  .explored  nor  broadly  enough  treated  to  meet 
the-necessities  called  forth  by  worthy  enterprises  and  at  the  same  time 
give  to  depositors  of  savings  banks  the  security  for  their  money  which 
the  law  contemplates  they  must  have.  I  recommend  therefore  that 
a  law  to  be  enacted  to  provide  expert  investigation  of  every  security 
which  a  savings  bank  may  accept  as  an  investment.  I  advise  that  such 
an  inquiry,  authorized  and  established  by  law,  should  be  preliminary 
to  any  investment  on  the  part  of  savings  banks  and  that  the  expense 
attached  to  an  exploitation  of  the  claims  of  any  corporation  for  the 
investment  of  its  securities  by  savings  banks  should  be  borne  by  the 
applicant  who  seeks  to  receive  from  this  department  favorable  consider- 
ation for  its  securities.  Such  a  law  would  protect  the  banks,  remove 
insidious  and  dangerous  pressure  exerted  by  locality  projects  and 
insure  to  savings  banks  a  safe  and  sound  investment  of  their  deposits. 
The  present  law  does  not  permit  of  such  a  scheme  of  protective 
authoritv  and  even  as  it  is  it  falls  far  short  of  a  clear  definition  of 
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the  character  and  stability  of  investiueiits  which  savings  banks  may 
make. 

I  desire  to  recommend  that  the  hiw  be  broadened  so  as  to  provide 
for  the  operation  of  banks  in  the  schools  of  the  State.  Such  a  law  is  in 
operation  and  to  the  distinct  advantage  of  the  public  in  other  states 
of  the  Union  and  1  deem  that  its  enactment  by  the  legislature  would 
contribute  materially  to  the  cultivation  of  habits  of  thrift  and  industry 
in  school  children.  This  department  has  been  compelled  to  resist 
application  for  the  introduction  of  such  a  system  because  it  is  expressly 
forbidden  by  statute.  The  general  plan  of  such  banks  is  familiar  and 
I  am  convinced  that  it  will  justify  its  existence  in  this  State. 

The  problem  presented  by  agencies  of  foreign  banking  corporations 
in  California  is  one  which  I  recommend  to  the  serious  attention  of  the 
legislature.  The  status  of  these  agencies  is  not  clearly  defined,  particu- 
larly in  their  capacity  for  making  loans.  The  law  I  believe  should  be 
amended  so  as  to  make  them  operate  solely  within  the  limitations 
established  by  their  home  offices  for  their  career  in  California.  It 
appears  to  me  to  be  just  and  will  remove  a  suggestion  of  discrimination 
in  their  favor.  The  (piestion  raised  by  the  anomalous  existence  of 
these  foreign  agencies  in  this  State  is  one  of  immediate  concern,  par- 
ticularly as  many  of  the  states  of  the  American  Union  do  not  permit 
of  the  conduct  of  foreign  banks  within  their  territorial  jurisdiction. 

Immigrant  banks,  so-called,  deserve  the  attention  of  the  legislature. 
Under  our  law  all  banking  functions  must  be  exercised  by  banks  which 
are  under  the  visitorial  authority  of  this  State.  There  are  probably  in 
various  parts  of  California  many  individuals,  copartnerships  and  cor- 
porations illegally  exercising  all  of  the  essential  features  of  banking, 
particularly  that  of  exchange.  These  functions  are  being  performed 
absolutely  without  supervision  or  control.  A  large  part  of  our  foreign 
population,  not  yet  adapted  to  our  l)usiness  conditions,  unfamiliar 
with  our  methods  and  in  a  degree  suspicious  of  our  protective  legisla- 
tion, entrust  their  savings  to  their  countrymen  and  through  such 
agency  transmit  sums  of  money,  very  large  in  the  aggregate,  to  their 
home  countries. 

This  condition  of  affairs  has  received  attention  from  other  states  and 
has  been  controlled  by  legislalion.  I  have  succeeded  in  inducing  the 
absorption  of  several  of  these  immigrant  banks  by  regularly  established 
banking  institutions.  As  a  general  proposition,  however,  it  is  not 
practicable  to  bring  all  of  these  foreign  agencies  within  the  observation 
of  this  department  as  the  law  now  stands. 

The  familiar  association  of  these  foreign  or  innnigrant  banks  is  with 
steamship  companies.  The  amounts  of  money  handled  by  them,  as  I 
have  indicated,  is  frefjuently  enormous.     The  hazards  to  the  depositors 
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are  great ;  the  expense  to  them  is  frequently  exorliitant  and  they  are 
entitled  to  the  consideration  of  our  laws.  I  recoinmend  therefore 
that  some  modifieation  of  the  banking  laws  of  this  State  be  made  in 
their  behalf  and  that  the  legitimate  business  of  immigrant  banks  may 
be  exercised  without  the  establishment  of  unnecessarily  large  capital 
and  that  their  afifairs  be  strictly  regulated  for  the  protection  of  their 
patrons. 

EVILS   OP   ILLEGAL   BANKING. 

The  evil  of  illegal  banking  in  this  State  is  one  which  should  receive 
strict  attention.  It  is  growing  rather  than  diminishing  and  it  offers 
to  the  public  temptations  and  deceptions  which  should  not  be  permitted 
to  exist.  The  present  penalties  attached  to  this  offense  are  ridiculously 
inadequate. 

I  recommend  as  a  provision  of  law  looking  to  the  well  being  of  the 
people  of  the  State  that  all  persons,  copartnerships  and  corporations  not 
regularly  under  the  supervision  of  this  department  and  engaging  in 
any  of  the  forms  of  banking  be  subject  to  fines  sufficiently  large  to  act 
as  a  deterrent  with  the  alternative  of  imprisonment  or  both  fine  and 
imprisonment. 

I  recommend  that  every  person,  copartnership  or  corporation  offering 
investments  of  any  character  or  securities  of  any  sort  or  promising  to 
pay  interest  upon  any  condition  be  placed  strictly  under  some  state 
supervision.  All  forms  of  business,  I  am  convinced,  requesting  the 
use  of  or  using  the  money  of  the  public  should  be  strictly  regulated  and 
as  strictly  supervised.  The  public  should  be  protected  against  the  con- 
fusion of  alluring  offers  through  which  they  are  induced,  under  a  mis- 
taken notion  of  what  they  are  doing,  to  part  with  their  money,  believing 
that. -they  have  the  protection  which  the  State  contemplates  shall  be 
given  to  depositors.  I  particularly  recommend  that  the  sale  of  corpor- 
ate stock  in  this  State  be  closely  safeguarded. 

In  connection  with  recommendations  for  the  amendment  of  the 
banking  laws  in  their  broad  features  I  suggest  also  certain  other 
changes  that  have  intimate  relation  to  the  affairs  of  the  banking  com- 
munity. 

I  recommend  therefore  that  the  law  which  bars  a  director  of  a 
banking  institution  who  hypothecates  his  stock  from  ever  being  a 
director  again  of  that  bank  be  amended  to  provide  a  reasonable  penalty 
for  his  offense.  The  present  law  in  this  reference  forever  penalizes  a 
director  of  a  bank  and  still  permits  him  to  be  a, director  of  any  other 
bank  in  the  State. 

Through  an  oversight  in  the  present  law  the  State  prohibits  all  trust 
companies  from  hypothecating  state  bonds  with  the  State  Treasurer  for 
the  benefit  of  their  creditors.     When  the  Executors  Act  was  adopted. 
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the  exclusion  of  state  bonds  was  based  on  sound  reason.  The  law  as  it 
now  stands,  which  is  simply  the  Executoi's  Act  re-enacted  pej-petuates, 
through  inadvertance  an  old  provision,  purposely  adoptetl  at  a  time 
when  the  State  had  no  bonds  of  value  outstanding.  The  reason  having 
ceased  the  absurdity  of  exclusion  should  be  removed. 

I  suggest  also  that  all  banks  be  retpiired  to  file  with  this  department 
a  copy  of  their  l)y  laws,  as  in  many  instances  matters  of  importance 
to  the  public  and  to  banking  supervision  are  contained  in  what  are 
supposed  to  be  a  code  solely  of  domestic  government  for  banks. 

FUNDS   ARE    INADEQUATE. 

The  amount  of  funds  availal)le  for  the  use  of  this  department  is 
inadeijuate  properly  to  carry  out  the  woi-k.  During  the  fiscal  year  the 
expenditures  were  kept  ^\■ithin  the  seventy-five  thousand  dollar  limit 
only  at  the  cost  of  leaving  many  iini)ortant  things  either  inidone  or 
only  half  done. 

The  aggregate  cost  of  maintaining  the  department  during  the  year

The  law  re(iuires  tliat  each  commercial  bank  be  examined  twice  a 
year  and  savi)igs  banks  once  a  year. 

The  examinations  thus  demanded  are  770  and  it  has  been  fouiul 
physically  impossible  to  meet  this  demand  without  nuiking  of  the 
examinations  a  farce.  Of  this  total  124  re(|uired  an  examination  of 
the  parent  bank  and  branch  offices,  which  necessitated  the  co-operation 
of  two  examiners  instead  of  one. 

While  the  number  of  examiners  available  are  entirely  deficient  the 
office  force  is  likewise  unable  to  meet  the  demands  upon  it. 

It  is  impei-afive,  if  the  work  of  the  department  is  to  be  pi-operly 
carried  on,  that  a  fund  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
be  provided  and  that  all  receipts  by  the  department  be  also  made 
availa1)le  for  its  use. 

PER   DIEM    CHARGE   AND   AN    AUDIT. 

I  recommend  also  that  a  per  diem  charge  be  authorized  to  be  paid 
by  such  banking  institutions  as  require  special  or  tunisual  attention 
from  this  (lei)artment.     Under  the  present   laws  no  provision,  is  made 
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for  particiTlar  and  continued  inspection  of  banking  institutions  which 
are  in  an  offending  or  an  abnormal  condition.  This  has  resulted  in  a 
manifest  injustice  to  those  banks  which  find  it  to  their  advantage  to 
observe  the  law  and  maintain  their  affairs  within  its  limitation.  As  a 
measure  of  public  safety  it  is  desira])le  that  banking  institutions  which 
have  offended  the  law  and  are  unable  or  unwilling  to  work  out  their 
own  salvation  should  be  placed  upon  a  basis  of  sound  finance  rather 
than  to  close  their  doors  and  inflict  upon  the  depositing  public  a  loss 
of  their  money  for  many  months  if  not  years. 

The  banks  so  unfaithful  to  their  trust  should  bear  the  consequences 
of  their  conduct.  They  should  pay  the  expense  of  this  department  for 
a  constant  watching  of  their  affairs  until  they  are  restored  to  conditions 
which  warrant  public  confidence.  Such  a  measure  would  insure  to 
healthy  lianks  the  consideration  they  deserve  from  the  State.  They 
are  entitled  essentially  to  the  co-operation  and  suggestion  of  this  depart- 
ment. 

I  urgently  reijuest  a  sufficient  equipment  for  this  department  which 
will  (jualify  it  properly  to  render  the  public  service  for  which  it  was 
created.  However  critical  examinations  of  banking  assets  and  liabili- 
ties under  existing  conditions  may  be  they  fall  far  short  of  what  the 
public  demands  and  what  the  State  should  grant.  I  have  reference 
particularly  to  an  audit  of  the  accounts  of  every  bank  in  the  State 
carefully  and  periodically  made.  All  banks  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  department  at  least  once  a  year  should  be  required  by  law  to  have 
an  audit  made  by  competent  auditors  at  the  expense  of  the  bank.  These 
auditors  may  be  furnished  by  this  department  or  their  verified  report 
should  be  sul)mitted  to  this  department. 

An  audit  is  simply  a  precaution  inspired  by  ordinary  business  j^ru- 
dence.  It  is  an  established  method  to  prevent  mischief  and  to  protect 
against  future  evils.  It  is  not  however  either  contemplated  or  possible 
under  the  present  organization  of  the  State  Banking  Department.  Both 
the  bankers  and  the  banking  public  deserve  its  institution.  It  will 
impose  confidence  in  both. 

By  the  establishment  of  an  increased  fund  for  the  conduct  of  this 
department,  by  the  creation  of  a  per  diem  charge  against  unhealthy 
liaid^ing  institutions  and  the  installation  of  an  audit  system  which  will 
contribute  to  the  safety  of  banks  and  to  the  greater  efficiency  of  super- 
vision I  am  convinced  that  the  great  public  duty  entrusted  to  this 
department  of  state  may  be  performed  with  complete  satisfaction 
until  the  exactions  of  supervision  expand  beyond  lioundaries  not  now 
contemplated. 
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TRUST    COMPANY    RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  wish  also  to  advise  you  that  the  vast  operations  of  the  tnist  com- 
panies which  are  so  vitally  the  concern  of  tliose  wliose  affairs  they  con- 
duct are,  under  the  restrictive  machinery  provided  by  law,  essentially 
M-ithout  supervision.  This  defect  of  manifest  duty  on  the  part  of  the 
State  leads  me  to  urge  respectfully  the  serious  consideration  of  the 
legislature  for  necessarj^  amendment.  Trust  companies  are  not  now 
properly  supervised.  Their  affairs  are  not  even  within  the  knowledge 
of  this  department,  much  less  under  its  govenuuent."  Obligations  of 
the  utmost  moment  to  individuals  and  to  communities  are  without" 
inspection.     They  are  beyond  the  authorit.y  of  this  department. 

At  the  same  time  the  glamour  of  public  control  hangs  over  affairs 
Avhich  are  distinctively  private  and  secret  in  their  character  and  "con- 
duct. J  call  this  particularly  to  your  attention  tbat  you  may  be  advised 
of  a  fact  concerning  which  there  is  much  misapi)rehension. 

It  is  my  conviction  that  trust  companies  in  this  State  should  be  com- 
pletely within  the  jurisdiction  of  a  visitorial  and  regulative  authority 
or  their  place  in  the  body  politic  should  be  more  clearly  defined.  I  am 
constrained  to  suggest  that  the  smallest  measure  of  reform  in  the 
administration  of  trust  companies  will  compel  a  separation  complete 
and  distinct  between  the  so-called  public  or  court  trusts  and  those  more 
generall}^  but  loosely  characterized  as  private. 

Such  segregation  would  at  least  possess  the  merit  of  informing  the 
public  critically  of  the  character  and  growth  of  state  authority  in  the 
concerns  of  trust  companies.  Confusion  which  now  confounds  would 
be  dissipated  and  the  bounds  of  authority  would  be  established.  Such 
a  line  of  demarcation  would  l)e  drawn  that  what  is  now  a  practical 
misunderstanding  of  state  supervision  would  be  removed. 

The  largest  measure  of  reform  I  believe  would  be  to  place  trust 
companies  as  they  are  supposed  to  be  completely  under  the  supervision 
of  this  department.  For  all  practical  purposes  private  trusts,  manifold 
in  their  relationships  of  importance  to  the  intimate  affairs  of  the  public, 
are  beyond  control  and  without  supervision. 

A  statement  of  the  condition  of  all  state  banks  as  shown  by  the  call 
report  of  June  14,  1912,  as  compared  with  the  report  of  condition  as 
of  June  7,  11)11,  as  well  as  other  statements  and  schedules  are  sub- 
mitted and  appended  liereto  as  a  part  of  this  report.  They  include  the 
following :

2.  List  of  new  banks  and  branches. 

3.  Names  and  compensations  of  all  persons  employed  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  Banks  and  the  whole  amount  of  receipts  and  expenses  of 
the  department  dvn-ing  the  year. 
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4.  Names  of  banks  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Banks  in  process  of  liquidation  and  the  amount  of  dividends  paid 
thereon.

INTRODUCTION. 

In  presenting  the  third  l)ieiniial  report  of  the  Uepartment  of 
Engineering  for  the  consideration  of  the  Governor  and  Legishiture 
and  the  taxpayers  of  the  State,  it  is  proper  to  invite  special  attention 
to  certain  matters  rehiting  to  the  work  of  the  Department  as  set  fortli 
in  this  report. 

It  is  believed  that  few  people  are  informed  as  to  the  extent  of  the 
field  covered  by  the  activities  of  the  Department  nor  the  amount  of 
public  moneys  the  expenditure  of  which  is  made  under  its  direction. 
The  articles  of  the  report  defining  the  organization  and  duties  of  the 
Department,  and  the  Appendix,  "Statement  of  Financial  Transac- 
tions,'' are  cited  as  indicating  the  scope  of  work  and  extent  of  the 
expenditures  confided  to  the  Department. 

It  is  believed  that  a  study  of  this  report  will  convince  the  reader 
that  the  Department  of  Engineering  is  such  an  important  part  of  the 
macliinery  of  government  that  it  should  be  given  every  facility  for 
transacting  its  business  promptly  with  the  public,  comfortably  to  its 
members,  and  with  marked  ability  in  all  of  the  constituent  units  of 
its  personnel. 

The  designing  of  public  works  which  falls  to  the  Department  requires 
intelligence,  skill,  experience  and  the  highej-t  order  of  professional 
integrity,  and  to  command  the  services  of  men  possessing  these  qualifica- 
tions the  Department  must  be  in  a  position  to  offer  comfortable  quarters, 
congenial  surroundings  and  I'emuneration  commensurate  with  the  cliar- 
acter  of  service  sought  to  ])e  obtained. 

The  Department  has  never  had  adecpuite  quarters.  Its  office  force 
is  crowded  into  small,  poorly  lighted  rooms  without  means  of  proper 
ventilation.  Its  w'orking  forces,  the  same.  Its  divisions  are  sepa- 
rated one  from  another.  The  executive  headquarters  and  architec- 
tural division  with  all  its  draughtsmen,  engineers  and  other  force  have 
l)een  occupying  legislative  committee  rooms  in  the  Capitol,  with  not  one 
half  the  floor  space  required.  .Most  of  these  rooms  must  l)e  vacated  in  a 
few^  weeks  and  the  division  of  architecture  will  be  moved  to  some  place 
at  a  distance.  Another  large  division  i.s  already  housed  several  blocks 
away,  ])ut  has  not  room  for  its  work  and  has  had  to  c(mstruct  and 
maintain  a  laboratory  three  miles  away.  Another  section  is  located 
three  miles  from  headquarters  in  crowded,  ill-arranged  rooms. 

It  is  submitted  that  the  importance  of  the  work  of  this  l)epartm(;nt 
deserves  better  conditions  for  the  performance  of  its  nniltifarious  and 
responsible  duties.

]\ren  possessing  the  attainments  required  to  make  the  Department's 
work  measure  up  to  a  standard  hefitting  a  great  state  institution  can  not 
be  induced  to  remain  and  give  their  best  efforts  under  the  conditions 
found  here. 

It  is  therefore  urged  that  the  Legislature  provide  adecpiate  rooms 
for  the  Department  and  that  it  give  fair  consideration  to  the  question 
of  salaries  for  the  members  of  the  Department,  some  of  which,  it  is 
submitted,  are  not  sufficient  to  attract  the  men  best  fitted  or  to  hold 
the  loyalty  of  competent  ones  who  may  now  be  performing  the  duties. 

The  needs  for  additional  improvements  at  the  various  institutions 
are  set  forth  in  detail  in  the  chapter  on  architecture  under  the  caption 
"Proposed  State  Buildings." 

To  one  not  giving  thought  to  the  subject  it  may  seem  that  the  size 
of  appropriations  for  improvements  is  one  concerning  the  manage- 
ment of  the  institution  alone;  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
design  and  construction  of  the  improvements  will  be  the  work  of  the 
Department,  and  then  it  becomes  a  matter  of  professional  and  civic 
pride.  The  architect  or  engineer,  if  he  be  worthy  of  his  position, 
desires  to  furnish  a  design  that  in  appearance,  stability  and  adapta- 
bility to  its  purpose  will  be  a  credit  to  the^  designer,  and  as  a  patriotic 
citizen  he  wants  it  to  be  a  credit  to  the  State. 

Roads  and  road  mfiintenanee  is  another  subject  that  i.s  commended 
for  special  consideration.  The  question  of  the  maintenance  of  the 
highways  being  constructed  under  the  $18,000,000  bond  act  will  call 
for  consideration,  but  the  discussion  of  the  needs  in  this  direction  will 
be  taken  up  in  a  supplement  to  this  report  to  be  presented  later. 

In  the  cliapter  herein  devoted  to  State  Roads  and  Highways  it  is 
shown  that  thei-e  are  nearly  600  miles  of  state  roads  scattered  through- 
out the  mountain  counties,  and  some  attempt  is  made  to  point  out 
their  growing  value  as  an  asset  to  the  State.  These  roads  are  located 
in  regions  of  historic  interest  and  of  Avonderful  scenic  beauty,  and  as 
their  condition  is  lieing  improved  by  the  State,  they  are  attracting 
more  travel,  and,  in  consequence,  demand  more  and  better  work  of 
improvement.  One  or  two  of  these' roads,  it  is  believed,  might  well 
be  abandoned.  Attention  is  invited  to  the  remarks  concerning  Sierra 
State  Road  and  Mono  Lake  Basin  Road. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  these  mountain  roads  are  subject 
to  the  disintegration  due  to  snow  and  ice  covering  them  for  several 
months  every  year  and  they  are  also  exposed  to  destruction  from 
cloudbursts.  These  roads  are  so  situated  that  work  upon  them  must 
be  done  a  long  way  from  centers  of  trade.  Supplies  are  expensive; 
labor  is  scarce;  and  when  weather  becomes  inclement  it  is  difficult  to 
hold  men  in  camp,  and  as  the  Department  insists  upon  thorough  work 
being  done  and  has  set  a  standard  of  maintenance  much  higher  than 
usually  considered  necessary  for  county  roads,  hence,  perforce  a  greater 
cost. 
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In  the  article  devoted  to  "Miscellaneous"  will  be  found  reference 
to  the  validation  by  the  State  of  irrigation  district  bonds,  to  which 
attention  is  earnestly  invited. 

The  relations  that  have  existed  between  the  Department  of  Engineer- 
ing and  the  management  of  the  various  institutions,  and  with  the 
several  State  officers ;  with  officers  of  the  United  States  Engineers ; 
and  with  the  officers  and  representatives  of  the  various  departments 
of  the  United  States  with  which  the  State  is  cooperating,  have  been 
most  cordial.  The  State  Engineer  takes  this  opportunity  of  express- 
ing his  appreciation  of  the  many  courtesies  received  at  their  hand.s. 

HISTORY. 

The  advisal)ility  of  placing  some  of  the  governmental  functions 
under  scientific  direction  was  early  realized  by  the  State  of  California 
and  to  that  end,  at  the  first  session  of  the  Legislature,  in  1850,  even 
before  the  State  had  been  admitted  to  the  Union,  a  law  was  passed 
defining  the  duties  of  the  Surveyor  General.  In  addition  to  his  other 
duties  prescribed  in  general  terms  he  was  specifically  directed  to  make 
a  scientific  survey  of  the  boundaries  of  the  State;  make  an  accurate 
map  of  the  State;  survey  and  fix  the  boundaries  and  corners  of  coun- 
ties. He  was  made  a  member  of  a  Commission  of  Internal  Improve- 
ment and  ex  officio  chief  engineer  of  the  Commission,  and  as  such, 
he  was  required  to  make  annual  reports  showing : 

Progress  of  surveys  and  of  state  map  :  Plans  and  suggestions  for  the  improvement 
of  the  internal  navigation  of  the  .state  and  for  the  construction  and  improvement  of 
roads,  turnpike.^,  railroads,  canals  and  aipieduct-s ;  also  plans  and  .suggestions  for 
the  planting,  preservation  and  increase  of  forests  of  lumber  trees,  for  the  draining  of 
marshes,  prevention  of  overflows  and  the  irrigation  of  arable  lauds  by  means  of 
reservoirs,  canals,  artesian  wells  or  otherwise :  prepare  statistics  of  state  lands  and 
of  lands  adapted  to  tillage  and  grazing ;  number  of  horses,  cattle  and  other  stock,  and 
their  value;  amount  of  farm  produce  of  all  kinds,  with  his  views  as  to  presence  and 
cause  and  the  remedies  for  diseases  that  injure  such  products;  quantities  of  all 
mineral  land.s  and  quantities  and  value  of  mineral  products. 

A  perusal  of  the  scheduh^  of  duties  prescribed  for  the  Surveyor 
General  shows  that  the  question  of  the  conservation  of  natural 
resources  so  actively  advocated  by  the  progressive  elements  in  political 
and  indu.strial  activities  to-day  is  not  a  new  fad.  More  than  sixty 
years  ago  the  lawgivers  of  California  directed  research  to  be  made 
along  many  of  the  lines  now  being  pursued.  And  had  the  program 
laid  doAvn  in  1849  and  1850  been  carried  forward  l)y  phieing  its 
execution  in  the  hands  of  competent  men,  supported  by  adequate 
appropriations,  a  great  wealth  of  information  would  soon  have  been 
acquired,  and  a  great  difference  would  have  been  apparent  long  ago 
in  the  magnitude  and  stability  of  the  State's  industrial  development. 
But  without  sufficient  funds,  and  often  with  men  in  office  who  had 
no  higher  aims  nor  better  conception  of  the  duties  imposed  by  the 
law  than  shown  in  the  report  of  an  early  incumbent,  the  elaborate 
plans  laid  by  the  prescient  minds  of  the  pioneer  buildei's  of  the  com- 
monwealth fell  far  short  of  realization.     As  .showing  one  of  the  causes

contributing  to  the  failure  of  these  plans  to  reach  fruition,  it  is  perti- 
nent to  quote  from  the  report  of  the  Surveyor  General  referred  to 
above.  His  entire  report  covers  less  than  two  printed  pages  the  size 
of  this,  and  the  vital  questions  embodied  in  the  prescribed  subjects 
to  be  treated  are  dismissed  thus: 

Section  9  of  the  act  regulating  the  duties  of  my  office  makes  it  incumbent  upon  me 
to  report  to  you  on  various  subjects ;  in  compliance  with  which  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following : 

I  have  not  been  called  upon  the  make  any  surveys,  nor  have  I  received  sufficient 
data  from  county  surveyors,  or  from  other  sources  to  make  even  an  approximation  to 
a  correct  map  of  the  State. 

I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  make  any  plans  or  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the 
internal  navigation  of  the  State,  as  it  is  not  probable  that  this  State  will  undertake 
any  such  improvements  at  present. 

I  know  but  one  method  of  planting  and  preserving  forests  of  timber ;  viz  :  put  the 
seeds  in  the  ground  and  protect  the  shoots  by  a  fence  or  ditch.  As  regards  draining 
and  the  prevention  of  overflows  and  navigation,  they  can  all  be  better  done  by  private 
than  public  enterprises. 

There  is  no  land  that  I  can  hear  of  belonging  to  the  State. 

I  am  unable  to  give  any  reliable  information  as  to  the  quantity  of  arable  land  in 
the  State  or  the  number  of  horses,  cattle,  etc.  I  am  not  aware  of  any  diseases  having 
diminished  the  agricultural  productions  of  the  State.  The  grasshopper  has  been  very 
destructive  in  some  localities ;  and  as  a  preventive  I  would  recommend  the  extensive 
introduction  of  turkeys. 

Fortunately  for  public  service  all  state  officers  were  not  so  indif- 
ferent to  their  obligations. 

In  the  spring  of  1855  the  Legislature  directed  the  Surveyor  General 
to  make  surveys  at  an  expense  not  to  exceed  $5,000  to  ascertain  the 
best  route  for  a  state  road  acro.ss  the  Sierra,  and  appropriated  $100,000 
to  construct  such  road.  But  no  appropriation  was  made  to  pay  for 
the  surveys.  Nevertheless  the  Surveyor  General.  S.  H.  ]\Iarlette, 
regarded  the  instructions  of  the  act  mandatory,  and,  notwithstanding 
his  salary  was  only  $2,000  payable  in  State  warrants,  worth  60  per 
cent  of  their  face  value  when  converted  into  money,  he  succeeded  in 
exploring  and  reporting  upon  several  routes  for  a  trans-mountain 
state  road.  It  was  never  built,  however,  although  state  roads  now 
occupy  five  of  the  passes  examined  by  him. 

To  repeat :  Had  such  men  as  Marlette  and  Brewster  and  others  like 
them  been  given  the  funds  to  pay  for  research  and  for  carrying  out 
such  schemes  as  they  would  have  evolved,  many  of  the  problems  of 
economic  development  with  which  we  are  struggling  to-day  would 
long  ago  have  been  solved,  and  our  people  would  now  be  reaping  the 
benefits. 

As  new  industries  were  inaugurated  and  old  ones  expanded,  many 
of  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  Surveyor  General  by  the  statute  quoted 
were  transferred  to  others.  Research  into  mineral  resources  was  dele- 
gated to  a  State  Geologist  and  later  conducted  by  a  Mining  Bureau 
and  State  Mineralogist.  Matters  pertaining  to  agriculture  and  horti- 
culture are  now  handled  by  the  Agricultural  Society  and  Horticultural 
Commissioner.  Problems  in  forestry  are  referred  to  the  Board  of 
Forestry.  And  so  with  other  subjects  requiring  technical  training  for 
their  administration,  all  being  assigned  to  officers,  boards,  n-  commis- 
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sions  specially  fitted  or  purposely  organized  for  the  particular  work 
required. 

As  time  went  on  some  industries  became  antagonistic  to  others. 
Hydraulic  mining  in  the  mountains  continued  unabated.  Farmers 
in  the  valley  whose  crops  were  destroyed  by  floods,  claimed  the  disas- 
ters were  augmented,  if  not  caused,  by  the  filling  of  the  river  chan- 
nels with  detritus  from  the  mines.  Navigators  on  the  streams  claimed 
their  business  was  injured  from  the  same  cause.  Anti-debris  associa- 
tions were  formed  to  attempt  the  prevention  of  mining.  Miners'  pro- 
tective associations  were  organized  to  resist  what  the  miners  considered 
encroacihments  upon  their  rights. 

Other  antagonisms  arose.  The  first  settlers  were  attracted  to  the 
moist  lands  along  the  banks  of  the  streams,  where  the  perennial  inunda- 
tions caused  the  native  grasses  to  grow  luxuriantly,  furnishing  abundant 
feed  for  stock  without  cost  to  the  settler.  Later  other  settlers  occupied 
the  lands  remote  from  the  streams,  but  found  it  necessary  to  bring 
Avater  in  canals  from  the  rivers  to  irrigate  their  lands  and  cause  them 
to  produce  remunerative  crops.  The  man  on  the  banks,  at  first  indiffer- 
ent, soon  discovered  that  his  lands  were,  or  might  become  deprived  of 
their  natural  source  of  fertility  and  began  to  quarrel  with  the  neighbor 
Mho  had  diverted  water  from  the  stream  above  him.  Strife  ensued 
I'ctween  the  appropriator  and  riparian  claimant,  as  well  as  between  the 
valley  farmer  and  the  miner.  Armed  contention  became  frequent  and 
bloodshed  followed. 

In  the  absence  of  well  settled  laws  defining  relative  rights  in  such 
matters,  and  both  sides  in  each  controversy  setting  up  claims  that 
could  not  be  ignored,  it  seemed  to  be  necessary  to  institute  a  line  of 
inquiry  that  could  gather  facts — scientific  facts,  from  which  to  define 
conditions,  determine  causes  and  prescribe  remedies. 

Thus  it  was  that  the  Legislature  by  act  approved  March  28,  1878, 
entitled  "An  act  to  provide  a  system  of  irrigation,  promote  rapid 
drainage  and  improve  the  navigation  of  the  Sacramento  and  San 
Joaquin  rivers,"  inaugurated  a  systematic  attempt  to  obtain  infor- 
mation by  which  to  direct  the  forces  of  nature  to  the  upbuilding  of 
the  commonw'ealth.  This  act  created  the  office  of  State  Engineer 
and  directed  him  to  make  investigations,  to  ascertain  facts  and  express 
opinions  concerning  the  water-carrying  capacity  of  the  Sacramento 
and  San  Joaquin  rivers  in  the  ditferent  sections  which  are  liable  to 
overflow;  w'hether  their  capacities  could  be  increased  and  by  what 
means,  and  the  cost  thereof;  the  maximum  flood  flow  and  whether 
works  could  be  devised  to  enable  the  streams  to  carry  it ;  to  ascertain 
changes  in  the  river  beds,  if  any,  their  cause,  and  legislation  neces- 
sary to  correct  or  arrest  such  changes;  area  of  arable  lands  and 
quantity  of  water  available  for  irrigation,  etc.,  and  such  other  investi- 
gations as  appeared  necessarj^  for  the  solution  of  the  several  problems 
involved. 

Wm.  Ham.  Hall  was  selected  as  the  State  Engineer  to  direct  the 
investigations  demanded.     His  corps  of  assistants  included  such  men 
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as  C.  E.  Grimsky,  Marsden.Manson,  James  D.  Schuyler  and  others, 
able,  vigorous  and  talented  men,  whose  professional  attainments  are 
known  in  all  lands  where  great  engineering  works  are  builded. 

A  vast  amount  of  data  along  all  the  lines  demanded  was  collected  and 
portions  of  it  were  published,  but  before  it  could  be  digested  and 
presented  in  form  to  be  of  value,  a  parsimonious  spirit  cut  off  the 
appropriations,  and  finally  repealed  the  law  creating  the  State  Engineer- 
ing Department.  Thus  was  lost  the  fruits  of  years  of  toil  in  accumu- 
lating information  needed  in  the  formulation  of  laws  and  execution  of 
works  to  correct  grievous  conditions  that  had  so  long  been  suffering  for 
relief.  To  discontinue  the  State  Engineering  Department  and  its 
labors,  at  the  time  when — to  use  a  homely  figure  of  speech — it  was  just 
' '  getting  on  its  feet, ' '  was  a  blunder  little  short  of  a  crime. 

Research  along  the  lines  followed  by  the  Engineering  Department 
has  been  pursued  spasmodically  by  different  boards,  commissions  or 
individuals,  but  there  is  in  every  line  an  interruption  of  continuity  of 
the  record  which  more  or  less  discredits  deductions  drawn  from  such 
incomplete  data.  To  cite  an  instance :  A  hiatus  exists  in  the  record 
of  stream  gagings  from  the  suspension  of  work  by  the  State  Engineer 
in  1884  until  observations  were  commenced  by  the  U.  S.  Geological 
Survey  in  1894.  In  1904  a  board  of  eminent  engineers,  the  members 
of  which  had  been  engaged  for  many  years  in  successfully  carrying  out 
similar  enterprises,  offered  an.  elaborate  plan  for  the  control  of  floods 
on  the  Sacramento.  The  magnitude  of  the  works  was  designed  in 
accordance  with  the  best  information  obtainable  as  to  the  quantit}^  of 
storm  water  to  be  provided  for.  But  the  records  of  flood  flow  secured 
since  1904  by  cooperative  effort  between  the  Geological  Survey  and 
State  have  caused  the  engineers  submitting  the  latest  scheme  (which 
the  Legislature  has  approved)  to  provide  channel-way  for  two  and 
three  tenths  as  much  water.  That  is  to  say,  later  research  indicates 
that  600,000  cubic  feet  or  more  a  second  must  be  cared  for  as  against 
260,000  second-feet,  believed  to  be  maximum  according  to  the  data 
available  in  1904. 

With  the  continually  increasing  number  of  industries  depending  upon 
technical  direction,  advice,  or  assistance — ^wliich  no  other  agencies  could 
so  well  provide  as  the  Government — came  additional  commissions  or 
boards  to  conduct  research  and  direct  administration.  To  consolidate 
several  of  these  agencies  into  one  with  a  single  executive  head  the 
Legislature  in  1907  provided  for  the  organization  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Engineering. 

The  act  creating  this  Department  (Chapter  183,  Statutes  1907, 
approved  March  11,  1907)  abolished  the  offices  of  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  Auditing  Board  to  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
Department  of  Highways  and  State  HigliAvay  Commissioner,  Lake 
Tahoe  Wagon  Road  Commissioner  and  Debris  Commissioner,  and 
delegated  the  performance  of  their  several  duties  to  the  Department  of 
Engineering.  To  the  Department  Avas  also  assigned  all  engineering 
work  for  the  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners  of  San  Francisco  and 
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the  design  and  construction  of  buildings  and  Avorks  for  all  the  hospitals, 
prisons,  and  schools,  and  other  state  institutions.  It  was  given  authority 
to  cooperate  with  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  other  Departments 
and  bureaus  of  the  National  Government  iii  making  surveys,  investiga- 
tions, etc. 

Mr.  Nathaniel  EUery  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  State  Engineer 
and  chief  executive  officer  of  the  Department  of  Engineering,  arid 
assumed  the  office  May  11,  1907.  The  account  of  the  organization  of 
the  Department  and  its  work  from  the  date  of  its  organization  to 
November  30,  1910,  have  been  published  in  the  first  and  second  biennial 
reports  of  the  Department  issued  in  1908  and  1910,  respectively,  and 
it  is  the  office  of  this  report  to  review  the  operations  of  the  Department 
during  the  biennial  period  just  closing. 

The  session  of  the  Legislature  of  1909  amended  the  act  establishing 
the  Department  in  some  minor  details,  amended  other  laws  affecting  the 
work  of  the  Department,  particularly  the  laAvs  relating  to  buildings  and 
contracts.  Also  the  Legislature  provided  for  submitting  to  the  people 
a  proposition  to  issue  $18,000,000  in  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing a  system  of  state  highways.  The  bonding  proposition  M'as  approved 
at  the  general  election  held  in  Noveriiber,  1910,  and  the  following 
Legislature  enacted  legislation  to  enable  the  Department  of  Engineering 
to  handle  the  administration  of  the  large  sum  appropriated  for  state 
highways. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ENGINEERING. 

Under  the  statutes  now  in  force  the  Department  of  Engineering  is 
composed  of  three  bodies:  Advisory  Board,  Consulting  Board,  and 
Executive  Force.  These  three  bodies  are  constituted  respectively  as 
follows : 

THE  ADVISORY  BOARD. 

Governor,  ex  officio  member  and  chairman. 
General  Superintendent  of  State  Hospitals,  ex  officio  member. 
Chairman  of  Board  of  State  ILirbor  Commissioners  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, ex  officio  meml)er. 
State  Engineer,  appointed  by  tlie  Governor,  ex  officio  member.    , 
Three  members,  appointed  by  the  Governor. 

The  Advisory  Board  is  the  administrative  head,  and  directs  the 
operations  of  the  Department  through  the  State  Engineer  who  is  the 
chief  executive  officer  of  the  Department. 

The  ex  officio  members  receive  no  salary,  as  members  of  the  Advisory 
Board.  The  three  last  named  appointed  members  of  the  Advisory 
Board  are  delegated  as  a  special  executive  committee  of  the  board  to 
administer  the  affairs  of  the  $18,000,000  state  highway  bond  project,  and 
hear  the  title  of  State  Highway  Commission.  They  devote  tlieir  entire 
time  to  the  office  and  are  paid  salaries. 
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THE  CONSULTING  BOARD. 

This  board  is  composed  of  five  members  appointed  by  the  Governor 
and  serve  without  compensation.  The  functions  of  this  board  are  to 
act  as  intermediary  between  the  people  desiring  public  Avork  done  on 
the  rivers  and  the  Department  of  Engineering ;  receive  and  consider 
petitions  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Department  in  regard  to 
proposed  work  pertaining  to  drainage,  irrigation,  and  river  improve- 
ment.

One  of  the  assistant  engineers  and  one  engineer  draughtsman  are 
assigned  to  duty  with  the  State  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners  at 
San  Francisco. 

The  foregoing  comprises  all  of  the  "statutory"  employees  of  the 
Department.  With  the  above  force  it  has  been  found  that  certain 
officers  had  so  many  duties  that  it  was  a  physical  impossibility  for  the 
incumbents  to  perform  all  the  work  assigned  to  them,  and  it  became 
necessary  to  make  certain  appointments  somewhat  permanent  in  char- 
acter. A  chief  bookkeeper,  a  purchasing  agent,  an  electricial  engineer, 
and  a  chief  architectural  draughtsman  are  absolutely  necessary  in 
order  to  keep  the  several  branches  of  the  Department's  work  up  to  an 
efficient  standard.  In  addition  to  those  named,  the  Department  has 
required  the  services  of  draughtsmen,  architectural  and  structural 
engineers,  surveyors  and  their  crews,  superintendents,  inspectors,  and 
men  in  many  other  capacities,  down  to  cooks,  waiters,  and  roustabouts 
in  the  road  and  river  construction  camps. 

The  foregoing  list  of  employments  indicates  to  some  extent  the  varied 
nature  of  the  Department 's  activities  and  the  extent  of  the  field  covered 
by  it.  Its  duties  as  specified  by  several  statutes  are  summarized  as 
follows : 

To  make  plans  and  specifications  for  all  buildings  at  the  various 
State  Institutions,  to  let  contracts  for  and  superintend  their  erection, 
or  in  case  satisfactory  contracts  cannot  be  made,  to  construct  the  build- 
ings by  day  labor.  To  design  and  install  all  heating,  lighting,  venti- 
lating, refrigerating,  water  supply,  sewerage,  and  mechanical  plants 
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of  every  nature,  whether  changes,  extensions  or  original.  Survey 
grounds,  lay  out  walks,  drives  and  roads;  provide  irrigation,  reclama- 
tion and  drainage  systems  requiring  the  construction  of  drains,  reser- 
voirs, i)ipe  lines,  wells,  pumping  plants,  ditches  and  drains. 

Through  the  engineering  force  assigned  to  the  Board  of  Harbor 
Commi.ssioners,  to  design  and  direct  the  construction  of  wharves,  piers, 
buildings  and  their  equipment,  on  the  water  front  of  San  Francisco. 

Design  and  construct  works  for  the  protection  of  river  levees,  preser- 
vation of  navigation  and  protection  from  floods. 

Conduct  research  looking  to  the  reclamation  of  the  overflow  basins 
and  to  effect  flood  control  on  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  rivers. 

Studies  of  the  feasibility  of  navigable  canals  and  canalization  of 
rivers. 

Location,  construction,  repair  and  maintenance  of  state  roads,  of 
which  there  are  nearly  600  miles  in  the  mountain  regions. 

Through  the  Highway  Commission,  the  location  and  construction  is 
being  conducted  of  the  system  of  highways,  authorized  bj'  the  eighteen 
million  dollar  bond  act. 

By  cooperation  with  the  Federal  Government  a  topographic  survey 
of  the  State  is  being  made,  daiW  measurements  are  made  of  the  water 
flowing  in  all  the  principal  and  many  of  the  minor  streams  of  the  State ; 
studies  of  possibilities  for  developments  of  power  in  tlie  mountains 
and  irrigation  in  the  plains;  investigations  of  the  use  and  abuse  of 
water  in  irrigation ;  the  quality  of  waters,  etc. 

The  Department  is  required  to  cooperate  with  the  Engineers  of  the 
War  Department  in  matters  concerning  debris  control,  flood  control  and 
aid  to  navigation. 

The  State  Engineer  is  a  member  of  the  Irrigation  Commission,  and  is 
required,  upon  application,  to  investigate  the  engineering  features  of 
the  projects  of  irrigation  districts,  where  the  latter  desire  to  have  their 
bonds  accepted  as  state  securities. 

He  directs  the  engineering  investigations  for  the  Reclamation  Board 
to  determine  the  proper  location  and  sufficiency  of  proposed  reclamation 
works  so  that  they  shall  conform  to  the  plan  for  the  flood  control 
adopted  by  the  State. 

Plans  for  all  bridges  to  cross  navigable  streams  are  reciuired  to  be 
approved  by  the  State  Engineer  before  they  are  permitted  to  be  erected. 

In  addition  to  the  active  duties  enumerated  above,  the  Department 
conducts  an  extensive  correspondence,  answering  queries  from  all  over 
the  country  seeking  information  in  regard  to  the  extent  of  drainage, 
reclamation,  irrigation  and  power  developments,  and  many  other  lines 
of  progress  in  the  State,  and  the  costs  thereof.  If  the  information  is 
at  hand  or  can  be  obtained  it  is  always  furnished.  This  is  done  upon  the 
theory  that  all  public  offices  should  be  in  a  measure  publicity  bureaus, 
and  the  dissemination  of  correct  information  as  to  the  resources  of  the 
State  and  its  advantages  is  a  proper  function  of  all  branches  of  the 
government. 

The  Department  has  been  called  upon  by  municipalities  for  advice 
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in  regard  to  sewage  disposal ;  asking  for  the  examination  of  dams,  as 
to  their  stability  and  safety,  and  specifications  to  strengthen  the  same. 
While  these  are  not  duties  enjoined  by  law  upon  the  Department,  the 
State  Engineer  has  always  responded  to  such  requests  and  given  such 
assistance  in  an. advisory  way  as  the  Department  was  able  to  furnish, 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  such  aid  has  been  regarded  of  value 
by  the  recipients.

All  work  of  the  Department  pertaining  to  state  buildings,  whether 
relating  to  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications,  or  erection 
and  installation,  including  mechanical  plants  of  every  kind,  is  executed 
by  the  Architectural  Division  of  the  Department  and  a  review  of  the 
work  accomplished  by  that  division  will  be  found  under  the  appro- 
priate caption. 

Engineering  service  for  the  institutions  executed  by  other  divisions 
of  the  Department  will  be  first  detailed  in  the  order  in  which  the 
institutions  appear  in  the  foregoing  list. 

ENGINEERING    SERVICE    AT    STATE    INSTITUTIONS. 

Whenever  improvements  are  contemplated  at  an  institution,  whether 
it  be  a  new  building,  or  whether  water  pipes,  sewers,  walks  or  drives 
are  to  be  extended,  the  first  thing  needed  is  a  topographic  map,  show- 
ing the  location  of  existing  buildings  and  all  the  natural  and  artificial 
topographic  features  of  the  grounds.  To  meet  this  demand  the 
Department  has  from  time  to  time  executed  surveys  at  several  institu- 
tions and  constructed  maps  thereof. 

Fresno   State   Normal   School. 

Topogrophic.  A  survey  was  made  of  the  grounds  and  plans  were 
furnished  for  an  irrigation  system,  and  for  planting  the  grounds. 
These  improvements  have  been  provided  according  to  these  plans. 

Santa  Barbara  School  of  Manual  Arts. 

Topographic.     A  topographic  survey  was  made  of  the  building  site 
and  a  map  constructed. 
San  Jose  State  Normal  School. 

Grounds.  A  map  of  these  was  already  possessed,  having  been  made 
by  the  Department  in  1908.  During  this  biennial  period,  improvement 
of  the  grounds  by  constructing  walks  and  drive  and  extending  the  water 
pipes  has  been  effected,  under  the  direction  of  the  Department. 

San  Luis  Obispo  State  Polytechnic  School. 

Water  Supply  and  Sewer  System.  During  the  period  1908-10,  the 
Department  designed  and  partly  installed  a  sewer  system,  which  was 
extended  during  the  present  period.  The  same  is  true  of  the  water 
supply.  During  1910  wells  were  sunk  in  a  small  valley  on  the  estate 
and  pumps  installed.  With  funds  provided  by  the  session  of  the 
Legislature  in  1911,  the  system  has  been  extended  by  enlarging  the 
pumping  plant  and  opening  some  springs  on  the  property  and  piping 
the  water  to  the  school.  All  of  this  work  has  been  conducted  by  the 
faculty  and  students  of  the  Institution,  under  the  direction  of  the  De- 
partment, all  of  which  is  described  fully  in  the  article  on  Architecture. 
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Industrial  Home  for  Adult  Blind. 

Water  Supply.  In  1908-10,  the  water  supply  had  been  improved 
by  sinking-  wells  and  erecting  a  tank,  but  in  1911  the  supply  became 
inadequate.  A  representative  of  the  Department  made  an  investiga- 
tion and  found  that  an  underground  stream  existed  crossing  a  corner 
of  the  grounds,  and  recommended  that  a  well  be  made  in  this  channel 
and  connected  by  a  gallery  with  one  of  the  existing  wells,  which  was 
furnished  with  a  pump  and  motor.  The  experiment  was  successful 
and  the  increased  supply  thus  obtained  is  amply  sufficient  foi-  tbe  needs 
of  the  Home. 

Agnews  State  Hospital. 

Storm  Drains.  The  institution  is  .situated  on  low  ground  with  almost 
no  slope,  and  storm  waters  have  always  given  trouble.  When  recon- 
struction, after  the  destruction  of  all  the  buildings  by  earthquake  in 
1906.  was  effected,  the  style  and  number  of  buildings  increased  the 
roof  area  greatly.  The  roof  drains  were  all  connected  with  the 
sewers,  and  as  the  main  outfall  sewer  is  small  and  has  but  little  grade, 
the  storm  waters  overtaxed  it.  A  plan  of  drainage  Avas  designed  by 
the  department  which  embraced  the  disconnection  of  all  surface  drain- 
age from  the  sewers;  the  construction  of  a  s^-stera  of  paved  surface 
ditches  with  terra  cotta  pipe  culverts  under  walks  and  drives ;  these 
ditches  all  uniting  and  discharging  into  a  slough  which  traverses  the 
property  some  distance  to  the  rear  of  the  buildings.  These  ditches 
were  constructed  as  planned  and  effected  a  great  improvement  in  the 
condition  at  time  of  heavy  rains. 

Plans  were  also  submitted  for  draining  with  tiles  the  fields  sur- 
rounding the  building.s.  This  is  highly  necessary  to  make  the  land 
productive,  but  on  account  of  lack  of  funds  it  has  never  been  done. 

W(it(r  Supply.  The  supply  of  water  for  domestic  use  and  irrigation 
is  obtained  from  artesian  wells.  The  principal  well,  and  the  one  which 
furnishes  the  domestic  supply  is  near  the  power  plant.  The  water  is 
pumped  into  tanks  84  feet  above  the  ground.  The  summer  of  1912 
was  noted  as  being  one  of  the  driest  seasons  recorded.  The  flow  from 
all  the  wells  declined  to  such  an  extent  that  the  reserve  for  fire  pur- 
pose was  seriously  threatened.  A  representative  from  the  Department 
suggested  some  temporary  expedients  for  conserving  the  supply  avail- 
able, which  Avere  successful  in  carrying  the  institution  over  the  dry 
season.  It  was  recommended  (which  recommendation  is  here  renewed) 
that  one  or  more  new  wells  should  be  provided,  so  as  to  guard  against 
a  recurrence  of  a  shortage  of  water  supply. 

Mendocino  State  Hospital. 

Surrey.  A  topographic  survey  of  the  grounds  al)out  the  hospital  was 
made  during  the  su)nmer  of  3912  and  a  map  thereof  prepared. 

Dam  and  Reservoir.  The  Legislature  of  1911  appropriated  the  sinn 
of  -tl 2,500  for  the  construction  of  a  dam  to  create  a  reservoir  in  a 
canyon  about  two  and  one  half  miles  from  the  hospital  upon  land  which 
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the  institution  had  secured  some  years  ago  for  the  purpose  of  protecting 
the  watershed  supplying  two  other  reservoirs  on  the  same  creek. 

A  survey  was  made  and  the  site  of  a  dam  located.  Upon  test  pits 
being  made,  the  site  proved  undesirable,  and  another  was  selected  a 
short  distance  downstream. 

Excavation  for  the  foundation  began  in  the  summer  of  1911,  and 
most  of  the  site  was  stripped  down  to  bedrock.  In  excavating  for 
foundation,  it  was  found  that  rock  which  had  been  supposed  was 
bedrock,  proved  to  be  a  broken  mass  which  had  been  deposited  bj'  a 
slide  from  the  mountain  side.  Extensive  explorations  were  necessary 
to  determine  the  extent  of  it,  which  proved  so  great  that  much  of 
the.  appropriation  was  expended  in  reaching  material  which  was 
acceptable  for  a  foundation.  Such  was. found,  however,  but  at  a  depth 
in  places,  of  more  than  forty  feet  from  the  ground  surface. 

The  dam  designed  is  a  concrete,  gravity  section,  overflow  type.  An 
abundance  of  hard  trap  rock  is  found  within  a  hundred  feet  of  one 
end  of  the  dam,  which  is  broken  out  and  run  in  a  chute  down  to  the 
rock  crusher.  The  maximum  height  from  base  to  crest  will  be  63  feet, 
length  on  crest,  350  feet,  width  of  base  38  feet,  crest  4  feet. 

The  outlet  will  be  an  opening  36  inches  wide  by  42  inches  high,  con- 
trolled by  an  iron  sluice-gate  operated  from  the  top  of  the  dam  by 
a  screw  stem  and  gearing. 

Waste,  in  excess  of  the  capacity  of  the  outlet  to  care  for,  will  pour 
over  the  crest  in  a  broad  sheet,  only  a  iew  inches  deep,  so  no  special 
provision  is  made  for  that.  A  24-inch  pipe  will  be  laid  through  the 
dam  at  the  level  of  the  outlet  to  provide  means  of  conveying  water 
under  pressure  to  the  hospital,  should  this  be  found  desirable.  This 
can  be  easily  done  bj^  extending  a  pipe  which  now  takes  water  from 
another  reservoir  abovit  four  thousand  feet  below  this  dam.  This  pipe 
will  be  closed  until  a  connection  shall  be  made. 

The  storage  capacity  of  the  reservoir  is  estimated  at  145,000,000 
gallons.  This,  in  connection  with  8,000,000  gallons  held  by  the  reser- 
voir below,  should  provide  ample  supply  for  any  extension  of  the 
institution  likely  to  occur  in  many  years* 

The  concrete  work  of  the  dam  is  now  complete  up  to  the  level  of  the 
creek  bed;  work  is  still  being  prosecuted;  the  outlet  gate  has  been 
ordered,  and  will  soon  be  placed  in  position,  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
work  will  have  reached  the  top  of  the  outlet  before  operations  are  sus- 
pended for  the  winter. 

All  operations  by  the  Department  at  the  Mendocino  State  Hospital 
have  been  in  charge  of  F.  C.  Handy,  the  steward  of  the  hospital,  who 
has  been  able  to  execute  a  large  portion  of  the  work  with  the  labor 
of  patients.  Mr.  Handy  has  proven  to  be  the  "right  man  in  the  right 
place"  to  handle  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Department  there.  His 
service  has  saved  the  State  a  large  sum  that  would  otherwise  have  been 
required  for  salaries  of  inspectors  and  superintendents. 

During  the  summer  season  just  passed,  the  existing  reservoir  was 
entirely  exhausted   and   the   hospital   was  threatened  with  a   "water

famine,"  but  l)y  judicious  liaudliny  of  the  supply  and  recourse  to  wells, 
the  crisis  was  passed  without  great  inconvenience. 

The  water  at  this  institution  is  strongly  impregnated  with  lime 
and  magnesia,  and  gives  a  great  deal  of  trouble  in  the  boilers  and  heat- 
ing apparatus.  It  had  been  observed  that  some  of  the  wells  on  the 
property  furnished  a  much  purer  quality  of  water,  so  during  the 
summer  of  1912  a  well  was  bored  near  the  powerhouse.  A  copious 
supply  of  water  was  obtained  which  appears  very  soft  and  free  from 
the  objectionable  qualities  above  mentioned.  However,  thorough  tests 
must  be  made  before  its  adaptability  for  steaming  purposes  shall  be 
definitely  known. 

Napa  State  Hospital. 

Survey.  The  grounds  and  adjacent  fields  of  this  institution  were 
surveyed  and  a  topographic  map  thereof  made. 

Tide  Land  Reclamation.  The  hospital  owns  a  tract  of  land  lying 
along  the  bank  of  the  Napa  River,  embracing  about  300  acres,  which 
is  subject  to  overflow  from  high  tides,  and  from  flood  waters  of  Tulucay 
Creek,  which  traverses  it.  The  Department  caused  an  investigation 
to  be  made,  and  a  report  was  filed,  detailing  the  conditions  and  offer- 
ing a  plan  of  reclamation,  which  report  is  here  quoted: 

The  lands  of  the  State  subject  to  overflow  from  tides  and  floods  lie  between  the 
Napa  River  and  Tulucay  Creek,  embracing  about  347  acres,  and  also  some  33  acres 
east  of  the  creek.  That  portion  lying  between  the  streams  is  traversed  its  entire 
length  by  the  track  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad,  a  distance  of  about  7,.500  feet. 

Tlie  plan  proposed  was  to  construct  levees  along  the  banks  of  both  the  creek  and  the 
river,  across  the  north  end  of  the  property  and  along  each  side  of  the  railroad,  closing 
the  levees  so  as  to  enclose  the  land  between  the  streams  in  three  tracts,  as  shown  upon 
a  sketch  map  hereto  attached.    This  would  exclude  33  acres  from  reclamation. 

Upon  examining  the  project  and  making  inquiries,  it  was  learned  that  the  railroad 
track  becomes  submerged  at  every  flood  season,  and  that  the  road  has  been  out  of  com- 
mission, on  occasion,  for  several  days  at  a  time. 

An  alternative  plan  is  suggested,  which  is  to  dam  the  creek  at  the  northeast  corner 
of  the  tract,  excavate  a  new  channel  across  the  north  end  of  the  land  and  turn  the 
creek  into  the  river  near  the  railroad  station  ;  then  construct  a  levee  along  the  bank 
of  the  river  to  the  lower  end  of  the  tract  where  the  levee  would  cross  the  mouth  of  the 
creek,  forming  a  dam,  and  unite  with  the  high  land  next  the  railroad.  A  drain  box, 
with  automatic  tide  gate  to  be  placed  in  the  dam.  This  plan  would  necessitate  the 
placing  of  a  trestle  about  75  feet  long  for  the  railroad  crossing  the  new  cut,  and  also 
require  raising  the  track  in  approaches  to  the  trestle. 

The  benefits  to  the  railroad  company  from  this  proposed  dam  Avould 
be — 

Protection  from  floods  to  7,500  feet  of  track. 

Reduction  about  one  half  of  the  length  of  trestle  to  maintain,  as  the  company  could 
then  fill  across  the  creek  where  it  now  crosses  on  a  long  trestle. 

The  advantages  to  the  State,  over  the  first  plan  would  be  the  reclamation  in  one 
unit  of  the  entire  tract,  including  33  acres  omitted  by  the  first  plan,  and  a  reduction 
in  length  of  levees  to  maintain. 

The  second  plan  will  cost  about  twice  as  much  as  the  first  one,  not  including  any- 
thing for  raising  the  railroad  track,  which  the  writer  believes  should  be  borne  by  the 
railroad  company  in  consideration  of  the  benefits  to  that  company. 

While  dredging  the  cut  from  the  creek  to  the  river,  the  dredge  will  dig  out  enough 
material  to  raise  the  roadbed,  and  there  would  be  no  objection  to  tlie  railroad  com- 
pany taking  as  much  as  it  might  need  for  the  approaches  to  the  trestle. 

In  the  event  that  the  State;  should  lie  required  to  pay  for  raising  the  track,  ii  is 
respectfully  recommended  that  the  first  plan  described  be  adopted. 
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Negotiations  were  opened  with  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Com- 
pany looking  to  a  mutual  arrangement  whereby  the  larger  project 
might  be  carried  out.  A  statement  of  what  the  company  would  require 
for  a  right  of  way  for  the  canal  to  be  made  diverting  Tulucay  Creek 
across  the  railroad  was  obtained.  The  company  agrees  to  build  the 
necessary  trestle  for  the  railroad  across  the  canal. 

Water  Supply.  In  common  with  nearly  all  of  the  state  institutions, 
the  unusually  dry  season  of  1912  found  the  Napa  State  Hospital  with 
an  inadequate  supply  of  water. 

The  system  of  water  supply  here  is  rather  complex,  and  is  best 
described  in  a  report  of  a  department  engineer  who  examined  it.  The 
report  is  as  follows : 

Description.  Lake  Marie  is  the  name  given  to  an  artificial  reservoir  supplying 
water  to  Napa  State  Hospital  and  is  formed  by  a  dam  across  the  canon  of  Wicks 
Creek.  This  dam  is  an  earth  dam  50  feet  high,  about  4*25  feet  long  on  top,  with  12 
feet  width  of  crown.  The  water  face  is  riprapped  with  small  stone.  A  concrete  core- 
wall  extends  the  full  length  of  the  fill,  and  is  trenched  some  distance  into  the  sidehills 
at  the  ends.  This  wall  is  K!  inches  thick  at  the  top  and  four  feet  at  the  base,  which 
was  carried  down  50  feet  below  the  bed  of  the  creek  through  a  mass  of  earth  and  loose 
rock  which  had  in  some  former  age  slid  from  the  mountain  side  into  the  canon.  The 
outlet  is  two  lines  of  cast  iron  pipe,  eight  inches  in  diameter,  laid  in  a  concrete  lined 
tunnel  excavated  in  the  rock  at  the  north  end  of  the  dam,  and  discharging  into  the 
bottom  of  the  canon  some  200  feet  below  the  foot  of  the  dam.  Gate  valves  in  the 
pipes  just  within  the  lower  portal  of  the  tunnel  control  the  flow  of  water.  A  waste- 
way,  17  feet  wide,  is  cut  through  the  solid  rock  at  the  north  end  of  the  dam  for  a  dis- 
tance of  about  300  feet  and  discharges  down  the  rocky  mountain  side  into  the  canon 
too  far  away  to  ever  endanger  the  dam. 

The  first  appropriation,  amounting  to  $40,000,  was  made  by  the  Legislature  in  1905 
for  the  purchase  of  land  and  construction  of  the  dam  under  the  direction  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works. 

Upon  the  organization  of  this  Department,  the  duties  of  the  Commissioner  were 
transferred  to  the  State  Engineer,  and  thereafter  the  work  on  the  reservoir  was  con- 
ducted by  this  office.  It  was  found  necessary  to  make  some  changes  in  the  plans  for 
outlet  to  the  reservoir,  and  the  unexpected  depth  found  necessary  to  reach  bedrock 
with  the  core-wall  increased  the  cost  of  construction  so  that  the  Legislature,  in  1909, 
made  another  appropriation  of  .$25,000  for  completion  of  the  works  and  the  addition 
of  a  cement  distributing  reservoir.  The  cost  of  the  works  completed  was  nearly 
$65,000,  there  being  but  .$85.85  of  the  last  appropriation  remaining  unexpended. 

By  some  oversight,  the  notes  of  the  survey  for  the  dam  and  of  the  reservoir  were 
never  filed  in  the  records  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works.  The  writer  had  never 
been  connected  in  any  way  with  the  work  until  the  occasion  of  his  recent  visit  there. 
Upon  returning  to  Sacramento,  the  whereabouts  of  the  missing  survey  notes  was  dis- 
covered, they  were  secured,  and  are  now  part  of  the  records  of  the  Department  of 
Engineering. 

According  to  the  survey  notes  mentioned,  the  capacity  of  the  reservoir  when  filled 
to  within  four  feet  of  the  top  of  the  dam  was  estimated  at  91,195.000  gallons. 

Water  Supplii.  The  reservoir  is  supplied  by  the  creek,  which  is  dammed  to  create 
it.  The  ai-ea  of  the  watershed  is  about  7.50  acres.  It  is  made  up  mostly  of  caiions 
with  steep  hillsides,  ranging  from  1,000  feet  to  1,700  feet  in  elevation  above  sea  level. 
The  rock  formation  where  seen  in  the  vicinity  of  the  dam  is  volcanic,  of  varying 
degrees  of  hardness.  Half  a  mile  below  the  dam  the  canon  is  a  deep  gorge  througji 
basalt,  where  the  characteristic  columnar  formation  is  quite  noticeable.  The  hill- 
sides are  covered  with  quite  a  heavy  growth  of  scrub  timber  and  underbrush.  No 
record  of  rainfall  has  been  kept  within  the  watershed  tributary  to  the  reservoir,  but  a 
record  kept  at  the  hospital  gives  a  mean  precipitation  for  twenty  years  of  26..50  inches 
per  annum.  The  rule  on  the  Pacific  coast  is  that  precipitation  increases  with  increase 
of  altitude  in  the  hills  up  to  the  5,000-foot  contour.  Assuming,  then,  that  the  rainfall 
in  the  watershed  is  equal  to  that  measured  in  the  valley,  there  should  be  1.625  acre- 
feet  fall  Avithin  the  territory  tributary  to  the  reservoir.  This  will  fill  the  reservoir 
with  a  run-off  of  only  11  per  cent  of  the  estimated  precipitation,  or  should  be  suffi- 
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cient  imder  oi'dinaiy  average  conditions  to  furnish  two  or  three  times  the  capacity  of 
the  reservoir. 

In  addition  to  the  water  received  from  this  reservoir,  the  hospital  lias  a  six-inch 
pipe  line  taking  water  from  Spencer  Creek,  about  two  miles  northeast  of  the  Institu- 
tion. In  1882,  in  attempting  to  excavate  for  the  foundation  for  a  dam  across  this 
creek,  so  strong  a  flow  of  water  was  encountered  that  the  consulting  engineers  advised 
the  management  to  abandon  the  plan  of  building  a  dam  and  to  develop  the  under- 
ground flow  of  the  creek  bed.  This  was  done,  and  a  flow  stated  to  be  100,000  gallons 
a  day.  was  secured.  This  amount  of  water  was  declared  in  a  report  by  the  hospital 
management  to  be  "ample  for  the  needs  of  the  institution  for  all  time." 

The  hospital  has  also  two  wells  which  have  been  drawn  from  by  pump  in  times  of 
shortage.  One  of  these  wells  is  said  to  be  174  feet  deep  and  to  yield  15,000  to  18,000 
gallons  a  day.  The  other,  known  as  the  "old  well,"  it  has  been  stated,  yields  20,000 
to  30.000  gallons  a  day.  The  total  quantity  of  water,  then,  available  from  sources 
other  than  Lake  Marie  reservoir,  is  135,000  gallons  a  day,  about  one  fourth  of  which 
must  he  pvimped. 

Purity  of  Siipph/.  The  sanitary  conditions  of  this  supply  of  water  for  domestic  use 
are  very  bad.  The  entire  catchment  area  supplying  the  I'eservoir  is  given  over  to 
pasturing  stock,  and  there  are  now  several  head  of  cattle  feeding  there.  The  outlet 
through  the  dam  discharges  into  the  open  bed  of  the  creek  and  flows  down  the  same 
for  more  than  half  a  mile,  traversing  a  pasture  occupied  by  stock  and  passing  a  farm 
house,  the  drainage  from  all  of  which  may  freely  reach,  the  stream.  A  half  or  three 
(]uarters  of  a  mile  from  the  dam,  the  water  is  recovered  and  conveyed  thence  to  the 
hospital  in  an  iron  pipe. 

The  drainage  area  of  Spencer  Ci'eek  above  where  the  pipe  line  takes  the  water  is 
also  devoted  to  pasture  and  farming.  The  drainage  from  several  farm  houses  and  their 
appurtenant  outhouses  is  toward  the  stream.  While  the  pipe  line  draws  its  supply 
from  a  cut  beneath  the  surface  of  the  creek  bed,  and  to  some  extent  it  may  be  consid- 
ered as  filtered,  yet  it  is  always  open  to  suspicion.  In  fact,  it  appears  that  the  entire 
water  supply,  unless  that  from  the  two  wells  above  mentioned  be  excepted,  is  subject 
to  pollution  of  a  grave  chai-acter. 

Other  Possible  Sources  of  Supply.  The  entire  water  shed  tributary  to  the  Napa 
Valley  is  subject  to  copious  rainfall  and  the  formation  of  the  hills  being  largely 
basaltic,  leads  to  the  belief  that  an  abundance  of  underground  water  should  be  found 
in  the  valley.  The  floor  of  the  valley  seems  to  be  composed  of  detritus  from  the  hills 
deposited  in  strata,  some  gravelly,  others  clayey  and  impervious,  topped  with  peat  and 
loam.  In  many  portions  of  the  valley  wells  have  encountered  subterranean  gravel 
beds  that  yield  a  good  supply  of  potable  water.  On  the  tide  lauds  of  the  hospital,  near 
the  bank  of  Napa  River,  some  time  ago  a  well  was  bored,  which  at  3<J  feet  depth 
encountered  a  flow  of  brackish  water.  At  90  feet  down  a  stratum  of  gravel  was 
entered,  and  the  water  rose  to  within  three  feet  of  the  surface  of  the  ground.  This 
water  is  clear,  and  apparently  of  good  quality,  excepting  that  it  has  a  slightly  sweetish 
taste.  The  superintendent  of  the  hospital.  Dr.  Osborne,  has  expressed  an  intention 
of  having  the  water  analyzed.  No  test  has  been  made  of  the  quantity  of  water  the 
well  will  yield.  Should  tests  and  analyses  show  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  water 
to  be  adequate  for  the  domestic  needs  of  the  institution,  then  wells  and  pumping 
would  seem  to  be  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  water  supply.  In  the  event  that 
underground  waters  prove  unsuitable  and  the  present  sources  of  supply  do  not  meet 
the  demands  of  the  institution,  then  other  sources  must  be  sought. 

In  lf>10,  while  seeking  a  site  for  a  projected  State  Institution,  the  writer  discovered 
two  large  springs  on  the  side  of  Mount  St.  Helena,  which  in  August  of  that  year  were 
flowing  about  (>40,0(J0  gallons  of  water  a  day.  These  springs  furnish  water  of  the 
purest  quality,  and  they  are  so  situated  that  it  is  physically  impossible  for  them  to 
ever  become  polluted,  unless  by  deliberate  intent.  At  the  time  these  springs  were 
under  examination,  the  estate  upon  which  they  are  situated  and  to  which  they  are 
appurtenent,  was  offered  for  sale  for  the  sum  of  .$120,000.  It  is  not  known  whether 
the  property  can  be  had  for  that  figure  now.  In  addition  to  the  two  springs  men- 
tioned, a  third  was  examined  nearby,  which  is  said  to  be  situated  upon  vacant  Govern- 
ment land,  and  some  cursory  examinations  seemed  to  corroborate  that  statement.  The 
flow  of  the  spring  amounted  to  about  250,000  gallons  a  day.  as  determined  by  rough 
measurement.  The  water  from  all  three  of  the  springs  could  readly  be  united  in  one 
conduit.  The  cost  of  a  pijjo  to  convey  this  water  to  the  Nai)a  Slate  Hospital  would 
be  ajiproximately  .$100,0(X).  Should  this  source  of  sui)))ly  be  secured  by  the  State,  it 
would  be  sufficient  for  domestic  u.se  at  the  three  state  institutions,  to  wit :  Veterans' 
Home,  Napa  State  Hospital,  and  Sonoma  State  Home,  all  of  which  can  be  easily 
reached  by  a  pipe  line  conveying  the  said  water  from  its  source  in  the  mountain. 
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Southern  California  State  Hospital, 

TopograpJiic  Survey.  The  Department  of  Engineering  not  pos- 
sessing a  complete  topographic  map  of  the  lands  of  this  hospital,  a 
survey  was  commenced  last  summer.  The  engineer  found  at  the  hos- 
pital an  old  map  of  the  grounds,  so  that  he  needed  only  to  qheck  the 
elevations  and  locate  such  improvements  as  had  been  placed  since 
the  map  was  made.     This  was  done,  and  the  data  brought  up  to  date. 

Storm  Water  Channels.  The  hospital  possesses  a  large  tract  of 
valuable  land,  much  of  which  is  devoted  to  the  cultivation  of  oranges. 
It  was  traversed  by  a  deep  ravine  having  several  branches.  The  soil 
is  very  friable  and  during  rainstorms,  which  are  extremely  violent 
here,  the  unrestrained  water  erodes  the  soil  greatly,  washing  out  orange 
trees  and  doing  other  damage.  In  1907  the  institution  had  obtained 
an  appropriation  for  works  to  correct  the  evil.  The  Department 
devised  a  plan  of  control  for  the  flood  waters,  filled  the  deep  arroyo 
and  installed  a  paved  ditch  with  concrete  falls  to  take  up  the  excessive 
grade,  which  is  more  than  5  per  cent.  The  funds  were  sufficient 
only  for  a  portion  of  the  ravine  to  be  improved.  The  Legislature  of 
1909  granted  a  further  appropriation  to  continue  the  work.  A  modifi- 
cation of  the  specifications  to  cheapen  the  cost  of  construction  was 
allowed.  This  was  unfortunate,  as  the  work  done  by  contract  under 
the  amended  specifications  proved  unsatisfactory.  At  the  close  of  the 
last  biennial  report  a  controversy  existed  between  the  contractor  and  the 
State  Engineer,  which,  however,  was  settled  before  the  present  State 
Engineer  assumed  office. 

Stockton  State  Hospital. 

Flood  Protection.  The  hospital  possesses  a  farm  about  two  and  one 
half  miles  north  of  Stockton,  which  lies  along  the  Calaveras  River.  The 
land  is  protected  from  the  waters  of  this  river  and  from  the  back 
water  of  the  San  Joaquin  River  by  levees  enclosing  it  on  three  sides. 
But  the  banks  of  the  river  several  miles  upstream  are  not  provided 
with  levees,  and  a  recently  constructed  canal,  made  by  the  Federal 
Government  to  divert  the  water  of  Mormon  Slough  into  the  Calaveras 
River,  brings  so  much  from  the  slough  that  the  river  is  engorged  and 
overflows  its  banks.  The  escaping  water  follows  depressions  in  the 
plains  over  and  across  intervening  lands,  and  in  a  flood  during  the 
spring  of  1909  it  accumulated  on  the  farm  of  the  state  hospital 
against  the  levees,  and  destroyed  the  trees  of  quite  a  large  fruit 
orchard.  The  accumulated  waters  here  broke  the  levee  and  flowed 
thence  into  the  San  Joaquin  River. 

An  effort  was  made  to  enlist  the  cooperation  of  adjoining  land  owners 
in  adopting  protective  measures,  but  without  success.  A  means  of 
obtaining  relief  was  later  found,  which  is  described  in  a  following 
chapter  discussing  river  work. 

Sonoma  State  Home, 

Survey.  A  topographic  survey  of  the  grounds  was  made  during 
1912,  and  a  map  drawn.     The  need  for  a  topographic  map  and  its 
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study  preliminary  to  locating-  buildings  was  exemplified  here.  A  new 
cottage  was  erected,  and  after  completion  it  was  discovered  that  there 
was  not  sufficient  pressure  in  the  water  pipes  to  reach  the  roof.  The 
contour  map  discloses  the  fact  that  the  roof  of  the  building  is  nearly 
in  the  same  level  as  the  supply  tanks  which  are  situated  out  of  sight 
from  the  building.  In  order  to  obtain  water  under  proper  pressure,  it 
was  found  necessary  to  lay  an  independent  pipe  al)()iit  1,700  feet  and 
connect  with  the  supply  main  above  the  supply  tanks,  and  at  sufficient 
elevation  to  give  the  pressure  required. 

Water  Supply.  The  supply  of  water  at  this  institution,  while  suffi- 
cient in  quantity  and  of  very  excellent  quality,  for  domestic  use,  is 
not  sufficient  for  the  demands  of  irrigation  as  new  lawns  and  gardens 
are  established.  In  1910  the  Department  constructed  a  dam  in  a 
caiion  about  a  mile  back  of  the  Home,  which  impounded  about  75  acre- 
feet  of  water.  The  watershed  does  not  furnish  enough  run-off  to  fill  the 
reservoir,  but  a  ditch  was  constructed  to  ])ring  water  from  another  brook. 

In  1911  the  dam  was  raised  five  feet  in  height,  and  is  so  constructed 
that  another  addition  of  five  feet  may  be  made.  There  is  another  creek 
in  the  near  vicinity  which  runs  water  later  in  the  summer  than  anj- 
now  utilized,  and  it  is  suggested  that  a  ditch  be  constructed  to  con- 
vey this  water  to  the  Fern  Lake  reservoir  just  described. 

Notwithstanding  the  addition  of  the  reservoir  to  the  water  supply, 
the  unusually  dry  season  just  passed  found  an  inadequate  supply.  A 
well  was  bored  in  the  valley  near  Sonoma  Creek  and  a  pump  installed, 
which  was  sufficient  for  the  buildings  and  grounds  of  the  Home,  but 
the  fields  and  gardens  suffered  greatly  from  the  drought. 

The  vegetable  gardens  situated  about  a  mile  from  the  Home  are 
irrigated  from  several  wells  and  springs,  but  they  all  diminished  in 
flow  to  such  an  extent  that  with  the  utmost  economy  the  supply  was 
insufficient.  The  only  measure  for  relief  that  could  be  suggested  was 
the  construction  of  tanks  about  the  springs  to  conserve  all  the  flow, 
some  of  which  is  lost  l)y  absorption  in  the  soil.  The  flow  may  be 
increa.sed  by  riuniing  open  cuts  through  the  rock,  but  as  the  formation 
is  volcanic,  the  result  of  such  explorations  cannot  be  foretold. 

Sewerage.  The  method  of  sewage  disposal  here  was  designed  many 
years  ago  by  one  not  versed  in  sanitary  science.  It  is  wrong  in  principle, 
and  has  always  given  trouble.  The  odors  are  extremely  offensive  and 
give  just  cause  for  comi)laint  from  the  public  traveling  the  nearby  high- 
way. The  health  authorities  of  tlie  county  have  frequently  protested, 
but  as  correction  of  the  evils  of  the  present  installation  can  not  be 
effected,  the  management  of  the  institution  is  helpless. 

A  modern  sanitary  system  is  imperatively  necessary  and  sufficient 
appropriation  should  be  made  to  provide  it. 

Roads  and  Drives.  The  Department  has  been  asked  for  advice  in 
the  matter  of  laying  out  roads  and  drives  throughout  the  property. 
A  landscape  engineer  from  San  Francisco  has  prepared  a  plan  for 
improving  the  grounds  about  the  Home,  and  it  goes  without  saying

that  all  work  within  the  territory  covered  by  his  plan  should  conform 
to  the  designs.  The  estate  of  the  institution  is  more  than  three  miles 
long,  extending-  over  high  hills.  The  slopes  of  the  hills  are  heavily 
timbered  with  here  and  there  open  glades  where  the  ranch  hay  is 
produced,  and  where  orchards  may  be  planted.  The  wood  used  for 
fuel  is  obtained  among  these  hills.  All  in  all,  there  is  a  great  deal  of 
hauling  in  this  hilly  region  and  the  present  roads  have  very  steep 
grades.  Accidents  due  to  the  excessive  grades  have  happened,  involv- 
ing serious  injury  to  persons  as  well  as  to  the  horses  and  wagons.  A 
better  and  more  extensive  system  of  roads  is  greatly  needed. 

Preston  School  of  Industry. 

Water  Supply.  A  pipe  line  conveying  water  from  a  ditch  about 
four  miles  from  the  school  was  commenced  in  the  last  biennial  period, 
and  has  been  completed  since  November,  1910. 

Whittier  State  School. 

Survey.  During  the  early  part  of  1912.  a  topographic  survey  was 
made  of  the  grounds  at  this  institution  and  a  map  made  thereof. 

California  State  Reformatory. 

This  institution  was  provided  for  by  act  of  Legislature  approved 
April  24,  1911  (Chapter  570),  which  appropriated  $150,000.  The  com- 
mission appointed  to  find  a  location  for  it  selected  a  site  in  Napa  Valley 
near  Yountville.  The  price  paid  for  the  tract  required  the  greater 
part  of  the  appropriation,  and  the  Department  of  Engineering  has  not 
been  called  upon  for  any  professional  assistance  in  connection  with  it. 
The  Department  has  no  information  as  to  the  adequacy  of  the  water 
supply  available  for  the  proposed  school  nor  the  facilities  for  drainage 
possessed  by  the  site.  These  are  two  vital  matters  that  have  either 
been  overlooked  or  underestimated  in  selecting  the  locations  for  nearly 
every  public  institution  in  the  State.  At  nearly  all  of  them  the  State 
has  been  compelled  to  expend  large  sums  to  procure  additional  water 
supply,  and  the  end  is  not  yet.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  site  selected 
for  this  reformatory  will  be  found  to  possess  an  ample  supply  of  pure 
water  for  its  use,  and  that  it  may  be  so  situated  that  drainage  and 
sewerage  may  be  obtained  economically  and  efficiently,  as  befits  a  state 
institution. 

Veterans'  Home. 

Survey.  A  topographic  survey  was  made  last  summer  of  the  grounds 
of  this  institution  and  a  map  ^drawn.  The  survey  was  extended  to 
include  the  boundaries  of  the  estate,  as  it  was  known  that  discrepancies 
existed  with  regard  to  the  supposed  location  of  some  of  the  boundary 
lines.  These  were  carefully  re-run  and  the  true  location  correctly  estab- 
lished. 

Water  Supply.  This  ever-present  question  at  public  institutions 
reached  an  acute  stage  at  this  Home.  The  ordinary  domestic  supply  is 
obtained  from  wells  and  is  pumped  into  tanks  situated  on  a  hillside 
above  the  buildings.     This  is  supplemented  for  irrigation  by  a  supply 
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from  a  reservoir  three  fourths  of  a  mile  up  a  roeky  ravine.  The  dam 
forming  this  reservoir  is  a  "rock-fill"  dam  60  feet  high.  It  was  built 
several  years  ago,  to  a  height  of  50  feet,  but  failed  to  hold  the  water. 
Several  attempts  were  made  to  render  it  water-tight  but  without  suc- 
cess. When  the  Dei)artment  of  Engineering  came  into  existence  in 
1907,  the  dam  was  remodeled.  The  old  lumber  skins  (of  whieh  there 
had  been  three,  put  on.  one  above  another)  were  removed  and  a  con- 
crete facing  put  on,  well  trenched  into  the  bedrock.  The  dam  was 
also  raised  ten  feet  in  height,  and  when  the  water  came  the  reservoir 
filled  to  the  top,  whereas  sixteen  feet  had  been  the  greatest  depth  held 
before.  The  reservoir  is  fed  by  the  caiion  in  which  it  is  situated,  but 
having  a  very  limited  watershed,  the  stream  ceases  to  run  almost  by 
the  time  irrigation  begins,  so  that  one  filling  is  all  that  can  be  obtained, 
although  the  stream  is  estimated  to  flow  an  amount  about  twice  the 
capacity  of  the  reservoir,  which  is  22,000,000  gallons. 

A  representative  of  this  Department  made  an  examination  of  every 
caiion  and  ravine  or  flat  of  the  estate.  Several  places  had  been  recom- 
mended as  suitable  reservoir  sites,  but  none  were  found  which  appeared 
to  the  professional  mind  as  being  well  adapted  for  the  purpose.  There 
are  several  locations  where  storage  may  be  found;  one  a  short  distance 
above  the  present  reservoir  and  one  or  two  below.  Imt  none  possessing 
capacity  commensurate  with  the  probable  cost. 

The  dry  summer  of  1912  curtailed  the  supph'  of  water  to  a  point 
that  entailed  actual  discomfort.  The  reservoir  was  entirely  exhausted ; 
the  wells  ceased  to  furnish  their  wonted  flow,  and  despite  the  practice 
of  the  utmost  economy  in  the  use  of  Avater,  lawns,  trees,  and  shrub- 
bery showed  plainly  the  efi'ects  of  drought.  Water  for  baths,  laiuidry, 
and  flushing  was  restricted  to  the  lowest  possible  limit,  and  yet  it 
seemed  that  suffering  must  ensue  unless  relief  was  quickly  found.  The 
commandant  and  the  engineer  of  the  power  plant  had  discovered 
that  several  wells  in  the  valley  just  off  the  lands  of  the  Home  were 
reported  to  be  capable  of  furnishing  large  quantities  of  water  and 
suggested  that  a  well  in  the  same  vicinity  might  yield  a  supply. 

Upon  request,  this  Department  investigated  the  matter  and  recom- 
mended the  excavation  of  a  large  pit  at  the  border  of  the  property 
of  the  Home,  in  a  position  where  the  configuration  of  the  ground 
indicated  that  the  same  underground  stream  should  be  encountered 
which  furnished  the  wells  of  known  good  flow. 

An  elliptical  pit  20  by  30  feet  in  dimensions  and  about  30  feet 
deep  was  dug  and  curbed  with  a  rock  wall  all  around.  A  pump  and 
motor  were  installed  and  a  pipe  line  laid  connecting  into  the  piping 
system  at  the  buildings  which  enal)led  n  fair  supplj^  of  excellent  water 
to  be  obtained. 

The  question  of  an  ample  supply  of  water  for  this  home  is  a  serious 
one  and  should  receive  early  and  careful  consideration.  Several 
schemes  have  been  suggested,  but  none  have  been  investigated  or  con- 
sidered sufficiently  to  warrant  definite  conclusions  as  to  their  merits  in 
this  connection. 
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Sewerage.  A  few  years  ago  the  sewage  was  discharged  in  its  raw 
state  into  a  creek  which  traverses  the  low  lands  and  discharges  into 
the  Napa  Eiver.  The  nuisance  created  by  it  caused  protests  to  be 
lodged  with  the  public  health  authorities. 

An  appropriation  was  made  by  the  Legislature  in  1907  for  the 
installation  of  a  sanitary  sewer  system,  but  the  sum  w^as  not  sufficient 
to  install  such  a  plant  as  the  Department  engineers  deemed  requisite. 
However,  the  money  Mas  used  in  constructing  as  much  as  could  be, 
and  an  additional  appropriation  obtained  in  1909  enabled  the  com- 
pletion of  a  set  of  hydrolitic  tanks,  but  was  not  sufficient  to  lay  new 
pipes.  The  piping  system  w'as  laid  many  years  ago.  The  ground 
is  mostly  broken  trap  rock  overlaid  with  soil  to  a  depth  ranging  from 
nothing  to  two  or  three  feet.  The  alignment  of  the  pipes,  both  in  the 
vertical  plane  and  horizontally,  is  very  faulty,  and  the  joints  are  badly 
made.  The  covering  is  frequently  insufficient  and  many  pipes  are 
cracked  and  broken,  though  they  seem  to  have  been  very  good  quality. 
There  being  such  a  thin  covering  of  earth  over  the  bedrock,  the  soil 
becomes  saturated  with  every  little  shower  of  rain.  The  broken  and 
cracked  pipes  take  up  the  soil  water  very  quickly  after  a  rain  begins, 
and  they  have  been  known  to  discharge  100,000  gallons  a  day  in  excess 
of  the  normal  flow  of  sewage. 

Such  conditions  interfere  with  and  sometimes  utterly  destroy  the 
functions  of  the  hydrolitic  tanks.  An  appropriation  was  made  by 
the  Legislature  in  1911  to  complete  the  sewer  system,  but  nothing 
was  done  that  year.  When  the  present  administration  took  up  the 
matter  it  was  found  that  surveys  Avould  have  to  be  made  to  determine 
the  proper  location  of  the  pipe  lines.  A  complete  topographic  survey 
has  been  made,  as  stated  at  the  beginning  of  this  article,  and  plans 
are  being  prepared. 

It  is  expected  that  the  system  will  be  completed  and  in  working 
order  before  the  warm  weather  next  season. 

Improving  Grounds.  A  balance  of  funds  left  unexpended  at  the 
time  of  the  last  report  Avas  increased  by  an  appropriation  in  1911  for 
"improving  grounds  and  appurtenances."  Until  the  buildings  under 
way  and  projected  are  completed  and  the  servers  laid,  it  will  not  be 
advisable  to  do  much  in  the  way  of  laying  walks  and  improving 
grounds.  Some  work,  in  this  line,  however,  has  been  accomplished, 
notably  a  new  walk  from  the  Administration  Building  to  the  Officers' 
Cottage. 

DIVISION  OF  ARCHITECTURE. 

Previous  reports  have  indicated  the  progress  made  in  caring  for 
structural  work  by  the  Department  of  Engineering,  since  its  forma- 
tion. It  has  done  its  work  economically,  the  cost  of  plans,  specifica- 
tions and  suj)erintendence  being  less  than  currently  charged  by  pro- 
fessional firms,  and  this  standard  has  been  maintained  during  the 
present  biennial  period.     It  has  made  a  reputation  for  the  quality  of 
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its  work,  as  evidenced  in  its  preliminary  studies,  plans,  specifications, 
and  the  care  with  which  its  work  has  been  inspected  and  managed. 

This  condition  has  worked  a  saving  to  the  State  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  carefnll}^  drawn  and  complete  plans  and  specifications  enable  the 
bidders  to  figure  low.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  State  is  making- 
contracts  for  prices  relatively  lower  than  could  be  secured  from  the 
plans  usually  sent  out  from  the  average  architect's  office.  Still  the 
Dejiartment  is  not  satisfied  to  rest  with  this  much  accomplished,  but 
has  set  for  itself  a  higher  standard  of  efficiency  in  the  accomplishment 
of  its  task  of  constructing  buildings,  either  by  contract  or  by  dnx  labor. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Department  to  secure  only  the  best,  most 
efficient  and  experienced  inspectors  to  manage  the  field  construction 
work,  and  by  frequent  visits  of  the  State  Architect  to  the  several 
institutions  to  increase  the  points  of  contact  between  the  office  force 
and  the  field  force,  and  so  eliminate  causes  of  delay  by  having  ques- 
tions answered  promptly  and  interpretations  of  the  plans  and  specifi- 
cations made  more  confidently  by  the  inspector.  This  increases  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  inspecting  staff  and  assists  in  expediting  work  and  in 
removing  friction  and  causes  of  delay. 

We  believe  there  is  no  reason  why  the  State  should  not  receive 
as  low  bids  upon  work  as  outside  interests  do.  It  has  already  been 
pointed  out  that  it  is  possible,  through  complete  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, to  secure  such  low  bids,  but  there  is  one  more  point,  and  that 
is'  the  regard  in  which  the  Department  is  held  by  the  contracting 
public.  Experience  proves  that  justice  and  fair  dealing  will  remove 
friction  and  overcome  obstacles,  and  the  bids  received  for  the  work 
let  during  the  latter  part  of  this  biennial  period  indicates  that  the 
contractors  are  bidding  sharply  for  State  work  and  figuring  low,  and 
there  is  a  real  reason  in  this,  and  that  is  because  there  is  a  widespread 
confidence  in  the  spirit  of  justice  in  the  Department's  attitude. 

Through  the  passing  years,  the  Department  has  brought  together  a 
group  of  experienced  men,  and  these  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State 
should  be  given  the  incentive  to  greater  effort,  if  the  final  degree  of 
efficiency  aimed  at  is  to  be  attained.  Since  its  formation,  in  May, 
1907.  the  Department  of  Engineering  has  had  to  "find  itself,"  using 
an  accepted  expression,  and  step  by  step  has  improved  its  organization 
and  the  quality  of  its  output,  and  now  in  the  matter  of  efficiency; 
i.  e.,  the  doing  of  the  best  possible  work,  at  the  least  expense,  and  in 
the  shortest  time,  and  doing  it  well  and  fairly,  the  Department  of 
Engineering  invites  all  others  to  cooperate  with  it  in  making  it  pos- 
sible for  it  to  be  the  great  department  that  the  State  of  California 
merits  and  that  the  citizenship  of  the  State  expects. 

It  has  been  insisted  upon  in  previoiLS  reports  that  all  structural 
Avork  of  the  State  should  be  cared  for  by  the  State  Department  of 
Engineering.  In  the  past  there  have  been  special  instances  where, 
because  of  accidental  conditions,  work  has  been  assigned  to  outside 
professional  offices.     It  would  seem  as  if  tliis  were  because  of  a  lack  of 
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knowledge  of  the  field  of  service  of  the  Department  of  Engineering, 
and  a  lack  of  appreciation  of  the  importance  to  the  State  of  enabling 
its  architectural  division  to  continue  its  work  without  the  handicap 
of  varying  amounts  of  work,  from  a  very  small  quantity — a.s  just 
previous  to  a  session  of  the  Legislature — to  a  maximum  quantity  of 
work  following  a  meeting  of  the  Legislature.  This  compels  the  Depart- 
ment to  organize  a  new  force  of  draftsmen  each  biennial  period,  at  least 
in  part,  while  outside  architectural  offices  are  doing  the  Department's 
legitimate  work — an  encouragement  to  inefficiency  and  a  lack  of  esprit 
de  corps ;  while,  on  the  contrary,  if  the  State  Architect  had  all  State 
work  in  his  charge,  it  would  be  possible  to  organize  an  even  more 
efficient  and  skilled  corps  of  designers,  engineers,  and  draftsmen,  than 
are  at  present  employed;  because,  first,  there  would  be  a  guarantee  of 
work  for  longer  periods;  second,  there  would  be  a  greater  diversity  of 
work  with  occasional  problems  of  the  first  order  in  design,  the  kind  of 
a  sufficient  size  to  invite  the  interest  of  skilled  and  talented  designers. 
Clever  artists  can  be  brought  together  only  when  there  is  an  environ- 
ment that  is  congenial  and  that  inspires  production  of  the  best. 

If  work  is  given  to  outside  architects,  this  may  not  appear  so  bad, 
per  se,  but  in  its  results  it  works  out  as  folloAvs:  The  State  pays  for 
such  work  6  per  cent  in  architects '  fees,  and  a  further  cost  of  2  per  cent, 
possibly,  for  its  statutory  officials  in  the  Department  of  Engineering, 
or  the  total  cost  may  possibly  be  7^  per  cent  to  8^  per  cent.  At  the 
same  time  the  work  is  enabling  an  outside  architect  to  keep  his  own 
])artieular  office  Imsy  and  its  force  up  to  a  fairly  high  standard;  i.  e., 
the  State  is  developing  the  efficiency  of  one  or  more  outside  offices, 
as  the  ease  may  be.  This  is  a  discrimination  against  all  other  offices 
in  the  State,  and  furthermore  handicaps  its  Department  of  Engineer- 
ing in  developing  its  division  of  architecture  to  as  great  a  degree  as 
is  clearly  possible.  It  costs  the  State  less  than  3  per  cent  to  make 
better  and  more  complete  plans  and  specifications  than  are  currently 
furnished  by  outside  professional  firms.  It  has  its  regular  statutory 
force,  who  can  supervise  the  construction  of  an  additional  amount  of 
work  at  no  additional  cost  to  the  State  beyond  the  employment  of 
more  non-statutory  draftsmen  and  inspectors,  so  that  relatively  the 
more  work  the  Department  of  Engineering  handles,  the  less  it  costs 
the  State  of  California. 

And,  further,  in  the  matter  of  design, — clever  designers,  engineers 
and  draftsmen  of  the  first  class  cannot  be  secured  for  temporary 
employment.  The  Architect's  office  of  the  Department  can  only  be 
built  up  l)y  drawing  to  itself  the  desirable  men  in  this  particular 
line  of  Avork,  wherever  they  may  be  about  the  State,  and  there  should 
be  at  least  an  unwritten  guarantee  that  the  work  ahead  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Engineering  would  be  sufficient  to  keep  men  of  such  caliber 
employed  continuously.  If  this  were  possible,  it  would  redound  to 
the  credit  of  the  State  in  an  important  way,  apart  from  the  question 
of  saving  in  cost  as  brought  out;  ('.  e.,  that  at  all  times,  no  matter  the 
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size  of  the  ])articiilar  piece  of  construction  work,  the  (|uality  of  expe- 
i-ience  bronuht  to  bear  in  the  solution  of  that  probh^ni  would  be  higher. 
Clever  designers  engaged  in  earing  for  the  more  important  problems 
would  be  at  hand  as  a  counsel  of  critics,  cooperating  with  the  State 
Architect  to  inspire  the  lesser  experienced  men,  and  the  design  of  the 
State  structures  in  general  would  be  vastly  benetited. 

It  would  seem  unwise  to  limit  the  Department  by  giving  it  a 
small  amount  of  work,  and  enable  it  to  employ  but  mediocre  assistance, 
when  it  is  clearly  possible  for  the  Department  of  Engineering  to  have 
a  division  of  architecture  that  would  be  unsurpassed  by  any  state  in 
the  Union.  The  question  fairly  put  is:  Shall  there  be  an  inefficient 
division  of  architecture  handling  a  small  amount  of  State  work,  and 
only  being  able  to  employ  mediocre  men  because  of  the  small  amount 
of  work .'  or :  Shall  the  State  possess  a  division  of  architecture  in  the 
Department  of  Engineering  tliat  shall  care  for  all  construction  work 
of  the  State,  and  thereby  be  enabled  to  organize  an  efficient  and  skilled 
corps  of  designers  and  draftsmen,  who,  under  the  inspiration  of  the 
State  Engineer  and  the  State  Architect,  can  give  to  the  State  the  best 
in  architectural  and  structural  design  and  management? 

In  the  design  of  the  new  institutions  for  the  State  it  would  seem  as 
if  no  architectural  firm  could  compete  quite  successfully  with  the 
State's  officers,  as  the  State  officials  intimately  know  the  desires  and 
plans  of  the  institution  ])oards.  The  State  Engineer  and  Architect 
know  what  they  lack  structurally,  in  design  (aesthetic)  and  practical 
arrangement.  They  have  talked  with  the  superintendents  and  wardens 
of  the  needs  of  their  work  and  of  the  social  needs  of  such  institu- 
tions. They  know  how  the  state  institutions  compare  with  similar 
institutions  in  other  parts  of  the  country  and  are  aware  of  the  best 
current  practice  in  institution  design.  Does  it  seem  wise  to  employ  out- 
side architects  at  an  excess  cost  of  100  per  cent  over  the  Department's 
cost  of  the  same  work,  and,  may  be,  architects  Avho  know  nothing  of  the 
real  social  (piestions  of  the  day;  i.  e.,  {)rison  reform,  nor  the  social 
problem  that  a  reformatory  has  to  solve,  nor  anything  of  the  intimate 
needs  of  our  own  State  institutional  development  ? 

In  all  work  for  the  several  state  institutions,  the  Depai'tment  has 
succeeded  in  maintaining  its  attitude  of  helpfulness,  and  in  spite  of 
the  necessity  of  reducing  the  working  architectural  force  in  the  face 
of  a  decreasing  amount  of  structural  work  in  the  office,  it  has  promptly 
cared  for  all  demands,  and  has  drawn  plan.s  and  let  contracts  for 
several  structures  for  which  appropriations  were  made  several  j^ears 
ago.  but  whicli  foi-  vai'ious  reasons,  revealed  in  i)revi()us  reports,  have 
been  held  up. 

At  the  present  lime.  1he  Department  is  ahead  of  all  work  in  the 
ofg^o  »r>/\  1i;\t;  work  iiiulei'  ('< justructiou  costing  ^2,000,000  or  more. 
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PROPOSED  STATE  BUILDINGS. 

In  comiectiou  with  the  new  buildings  proposed  to  be  built  near  the 
State  Capitol  in  Sacramento,  the  Department  recommends,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  accepted  ideas  in  other  advanced  communities,  that  we 
create  an  architectural  grouping  of  all  the  buildings  with  the  State 
Capitol  as  the  central  feature.  In  order  to  carry  out  this  plan  with 
dignity,  additional  land  would  be  required.  First  come  large  monu- 
mental buildings,  which  would  naturally  be  planned  to  harmonize  with 
the  Capitol  Building,  require  large  open  spaces  about  them,  and  long 
vistas  in  order  that  they  may  be  duly  harmonious.  Great  facades, 
noble  proportions,  costly  material,  are  practically  lost  from  the  aesthetic 
standpoint,  if  such  buildings  are  built  on  narrow  streets. 

Again,  the  future  demands  that  adequate  provision  should  be  made 
for  subsequent  buildings.  Enough  land  should  be  purchased  and 
parked  to  take  care  of  the  future  needs  of  the  State,  for  the  reason  of 
economy,  if  no  other.  Cooperation  with  the  city  should  be  encouraged 
in  this  matter  to  the  end  that  their  public  buildings  in  connection 
with  the  State  be  brought  into  this  group,  so  that  an  added  interest 
to  the  group  might  be  obtained. 

Among  the  buildings  which  should  be  planned  for  in  such  a  group, 
are  the  State  Office  Building,  now  needed,  and  a  State  Courts  Build- 
ing, before  long.  An  educational  building  and  a  State  Library,  an 
auditorium  and  convention  hall,  a  municipal  opera  house,  great  nata- 
torium  and  gymnasium,  may  be  required  soon.  The  present  Sacra- 
mento Armory  will  be,  inside  of  ten  years,  entirely  too  small.  Room 
should  be  left  for  a  great  central  State  Armory,  with  the  State  National 
Guard  offices  quartered  there,  perhaps.  A  Governor's  mansion  should 
have  a  prominent  place  in  such  a  group.  This  home  should  be  planned 
in  true  California  style  with  extensive  grounds,  ample  plantings  and 
semi-tropical  trees,  and  every  indication  of  refinement  and  culture. 
All  the  telegraph  wires  should  be  suppressed  in  this  area,  all  the 
grounds  should  be  worked  out  in  unison,  so  that  the  entire  area  would 
present  the  aspect  of  completeness  and' harmony. 

THE  STATE  FAIR  GROUNDS. 

The  first  impression  that  one  receives  at  the  State  Fair  is  that  of 
a  heterogeneous  lot  of  buildings  scattered  haphazard  over  a  level  field 
and  partly  hidden  by  hanging  wires  attached  to  telegraph  and  tele- 
phone poles.  These  buildings  evidence  a  true  spirit  of  democracy,  but 
such  arrangement  is  not  conducive  either  to  the  scheme  of  administra- 
tion or  beauty.  However,  a  careful  investigation  and  study  of  the 
conditions  show  that  good  plans  for  a  logical  development  have  been 
in  existence,  and  that  the  principal  structures  have  been  built  in 
accordance  with  this  plan,  and  moreover  those  in  authority  are  more 
than  interested  to  avail  themselves  of  suggestions  looking  toward  bet- 
terment of  the  conditions  noted. 
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The  difficulty  up  to  the  present  time  seems  to  be  an  entirely  inade- 
quate supply  of  money  for  improvements,  with  the  result  that  tem- 
porary structures  have  been  erected  and  other  needs  supplied  in  a 
temporary  way.  The  natural  effect  has  been  to  minimize  the  impor- 
tance of  location  and  appearance  of  buildings,  regardless  of  the  future. 
Temporary  structures  are  placed  where  they  are  needed;  if  the  scope 
of  the  fair  is  to  be  enlarged,  they  are  bound  to  be  in  the  way. 

The  main  courts  and  highways  are  defaced  with  poles  and  wires. 
There  is  no  dominant  style  of  architecture  or  color  for  the  buildings 
and  decorations.  There  is  no  scheme  for  the  planting  of  trees,  shrubs, 
vines  or  flowers.  There  is  no  drainage  system,  no  proper  lighting 
system,  no  garage  for  automobiles,  no  attractive  place  for  those  who 
come  and  camp  on  the  grounds  during  the  fair.  There  is  no  admin- 
istration building  with  proper  reception  rooms  for  guests.  In  fact, 
the  fair  grounds  present  an  aspect  of  poverty  and  an  entire  lack  of 
ai-sthetic  feeling. 

The  love  of  flowers,  for  which  Californians  are  noted,  is  not  expressed 
in  the  gardens.  The  good  taste  for  which  Californians  are  noted 
in  their  homes  and  public  buildings  is  not  indicated  here.  The  Depart- 
ment proposes  that  the  general  block  plan  be  studied  out  in  conformity 
with  the  needs  of  the  Fair  Board,  that  the  Board  be  advised  as  far 
as  possible  to  adopt  such  a  studied  plan  of  development;  that  the 
buildings  in  the  future  be  built  in  harmony  with  this  scheme  and 
that  a  uniform  color  scheme  and  style  of  architecture  be  formulated; 
that  a  planting  plan  be  made  and  gradually  worked  out.  each  year 
doing  a  little  better ;  that  the  wires  be  put  underground ;  that  general 
drainage  plans  be  prepared. 

The  position  of  the  present  structures  is  such  that  a  block  plan  of 
imposing  proportions  can  be  worked  out,  and  the  present  arrangement 
lends  itself  to  such  a  scheme,  which  need  be  second  to  none.  If  the 
work  is  undertaken  at  once  and  no  more  buildings  misplaced,  with  the 
additional  land  contemplated  worked  into  the  scheme,  the  general  aspect 
of  the  fair  grounds  can  be  made  to  vie  with  the  fair  gr-ounds  at  Syracuse. 
New  York,  possibly  the  best  in  the  country,  and  by  the  use  of  proper 
plantings  and  the  aid  of  our  climate,  we  may  hope  to  outstrip  any  other 
fair  in  the  profusion  and  Avealth  of  garden,  pergolas  and  vineclad 
trellises,  and  even  great  ])uildings  covered  with  honeysuckle,  clematis 
and  roses.  The  fair  grounds  may  be  made  a  dream  of  delight  to  the 
tourist  and  the  native  alike.  Ten  thousand  dollars  a  year  foi-  three 
years  on  planting  and  gardens  would  be  sufficient  to  transform  the 
entire  main  portion  of  the  site  into  a  i)anorama  of  pergola  and  pool, 
fountain  and  vineclad  l)uildings.  Masses  of  shrubbery  could  be 
arranged  to  hide  unsightly  utilities,  and  ti-ees  planted  now  will 
evcjitually  transform  the  skyline  niid  make  the  gi'ounds  iiioi'c  like  a 
great  park. 
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NEEDS. 

The  Department  has  conferred  with  the  boards  of  managers  of 
many  of  the  state  institutions,  advising  with  them  concerning  the  cost 
of  proposed  structures  which  they  need  to  properly  house  inmates, 
attendants,  or  students. 

In  many  instances,  particularly  in  the  case  of  the  state  hospitals 
and  punitive  institutions,  there  is  very  serious  overcrowding,  which  the 
reports  of  these  institutions  will  reveal.  Preliminary  sketches  have 
been  drawn  by  the  Department  and  estimates  made  for  these  proposed 
structures,  examinations  made  of  the  institutions  proper,  including 
electric  and  heating  plants,  for  the  purpose  of  noting  whether  these 
institutions  are  served  efficiently  with  power,  light,  and  heat. 

The  improvements  desired  by  the  managers  of  the  various  institu- 
tions are  here  named.

The  above  items  are  largely  for  repair  work  and  improvements  for 
the  purpose  of  efficiency  in  caring  for  inmates  and  for  economy  of 
operation.  If  it  is  deemed  wise  to  increase  the  capacity  of  this  insti- 
tution largely,  it  should  be  done  by  developing  a  new  cottage  group 
upon  the  farm,  and  not  by  adding  structures  adjacent  to  the  old  central 
group,  as  the  site  does  not  offer  the  possibility  of  suitable  development. 
A  new  group  of  workers'  cottages  for  convalescent  patients  could  be 
built  at  a  cost  of  $300.00  per  patient.

SAN  FRANCISCO  ARMORY. 

This  building  will  be  again  referred  to  under  the  heading  of 
"Armories."  The  San  Francisco  Armor}-  is  being  constructed  at  this 
time  with  an  unroofed  drill  shed  area.  Because  of  the  favorable  climatic 
conditions  in  California,  this  is  not  particularly  unfortunate,  but  in  the 
near  future  this  structure  should  be  entirely  completed  so  that  the  work 
of  the  National  Guard  in  San  Francisco  ma.y  be  carried  forward  with  no 
handicap.  The  Department  recommends  the  appropriation  of  $100,000 
to  complete  this  structure. 

LOS  ANGELES  STATE  ARMORY. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Los  Angeles  State  Armory  is  located  in 
a  beautiful  park  development,  which  is  nearing  completion,  it  would 
be  very  unfortunate  if  this  structure  could  not  be  completed  at  an  early 
date,  as  its  architectural  beauty  depends  upon  the  completion  of  its 
gable  ends  and  roof.  To  those  unacquainted  with  the  cost  of  the  great 
National  Guard  armories  in  the  country,  appropriations  for  the  Cali- 
fornia state  armories  might  seem  large,  but  such  is  not  the  case.     The 
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recently  constructed  armory  at  Hartford,  Connecticut,  cost  over 
$400,000.00,  and  that  in  a  city  of  less  than  one  third  the  size  of  Los 
Angeles.  The  Department  recommends  an  appropriation  of  $80,000.00 
for  the  completion  of  this  armory. 

SACRAMENTO    ARMORY. 

As  has  already  been  indicated,  the  Sacramento  Armory  is  the  one 
armory  structure  in  the  State  that  is  being  completed  in  every  respect, 
but  to  accomplish  this  result  it  has  been  necessary  to  trim  the  structure 
beyond  the  point  that  should  be  necessary.  The  finish,  fixtures,  and 
equipment  of  the  structure  are  of  the  minimum  in  extent  and  quality, 
and  it  would  seem  wise  to  enable  the  Department  to  introduce  a  little 
added  interest  in  the  strneture.  as  well  as  ((nality.  For  this  $15,000.00 
should   be   provided.

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STATE  HOSPITALS. 

The  standard  set  by  the  Department  of  Engineering  at  Agnews  State 
Hospital  in  the  general  arrangement  of  the  structures,  architectural 
design,  and  in  the  special  features  that  intimately  concern  its  success- 
ful operation,  has  served  as  an  inspiration  and  stimulated  the  minds  of 
all  students  of  hospital  designing  in  the  State  of  recent  years.  The 
board  of  managers  of  the  other  great  state  hospitals,  as,  for  instance. 
Southern  California  State  Hospital  and  Napa,  are  seeking  to  have 
their  institutions  developed  in  the  future  along  similar  lines  to  those 
of  Agnews.  The  cottage  plan  having  proven  a  success  there,  all  of  the 
new  structures  of  the  state  hospitals  are  designed  bearing  this  type  of 
development  in  mind. 

At  three  of  the  state  hospitals  it  is  desired  to  construct  dairy  struc- 
tures in  the  near  future.  The  State  Architect  and  the  State  Veteri- 
narian, Dr.  Keene,  have  been  in  intimate  conference  concerning  the 
special  features  of  modern  dairy  design.  They  have  inspected  many 
of  the  model  dairies  about  the  State,  particularly  at  Davis,  Dixon, 
Oakley,  and  in  southern  California,  adjacent  to  Los  Angeles,  and  as 
appropriations  are  made,  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Department  to  design 
structures  that  may  well  serve  as  models  for  the  dairy  interests  of 
California. 

AGNEWS   STATE    HOSPITAL. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  biennial  period,  the  appropriations 
for  reconstruction  work  at  Agnews  State  Hospital  totaled  $1,140,000.00, 
of  which  there  was  a  balance  of  $64,784.82  November  1,  1910,  to  which 
$11,500.00  (Chapter  528,  Statutes  1911)  was  added  for  the  construction 
of  the  assembly  hall  and  convalescent  building  for  female  patients. 

The  plans  for  these  structures  were  drawn  in  1908  at  the  time  that 
the  Institution  as  a  whole,  Avas  designed.  The  convalescent  building 
plans  were  advertised  for  bids  in  October,  1911,  but  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  lowest  bid  was  far  in  excess  of  the  portion  of  the  appropriation 
made  available  for  this  structure,  all  bids  were  rejected.  Before  read- 
vertising  for  bids,  the  plans  and  specifications  for  both  this  structure 
and  the  assembly  hall  were  carefully  checked  and  revised,  but  leaving 
the  architectural  design  as  before.  Bids  were  invited  again  in  July, 
1912,  and  the  contracts  were  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidders;  McLeran 
and  Peterson  of  San  Francisco  were  awarded  the  contract  for  the 
assembly  hall  for  $59,700.00  and  C.  Christensen  of  Oakland  was 
awarded  the  contract  for  the  convalescent  building  for  $32,967.00. 
The  successful  bidder  for  the  convalescent  building,  C.  Christensen, 
assigned  his  work  to  McLeran  and  Peterson,  so  that  the  structures  are 
now  being  pushed  forward  rapidly  to  completion  by  the  one  contractor, 
Messrs.  McLeran  and  Peterson. 

Under  the  balance  of  the  appropriation  for  reconstruction,  several 
estimates  have  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Control  for  the  im- 
proving the  plant  as  follows :  For  changing  water  storage  tanks  and 
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installing  a  600  horse  power  open  type  heater  and  two  vaeuuin  pumps 
for  30,000  square  feet  of  radiation,  together  with  all  piping  and  labor 
necessary,  $4,300.00;  for  installing  steel  hot  water  tank  in  basement 
for  male  receiving  building,  making  certain  changes  concerning  the 
efficiency  of  operation  of  the  distributing  system  in  tunnels,  $1,650.00; 
for  labor  and  material  for  covering  all  hot  water  supply  ducts  for  the 
purpose  of  economy  in  heating,  $1,480.00 ;  or  a  total  of  $7,430.00. 

The  Board  of  Managers,  together  with  the  Board  of  Control  have 
further  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Department  of  Engineering  two 
sums,  totaling  $3,750.00,  for  further  changes  and  additions  to  the  steam 
distributing  system,  including  steam  vents  to  cookers  in  the  kitchen, 
connecting  up  the  exhaust  steam,  now  wasted,  for  the  purpose  of  heating 
water  and  utilizing  the  exhaust  steam  from  the  laundry  engine  for 
laundry  uses.  The  gross  total  of  the  above  work  is  $11,180.00,  all  of 
which  is  being  cared  for  by  day  labor  under  the  direct  charge  of  the 
Mechanical  Inspector  of  the  Department.  This  work  is  75  per  cent 
completed.  There  was  further  granted  the  request  of  the  Department 
for  a  contingent  appropriation  for  a  new  250-horsepower  boiler,  made 
necessary  by  the  two  new  structures  and  anticipating  further  possible 
construction,  the  Department's  estimate  being  $6,000.00,  under  which 
the  contract  was  let  to  the  Dorwood  Engineering  Company,  in  October, 
1912,  for  the  sum  of  $5,580.00. 

A  further  contingent  estimate  of  $5,000.00  has  been  made  and 
approved  by  the  proper  boards  for  a  new  gas  tank  holder  of  20,000 
cubic  feet  capacitj^,  and  the  Department  is  now  advertising  for  bids 
for  the  construction  of  this  tank. 

The  architectural  division  has  conferred  with  the  superintendent, 
Dr.  Stocking,  and  submitted  preliminary  sketches  for  a  proposed  series 
of  new  dairy  structures,  including  a  milk  house,  creamery,  dairy  build- 
ing, calf  and  calving  stalls  and  corrals,  and  also  has  made  preliminary 
drawings  for  an  assistant  physician's  cottage,  both  of  which  are  now 
being  considered  by  the  board  of  managers. 

MENDOCINO  STATE  HOSPITAL. 

There  has  been  comparatively  little  construction  work  done  during 
the  biennial  period  at  this  institution  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  appro- 
priation for  the  erection  of  a  cottage  for  male  patients  (Farm  Cottage) 
for  $14,500.00  was  only  made  available  July  1,  1912,  and  since  that 
date,  preliminary  studies  have  been  gotten  out  and  approved  by  the 
board  of  managers,  and  the  complete  plans  and  specifications  were  then 
drawn  up,  approved  by  the  Advisory  Board,  and  the  preliminaries  to 
the  actual  construction  work  have  been  initiated.  This  structure  is  to 
be  used  as  a  farm  cottage  to  house  workers  and  is  a  one  story  frame 
structure,  liberal  in  plan  and  suitably  arranged  for  patients  who  are 
convalescing.    It  will  be  built  by  day  labor. 

The  Department's  work  at  Mendocino  State  Hospital,  of  recent  years, 
has  been  handled  very  acceptably  by  the  .steward,  F.  C.  Handy,  and 
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there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  structure  will  be  completed 
within  the  amount  of  $13,627.00,  the  Department's  estimate. 

An  appropriation,  Chapter  93,  Statutes  1911,  of  $3,000.00  for  mis- 
cellaneous repairs  and  improvements  in  the  plumbing  system  has  been 
nearly  all  expended  for  these  purposes,  the  balance  being  $3.11. 

A  contingent  appropriation,  approved  by  the  board  of  managers,  and 
the  Board  of  Control  for  $3,600.00  for  the  second  assistant  physician's 
cottage  was  made  available  for  the  use  of  the  Department  in  1911,  and 
the  cottage,  which  is  of  the  bungalow  tj^pe,  a  picturesque  seven  room 
structure,  was  completed  May  10,  1912,  the  work  being  conducted  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Steward,  as  the  Department's  representative, 
at  a  cost  of  $3,223.06. 

Under  the  appropriation.  Chapter  468,  Statutes  1909,  for  a  male 
receiving  cottage,  $2,296.20,  has  been  expended  this  biennial  period. 
The  work  on  this  structure  was  actually  completed  previous  to  Novem- 
ber 1,  1910. 

Under  the  appropriation,  Chapter  497,  Statutes  1909,  for  an  addition 
to  the  kitchen,  dining-room,  etc.,  $9,332.20  has  been  expended,  leaving 
a  balance  of  $67.80. 

NAPA   STATE   HOSPITAL. 

Though  Napa  State  Hospital  is  much  overcrowded,  little  provision 
was  made  for  new  structures  for  patients  at  the  meeting  of  the  last 
Legislature.  The  principal  appropriation  for  this  purpose  was  a  con- 
tingent estimate  passed  hy  the  board  of  managers,  and  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Control,  for  $11,000.00,  under  which  appropriation,  plans 
were  drawn  and  two  additions  are  being  made  to  the  Phillips'  Cottage 
unit,  under  supervision  of  the  Department's  Inspector,  J.  W.  Dutton. 

Under  an  appropriation  of  $15,000.00,  Chapter  506,  Statutes  1911, 
for  a  cold  storage  structure,  plans  and  specifications  have  been  drawn 
and  duly  approved  by  the  board  of  managers  and  the  Advisory  Board. 
This  work  is  being  cared  for  by  the  Department 's  inspector  on  the  day 
labor  basis.  Specifications  and  plans  were  drawn  for  the  mechanical 
equipment,  and  bids  invited.  The  loAyest  bidder.  United  Iron  Works 
of  Oakland,  were  awarded  the  contract  at  their  figure  of  $7,570.00. 

In  1911,  under  the  appropriation  of  $8,802.00,  Chapter  22,  for  new 
boilers,  two  150  horse  power  steam  boilers  were  contracted  for  and 
installed.  This  work  is  entirely  completed  at  a  cost  of  $8,802.00. 
Chas.  C.  Moore  &  Company  of  San  Francisco  Avere  the  contractors  for 
this  work. 

Because  of  the  dangerous  conditions  of  the  electric  high  tension  lines 
entering  the  grounds,  it  was  deemed  wise  by  the  Department  to  recom- 
mend to  the  board  of  managers  that  a  new  high  tension  underground 
system  for  2,300  volt  a.  c.  be  installed  at  a  cost  of  $1,500.00.  This 
required  the  location  of  the  transformers  in  a  new  fireproof  room  in 
the  basement  of  the  central  structure  of  the  hospital  group.  The 
Great  Western  Power  Company  agreed  to  furnish  new  transformers 
and  erect  same  provided  this  change  was  made.     A  contingent  estimate 
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for  this  amount  was  approved  by  the  board  of  managers  and  Board  of 
Control,  and  the  work  started  in  October,  1912,  under  the  personal 
supervision  of  the  electrical  engineer  of  the  Department,  with  the  aid 
of  patient  labor,  and  is  now  nearly  completed. 

Upon  inspection  by  the  mechanical  engineer  of  the  Department  in 
the  spring  of  1912,  it  became  evident  that  the  high  pressure  steam 
distributing  lines  under  the  main  structure  were  in  a  very  dangerous 
condition,  and  it  was  recommended  that  a  contingent  estimate  of 
$7,000.00  be  made  for  the  construction  of  a  new  high  pressure  system 
for  the  institution,  this  being  the  initial  step  in  entirely  replacing  the 
present  inferior  and  deteriorated  system  that  was  built  many  years  ago. 
This  estimate  has  been  duly  approved  by  the  proper  boards  and  the 
actual  construction  work  is  now  under  way.  It  will  take  fully  five 
months  to  complete  this  work,  which  is  being  carried  on  under  the 
immediate  supervision  of  the  Department  by  day  labor. 

A  contingent  estimate  for  $1,000.00  for  a  porch  addition  to  the  south 
pay  cottage  has  been  approved  by  the  board  of  managers  and  the  Board 
of  Control,  and  plans  and  specifications  gotten  out  for  this  work.  This 
is  now  well  under  way,  in  charge  of  the  Department's  inspector. 

Under  the  appropriation,  Chapter  489,  Statutes  1909,  for  a  female 
cottage,  $33,824.94  has  been  expended.  This  work  was  initiated  in  the 
previous  biennial  period,  and  it  is  now  completed,  there  being  a  balance 
of  $319.48. 

Under  the  appropriation,  Chapter  314,  Statutes  1909,  for  the  kitchen, 
there  still  remains  a  balance  of  $51.99,  no  work  having  been  done  since 
the  last  report. 

Under  the  appropriation.  Chapter  315,  Statutes  1909,  for  comple- 
tion of  the  receiving  and  treatment  building,  $5.30  has  been  expended, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $72.33. 

There  was  a  contingent  estimate  of  $1,500.00  approved  in  December, 
1911,  by  the  proper  boards  for  replumbing  Ward  No.  3.  This  work 
was  done  at  an  expense  of  $1,432.48. 

There  was  a  contingent  estimate  of  $3,708.45  approved  in  October, 
1911,  for  the  heating  system  through  the  grounds  from  the  administra- 
tion building  to  the  receiving  building  and  doctor's  residences.  $2,327.16 
of  this  fund  has  been  expended  to  date. 

SOUTHERN   CALIFORNIA  STATE   HOSPITAL. 

Construction  work  has  been  active  at  this  Institution  throughout  the 
biennial  period.  The  first  appropriation  made  available  was  that  of 
$24,000.00,  Chapter  216,  Statutes  1911,  for  the  erection  of  one  group  of 
cottages  for  male  patients.  Plans  and  specifications  were  drawn  by  the 
Department  for  the  structure  desired  by  the  board  of  managers  of  this 
institution,  but  upon  advertising  for  bids,  none  came  within  the  appro- 
priation, the  lowest  being  $30,991.00.  It  was  then  determined  to  con- 
struct the  building  by  day  labor,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Depart- 
ment, the  estimated  cost  being  $23,731.00,  and  the  actual  cost  totalin- 
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$27,546.28.  To  cover  this  excess.,  a  contingent  appropriation  was 
approved  by  the  board  of  managers  and  the  Board  of  Control.  The 
structure  has  been  completed,  and  at  a  saving  of  $3,444.72,  as  compared 
with  the  lowest  bid  referred  to,  and  is  now  in  use. 

Under  the  appropriation  of  $43,000.00,  Chapter  281,  Statutes  1911,  for 
the  erection  and  equipping  of  a  power  plant,  plans  and  specifications 
were  gotten  out,  first  for  the  structure  proper,  the  construction  of  which 
was  advertised  for  bids,  and  was  let  to  F.  M.  Walton  &  Sons,  contractors, 
for  the  sum  of  $11,445.00,  the  estimated  cost  being  $11,810.00.  This 
structure  was  completed  and  accepted  in  July,  1912.  The  power  plant 
installation  proper  was  let  to  the  lowest  bidders,  the  John  Dalziel  Com- 
pany, at  their  tigure  of  $23,127.00.  The  installation  of  this  equipment  is 
now  under  way.  Due  to  the  fact  that  there  is  not  sufficient  balance  in 
this  appropriation  for  the  construction  of  the  pipe  tunnel  and  steam  dis- 
tributing mains  that  are  to  connect  the  new  power  house  with  the  several 
structures,  on  recommendation  of  the  Department,  the  board  of  managers 
and  the  Board  of  Control  have  approved  a  contingent  estimate  for 
$18,500.00  for  the  completion  of  this  portion  of  the  work,  and  the  work 
has  just  been  initiated,  and  will  be  completed  within  six  months — about 
the  same  time  that  the  power  plant  will  be  ready  for  acceptance. 

Under  the  appropriation  of  $24,000.00,  Chapter  215,  Statutes  1911,  for 
the  female  cottages,  the  Department  completed  plans  and  specifications 
in  the  early  summer  of  1912  for  a  new  cottage  "H,"  which  were  duly 
approved  by  the  proper  boards  and  advertised  for  bids.  The  lowest  bid 
was  in  excess  of  the  appropriation,  and  all  bids  were  rejected.  In  confer- 
ence, it  was  determined  by  the  board  of  managers  of  the  institution  and 
the  Board  of  Control  to  ask  the  Department  to  advertise  for  bids  for  a 
structure  similar  to  cottage  "F."  that  had  already  been  built  at  the 
southern  California  State  Hospital.  Bids  were  advertised  for,  and  the 
contract  for  the  construction  of  this  work  awarded  in  November,  1912,  to 
R.  S.  K.  McMillen  of  San  Francisco,  for  the  sum  of  $20,820.00,  the  esti- 
mate being  $21,720.00. 

In  view  of  the  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  inmates,  it  became 
imperative  to  enlarge  the  capacity  of  this  institution  and  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  board  of  managers,  the  Board  of  Control  approved 
contingent  estimates  for  additional  cottages  and  additions  as  follows  : 

For  a  new  cottage  ''I,"  similar  to  cottage  "H,"  $27,000.00.  This 
structure  was  advertised  with  cottage  ''H, "  and  let  to  the  same  lowest 
bidder  at  a  price  of  $20,637.00.  A  second  contingent  estimate  of  $7,400.00 
was  approved  for  the  construction  of  two  physicians'  cottages,  and  a  fur- 
ther appropriation  made  for  an  addition  to  cottage  "E"  for  $1,900.00, 
and  an  addition  to  cottage  "F"  at  $1,800.00,  and  for  two  screen  porch 
additions  to  the  receiving  cottages  at  $2,800.00.  All  these  structures 
were  advertised  for  bids,  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  lowest  bids 
exceeded  the  appropriation,  they  were  rejected,  and  all  of  these  struc- 
tures are  in  the  course  of  construction  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Department's  inspector  on  the  day  labor  basis,  patient  labor  being  util- 
ized as  far  as  practicable. 
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A.      Southern    California    State    Hospital.      Cottage    G. 


Southern     California    State    Hospital.      Power     House. 
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The  proper  boards  have  approved  a  contingent  estimate  for  $600.00 
for  the  repair  of  wiring  of  the  old  main  ])uikling.  This  has  been  eared 
for  on  the  day  labor  basis,  under  the  Department's  inspector,  and  the 
work  is  now  practically  completed. 

Under  the  several  appropriations  made  by  the  Legislature  in  1909,  a 
small  amount  of  work  was  doiK?  in  several  instances  as  follows: 

Chapter  461,  assistant  pliysiciau's  residence,  $15.66  has  been  expended, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $167.15 ;  Chapter  457,  for  cottage  for  females.  No.  2, 
$214.67  has  been  expended,  leaving  a  balance  of  $17.00;  Chapter  459,  for 
female  cottage  No.  3,  $583.33  has  hexm  expended,  leaving  a  balance  of 
$50.90;  Chapter  462,  for  dining  hall,  there  remains  a  balance  of  $244.27  ; 
Chapter  155,  1907,  for  the  dairy  barn,  there  remains  a  balance  of 
$133.10;  Chapter  466,  1909,  for  two  receiving  cottages,  $1,332.52  has 
been  expended,  leaving  a  balance  of  $298.04 ;  Chapter  458,  1909,  $49.40 
has  been  expended,  leaving  a  balance  of  $274.71 ;  there  was  a  contingent 
estimate  of  $425.00  approved  for  laying  out  grounds  and  buildings  under 
which  $233.00  has  been  expended  to  date. 

STOCKTON   STATE    HOSPITAL. 

This  hospital  faces  the  condition  that  meets  the  older  institutions  of 
the  State;  that  is,  the  necessity  to  replace  deteriorated  equipment  and 
plant  by  new ;  and  at  the  same  time  it  faces  the  serious  question  of 
increasing  its  floor  area  of  patient  capacity.  The  work  of  constructing 
the  convalescent  cottage.  State  Farm,  was  begun  in  the  previous  biennial 
period,  but  was  completed  in  April,  1911. 

Under  the  appropriation.  Chapter  129,  Statutes  1911,  the  water  system 
at  the  State  Farm  was  begun  in  March,  1911,  and  included  the  drilling 
of  two  wells  14^  inches  in  diameter  to  a  depth  of  two  hundred  feet. 
These  wells  are  connected  to  a  pump  pit  located  under  a  steel  tank  of 
one  hundred  thousand  gallons  capacity.  All  this  work  was  completed  in 
May,  1912,  and  within  the  appropriation,  at  a  cost  of  $14,097.01. 

Under  an  appropriation  of  $19,000.00,  Chapter  126,  Statutes  1911, 
plans  and  specifications  were  prepared  for  the  construction  of  a  sewing 
room  and  dormitory  over  the  dining-room  of  the  female  department. 
This  work  was  cared  for  by  day  labor  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Department's  inspector,  and  is  now  completed  at  a  cost  of  $19,001.78. 

In  connection  with  the  improving  of  the  heating  system  of  the  institu- 
tion under  an  appropriation  of  $33,115.00,  Chapter  197.  Statutes  1911. 
plans  and  specifications  were  prei)ared  and  contracts  let  first  for  three 
150  horsepower  Parker  boilers  to  the  Keystone  Boiler  Works  of  San 
Francisco,  the  lowest  bidders,  at  a  price  of  $9,663.00.  and  in  the  same 
way  the  auxiliaries  were  let  to  the  Central  California  Construction  Com- 
pany, the  lowest  bidders,  at  a  price  of  $7,882.00.  in  February,  1912.  The 
final  portion  of  this  work,  that  of  improving  the  heating  system  in  the 
male  wards,  was  let  to  F.  B.  Walsh,  contractor.  San  Franci.sco,  the  lowest 
l)idder,  for  $11,887.00.  in  July.  1012.  All  of  this  work  is  now  nipidly 
approaching  complrtion. 
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Under  an  appropriation  of  $20,000.00,  Chapter  127,  Statutes  1911,  for 
installing  a  fire  system,  a  total  of  $10,149.38  has  been  expended  for  equip- 
ment, such  as  chemical  fire  engines,  fire  hose,  extinguishers,  hose  racks 
and  jSre  escape,  and  there  remains  a  balance  of  $9,850.62,  which  is  to  be 
used  for  extending  the  water  mains  and  attaching  thereto  of  hydrants  at 
appropriate  places  throughout  the  grounds.  This  latter  portion  of  the 
work  is  just  about  to  be  taken  up  by  the  mechanical  department.  Con- 
tingent estimates  totaling  $3,897.00  were  duly  approved  by  the  board  of 
managers  and  the  Board  of  Control,  under  which  radical  revisions  and 
improvement  in  the  plumbing  system  and  toilet  room  equipment  for  the 
female  wards  have  been  carried  out  during  the  past  year.  This  entire 
work  will  be  completed  in  another  month  and  leaves  the  sanitary  features 
of  these  wards  in  good  condition. 

There  were  several  appropriations  under  which  work  was  started  in 
the  previous  biennial  period,  and  completed  since  November  1,  1910,  as 
follows : 

The  balance  of  the  appropriation.  Chapter  574,  Statutes  1909,  amount- 
ing to  $5,857.95,  for  electric  light  plant,  was  completely  expended  during 
the  first  part  of  this  biennial  period,  as  was  the  balance,  $250.90,  of  the 
appropriation,  Chapter  455,  Statutes  1909,  for  the  laundry;  there 
remains  the  balance  of  $18.04  in  the  appropriation.  Chapter  172,  Stat- 
utes 1907,  for  the  receiving  ward ;  under  the  appropriation.  Chapter  243, 
Statutes  1909,  for  a  telephone  system,  $2,863.02  has  been  expended,  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  $1.04;  under  the  appropriation,  Chapter  372,  Statutes 
1909,  for  water  system,  $7,280.13  has  been  expended,  leaving  a  balance 
of  $34.21. 

SONOMA  STATE  HOME. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  there  were  but  two  appropria- 
tions that  concerned  structures  at  this  institution.  These  appropriations 
were  not  at  all  sufficient  to  take  care  of  housing  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  inmates  satisfactorily,  but  the  appropriation  for  $17,000.00, 
Chapter  651,  Statutes  1911,  for  constructing  one  cottage  for  low  grade 
patients  was  much  needed. 

Plans  and  specifications  were  prepared  by  the  Department  and  ap- 
proved by  the  necessary  boards  and  the  contract  finally  let  to  the  lowest 
bidder,  Robert  Trost  of  San  Francisco,  for  the  sum  of  $16,000.00.  The 
structure  is  of  the  cottage  type,  of  frame  construction  and  is  of  pleasing 
design,  with  cement  finish  exterior  walls.  This  structure  was  accepted 
in  August,  1912. 

There  was  a  further  appropriation  of  $7,000.00,  Chapter  519,  for 
reflooring  the  "Manse"  and  ''Main  Building."  Repair  work  has  been 
carried  on  by  the  Department  under  this  appropriation  and  $4,262.48 
spent  to  date. 

Several  appropriations  were  made  by  the  Legislature  of  1909,  and  the 
Avork  initiated  in  the  previous  biennial  period,  and  completed  in  this. 
Among  these  are  the  following: 
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Chapter  567  for  cold  storage  plant,  $2,997.86  has  been  expended,  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  $47.57 ;  Chapter  495  for  a  gymnasium  pavilion,  the  bal- 
ance of  $10.98  has  been  entirely  expended;  Chapter  168,  1907,  for 
completion  of  the  main  building,  the  balance  of  $23.02  has  been  entirely 
expended;  Chapter  568  for  power  house  and  boiler,  $377.60  has  been 
expended,  leaving  a  balance  of  $177.79  ;  Chapter  448  for  repairs  to  manor 
house,  the  balance  of  $18.72  remains  the  same  as  at  the  beginning  of  this 
l)iennial  period;  Chapter  464  for  repairing  and  enlarging  hospital,  the 
balance  of  $497.60  has  been  entirely  expended. 

Contingent  appropriations  v^^ere  approved  by  the  proper  boards  for 
items  totaling  $6,728.11  for  various  repair  w^ork,  including  a  slate  roof 
for  Madrona  Hall,  reservoir  and  pipe  line  for  Maple  Hall,  coal  shed, 
poultry  houses,  etc.,  all  of  which  was  carried  out  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Steward  Math  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Engineering. 

HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  CRIMINAL  INSANE,  FOLSOM. 

This  work  was  initiated  under  the  appropriation.  Chapter  257,  Stat- 
utes 1905,  and  continued  under  the  appropriation,  Chapter  467,  Statutes 
1909,  totaling  $64,000.00.  Cost  of  the  structure  to  date  is  $64,296.70. 
The  work  was  discontinued  in  the  early  spring  of  1912,  due  to  the  lack 
of  funds. 

veterans'  home,  yountville. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  repeatedly  in  previous  reports  that  the  struc- 
tures at  Veterans'  Home  are  of  the  cheapest  type  of  frame  buildings, 
sheathed  with  wood  for  the  most  part.  The  upkeep  of  these  structures  is 
very  high  and  repair  items  large.  This  will  continue  indefinitely  until 
these  structures  are  replaced  by  suitable  fireproof  structures.  Several 
small  appropriations  were  made  to  cover  the  matter  of  repairs.  For  all 
the  new  structures,  plans  and  specifications  were  gotten  out  by  the 
Department  and  duly  approved  by  the  proper  board.  All  work  was 
handled  by  a  Department  inspector  and  carried  forward  by  day  labor. 

Under  an  appropriation  of  $2,500.00,  Chapter  235,  Statutes  of  1911, 
for  a  cold  storage  building,  plans  were  gotten  out  for  a  concrete  and 
cement  structure,  and  duly  approved,  and  at  a  total  cost  of  $2,499.39. 
This  work  has  been  completed. 

Cottage  '^C"  has  been  renovated  and  repaired  under  an  appropriation 
of  $5,500.00,  Chapter  511,  Statutes  1911,  of  which  $3,033.33  has  been 
expended. 

Thirty-five  hundred  dollars,  Chapter  510,  Statutes  1911,  was  appro- 
priated for  the  construction  of  a  surgeon's  residence.  To  this  appro- 
priation $1,622.25  has  been  added  from  the  contingent  fund  with  the 
approval  of  the  proper  boards,  and  this  construction  work  is  50  per  cent 
completed. 

Twenty-five  hundred  and  forty-two  dollars,  Chapter  236,  Statutes 
1911,  was  appropriated  for  the  construction  of  fire  escapes,  of  which 
$1,406.50  has  been  expended  to  date. 
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One  thousand  dollars,  Chapter  509,  Statutes  1911,  was  appropriated 
for  general  repairs  to  buildings,  and  $1,000,  Chapter  507,  Statutes  1911, 
for  plumbing  work.     Only  $30.00  has  been  expended  to  date. 

Three  thousand  dollars.  Chapter  301,  Statutes  1911,  were  appropriated 
for  the  construction  of  an  oil  tank,  which  work  has  been  completed  at  a 
cost  of  $3,173.05.  To  the  above  should  be  added  contingent  estimates 
that  have  been  approved  by  the  proper  boards,  totaling  $8,000.00,  for  the 
extension  of  the  dining-room ;  an  addition  to  the  old  power  house,  turn- 
ing it  into  a  dormitory  structure ;  also,  for  the  addition  to  the  distilling 
plant.     This  work  is  now  90  per  cent  complete. 

There  were  several  appropriations  made  by  the  Legislature  in  1909, 
under  which  work  was  initiated  in  the  previous  biennial  period,  and 
completed  in  the  beginning  of  the  present  period.  Appropriation,  Chap- 
ter 252,  for  the  distilling  plant,  in  which  the  balance  of  $753.30  remains, 
as  previously  reported ;  there  were  appropriations.  Chapter  702,  Statutes 
1909  (balance  $1,063.16),  and  Chapter  508,  Statutes  1911,  for  grounds 
and  appurtenances,  totaling  $3,563.15,  under  which  there  has  been 
expended  $822.39,  leaving  a  balance  of  $2,740.76 ;  under  Chapter  486. 
Statutes  1909,  for  addition  to  the  hospital  building,  $4.58  has  been 
expended,  leaving  a  balance  of  $70.95  ;  under  Chapter  508,  Statutes  1909, 
for  repairs  to  Imildings  and  equipment,  $10,467.47  has  been  expended, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $72.68 ;  in  the  appropriation.  Chapter  488,  Statutes 
1909,  for  a  storehouse  and  commissary,  $296.]  0  has  been  expended,  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  $244.59. 

STATE  ARMORIES. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  present  biennial  period,  the  matter  of 
the  several  state  armories  was  taken  up  by  the  Adjutant  General  and 
the  military  authorities  interested  in  each  instance. 

In  each  instance  the  appropriations  Avere  too  small  for  the  real 
work  in  hand;  that  is,  to  suitably  house  the  military  organizations  in 
Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco  and  Sacramento  in  a  manner  befitting  the 
dignity  of  the  State  of  California,  and  conforniable  with  the  current 
practice  in  the  great  states  of  the  East;  but,  after  repeated  confer- 
ences and  the  drawing  of  alternative  preliminary  plans,  it  was  decided 
in  the  case  of  the  structures  to  be  erected  in  San  Francisco  and  Los 
Angeles,  to  make  the  armories  complete  in  every  particular  so  far  as 
the  housing  of  the  organizations  was  concerned,  but  it  was  deemed 
best  in  view  of  the  favorable  climatic  conditions  in  California,  to 
leave  off  the  expensive  drill  shed  roofs  of  these  structures  for  the  time 
being.  This  enabled  the  Department  to  draw  plans  for  structures 
dignified  in  appearance  that  could  stand  favorable  comparison  with 
similar  structures  wherever  erected. 

The  state  armories  are  strictly  fireproof  in  construction,  completely 
equipped  with  mechanical  equipment  for  comfort  and  convenience, 
and  trimmed  and  decorated  in  a  simple  manner. 
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THE    LOS    ANGELES    ARMORY. 

This  armory  is  peculiarly  situated  in  that  it  is  a  part  of  a  great 
park  development,  immediately  adjacent  to  the  Exposition  Building 
of  the  State  at  Agricultural  Park,  Los  Angeles,  and  opposite  the  Art 
.Aluseum  erected  by  the  county  of  Los  Angeles.  The  design  is  that 
of  a  great  war  college  where  the  citizen-soldiers  of  the  State  may  be 
trained  to  serve  the  State  in  a  serious  emergency.  It  is  distinctly  a 
structure  for  the  training  of  soldiers  and  when  completed  with  its 
imposing  drill  shed  section,  will  be  one  of  the  most  beautiful  state 
armories  in  America. 

This  armory,  illustrated  herewith,  might  be  called  an  architectural 
innovation.  It  is  at  least  quite  distinct  in  its  inception  from  what  we 
are  used  to  associate  with  the  term  "military  architecture."  In  this 
armory  the  architect  has  endeavored  to  create  a  design  which  would 
be  in  harmony  with  the  other  buildings  with  which  it  is  in  close 
proximity,  but  in  itself  beautiful,  well  arranged  in  plan,  convenient, 
-and  expressive  of  a  large  drill  shed  surrounded  by  offices.  The  exteriors 
are  handled  with  a  directness,  simplicity,  and  a  harmonious  relation  of 
form  and  color.  The  ends  of  the  great  shed  are  well  studied,  as  are  the 
entrance  approaches.  In  whole — its  virtues  of  consistency  and  reserve, 
its  harmonies  of  composition,  its  excellence  of  design,  go  to  make  up 
composition  which  we  think  beautiful.  The  main  facade  is  particularly 
interesting,  the  central  motive  of  which,  a  gate  of  entrance,  has  been 
exquisitely  treated  with  two  great  Greek  columns  to  be  executed  in 
marble. 

The  appropriations  for  this  structure  total  $200,000.00.  The  con- 
tracts have  been  let  to  Robert  Trost  of  San  Francisco  for  $187,500, 
and  the  construction  work  has  just  begun. 

SAN    FRANCISCO   ARMORY. 

In  the  armory  for  the  National  Guard  at  San  Francisco,  the  usual 
type  of  building  has  been  entirely  disregarded  and  the  architects  have 
sought  with  a  mind  free  from  any  preconceived  notions  of  what  an 
armory  should  be,  to  design  a  building  which  should  be  beautiful  in 
itself,  and  expressive  of  what  an  armory  necessarily  is — a  tremendous 
hall  with  the  adjunct  administration  and  company  rooms.  This  was 
solved  by  placing  all  small  rooms  in  a  sort  of  office  building,  necessi- 
tated by  the  disposition  of  two  large  practice  guns  installed  by  the 
United  States  Government.  The  formation  at  the  corners  of  the  plan 
is  the  outcome  of  a  demand  on  the  part  of  military  authorities  for  the 
defense  of  the  building,  and  which  to  a  large  extent  determines  the 
design  of  the  exterior.  The  construction  is  of  reinforced  concrete, 
with  the  exterior  cover  of  brick,  terra  cotta  and  granite,  and  interior 
of  tile  and  plaster.  The  drawings  are  worthy  of  attention.  The 
perspective  i.s  a  beautiful  piece  of  color  which  black  and  white  repro- 
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diiction  cannot  adequately  show,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  building  will 
not,  Avhen  executed,  fall  short  of  its  admirable  development  on  paper. 

In  the  basement,  which  is  234  feet  by  280  feet  in  gross  dimensions, 
are  located  the  arsenal  storage,  rifle  range,  ammunition  vaults,  powder 
plant  and  company  storerooms,  together  with  the  gymnasium  and 
locker  room,  natatorium,  shower  room,  mess  hall  and  kitchen.  On  the 
first  floor  are  located  the  offices  of  the  commanding  officer  and  staff, 
together  with  the  social  rooms  of  the  armory ;  while  on  the  floors  above 
are  located  the  rooms  of  the  organization  proper. 

The  site  for  this  structure  was  furnished  by  the  citizens  of  San 
Francisco,  a  portion  of  the  cost  being  taken  from  the  appropriation 
of  $420,000.00,  and  the  structure  has  been  let  in  two  contracts :  Foster- 
Vogt  Company  of  San  Francisco  being  awarded  the  contract  for  the 
foundations  and  excavation  at  $51,597.00,  and  the  Lewis  A.  Hicks 
Company  were  awarded  the  contract  for  the  superstructure  for 
$293,533.00. 

SACRAMENTO   ARMORY. 

The  Sacramento  Armory  is  the  single  structure  of  the  three  that  is 
being  built  with  a  drill  shed,  but  it  is  less  satisfying  in  many  ways 
as  an  armory  structure  than  the  two  larger  armories.  It  will,  for 
many  years,  no  doubt,  serve  a  useful  purpose  and  in  time  a  second 
structure  could  well  be  built  to  house  the  enlarged  military  organiza- 
tion that  the  growing  city  of  Sacramento  will  possess.  The  armory 
has  the  full  covered  drill  shed,  together  with  company  rooms  and  officers ' 
quarters.  The  social  rooms  are  limited  in  number  and  area,  and  the 
mechanical  equipment  and  general  appointment  the  minimum  that  may 
be  required  for  actual  use.  The  exterior  is  pleasingly  designed,  its  suc- 
cess depending  upon  well  chosen  line,  proportion,  and  color,  rather  than 
elaborate  details  and  expensive  material. 

In  view  of  its  poor  location,  away  from  the  principal  thoroughfare, 
it  no  doubt  suits  every  present  need.  The  appropriation  for  this 
structure  is  $100,000.00,  and  the  estimated  gross  cost  is  $96,000.00. 
Bids  were  first  advertised  for  in  November,  1911,  but  were  rejected, 
as  they  were  in  excess  of  the  appropriation.  Bids' were  again  adver- 
tised for  in  July,  1912,  and  again  for  the  most  part  rejected,  as  they 
exceeded  the  estimated  cost,  but  the  sub-contract  bid  for  the  masonry 
work  by  the  Ransome  Concrete  Company  of  Sacramento  was  evidently 
so  favorable  that  this  portion  of  the  work  was  awarded  to  them  at  their 
bid  of  $51,461.00.  The  rest  of  the  work  was  advertised,  and  contracts 
awarded  for  the  structural  steel  to  the  California  Construction  Com- 
pany for  $12,900.00;  metal  furring,  lathing  and  plastering  to  T.  J. 
Pennish  for  $3,409.00 ;  finished  hardware  to  the  Yale  and  Towne  Man- 
ufacturing Company  for  $950.00;  plumbing  and  gas  fitting  to  the 
Latourrette-Fical  Company  for  $3,522.00;  and  steam  heating  to  Hate- 
ley  &  Hateley  for  $2,060.00 — the  lowest  bidders  in  each  case  and  all 
within  the  estimates  of  the  Department.  The  balance  of  the  work 
will  be  cared  for  by  day  labor  and  there  is  every  indication  that  the 
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buildino-  will  be  completed  well  within  the  available  balance  of  the 
appropriation.  The  eonstrnction  of  this  armory  is  now  well  under 
way. 

CALIFORNIA   POLYTECHNIC   SCHOOL. 

The  condition  of  buildings  at  this  institution  witnesses  to  the  need  of 
substantial  construction  for  structures  that  are  to  be  permanent.  The 
imitation  tile  roof  of  the  Household  Arts  Building  has  never  been  satis- 
factory, and  has  been  a  source  of  trouble  ever  since  the  structure  was 
completed.  This  roof  is  of  sheet  metal  roofing  tile,  and  looks  just  as 
cheap  as  it  is  and  has  no  place  on  a  structure  of  the  State. 

It  would  seem  wise  for  the  State  to  take  some  step  that  would  enable 
it  to  build  permanently  of  fireproof  construction  once  for  all  and  elimi- 
nate the  question  of  endless  repairs  needed  in  connection  with  wooden 
structures. 

The  Legislature  at  its  last  meeting  made  several  small  appropriations 
for  this  institution.  Under  an  appropriation  for  $5,000.00  (Chapter 
207,  1911)  there  was  added  to  the  kitchen  a  16  by  28  foot  structure,  all 
of  frame,  and  the  steam  heating  system  was  extended  throughout  the 
structure,  a  steam  table,  oven,  and  miscellaneous  equipment  purchased. 
This  work  has  been  entirely  completed  at  a  cost  of  $4,704.42. 

Under  an  appropriation  of  $6,500.00  (Chapter  270,  1911)  for  improve- 
ment of  power,  heating  and  lighting  plant,  changes  were  made  in  the 
electrical  sy.stem  from  direct  current  to  alternating  current,  and  a  new 
80-horsepower  Ball  engine,  50  kilowatt  alternating  generator,  and  37| 
kilowatt  belt  generator  installed,  together  with  motors  in  all  shops,  neces- 
sary transformers,  power  and  lighting  lines,  together  with  all  switch- 
boards necessary.  This  work  has  been  entirely  completed  under  the 
Department's  supervision  at  a  cost  of  $6,489.79. 

An  appropriation  (Chapter  271,  1911)  of  $3,000.00  was  used  in 
extending  the  conduit  system,  continuing  the  steam  lines  for  heating  700 
feet  from  the  present  power  plant  to  the  dining  hall  and  boys'  dormitory 
on  the  south  side  of  the  school  grounds.  This  work  was  supervised  by 
R.  W.  Rj'der,  head  of  the  mechanical  department,  and  the  appropriation 
has  been  expended  in  full. 

The  appropriation  (Chapter  548,  1911)  of  $5,000.00  for  repairs  and 
improvements  was  used  in  repairing  the  roofs  to  the  Household  Arts 
Building,  above  referred  to,  and  other  school  buildings  and  dormitories, 
and  also  for  repairs  to  the  old  heating  line  from  the  power  house  to  the 
main  school  buildings,  and  for  repairs  in  the  shower  baths  in  the  boys' 
dormitoiy  and  other  miscellaneous  work,  totaling  $4,997.37. 

An  appropriation  (Chapter  228,  1911)  of  $3,000.00  for  water  and 
sewer  lines  was  used  for  the  purchase  of  a  10,000  gallon  tank  and  30-foot 
tower,  and  for  the  taking  out  of  1,200  feet  of  2-inch  water  main  and 
replacing  same  by  4-inch  black  dipped  pipe;  besides  developing  the 
springs  on  East  Hill  and  installing  a  15-horsepower  440-volt  motor  at 
the  well  near  the  mouth  of  School  Canon,  and  erecting  a  transmission 
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line  to  this  motor.  All  of  this  appropriation  will  be  utilized  in  complet- 
ing this  work,  which  is  now  practically  finished. 

The  balance  of  $68.44  under  the  appropriation  (Chapter  513,  Statutes 
1909)  has  been  entirely  expended  and  the  employees'  cottage  is  com- 
pleted. 

Under  the  appropriation  (Chapter  511,  Statutes  1909)  for  school 
barns,  $2,377.07  has  been  expended,  leaving  a  balance  of  $211.57 ;  and  in 
an  appropriation  (Chapter  516,  1909)  for  poultry  houses,  $204.28  has 
been  expended  since  November  1,  1910,  leaving  a  balance  of  $10.05. 

For  the  refrigerator  plant  (Chapter  517,  1909)  $1,941  has  been 
expended  this  biennial  period  and  the  building  is  completed. 

CHICO  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

The  old  structure  at  Chico  Normal  School  suggests  to  the  architect,  as 
well  as  to  the  educator,  the  need  of  the  properly  thought-out  environ- 
ment for  the  training  of  prospective  teachers.  This  structure  well  typi- 
fies what  the  older  normal  schools  of  California  were — reasonably 
substantial  in  character  and  ample  in  area,  but  entirely  lacking  in  the 
elements  of  aesthetic  or  practical  design  that  would  tend  to  stimulate 
latent  faculties  of  a  student.  What  is  there  in  a  poorly  and  unattract- 
ively designed  school  building  to  inspire  an  embryo  teacher  to  become 
an  instructor  of  the  future  fathers  and  mothers  of  the  State  in  the  finer 
points  of  manual  training  or  domestic  arts?  It  is  a  wonder  that  the 
present  standard  of  output  from  these  schools  is  as  reasonably  high  as  it 
is,  and  it  would  seem  well  for  the  State  to  be  wisely  generous  in  making 
appropriations  for  these  educational  institutions  above  all  others,  so  that 
a  teacher  before  going  forth  to  instruct  would  at  least  have  an  opportu- 
nity to  be  inspired  by  what  is  best. 

There  was  appropriated  (Chapter  480,  1911)  $5,500.00  for  repairing 
and  enlarging  the  heating  system,  and  plans  and  specifications  were 
drawn  for  a  new  heating  plant,  which  was  installed  in  the  summer  of 
1911  at  a  cost  of  $5,441.93.  With  this  installation  the  structures  are 
heated  from  a  central  heating  plant  which  is  housed  in  a  corrugated  iron 
building.  The  plant  consists  of  two  40-horsepower  fire  tube  boilers  set 
in  battery.  Crude  oil  is  used  as  fuel  and  is  fed  to  boilers  by  a  Rix  com- 
pressor and  rotary  oil  pump.  The  water  of  condensation  from  the 
heating  system  is  returned  to  the  power  plant  and  handled  Ijy  means  of  a 
vacuum  pump  and  a  large  receiving  tank. 

An  appropriation  (Chapter  136,  1911)  for  $1,000.00  was  made  for  the 
construction  of  a  covered  passageway  between  the  main  building  and  the 
new  manual  training  building.  This  work  was  carried  out  under  plans 
and  specifications  of  the  Department,  at  a  cost  of  $975.48. 

There  was  a  further  appropriation  (Chapter  672,  1911)  of  $2,000.00 
for  wiring  and  purchase  of  fixtures.  All  of  this  sum  was  expended  in 
improving  the  wiring  throughout  the  main  structure,  and  adding  outlets 
and  fixtures  where  required.     The  appropriation  was  insuificient  to  com- 
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plete  this  work  as  desired  by  the  board  of  managers,  and  a  further  sum 
of  $1,000.00  was  appropriated  from  their  institution  fund  for  the  pur- 
pose of  completing  this  work. 

There  was  an  appropriation  (Chapter  135,  1911)  of  $500.00  for  cement 
walks.  These  have  been  built  about  the  main  building  and  extended  to 
the  street  lines. 

Under  the  appropriation  (Chapter  501,  Statutes  1909)  for  a  training 
building,  $29,536.77  has  been  expended,  completing  this  structure,  which 
was  started  in  the  previous  biennial  period. 

FRESNO   NORMAL   SCHOOL. 

The  State  may  well  congratulate  itself  that  there  is  the  opportunity 
now  to  develop  an  entirely  new  normal  school  at  Fresno,  and  the  stan- 
dard set  by  the  Department  of  Engineering  in  its  design  of  the  normal 
school  structure  at  San  Jose  would  indicate  how  well  this  problem  will  be 
eared  for  in  this  instance. 

The  Legislature  in  1911  appropriated  (Chapter  504)  $10,000.00  for 
the  improving  and  caring  of  grounds  of  this  proposed  school  site ;  of  this 
amount  $3,875.76  has  been  expended  for  the  purpose  of  clearing  the  site, 
the  construction  of  cement  curb  and  sidewalk  entirely  around  the 
grounds,  the  sinking  of  a  Avell  and  installing  of  a  small  pumping  plant. 
Plans  have  been  gotten  out  by  the  Engineering  Department  for  an  irri- 
gation system  of  water  pipe  lines,  and  bids  for  this  work  have  been 
called  for  to  be  opened  December  20,  1932.  Preliminary  studies  have 
been  made  for  a  group  of  structures  that  will  cost,  when  completed, 
$350,000.00,  and  the  plan  is  so  arranged  that  i)ortioiis  of  the  entire 
group  may  be  built  at  independent  times. 

LOS  ANGELES  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

The  property  of  this  school  has  become  so  valuable,  being  situated  in 
the  growing  center  of  Los  Angeles,  that  it  has  been  determined  by  the 
board  of  managers,  with  the  approval  of  the  proper  State  authorities,  to 
sell  this  property  and  to  construct  from  the  proceeds  structures  for  a 
new  normal  school  on  the  site  purchased  by  the  State  in  the  suburbs  of 
Los  Angeles.  The  initiation  of  this  transfer  has  already  been  effected 
and  the  new  buildings  will  be  constructed  apart  from  the  direct  super- 
vision of  the  Department. 

An  appropriation  (Chapter  303,  1911)  of  $10,000.00,  and  a  balance 
of  Chapter  504,  1909,  $3,000.00,  was  used  for  necessary  repairs,  pur- 
chase of  furniture,  etc.  All  but  $2,733.51  of  this  fund  has  been 
expended  for  necessary  miscellaneous  repairs,  included  under  the 
headings  of  "Carpenter  Work,"  "Plastering,"  "Electrical."  "Hard- 
ware," "Furniture,"  "Awnings,"  "Black  Boards,"  "Plumbing,"  etc. 

There  was  an  appropriation  (Chapter  302,  1911)  of  $2,500.00  for 
construction  and  $2,500.00  for  equipment  of  a  manual  training  build- 
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ing.  This  appropriation  lias  been  entirely  expended  in  the  construc- 
tion of  a  temporary  manual  training  building  cared  for  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Department.  The  equipment  fund  was  expended 
as  follows:  For  machinery,  $1,818.99;  for  manual  training  benches, 
$122.10;  for  tools,  $227.46;  for  other  equipment,  $331.45. 

SANTA   BARBARA   NORMAL    SCHOOL. 

No  proposed  structures  that  are  to  be  built  by  the  State  have  aroused 
more  interest  than  the  new  Normal  School  of  Manual  Arts  and  Home 
Economics  now  being  built  at  Santa  Barbara.  During  the  past  year 
the  Department  has  made  repeated  preliminary  sketches  of  this  work, 
under  the  appropriation  (Chapter  546,  1911)  of  $100,000.00  for  the 
erection  of  the  main  building.  Plans,  as  originally  drawn,  were  ap- 
proved by  the  board  of  managers  and  proper  state  boards,  and  were 
advertised  for  bids  in  July,  1912.  Bids  were  received  for  this  work, 
but  as  all  ran  over  the  appropriation  they  were  rejected.  Speci- 
fications were  redrawn,  and  bids  advertised  for  again,  but  for  the 
second  time,  in  September,  all  bids  were  rejected,  and  likewise  a  third 
time  in  November  of  this  year,  because  of  a  technical  difficulty  that 
caused  a  protest  on  the  part  of  the  two  lowest  contractors.  It  has 
been  determined  to  proceed  with  this  work  by  day  labor,  as  the  insti- 
tution must  be  completed  by  May  1,  1913.  This  work  has  already 
been  initiated,  the  estimated  cost  of  construction  being  $89,070.00  for 
the  structure. 

A  further  appropriation  (Chapter  547,  1911)  of  $9,000.00  was  made 
for  the  erection  of  a  reception  and  lunch  room.  The  preliminary  plans 
for  this  structure  have  been  drawn  and  approved  by  the  board  of 
managers,  and  are  now  being  worked  up  in  the  drafting  department, 
preparatory  for  advertising  for  bids. 

A  further  appropriation  (Chapter  535,  1911)  of  $5,000.00  for 
improvement  of  the  grounds  included  work  which  will  not  be  initiated 
until  the  main  structure  is  well  under  way.  Due  to  the  expense  of 
constructing  this  institution  on  its  elevated  site  on  the  hills  of  Santa 
Barbara,  the  costs  have  run  above  the  original  estimates,  and  it-  would 
seem  wise  if  an  additional  sum  of  $10,000.00  could  be  secured  for  com- 
pleting the  main  structure  in  as  interesting  a  manner  as  originall}' 
contemplated  by  the  board  of  managers  and  the  architectural  division 
of  this  Department. 

SAN    DIEGO    NORMAL    SCHOOL. 

This  institution  occupies  an  admirable  site  and  offers  every  oppor- 
tunity for  an  interesting  development,  even  though  it  seems  unfortu- 
nate that  the  entire  grounds  could  not  have  been  laid  out  with  one 
dominating  idea  concerning  its  full  development.  The  main  struc- 
ture is  roomy  and  in  general  satisfactory  in  its  appointments,  but  it 
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is  a  class  of  structure  that  will  always  require  large  items  for  repairs, 
as  is  the  case  wdth  the  main  building  at  Chico  normal. 

The  Legislature  of  1911  appropriated  (Chapter  524,  1911)  $5,000.00 
for  providing  a  new  heating  plant.  This  work  has  been  completed 
under  the  plans,  specifications,  and  supervision  of  the  Department  at 
a  cost  of  $4,999.80.  This  plant  is  admirably  designed  and  entirely 
satisfactory  in  every  way. 

The  plant  includes  two  40-hoi'S('power  horizontal  tubular  boilers 
equipped  for  oil  burning;  one  duplex  boiler  feed  pump;  one  direct 
acting  vacuum  pump,  condenser,  automatic  water  spray;  oil  set,- 
receiving  tank,  etc.,  as  necessary  to  supply  heat  to  the  buildings  on 
a  two  pipe  vacuum  system.  The  old  boiler  and  equipment  are  still 
in  place  and  the  piping  has  been  so  arranged  that  the  old  boiler  is 
held  in  reserve  and  may  be  iised  in  case  of  emergency' . 

There  was  appropriated  (Chapter  525,  1911)  $10,000.00  for  repair- 
ing the  school  structures.  All  of  this  amount  has  been  expended  for 
miscellaneous  repairs,  included  under  the  headings  of  "Repairs  of 
Green  Building,"  "Hardware,"  "Sheet  Metal  Works,"  "Lumber," 
"Plumbing,"  "Plaster  and  Cement  Work,"  "Lockers."  etc. 

There  was  a  further  appropriation  (Chapter  520,  1911)  for  $5,000.00 
for  making  additional  improvements  to  the  campus.  This  work  has 
been  carried  forward  by  day  labor  at  an  expense  of  $4,887.40,  includ- 
ing all  sorts  of  miscellaneous  work,  in  part  as  follows:  Grading, 
$1,003.20:  day  labor,  $1,861.30;  plumbing,  $19.87;  new  garden, 
$214.15:  playground  apparatus,  $466.86;  lumber,  $476.77;  hardware, 
fence  work.  $258.48;  etc. 

Out  of  the  regular  support  of  the  institution,  an  appropriation 
was  made  for  miscellaneous  repairs,  totaling  $335.17. 

A  special  appropriation  (Chapter  59,  1911)  for  $3,000.00  for  urgent 
repairs  was  made,  because  of  tlie  burning  of  four  rooms  in  the  main 
building.  Of  this  appropriation  $2,999.55  has  been  expended  by  the 
Department  in  repairing  this  structure. 

The  balance  in  the  appropriation  (Chapter  500,  1909)  for  the 
training  school  building,  ,of  $53.22  has  been  expended. 

SAN    FRANCISCO    NORMAL    SCHOOL. 

This  institution,  in  part,  is  housed  in  a  fairly  modern  wood  frame 
structure — in  common  parlance,  "a  fire  trap,"  but  yet  capable  of 
serving  for  many  years,  after  a  fashion,  but  it  neither  furnishes  a 
suitable  environment  for  normal  school  work,  nor  is  it  a  safe  type  of 
structure  in  Avhich  young  women  should  be  closeted  with  the  children 
who  attend  school  at  this  institution  with  ever  present  danger  of  a 
fire  and  stampede.  At  least  one  half  of  the  institution  is  housed  in 
temporary  shacks  hurriedly  built  for  temporary  use  after  the  fire  of 
1006.     These  have  now  Ix^en  in  contiinious  use  for  over  five  vcai's    hul 
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the  Department  has  been  requested  by  the  board  of  managers  of  this 
institution  to  make  preliminary  sketches  and  estimates  for  a  proposed 
permanent  structure  that  they  anticipate  asking  an  appropriation  for. 
This  preliminary  work  the  Department  has  already  done. 

One  appropriation  (Chapter  123,  1911)  for  $13,000.00  for  repairs 
and  alterations  to  buildings  and  equipment  was  expended  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  50  by  80  foot  shack  gymnasium  structure  one  story  high, 
for  the  improvement  of  student  dressing  rooms  in  the  basement,  and 
furnishing  new  fixtures,  wood  repair  work  and  painting,  for  additional 
dressing  room  and  rest  room  on  the  second  floor,  together  with  new 
plumbing  and  general  repairs.  A  new  entrance  way  was  built  for  the 
main  normal  school  building,  and  a  new  dining-room  in  the  main  build- 
ing, a  children's  lunch  room  in  the  shack  building;  necessitating  in 
each  case  cutting  the  partitions,  redecorating,  etc.,  with  changes  of 
partitions  in  the  children's  play  room,  repairing  of  the  roof,  clock 
system,  additions  to  the  kitchen  equipment,  etc. 

The  balance  in  the  appropriation  (Chapter  127,  1909)  for  laying 
concrete  walks  remains  as  previously  reported,  $39.86. 

SAN    JOSE   NORMAL   SCHOOL. 

It  is  pleasing  to  consider  an  institution  of  the  character  of  the  San 
Jose  Normal  School,  in  view  of  the  interesting  way  in  which  its  new 
development  has  been  planned  for.  It  is  entirely  Californian  in  spirit 
and  design,  and  modern  and  up-to-date  in  its  conception  and  well 
arranged  for  its  work. 

The  appropriation  (Chapter  192,  1911)  of  $60,000.00  was  for  a  train- 
ing building,  for  which  plans  and  specifications  were  drawn  by  the 
Department  and  the  contract  let  for  its  construction  to  the  lowest 
])idder,  Robert  Trost  of  San  Francisco,  California,  September,  1911,  for 
$52,000.00.  This  structure  is  an  attractively  designed  reinforced  con- 
crete building,  cement  finished  outside,  with  tile  roof.  It  has  a  complete 
system  of  heating  and  ventilation  and  is  up  to  the  standard  of  modern 
school  construction.  This  building,  is  now  occupied,  having  been 
accepted  by  the  Department  in  September,  1912.  The  total  cost  was 
$59,294.34. 

There  was  an  appropriation  (Chapter  193,  1911)  of  $10,000.00  for 
developing  the  grounds.  This  work  included  the  grading,  construc- 
tion of  walks  and  lawns,  purchasing  of  loam,  gravel,  fertilizer  and 
planting.  It  has  cost  to  date  $9,859.36,  and  was  cared  for  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Department  by  day  labor. 

Emergency  appropriations  were  authorized  by  the  State  Board  of 
Control,  totaling  $410.84,  for  special  necessary  repairs  to  the  main 
building,  and  a  further  appropriation  of  $1,310.00  was  made  from  the 
regular  institution  supply  fund  for  the  repairing  of  metal  ceiling, 
roofing,  papering,  painting,  repairs  and  changes  in  the  boiler  house, 
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and  the  manual  training  and  domestic  science  departments.  Under 
the  balance  in  the  reconstruction  fund  Chapter  216,  1909  >  $2,170.73 
has  been  expended,  leaving  a  balance  of  $233.83. 

PRESTON  SCHOOL  OF  INDUSTRY. 

This  institution  in  its  several  structures  and  general  equipment  and 
layout  appears  to  be  very  well  provided  for  in  its  particular  work, 
though  it  is  disappointing  to  the  Department  to  note  that  in  one  of 
the  two  cottages,  the  deterioration  of  the  interior  plastering  and  lath- 
ing work  is  very  marked  and  should  be  immediately  repaired.  This 
structure  was  not  built  by  the  Department. 

The  newer  structures  have  been  built  from  plans  and  specifications 
of  the  Department,  but  by  the  institution  inmates,  and  in  general  this 
work  has  been  admirably  done. 

The  Legislature  of  1911.  appropriated  (Chapter  549  s4.(hX».00  for 
the  purchase  of  cement  material  for  laying  the  concrete  floor  in  the 
refectory  building.  Of  this  amoimt  $1,831.43  has  been  spent  to  date  in 
this  work. 

There  was  an  appropriation  Chapter  156.  1909  >  of  •$20.CK.X».00  for 
building  and  furnishing  two  cottages.  At  the  present  time  $9,977.12 
has  been  expended.  The  first  structure  is  nearly  completed  and  will 
be  occupied  in  the  near  future.  The  balance  of  this  appropriation  is 
to  be  used  for  the  construction  of  a  .juvenile  cottage,  preliminary 
plans  of  which  have  been  made  by  the  Department,  and  are  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  board  of  managers  of  this  institution,  awaiting  their 
approval. 

There  was  an  appropriation  Chapter  6S0.  1911  of  S10.CH>J.00  for 
repairing,  repainting,  and  replumbing  the  administration  building  and 
east  and  west  cottages.  Of  this  amount  $6,332.48  has  been  expended 
in  miscellaneous  repairs  on  these  structures.  The  balance  is  available 
for  the  continuation  of  this  work. 

There  was  an  appropriation  Chapter  491.  1909  >  of  $25,000.00  for 
a  central  heat  and  power  plant  imder  which  work  had  been  started 
and  has  continued  through  this  biennial  period.  The  power  plant 
proper  is  now  complete,  but  the  steam  pipe  conduits  to  the  several 
structures  are  but  partially  completed.  During  this  biennial  period 
$16,718.04  has  been  expended. 

Under  the  appropriation  Chapter  155,  1909'  for  the  refectorj- 
building.  $2,549.20  has  been  expended  in  completing  this  work,  leaving 
a  balance  of  $41.58. 
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WHITTIER  STATE  SCHOOL. 

There  is  no  institution  in  the  State  of  California  that  merits  more 
consideration  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  than  this  one.  As  an 
institution  it  is  poorly  equipped  from  beginning  to  end,  and  wretchedly 
housed  as  far  as  furnishing  a  suitable  environment  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  development  in  morality  and  intellectual  culture  of  its  inmates. 

In  opposition  to  this  obvious  condition,  this  Department  would  point 
out  the  necessity  to  appropriate  liberally  for  the  suitable  development 
of  this  institution,  which  could  well  be  made  a  superior  school,  such  as 
the  Pratt  Institute  in  Brool^lyn,  New  York,  where  obstreperous  youth 
could  be  made  to  feel  that  the  State  was  its  friend  and  not  its  enemy, 
where  he  could  be  encouraged  to  obedience,  trained  to  intelligent  use  of 
his  hands  and  mind  and  persuaded  into  broad  and  permanent  morality, 
and  capable  of  serving  the  State  in  time  as  a  useful  citizen.  He  should 
be  surrounded  by  structures  well  and  honestly  built,  tools  of  the  best, 
equipment  of  superior  design,  and  in  spite  of  himself,  he  would  catch 
the  spirit  of  his  environment. 

The  appropriations  at  the  last  Legislature  were  many,  but  small  in 
amount.  Due  to  the  change  in  the  management,  and  the  apparent 
insufficiency  of  the  appropriation,  in  certain  instances,  where  it  is  a 
waste  to  spend  if  the  expenditure  is  not  favorable  to  the  repair  of  an 
inadequate  and  deteriorated  equipment,  only  a  portion  of  the  work 
under  these  appropriations  has  been  carried  to  completion. 

There  was  an  appropriation  (Chapter  485,  1909)  of  $10,000.00  for 
a  cottage,  work  on  which  has  been  going  forward  this  biennial  period, 
and  $7,112.32  has  been  expended  to  date.  This  work  has  been  done  by 
the  inmates  in  part,  under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector  as  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Department  of  Engineering. 

The  Legislature  of  1911,  appropriated  (Chapter  166)  $10,000.00  for 
constructing  one  cottage.  Preliminary  plans  were  drawn  for  this  struc- 
ture, and  again  redrawn  at  the  request  of  the  board  of  managers,  and 
the  Department  is  now  awaiting  their  approval  before  proceeding  with 
this  work. 

The  appropriation  (Chapter  233,  1911)  of  $4,000.00  for  the  erection 
and  equipment  of  a  dairy  bam  has  been  left  untouched,  as  it  seemed 
unwise  to  proceed  with  this  structure  unless  a  larger  sum  was  available. 

Appropriation  (Chapter  169,  Statutes  1911)  of  $3,000.00  for  the  erec- 
tion and  equipment  of  an  electric  lighting  plant,  has  likewise  been  left 
untouched,  due  to  the  fact  that  it  was  insufficient  for  its  purpose,  as 
changes  in  the  power  plant  are  advisable  at  the  same  time  that  this 
work  is  initiated. 

There  was  an  appropriation  (Chapter  232,  1911)  of  $4,500.00  for 
the  purchase  of  standpipes  and  water  pipes  to  repipe  the  grounds  and 
buildings.  Of  this  appropriation,  $3,639.74  has  been  expended  for 
this  purpose. 
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There  was  an  appropriation  (Chapter  167,  1911)  of  $5,000.00  for  the 
repair.s  on  the  main  building.  This  work  has  been  eared  for  under  the 
Department's  inspector  and  $4,904.74  expended  to  date. 

There  was  an  appropriation  (Chapter  194,  1909)  for  $5,000  for 
erecting  a  manual  training  building.  Plans  and  speeifieations  have 
been  gotten  out  for  this  work  and  submitted  to  the  board  of  managers 
for  their  approval.  The  Department  of  Engineering  awaits  their  action 
before  proceeding  with  this  work. 

Connections  of  the  buildings  have  been  made  with  the  sewerage 
system  of  the  city  of  Whittier. 

A  tract  of  land  has  been  planted  to  orchard;  about  two  thousand 
lemon  trees  having  been  set  out. 

The  grounds  have  been  repiped  with  cold  water  mains. 

One  150-horsepower  boiler  and  a  Frick  ice  machine  were  installed 
in  the  power  house. 

A  new  double  range,  coal  box  and  broiler,  and  a  kitchen  equipment, 
consisting  of  compartment  steamer,  steam  jacket  kettles,  coffee  and  tea 
urns,  were  installed  in  the  boys'  kitchen. 

The  outside  toilet  for  the  boys  has  been  repaired. 

A  small  lean-to  serving  as  a  garage  and  tool  room  has  been  added  to 
the  hay  shed. 

CALIFORNIA   INSTITUTION    FOR    THE    DEAF   AND   BLIND,    BERKELEY. 

This  institution,  like  many  of  the  older  institutions  of  the  State, 
is  largely  of  non-fireproof  construction,  and  poorly  equipped  with  tire 
escapes.  This  is  particularly  unfortunate  in  an  institution  for  caring 
for  the  deaf  and  blind. 

The  mechanical  equipment  is  not  what  it  should  be  and  the  location 
of  the  power  house  unfortunate,  as  it  should  be  lower  than  the  other 
.structures  and  serve  as  a  central  heating  plant  for  all  buildings  and 
to  which  the  condensation  could  return. 

The  last  Legislature  provided  appropriations  as  follows :  $60,000.00 
(Chapter  655,  1911)  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a  manual  and 
industrial  arts  building.  Plans  for  this  structure  were  drawn  in  har- 
mony with  the  requirements  of  the  boards  of  managers,  but  upon  adver- 
tising for  bids,  the  loAvest  bid  was  so  high  that  it  left  little  margin  for 
the  equipment  of  the  structure,  so  that  all  bids  were  rejected  and  the 
plans  modified  by  the  Department.  Bids  were  advertised  for  a  second 
time,  July,  1912,  and  the  lowest  bidders,  McLaren  &  Peterson,  were 
awarded  the  contract  at  their  price  of  $29,999.00.  The  structural  part 
of  this  work  is  nearing  completion,  and  within  two  months  the  structure 
as  a  whole  will  be  finished  and  ready  for  use. 

Another  appropriation  (Chapter  523,  1911)  of  $4,000  was  made  for 
further  developing  the  water  supply  and  plumbing.  Plans  and  specifi- 
cations and  bills  of  material  were  gotten  out  for  the  closing  of  the 
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several  tunnels  that  run  back  into  the  hills  east  of  the  institution,  and 
for  cleansing  the  well,  repairing  pumping  equipment,  properly  con- 
necting up  water  lines  and  providing  storage  capacity,  and  further  for 
improvements  in  the  plumbing  throughout  the  institution.  Bids  are 
now  being  invited  for  this  work. 

Under  an  appropriation  (Chapter  569,  1909)  of  $13,144.00  for  cer- 
tain improvements,  various  repair  work  was  contracted  for,  beginning 
early  in  the  previous  biennial  period,  and  $3,093.55  was  expended  this 
period.  This  included  repairs  to  plumbing,  electric  lights,  renewals 
to  water  system,  laying  pipes  and  hydrants,  tire  extinguishers,  street 
work  and  sidewalks. 

INDUSTRIAL  HOME  FOR  ADULT  BLIND,  OAKLAND. 

The  Department  has  cared  for  no  work  at  this  institution  during  the 
present  biennial  period.  There  was  an  appropriation  of  $4,357.70  to 
pay  the  deficiency  in  the  appropriation  for  the  erection  of  an  additional 
dormitory,  which  building  was  erected  under  the  appropriation  (Chap- 
ter 210,  Statutes  1907.) 

FOLSOM   STATE  PRISON. 

There  were  no  regular  appropriations  made  by  the  Legislature  of 
1911  for  construction  work  at  this  institution,  but  work  was  continued 
on  the  new  cell  structure  and  the  enclosing  wall,  the  former  being 
built  of  reinforced  concrete  and  the  latter  a  monolithic  wall  structure 
of  granite,  which  is  quarried  in  the  yard. 

The  central  section  of  the  cell  structure  so  far  as  cells  proper  are 
concerned,  is  80  per  cent  completed,  but  the  plumbing,  electric  equip- 
ment, doors  and  decorating  remains  to  be  done.  The  foundations  for 
the  walls  have  been  placed,  but  the  superstructure  has  not  yet  been 
started. 

Under  the  present  management,  endeavor  has  been  made  to  improve 
the  condition  of  ventilation  throughout  the  main  cell  building,  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Control,  a  special  appropriation  was 
allowed  from  the  emergency  fund  of  $1,000.00.  It  was  discovered 
that  there  was  a  small  ventilating  pipe  extending  to  each  cell,  which 
with  some  diiSculty  was  connected  up  to  a  main  exhaust  duct  running 
over  the  battery  of  cells  to  a  central  point,  from  which  it  was  dis- 
charged by  a  fan  to  the  outside  atmosphere.  Previous  to  this  installa- 
tion, the  air  in  this  cell  structure  was  impure  beyond  expression  at  the 
time  when  the  inmates  were  within.  The  ventilating  system  is  now 
operating  with  entire  success  and  giving  perfect  satisfaction. 

A  further  appropriation  of  $4,000.00  was  made  from  the  emergency 
fund  by  the  Board  of  Control  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Prison 
Directors  and  the  Department  for  the  construction  of  a  suitable  bath 
structure  where  the  inmates  could  have  reasonable  opportunity  to 
cleanse  themselves;  the  diseased  inmates  being  segregated  from  the 
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healthy  ones.  The  bath  facilities  previously  were  inadequate  in  the 
extreme.  There  were  several  showers  in  a  disgraceful  wooden  structure 
and  only  two  tubs  for  the  use  of  the  hundreds  of  prisoners.  Work 
upon  this  bath  house  was  initiated  in  July,  1912,  and  is  now  80  per 
cent  completed. 

All  this  work  has  been  carried  out  according  to  the  plans  and  speci- 
fications of  the  Department,  duly  approved  by  the  proper  boards  and 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Department,  inmate  labor  being  used. 

Under  an  appropriation    (Chapter  184,  1905)    for  cells  and  walls, 
work  has  continued  and  a  total  of  $69,113.17  expended,  leaving  a  bal-' 
ance  of  $19,944.67. 

During  the  present  biennial  period  for  the  construction  of  the  new 
cell  building,  17,400  cubic  yards  of  earth,  granite  and  decomposed 
granite  have  been  removed  from  the  building  site.  Twenty -six  hundred 
thirty  cubic  yards  of  concrete  were  placed  in  the  footings  and  in  the 
west  cell  block ;  173,400  feet  of  lumber  have  been  used  in  the  forms ; 
100,300  pounds  of  steel  reinforcement  have  been  erected ;  likewise  15.141 
pounds  of  structural  steel.  In  the  enclosure  wall,  12,700  cubic  yards 
of  earth  and  decomposed  granite  have  been  excavated  from  the  footing 
trench;  675  cubic  yards  of  cyclopean  concrete  have  been  placed  and 
53,600  cubic  feet  of  granite  ashlar,  water  table,  coping  and  steps  have 
been  set ;  2,600  cubic  yards  of  finished  masonry  have  been  placed  and  a 
total  of  900  lineal  feet  of  wall  finished.  All  the  above  granite  was 
quarried  at  the  site. 

Under  an  appropriation  (Chapter  562,  1909)  of  $12,000  for  the 
construction  and  furnishing  of  a  warden 's  residence,  the  Department  has 
gotten  out  plans  and  specifications  for  such  a  structure,  the  preliminary 
plans  have  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Prison  Directors.  The 
Department's  estimate  for  this  work  ran  above  the  appropriation  and 
it  has  seemed  wise  to  the  Board  of  Prison  Directors  to  delay  the  actual 
construction  work  on  this  structure  until  an  additional  appropriation 
can  be  secured  that  will  enable  them  to  secure  a  warden's  residence 
suitable  for  their  needs. 

Under  an  appropriation  (Chapter  573,  1909)  for  additional  houses, 
no  construction  work  has  been  done  this  biennial  period.  There  remains 
unexpended  $1,347.75  in  this  fund. 

Under  an  appropriation  (Chapter  558,  1909)  for  a  boiler  for  the 
kitchen,  $409.70  remains  unexpended,  as  previously  reported. 

SAN  QUENTIN  PRISON. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  biennial  period  the  great  cell 
structures  at  this  institution  had  been  well  started,  the  sliell  of  the  main 
cell  building  being  then  erected  and  the  foundations  of  the  east  and 
west  wings  partly  finished.  Since  that  time  the  main  cell  building, 
containing  800  cells,  has  been  entirely  finished,  and  all  the  plumbijig 
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installed,  and  there  remaius  but  a  few  days '  painting  to  be  done  before 
this  particular  structure  is  ready  for  formal  acceptance  by  the  Prison 
Board.  Fresh  and  salt  water  mains  have  been  laid  and  connected  up 
with  this  building,  and  in  addition  both  exterior  walls  of  the  east  and 
west  wings  above  the  foundations  have  been  finished.  The  heating 
and  ventilating  system  of  the  main  cell  building  has  been  installed  and 
the  steam  piping  to  the  plenum  chambers  is  now  going  forward. 

On  Jime  26.  1911.  the  ground  was  broken  for  the  foundations  of 
the  new  dining-room,  kitchen  and  connecting  passage,  since  which  time 
all  the  concrete  work  on  this  building  has  been  finished ;  the  buildings 
are  roofed  and  weU  along  towards  completion.  It  is  the  expectation 
at  this  time  to  be  able  to  turn  these  buildings  over  to  the  Prison  Bo?vd 
in  the  latter  part  of  !March.  1913.  In  the  erection  of  the  dining-room, 
and  in  fact  for  the  past  year  and  a  half,  the  policy  has  been  to  fabricate, 
on  the  site,  all  structures  that  could  be  handled  with  the  limited 
facilities  at  the  institution.  During  the  past  year  work  was  begim  on 
the  new  stable,  but  was  abandoned  after  the  foimdation  and  certain 
form  work  of  the  superstructure  was  completed,  as  there  seemed  to  be 
an  insufficiency  of  inmate  labor  to  cuttv  the  main  prison  structures 
and  this  building  forward  at  the  same  time. 

It  has  been  well  said  that  these  new  structures  at  San  Quentin  are 
among  the  finest  structures  of  their  kind  in  the  country,  and  as  they 
are  very  heavily  reinforced  and  of  solid  concrete,  it  appears  that  they 
should  last  forever. 

During  the  present  biennial  period  the  Department  has  gotten  out 
complete  plans  and  specifications  for  the  dining-room  and  kitchen 
structures,  also  for  a  new  stable  and  refrigerator  building,  and  for  a 
waU  which  is  to  connect  the  ends  of  the  east  and  west  wings.  This 
wall  wiU  separate  the  new  yard  enclosing  the  dining  hall  and  kitchen 
structures  from  the  old  yard. 

Prompted  by  the  desire  to  reduce  the  power  losses  in  the  jute  miU. 
our  electrical  engineer  made  a  careful  test  of  the  consiunption  of 
current  throughout  the  Industrial  portion  of  this  institution  with 
Professor  Hildebrand  and  representatives  of  the  Pacific  Gas  J.nd 
Electric  Company,  and  in  a  report  which  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Department  it  is  pointed -out  that  there  are  very  great  losses  of  power 
due  ta  several  causes,  which  might  be  enumerated  as  follows :  loss  of 
power  through  shafting  and  belting  and  inferior  wiring.  It  was 
directed  that  the  meter  of  the  power  company  be  placed  on  the  second- 
ary side  of  the  line.  By  so  doing,  the  current  consiuued  by  the  trans- 
former in  the  core  loss  wiU  be  eliminated.  It  is  estimated  that  there 
would  be  a  reduction  of  37^  per  cent  in  current  consumption  if  group 
connecting  and  individual  drives  were  substituted  for  the  few  large 
units  now  in  use. 

The  appropriations  covering  the  cost  of  this  work  are  as  follor  s : 
Chapter  562,  1911.  for  $318,270,  and  balance  of  Chapter  214.  1905. 
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$13,906.12.  Of  this  amount  $126,630  was  not  availal)le  until  July  1, 
1912.  At  the  present  time  after  caring  for  construction  work  during 
this  biennial  period,  there  is  a  balance  unexpended  of  $201,525.73.  All 
work  at  this  institution  is  cared  for  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Department,  and  inmate  labor  is  used  for  all  work.  There  was  an 
appropriation  (Chapter  60,  1911)  for  $2,000.00  to  pay  the  deficiency 
in  the  appropriation  for  the  erection  and  construction  of  certain  addi- 
tional cells.  The  appropriation  (Chapter  559,  1909)  of  $20,000.00 
for  the  construction  of  guards '  cottages  has  remained  untouched  during 
the  present  biennial  period,  as  far  as  actual  work  is  concerned.  There ' 
i-emains  a  balance  in  this  fund  of  $12,639.98.  There  seems  to  be  no 
interest  in  the  management  to  increase  the  number  of  cottages  at  this 
time. 

THE  STATE  FAIR  GROUNDS, 

At  the  meeting  of  the  last  Legislature,  there  was  an  appropriation 
(Chapter  534)  of  $30,000.00  for  dairy  buildings  and  barns,  under 
which  plans  were  drawn  for  a  new  creamery  building,  together  with  one 
dairy  building  and  two  barns  for  the  housing  of  stock.  The  first  two 
structures  were  cared  for  by  day  labor,  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
the  Department,  and  the  dry  sheds  were  built  by  contract  and  all  are 
now  completed  at  the  cost  of  $26,421.95. 

There  was  an  appropriation  (Chapter  532,  1911)  of  $10,000.00  for  a 
grand  stand.  Plans  and  specifications  were  drawn  for  this  work  and 
construction  carried  forward  by  day  labor  and  the  Avork  completed 
previous  to  the  holding  of  fair  in  September,  1911,  at  an  expense  of 
$26,922.22. 

There  was  an  appropriation  (Chapter  533,  1911)  of  $10,000.00  for 
infield,  walks  and  improvements  to  grounds,  and  under  this  appro- 
priation, the  race  track  oval  was  leveled  and  improved,  the  track  raised, 
filling  made  in  front  of  the  grandstands,  and  walks  and  lawns  through- 
out the  park  improved.  This  included  grading  and  graveling  of  the 
drives,  and  the  opening  up  of  ditches  for  the  disposal  of  floor  water. 
Under  this  appropriation  $9,729.62  has  been  expended,  leaving  a  balance 
of  $270.38. 

There  was  an  appropriation  (Chapter  531.  1911)  of  $5,000.00  for  the 
completion  of  the  Manufacturers'  Pavilion.  This  was  for  the  comple- 
tion of  the  principal  structure  Avhich  was  begun  under  an  appropriation 
(Chapter  215,  1907  and  Chapter  72,  1909).  Of  this  amount  $4,118.79 
has  been  expended,  leaving  a  balance  of  $881.21. 

Under  the  appropriation  (Chapter  71,  1909)  for  Machinery  Hall, 
tliere  was  a  balance  at  the  beginning  of  this  biennial  period  of  $1,366.66. 
This  structure  has  been  entirely  completed,  and  there  remains  a  balance 
of  $797.14. 
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Under  the  appropriation  (Chapter  69,  1909)  for  installing  a  pumping 
plant,  on  November  1,  1910,  there  was  a  balance  of  $88.20  which 
has  been  entirely  expended  in  completing  this  work. 

Under  an  appropriation  (Chapter  72,  1909)  for  Agricultural  and 
Manufacturers'  Buildings,  the  balance  of  $74.81  on  November  1,  1909, 
has  been  expended,  and  the  work  completed.  This  likewise  is  the 
case  with  the  appropriation  (Chapter  70,  1909)  for  improvements  to 
grounds,  the  balance  of  $47.09,  having  been  entirely  expended. 

CAPITOL  GROUNDS. 

The  Legislature  of  1911  made  an  appropriation  of  $25,000.00  for  the 
improvement  of  the  grounds  about  the  Capitol  Building.  Fifteen 
thousand  dollars  of  this  sum  was  expended  for  the  installation  of  a 
modern  and  up-to-date  park  lighting  system,  which  does  away  with  all 
overhead  wires ;  new  piping,  wiring  and  fixtures  for  lights  in  the  dome 
and  necessary  equipment  installed. 

Three  thousand  dollars  of  this  money  was  expended  on  what  is  known 
as  the  California  section  of  the  Park  (3^  acres  at  the  corner  of 
Fifteenth  and  L  streets).  In  performing  this  work  it  was  necessary  to 
remove  an  impractical  costly  pipe  system  that  had  been  installed  several 
years  before,  and  fill  up  and  grade  the  whole  piece  of  ground  with  the 
best  soil  and  fertilizers,  lay  out  and  make  walks,  and  plant  shrubbery. 
An  underground  storm  water  drain  system,  costing  $2,000,  was  installed 
around  the  Capitol  Building  and  along  entrance  walks  of  L,  M,  and  N 
streets,  thereby  abating  the  flooded  condition  of  these  walks  in  former 
years.  The  balance  of  the  fund  was  expended  in  miscellaneous  im- 
provements and  alterations. 

CAPITOL  BUILDING. 

There  was  an  appropriation  (Chapter  52,  1909),  balance  November  1, 
1910,  $4,193.29,  for  heating  and  ventilation.  This  was  started  in  the 
previous  biennial  period  and  is  now  completed,  with  $4,193.29  expended. 

governor's  residence. 

Under  the  appropriation.  Chapter  132,  Statutes  1909,  for  painting 
and  repairing  the  Governor's  residence,  work  was  continued  the  early 
part  of  the  present  biennial  period.  Up  to  date  $3,641.50  has  been 
expended,  leaving  a  balance  of  $24.51. 

LOS  ANGELES  EXPOSITION  BUILDING. 

Under  the  appropriation.  Chapter  699,  made  by  the  Legislature  of 
1909,  the  Exj^osition  Building  in  Los  Angeles  was  completed  the  early 
part  of  this  biennial  period,  $79,963.15  being  expended  since  November 
1,  1910,  leaving  a  balance  unexpended  of  $113.36. 
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MISSION    SOLANO,    SONOMA. 

Under  the  appropriation  (Chapter  322,  1911)  for  the  restoration  of 
the  Mission  Solano,  at  Sonoma,  plans  and  specifications  were  prepared 
by  the  Department  and  under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector,  the  work 
was  carried  forward  by  day  labor.  This  included  the  tearing  out  of 
insecure  walls  and  deteriorated  structural  members,  replacing  same  and 
restoring  the  structure;  and  $4,726.90  have  been  expended,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $273.10.

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TESTING  LABORATORY. 

Early  in  1908  this  section  of  the  Department  of  Engineering  was 
established  for  the  purpose  of  testing  the  cement  used  in  construction 
work  at  the  various  state  institutions.  Since  that  time  there  have  been 
tested  approximately  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  thousand  barrels, 
and  as  a  direct  result,  the  cement  delivered  for  state  work  has  become 
more  uniform  and  of  a  much  better  quality. 

The  testing  of  cement  is  of  so  much  importance  and  the  amount  being 
used  is  so  steadily  increasing,  that  the  Testing  Engineer  submitted  the 
following  recommendation,  dated  October  8,  1912 : 

At  present  the  testing  engineer  for  the  State  Harbor  Commission  and  the  testing 
engineer  for  the  State  Highway  Commission  and  myself  find  it  necessary  to  visit 
the  Covvell  Cement  Company's  plant  at  different  times  to  take  samples  of  cement 
for  testing  and  seal  the  bins  or  piles  of  sacked  cement  to  be  used  by  the  different 
departments.  Of  course,  when  shipments  are  made,  whether  one  car  or  more  at  a 
time,  it  necessitates  a  trip  to  attend  to  the  shipping  and  resealing. 

I  understand  that  the  Highway  Commission  is  ready  to  use  approximately  twelve 
hundred  barrels  a  month,  and  this  will  increase.  The  Harbor  Commission  is  using 
from  eight  to  ten  thousand  barrels  per  month,  and  we  need  fifteen  thousand  barrels- 
for  the  San  Francisco  and  Sacramento  armories,  and  there  are  a  number  of  ship- 
ments to  San  Quentin  Prison  and  a  number  of  single  carloads  being  shipped  to  the 
different  institutions  and  for  river  work. 

In  order  to  save  time  and  increasing  expense,  it  occurs  to  me  that  the  State, 
in  all  of  its  departments,  is  now  using  a  sufficient  quantity  of  cement  to  warrant 
placing  a  man  at  the  plant  to  attend  to  sampling,  forwarding  samples,  sealing  and 
shipping.  For  the  present,  I  estimate  that  the  shipments  will  amount  to  twelve 
thousand  barrels  per  month,  au  average  of  about  two  carloads  a  day. 

I  believe  the  best  results  are  obtained  by  sampling  at  the  factoi"y,  when  possible 
and  a  sufficient  quantity  is  used. 

Since  the  installation  of  the  blueprint  press  on  the  fourth  floor,  I  am  handi- 
capped in  handling  samples  from  our  present  shipments,  and  any  great  amount  of 
testing  occasioned  by  large  jobs  is  impossible  without  more  room. 

Instead  of  the  man  at  the  plant  forwarding  samples  to  the  separate  state  labora- 
tories, I  offer  as  a  suggestion  that  all  samples  be  sent  to  one  laboratory,  and  a  man 
placed  in  charge  of  all  the  cement  testing  at  that  laboratory  and  report  if  necessary 
to  the  respective  departments. 

Acting  upon  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  foregoing  communica- 
tion, an  inspector  was  stationed  at  the  works  of  the  Henry  (V)well  Lime 
and  Cement  Company,  at  Cowell.  He  seals  the  bins  of  cement  intended 
for  the  use  of  the  State,  takes  samples  thereof  which  are  forwarded  to 
the  purchaser,  the  Department  of  Engineering,  State  Board  of  Harbor 
Commissioners  or  State  Highway  Commission,  as  the  case  may  be,  and 
upon  requisition  attends  to  shipping  the  cement  to  its  destination.  The 
samples  of  cement  are  tested  by  the  Department  or  Commission  ordering 
it.  The  inspector  is  maintained  jointl.y  by  the  Department  and  Com- 
missions named,  and  remains  constantly  on  duty  at  the  plant.  This 
arrangement  is  to  continue  only  during  the  life  of  the  present  contracts 
with  the  manufacturers. 

Two  years  ago  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  extend  this  Department 
to  include  the  testing  of  other  materials.  Accordingly  more  room  was 
obtained  and  additional  equipment  installed  for  various  tests.  The 
results  obtained  were  so  very  satisfactory  and  afforded  the  Department 
of  Engineering  such  a  degree  of  protection  in  the  purchase  of  materials. 
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that  it  was  decided,  early  in  1912,  to  still  further  enlarge  the  laboratory 
by  equipping  it  for  more  varied  tests. 

Some  idea  of  the  variety  of  tests  now  being  conducted  in  the  labora- 
tory of  the  Department  may  be  obtained  from  a  perusal  of  the  following 
reports  by  the  Testing  Engineer,  since  February,  1912. 

Cement. 

Physical  tests  of  forty  (40)  carloads  of  Portland  cement  received  for  construction 
work  at  the  several  state  institutions. 

Scale. 

Chemical  analyses  of  scale  in  steam  pipe  ;  in  other  words,  deposit  from  water  used 
in  boilers,  that  steps  might  be  taken  to  prevent  same. 

Refrigerating   insulations. 

A  comparative  test  of  refrigerating  insulations.  This  was  to  determine  the 
advisability  of  using  cocoanut  fibre  blocks  in  place  of  cork.  This  was  an  actual 
refrigerating  test  extending  over  a  period  of  two  weeks. 

Oil   tanl<. 

Two  water  tests  of  oil  tank  erected  at  the  Veterans'  Home,  Yountville.  Several 
leaks  appeared  during  the  first  test  and  after  these  were  remedied  by  the  contractor, 
the  second  test  was  made  before  the  acceptance  of  the  tank  by  this  Department. 

Wliite  cement. 

Two  different  samples  of  the  new  Santa  Cruz  White  Cement  were  submitted 
for  tests,  that  the  Santa  Cruz  Portland  Cement  Company  might  be  in  a  position 
to  bid  against  other  white  cements  on  the  market. 

Reinforcing    fabric. 

Beginning  June  1st,  preparations  were  made  for  testing  different  reinforcements 
of  Clinton  and  American  reinforcing  fabric  and  plain  steel  rods,  in  connection  with 
concrete  floor  slabs.  The  slabs  were  made  the  latter  part  of  June  and  loaded  for 
test  in  thirty  (30)  days.  In  connection  with  the  load  tests,  a  compression  test  of 
the  concrete  was  made,  also  tension  tests  made  of  the  longitudinal  wires  in  the 
fabrics,  and  the  steel  rods.  The  duration  of  the  test  extended  over  a  period  of 
two  months. 

Steel   coating. 

A  comparative  test  of  several  of  the  leading  brands  of  iron  and  steel  coatings, 
covering  a  period  of  fifteen  (15)  days  has  been  made,  thus  enabling  the  Department 
to  select  the  better  grades  for  its  uses. 

Roofing    paints. 

A  comparative  test  of  the  paints  used  in  coating  felt  roofing  has  been  made,  guing 
to  show  that  there  are  some  inferior  grades  of  paints  on  the  market  that  injure  felt 
roofings  and  shorten  their  lives  very  materially. 

Radiator  traps. 

Exhaustive  tests  of  radiator  steam  traps  for  vacuum  heating  systems  have  been 
conducted,  necessitating  the  installation  of  special  apparatus  for  this  purpose.  The 
installation  of  the  apparatus  and  the  conducting  of  tests  extended  over  a  period  of 
six  (6)  weeks.  The  Department  is  now  able  to  select  the  most  efficient  traps  for 
heating  sj-stems. 

Aggregate. 

Examinations  and  tests  of  crushed  rock,  gravel,  and  sand  are  continually  being 
made,  thus  enabling  the  Department  to  select  the  best  grades  of  aggregate  for 
concrete  work. 

INCOMPLETE  TESTS. 
Steam    pipe   insulation. 

During  the  month  of  May,  this  year,  comparative  tests  of  different  makes  and 
grades  of  steam  pipe  insulations  were  begun,  at  the  Napa  State  Hospital,  using  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  heat  radiations,  a  two-inch  steam  line.  Other  tests 
are  being  conducted  by  the  Department. 
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Metal   lath. 

A  comparative  test  to  determine  the  life  and  durability  of  metal  lath  is  being 
conducted. 
Concrete  waterproofing   compounds. 

At  present,  preparations  are  being  made  by  the  installation  of  special  apparatus 
to  conduct  exhaustive  tests  of  the  several  waterproofing  compounds  now  on  the 
market.  Besides  the  permeability  tests,  tests  to  determine  the  effect  of  each  compound 
upon  the  strength  of  the  concrete  will  be  made. 

The  State  Board  of  Control,  in  considering  contracts  for  textile  fabrics  and  fuel 
for  public  institutions,  requires  two  tests  to  be  made  of  goods  submitted.  Upon 
request  from  the  Board  this  office  has  made  twenty-six  tests  of  samples  of  woolen 
blankets  and  coal. 

As  the  blankets  are  bought  according  to  the  percentage  of  wool  contained  therein, 
and  the  coal  bought  by  the  number  of  British  thermal  units  per  pound,  it  is  quite 
necessary  that  these  tests  be  made. 

Copies  of  all  reports,  accompanied  with  test  data,  also  with  photographs  where 
necessary,  are  on  file. 

A  summary  of  the  work  done  in  this  branch  of  the  Department  shows  at  least 
one  hundred  and  one  samples  received  for  testing  since  February,  1912,  and  248  tests 
conducted  as  a  result. 

In  accordance  with  your  wishes,  the  field  of  operations  has  been  materially 
increased  in  the  past  six  months  and  it  is  also  my  desire  to  continue  enlarging  the 
laboratory  and  adding  to  it  all  apparatus  necessary  to  conduct  tests  of  any  character, 
thus  protecting  and  aiding  the  State  in  the  purchasing  and  acceptance  of  materials. 

Since  the  foregoing  report  was  submitted,  the  test  of  the  steam  pipe 
insulation  has  been  completed,  the  full  report  of  which  follows  later. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  many  tests  of  other  building  materials  have 
been  made,  including  steel,  hard  wall  plasters,  lime,  brick,  composition 
roofings,  wall  board,  and  asphaltum.  The  mechanical  analyses  of  sand, 
gravel  and  rock  are  being  made  and  the  proportioning  of  aggregate  for 
concrete  to  be  used  for  the  various  buildings  under  construction  is  also 
determined  by  this  section  of  the  Department. 

To  illustrate  the  extent  of  these  tests,  the  time  and  painstaking  labor 
required,  the  variety  of  apparatus  and  equipment  necessary,  and  the 
laboratory  space  needed  for  use  in  conducting  these  tests  so  as  to  obtain 
results  that  shall  be  of  value  to  the  State,  a  few  typical  records  of  tests 
are  hereto  appended. 

REPORT  OF  TESTS  OF  RAIIIATOR  STEAM   TRAPS. 

The  testing  apparatus,  set  up  as  illustrated* in  the  diagram  plate,  consists  of  an 
American  radiator  of  sixty  square  feet  surface,  provided  with  thermometers  in  the 
top  of  three  of  the  sections  and  at  the  base  in  the  inlet  and  outlet  ends,  so  that  any 
tendency  to  air  bind  can  be  detected.  It  is  also  provided  with  a  gauge  glass  on  the 
side  of  the  radiator  so  as  to  detect  any  tendency  to  collect  water.  A  steam  separator 
is  placed  in  the  steam  line  on  the  inlet  side  of  the  radiator  to  remove  any  water  and 
insure  practically  dry  steam  entering  the  radiator ;  a  mercui-y  manometer  is  also 
connected  to  the  steam  pipe  near  the  radiator  on  the  intake  end,  by  which  the 
pressure  may  be  observed.  The  trap  under  test  is  placed  at  the  outlet  of  the 
radiator  and  the  discharge  carried  through  a  water  seal,  provided  with  thermometer 
as  shown,  into  a  collecting  tank  A  below,  from  which  it  can  be  drawn  off  at  pleasure. 
The  vapor  passed  through  the  trap  is  carried  up  and  over  into  an  auxiliary  radiator, 
also  provided  with  a  thermometer,  where  it  is  condensed  and  dropped  into  tank  B 
shown  at  the  left  of  the  cut.  The  system  beyond  the  trap  being  tested  is  under 
vacuum,  which  is  maintained  by  a  steam  driven  pump.  Tanks  A  and  B  are  connected 
by  a  pipe  having  a  hump  in  it,  so  that  no  coudeuspd  steam  can  pass  from  B  to  A. 
This  arrangement  would  probably  cause  reevaporation  to  occur  in  tank  .4,  due  to  the 
drop  in  pressure,  and  this  vapor  would  pass  into  tank  B,  since  the  temperature  in  B

is  much  lower  tliau  that  iu  .1.  The  water  drawn  from  tank  li  then  represents  the 
vapor  pasjyng  through  the  trap  under  test,  togetlier  with  the  reevaporation  in  tank  A. 
The  -object  of  these  traps  is  to  pass  all  w'ater  and  air  with  a  minimum  loss  of 
steam.  The  results  of  the  tests  are  recorded  on  the  accompanying  data  sheets,  which 
exhibit  the  amount  of  steam  loss. 

After  each  run,  the  water  in  tank  A  was  weighed,  this  being  the  amount  passed  by 
the  trap  under  test.  The  water  in  tank  /i.  representing  the  steam  lost  through  the 
trap  and  condensed  in  the  auxiliary  radiator  iihis  the  reevaporation  in  tank  A,  was 
also  weighed,  the  percentage  of  steam  loss  being  calculated  by  dividing  the  weight  of 
water  in  tank  B  by  the  weight  of  water  in  tank  A.  Any  tendency  to  air  bind  is 
noted  immediately  by  low  readings  of  the  thermometers  at  outlet  and  numbers  one  (1), 
two  (2)   and  three  (3)  at  the  top  of  radiator. 

In  making  these  tests  there  was  no  effort  made  to  eliminate  grease,  scale  and  dirt 
fi'om  the  apparatus,  the  object  being  only  to  determine  how  the  different  traps  would 
work  under  these  conditions,  as  they  exist  to  some  extent  in  all  steam  heating  systems. 
From  examinations  made  of  the  interior  of  the  various  traps  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  tests,  it  was  found,  as  evidenced  by  the  data  sheets,  that  grease,  scale  and  dirt 
accumulated  more  or  less  on  the  valves  and  valve  seats,  according  to  their  construction. 
The  more  pronounced  this  condition,  the  greater  tendency  toward  clogging  and 
steam  loss. 

These  tests  were  confined  entirely  to  thermostatic  traps,  listed  below,  the  data 
sheets  attached  herewith  covering  two  tests  of  each  :

All  traps  installed  should  be  fully  guaranteed,  as  regards  wear,  defects  and 
certainty  of  operation  for  a  specified  period. 
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REPORT  OP  TESTS  OP  REINFORCING  CONCRETE  FLOOR  SLABS. 

These  tests  were  conducted  in  the  Machinery  Hall,  Agricultural  Park, 
Sacramento,  during  June  and  July.     The  slabs  tested  were  mixed  in  the 

proportions  of — 

One  part  Portland  cement ; 
Two  parts  sand  ; 

One  part  rock  screenings  with  dust  out ; 
Three  parts  crushed  rock. 
The  cement  was  Standard  Davenport,  and  the  sand  "Lapis"  No.  4,  from  Monterey, 
California.  The  screenings  and  rock  in  slabs  Nos.  1,  2,  4,  and  5  was  "Cordelia" 
crushed  rock  from  Solano  County,  California,  and  the  screenings  and  rock  in  slab 
No.  3  was  Natomas  crushed  cobbles  from  Folsom,  California.  The  slabs  were  made 
10  feet  6  inches  long,  4  feet  wide  and  4  inches  thick,  and  the  reinforcement  placed 
1  inch  above  the  bottoms,  the  ends  being  bent  around  ^  inch  rods  placed  3  inches  in 
from  the  ends  of  the  slabs. 

Preparatory  to  testing,  two  12  inch  by  12  inch  by  8  foot  timbers  were  placed 
parallel  on  a  concrete  floor,  8  feet  6  inches  on  centers,  and  in  grooves  made  one 
inch  deep  in  these  timbers  were  placed  two  6  feet  pieces  of  heavy  4  inch  pipe,  on 
these  were  placed  two  6  inch  by  12  inch  by  4  feet  timbers  grooved  one  side  for  pipe. 
On  these  the  slab  was  placed  giving  a  span  of  8  feet  6  inches.  This  arrangement 
allows  the  top  timbers  to  rock  with  the  slab  under  test. 

The  load  was  applied  to  third  points  of  the  slab  by  placing  timbers  crosswise,  the 
centers  being  2  feet  10  inches  from  bearing  points  and  across  these,  12  inch  by  12  inch 
timbers  were  laid  upon  which  the  pig  iron  was  piled. 

For  the  purpose  of  reading  deflection,  cords  were  stretched  between  nails  secured 
to  center  of  slabs  directly  over  center  of  pipes  and  deflections  read  on  scales  secured 
to  the  edge  of  the  slabs  at  the  middle  of  the  span. 

Slabs  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  were  made  June  2Gth  and  tested  July  2Gth.     Slabs  Nos.  4 
and  5  were  made  June  27th  and  tested  July  27th.     The  weights  of  timbers  used  in 
slabs  are  recorded  in  first  figured  loads.

The  method  of  supporting  and  loading  the  slabs  tested  and  the  characteristics  of 
their  failure  are  illustrated  iu  the  photographs  appended  hereto. 

Steam    pipe    insulation. 

Complying  with  your  instructions,  I  have,  during  the  past  three  (3)  months, 
conducted  comparative  tests  of  different  fire  proof  steam  pipe  coverings. 

While  it  is  possible  to  go  into  this  matter  much  more  exhaustively  at  greater 
expense,  I  feel  that  enough  knowledge  has  been  gained  to  enable  this  Department 
to  select  economical  coverings  for  its  different  uses. 

For  the  pun^ose  of  determining  the  heat  radiated  from  the  coverings,  I  used  a 
straight  two  (2)  inch  steam  line  at  the  Napa  State  Hospital.  Installing  six  (6) 
lengths  of  eighteen  (18)  feet,  each  of  one  (1)  inch  thick  coverings  of  the  following 
makes :

Beginning  at  a  point  175  feet  from  the  boilers,  these  were  placed  on  the  pipe  in 
a  manner  to  give  each  make  two  nine  (9)  foot  sections  at  two  diffei-ent  points.  A 
steam  gauge  was  connected  to  the  pipe  near  the  last  section  of  covering  farthest 
from  the  boilers  and  the  pressure  of  this  point  was  shown  to  be  not  over  two  pounds 
below  pressure  at  boilers. 

An  average  steam  pressure  of  eighty  (80)  pounds  was  constantly  maintained  in 
this  line ;  and  during  the  periods  of  temperature  readings,  the  pressure  was  kept  as 
nearly  constant  as  possible,  not  varying  more  than  two  pounds  higher  or  lower  than 
the  pressure  recorded  at  different  dates  on  the  accompanying  data  sheets. 

The  tunnel  temperature  ranged  from  74.2  to  89.7  degrees  Fahr.  The  average  of 
forty-five  readings  being  83  degrees  Fahr. 

The  efficiency  of  coverings  is  shown  in  table  No.  13,  and  the  absorption  test  in 
table  No.  14. 

Following  is  a  brief  description  of  each  covering : 

Nos.  1,  5,  G,  8,  solid  moulded  sectional  covering  compo.sed  of  85  per  cent  carbonate 
of  magnesia  ;  finished  with  canvas.  Magnesia  is  one  of  the  best  non-conducting  mate- 
rials.    It  gives  good  efficiency  on  all  steam  pipes.     The  weak  point  of  this  covering  is

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that  under  prolonged  high  heat,  it  becomes  weak  in  structure  and  disintegrates.  This 
condition  is  hastened  by  the  vibration  of  the  pipes  and  their  expansion  and  contrac- 
tion, reducing  the  thiclcness  of  the  upper  side,  and  the  material  sifting  to  the  underside 
of  the  pipe,  making  the  insulation  thinnest  on  top  where  it  should  remain  heavy.  It 
may  take  several  years  to  produce  this  condition  and  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  until 
the  canvas  comes  in  contact  with  the  pipe  on  top.  It  is  a  fragile  covering  and  is  easily 
broken  in  place  and  if  removed  from  the  pipes  is  very  likely  to  be  broken  up  entirely. 

No.  2,  solid  moulded  sectional  covering  composed  of  asbestos  fibre  loosely  felted 
together ;  finished  with  canvas.  A  heavy  covering  but  durable  and  will  hold  together 
with  much  handling. 

No.  3,  laminated  sectional  covering  composed  of  eight  layers  of  good  grade  asbestos 
paper  with  corrugated  layers  between,  forming  small  air  ducts  radially  around  the 
covering ;  finished  with  canvas.  A  very  durable  covering :  the  arch  construction 
makes  it  strong  and  it  has  nearly  the  same  efficiency  as  85  per  cent  magnesia  on 
steam  pipes  carrying  up  to  100  pounds  pressure. 

No.  4,  solid  moulded  sectional  covering  composed  of  diatomaceous  earth  (Kie- 
selgehr),  combined  with  asbestos  fibre,  finished  with  canvas.  A  very  dur.able  covering 
and  one  that  may  be  removed  and  reapplied  many  times  without  injury. 

No.  7,  laminated  sectional  covering  composed  of  five  layers  of  an  inferior  grade  of 
asbestos  paper  with  corrugated  layers  between,  forming  longitudinal  air  celis  :  finished 
with  light  grade  of  canvas.  An  inexpensive  covering  for  low  pressure  steam  lines.  Is 
easily  crushed  and  should  it  become  wet  the  tendency  is  to  settle  to  the  underside  of 
the  pipes. 

No.  9,  solid  moulded  sectional  covering  composed  of  infusorial  earth  (fossil  meal), 
combined  with  asbestos  fibre  principally ;  finished  with  canvas.  A  rather  heavy  cov- 
ering, but  durable  and  may  be  removed  when  repairs  are  to  be  made  and  replaced.

In  response  to  a  request  addressed  to  heads  of  divisions  and  sections 
of  the  Department  for  suggestions  for  the  betterment  of  the  service  of 
of  the  Department,  the  testing  engineer  replied  with  the  following  letter 
which  is  presented  as  stating  the  needs  of  the  testing  sections  of  this 
Department : 

In  response  to  your  communication,  dated  October  11th,  requesting  any  recommen- 
dations or  ideas  that  might  lead  to  the  betterment  or  greater  efficiency  of  the  State 
Department  of  Engineering,  I  would  like  to  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  go 
into  a  matter  that  has  presented  itself  very  forcibly  to  me  during  the  past  few  months 
concerning  the  testing  laboratory  or  laboratories,  of  the  State. 

At  present  there  are  three  laboratories  maintained  by  the  State  under  the  State 
Department  of  Engineering — one  at  San  Francisco  for  the  Harbor  Commission  ;  one  at 
Agricultural  Park,  Sacramento,  for  the  Highway  Commission,  and  one  at  the  State 
Capitol,  directly  under  your  charge. 

The  Testing  Engineers  in  charge  of  these  respective  laboratories  are  working  in 
perfect  harmony,  but  are  handicapped  more  or  less  by  lack  of  proper  quarters  and 
apparatus. 

The  laboratory  at  the  Ferry  Building  is  handling  principally  cement,  aggregate  and 
concrete.  At  the  Highway  Laboratory,  the  road  materials  are  handled,  including  to 
some  extent  the  same  line  of  work  that  is  being  conducted  at  the  Ferry  Building.  At 
the  laboratory  in  the  Capitol  Building,  we  are  testing  numerous  varieties  of  building 
materials  and  supplies,  including  in  part  the  line  of  materials  tested  by  the  other 
laboratories. 

The  present  arrangement  may  have  been  advisable,  but  it  has  been  clearly  demon- 
strated to  me  of  late  that  a  general  fully  equipped  State  laboratory  is  well  worth  con- 
sideration, both  in  point  of  efficiency  and  economy. 

We  have  outgrown  our  rooms  in  the  Capitol  Building,  thereby  limiting  the  addition 
of  important  machinery  and  apparatus  for  testing  purposes.  The  laboratory  at  Agri- 
(Hiltural  Park  is  very  poorly  situated  for  good  results  and  the  laboratory  at  the  Ferry 
Building  is  already  crowded  tor  room  and  lacks  equipment. 
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Therefore,  in  order  to  handle  the  increasing  amount  of  work,  it  is  becoming  very 
necessary  (perhaps  more  so  for  myself  on  account  of  our  great  variety  of  tests)  for 
the  respective  engineers  to  operate  to  a  certain  extent  at  the  different  laboratories,  for 
the  reason  that  none  are  fully  equipped  and  one  often  has  what  apparatus  the  other 
lacks. 

Possibly  it  might  be  well  to  consider  the  plan  of  having  each  of  these  laboratories, 
as  they  now  stand,  a  unit  to  handle  a  certain  line  of  woi'k  and  exchange  or  arrange 
their  present  apparatus  and  further  equip  to  suit.  But  this  does  not  appeal  to  me  as 
practical  as  a  general  laboratory,  brought  under  one  head,  well  lighted  and  ventilated 
and  situated  as  near  as  possible  to  the  State's  general  sources  of  supply  in  order  to 
facilitate  the  work. 

With  the  expenditure  of  a  few  thousand  dollars  in  proper  quarters,  and  additional 
apparatus,  the  State  of  California  could  easily  maintain  an  up-to-date  laboratory  and 
one  as  efficient  as  can  be  found  on  the  coast.  A  fund  might  be  created  for  this  purpose 
and  a  yearly  amount  set  aside  to  defray  the  expenses  incurred  by  such  a  laboratory 
for  the  protection  of  the  State. 

I  might  state  here  that  in  the  purchasing  of  additional  apparatus  during  the  last 
few  months,  I  have  advised,  and  through  your  efforts  have  obtained,  the  best  on  the 
market  with  an  eye  to  recommendations  of  the  above  character. 

SAN  FRANCISCO   HARBOR  FRONT. 

At  the  time  of  the  last  biennial  report,  Mr.  Ralph  Barker  was  Assist- 
ant State  Engineer.  He  resigned  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  A.  V. 
Saph,  May  23,  1911.  Mr.  Jerome  Newman  was  appointed  to  succeed 
the  latter  as  Assistant  State  Engineer  and  assigned  to  the  work  of  the 
harbor  front  on  August  8,  1912. 

It  should  be  understood  that  the  administration  of  the  San  Francisco 
harbor  front  is  conducted  exclusively  by  the  Board  of  State  Harbor 
Commissioners  who  make  a  report  of  their  administration  of  its  affairs 
directly  to  the  Governor. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  law  creating  the  Department  of  Engineer- 
ing, one  Assistant  State  Engineer  is  assigned  to  duty  with  the  Board. 
He  makes  all  plans  for  work  on  the  harbor  front  and  superintends 
and  directs  construction  according  to  the  plans  which  must  have  been 
approved  by  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Department  of  Engineering. 

The  work  executed  under  Messrs.  Barker  and  Saph  for  two  years 
ending  June  30,  1912,  is  summarized  in  the  following  report : 

Report  of  work  executed  on  San  Francisco  harbor  front,  July  1,  1910  to  June  30,  1912, 
under  direction  of  A.  V.  Saph,  Assistant  State  Engineer,  in  charge. 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  report  of  the  Assistant  State  Engineer  for  the  two  fiscal 
years  commencing  .July  1,  1910,  and  ending  June  30,  1912.  Tlie  writer  took  charge  of 
the  work  May  23.  1011,  and  previous  to  that  date  the  work  was  in  charge  of  Mr. 
Ralph  Barker,  Assistant  State  Engineer. 

During  Mr.  Barker's  portion  of  the  period  covered  by  this  report  the  principal 
items  of  work  accomplished  were  as  follows  : 

The  completion  of  pier  No.  54,  which  was  acc:^pted  .Tniuiary  12,  1911.  This  pier 
was  about  67  per  cent  completed  during  the  preceding  two  fiscal  years. 

Section  No.  9  of  the  seawall  was  finished  and  accepted  October  13,  1910,  00  per 
cent  of  the  work  having  been  done  in  the  period  covered  by  the  preceding  rei)ort. 

The  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  for  section  No.  10  of  the  seawall  and 
its  construction  to  ap])roximateIy  80  per  cent  complctitiii.  Th;>  remaining  20  per 
cent  was  completed  under  the  writer  and  accepted  September  7,  1911. 

The  design  of  the  grain  elevator  on  section  No.  3  of  the  seawall.  Mr.  Barker 
started  the  construction  but  most  of  it  was  done  under  the  writer  and  accepted 
September  28.  1911. 
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For  convenience,  I  shall  report  on  the  later  work  under  the  following  headings : 
3.  The  Embarcadero  or  East  Street. 

2.  Electrical  Department. 

3.  Tugs  and  Dredgers. 

4.  Belt   Railroad. 

5.  Repairs. 

6.  New  Piers  under  Contract. 

7.  Plans  in  Preparation. 

8.  Increase  in  Port  Facilities. 

The  Embarcadero  or  East  Street.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  maintenance  work, 
our  force  has  laid  a  new  basalt  block  pavement  on  a  sand  foundation,  extending 
from  pier  No.  34  to  pier  No.  38  and  between  the  bulkhead  wall  and  the  Belt  Railroad 
tracks.  This  has  done  much  to  relieve  the  congestion  of  traffic,  which  has  previously 
been  confined  to  the  bulkhead  wharf.  Traffic  over  this  portion  of  the  front  has  been 
increased  by  the  improvement  of  Beale  street. 

Wood  block  pavement  has  been  placed  at  the  approaches  to  piers  No.  7  and  No.  9, 
and  at  these  places  walks  have  been  made  to  the  car  tracks.  The  wood  block  cross- 
ing on  the  northerly  line  of  Market  street  has  been  extended. 

The  electric  lighting  ha-s  been  improved  by  the  placing  of  twenty  lamps  between 
the  Chief  Wharfinger's  office  and  pier  No.  11,  and  twenty-four  lamps  between  piers 
Nos.  34  and  44.     The  poles  for  these  lights  are  of  our  own  design. 

Electrical  Department.  This  department  has  been  kept  very  busy  and  our  instal- 
lation is  now  decidedly  more  efficient  and  economical,  and  less  dangerous.  Under 
this  department,  the  lights  along  East  street,  already  mentioned,  were  placed.  The 
lower  gangway  in  the  Ferry  Building  has  been  improved  both  in  appearance  and 
safety,  by  a  systematic  arrangement,  in  accordance  with  rules,  of  the  wiring  of  the 
different  companies  as  well  as  our  own  wiring.  Tungsten  lamps  have  in  a  number 
of  cases  been  substituted  for  arc  lights,  resulting  in  a  saving.  A  system  has  been 
established  by  which  the  main  office  is  kept  informed  if  the  different  fog  bells  are 
ringing ;  a  system  of  signal  lights  has  been  placed  in  the  Ferry  Building,  by  which  it 
can  be  determined  whether  or  not  the  lights  at  the  ends  of  the  dolphins  are  burning. 

Tugs  and  Dredgers.  The  dredging  has  been  kept  well  in  hand,  and  every  effort 
has  been  made  to  dredge  slips  promptly  upon  receipt  of  request.  The  principal  work 
has  been  the  removal  of  the  material  which  is  constantly  being  deposited  in  the 
slips.  Our  dredgers  removed  the  rock  which  was  blasted  by  contract  on  the  site  of 
new  pier  No.  26  and  by  following  up  the  contractor  closely,  similar  trouble  to  that 
which  has  occurred  at  pier  No.  .54  was  avoided.  A  great  amount  of  time  has  been 
spent  at  pier  No.  54  in  removing  the  rock. 

Oil  burning  systems  have  been  contracted  for  to  replace  coal  burning  on  both  tugs. 
and  dredger  No.  2  and  a  material  saving  is  assured.  Such  a  substitution  has  pre- 
viously been  made  on  dredger  No.  3. 

A  contract  has  also  been  let  for  an  oil  burning  system  in  the  boating  plant  in 
the  Ferry  Building. 

Belt  Railroad.  The  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Belt  Railroad  will  be 
covered  by  the  report  of  the  superintendent.  The  principal  items  of  new  work  have 
been  the  constructing  of  spur  tracks  to  serve  piers  Nos.  9,  11  and  12,  each  of  which 
was  widened  on  one  side.  The  widening  of  pier  No.  12  was  done  by  contract.  The 
Board's  forces  are  now  connecting  this  track  on  pier  No.  12  with  the  southerly  section 
of  the  Belt  Railroad  and  this  will  furnish  a  part  of  that  connection,  which  it  is  the 
desire  of  the  Board  to  make,  between  the  northerly  and  southerly  sections  of  the 
Belt  Railroad. 

Repairs.  Until  October  7,  1911,  the  repair  work  was  done  under  contract. 
Since  that  time  it  has  been  done  by  the  Board's  force  and  until  March  38,  1932,  was 
under  the  writer's  charge. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  repair  work  the  concrete  piers  supporting  the  apron 
hoists  in  ferry  slips  Nos.  3  and  5  have  been  replaced  in  a  manner  different  from  that 
used  before  in  slip  No.  4.  In  all  of  the  slips  accommodating  propeller  boats,  the 
mud  has  been  drawn  down  by  the  propellers,  exposing  the  untreated  piles  supporting 
the  concrete  piers.  In  repairing  slip  No.  4,  the  concrete  piers  were  supported  id 
carried  down  an  additional  depth.  A  further  drawing  down  of  the  mud  has  again 
exposed  the  piles.  In  slips  Nos.  3  and  5  the  old  concrete  work  was  removed  entirely 
and  the  new  piers,  which  are  smaller  than  the  old  ones,  rest  on  reinforced  concrete 
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piles,  the  first  to  be  used  on  the  water  front.  This  method  of  repair  was  less 
expensive  and  less  dangerous,  and  has  the  additional  advantage  that  the  safety  will 
not  be  threatened  by  any  probable  lowering  of  the  mud  line. 

l^ew  Piers  under  Contract.  Under  the  $9,000,000  bond  issue,  four  contracts  have 
been  let  during  the  past  year  for  five  new  piers,  Nos.  17,  30  and  32,  2G  and  28. 

Pier  No.  17  is  to  be  800  feet  long  and  12G  feet  wide.  The  type  of  substructure 
adopted  for  the  deep  mud  existing  in  this  section  consists  of  timber  piles  protected 
by  hollow  reinforced  concrete  cylinders,  the  space  between  the  pile  and  concrete  shell 
being  filled  with  sand.  These  concrete  cylinders  are  20  inches  inside  diameter  and 
3  inches  thick  and  are  made  in  such  lengths  as  to  extend  8  feet  below  the  probable 
mud  line  as  lowered  by  future  dredging  to  elevation  4(J  feet  at  the  side  of  the  pier. 
Similar  cylinders  have  been  used  on  bulkhead  wharf  construction  on  the  water  front 
before,  but  not  in  such  lengths  or  in  such  an  extensive  installation  as  a  pier.  These 
concrete  cylinders  are  made  horizontally  in  one  length,  and  while  cracks  have  fre- 
quently opened  through  handling  in  the  yard  and  to  the  barge,  this  trouble  can  be 
avoided  by  the  exercise  of  more  care. 

The  girders  of  the  floor  system  are  of  steel  fully  protected  by  concrete  and  rigidly 
connected  to  the  concrete  cap  over  the  pile.  The  joists  and  flooring  are  of  wood, 
the  upper  layer  of  floor  being  cedar.     The  shed  is  to  be  of  wood. 

In  the  same  contract  is  a  length  of  324  feet  of  bulkhead  wharf  and  concrete 
seawall.  This  wall  rests  on  timber  piles  driven  through  the  old  rock  seawall,  which 
has  been  in  place  twenty-eight  yeai's  and  is  therefore  well  settled  and  compacted. 
The  bulkhead  wharf  floor  is  of  reinforced  concrete  resting  on  reinforced  concrete 
piles  driven  through  the  old  rock  wall. 

Piers  Nos.  30  and  32  are  to  be  of  reinforced  concrete  except  the  shed,  which  is  to 
be  of  timber  construction,  accommodating  the  desires  of  the  American  Hawaiian 
Steamship  Company,  which  is  to  use  these  piers.  The  type  of  construction  is  practi- 
cally the  same  as  that  used  in  piers  Nos.  3G,  38  and  40  since  the  same  hard  foundation 
was  found  by  borings.  No  tests  were  made  as  to  the  carrying  power,  but  a  unit  load 
of  5  tons  per  square  foot  on  the  soil  was  allowed,  as  had  been  done  before.  A  test 
made  for  piers  38  and  40  proved  that  such  a  foundation  will  carry  30,000  pounds  per 
square  foot  without  settlement   (Report  190G-1908,  p.  81). 

A  deviation  from  former  plans  consists  in  making  use  of  a  portion  of  the  space 
between  the  two  piers  outside  of  the  water  front  line  and  extending  the  sheds  over 
this  space.  The  berthing  spaces  between  the  two  piers  are  therefore  shorter  than 
those  outside. 

There  are  to  be  installed  on  these  piers  up-to-date  freight-handling  devices  con- 
sisting of  traveling  cranes,  telphers,  and  shiptowers,  the  first  installation  of  the  kind 
on  the  San  Francisco  water  front.  These  devices  are  to  be  installed  by  the  steamship 
company. 

The  contract  for  these  piers  includes  a  section  280  feet  8g  inches  long  of  seawall 
and  bulkhead  wharf  closing  the  gap  hitherto  existing  north  of  pier  No.  34.  This  is 
the  same  type  of  construction  as  described  for  pier  No.  17. 

Piers  Nos.  26  and  28  are  to  be  similar  in  construction  to  piers  Nos.  30  and  32,  with 
the  exception  that  the  shed  on  pier  No.  28  is  to  be  of  steel  and  reinforced  concrete,  as 
desired  by  the  Matson  Navigation  Company,  to  whom  it  has  been  assigned.  Pier 
No.  26  will  have  travelling  cranes.  On  pier  No.  28  no  provision  has  been  made  for 
mechanical  freight-handling  devices. 

For  piers  Nos.  26,  28,  .30  and  32  there  has  been  adopted  a  type  of  suspended  fender 
iu  the  effort  to  decrease  the  heavy  maintenance  cost.  In  this  neighborhood  untreated 
fender  piles  are  often  found  eaten  off  by  the  teredo  and  swinging  loo.se  in  one  year. 

On  these  piers,  also,  considerable  attention  has  been  paid  to  architectural  treat- 
ment. A  modified  mission  style  has  been  adopted  for  the  front.  This  will  serve  to 
make  the  water  front  more  attractive  and  will,  it  is  thought,  meet  with  general 
approval. 

Plans  in  Preparation.  Upon  receipt  of  instructions  to  prepare  plans  for  four  new 
piers  on  the  northern  front,  studies  were  made  for  the  development  of  this  section. 
On  May  27th  a  layout  involving  seven  new  piers  was  informally  adopted  by  the 
commissioners,  and  plans  ordered  for  these  seven  piers.  At  the  i)r(>sent  time  plans 
for  all  of  these  piers  are  in  various  stages  of  comi)letion  varying  from  10  per  cent  to 
80  per  cent,  and  are  on  the  average  about  !")0  per  cent  completed.  Four  of  these  piers 
will  be  longer  than  any  heretofore  built  on  the  water  front. 
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Increase  in  Port  Facilities.  In  1908,  in  a  report  to  the  Federated  Harbor  Im- 
provement Associations,  an  estimate  was  made  of  the  requirements  for  the  future, 
based  upon  the  increase  in  cargo  passed  over  the  San  Francisco  wharves  up  to  1907. 
In  1907  the  amount  of  freight  was  0,802.792  tons,  and  it  was  found  that  the  normal 
increase  would  make  it  necessary  to  take  care  of  13,000,000  tons  in  1932.  It  was, 
however,  recommended  that  accommodations  be  furnished  for  this  increase  of  90  per 
cent  in  twenty  years,  or  by  1927.  We  are  now  handling  practically  the  same  amount 
as  in  1907,  with  a  slightly  reduced  berthing  space. 

The  five  new  piei's  now  being  built  give  about  21  per  cent  more  berthing  space 
than  we  have  in  the  twenty-six  main  piers  now  existing,  and  about  38  per  cent  more 
area.  The  seven  piers  being  planned  will  give  an  increase  in  berths  of  38  per  cent, 
and  an  increase  in  area  of  HG  per  cent.  With  these  twelve  piers  there  will  be  59  per 
cent  more  berth  space  and  94  per  cent  more  area  than  with  the  present  piers.  These 
twelve  piers  will  increase  the  total  berthing  space  on  the  water  front  over  30  per  cent. 

The  increase  in  advantage  to  the  port  will,  however,  be  much  greater  than  shown  by 
these  percentages  for  the  following  reasons : 

1.  With  wide  piers,  the  use  of  both  sides  for  berthing  is  assured. 

2.  A  number  of  the  piers  will  have  mechanical  freight  handling  equipment. 

3.  The  piers  will  all  be  provided  with  railroad  tracks. 
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HYDROECONOMICS. 


SACRAMENTO    RIVER   PROBLEMS. 

Ages  ago  Suisun  Bay  probably  extended  from  Iron  Canon  at  the 
north  to  Tejon  Canon  on  the  south,  a  distance  of  more  than  400  miles, 
with  an  average  width  of  40  miles.  By  the  continual,  if  slow,  accumula- 
tion of  detritus  washed  down  from  the  surrounding  mountains,  the 
water  was  driven  farther  and  farther  toward  the  Golden  Gate,  and  the 
floor  of  the  two  great  valleys — the  Sacramento  and  the  San  Joaquin — 
was  formed  by  these  fluviatile  deposits  from  the  highlands. 

This  great  inland  sea  which  stretched  along  the  foot  of  the  Sierra 
Las  finally  become  but  a  remnant — Suisun  Bay,  lying  just  inside  the 
gateway  which  is  now  called  Carquinez  Straits. 

The  area  of  Suisun  Bay  is  about  50  square  miles  at  ordinary  stages. 
Contiguous  to  it  originally  were  100  square  miles  of  marsh  lands 
<jovered  by  the  tide  daily. 

In  the  deltas  of  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  rivers  are  more 
than  500  square  miles  of  land  with  an  elevation  of  less  than  ten  feet 
above  low  tide.  The  range  from  low  to  high  tide  is  about  six  feet  at 
low  stages  of  the  rivers. 

The  principal  islands  forming  tlie  deltas  of  the  two  rivers  named 
are  as  follows :

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These  islands  were  all  formed  by  the  gradual  deposition  of  fine  mate- 
rial brought  down  from  the  mountains  by  the  annual  floods  of  the  rivers. 
By  the  action  peculiar  to  sediment-bearing  streams,  the  banks  were 
built  up  higher  than  the  surface  of  the  land  some  distance  away,  and 
nearly  all  of  these  islands  have  that  characteristic.  Being  surrounded 
on  all  sides  by  the  streams  that  built  them,  the  borders  of  the  islands 
forming  the  banks  of  the  streams  are  higher  than  the  land  at  the  interior, 
so  that  they  may  be  correctly  described  as  being  ' '  saucer  shaped. ' '  The 
rims  of  these  bowl-like  islands  w^ere  sometimes  raised  well  above  tide 
level,  as  at  the  upper  end  of  Grand  Island,  where  the  bank  was  about 
fourteen  feet  above  low  tide ;  and  at  the  head  of  Roberts  Island  on  the 
San  Joaquin  the  level  of  the  bank  was  eighteen  feet  above  datum.  The 
lowest  point  on  Grand  Island  was  more  than  ten  feet  below  low  tide  and 
twenty-five  feet  or  more  lower  than  the  rim  at  the  upper  end  of  the 
island. 

Before  mining  in  the  mountains  had  sent  untold  millions  of  yards 
of  detritus  down  the  rivers,  and  before  levees  had  been  constructed 
along  their  banks  in  attempts  to  keep  the  water  ofl^  the  adjoining  land, 
the  waters  of  the  rivers  were  free  to  spread  over  the  floor  of  the  valley 
whenever  they  were  swollen  to  a  volume  larger  than  the  space  between 
the  banks. 

As  stated  above,  the  banks  are  higher  than  the  land  at  a  distance. 
This  condition  produces  troughs  or  basins  between  the  rivers  and  the 
rising  ground  of  the  foothills.  The  fall  from  the  top  of  the  river  bank 
is  sometimes  as  great  as  ten  feet  in  a  thousand  for  short  distances. 

Prior  to  the  commencement  of  farming  on  the  low  lands  and  the 
building  of  protection  levees,  the  high  waters  ran  over  the  banks,  filling 
the  basins  to  the  flood  level  of  the  stream  and  obliterating  all  trace 
of  the  channel,  excepting  as  the  banks  were  marked  by  the  growth 
of  trees. 

During  the  flood  of  1853  the  conditions  are  described  as  presenting 
to  view^  a  "sea  of  water"  from  Sutter's  Fort  (in  Sacramento  City) 
westward  to  where  Davisville  now  is,  and  southward  to  Stockton,  the 
water  being  three  feet  deep  over  the  banks  of  the  river. 

The  condition  that  caused  more  than  one  million  acres  of  land  to  be 
inundated  by  the  waters  of  Sacramento  River,  and  as  much  more  by 
the  San  Joaquin  and  its  tributaries,  was  simply  the  inadequate  size  of 
the  channels. 

Hydraulic  mining  began  to  send  debris  down  very  shortly  after 
Marshall's  discovery  of  gold  in  1848,  and  naturally  great  quantities 
of  it  were  arrested  in  the  channels  where  the  slight  gradients  reduce 
the  velocity  of  the  water. 

Very  soon  after  the  miners  began  Avashing  the  hillsides  into  the  rivers, 
farmers  were  attracted  to  the  rich  lands  lying  partly  submerged  on  the 
islands  of  the  river  deltas,  and  began  in  1852  or  1853  to  build  levees 
to  keep  the  water  off  the  land.  The  first  attempts  were  at  the  upper 
end  of  Grand  Island,  where  small  levees  were  built  to  keep  off  the  flood 
w^aters  from  the  river.     These  were  extended  from  time  to  time  along 
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the  banks  of  Old  River  and  Steamboat  Slough,  until  finally  the  entire 
island  was  encircled,  not,  however,  without  suffering  breaks  at  different 
times.  Of  late  years  the  levees  have  been  so  strengthened  that  they 
withstood  the  floods  of  1907  and  1909,  while  the  nearby  islands  were 
flooded. 

The  settlement  of  other  islands  followed ;  more  levees  were  built,  and 
the  river  more  or  less  successfully  diked  off  from  spreading  over  the 
lands.  The  result  of  all  these  changes  filling  the  river  beds  with  debris 
and  narrowing  the  channels  with  encroaching  levees  has  been  to  raise 
the  water  plane  all  along  the  course  of  the  streams. 

The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  estimated,  in  1894,  that  the 
Sacramento  River  from  the  mouth  of  the  Feather  to  Suisun  Ba}^  had 
been  reduced  in  cross-sectional  area  one  third.  Low  water  stages  at 
Sacramento  are  five  to  seven  feet  higher  than  in  1849. 

In  its  original  condition  the  river  was  never  able  to  carry  its  flood 
waters,  notably  in  1853  and  1862.  Although  the  latter  date  was  twelve 
years  after  hydraulic  mining  had  commenced,  the  fact  that  low  water 
registered  0  on  the  gage  as  late  as  1856,  and  in  1861  it  was  down  to  1.5 
feet  is  taken  to  indicate  that  not  much  filling  had  occured  up  to  that 
time,  and  yet,  as  before  stated,  the  water  ran  over  the  banks,  all  along 
its  course,  converting  the  vallej^  into  a  sea  from  ten  to  twenty  miles  wide. 

In  attempting  to  devise  any  scheme  for  relieving  the  situation  as 
it  exists  in  the  Great  Valley  of  California,  it  is  found  that  the  interests 
of  navigation,  drainage,  flood  control,  and  irrigation  are  so  intimately 
connected  that  one  can  not  be  discussed  without  considering  the  others ; 
and  they  seem  to  pair  off  in  antagonisms,  although  so  interdependent. 
Large  reservoirs  to  intercept  the  flood  are  advocated,  and  could  undoubt- 
edly be  made  to  greatly  lessen  the  dangers  of  the  flood  waters,  but  to 
construct  and  maintain  them  without  regard  to  their  use  for  irrigation 
would  not  be  thought  of.  Yet,  if  they  are  to  be  useful  for  the  latter 
purpose,  the}'  must  be  filled  with  the  first  water  that  comes  in  sufficient 
quantitj^,  else  they  may  not  be  filled  at  all.  If  thej^  are  filled  early, 
then  when  the  flood  arrives  their  capacity  to  absorb  the  flood  flow  is 
gone.     So  the  one  interest  is  opposed  to  the  other. 

Navigation  requires  a  small  channel  in  order  to  husband  the  water 
into  a  narrow  space  when  the  stream  is  low;  flood  protection  demands 
a  waterway  of  ample  dimensions.  Elaborate  schemes  have  been  worked 
out  to  reconstruct  the  main  channels  of  the  rivers  so  as  to  carry  ordinary 
high  stages,  with  overflow  structures  to  take  off  the  surplus  into  auxil- 
iary channels,  confining  it  between  embankments  so  as  not  to  flood  the 
lands — all  of  these  by-passes  to  converge  into  the  one  channel  entering 
tide  water. 

Another  scheme  that  has  been  proposed  is  to  dredge  the  detritus  from 
the  river  channels,  using  the  material  dredged  to  strengthen  the  levees 
on  the  banks.  In  the  case  of  the  Sacramento  River,  it  has  been  estimated 
that  the  channel  from  Feather  River  to  Suisun  Bay  has  filled  from  six 
to  fifteen  feet  and  that  from  80,000,000  to  120,000.000  cubic  yards  of 
detritus  are  lodged  there.     Let  all  of  this  be  taken  out  and  still  the 
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channel  will  not  carry  ordinary  floods,  much  less  the  extraordinary. 
The  river  from  near  Colusa  to  the  mouth  of  the  Feather  has  channel 
capacity  to  carry  within  its  banks  only  about  30,000  second-feet,  yet  the 
records  show  that  at  Iron  Canyon,  sixty  miles  above  Colusa,  there  were, 
February  3,  1909,  276,000  second-feet  flowing.  The  stretch  from  Stony 
Creek,  where  it  has  the  first  opportunity  to  overflow,  to  Colusa,  the  gra- 
dient of  the  river,  as  determined  from  the  slope  of  the  low  water  surface, 
is  1.29  feet  per  mile,  and  for  the  stretch  of  small  channel  way,  from 
Colusa  to  Feather  River,  the  fall  is  only  0.34  feet  per  mile,  so  it  can 
readily  be  seen  what  extensive  changes  are  necessary  to  be  made  in  that 
stretch  to  make  the  river  carry  all  the  water  that  Iron  Canyon  some- 
times delivers. 

Engineers  studying  the  problems  have  long  agreed  that  whatever 
may  ultimately  be  done  for  the  solution  of  the  several  problems,  it  wiU 
all  fail  of  giving  protection  to  the  islands  of  the  Sacramento  delta  unless 
•extensive  channel  enlargement  and  rectification  be  done  at  the  confluence 
of  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  rivers. 

All  of  the  drainage  of  the  Sacramento  must  enter  into  the  bay  through 
a  narrow  pass.  Just  above  Rio  Vista,'  where  the  overflow  from  up  the 
river  coming  down  through  the  Yolo  Basin  reenters  the  Sacramento 
through  Cache  Slough,  the  river  was  formerly  2,600  feet  in  width. 
This  has  been  reduced  to  about  1,800  feet  by  means  of  jetties.  A  few 
miles  below  this  the  channel  is  only  700  feet  between  banks.  When  a 
flood  wave  is  rolling  down  the  river  it  must  mount  higher  and  higher 
as  the  channel  narrows,  and  when  it  meets  the  incoming  tide,  five  or  six 
feet  high,  forming  as  it  were,  a  wall  of  water,  it  must  ride  on  top  of  this 
tidal  dam,  with  disastrous  results  to  the  shore  embankments.  It  there- 
fore becomes  imperative  that  this  constriction  must  be  removed  as 
preliminary  to  any  scheme  for  river  improvement  above. 

The  course  of  a  flood  in  the  Sacramento  Valley  may  be  stated  as 
follows:  The  river  enters  the  Valley  at  Iron  Canyon  carrying  an 
observed  maximum  of  more  than  276,000  second-feet.  The  channel, 
of  varying  capacities,  and  tortuous  course,  traverses  the  length  of  the 
valley  the  first  sixty  miles  in  the  trough,  thence  occupying  a  ridge  from 
which  the  land  slopes  either  way  to  lower  land  on  both  sides.  After 
running  for  sixty  miles  the  stream  is  augmented  by  Stony  Creek,  from 
the  west.  Thence  the  channel,  even  in  ordinary  floods,  begins  to  spill 
its  surplus  into  the  Colusa  Basin ;  the  water  in  this  basin  being  con- 
stantly added  to  by  overflows  at  intervals  nearly  the  whole  length  of 
the  river  to  Knights  Landing.  Some  is  spilled  along  the  upper  reaches 
over  the  east  bank  and  is  picked  up  by  Chico  Creek,  Angel  Slough,  and 
other  channels,  led  into  Butte  Basin,  thence  into  Sutter  Basin  and 
reenters  the  river  at  the  lower  end  of  the  latter.  When  the  flood  wave 
has  passed  and  the  water  level  in  the  river  loM^ers,  Colusa  Basin  begins 
to  return  its  water  to  the  river  through  Sycamore  Slough  near  Knights 
Landing.  From  Stony  Creek  to  Feather  River,  a  distance  of  117  miles, 
the  Sacramento  has  no  tributaries,  but  sometimes,  as  in  1907  and  again 
in  1909,  when  Butte  Basin  is  already  full,  Feather  River  breaks  over 
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into  it,  and  the  Basin  not  being  able  to  hold  any  more,  overtops  the 
levees  along  the  river  near  Colusa,  engorges  the  stream  and  adds 
to  the  oiittiow  toward  the  west  into  Colusa  Basin.  Feather  River,  which 
also  occupies  high  land,  receives  Yuba  and  Bear  rivers  from  the  east, 
overtops  its  banks  and  Hows  into  Sutter  Basin  on  the  west,  swelling 
the  volume  already  received  from  Butte  Basin. 

The  Sacramento  having  parted  with  its  surplus  in  the  upper  reaches, 
would  now  be  able  to  keep  Avithin  its  banks  except  for  the  additions 
received  from  its  east  side  tributaries  just  named.  Being  swollen  by 
these  waters,  it  now  begins  to  flow  out  over  the  west  bank  in  a  broad 
sheet,  the  water  running  to  lower  land  in  Yolo  Basin.  Arriving  ^t 
Sacramento  City,  the  river  is  again  reinforced  by  the  American  River. 
This  stream,  when  gorged,  flows  over  its  banks  to  the  north,  filling 
American  Basin,  which  already  has  received  considerable  quantities 
of  water  from  the  Sacramento  River  and  the  foothill  drainage.  Below 
Sacramento  the  river  would,  except  for  levees,  overflow  both  banks  all 
the  way  to  Rio  Vista,  that  to  the  west,  running  into  Yolo  Basin,  and  that 
on  the  east  flowing  towards  Stockton  until  intercepted  by  the  ]\Iokel- 
umne,  by  which  stream  it  would  be  conducted  into  the  San  Joaquin. 
Near  Rio  Vista  the  waters  that  were  discharged  into  Yolo  Basin  are 
returned  to  the  river  througli  Cache  Slough,  the  quantity  here  entering 
having  been  largely  increased  by  the  hill  drainage  from  the  west  of 
the  basin. 

All  along  both  banks  of  the  streams,  levees  have  been  constructed 
in  attempts  to  keep  the  water  from  overflowing  the  adjacent  lands ;  but 
no  extensive  flood  has  ever  yet  occurred  that  these  levees  were  not  some- 
wliere  breached,  entailing  great  loss  to  the  lands  and  crops  inundated. 
^Millions  of  dollars  have  been  spent  in  futile  efforts  at  protection  and 
other  millions  lost  because  of  their  failure. 

In  a  former  discussion  of  this  matter  by  this  Department,  it  was  said : 

"The  fir.'it  tliinff  that  strikos  the  notice  of  even  a  layman  in  examining  the  river 
i.s  the  slaring  fact  that  the  levees  are  too  close  to  the  banks,  almost  everywhere. 
It  is  le.ss  than  a  thousand  feet  from  the  wharves  of  Sacramento  City  to  the  levee 
on  the  opposite  .';iflp  and  thirty  feet  height  measured  on  the  gauge  endangers  them. 
The  maximum  amount  of  water  entering  the  valley  above  Sacramento  City  on 
March  10.  1007.  has  been  estimated  at  more  than  .500,000  socond-feet.  Think  of 
carrying  that  amnu7it  between  banks  1.000  feet  apart.  With  the  present  channel 
capac-ity,  it  would  have  to  move  at  a  velocity  of  sixteen  feet  per  second,  or  if  it 
were  possible  to  restrict  the  velocity  to  ten  feet  per  second,  it  would  requii'e  the 
levees  to  be  raised  about  twenty  feet  higher,  neither  of  which  conditions  could 
passibly  be   attained. 

The  problems  of  the  maintenance  of  navigation,  protection  from  floods  and  the 
drainage  and  irrigation  of  land  have  been  studied  by  able  engineers,  and  good,  bad 
and  indifferent  solutions  offered  ;  but  the  first  requisite  is  a  unification  of  purpose 
and  harmony  of  effort  among  the  various  and  varied  interests  involved.  That  having 
been  attained,  methods  may  quickly  be  determined  ujion  and  carried  out. 

Is  not  the  addition  of  1.000.000  acres  in  the  Sacramento  Valle.v,  and  nearly 
as  much  in  the  San  .Joaquin,  to  the  j^ermanent  wealth  producing  area  of  California, 
worth  a  united  effort?     An  empire  in  extent  of  as  productive  l;nid  as  exists  anywhere, 

Japan  supports  fifty-one  millions  of  people  within  a  territoi^y  the  size  of  Cali- 
fornia, only  one  sixth  of  which  is  tillable  land,  and  nowhere  has  that  connti'.v  land 
or  climate  to  compare  with  the  great  central  valley  of  California,  the  superior 
productiveness  of  which  can  more  than  furnish  the  conditions  requii'ed  for  our 
people  when  it  is  brought  under  ideal  conditions  of  protection  and  culti\ation. 
But  to  give  it  the  wonderful  development  it  should  and  can  have,  all  interests  must 
8— E 
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unitedly  strive  for  and  accomplish  restoration  of  navigable  conditions,  protection 
from  flood  disaster,  and  reclamation  by  drainage  and  irrigation  where  these  improve- 
ments are  required. 

From  the  data  of  surveys,  gauge  readings  and  information  furnislied  by  the 
United  States  Geological'  Survey,  and  a  study  and  observation  of  the  Sacramento 
River,  it  is  very  evident  that  in  a  general  comprehensive  scheme  of  improvement 
for  flood  conditions  of  the  river  we  must  open  wide  the  mouth  of  the  stream,  make 
cuts  to  obviate  the  bad  sharp  turns  below  Rio  Vista,  then  continue  up  the  river, 
cutting  out  all  bad  bends.  We  should  liegin  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  rather  than 
from  auy  midway  or  other  point  and  pursue  the  work  up  stream.  If  the  stream 
were  straightened  out  above  Rio  Vista  to  Red  Bluff  then  the  waters  would  rush 
down  and  pile  up  in  the  lower  reaches  of  the  river,  endangering  vast  tracts  of 
reclaimed  lands.  Probably  the  most  important  part  of  a  general  scheme  for  flood 
control  is  the  systemization  of  the  location  and  construction  of  new  levees  and  the 
proper  replacing  of  the  old  ones.  The  levees  are  now  perched  upon  the  bank  ridge 
so  close  to  the  water  line  that  a  few  feet  of  erosion  endangers  not  only  the  levees 
but  perhaps  valuable  crops  on  thousands  of  acres  of  land.  The  eagerness  to  get 
all  the  land  possible  under  cultivation  has  developed  a  system  of  dredging  along 
the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  rivers  which  makes  the  near  river  bank  the  most 
convenient  place  for  a  clam  shell  dredge  to  drop  the  material  and  also  saves  the 
maximum  of  acreage.  There  are  so  many  diversified  opinions  and  interests  involved 
that  it  is  a  difiicult  matter  to  get  one  or  several  landowners  to  begin  the  work  vipon 
a  proper  basis  when  his  or  their  neighbors  entirely  disregard  the  plan.  This 
manifestly  is  wrong  and  some  central  authority  should  have  power  to  compel  the 
landowners  to  levee  their  lauds  in  a  way  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  whole 
people  affected  by  the  reclamation. 

This  authority  must  have  powers  that  command  the  whole  levee  system.  Until 
we  adopt  a  plan  of  this  nature,  a  recurrence  of  the  disastrous  breaks  caused  by 
flood  waters  will  continue,  and  relief  can  not  be  expected.  For  flood  relief  there 
must  be  sufficient  cross-sectional  area  to  carry  away  the  highest  water,  and  near 
the  mouth,  of  the  river  there  must  be  provided  such  area  way  between  levees  that 
when  the  flood  waters  happen  to  meet  the  high  tide  the  river  waters  may  pass  over 
the  crest  of  the  tide. 

The  forgoing  suggestion  to  provide  more  capacious  channel-way  for 
the  floods  and  to  place  the  matter  under  State  control  is  no  new  proposi- 
tion. In  the  days  when  it  w^as  considered  that  developing  internal 
improvements  was  not  a  governmental  function,  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment ceded  to  the  Western  States  all  the  swamp  and  overflowed  lands 
within  their  respective  boundaries  in  order  that  the  states  might  cause 
their  reclamation  to  use  and  productiveness. 

The  sturdy  pioneer  legislators  of  California  saw  with  prophetic  vision 
the  possibilities  of  the  development  of  the  great  valleys  when  recla- 
mation and  flood  control  should  be  effected.  Disregarding  the  political 
dictum,  "no  internal  improvements  by  the  public,"  at  the  first  session 
of  the  State  Legislature  an  act  was  passed  directing  the  Surveyor 
General,  as  one  of  the  statutory  duties,  to  report  "plans  and  suggestions 
for  the  internal  navigation  of  the  State;  for  the  construction  of  canals 
and  aqueducts ;  for  the  draining  of  marshes,  preventing  of  overflows, ' '' 
etc. 

Complying  with  this  requirement  of  the  law,  a  Surveyor  General 
in  discussing  the  subject  in  his  report  for  1856,  describes  conditions, 
and  offers  a  plan  for  flood  control  in  the  Sacramento  identical,  in  the 
main,  with  the  plan  now  proposed.     He  says: 

"The  Feathers,  Yubas,  and  Upper  Sacramento  bring  the  great  body  of  waters  from 
the  upper  country,  which  being  concentrated  at  the  mouth  of  the  Feather  and 
there  finding  the  channel  of  the  Sacramento  unable  to  carry  them  off,  overflow  its 
banks  and  spread  down  the  side  of  the  river  to  Suisun  Bay.  I  would  propose  to  cut  a 
canal  from  the  Sycamore  Slough  down  the  edge  of  the  overflowed  land  to  the  bay." 
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Mark  these  words : 

A  system  of  reclamation  similar  to  the  one  proposed,  or  in  fact  any  other  should 
not  he  left  to  individuals  or  counties,  bi(t  be  general  for  the  whole  State  where 
required  and  under  the  care  of  a  state  officer.  Now  is  the  time  for  a  determination 
of  the  State  policy  in  reyard  to  this  matter,  and  when  a  proper  system  is  once 
adopted,  all  direct  legislation  thereupon  should  be  in  accordance  with  it. 

"The  mills  of  the  gods  grind  slow."  and  the  works  of  man  are  not 
always  more  swift. 

State  engineers,  federal  officers,  boards  of  public  works  and  commis- 
sions have  time  and  again  urged  the  things  advocated  above  by  John 
A.  Brewster,  but  not  till  more  than  a  half  century  had  elapsed  did  the 
Legislature  declare  a  settled  policy  for  the  State. 

When  Brewster  penned  the  foregoing  appeal  for  state  control  of 
reclamation  and  protection  there  were  applications  to  purchase  only 
70,000  of  the  1,000,000  acres  in  the  valley  subject  to  overflow  from  the 
Sacramento — seven  tenths  of  one  per  cent.  Had  his  suggestion  then 
been  adopted,  and  subseciuent  sales  of  land  made  reserving  rights  of 
way  for  by-passes  and  levees,  the  rights  of  way  would  have  cost  nothing, 
whereas  now  their  cost  will  be  a  very  large  sum,  indeed. 

Sixty  years  of  abortive  attempts  to  reclaim  the  overflow  lands  by 
individual  action ;  of  periodical  floods  causing  the  loss  of  crops  and 
destruction  of  property  worth  millions  of  dollars;  of  growing  injury 
to  navigation — sixty  years  of  investigation,  agitation,  and  effort  to 
unite  and  harmonize  varied  interests,  and  twenty  years  of  study  and 
research  by  the  agents  of  the  Government  has  crystallized  into  a  com- 
prehensive plan — a  gigantic  project  for  the  control  of  floods,  improve- 
ment of  navigation  and  reclamation  of  flooded  lands. 

This  plan  is  presented  in  a  report  made  to  the  Government  by  the 
Debris  Commission,  under  the  title,  "Reports  on  the  Control  of 
Floods  in  the  River  Systems  of  the  Sacramento  Valley  and  the  adja- 
cent San  Joaquin  Valley,  California,"  dated  August  10,  1910.  It  was 
transmitted  to  the  House  of  Representatives  by  the  Secretary  of  War, 
June  27,  1911,  and  two  days  later  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rivers 
and  Harbors,  and  printed  as  House  Document  No.  81,  sixty-second 
Congress,  first  session. 

FLOOD  CONTROL. 

This  report  and  the  plan  proposed  by  it  was  made  in  pursuance  of 
the  provisions  of  an  act  of  Congress,  approved  March  1,  1893,  known 
as  the  "Caminetti  Act,"  creating  the  California  Debris  Commission, 
which  act  prescribes  the  duties  of  the  commission  to  be — 

(1)  The  regulation  of  hydraulic  mining  in  the  territory  drained  by  the  Sacra- 
mento and  San  Joaquin  rivers  .systems,  so  that  mining  by  that  method  may  be 
re.sumed  and  carried  on  without  injury  to  other  interests  in  the  State; 

(2)  To  mature  and  adopt  plans  to  improve  the  navigability  of  the  above-mentioned 
rivers,  to  protect  same  from  damage  due  to  mining  debris,  and  to  deepen  their  chan- 
nels, protect  their  banks,  etc. ; 

(8)  To  afford  relief  in  flood  time  and  to  provide  sufficient  water  to  maintain  a 
scouring  force  in  the  summer  season. 
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The  first  object  named  above  was  attained  very  soon  after  the  com- 
mission entered  upon  its  duties,  works  to  effect  the  second  object 
stated  have  been  constructed  at  a  cost  to  the  National  and  State  gov- 
ernments of  nearly  $700,000  with  but  meagre  results.  This  matter  is 
discussed  elsewhere  herein  under  the  title  of  Debris  Control. 

Other  plans  were  formulated  to  accomplish  the  third  object,  and  in 
1907  a  project  was  approved  by  Congress  to  widen  and  straighten  the 
lower  reaches  of  the  Sacramento  River. 

An  appropriation  of  $400,000  was  made,  which  was  met  by  a  like 
appropriation  by  the  State  Legislature,  thus  creating  a  fund  of  $800,000 
for  the  purpose  stated,  which  has  received  the  popular  appellation 
of  "Uncorking  the  mouth  of  the  river."  The  terms  of  the  appro- 
priation acts  forbid  the  use  of  any  of  this  fund  in  payment  for  rights 
of  way.  The  property  interests  affected  contributed  bj^  subscription 
about  $200,000,  including  $75,000  by  the  city  of  Sacramento,  to 
acquire  the  rights  of  way  for  the  projected  work.  Where  these  could 
not  be  purchased  condemnation  proceedings  were  brought  in  the 
courts,  and  it  is  believed  that  before  the  work  is  ready  to  begin  all 
of  the  land  required  for  the  purpose  will  have  been  acquired  and  the 
titles  thereto  conveyed  to  the  United  States. 

Two  large  suction  dredges  are  being  built  to  be  used  in  the  contem- 
plated work,  which,  it  is  expected,  will  be  ready  to  begin  operations 
by  about  April  of  next  year. 

This  project  to  remove  the  debris  lodged  in  the  channels  of  the 
streams  with  dredges  in  aid  of  navigation  and  flood  carriage  was 
designed  to  replace  the  original  scheme  to  prevent  the  detritus  reach- 
ing the  channels  by  constructing  barriers  and  settling  basins,  which 
were  found  impracticable,  as  related  elsewhere  under  "Debris  Prob- 
lem." The  progress  made  by  the  Debris  Commission  in  the  project 
to  widen  the  mouth  of  Sacramento  River  is  detailed  in  the  report  of 
the  Commission  on  the  debris  problem. 

The  plan  for  flood  control  proposed  by  the  Debris  Connnission  is, 
essentially,  to  provide  channel  way  adequate  to  carry  within  pre- 
scribed lines  the  maximum  flood  flow,  of  water  that  may  probably 
a'ppear  at  one  time.  This  is  estimated  from  the  records  of  storms 
occurring  in  1904,  1907  and  1909,  and  is  assumed  at  235,000  cubic 
feet  per  second  at  the  head  of  the  valley;  450,000  second-feet  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Sacramento  River. 

Since  it  is  not  possible  to  confine  this  enormous  quantity  of  water 
within  the  channel  of  the  river,  nor  practicable  to  construct  levees 
along  the  banks  to  convey  it  through  the  valley  in  one  stream,  the 
Commission  proposes  a  system  of  auxiliary  channels  traversing  the 
troughs  of  the  overflow  basins  and  uniting  at  the  lower  end  of  the 
last  (Yolo)  basin,  where  the  enlarged  river  already  being  prepared 
as  described  above  will  receive  and  carry  all  of  the  flood  waters  reach- 
ing it.     To  maintain  the  inlets  to  these  auxiliary  channels,  called  "by- 
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passes,"  in  stable  form  the  water  will  be  admitted  over  concrete  weirs, 
which  also  will  regulate  the  height  of  water  in  the  river. 

This  project,  as  presented  for  the  control  of  floods  and  reclamation 
of  lands,  is  one  often  advocated,  but  never  before  has  it  been  worked 
out  in  so  complete  details,  with  a})[)arent  eai-efully  considered  esti- 
mates of  cost. 

The  entire  scheme  of  by-pass  channels,  levees,  concrete  weirs  and 
the  lands  for  rights  of  way,  the  Commission  estimates  will  cost 
$33,000,000,  not  including  the  work  of  enlarging  the  outlet  at  an 
expense  of  $800,000,  already  provided  for. 

It  is  proposed  that  a  fair  division  of  the  cost  would  be  for  the 
United  States  to  pay  one  third  and  the  State  and  property  interests 
directly  affected  the  other  two  thirds. 

At  an  extra  session  of  the  Legislature  in  December,  1911,  an  act 
was  passed  approving  the  report  of  the  Debris  Commission  with  such 
modifications  and  amendments  as  might  be  found  advisable,  as  a  plan 
for  controlling  the  flood  waters,  improving  navigation  and  reclaiming 
the  overflow  lands. 

Thus,  for  the  first  time  in  the  long  history  of  this  matter,  did  the 
State  of  California  adopt  a  policy  and  commit  itself  to  a  definite 
method  of  procedure. 

This  act  (Chapter  25,  Statutes,  extra  session,  1911)  was  approved 
December  24,  1911.  In  addition  to  adopting  the  report  of  the  Debris 
Commission,  it  created  a  Reclamation  Board  and  directed  and  author- 
ized the  Board  to  pass  upon  any  proposed  plan  of  reclamation  that 
might  conflict  with  the  plan  proposed  hy  the  Debris  Commission,  as 
modified  and  amended  by  the  Reclamation  Board.  The  act  further 
directs  the  State  Engineer  to  procure  data  and  make  such  surveys  as 
should  be  required  to  enable  the  Reclamation  Board  to  adopt,  amend 
or  modify  the  proposed  plans.  The  sum  of  $10,000  was  appropriated 
to  pay  the  expense  of  making  such  surveys. 

In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  referred  to,  the  Governor 
appointed  V.  S.  McClatchy  of  Sacramento,  W.  T.  Ellis,  Jr.,  of  Marys- 
ville,  and  Peter  Cook  of  Rio  Vista,  to  constitute  the  Reclamation 
Board. 

In  compliance  with  the  third  section  of  the  act  surveys  were  made 
of  various  portions  of  the  valley  where  details  were  lacking  in  the 
data  accompanying  the  Debris  Commission's  report  and  careful 
studies  are  being  made  of  the  information  obtained. 

The  surveys  were  made  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  E.  A.  Bailey, 
whose  report  in  detail  made  to  the  Reclamation  Board  will  appear  as 
a  supplement  hereto.

THE  DEBRIS   PROBLEM. 

The  discovery  of  gold  in  Sutter's  Mill  race  at  Coloma  in  1848  by 
John  Marshall  resulted  in  the  development  of  an  industry  which  in 
an  incredibly  short  time  drew  hundreds  of  thousands  of  men  to  a 
practically  unknown  land.  The  hitherto  silent  canons  and  hillsides 
now  rang  with  the  clink  of  pick  and  shovel  and  echoed  the  roar  of 
rushing  water  through  great  monitors.  Swarming  over  hills  and  into 
every  nook  and  cranny,  for  a  third  of  a  century  these  hordes  of 
brawnj^,  restless  miners  feverishly  dug  and  washed  for  gold,  uncon- 
scious of  the  havoc  this  work  would  cause  below.  It  is  said  that  thirty 
thousand  of  this  busy  kind  were  counted  at  one  time  on  the  Yuba  and 
its  tributaries.  Whole  mountain  sides  were  torn  down,  and  the  earth 
and  gravel  and  stones  sent  rushing  through  long  sluices  and  into  the 
river  channels  to  be  carried  farther  and  farther,  and  finally  dropped 
on  the  beds  of  quieter  streams  of  the  valley.  No  one  gave  thought 
of  the  consequences  of  sending  this  avalanche  upon  the  lowlands. 

But  soon  a  pastoral  race  arrived,  and  engaging  in  the  more  quiet 
occupation  of  tilling  the  fertile  valley,  quickly  found  the  increasing 
accumulation  of  mining  debris  becoming  a  menace  to  their  land.  The 
channels  of  the  navigable  streams  became  clogged  with  the  ever 
increasing  volume  of  sand  sent  down  from  the  mines  until  in  the 
interests  of  navigation  the  Federal  courts  enjoined  the  miners  from 
operating  hydraulic  mines,  and  that  great  industry  came  to  a  standstill. 

In  1893  the  "Caminetti  Act"  was  passed  by  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  authorizing  hydraulic  mining  to  be  conducted  wherever 
by  restraining  dams  the  debris  could  be  prevented  from  reaching  the 
streams.  Under  these  restrictions  mining  was  resumed  and  conducted 
to  a  limited  extent.  The  law.  just  mentioned,  created  the  California 
Debris  Commission,  and  in  addition  to  its  powers  to  supervise  and 
restrain  mining  it  was  enjoined  to  devise  plans  for  the  improvement 
and  protection  of  the  navigable  waters.  The  Commission  consists  of 
three  officers  of  the  Engineer  Corps  of  the  United  States  Army. 

After  six  or  seven  years  spent  in  investigation  and  study  of  the 
conditions  and  problems  presented,  the  Commission  selected  the  Yuba 
River  as  the  first  point  of  attack.  The  conditions  on  this  stream 
seemed  to  demand  most  urgently  the  remedial  measures  proposed.  A 
discussion  of  the  conditions  which  led  to  the  adoption  of  the  plans 
for  debris  control  on  the  Yuba  River  may  properly  be  presented  here. 

Before  this  river  became  the,  carrier  of  the  great  mass  of  debris 
liberated  by  the  miners  working  on  its  tributaries,  it  is  described  as 
having  been  a  clear  stream  flowing  between  well  defined  banks.  The  dis- 
tance from  its  confluence  with  Feather  River  to  the  mouth  of  the  caiion 
where  it  debouches  into  the  Sacramento  Valley,  just  above  Daguerre 
Point,  is  something  more  than  11  miles. 

The  canon  at  its  mouth  is  more  than  a  mile  wide,  but  gradually 
narrows  as  one  goes  upstream,  until,  at  the  site  of  the  barriers,  some 
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four  miles  above  the  mouth,  it  is  considerably  less  than  a  half  mile  in 
width. 

The  flow  of  water  in  a  stream  is  due  to  the  force  of  gravity,  and 
the  velocity  thus  imparted  is  modified  by  the  rate  of  descent  of  the 
bed  of  the  stream.  As  the  slope  becomes  less,  other  things  being 
equal,  the  velocity  gradually  decreases,  and  thus  the  energy  of  the 
moving  water  is  diminished. 

These  gradations  of  energy,  or  power,  may  be  divided  into  three 
stages:  the  powers  of  erosion,  transportation,  and  deposition.  When 
the  water  was  directed  against  the  mountain  sides  under  high  velocity 
it  cut  away  the  earth,  w^ashing  it  into  the  bed  of  the  streams  where  it 
was  transported  as  far  as  the  water  had  sufficient  velocity,  until  flatter 
grades  or  ol)structions  were  encountered  which  retarded  the  velocity 
to  the  point  where  it  began  to  deposit  its  load — first  the  heaviest 
materials,  then  the  lighter,  and  often  carrying  the  lightest  to  the  sea. 

When  the  Yuba  River  became  laden  with  mining  debris,  as  soon  as 
the  water  reached  the  flatter  grades  of  the  valley,  following  the  law 
mentioned  above,  it  began  depositing  its  load.  Soon  the  channel  was 
filled  and  the  water  was  forced  to  find  other  routes  of  travel,  always 
seeking  the  lowest  places.  The  new  channels  were  gorged  and  still 
others  formed,  shifting  first  one  way  and  then  another,  eventually 
covering  the  whole  plain.  Thus  the  building-up  process  continued 
until  the  bed  of  the  river  covered  a  space  nearly  three  miles  wide, 
comprising  about  25  square  miles  in  area,  and  extending  from  Feather 
River  to  the  hills.  This  space  is  sometimes  called  the  Yuba  Debris 
Basin. 

The  depth  of  this  great  mass  is  from  8  to  26  feet,  and  the  volume 
is  variously  estimated  at  from  360.000,000  to  600,000,000  cubic  yards. 

As  the  river  built  up  its  bed  higher  than  the  adjacent  country  the 
farmers  constructed  levees  to  protect  their  lands  from  the  overflow, 
so  there  is  now  a  strong  levee  on  each  side,  extending  from  the  Feather 
River  to  the  foothills,  and  enclosing  the  debris  basin. 

Back  in  the  mountains  there  are  yet  vast  stores  of  debris  lodged  in 
the  "pockets"  or  holes  in  the  bed  of  the  rivers,  and  in  the  side  canons. 
Each  recurring  flood  dislodges  portions  of  this  debris  and  brings  it 
down  to  add  to  that  already  deposited  in  the  lower  levels. 

It  should  not  be  understood  that  the  river  leaves  all  of  its  load  each 
time  within  the  territory  described.  Far  from  it.  The  velocity  of 
the  water  after  it  leaves  the  hills  is  still  sufficient  to  afford  both  erosive 
and  transporting  power,  so  that  during  flood  flows  it  drops  some  of 
its  load  and  picks  up  some  of  that  which  had  been  previously  left  and 
carries  it  on  to  the  Feather,  and  thence  to  the  Sacramento  River.  The 
quantity  with  which  it  arrives  at  the  plains,  however,  is  greater  than 
the  amount  which  it  carries  into  Feather  River,  therefore  the  accu- 
mulation of  debris  is  increasing  at  the  rate  of  about  3,000,000  cubic 
yards  a  year. 
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Now,  when  those  stores  of  debris  in  the  mountains  shall  have  been 
exhausted  and  the  river  shall  have  no  more  to  deposit  it  will  continue 
to  pick  up  the  materials  it  has  formerly  dropped  in  the  debris  basin 
and  carry  them  as  far  as  the  transporting  velocity  obtains. 

The  plan  adopted  by  the  Debris  Commission  for  the  treatment  of 
the  problem  on  the  Yuba  River  was,  briefly,  as  follows : 

Barriers  were  designed  to  arrest  the  downpour  of  debris  from  the 
mountain  stores. 

Settling  basins  were  devised  to  impound  the  debris  arriving  in  excess 
of  the  storage  capacity  of  the  barriers. 

Training  walls  were  planned  to  confine  the  river  within  fixed  limits 
on  its  course  through  the  debris  basin,  so  that  it  should  not  eventually 
carry  down  more  than  the  volume  contained  in  the  prism  between 
the  walls. 

A  fund  of  $800,000  had  been  provided,  $400,000  each,  by  the  Fed- 
eral Government  and  the  State  of  California,  for  carrying  out  the 
project  proposed.  Delays  were  encountered  in  procuring  the  neces- 
sary rights  of  way  so  that  not  until  1902  could  actual  construction  be 
commenced. 

Four  attempts  were  made  during  the  ensuing  five  years  to  construct 
and  maintain  barriers  according  to  the  plans,  but  each  time  the  work 
was  destroyed  by  the  following  floods.  These  barriers  M^ere  located 
a  short  distance  below  the  old  mining  town  of  Smartville.  At  each 
attempt  to  build  a  barrier  the  plan  was  changed  from  the  previous 
one.  The  last  one,  constructed  in  1905,  was  completed  to  a  height  of 
fourteen  feet  above  the  bed  of  the  stream  and  provision  made  for 
raising  it  to  an  ultimate  height  of  thirty  feet,  as  the  accumulation  of 
material  above  it  should  require.  The  flood  of  March,  1907,  utterly 
destroyed  it,  and  the  plan  to  erect  barriers  in  the  caiion  was  abandoned. 

While  construction  of  the  barriers  was  in  progress  work  on  other 
features  of  the  project  was  being  prosecuted,  to  wit,  the  south  settling 
basin  and  the  training  walls.  The  settling  basin  is  a  natural  depression 
lying  outside  of,  and  adjoining,  the  debris  basin  hitherto  described.  The 
Linda  levee,  which  limits  the  flow  of  debris  on  the  south,  is  the  north 
wall  of  the  settling  basin.  The  south  wall  consists  partly  of  a  levee 
built  for  the  purpose,  and  partly  of  a  cobble  dike  constructed  by  a 
dredge.  The  north  and  south  walls  join  at  the  west  end.  The  east  wall 
is  the  hill.  Concrete  inlet  gates  are  provided  at  Hallet  Point,  through 
which  it  was  designed  to  admit  water  to  the  extent  of  about  3.000 
second-feet.  Concrete  outlets  are  installed  at  the  west  apex  of  the 
basin.     Through  these  outlets  the  water  may  be  returned  to  the  river. 

The  area  of  the  basin  is  about  two  square  miles,  and  was  purchased 
by  the  Federal  Government  and  the  State  of  California,  jointly ;  the 
greatest  depth  of  water  admissible,  12  feet.  It  had  been  the  expectation 
that  this  basin  would  be  used  for  impounding  a  portion  of  the  debris 
carried  by  the  river  by  turning  some  of  the  flood  water  into  it,  where, 
coming  to  rest,  it  would  deposit  its  load  and  be  drawn  off  into  the  river 
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again.  The  basin  was  completed  in  1910,  but  for  some  reason  its  pur- 
pose was  abandoned  without  ever  putting  it  to  test.  By  act  of  Congress 
the  Debris  Commission  was  authorized  to  sell  the  site  occupied  by  the 
settling  basin.  A  sale  was  made  and  late  in  1911  the  Secretary  of 
War  conveyed  the  title  to  1818  acres  to  the  purchaser  for  the  sum  of 
$27,500.  The  money  received  from  the  sale  of  this  property  was 
credited  to  the  United  States'  appropriation,  but  it  would  appear  as 
though  the  State  should  have  been  entitled  to  receive  one  half  of  it. 
However,  as  it  simply  has  gone  into  the  fund  appropriated  for  this  work 
and  will  eventually  be  used  for  it.  the  State  will  not  be  injured.  By  the 
disposal  of  the  basin  there  was  eliminated  from  the  jiroject  the  second 
branch  of  the  plan  for  debris  control.  There  still  remains  one  feature  of 
the  orginal  project  to  be  discussed,  to  wit,  the  training  walls.  These 
have  been  completed  for  a  distance  of  about  three  miles  from  the  point 
of  origin. 

According  to  the  plans  of  the  project  which  was  adhered  to  in  their 
construction,  the  training  walls  were  to  begin  at  Daguerre  Point  and 
extend  to  the  Feather  River.  They  were  to  be  2,000  feet  apart  at  the 
upper  end  and  to  approach  nearer  together  as  they  progressed  down- 
stream. 

It  was  intended  that  these  walls  should  be  constructed  mainly  by  the 
gold  dredges  in  the  course  of  their  dredging  for  gold.  These  monster 
machines  dig  to  a  depth,  sometimes,  70  feet  below  the  surface  of  the 
ground.  All  materials  are  brought  up  aud  screened  or  washed.  The 
cobbles,  measuring  up  to  one  or  two  cubic  feet,  are  piled  at  random, 
10  to  30  feet  high.  It  was  designed  that  the  work  of  the  dredges  should 
be  so  conducted  that  the  cobbles  would  be  piled  up  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  form  two  immense  dikes,  20  or  30  feet  high  and  200  to  300  feet  in 
width  at  the  base.  These  levees  are  placed,  one  on  each  side  of  the 
intended  channel  of  the  river,  and  constitute  the  training  walls  to 
confine  the  river  in  its  prescribed  course. 

In  order  that  the  river  should  enter  the  channel  l)etween  the  training 
walls  through  a  stable  inlet,  a  cut  was  made  through  Daguerre  Point. 
This  cut  is  700  feet  wide,  in  solid  material,  and  is  provided  with  a 
concrete  sill,  or  lip,  intended  to  prevent  deepening  of  the  cut  by  erosion. 
To  divert  the  river  into  the  cut  the  operation  of  tlie  dredges  was  directed 
so  that  a  cobble  dike  has  l)een  made,  extending  across  the  mouth  of  the 
canon.  It  starts  at  the  hill  at  Hallet  Point,  on  the  south  side,  and 
extends  diagonally  upstream  for  some  distance,  then  turning  sharply 
downstream,  crosses  the  channel  and  connects  with  Daguerre  Point,  on 
the  north  side.  From  the  apex,  where  the  dike  turns  toward  Daguerre 
Point,  a  low  dike  extends  directly  across  tlie  river. 

This  dike  was  introduced  to  serve  as  a  diverting  weir  to  force  the 
waters  of  the  river  through  the  inlet  gates  into  the  south  settling  basin, 
but  since  that  feature  has  been  abandoned,  the  intended  functions  of  tlie 
dike-w^eir  are  also  eliminated.     The  main  dike  across  the  caiion  taken  in 
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conjunction  with  the  sill  in  the  cut,  which  is  several  feet  higher  than  the 
bed  of  the  river,  constitutes  a  barrier  for  holding  back  debris.  It  is 
stated  that  the  capacity  of  the  storage  basin  thus  formed  is  about 
60,000,000  cubic  yards  of  debris. 

The  training  walls  have  been  completed  for  a  distance  of  about  three 
miles  measured  from  their  point  of  beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Daguerre 
Point  cut.  This  constitutes  about  one  third  of  the  distance  to  the  con- 
fluence of  the  Yuba  River  with  Feather  River,  the  objective  point 
designated  in  the  original  plans.  A  contract  exists  between  the  Debris 
Commission  and  W.  P.  Hammon  and  associates  for  further  extensions 
of  these  walls.  But  little  has  been  done  upon  them  during  the  last 
biennial  period  other  than  executing  some  repairs. 

The  flood  channel  all  the  way  to  the  confluence  Avith  Feather  River 
has  been  cleared  of  trees  and  brush  each  year.

The  net  results  of  ten  years'  effort  and  the  expenditure  of  approxi- 
mately $700,000  of  public  funds  is  the  acquisition  of  a  storage  basin 
capable  of  holding  60,000,000  cubic  yards  of  debris  and  about  six  miles 
of  training  walls  out  of  twenty-two  miles  required.  These  walls  must 
be  extended  in  order  to  afford  the  lower  rivers  protection  against  the 
ultimate  deposit  in  them  of  a  large  portion  of  the  debris  now  stored  in 
the  Yuba  debris  basin. 

The  operations  of  the  Debris  Commission  are  recited  in  the  annual 
report  thereof,  appended  hereto.  A  map,  Plate  XXXV,  shows  the  field 
of  operations  covered  by  the  Commission 's  works  to  control  debris  in  the 
Yuba  River.

litindatioii  of  hi/dranlic  mining.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  March  1,  1893,  as  amended  by  the  act  approved  February  27,  1907,  the 
Commission  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  regulating  hydraulic  mining  operations  in 
the  territorj'  drained  by  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  rivers  systems,  to  the  end 
that  such  mining  operations  may  be  carried  on  without  injury  to  the  navigability  .of 
said  rivers  or  the  lands  adjacent  thereto.  A  map  of  the  lower  portions  of  the  Sacra- 
mento and  San  .Joaquin  rivers  showing  tributary  streams  draining  hydraulic  mining 
districts  was  published  at  page  2492  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  Engineers 
for  1881   (Pare  III). 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  the  Commission  received  eight  applications  for  permits 
to  mine  by  the  hydraulic  process  under  the  act  of  Congress  referred  to  above. 

During  the  same  period  two  permits  to  mine  by  the  hydraulic  process  were  granted, 
the  applicants  in  these  cases  having  constructed  the  necessary  dams  or  barriers  to 
impound  the  debris  resulting  from  their  mining  operations,  so  as  to  prevent  the 
-debris  from   reaching  the  navigable  streams. 

A  number  of  permits  were  revoked  by  the  Commission  during  the  year,  the  miner.s 
in  such  cases  having  completed  their  mining  operations,  or  abandoned  them,  or 
•exhausted  the  facilities  for  impounding  debris. 

A  number  of  permits  were  temporarily  suspended  by  the  Commission  during  the 
year,  the  miners  in  such  cases  having  temporarily  suspended  mining  operations,  or 
exhausted  the  existing  impounding  capacity  of  their  dams  or  barriers  for  impounding 
-debris. 

Numerous  personal  inspections  of  mines  and  their  works  for  impounding  debris 
were  made  during  the  year. 

Practically  all  the  works  now  built  by  miners  for  impounding  debris  are  concrete 
•dams. 

Plans  for  improvement  and  protection  of  rivers  and  control  of  flood  waters  and 
mine  deirix.  T'nder  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  1,  1893, 
the  Commission  is  required  to  mature  and  adopt  such  plans  from  examinations  and 
surveys  already  made,  and  from  such  additional  examinations  and  surveys  as  maj' 
be  deemed  necessary,  as  will  improve  the  navigability  of  all  the  streams  comprising 
the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  rivers  systems,  deepen  their  channels,  and  protect 
their  banks,  such  plans  to  be  matured  with  the  view  of  making  the  same  effective  as 
against  the  encroachment  of  and  damage  from  debris  resulting  from  mining  opera- 
tions, natural  erosion,  floods,  and  other  causes. 

Several  surveys  were  made  during  the  past  year  in  Sacramento  Valley  to  obtain 
•data  needed  in  formulating  plans  for  these  purposes,  and  many  meetings  were  held 
at  which  the  numerous  problems  involved  were  considered  and  discussed  with  persons 
and  representatives  of  corporations  interested  in  transportation,  reclamation,  irriga- 
tion, flood  control  and  mining. 

The  expenditures  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1912,  for  regulating 
hydraulic  mining  and  making  examinations  and  surveys  for  improvement  of  naviga- 
tion, control  and  disposition  of  mine  debris  and  control  of  flood  waters  amounted 
to  $10,926.16. 

Estimate  of  additional  funds  required.  Amount  (estimated)  required  for  expenses 
of  California  Debris  Commission  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1914,  in 
regulating  hydraulic  mining  operations  in  the  State  of  California,  making  examina- 
tions and  surveys  for  improvement  of  navigation,  control  and  disposition  of  mine 
debris  and  control  of  flood  waters,  as  required  by  the  act  of  Congress  appi-oved 
]March  1,  1893— .$15,000.00. 

STORAGE   OF    MINE   Di^BRIS    IN   YUBA    RIVER,    CALIFORNIA. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  1,  1893,  the  Com- 
mission submitted,  under  date  of  January  30,  1900.  a  project  for  impounding  the 
enormous  quantities  of  mine  debris  in  the  Yuba  River  and  its  tributaries,  to  prevent 
the  debris  from  reaching  the  Feather  and  Sacramento  rivers  below.  This  project 
was  adopted  by  act  of  Congress  approved  June  13,  1902. 
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The  project  (printed  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers  for  1900^ 
Part  VIII,  page  5030 »  provided  for  holding  the  great  quantities  of  mine  debris  in 
Tuba  River  and  its  numerous  tributaries  to  prevent  it  from  reaching  the  Feather 
and  Sacramento  rivers,  the  debris  to  be  held  above  the  city  of  Marysville.  Cal.,  by 
meaus  of  dams  across  the  Yuba  River,  by  a  settling  basin  adjoining  the  river  on  the 
south,  and  by  training  walls  below.  Later  on.  as  the  result  of  experience  had  in 
constructing  portions  of  the  proposed  dams  across  the  river,  the  dams  were  eliminated 
from  the  project,  as  was  also  the  settling  basin,  it  being  considered  that  future  work 
under  the  project  should  be  confined  to  the  constniction  of  the  training  walls. 

The  expense  of  carrying  on  the  work  under  this  project  is  shared  equally  by  the 
United  States  and  the  State  of  California,  each  having  appropriated  ?400.000.00  for 
the  purpose. 

The  operations  under  the  Yuba  River  project  during  the  past  fiscal  year  have 
been  as  follows  : 

Training  icalls.  The  work  of  constructing  the  gravel  embankments  (referred  tO' 
at  pages  2929-2030  of  the  last  annual  report)  by  means  of  gold  dredges  to  confine 
and  control  the  flow  of  Yuba  River  in  the  vicinity  of  Daguerre  Point,  about  10 
miles  above  Marysville.  under  agreements  with  W.  P  Hammon  and  associates,  and 
John  Martin  (Marysville.  Gold  Dredging  Company,  successor),  remained  suspended 
throughout  the  past  fiscal  year.  It  is  anticipated  that  operations  under  the  Martin 
agreement  will  be  resumed  daring  the  coming  fiscal  year. 

The  work  of  removing  trees  and  brush  from  the  flood  channel  of  Yuba  River 
from  Daguerre  Point  down  to  Marysville,  to  .secure  a  quick  run-off  of  flood  waters 
and  thus  protect  tlie  training  walls  below  Daguerre  Point,  which  work  was  begun 
in  October.  1910.  and  suspended  November  30,  1910,  was  resumed  October,  1911, 
and  suspended  in  December,  1911. 

The  work  was  done  by  hired  labor,  the  crew  consisting  of  about  45  men.  All 
the  brush  was  cut  at  the  surface  of  the  ground  and  burned.  The  total  area  cleaned 
of  brush  the  past  year  was  about  65  acres,  and  the  cost  $4,073.16,  one  half  of  which 
amount  was  paid  by  the  United  States  and  one  half  by  the  State  of  California. 
Minor  additions  were  made  to  the  concrete  apron  at  and  to  the  training  walls  below 
Daguerre  Point,  at  a  cost  of  $418.54,  one  half  of  which  amount  was  paid  by  the 
United  States  and  one  half  by  the  State  of  California. 

Settling  basin.  Reference  was  made  in  the  last  annual  report  (pages  2930-2931  ►■ 
to  the  elimination  of  the  settling  basin  from  the  project,  and  to  the  proposed  sale  of 
a  portion  (approximately  1,818  acres)  of  the  land  which  had  been  acquired  for  the 
purpose  of  the  settling  basin.  Proposals  for  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the 
United  States  in  the  land  referred  to  were  invited  by  advertisement  dated  July  24, 
1911.  and  opened  on  September  25,  1911.  The  only  proposal  received  was  from  the 
Yuba  Consolidated  Gold  Fields,  in  an  amount  of  .$27,500.00. 

The  proposal  was  accepted.  The  deed  to  the  land  was  executed  by  the  Secretary 
of  War  on  October  30,  1911.  It  was  delivered  to  the  Yuba  Consolidated  Gold 
Fields,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  were  deposited  in  the  treasury  of  the  United 
States,   on  November  7,   1911.

GENERAL    PROJECT    FOB    CONTROL    OF    DEBRIS    AND    FLOODS    IN    THE     SACRAMENTO    AND 

FEATHER    BITERS. 

The  scope  of  this  project  is  set  forth  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Chief  of  Engi- 
neers for  1911   (pages  2928-2929).  and  in  the  summary  of  this  report. 
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Proposals  were  mvlted  by  advertisement  dated  September  27,  1911,  for  the 
-construction  of  the  two  20-inch  suction  dredges  referred  to  in  the  preliminary 
project  dated  June  30,  1907  (printed  in  tlie  annual  report  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers 
for  1907.  Part  III,  pages  2202-22(i9).  The  proposals  were  opened  on  December  27, 
1911.  The  award  was  made  to  the  Ellicott  Machine  Company,  of  Baltimore,  Md. 
The  total  contract  price  is  $.353,000.00,  and  on  June  30.  1912,  the  contract  was 
47.48  per  cent  completed. 

Specifications  for  the  discharge  pipe  needed  for  use  in  connection  with  the  two 
suction  dredge.s  were  prepared  during  the  past  year,  and  it  is  proposed  to  invite 
proposals  for  this  pipe  early  in  the  coming  fiscal  year. 

Specifications  for  a  launch  to  act  as  tender  for  the  suction  dredges  were  partially 
prepared  during  the  year,  with  the  view  of  inviting  proposals  therefor  early  in  the 
coming  fiscal   year. 

The  two  suction  dredges  and  other  plant  referred  to  above  ai"e  being  constructed 
primarily  for  use  toward  rectifying  the  conditions  along  the  Sacramento  River  in 
the  16  miles  below  Cache  Slough  (shown  on  map  No.  8,  sheet  "F,"  printed  with 
House  Document  No.  SI,  sixty-second  Congress,  first  session).  The  present  safe 
flood-carrying  capacity  of  this  portion  of  the  stream  is  approximately  165,000  cubic 
feet  per  second.  As  shown  in  the  Commission's  report  on  the  control  of  floods, 
printed  in  House  Document  No.  81,  above  referred  to,  an  ultimate  flood-carrying 
capacity  of  600.000  cubic  feet  per  second  is  required  below  Cache  Slough  entirely 
to  corn^ct  the  conditions  now  existing. 

The  act  of  Congress  of  June  25,  1910,  making  an  appropriation  for  the  construc- 
tion of  two  suction  dredges  and  beginning  operations  requires  that  the  rights  of 
way  needed  for  levees  and  spoil  banks  shall  be  furnished  the  United  States  free  of 
cost. 

To  begin  the  work  below  Cache  Slough  approximately  3.225  acres  of  land  is 
required  at  this  time.  Of  this  area  absolute  title  is  needed  to  approximately  2,605 
acres,  for  channel  development,  and  as  to  the  remainder,  about  620  acres,  an  ease- 
ment that  will  ijermit  of  the  deposit  of  material  is  all  that  is  necessary.  The 
Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  River  Improvement  Association,  a  corporation  orjran- 
ized  for  the  purpose  of  securing  to  the  United  States  the  necessary  land,  has 
continued  its  efforts  during  the  past  year  and  has  turned  over  to  the  Department  of 
Justice,  for  examination,  title  papers  to  some  of  the  land  needed.  The  city  of  Sac- 
ramento voted  bonds  in  the  sum  of  .$75,000.00  with  which  to  pay  for  approximately 
436  acres,  comprising  the  necessary  rights  of  way  on  Sherman  Island,  and  the  title 
papers  to  this  land  are  now  in  the  Department  of  Justice,  for  examination. 

Condemnation  proceedings  were  found  necessary  in  several  cases.  At  the  request 
of  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  California  these  proceedings  were  instituted  during 
the  past  year  in  the  name  of  the  United  States  by  the  Department  of  Justice,  and 
as  provided  in  the  acts  of  Congress  of  May  16,  1906.  and  June  29,  1906,  all  expenses 
of  the  proceedings  and  the  amount  of  the  awards  that  may  be  made  are  to  be  paid 
by  the  State  of  California  and  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  Improvement 
Association. 

All  expenditures  during  the  fiscal  year  were  made  from  the  .$400,(K)0.00  appro- 
priated by  the  act  of  Congre.'-s  aijproved  June  25.  1910.  The  expenditures,  amount- 
ing to  $130,868.69,  were  on  account  of  the  construction  of  the  two  suction  dredges 
and  plant  needed  for  their  operation.

RIVER  WORK. 

Among  the  dutie.s  prescribed  for  the  Department  of  Engineering  hy 

the  statutes,  the  law  creating  it  recites  that : 

All  matters  of  drainage,  and  improving  and  rectifying  river  channels  and  other 
work  on  any  river  or  slough  flowing  into  San  Francisco  Bay,  San  Pablo  Bay,  and 
Suisun  Bay,  and  also  the  tide  waters  flowing  into  said  bays,  shall  be  placed  under 
the  management  and  control  of  the  Department  of  Engineering  whenever  the  law 
provides  therefor.  The  Department  of  Engineering  shall  have  charge  of  all  expen- 
ditures, unless  otherwise  provided  by  law,  for  all  public  works  relating  to  general 
river  and  harbor  improvements,  including  reclamation  and  drainage  of  lands.  It 
may  purchase,  construct,  and  operate  one  or  more  dredges,  or  any  other  needed 
appliances  to  promote  or  properly  carry  out  the  work  of  the  department.  The  State 
Engineer,  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  California,  may  obtain  or  condemn  any  right 
of  way  necessary  for  any  construction  herein  named,  and  shall  proceed,  if  necessary, 
to  condemn  under  the  terms  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  relating  to  such  pro- 
ceedings. The  department  shall  have  the  power  to  employ  such  additional  help  for 
the  performance  of  the  work  of  this  section  as  the  Advisory  Board  shall  order,  and 
all  money  now  appropriated  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  remaining  unex- 
pended, shall  be  used  for  the  purposes  intended  by  the  law,  by  the  Department  of 
Engineering,  and  the  State  Controller  shall  transfer  said  funds  to  the  credit  of  the 
Department  of  Engineering.  Wherever  under  any  statutes  of  this  State  any  duty 
or  obligation,  the  performance  of  which  is  imposed  upon  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  or  the  auditing  board  to  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  the  same  shall 
be  assumed,  and  the  performance  of  the  same  shall  devolve  upon  the  Department  of 
Engineering. 

Bills  were  introduced  in  the  last  ses.sion  to  appropriate  $150,000 
for  the  general  river  work  required  under  the  foregoing  provision  of  the 
.statute  and  $80,000  to  construct  and  operate  a  dredge  on  the  Sacra- 
mento River  to  improve  the  channel  and  make  it  navigable  at  all  seasons 
from  Chico  Landing  to  Red  Bluff.  The  latter  bill  was  withdrawn 
and  the  appropriation  carried  by  the  increase  of  $200,000.  for  ' '  improv- 
ing and  rectifying  river  channels."  However,  the  appropriation  was 
made  available,  $50,000  July  1,  1911,  and  $150,000  July  1.  1912 ;  there- 
fore the  funds  available  the  first  year  not  being  sufficient  to  build  and 
operate  a  dredge,  that  matter  was  compelled  to  remain  in  abeyance  until 
the  larger  fund  should  become  available,  which  time,  it  was  known, 
would  be  too  late  in  the  season  to  have  a  dredge  constructed  for  use 
that  year. 

A  survey  of  the  river  was  made  from  Red  Bluff  to  Chico  Landing, 
a  distance  of  52  miles,  and  plans  outlined  for  a  campaign  of  channel

improvement.  In  the  early  part  of  1912  the  people  of  Tehama  County, 
acting  through  the  county  supervisors  and  the  Red  Bluff  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  and  committees  of  prominent  citizens,  urged  the  Depart- 
ment to  do  something  to  give  them  relief,  as  under  ordinary  condi- 
tions the  river  is  closed  to  navigation  half  the  j'ear. 

Realizing  the  justness  of  the  demands  of  those  people,  and  not  being 
able  to  build  a  dredge  for  the  purpose,  the  Department  advertised  for 
bids  to  do  the  Avork,  but  received  no  oft'ers.  Negotiations  were  then 
commenced  to  hire  a  dredge,  but  it  was  July  before  one  could  be 
secured  of  sufficient  light  draft  to  navigate  the  shallow  river.  On 
July  15th  the  dredge  Samson  started  up  the  river  to  begin  work  at 
Chico  Landing.  For  some  time  the  river  had  been  unusually  low  and 
bars  at  the  confluence  of  Feather  River  had  caused  steamers  much 
trouble,  but  it  was  expected  that  the  Samson  could  dig  her  way  through 
this  bar,  after  which  she  would  liave  no  further  trouble.  But  such  was 
not  to  be  the  ease. 

The  flow  of  the  river  decreased  with  unprecedented  rapidity  and  to 
such  an  extent  that  the  dredge  was  frequently  compelled  to  dig  a 
channel  through  the  rapidly  appearing  bars.  The  delays  were  so 
frequent  and  long  it  was  seen  that  the  dredge  would  not  be  able  to 
reach  her  destination  in  time  to  accomplish  anything  this  year,  so  she 
was  recalled. 

The  attempt  was  a  failure,  but  the  work  of  snagging  the  river  and 
cutting  channels  through  the  bars  as  far  up  as  the  dredge  went  demon- 
strated that  the  navigable  conditions  of  the  rivers  can  be  greatly 
improved  and  the  navigation  season  extended  by  maintaining  a  dredge 
on  the  river  for  just  such  work  as  the  Samson  was  compelled  to  do  to 
forward  her  own  progress  on  the  stream. 

The  Department  has  prepared  sketches  and  discussed  tentative  plans 
for  a  dredge  of  light  draft  to  be  self-propelled,  and  in  addition  to 
dredging  apparatus  to  be  rigged  with  tackle  for  snagging  and  for 
driving  piles  in  constructing  wing-dams  and  jetties.  It  is  hoped  the 
Department  will  be  in  a  position  very  early  to  obtain  figures  on  the 
construction  of  such  a  dredge  to  be  ready  for  operation  as  soon  as  its 
services  are  required  and  can  be  made  effective. 

Three  successive  dry  years  have  kept  the  rivers  Avell  within  their 
banks,  and  the  levees  have  suffered  none  from  the  effects  of  high 
water.  Several  banks,  however,  have  eroded  and  endangered  levees 
where  the  same  was  placed  too  near  the  edge.  In  a  few  places  this 
has  produced  dangerous  conditions,  and  unless  protective  measures 
shall  be  taken  may  entail  serious  damage  with  the  next  raise  of  the 
river  to  flood  line. 

One  of  these  places  is  at  Crouch's  Landing,  about  three  miles  below 
Monroeville,  another  at  Jacinto,  Glenn  County,  and  a  third  just  below 
Freeport,  all  on  the  Sacramento  River.  The  bank  revetment  placed 
by  the  Department  at  several  places  along  the  river  and  on  the  shores 
of  Brannan  and  Sherman  islands  has  stood  up  well  and  required  but 
little  repairs  during  the  two  years  just  past. 
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In  the  opening  chapter  of  this  report  the  functions  of  the  Consulting 
Board  to  the  Department  of  Engineering  are  stated.  All  applications 
tor  State  aid  in  works  affecting  the  rivers  is  referred  to  this  board  for 
consideration. 

Wherever  proposed  work  in  the  interests  of  navigation  and  the  control 
and  maintenance  of  stable  conditions  of  the  rivers  involves  also  direct 
benefits  or  protection  to  the  lands  seeking  to  have  the  work  done,  it  has 
been  the  policy  of  the  Consulting  Board  to  recommend  the  work  done 
by  the  State,  provided  the  property  interests  to  be  directly  benefited 
shall  pay  one  half,  or  more  than  half,  of  the  cost  of  the  work. 

In  all  of  the  original  work  undertaken  during  the  past  two  years  this 
rule  has  been  adhered  to  excepting  where  stated  in  the  description  of 
the  same. 

FEATHER   RIVER, 

Yuha  Cut-off,  1911. — A  channel  was  opened  to  low  water  and  a  wing- 
dam  constructed  to  divert  water  into  the  cut.  Left  bank  revetted  from 
D  street  bridge  to  the  Northern  Electric  Railroad  bridge,  at  a  cost  of 
$3,879.48.  The  California  Farm  Lands  Company  had  agreed  to  pay 
one  half  of  the  cost. 

Star  Bend,  1911. — Surveys  made  for  a  cut-off,  but  the  property  own- 
ers have  not  agreed  to  pay  half  the  expense  and  nothing  further  done. 

Nelson's  Bend,  1911.- — Surveys  and  plans  for  a  cut-off  made.  Esti- 
mated cost  of  cut,  $21,000.  Natomas  Company  have  undertaken  the 
work  for  an  expense  to  the  State  of  $10,500. 

SACRAMENTO  RIVER, 

Bed  Bluff— CJiico  Landing,  1911. — Surveys  and  plans  for  improve- 
ments made.  Attempted  to  put  a  dredge  to  work,  but  owing  to  low 
Avater  failed  to  reach  the  place.  Dredge  returned  to  Sacramento, 
November.  1912. 

Crouch's  Lafidiug. — The  left  bank  of  the  river  here  has  been  eroding 
for  two  years  until  more  than  70  acres  of  alfalfa  have  been  washed 
aw^ay.  The  bank  is  15  to  19  feet  high.  At  the  upper  end  of  the  erosion 
is  a  shalloM^  swale  leading  away  from  the  river  to  sloughs  in  low  ground. 
It  is  feared  that  unless  arrested  the  cutting  of  the  bank  may  lead  to 
the  river  cutting  through  into  the  sloughs.  The  Consulting  Board 
in  1910  had  recommended  the  expenditure  of  $5,000.  provided  the 
property  owners  would  expend  a  like  sum.  As  they  had  expended  a 
larger  sum  in  constructing  a  jetty,  the  Department  took  advantage  of 
the  presence  of  the  dredge  Samson  to  have  a  cut  made  through  a  gravel 
bar  to  divert  the  current  of  the  river.  The  effectivenss  of  this  work, 
however,  is  lessened  because  the  War  Department  declined  to  permit 
the  extension  of  the  jetty  across  the  old  channel  as  a  wing-dam. 

Jacinto. — The  conditions  here  are  grave.  The  river  has  forsaken  its 
old  channel  about  three  miles  above  and  running  the  arc  of  a  circle 
toward  the  east  returns  at  this  point  nearly  perpendicular  to  the  old 
course.  The  current  infringes  against  the  bank  with  terrific  force.  The 
depth  during  low  water  of  1912  was  42  feet  with  the  top  of  the  bank 
21  feet  above  the  water.     High  water  mark  is  several  feet  higher. 
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Erosion  of  this  bank  is  so  rapid  that  the  country  road  on  the  levee 
has  been  moved  twice  in  three  years.  Should  a  break  occur  here  the 
river  would  find  a  new  course  down  the  Colusa  Basin.  The  banks  being 
more  than  60  feet  high  and  vertical  and  exposed  as  the  situation  is  to 
the  boring  action  of  tlie  current,  mattress  revetment  is  not  possible. 

The  Department  engineers  decided  that  a  cut-off  along  the  chord  of 
the  arc  formed  by  the  course  of  the  river  would  deflect  the  current  and 
arrest  the  damage.  A  right  of  way  was  secured  for  it  in  1910,  but  the 
property  owners  were  not  then  able  to  contribute  their  share  of  the  ex- 
pense. Preparations  were  made  to  prosecute  the  work  this  summer,  but 
the  representative  of  the  War  Department  declined  to  recommend  it  for 
a  permit,  hence  it  M'as  abandoned. 

Plans  have  been  prepared  for  a  bulkhead  protection  which  will  cost 
$40,000  or  $50,000.  depending  upon  conditions  in  the  river,  but  at  this 
date  the  property  owners  have  not  signified  their  readiness  to  contribute 
one  half  of  the  cost  of  the  proposed  work. 

Grimes. — The  bank  at  the  landing  here  cut  back  until  l)uildings  were 
endangered  and  had  to  be  moved;  a  bulkhead  along  the  landing  and 
brush  mattresses  at  each  end  were  constructed  in  1910-11. 

Tisdale  Weir. — Some  repairs  were  needed  to  this  structure  owing  to 
the  crumbling  and  cracking  of  some  of  the  old  concrete.  The  Aving  walls 
also  were  extended  and  improved.  This  was  done  entirely  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  State,  it  being  maintenance. 

Rocky  Point,  1911. — The  mattress  here  had  given  way,  necessitating 
repairs  at  State's  expense. 

Merkcley  Levee. — The  mattress  here  near  the  Riverside  baths  was 
repaired  and  restaked  for  willow  growth.  It  may  be  explained  that 
where  willow  mattress  is  laid  and  for  any  reason  the  brush  does  not 
grow  the  Department  has  found  it  advantageous  to  drive  green  willow 
stakes  at  frequent  intervals  through  the  mat  into  the  soil.  Those 
stakes  -will  grow,  and  their  roots  make  a  good  anchorage  for  the  brusli 
and  protection  against  erosion  after  the  Inrush  has  decayed. 

Oak  Hall  Levee. — The  mattress  placed  here  in  1909  and  1910  was 
repaired  and  staked.  A  new  mattress  was  placed  in  1911.  A  balance 
of  $250.  owed  by  District  No.  535  for  this  work,  remains  unpaid. 

District  No.  673.^Ahont  a  half  mile  below  "The  Brickyard,"  some 
six  miles  down  the  river  from  Sacramento,  tlie  bank  had  caved  until 
the  levee  was  threatened.     Brush  mattress  was  laid  1,560  feet  in  length. 

Freeport. — The  erosion  of  the  bank  here  has  become  a  serious  menace, 
cutting  back  into  the  levee  and  taking  part  of  the  county  road,  in  one 
or  two  i)laces.  The  worst  places  are  short,  l)ut  the  entire  stretcli  of 
river  bank  for  more  than  a  mile  is  disintegrating  under  the  action  of  the 
water,  and  it  is  certain  that  if  small  patches  of  protective  work  are 
placed  now,  in  a  short  time  more  will  be  required,  and  the  Consulting 
Board  has  advised  that  it  be  done  as  a  whole.  The  property  interests 
have  failed  to  agree  to  sharing  the  expense  of  such  work  as  the  Depart- 
ment deems  necessary,  and  so  nothing  has  been  done  here  lint  to  make 
the  surveys.

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Bra)inan  Idatid. — Repairing  of  revetment  at  State's  expense  is  all 
that  has  been  needed  here. 

Sherman  Island. — Repairs  to  the  detached  pieces  of  mattress,  slight 
for  most  of  them,  but  quite  expensive  for  one  at  Jap  Landing.  AH  at 
State's  expense. 

MOKELUMNE  RIVER. 

Quite  extensive  work,  dredging  and  snagging  the  river  and  making 
several  cut-offs  was  executed  above  the  Cialt-Newhope  bridge  two  years 
ago.  Nothing  has  lieen  done  since,  though  requests  have  been  preferred 
for  estimates  of  the  cost  to  improve  the  river  to  Woodbridge. 

When  the  work  above  mentioned  was  completed,  Newhope  Recla- 
mation District  was  indebted  to  the  State  $7,076.28  as  its  share  of  the 
cost  of  the  work,  which  amount  is  still  unpaid,  and  must  remain  so  until 
the  slovv'-moving  machinery  of  the  district  can  levy  and  collect  sufficient 
assessments  to  raise  the  money. 

SAN  JOAQUIN  RIVER. 

District  544. — The  bank  of  the  river  at  the  divergence  of  Old  River 
from  the  San  Joaquin  had  eroded  until  danger  of  a  serious  break 
threatened.  Surveys  were  made  and  work  began  in  May,  1912,  since 
which  time  a  brush  mattress  530  feet  in  length  has  been  laid. 

District  No.  17. — A  point  just  below  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad 
bridge  across  the  San  Joaquin  River  between  Lathrop  and  Tracy 
became  in  a  threatening  condition.  Should  a  break  occur  here  it 
would  result  in  serious  damage,  extending  to  the  inundating  of  the 
city  of  Stockton.  Contemporaneously  with  the  work  in  District  No.  554, 
a  mattress  1,250  feet  long  was  placed  here. 

Paradise  Bend. — A  short  distance  above  the  Western  Pacific  Rail- 
road bridge  a  bad  eddy  had  threatened  destruction  to  the  bank,  and 
a  mattress  is  being  laid  here. 

In  accordance  with  a  new  policy  adopted  by  the  Department  the 
proportion  of  the  estimated  cost  of  the  proposed  work  assessed  to  the 
property  interests  in  the  three  instances  just  narrated,  was  deposited 
in  bank  to  the  credit  of  the  State  I^ngineer  before  work  was  com- 
menced. Also  the  estimate  is  made  to  include  the  cost  of  maintaining 
the  work  for  one  year. 

Lorenzens  Bend. — The  mattress  placed  here  three  years  ago  was 
repaired  and  staked  in  1911. 

Bacon  Island. — In  response  to  an  application  for  a  cut-off  to  l)e 
made  across  a  short  bend  in  Old  River,  a  few  miles  below  the  Santa 
Fe  Railroad  bridge,  a  survey  was  made,  but  the  owners  of  Bacon 
Island,  upon  which  the  cut  would  be  made,  declined  to  grant  a  right 
of  way.  The  parties  making  the  application  have  promised  that  if 
the  right  of  way  is  secured  and  the  work  ordered  done  they  will  pay 
the  entire  cost  of  the  excavation. 

Upon  the  refusal  of  the  owners  to  grant  the  right  of  way.  the  mat- 
ter was  referred  to  the  Attorney  General,  since  Avhich  time  this  office 
has  received  no  information  concerning  it.

Calaveras  River. — This  stream  enters  the  San  JoH(|uiii  Valley  about 
20  miles  northeast  of  Stockton  and  joins  the  San  Joaquin  River  a 
few  miles  west  of  the  city.  It  is  intermittent ;  torrential  in  winter  and 
dry  for  several  months  in  the  summer.  It  is  navigable  for  a  few  miles 
above  tlie  confluence  with  the  San  Joaquin. 

A  few  years  ayo  the  Federal  Government  constructed  levees  and  a 
canal  to  protect  the  city  of  Stockton  from  the  flood  waters  of  Mormon 
Slough,  which  is  a  branch  of  Calaveras  diverging  from  that  stream 
near  the  hills.  These  protection  works  cause  the  flood  waters  of  Cala- 
veras River  to  flow  over  the  banks  some  distance  above.  The  escaping 
waters  there  flow  southwestward  over  the  intervening  plains  until  inter- 
cepted and  impoiuided  by  the  levees  along  the  Calaveras  and  San 
Joaquin  rivers. 

State  property  at  the  farm  of  the  Stoctkton  State  IIos()ital  suffers 
great  injury  from  the  floods  occuring  as  above.  Efforts  to  induce  the 
owners  of  property  affected  to  construct  levees  for  protection  against 
the  flood  waters  of  the  Calaveras  River  were  unavailing.  It  was  consid- 
ered that  the  diversitm  of  so  much  water  from  the  flow  of  the  river 
would  tend  to  affect  the  regimen  of  the  stream  l)elow  to  the  injury  of 
navigation,  and  upon  the  Attorney  General  rendering  an  opinion  that 
work  in  the  interest  of  navigation,  might  ])e  done  even  though  situated 
away  from  the  navigable  portions,  a  contract  was  awarded  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  levee  along  the  .south  bank  of  the  Calaveras  to  prevent  the 
escape  of  its  waters.     The  work  is  no\v  in  progress. 

Eel  River.— The  legislature  of  1909  made  an  appropriation  of  !i^25.000 
to  continue  the  work  of  liank  protection  on  Eel  River  in  Humboldt 
County.  The  efforts  of  the  Department  since  that  have  been  directed 
in  repairing  and  protecting  work  that  had  been  placed  under  an  appro- 
priation made  in  1907.  By  the  terms  of  the  act  (Chap.  502,  1909)  no 
new  work  could  be  undertaken  by  the  Department  of  Engineering  until 
a  deposit  of  one  half  of  the  estimated  cost  shall  be  made  by  the  owners 
of  property  to  be  benefited.  No  application  to  have  new  work  executed 
was  made  until  late  in  the  summer  of  1912.  The  State  Engineer 
pei-sonally  examined  the  situati(m  and  concluded  that  it  would  be 
impossible  to  complete  any  works  undertaken  so  late  in  the  season,  and 
any  structures  uncompleted  would.  wh(Mi  the  floods  come,  be  in  danger 
of  utter  destruction. 

The  situation  on  Eel  Rivei-  is  a  very  difficult  one,  and  it  is  believed 
that  radical  changes  must  be  made  in  the  methods  of  control  in  order 
to  obtain  permanent  and  effective  results.  To  enable  the  Department 
to  formulate  ])lans  for  effective  protection  works  it  is  necessary  to  have 
complete  surveys  of  the  ground,  which  surveys  are  now  being  made. 

Other  Matters. — In  addition  to  the  foregoing  the  Department  has 
made  many  surveys  and  examinations  of  sites  of  proposed  work,  and 
on  occasions  has  been  called  upon  for  assistance  by  parties  engaged  in 
private  reclamation  and  stream  regulation.  Such  assistance  as  the  De- 
partment could  give  in  an  advisory  way  has  ahva\s  l)een  at  the  service 
of  all  needing  such.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  Department  of  Engineering',  as-  explained  in  an  earlier  para- 
graph, has  duties  not  inclnded  in  the  foregoing;  some  prescribed  b}^ 
statute  and  others  arising  from  the  comities  of  professional  relations 
with  the  public. 

State  Supervisio)i  of  Da)ns. — Whether  persons  or  corporations 
should  be  permitted  to  construct  high  dams  in  the  streams  of  the 
State  impounding  immense  bodies  of  water,  which,  should  the  dam 
fail,  would  carry  destruction  to  communities  below,  without  being 
subjected  to  state  supervision,  is  a  ([uestion  that  is  receiving  much 
attention. 

In  some  states  laws  have  been  enacted  requiring  the  plans  of  all 
such  structures  to  be  approved  by  state  authorities  and  the  construc- 
tion executed  under  the  supervision  of  a  responsible  state  official. 

One  dam  is  being  constructed  in  California  which  it  is  said  will 
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Defective   Dam. 


This  rock  fill  dam,  75  feet  high,  faced  with  htmber,  impounds  300,000,000  cubic  feet  of 
water,  was  examined  by  the  Department  of  Engineering.  Great  holes  were  found  in  the 
rock  work  under  the  lumber  "skin."  The  picture  shows  one  hole  with  two  men  in  it  and 
room   for  two   more   men. 

The  owners  of  the  dam  repaired  it  in  compliance  with  suggestions  of  the  Department  of 
Engineering. 
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impound  nearly  one  half  million  aere-t'eet  of  water — 21,789,000,000 
cubic  feet.  Think  of  the  havoc  such  a  body  of  water  would  cause 
should  it  be  suddenly  released  by  a  collai)se  of  the  dam.  Another  is 
beinsj  constructed  on  another  stream  that  it  is  re[)orted  will  be  three 
hundred  feet  hiuh. 

It  is  presumed  the  companies  which  are  constructing'  these  stupen- 
dous works  have  taken  all  precautions  that  human  foresight  can  invoke 
to  prevent  an  accident  that  would  destroy  their  valuable  pro])erty. 

An  instance  came  under  the  notice  of  the  Department  within  the 
'last  few  months.  A  dam  had  been  constructed  in  a  narrow  canon, 
and  a  reservoir  created.  From  the  time  of  its  construction  dis(|uiet- 
ino-  rumors  obtained  circulation  in  the  communities  situated  along 
the  course  of  the  stream  in  the  valley  below  that  the  dam  was  unstable. 
The  owners  scouted  the  idea  that  it  was  unsafe,  exhibited  the  plans 
and  specifications,  which  had  been  prepared  by  a  man  of  known 
engineering  ability,  and  pointed  to  the  fact  that  the  company  would 
be  a  great  sufferer  in  case  of  failure,  and  asked  if  that  Avere  not 
enough  guarantee  that  all  care  had  been  taken  to  make  the  structure 
safe. 

The  State  Engineer  was  appealed  to  ])y  those  who  felt  that  their 
lives  and  property  were  jeopardized,  and  finally  the  company  agreed 
to  permit  the  dam  to  be  examined,  and  agreed  that  if  it  was  found 
defective  such  measures  as  were  necessary  would  be  applied. 

An  inspection  revealed  the  fact  that  in  construction  the  specifica- 
tions had  been  grossly  ignored,  and  that  structural  members  were 
straired  to  breaking  limit,  and  in  one  instance  had  actually  broken. 
Remedial  measures  were  applied  as  agreed  upon.  Here  the  people 
who  were  endangered,  and  w^ho  would  have  suffered  destruction  in 
the  event  of  a  very  probable  accident,  had  no  one  in  authority  to  see 
that  the  plans  and  specifications  were  complied  with. 

Here  the  owners  of  the  property  would  have  suffered  financial  I'uin 
in  the  event  of  a  failure  that  was  shown  to  be  not  improbable,  while 
no  state  authority  existed  to  guard  the  people  below  against  the  estab- 
lishing of  a  menace  to  their  lives  and  homes.  Further  comment  seems 
superfluous. 

Irrigation  District  Law.— That  the  bonds  of  irrigation  disti-icts 
were  not  easily  sold  in  the  financial  marts  has  long  ])een  realized  by 
the  managers  of  districts  having  l)onds  to  sell,  and  desiring  to  raise 
money  for  construction,  impi-ovements  or  extensions  of  their  irriga- 
tion works. 

Various  reasons  have  been  given  to  aceoun.t  for  the  apathy  of  investors 
towai-d  these  bonds,  and  one  reason  which  was  strongly  urged  was  thai 
ii-rigation  district  bonds  were  not  available^  undei-  the  law  for  purchase 
with  state  funds,  nor  for  the  investment  of  trust  funds  held  t)y  h;niks. 

An  attempt  to  cure  this  defect  was  made  by  the  enactment  of  a 
statute  CChaj).  157,  1911,  supplemented  by  Chap.  8,  Ex.  Sess  .  1911), 
authorizing  investments  to  be  made  as  above,  ])rovided  the  project  of 
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the  district  should  be  approved  by  a  commission  composed  of  the  Attor- 
ney General,  State  Engineer,  and  State  Superintendent  of  Banking. 

This  provision  for  validation  did  not  seem  to  stimulate  the  sale  of 
such  bonds,  and  it  was  explained  that  the  statute  was  not  supported 
by  the  Constitution.  Therefore  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
Avas  submitted  at  the  last  general  election,  covering  the  matter.  This 
amendment  was  approved,  is  now  in  force,  and  it  will  devolve  upon 
the  coming  session  of  the  Legislature  to  enact  laws  to  make  the  amend- 
ment effective. 

It  is  desired  to  call  attention  to  a  defect  in  the  present  law,  which, 
if  not  corrected,  may  lead  to  serious  consequences,  and  if  perpetuated 
will  deter  careful  investors  from  accepting  irrigation  district  bonds. 
It  is  this : 

The  present  statute  and  the  constitutional  amendment  provide  that 
the  bonds  may  be  purchased  with  state  funds,  and  they  will  be 
accepted  by  the  State  as  securities,  etc.,  provided  the  project  of  the 
district  shall  be  approved  by  a  designated  commission. 

The  State  Engineer  may  find  that  the  project  is  feasible  from  an 
engineering  standpoint ;  the  supply  of  water  is  ample ;  the  land  is 
extensive,  and  adapted  for  development  by  irrigation;  the  works  as 
planned  will  be  stable  and  properly  adapted  for  their  purpose,  and 
can  be  constructed  and  completed  within  the  astimated  cost. 

The  Attorney  General  may  find  that  every  step  in  the  proceedings 
of  organizing  the  district  and  issuing  the  bonds  has  complied  strictly 
with  the  law. 

The  Superintendent  of  Banking  may  find  that  the  lands  within  the 
district  are  of  sufficient  and  stable  value  to  be  a  safe  basis  for  the 
security  of  the  bonds,  and  the  commission  as  a  whole,  acting  for  the 
State,  approves  the  project. 

The  State  has  put  its  seal  of  approval  upon  the  bonds  and  in  that 
sense  has  guaranteed  their  worth,  which  gives  them  a  value  in  the  marts 
of  finance.  But  there  the  official  relations  of  the  State  with  the  enter- 
prise ceases.  The  State  has  no  authority  over  the  management  of  the 
business  affairs  of  the  district  nor  control  over  the  manner  of  construct- 
ing the  works.  Through  incompetence  or  design  the  cost  of  construction 
may  be  increased.  Faulty  materials  and  workmanship  may  result  in 
the  destruction  of  an  expensive  dam  or  other  works;  the  plans  and 
specifications  may  be  departed  from  in  construction,  or  changed  to  a 
more  costly  design,  even  to  the  extent  of  changing  the  source  of  supply 
to  another  stream,  which  latter  has  been  done  and  the  action  upheld  by 
the  courts. 

It  is  urged  that  the  State  should  not  lend  its  credit,  as  would  be  the 
ease  where  it  has  validated  bonds  as  above  stated,  without  having  a 
right  to  control  the  execution  of  the  works  which  are  to  give  value  to 
the  bonds.  The  State  should  have  supervision  over  all  parts  of  con- 
struction to  enforce  the  substantial  work  and  economical  methods  of 
accomplishing  it. 
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Bridges  and  Navigable  Streams. — Under  the  provisions  of  the  law 
(Chap.  68,  Stats.  1881)  the  phms  for  any  bridge  which  it  is  proposed 
to  erect  over  a  navigable  stream  in  this  State  must  be  approved  by  the 
State  Engineer,  who  is  required  to  specify  the  width  of  opening 
required  for  the  draw. 

Several  bridges  have  been  built  crossing  the  navigable  rivers  of  the 
State  within  the  last  few  years,  but  the  office  of  the  Department  of 
Engineering  contains  no  record  that  the  plans  of  any  of  thom  have  been 
approved  by  the  State  Engineer. 

It  is  believed  that  in  some  instances  the  plans  were  presented  and  the 
approval  endorsed  upon  them,  they  being  then  returned  to  the  parties 
presenting  them  without  copies  having  been  retained  in  the  Depart- 
ment. There  is  one  bridge  for  which  proceedings  looking  to  its  erection 
over  navigable  waters  have  been  inaugurated  recently,  but  this  office 
has  not  been  asked  to  pass  upon  the  plans.  The  attention  of  the 
proper  authorities  has  been  called  to  the  provisions  of  the  law  men- 
tioned. 

ECONOMIC  RESEARCH. 

From  the  beginning  of  its  existence,  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  has  been  engaged  in  making  surveys  of  its  territory.  For  many 
years  the  principal  surveys  on  the  land  were  conducted  by  army  engi- 
neer officers  under  the  direction  of  the  War  Department.  Later  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  took  charge  of  the  survey  of  public  lands, 
and  in  1879-80  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  was  organized 
under  that  department  with  Clarence  King  as  director.  The  lir.st 
comprehensive  report  was  that  for  the  years  1880-81,  published  in 
1882  by  J.  W.  Powell,  director,  and  was  devoted  almost  wholly  to  the 
treatment  of  structural  geology.  (The  first  annual  report  by  King, 
in  1880,  only  dealt  with  the  plans  of  the  organization.) 

The  report  of  1883  took  up  the  subject  of  paleontology  and  miner- 
alogy. In  1884,  the  new  subjects  treated  were  topography,,  artesian 
wells,  and  paleobotany.  The  report  of  1885  mentions  new  methods  in 
silver  determinations,  reports  on  swamps,  and  on  flora.  In  1886  salt 
making  was  introduced  into  the  investigation.  In  1886-7,  the  study 
of  petroleum  and  gas  was  taken  up,  and  the  researches  of  the  survey 
reached  California  in  a  "Quaternary  History  of  Mono  Valley," 
"Geology  of  Lassen  Peak  District,"  and  "Geology  of  Quicksilver 
Deposits  of  Pacific  Slope." 

The  report  of  1887-88,  discussed  the  great  Charleston  eartliquake. 
Part  II  of  the  tenth  annual  report,  1888-89,  was  devoted  exclusively  to 
irrigation.  Each  succeeding  year  has  witnessed  the  expansion  of  the 
scope  of  investigation  until  now  it  includes  so  many  economic  subjects 
that  the  survey  is  organized  into  eight  branches,  subdivided  into  twentj'- 
seven  divisions,  and  each  division  is  again  subdivided  into  sections 
according  to  the  subjects  to  be  investigated  by  it.     The  result  of  the 
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great  diversity  of  subjects  brought  under  examination  and  analyses 
is  that  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  has  become  a  most  valuable 
bureau  of  research  and  information. 

The  Survey  now  employs  more  than  1,000  people,  most  of  whom  are 
experts  in  their  respective  specialties.  So  reliable  is  the  information 
obtained  considered  by  those  interested,  that  the  bulletins  and  publica- 
tions of  the  Survey  are  eagerly  sought,  and  to  supply  the  demand  nearly 
1,500,000  copies  a  year  are  printed  for  distribution.  Indeed,  the  ability 
of  these  experts  is  so  well  recognized  the  world  over,  that  the  Survey 
frequently  suffers  loss  by  the  resignations  of  its  investigators,  whose 
services  are  sought  by  other  governments  and  by  industrial  concerns 
operating  in  this  and  foreign  lands.  Men  have  been  called  to  conduct 
investigations  in  Mexico,  Canada,  Honduras,  Peru,  China,  Africa  and 
other  countries. 

Other  branches  of  the  Federal  Government,  such  as  the  Office  of 
Experiment  Stations,  Office  of  Public  Roads,  Forestry  Service,  etc., 
are  engaged,  coordinately  with  the  Geological  Survey,  in  conducting 
investigations  along  the  lines  of  research  pertinent  to  their  respective 
fields  of  public  service.  The  Government,  through  these  coordinate 
branches,  is  so  well  prepared  with  their  several  organizations,  experi- 
enced staffs  and  complete  ecpipment  for  accurate  investigations  along 
extensive  lines  of  economic  development,  that  their  reports  are  sought 
for  by  private  and  public  interest,  and  the  accuracy  of  their  state- 
ments is  accepted  without  question. 

Cooperative  Investigations. — Notwithstanding  the  large  appropria- 
tions made  by  Congress  for  the  prosecution  of  the  several  lines  of 
investigation  carried  on  by  the  Geological  Survey  and  other  branches 
of  the  Government,  the  field  of  operations,  extending  over  the  entire 
country-  and  into  foreign  territory,  is  so  large  and  the  number  of  sub- 
jects investigated  is  so  great,  that  progress  is  often  too  slow  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  rapid  development  of  growing  communities. 

To  expedite  investigations  that  otherwise  would  have  to  wait  for  the 
work  to  reach  them  in  its  regular  course,  many  states  cooperate  with 
the  National  Government  in  prosecuting  those  lines  of  inquiry  in  which 
they  are  most  interested. 

In  the  matter  of  topographic  surveys,  during  the  fiscal  year  1907-08, 
the  United  States  Geological  Survey  operated  in  thirty-two  states  and 
territories,  surveying  25,658  square  miles  of  new  territory,  and  in 
1908-09  it  extended  the  survey  in  twenty-seven  states  and  added  23,381 
miles  to  the  total  surveyed.  Eighteen  of  the  states  in  which  topo- 
graphic surveys  were  made  in  1909  cooperated  with  the  Government 
and  received  a  total  allotment  of  $114,700,  contributing  $153,000  as 
their  share  of  the  cost. 

At  each  session  since  1903  the  California  Legislature  has  appropriated 
various  sums  for  the  purpose  of  cooperating  with  the  several  branches 
of  the  National  Government  in  the  above  mentioned  surveys  and  the 
prosecution  of  investigations  into  various  phases  of  economic  develop- 
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ment.  Formerly  the  appropriations  were  inailt'  specifying  a  tixed  sum 
for  each  subject  to  be  investigated,  bnt  in  line  with  a  reconmiendation 
made  by  the  State  Engineer  in  the  first  biennial  report  of  this  Depart- 
ment, the  Legislature  since  1909  has  made  the  appropriation  as  a 
whole,  so  that  the  funds  could  be  apportioned  by  the  Department  of 
Engineering  according  to  the  ixHiuirement  of  each  line  of  inquiry  to 
be  undertaken. 

In  pursuance  with  this  provision  of  the  appropriation  act,  agreements 
were  entered  into  with  the  Director  of  the  United  States  Geological 
Survey,  and  with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  for  cooperative  research, 
and  allotments  were  made  of  the  funds  a])propriated  to  cover  the  State's 
portion  of  the  expense  of  making  the  investigations.  The  agreements 
now  in  force  are  as  follows : 

With  the  Director  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey,  for — 
Topographic  surveys. 
Water  resources  investigations. 

With  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Office  of  Experiment  Stations, 
for — 

Irrigation  and  drainage  investigations. 
Forestry  Service,  for — 

Protection  of  forest  areas  in  San  Bernardino  ^lountains. 

These  agreements  are  made  to  run  only  one  year  and  are  renewed 
annually. 

The  gathering  of  the  information  included  in  the  above  subjects  is 
very  properly  a  function  of  the  Department  of  Engineering,  but  to 
provide  the  Department  with  the  requisite  equipment  for  field  and 
laboratory  work,  and  to  maintain  the  necessary  working  force,  would 
require  a  large  appropriation.  Furthermore,  the  work  accomplished 
by  the  Department,  acting  alone,  would  be  duplicate  of  a  great  deal 
that  has  been  done  before  and  that  would  follow  in  the  regular  progress 
of  the  work  of  the  other  governmental  investigators. 

liy  these  cooperative  arrangements  the  State  obtains  the  service  of 
already  organized  corps  of  experienced  investigators  possessing  all 
the  best  apparatus  and  instruments,  and  for  their  service  the  State  is 
required  to  pay  only  for  a  portion  of  the  operating  expenses.  As 
already  stated,  the  appropriations  made  by  the  Congress  for  the 
matters  under  discussion  are  too  small  to  permit  of  any  great  amount  of 
work  being  accomplished  in  any  one  state,  but  it  is  the  policy  of  the 
Government  to  give  preference  to  those  states  which  desire  to  cooperate, 
and  the  practice  is  to  allot  an  amount  equal  to  the  State's  ap{)r()pi-iation. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that,  in  addition  to  the  many  advantages 
resulting  from  cooperative  work,  all  money  appropriated  by  the  State 
is  met  by  a  like  amoimt  from  the  Federal  treasury,  and  nearly  every 
dollar  of  it  is  expended  within  the  State. 
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Topographic  Surveys. — The  cliaraeter  of  the  cooperative  topographic 
surveys  made  in  accordance  with  the  agreement  with  the  Director  of  the 
United  States  Geological  Survey  is  summarized  as  follows : 

The  order  in  which  the  field  work  is  prosecuted  in  different  parts  of  the 
State  is  fixed  by  agreement  from  time  to  time  as  the  work  progresses. 

The  surveys  are  executed  in  a  manner  sufficiently  elaborate  to  prepare 
maps  upon  scales  which  are  agreed  upon  for  different  localities,  and 
exhibit  the  hydrography,  hypsography,  public  culture,  and  all  public 
land  and  county  boundary  lines  which  are  marked  upon  the  ground. 

The  information  secured  by  the  surveys  is  published  in  atlas  sheets  of 
convenient  size,  called  quadrangles.  The  sheets  of  paper  are  20  l)y  16^ 
inches  in  dimensions,  the  territory  embraced  in  each  quadrangle  cover- 
ing 15  minutes,  30  minutes  or  1  degree  of  latitude  and  the  same  of 
longitude,  according  to  the  scale  of  the  publication.  Three  scales  are 
employed.  The  largest  scale  used  in  standard  sheets  is  1 :  65200,  corre- 
sponding very  nearly  to  one  mile  to  one  inch.  ]\Iaps  drawn  on  this  scale 
are  those  of  thickly  settled  communities  or  industrially  important  sec- 
tions of  the  country.  An  intermediate  scale  of  1 :  125000,  or  about  two 
miles  to  the  inch  is  employed  for  the  greater  part  of  the  country,  while 
the  smallest  scale,  1 :  250000,  or  about  four  miles  to  the  inch,  is  used  for 
territory  of  relatively  slight  industrial  importance  or  sparse  population, 
such  as  the  desert  regions.  A  few  special  maps  of  important  mining  dis- 
tricts or  other  limited  areas  are  issued  on  special  scales  suited  to  the 
requirements  of  the  country  mapped,  when  sheets  are  designated  by 
name,  usually  that  of  some  important  physical  feature,  thus :  Yuba 
City  Quadrangle,  Pyramid  Peak  Quadrangle,  etc.  That  portion  of 
the  Sacramento  Valley  lying  west  of  the  Sacramento  River  has  been 
published  in  sheets  28  by  40  inches  and  covering  several  quadrangles, 
the  scale  being  1 :  31680  or  one  half  mile  to  the  inch.  These  are  found 
very  convenient  in  studying  irrigation  and  reclamation  in  these  regions 
where  projects  embrace  large  areas. 

The  maps  are  sufficiently  detailed  as  base  maps  on  which  are  repre- 
sented the  character  of  the  soils  and  forests  of  the  area  surveyed,  and 
show  all  principal  objects,  natural  or  artificial,  such  as  streams,  lakes, 
shore  lines,  reservoirs,  canals,  important  wells,  springs,  railroads,  high- 
ways, power-transmission  lines,  principal  houses,  villages,  towns  and 
cities,  quarries,  mills,  and  other  industrial  plants,  all  with  great  clear- 
ness and  fidelity  to  position. 

The  hypsography  is  shown  by  contour  lines  Math  vertical  intervals 
of  5  to  100  feet,  according  to  the  smoothness  or  ruggedness  of  the 
terrene.  The  heights  of  important  points  are  determined  and  enduring 
monuments  and  bench  marks  are  established,  the  elevation  and  location 
of  which  are  found  by  precise  methods.  Along  both  sides  of  the  Sacra- 
mento River,  from  Suisun  Bay  to  a  point  several  miles  above  the  city 
of  Sacramento,  there  have  been  set  solid  concrete  monuments,  in  which 
are  imbedded  aluminum  tablets  upon  which  are  marked  the  elevations 
to  the  nearest  foot.     At  frequent  intervals  all  over  the  territory  surveyed 
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are  placed  other  bench  marks  which  consist  of  iron  pipes  set  solidly  in 
the  ground  and  capped  with  a  bronze  or  aluniinnni  cap  marked  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  tablets  on  the  concrete  monuments.  A  record  of 
the  location,  and  the  elevation  in  feet  and  fractions,  of  all  bench  marks 
is  kept  on  file  in  the  office  of  this  Department.  All  elevations  noted 
by  the  survey  are  determined  by  precise  level  lines  run  and  checked 
Avith  the  utmost  care,  and  are  referred  to  mean  sea  level  as  deduced 
from  long  series  of  observations. 

The  1908  report  of  the  Department  covered  the  operations  of  the 
topographic  survey  up  to  June  30,  1907.  At  that  time  79,391  square 
miles  had  been  mapped.  lender  the  agreement  then  in  force,  and 
witli  the  appropriation  already  made,  the  work  was  continued  and  (m 
June  30,  1908,  there  had  been  2,988  square  miles  added,  making  82,379 
.square  miles  surveyed.  During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1909,  the 
survey  covered  2,352  square  miles  of  new  territory,  so  that  on  that  date 
there  were  84,731  square  miles.  For  the  twelve  months  ending  June 
30.  1910.  there  were  1,513  scpare  miles  added,  making  a  total  of  86,244 
square  miles  to  that  date.  In  the  fiscal  year  1910-11  the  survey 
embraced  6,412  square  miles  and  added  1,138  square  miles  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1912.  This  makes  a  grand  total  of  100,404  square 
miles  of  the  State  surveyed,  the  maps  of  which  will  soon  be  issued,  and 
embracing  a  little  more  than  63.7  per  cent  of  the  State's  area. 

Special  effort  was  concentrated  upon  the  survey  of  the  Sacramento 
Valley,  in  response  to  the  great  demand  for  information  recpiired  by 
the  rapid  development  of  irrigation  and  reclamation  enterprises.  The 
•siirvey  was  completed  in  1910  and  the  maps  are  being  rapidly  published. 
These  nii^ps  give  contcmrs  at  five-foot  intervals  up  to  300  feet  elevation, 
that  being  taken  as  the  upper  limit  of  practical  irrigation  from  the 
streams  entering  the  valley.  A  consolidated  map  of  the  entire  valley 
on  a  small  scale  and  showing  25-foot  contours  has  also  been  published. 

The  survey  of  the  Sacramento  Valley  being  completed,  the  field 
parties  were  transferred  to  the  San  Joaquin  Valley,  that  territory  being 
considered  next  in  importance. 

As  illustrating  the  importance  of  these  topographic  surveys,  and  the 
need  of  expediting  their  completion,  this  Department  has  been  advised 
of  an  instance  where  a  large  irrigation  ])roject  lost  a  year's  time  and 
expended  .$14,000  in  making  topographic  surveys,  all  of  which,  the 
promoters  have  said,  would  have  been  saved  had  these  cooperative 
surveys  been  extended  to  include  the  territory  in  question  in  time  to 
make  the  results  available. 

Considerable  topographic  work  was  accomi)lished  in  other  regions 
than  the  great  valleys,  but  in  detached  quadrangles.  Plate  LVI  is  a 
map  of  the  State  upon  which  the  condition  of  the  survey  is  shown. 

The  cooperative  work  was  conducted  by  ]\Tr.  T.  Gr.  Gerdine, 
Geographer,  in  charge  Pacific  Division,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  R.  B. 
Marshall,  Chief  Geographer,  until  Mr.  Gerdine  was  transferred,  July  1, 
1912.  since  which  date  Mr.  George  R.  Davis,  geographer  in  charge,  has 
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conducted  the  surveys.     Their   report   in   detail  for  the  year   ending 
June  30.  1912,  here  follows: 

Report  of  topographic  surveys  in  cooperation  between  the  United  States  Geological 
Survey  and  the  State  of  California,  from  July  1,  1910,  to  and  including  June 
30,    1912. 

In  accordance  with  the  cooperative  agreements  signed  June  25,  1910.  and  April  2(i. 
1011.  by  (leorge  Oti.s  Smith.  Director,  for  the  T^nited  States  (Geological  Survey,  and 
.Tuly  .■),  1!)10.  and  May  20,  lt>ll.  by  Nathaniel  Ellery,  State  Engineer,  for  the  State 
of  California,  the  Federal  Survey  allotted  .$14,000  for  cooperative  topographic  survey.s 
in  the  State  of  California  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1911,  and  the  same 
amount  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  .June  30,  1912. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  field  and  office  work  accomplished  during  the 
above  period  under  the  general  direction  of  R.  B.  INIarshall,  Chief  Geographer,  and 
under  the  immediate  supervision  of  Thomas  G.  (ierdine.  (Geographer,  in  charge  of  the 
Pacific  Division.

I'rimary  level  circuits  were  adjusted  and  final  computations  for  geodetic  positions 
were  completed  for  the  Byron.  Holt.  Lathrop,  Stockton.  Tracy,  Avena,  Clyde,  Copper- 
opoli-s,  Mauteca,  I'eters  and  Trigo  quadrangles. 

A  map  of  the  State  of  California,  showing  the  pi-ogress  of  the  topographic  surveys, 
is  herewith  presented.  This  map  indicates  all  (piadrangles  surveyed  by  the  U.  S. 
Geological  Survey,  and  hy  the  (ieological  Survey  in  cooperation  with  the  State  of 
California. 

WATER  RESOURCES. 

"Water,  of  all  the  natural  resources  witli  which  this  State  aboniKls. 
has  exerted  the  most  potent  intlueuce  in  brin^'inii'  (/alifornia  to  the 
forefront  among  her  sister  states.  It  was  water  in  a  little  mill  race 
among  the  hills  that  first  discovei-ed  to  Marshall's  view  the  glittering 
gold,  and  it  was  water  that  enabled  the  miners  gathered  from  the  four 
corners  of  the  earth  to  recover  from  the  hillsides  and  canons  the  golden 
treasure  hidden  there.  "Water  has  converted  the  barren  desert  into 
fruitful  gardens  and  orchards;  it  furnishes  500  miles  of  fresh  water 
highways  over  which  ])i"oduce  and  merchandis(^  valued  at  millions  of 
dollars  are  carried  annually  between  the  connnunities  within  the  State. 
It  turns  more  than  a  thousand  wheels,  seiuling  half  a  itiillion  horse- 
power of  electric  energy  over  thousands  of  miles  of  wire  and  operating 
the  machines  in  shops,  smelting  ores,  moving  trains  from  city  to  city 
and  through  their  streets  and  brightly  lighting  every  city,  town  and 
hamlet. 

The  State  was  but  performing  a  governmental  duty,  then,  when  it 
directed  active  investigation  to  ])e  made  of  the  wondei-ful  [xdrntialities 
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of  this  abundant  element — abundant  we  may  think,  yet  with  finite 
limits  Avhieh  will  be  reached  in  a  period  of  time  which  is  as  but  a 
moment  in  the  life  of  a  state. 


SURFACE    WATER    INVESTIGATIONS. 

In  relation  to  the  flow  of  streams,  there  had  been  some  research 
conducted  by  the  National  Government,  a  little  by  the  State  and  more 
by  priA-ate  interests  (whose  records  are  not  available  for  public  use), 
but  none  was  made  systematically  or  on  a  comprehensive  scale.  The 
State,  by  the  State  Engineering  Department  during  its  existence  from 
1879  to  1881,  gave  considerable  study  to  the  subject.  The  United  States 
(reological  Survey  began  observations  of  stream  flow  in  1894,  but  as 
the  appropriation  for  the  Survey's  work  over  the  whole  United  States 
was  only  $12,500,  Yery  little  could  be  accomplished.  Each  year  the 
work  has  extended  in  proportion  to  the  funds  provided;  new  gaging 
stations  were  established  and  more  measurements  made. 

In  1903  the  State  Legislature  made  an  appropriation  to  cooperate 
with  the  United  States  in  several  lines  of  research,  and  assigned  $15,000 
*'for  the  purpose  of  gaging  streams,  surveying  reservoir  sites  and 
canal  locations,  for  the  conservation  and  utilization  of  the  flood  or 
stream  waters  of  the  State."  An  agreement  was  made  between  the 
Board  of  Examiners  on  the  part  of  the  State,  and  the  Director  of  the 
(leological  Survey  for  the  extension  of  the  surveys  and  measurements 
provided  for  by  the  act. 

The  Legislature  has  appropriated  various  sums  for  this  purpose  at 
each  succeeding  session,  and  the  cooperative  agreements  have  been 
renewed  each  year,  the  Department  of  Engineering,  upon  its  organi- 
zation in  1907,  succeeding  to  the  Board  of  Examiners  as  the  representa- 
tive of  the  State. 

At  the  time  the  first  agreement  became  effective,  July  1,  1913.  the 
Survey  had  only  thirty  gaging  stations  established  throughout  the 
entire  State,  and  several  of  these  were  temporary,  being  maintained 
onl}^  one  or  two  years.  By  1909  the  number  of  stations  had  been 
increased  to  seventy. 

The  extension  of  irrigation  appearing  then  to  be  the  first  requisite 
and  the  prime  use  for  the  waters,  the  earlier  efforts  were  directed  to 
obtaining  data  for  that  object.  Therefore,  most  of  the  gaging  stations 
were  placed  at  sites  of  prospective  reservoirs  or  near  where  the  streams 
debouched  into  the  valleys.  The  result  of  observations  made  at  stations 
so  placed  has  been  to  acquire  data  concerning  possibilities  of  storage 
as  well  as  extensive  and  reliable  records  of  the  ciuantity  and  variability 
of  the  flow  of  all  of  the  principal  streams  of  the  State  at  the  mouths  of 
their  caiions. 

For  convenience  in  arranging  the  records  of  the  streams  in  groups  of 
correlated  or  adjacent  units  for  study,  the  State  is  here  divided  into 
four  drainage  areas,  as  follows: 
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1.  South  Pacific  Coast. 

2.  North  Pacific  Coast. 
8.  The  Great  Valley. 
4.  The   Great   Basin. 

The  fir.st  area  embraces  all  streams  fiowiiig  into  the  Pacific  Ocean 
south  of  San  Francisco  Bay,  including  the  Colorado  River;  the  second 
covers  tho.se  lying  north  of  the  bay. 

The  Great  Valley  includes  the  Sacramento  River  and  the  San  Joaciuin 
Valley  drainage  systems;  while  the  Great  Basin  area  extends  to  all 
streams  flowing  east  of  the  mountain  range  into  the  "Great  Basin," 
as  that  great  plateau  is  called  which  extends  from  the  Sierra  Nevada 
to  the  Rocky  JMountains,  and  from  southern  Idaho  .southward  over  the 
whole  of  Nevada  and  a  large  part  of  Utah.  None  of  the  streams  in  the 
Great  Ba.sin  reach  the  sea,  but  either  lose  themselves  in  "sinks"  or 
discharge  into  such  lakes  as  Great  Salt  Lake  in  Utah.  Pyramid  Lake, 
Nevada,  Owens  Lake  and  Honey  Lake  in  California.  Most  of  the 
streams  having  their  origin  in  the  Sierra  of  California,  soon  cross  the 
State  line  into  Nevada. 

The  principal  drainage  basins  embraced  within  each  of  the  above 
named  divisions  wherein  gaging  stations  have  been  maintained  two 
years  or  more  are  as  follows :

The  conservation  and  utilization  of  water  for  its  various  economic 
purposes  has  reached  a  state  of  development  in  this  area  probably  not 
equaled  elsewhere  in  the  world.  The  extensive  records  obtained  from 
the  stations  and  measurements  of  the  Survey  have  been  of  great  value 
in  working  out  the  prol)lems  of  economic  development.

THE   GREAT  VALLEY   OF  CALIFORNIA. 

Upon  examining  a  map  of  California  it  will  be  seen  that  the  State 
is  traversed  in  a  general  northwest-southeast  direction  by  two  approxi- 
mately parallel  ranges  of  mountains.  Near  the  shore  line  is  the  Coast 
Range,  and  along  the  eastern  border  is  the  Sierra  Nevada.  These  two 
ranges  converge  at  the  south,  uniting  at  Tejon  into  one  range,  which 
continues  thence  southward,  terminating  in  Cape  St.  Lucas,  at  the 
extremity  of  Lower  California,  Mexico.  They  also  approach  each  other 
near  Redding,  until  their  foothill  spurs  meet,  thus  encircling  the  "Great 
Valley  of  California." 

The  Sierra  is  continuous,  and  the  Coast  Range  unbroken  excepting 
where  pierced  by  the  outlet  of  the  valley  through  Carquinez  Straits. 
The  watershed  enclosed  between  the  summits  of  the  mountain  ranges  is 
estimated  at  58,000  to  64,000  square  miles  in  area,  emliracing  about 
40  per  cent  of  the  whole  State.  The  valley  proper  is  400  miles  in 
length  from  Redding  to  Tejon  Pass,  an  average  of  40  miles  in  width  and 
contains  more  than  10,000,000  acres.  The  floor  of  the  valley  presents 
almost  an  unbroken  plain,  sloping  gently  from  the  hills  toward  the 
central  axis  and  descending  from  an  elevation  of  less  than  500  feet 
at  each  end  to  tide  water  at  the  middle. 

The  drainage  from  the  entire  territory  is  effected  by  the  Sacramento 
from  the  north  and  the  San  Joaquin  River  coming  from  the  south, 
meeting  at  the  head  of  Suisun  Bay,  whence  their  mingled  waters  are 
carried  through  Carquinez  Straits  and  the  Golden  Gate  to  the  Pacific 
Ocean. 

The  north  half  of  the  Great  Valley,  which  is  traversed  by  the 
Sacramento  River,  is  generally  designated  as  Sacramento  Valley,  while 
the  remainder  is  called  San  Joaquin  Valley,  although  there  is  no 
physical  line  of  demarkation  separating  them. 

'Goose  Lake  drainage  basin  topographically  belongs  to  this  ai-ea,  but  as  the  waters 
appear  to  pass  under  ground  and  feed  Pit  River,  the  drainage  is  included  in  the 
Sacramento   Basin. 
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SACRAMENTO   RIVER   DRAINAGE. 

The  head  of  the  Sacramento  River  is  a  small  lake  not  exceeding  ten 
acres  in  area,  and  which  the  geographers  have  not  dignified  with  a 
name.  It  is  ensconsed  among  the  pines  on  the  south  slope  of  IMonnt 
Eddy,  one  of  the  peaks  of  the  Trinity  .Mountains,  18  miles  southwest 
of  Mount  Shasta,  and  at  an  elevation  of  6,600  feet  above  the  sea. 

This  tiny  lakelet  gives  birth  to  a  mountain  torrent,  which,  leaping 
down  the  rocky  cailon  in  cataracts,  cascades  and  falls,  as  "The  water 
comes  down  at  Lodore,"  descends  3,000  feet  in  twelve  miles.  Here 
it  is  joined  by  AVagon  Valley  Creek  about  two  miles  south  of  the  town 
of  Sisson,  and  henceforth  is  known  as  the  Sacramento  River. 

Like  the  INIississippi,  the  Sacramento  has  a  tributary  whose  source 
is  farther  away  than  that  of  the  parent  stream.  Pit  River  rises  in 
Modoc  County,  180  miles  above  the  confluence  with  the  Sacramento, 
while  that  stream  measures  but  56  miles  from  the  fountainhead  lake, 
above  mentioned,  to  the  junction.  The  South  Fork  of  Pit  River  rises 
on  the  western  slope  of  Warner  Mountains  at  an  elevation  of  8,000 
feet,  while  the  North  Fork  begins  about  half  a  mile  from  the  south  end 
of  Goose  Lake.  The  "summit"  dividing  the  lake  from  the  head  of  Pit 
River  is  so  flat  that  it  is  scarcely  distinguishable  as  a  watershed,  and 
as  it  is  only  a  few  feet  higher  than  the  normal  high  water  surface  of 
the  lake,  the  latter  hns  been  known  to  flow  over  into  the  river.  It  is 
said  that  in  1881,  during  a  severe  north  wind,  the  water  was  driven  over 
the  ridge  for  several  hours.  Goose  Lake  is  28  miles  long,  extending 
about  10  miles  into  Oregon,  with  several  streams  running  into  it  at  the 
north  end.  Although  the  south  rim  of  the  lake  cuts  it  oft'  from  direct 
connection  with  Pit  River,  the  lava  formation  prol)al)ly  permits  Avater 
to  pass  with  some  freedom,  and,  forming  springs  within  Pit  River 
Basin,  contributes  to  the  flow  of  that  stream.  The  Goose  Lake  Basin 
is  included  in  the  Pit  River  drainage  by  the  investigators  of  the 
(ieological  Survey. 

McCloud  River  is  an  affluent  of  Pit  River,  and  a  branch  of  it  bearing 
the  prosaic  name  of  Mud  Creek  has  its  source  on  the  south  slope  of 
Mount  Shasta  in  Konwakiton  Glacier,  M^hich  lies  between  elevations  of 
11.000  and  13,500  feet  above  the  sea. 

SACRAMENTO   VALLEY. 

As  before  stated,  the  earlier  measurements  of  stream  flow  were  taken 
primarily  in  pursuing  irrigation  research,  and  in  addition  to  this 
object,  in  the  easo  of  the  Sacramento  River,  was  coupled  investigation  of 
flood  conditions.  For  these  reasons  the  records  which  cover  the  longest 
series  of  years  were  taken  on  the  streams  which  enter  the  valley  at  the 
mouths  of  the  canons. 

The  most  important  streams  entering  the  valley,  all  of  which  are 
tril>utary  to  the  Sacramento  River  during  its  conrse  through  the  valley. 
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and  upon  which  gaging  stations  are  maintained,  with  the  location  of 
such  stations  and  the  date  of  their  establishment,  are  named  as  follows : 

Sacramento  River,  near  Red  Bluff.  Tehama  County,  1895. 

Stony  Creek,  near  Winters,  Yolo  County,  1901. 

Feather  River,  at  Oroville,  Butte  County,  1902. 

Yuba  River,  near  Smartsville,  Yuba  County,  1903. 

Bear  River,  near  Van  Trent  Post  Office,  Placer  County,  1904. 

American  River,,  Fair  Oaks  Bridge.  Sacramento  County,  1904. 

Cache  Creek,  near  Yolo,  Yolo  County,  1903. 

Putah  Creek,  at  Winters,  Yolo  County.  1904. 

The  results  of  the  observations  at  these  various  stations  are  published 
each  year  in  the  Bulletins  issued  by  the  Geological  Survey  under  the 
title  of  Water  Supply  Papers. 

These  published  records  give  the  following  information : 

Description  of  station,  and  of  its  characteristics. 

List  of  discharge  measurements  made  on  the  stream  above. 

Table  of  daily  gage  heights  at  the  station. 

Table  of  daily  discharges. 

Table  of  monthly  and  yearly  discharges  and  run-off. 
The  records  obtained  are  of  inestimable  value  in  the  study  of  the 
many  problems  concerning  irrigation,  reclamation,  flood  control  and 
navigation,  and  have  been  accepted  and  used  very  extensively  by 
engineers  engaged  in  operations  under  either  and  all  of  the  subjects 
named.  The  records  were  also  used  by  the  United  States  Debris  Com- 
mission and  the  Board  of  Engineers  for  Rivers  and  Harbors  as  a  basis 
for  the  plan  reported  to  Congress  for  the  "Control  of  Floods  in  the 
Systems  of  the  Sacramento  Valley  and  the  Adjacent  San  Joaquin 
Valley."  a  project  involving  the  expenditure  of  millions  of  dollai-s. 
A  similar  project  for  the  same  purpose  was  proposed  several  years 
ago,  before  the  cooperative  observations  above  mentioned  had  procured 
complete  data.  The  project  was  based  upon  the  best  information 
obtainable  at  that  time  of  the  flood  flow  of  the  streams,  but  in  the  light 
of  later  research  and  from  the  continuous  records  obtained  it  is  known 
that  works  for  flood  control  mast  care  for  about  130  per  cent  more 
water  than  was  formerly  believed  to  be  necessary. 

A  reliable  record,  then,  of  the  quantity  of  water  poured  into  the 
valley  by  all  its  streams  at  flood  is  necessary  to  an  intelligent  study  of 
problems  relating  to  flood  control. 

A  knowledge  of  the  amount  of  low  water  flow  is  requisite  in  discuss- 
ing means  of  aiding  navigation. 

Correct  information  as  to  the  daily,  monthly  and  annual  flow  of 
each  stream  and  of  all  combined  is  necessary  in  exploiting  irrigation 
enterprises  for  the  three  and  one  half  million  acres  of  irrigable  land  in 
the  valley.  In  furtherance  of  this  last  named  object,  knowledge  is 
required,  too,  of  the  extent  to  which  the  surplus  waters  can  be  conserved 
and  the  flow  regulated  bv  storage  reservoirs. 
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SAN  JOAQUIN  VALLEY. 

This  valley,  as  heretofore  stated,  is  the  southei'ii  portion  of  the  (Jreat 
Valley  of  California,  and  eonstitutes  a  little  more  than  70  per  eent  of 
it.  The  line  separating  the  San  Joaquin  and  Saeramento  valle\s  is 
imaginary  and  lies  between  the  Cosumnes  and  Saeramento  rivers, 
extending  aeross  the  head  of  Suisun  Bay  to  the  hills  on  the  west  side. 
The  Cosumnes  River  is  a  tributary  of  the  ^lokelumne  Hiver  and  is  the 
most  northerly  stream  whose  waters  i-un  into  the  San  .Joacjuin.  The 
valley  proper,  fi-oni  the  imaginary  line  mentioned  to  its  southern 
extremity  measures  250  miles  long  and  45  miles  wide,  embracing  an 
area  of  7.360,000  acres. 

The  general  slope  of  the  valley  tioor-  is  downward  from  south  to 
north  and  from  the  hills  at  each  side  to  the  longitudinal  axis.  The 
lowest  line  of  depression  or  trough  is  marked  by  a  succession  of  lakes 
and  sloughs  in  the  upper  portion  and  is  occupied  by  San  Joarpiin 
River  for  the  lower  160  miles. 

This  stream  enters  the  valley  on  the  east  side,  runs  northwest  across 
the  plains  to  the  trough,  and  takes  a  direction  nearly  perpendicular 
to  its  former  course,  continuing  to  Suisun  Bay.  The  valley  is  thus 
divided  by  the  axial  trough  into  two  un<H|ual  plains.  al)ont  two  thirds 
of  the  wh(t]e  lying  on  the  east  side. 

The  larger  streams  flowing  into  the  valley  from  the  Sierra  are 
perennial  while  those  from  the  ('oast  Range  are  torrential  and  inter- 
mittent in  i\o\y.  The  streams  on  both  sides,  after  emerging  from  the 
hills,  run  across  the  intervening  plains  to  the  trough  at  a  right  angle 
to  the  direction  of  the  valley.  All  being  sediment-bearing  streams,  they 
have  built  up  alluvial  delta  fans  with  the  apexes  at  the  mouths  of  the 
canons  and  spreading  downward  over  the  plain. 

Kings  River  from  the  east  and  Los  Gatos  Creek  directly  across  the 
valley  have  created  such  fans,  which  unite  and  form  a  "delta  dam" 
acrass  the  trough,  shutting  off  the  drainage  of  the  south  from  running 
into  the  San  Joaquin  excepting  when  the  basin  so  created,  of  which 
Tulare  Lake  is  the  center,  fills  to  overflowing. 

In  a  similar  way  Kern  River  has  extended  its  delta  across  the  trough 
and  joined  the  iVFcKittrick  Hills,  separating  Tulare  Lake  basin  from 
the  south  end  of  the  valley  in  which  Kern  and  Bucna  Vista  lakes  become 
the  depository  of  the  drainage  from  the  hills  and  mountains  surrounding 
it  on  the  north,  east  and  south.  All  of  the  streams  entering  this  end  of 
the  valley  are  intermittent  and  of  little  importance,  excepting  Kern 
River,  liencc  the  ruime  of  that  stream  is  gi\'en  to  the  drainage  basin. 

KERN    RIVER    BASIN. 

As  stated  above,  this  is  the  only  streinn  in  this  region  of  sufficient 
importance  to  warrant  a  I'ecord  of  How  being  secured.  (Jaging  recoi-ds 
were  obtained  of  this  stream  by  the  State  Engineering  Department  fiom 
1879  to  1884.     In  1893  the  Kern  County  Land  Company,  which  controls 
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all  of  the  waters  of  the  river,  established  a  gage  at  the  mouth  of  the 
eafion  which  has  been  maintained  ever  since.  The  records  Avhich  are 
furnished  by  the  land  company  show  that  for  a  period  of  thirteen 
years  the  mean  annual  discharge  of  the  stream  was  683.900  acre-feet. 
Other  stations  are  maintained  in  the  mountains  by  different  power 
development  companies  who  are  engaged  in  or  contemplate  the  develop- 
ment of  power,  which  will  be  discussed  later. 

TULARE  LAKE  DRAINAGE  BASIN. 

The  streams  flowing  into  the  basin  upon  which  permanent  gaging 
stations  have  been  maintained,  named  in  order  from  south  to  north, 
with  the  location  of  the  stations  and  the  year  observation  liegan.  are 
as  follows : 

Tule  River,  8  miles  east  of  Portersville,  1901. 
Kaweah  River,  below  Three  Rivers,  1903. 
Kings  River,  Red  Mountain,   1895. 
All  of  the  M'ater  of  these  streams  at  low  and  medium  stages  is  diverted 
for  irrigation  purposes  in  the  valley.     Only  flood  waters  ever  reach 
Tulare  Lake. 

The  annual  flow  of  these  streams  for  a  period  of  seven  years, 
1904-1910,  are  herewith  presented  in  Table  21.

TULARE  LAKE. 

Tulare  Lake  was  described  in  the  school  books  of  fifty  years  ago  as 
being  "'the  largest  body  of  fresh  water  west  of  the  IMississippi  River. 
60  miles  long.  30  miles  wide  and  of  unknown  depth."  The  surface 
dimensions  stated  were  not  far  wrong.  Taking  the  margin  of  the  lake 
as  meandered  by  the  government  surveys  in  1852-54,  the  area  was 
nearly  1,000  square  miles.  At  that  time  the  lake  was  full,  and  the 
waters  ran  over  the  ridge  heretofore  described  into  the  San  Joaquin 
River.     Its  greatest  depth  was  then  about  35  feet. 

The  area  has  fluctuated  with  the  seasons  ever  since  known  by  white 
people,  and  Indian  traditions  recite  the  same  for  prior  generations.  The 
flood  of  1867  was  the  last  to  fill  the  lake  to  overflowing,  and  about  1870 
the  Avaters  began  to  recede,  never  regaining  their  former  lines.  By 
1898  the  lake  was  nearly  dry,  and  a  large  part  of  the  bed  was  cultivated 
to  wheat,  barley  and  alfalfa. 

In  1901  the  water  came  in  and  flooded  a  large  area,  but  again  receded, 
and  in  1905  the  lake  bed  was  entirely  dry.  Farms  were  established 
and  improvements  erected  all  over  it.  On  March  15,  1906,  water  again 
found  its  way  to  the  lake  and  by  June  of  that  year  200  square  miles 
had  been  inundated.  The  remarkable  flatness  of  the  lake  bed  may  be 
realized  when  it  is  understood  that  with  200  square  miles  covered,  the 
greatest  depth  was  only  7  feet.  About  50  square  miles  of  the  bottom 
is  practically  without  slope  in  any  direction. 

In  June,  1906,  Kern  basin  overflowed  and  reached  the  lake  through 
Buena  Vista  Slough.  This  was  said  to  be  the  first  time  in  more  than 
twenty-five  years  that  Kern  River  water  had  flowed  into  Tulare  Lake. 
Other  streams  which  had  not  reached  the  lake  for  many  years  contrib- 
uted, and  by  August,  1906,  the  water  had  reached  a  maximum  depth 
of  12.7  feet  and  an  area  of  nearly  300  square  miles.  The  water  slightly 
receded  the  following  months,  but  rose  in  the  spring  of  1907  to  the 
highest  stage  recorded  in  recent  years  when  it  reached  a  depth  of  nearly 
14  feet.  It  began  falling  at  once,  however,  and  in  November  of  that 
year  a  careful  survey  found  the  lake  had  an  average  length  of  20  miles, 
width  13.5  miles,  depth  12.4  feet  and  area  274  square  miles. 

In  December,  1908,  the  water  had  receded  to  8.3  feet  depth,  rose  to 
13  feet  in  June,  1909,  and  stood  practically  still  during  that  summer, 
declining  to  9.35  feet  in  December,  1910. 

The  area  embraced  within  the  borders  of  the  lake  at  the  time  it  was 
surveyed  was  granted  by  Congress  to  the  State  under  the  Swamp  and 
Overflow  Land  Act  of  1850.  As  the  water  receded  and  uncovered  the 
land,  people  procured  it  from  the  State  through  provisions  of  the  recla- 
mation laws. 

Under  these  laws  the  lands  were  disposed  of  in  tracts  of  640  acres, 
later  reduced  to  320  acres.  The  price  fixed  for  all  such  lands,  without 
regard  to  quality  or  situation  was  one  dollar  an  acre.  An  intending 
purchaser  was  required  to  pay  20  per  cent  of  the  purchase  price  upon 
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the  application  being  approved,  lie  than  hatl  tlic  option  of  paving 
the  remainder  of  80  cents  an  acre  and  getting  his  "patent"  from  the 
State  or  allowing  it  to  stand  indetinitely  by  i)aying  legal  interest. 
Should  he  elect  to  reclaim  it  from  its  swamp  condition  and  render  it 
"susceptible  of  cultivation."  he  would  not  only  receive  his  patent 
without  having  to  pay  the  purchase  price,  but  the  20  per  cent  already 
paid  would  be  returned  to  him.  He  could  make  the  reclamation  alone 
or  join  witli  his  neighbors  and  form  a  reclamation  district.  In  either 
case  the  proofs  of  reclamation  were  made  to  the  boai'd  of  county  super- 
vi.sors.  and  theii"  findings  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  moans  of  recla- 
mation were  final. 

!Many  districts  of  all  sizes  from  ()40  to  50, ()()()  acres,  were  formed 
and  levees  thrown  up  to  keep  off  tli(^  lake  waters.  Most  of  these  efforts 
were  honestly  intended  while  many  wert^  frauds.  Instances  occurred 
where  proofs  were  tendered  and  allowetl  that  lands  were  "reclaimed," 
when  the  extent  of  reclamation  works  was  a  back-furrow  run  around 
the  land  with  a  10  inch  plow.  Pei-haps  the  conscience  of  such  a  claimant 
told  him  that  his  l)ack-furrow  was  sufficient  protection  against  a  dry 
lake.  But  many  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  were  expended  in 
building  bona  fide  levees  which  the  owners  believed  would  keep  the 
waters  off  their  land,  but  those  whose  farms  la.v  within  the  300  acres 
flooded  were  disappointed,  and  some  were  financially  ruined.  No  esti- 
mate has  ever  been  made  of  the  loss  sustained  by  the  refilling  of  the 
lake;  nor  has  state  aid  ever  been  sought  by  the  sufferers. 

To-day  dredges  are  at  work  raising  levees  above  the  watei-,  pumps  will 
nnwatei-  areas  enclosed  and  farming  will  be  resTuued.  p]ach  little 
district  is  working  inde|)endently.  Independently,  and  in  a  measure, 
antagonistically. 

It  is  greatl\'  to  be  regretted  that  the  interests  owning  this  great  body 
of  a  half  million  acres  of  fertile  lands  capable  of  high  development, 
could  not  be  united  into  one  strong  organization  which  would  be  able 
to  effect  a  complete  reclamation  of  the  whole  at  a  much  smaller  unit 
cost  than  that  being  obtained  by  divided  effort,  and  which  will  always 
be  precarious. 

An  examination  of  the  foregoing  tal)le  of  the  How  of  the  three 
principal  str-eams  of  this  basin  will  show  why  the  lak'e  began  filling 
in  1906. 

The  table  gives  the  How  only  of  Tnle,  Kaweali.  and  Kings  rivers.  In 
the  flood  of  !!)()()  their  waters  were  augmented  l)y  the  overflow  from 
Kern  Basin  above  mentioned,  and  of  White  River  and  Deer  Creek  on 
the  east  and  Los  (Jatos  Creek  on  the  west,  together  with  several  unme- 
tered  .streams  joijiing  the  rivei-  below  the  ga<iinL;  stations,  none  of  which 
usually  reach  the  lake. 

A  diagram  is  herewith  presented  showing  grai)hically  the  Hnctuations 
in  depth  of  the  lake  since  March  15,  1906. 
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SAN  JOAQUIN  RIVER  BASIN. 

The  San  Joaquin  Kiver,  as  stated  elsewhere,  enters  the  Valley  from 
the  east,  flowing  two  thirds  of  the  way  across,  and  then  turning  to  the 
northwest,  following  in  the  trough  of  the  valley  to  unite  with  the  Sac- 
ramento River  at  the  head  of  Suisun  Bay.  It  is  joined  on  its  course 
by  several  large  tributaries  coming  from  the  Sierra  on  the  east. 

Those  which  have  been  considered  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant 
the  maintenance  of  gaging  stations  on  them  for  a  series  of  years,  named 
in  order  as  they  appear  from  south  to  north,  are  as  follows : 

San  Joaquin  River  station  established  near  Friant,  1907. 
Merced,  near  Merced  Falls,  1901. 
Tuolumne,  near  Lagrange,  1895. 
Stanislaus,  near  Knights  Ferry,  1895. 
Calaveras,  near  Jenny  Lind,  1906. 
Mokelumne,  near  Clements,  1904. 
Cosumnes,  near  Michigan  Bar,  1907. 
There  are  several  other  streams  which  flow  considerable  quantities 
of  water  occasionally,  but  onlj'  reach  the  San  Joaquin  River  in  times 
of  flood. 

The  record  of  total  flow  in  the  valley  is  not  satisfactory  as  a  basis 
for  the  study  of  the  several  problems  under  research  for  the  reason 
that  reliable  gagings  are  not  available  on  some  of  the  streams  for  an 
extended  period  of  time.  For  example,  the  observations  on  the  San 
Joaquin  at  Friant,  and  on  Cosumnes  River  only  date  back  to  October, 
1907,  so  that  a  complete  record  begins  with  the  year  1908. 
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A  study  of  the  several  tables  of  flow  herewith  presented  reveals  the 
fact  that  years  of  greatest  flood-flows  are  not  necessarily  the  wettest 
years  or  years  of  greatest  run-ofl^. 

WATER  POWERS. 

The  foregoing  discussion  of  the  flow  of  water  into  the  Sacramento  and 
fSan  Joaquin  valleys  is  based  upon  measurements  taken  at  the  edge  of 
the  valleys  and  is  considered  only  with  relation  to  the  uses  of  the  water 
for  irrigation  and  navigation  and  to  the  prevention  of  injury  result- 
ing from  floods.  -  ^- — ">-^ 

It  has  been  explained  that  because  these  were  the  omy  srujjoi'ts 
formerly  considered,  the  most  of  the  research  was  confined  tVihe  lower 
reaches  of  the  rivers.  Some  measurements  were  occasionally  made,  and 
a  few  gaging  stations  were  established  back  toward  the  headwaters  of 
the  streams,  particularly  in  the  vicinity  of  likely  sites  for  reservoirs. 

But  with  the  astonishingly  rapid  extension  of  the  employment  of  the 
silent  force  of  electricity  in  every  branch  of  industrial  activity  and  the 
equally  wonderful  improvements  in  the  methods  of  the  transmutation 
of  this  invisible,  mysterious  force  from  the  latent  potentiality  of  the 
rushing,  leaping,  tumbling  mountain  torrent  hurrying  down  its  rocky 
way  to  the  sea,  comes  an  urgent  need  for  inquiry  to  learn  where  and 
to  what  extent  hydroelectric  development  might  be  available. 

The  increased  amount  of  funds  obtained  by  cooperation  between  the 
State  and  the  United  States  enabled  a  large  extension  to  be  made  in  the 
field  of  operations ;  more  extensive  research  was  conducted  and  more 
complete  data  obtained. 

The  records  compiled  show  that  the  waters  of  the  State  of  California 
are  capable  of  producing  a  vast  amount  of  power.  The  present  and 
prospective  use  of  power  has  induced  capital  to  install  some  wonderful 
plants  among  the  hills  of  the  State,  and  the  development  has  been  so 
rapid  that  California  now  stands  second  among  the  states  in  the  amount 
of  power  developed  from  water. 

At  the  close  of  the  statistical  year  in  1908,  California  had  559  installa- 
tions operating  1,070  wheels  which  wer^  capable  of  producing  466,774 
horsepower.  New  York  was  the  only  state  which  could  show  a  larger 
production.  Including  nearly  200,000  horsepower  produced  at  Niagara 
with  6,513  wheels  operating  in  3,148  plants  produced  a  total  of  885,862 
horsepower  while  in  Maine  the  output  of  the  state  was  343,096  horse- 
power developed  by  2,797  wheels  installed  in  1,222  plants. 

The  total  water  power  developed  in  the  United  States  is  placed  at 
5,356,680  horsepower.

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A  comparison  of  the  unit  capacity  of  the  plants  in  California  and  in 
]\Iaine  is  interesting;  the  former  producing  436  horsepower  to  the  wheel 
while  the  latter  was  only  getting  123  horsepower  from  each  wheel 
tiu'iied.  This  is  explained  as  ])eiiig  due  to  the  fact  that  the  eastern 
plants  are  operated  with  low  heads,  while  the  precipitous  slopes  and 
high  altitudes  of  the-  California  mountains  enable  enormous  pressures 
to  be  used.  Several  plants  for  generating  electricity  in  the  State  are 
operated  under  heads  exceeding  1,600  feet. 

California's  1,070  wheels  are  distributed  to  every  portion  of  the  State. 
The  following  table  gives  their  distribution  in  the  several  drainage 
areas,  and  the  power  they  produce.

The  above  are  figures  from  a  compilation  by  the  United  State  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  published  in  papers  presented  by  members  of  the  Geolog- 
ical Survey  for  the  report  of  the  National  Conservation  Commission 
(S.  Doc.  676,  60th  Cong.  2d  Sess.)  and  reprinted  in  Water  Supply- 
Paper  No.  234  of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey. 

The  foregoing  estimates  relate  to  water  powers  already  developed, 
but  it  is  the  undeveloped  powers  which  concern  the  people  of  California. 
The  power  which  has  been  developed  is  owned  as  propertii  in  fee  for  all 
lime  by  the  parties  who  own  wheels,  but  not  quite  so  with  all  of  the 
undeveloped  power. 

Until  a  few  months  ago  the  laws  of  California  gave,  without  recom- 
pen.se,  to  whoever  would  take  it,  the  energy  that  resides  in  4:he  streams 
of  the  State.  Capital,  seeking  investment,  discovered  this  hitherto 
unrecognized  source  of  wealth  and  proceeded  to  acquire  possession  of  it. 

Happily  the  spoliation  of  the  people's  interest  in  this  great  natural 
resource  was  arrested  b}^  action  of  a  patriotic  legislature  in  1911,  before 
it  had  all  been  secured  by  private  interests,  as  that  session  enacted  a 
statute  prescribing  finite  limits  to  the  use  of  the  public's  water  powers 
for  private  aggi"andizement. 

Since  the  State  has  assumed  or  rather  resumed  its  right  to  regulate 
the  taking  and  using  of  its  waters  for  producing  power  it  should  acquire 
(;omplete  and  accurate  information  as  to  the  amount  of  power  available 
and  the  location  of  its  source;  and  to  enable  it  to  meet  its  obligations 
in  this  regard  special  effort  has  been  made  to  extend  the  research 
conducted  by  the  Geological  Survey  in  cooperation  with  the  State. 

In  the  report  of  this  Department  for  1910  a  list  of  gaging  stations 
then    being    maintained    was    published,    showing   the    location    of    69. 
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stations,  distributed  throughout  all  of  the  drainage  areas  of  the  State 
excepting  the  northwest  coast.  A  few  measurements  were  made  in  that 
region  during  the  summer  of  1910  and  the  hope  was  expressed  that  the 
field  operations  could  soon  be  extended  to  cover  Russian,  Klamath  and 
intervening  watersheds.  Since  that  report  was  published  34  stations 
for  observation  have  been  established  in  that  territory. 

The  cooperative  spirit  is  growing  among  governmental  bodies,  and  of 
recent  years  the  research  conducted  by  the  Survey  has  been  assisted 
greatly  by  cooperation  with  the  Forest  Service  in  getting  volunteer 
observers  for  distant  points  in  the  persons  of  the  Forest  Rangers. 

With  the  organization  of  the  State  Water  Commission  and  the  State 
Conservation  Commission,  additional  bodies  bent  upon  acquiring  the 
same  kind  of  data  that  was  already  being  collected,  it  seemed  as  though 
much  effort  might  be  dissipated  in  duplicating  that  which  had  already 
been  accomplished.  But  by  combining  the  funds  of  all  the  bodies  con- 
cerned, the  Survey  was  enabled  to  extend  its  activities  greatly. 

Of  the  69  gaging  stations  enumerated  in  the  report  of  1910,  29  have 
been  discontinued,  but  162  new  ones  have  been  added.  Fifty-nine  of 
the  new  stations  are  situated  in  the  National  Forest  Reserves  and  man>- 
of  them  are  maintained  by  cooperation  with  the  Forestry  Service.  A 
complete  list  of  the  stations  existing  on  July  1,  1912,  numbering  202, 
will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  U.  S.  Hydrographie  Branch,  appended 
to  this  article. 

The  extensive  work  carried  on  by  virtue  of  these  several  cooperative 
arrangements  has  accumulated  a  large  amount  of  valuable  data  con- 
cerning the  characteristics  of  the  drainage  basins,  reservoir  capabilities 
and  flow  of  the  streams  therein.  The  Sacramento  River  and  San 
Joaquin  Valley  drainage  basins,  having  the  greatest  amount  of  power 
not  yet  passed  to  private  ownership,  are  of  more  interest  than  those 
where  all  the  opportunities  for  development  are  in  private  hands.  A 
brief  description  of  each  stream  under  examination  within  the  areas 
last  named  seems  appropriate. 

SACRAMENTO  RIVER  BASIN. 

The  tributaries  of  the  Sacramento  River  which  join  that  stream  as 
it  is  passing  down  the  valley  which  bears  its  name,  have  been  enu- 
merated, and  the  locations  given  of  gaging  stations  on  each  at  the  edge 
of  the  valle3\  It  is  now  pertinent  to  briefly  describe  the  drainage  basins 
of  each  tributary  whence  it  receives  the  waters  which  are  measured  at 
the  above  mentioned  gaging  stations. 

The  drainage  area  of  the  Sacramento  River  proper,  above  the  gaging 
station  near  Red  Bluff,  is  10,200  square  miles.  This  includes  the  Goose 
Lake  drainage  of  1,070  square  miles.  Antelope,  Redbank  and  JNIill 
Creek,  with  some  smaller  streams,  enter  the  river  below  the  station, 
and  their  flow  is  not  measured.  The  principal  tributaries  entering 
above  are  Paines,  Battle  and  Cottonwood  creeks,  within  the  first  ten 
miles.    Pit  River  enters  about  40  miles  above.    Pit  River  has  a  number 
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of  tributaries  of  good  size,  some  Mowing  1,200  to  1,500  second-feet  in 
low  water  season.  The  most  important  of  these  are  McCloud  and  Fall 
rivers.  Hat  Creek.  Rising  River.  Bnrney.  Kosk,  Squaw  and  Cow  creeks. 
Gages  have  been  maintained  on  all  of  tliese  named,  and  also  upon  several 
smaller  ones  during  the  last  two  years. 

The  greater  portion  of  Pit  River  drainage  lies  above  -1,000  feet 
elevation,  extending  to  9,900  feet  on  the  Warner  JMountains,  10,437  feet 
at  the  summit  of  Lassen  Peak  on  tlie  soutli  rim,  and  14.380  feet  on 
]\Iount  Shasta  at  the  north. 

About  one  half  of  the  area  is  forested.  The  heaviest  and  most  valu- 
able timber  extends  diagonally  across  the  basin  from  the  slopes  of 
]\rount  Shasta  and  contiguous  range,  southeast  to  the  .south  rim  about 
Lassen  Peak.  The  upper  regions,  froin  Big  Valley,  are  sparsely  covered 
with  forest. 

The  rainfall  is  very  light  in  the  northern  part  of  the  basin,  amount- 
ing to  about  ten  inches  annually,  but  in  the  forested  belt  is  from  50 
to  75  inches,  according  to  altitude,  and  in  the  McCloud  basin  it  some- 
times reaches  100  inches  in  a  year.  In  the  higher  altitudes  on  the  slopes 
of  Mount  Shasta,  Lassen  Peak  and  other  high  peaks,  the  precipitation 
is  mostly  in  the  form  of  snow. 

Storage  possibilities  are  very  great  in  this  basin,  some  large  reservoir 
sites  existing.  The  capacity  of  reservoirs  that  could  be  constructed  in 
the  upper  portions  far  exceeds  the  rim-oif.  The  survey  of  Big  Valley 
reservoir  gives  a  capacity  of  3,196,000  acre  feet,  while  a  gage  maintained 
at  Bieber  shows  the  total  run-off  occurring  between  December,  1903, 
and  October,  1908,  to  have  been  3,565,000  acre-feet.  The  maximum 
run-off  measured  in  one  year  Avas  from  January  to  September,  inclusive, 
1904,  when  1,270,000  acre-feet  was  recorded.  The  minimum  noted  was 
during  the  flow  sea.son,  October-November.  1907-8.  when  only  187.000 
acre-feet  passed  the  gage.  In  estimating  storage  po.ssibilities,  it  is 
evident  that  capacities  greatly  in  excess  of  the  run-off,  as  in  the  case 
cited,  would  not  be  considered.  There  are  several  other  sites  in  the 
basin,  aggregating  more  capacity  to  store  water  than  possibilities  of 
obtaining  it. 

Many  of  the  large  streams  in  this  basin  have  their  .source  in  perennial 
springs  which  issue  from  crevices  in  the  lava  formation.  In  one  instance 
two  springs  near  together  unite  and  form  a  stream  floAving  a  minimum 
of  1,200  second-feet. 

The  pos.sibilities  of  power  developments  in  Pit  River  basin  are  very 
great.  Fall  River  is  estimated  to  be  able  to  produce  30,000  horse- 
power, ]McCloud  River  200,000,  Hat  Creek  100,000  and  Burney  Creek 
another  10,000,  all  continuously.  It  is  estimated  that  altogether  within 
the  Pit  River  drainage  1,000,000  horsepower  can  be  developed.  Con- 
siderable irrigation  is  d(me  in  the  valleys  of  the  upper  river.  Several 
hydroelectric  plants  are  in  operation  in  the  basins  of  Sacramento  and 
Pit  rivers,  and  others  are  being  installed.

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"A  STONY    CREEK. 

Stony^i^eek  enters  Sacramento  River  from  the  west  about  60  miles 
belowt  Iron,  Canon.  The  drainage  basin  lies  on  the  eastern  slope  of  the 
Coast  Range  mountains,  north  of  Cache  Creek  basin.  The  area  above 
the  gaging  station  which  furnishes  the  figures  used  in  estimating  flow 
into  Sacramento  Valley  heretofore  discussed,  is  600  square  miles. 

The  creek  rises  near  the  summit  of  the  range  and  flows  northward 
about  35  miles,  thence  northeastward  15  miles  and  southeastward  to 
its  junction  with  the  Sacramento  near  Monroeville.  The  total  length  is 
90  miles,  in  which  distance  its  fall  is  between  4,000  and  5,000  feet.  The 
basin  ranges  from  a  few  hundred  feet  to  6,000  feet  on  the  summit. 

The  forest  covering  is  mostly  dense  brush  with  heavy  timber  on  the 
higher  slopes.  The  mean  annual  rainfall  is  about  18  inches  near  the 
valley,  and  40  inches  or  more  on  the  mountain  summits. 

Irrigation  in  a  small  way  has  been  followed  for  many  years  in  the 
valley.  The  United  States  Reclamation  service  has  established  the 
Orland  Unit  of  14,000  acres,  and  constructed  a  reservoir  on  the  creek 
for  supplying  the  lands. 

Extensive  power  development  is  not  possible  without  storage,  but 
with  a  system  of  reservoirs  on  the  available  sites,  several  thousand 
horsepower  may  be  obtained. 

CACHE    CREEK. 

The  Cache  Creek  drainage  basin  lies  south  and  west  of  Stony  Creek 
basin,  and  north  of  Putah  Creek  basin  in  the  Coast  Range.  The  metered 
area  of  the  drainage  basin  is  1,230  square  miles. 

The  source  of  Cache  Creek  is  in  the  rugged  mountains  of  Lake 
County.  Some  of  the  peaks  on  the  range  are  6,000  feet  high,  with  very 
steep  slopes.  The  several  tributaries  converge  into  Clear  Lake,  a 
beautiful  sheet  of  water  set  amidst  surroundings  of  entrancing  beauty. 
Several  resort  hotels  around  it  entertain  many  tourists  who  come  to 
rest  and  admire  the  "Switzerland  of  America." 

The  lake  is  about  20  miles  long  and  7  wide  in  greatest  dimensions. 
Elevation  1,325  feet,  depth  35  to  50  feet.  Pleasure  steamers  ply  on  the 
lake,  carrying  passengers  between  the  resorts. 

The  principal  streams  discharging  into  the  lake  are  Scotts,  Middle, 
Clover,  Doha,  Kelsey  and  Cole  creeks. 

Cache  Creek  is  the  outlet  of  Clear  Lake.  About  five  miles  below  the 
lake  it  enters  Cache  Creek  Canon,  in  which  it  flows  for  25  miles, 
descending  nearly  a  thousand  feet.  The  walls  of  the  caiion  are  in  some 
places  vertical  elifi's  300  feet  high.  Leaving  the  canon  the  creek  enters 
Capay  Valley,  from  one  to  three  miles  wide,  and  20  miles  long.  The 
creek  is  so  tortuous  in  its  course  through  the  valley  that  it  travels  30 
miles  in  the  20  miles  of  the  valley's  length.  Leaving  Capay  Valley  it 
passes  into  Sacramento  Valley  and  soon  loses  its  identity  in  the  sloughs 
of  Yolo  overflow  basin. 
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Forest  cover  is  variable  over  the  drainage  basin.  On  the  higher 
mountains  heavy  timber  covers  the  slopes.  Very  dense  brush  covers  a 
large  part  of  the  middle  areas,  while  in  the  lower  hills  the  forest 
covering  is  scattered. 

Irrigation  has  been  practiced  for  many  years  in  Capay  Valley  and 
on  the  plains  around  Woodland  and  Yolo.  The  ditches  divert  all  the 
summer  flow.  All  of  the  water  of  the  stream  is  "claimed."  Several 
good  storage  sites  exist,  but  they  have  all  passed  to  private  ownership. 

PUTAH    CREEK. 

The  drainage  basin  of  Putah  Creek  lies  on  the  eastern  slope  of  the 
Coast  Range,  south  of  Cache  Creek  basin  and  north  of  Napa  Valley. 

The  area  of  the  basin  is  810  miles.  The  topography  is  very  rugged 
and  in  the  upper  portions  precipitous.  The  formation  is  hard  slate 
and  basalt  or  serpentine,  with  usually  but  a  thin  covering  of  earth. 
Owing  to  the  precipitous  nature  of  the  country  and  the  thin  soil  cover- 
ing, the  run-off  is  torrential. 

Most  of  the  soil  covering  the  slopes  is  residual,  being  derived  from 
the  decomposition  of  the  rock  in  place,  and  is  fertile,  producing  a  good 
growth  of  grass  with  scattering  timber  and  dense  brush.  On  the 
higher  lands  some  good  timber  is  found. 

The  precipitation  varies  from  28  inches  a  year  in  the  foothills,  40 
inches  in  the  central  part,  and  on  the  ridges  about  6o  inches,  with  a 
maximum  of  nearly  100  inches  on  the  south  slope  of  ]\Iouut  St.  Helena. 

Some  irrigation  is  practiced  in  the  foothill  valleys,  particularly  in  the 
^^cinity  of  Winters.  The  ditches  take  most  all  of  the  minimum  flow  and 
no  great  extension  of  irrigation  can  be  had  from  the  creek  without 
storage. 

Owing  to  the  torrential  character  of  the  streams  in  this  basin,  very 
little  power  can  be  had  from  the  natural  flow,  but  by  utilizing  the 
storage  sites,  several  thousand  horsepower  can  be  developed.  There 
are  two  excellent  reservoir  sites,  one  at  Guenoc  and  the  other  near 
AVinters.  It  is  estimated  that  dams  would  store  188,000  acre-feet  in  the 
flrst  named,  and  13,000  acre-feet  in  the  latter.  Other  smaller  sites  also 
exist. 

FEATHER    RIVER. 

Next  to  the  main  Sacramento  River  and  Pit  River  combined,  the 
Feather  River  contributes  the  greatest  amount  to  the  flow  of  water  into 
the  valley.  The  river  has  its  source  in  the  pine-clad  slopes  and  caiions 
of  the  main  Sierra  divide  in  Plumas  and  Lassen  counties,  and  the 
subdividing  ridges  branching  westward  in  Shasta  County.  It  has 
numerous  tributaries  within  the  mountains  and  two  large  streams  join 
it  after  it  enters  Sacramento  Valley,  but  as  these  are  discussed 
separately,  they  are  omitted  from  the  drainage  of  Feather  River.  The 
area  of  the  true  basin  of  the  P'eather  River  above  the  valley  is  3,640 
square  miles.     The  river  is   made   by   the   union   of  three   principal 
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branches,  North  (main  river).  Middle  and  South  forks,  besides  several 
other  streams  affluent  to  each  fork. 

The  Feather  River  basin  is  well  forested ;  the  lower  hills  with  scrubby 
timber  and  brush  while  the  upper  portions  possess  one  of  the  finest 
bodies  of  timber  in  the  State.  It  is  a  continuation  of  the  timber  belt 
of  Pit  River  basin. 

North  Fork  heads  at  the  base  of  Lassen  Peak,  at  the  elevation  of 
7,500  to  10,000  feet.  The  peak  is  10,437  feet  high.  Many  very  large 
springs  issue  from  the  broken  lava  formation,  flowing  70  to  100  second- 
feet  the  year  round.  A  number  of  valleys  exist  among  the  broad  canons 
which  are  admirably  adapted  for  reservoir  purposes.  One  such.  Big 
Meadows,  can  be  converted  into  a  reservoir  to  hold  a  half  million  acre- 
feet  of  water.  A  power  company  is  constructing  a  dam  here  now,  that 
it  is  said  will  be  among  the  largest  in  the  world. 

Middle  Fork  has  its  source  just  under  the  Main  Divide  which 
separates  the  basin  from  Long  Valley  Creek,  a  tributary  to  Honey  Lake, 
in  the  Great  Basin  drainage  area.  This  fork  runs  through  Sierra 
Valley,  the  largest  truly  Alpine  valley  in  the  State,  the  floor  of  which 
is  5,000  feet  elevation,  and  is  mostly  meadow.  The  valley  is  only  200 
feet  lower  than  Beckwith  Pass,  at  its  northeast  side.  This  pass,  eleva- 
tion 5,200  feet,  is  the  lowest  pass  crossing  the  Sierra  Nevada  range 
north  of  Walker's  Pass  in  Kern  County,  350  miles  away,  and  is  2000 
feet  lower  than  the  summit  crossed  by  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  ea.st 
of  Sacramento.  This  basin  also  offers  some  good  opportunities  for 
effecting  storage. 

South  Fork  is  a  comparatively  small  stream,  and  but  little  data  is 
available  concerning  it. 

The  rainfall  varies  from  about  30  inches  a  year  in  the  foothills  to  50 
or  60  inches  in  the  upper  regions.  A  small  amount  of  water  is  diverted 
for  irrigation  in  the  mountain  valleys,  and  one  canal  of  considerable 
size  takes  water  for  the  same  purpose  below  Oroville,  while  still  another 
is  being  constructed  in  that  region. 

The  Feather  River  furnishes  sufficient  minimum  flow  to  develop 
366,000  horsepower  which  would  be  increased  by  storage  to  630,000. 
Power  companies  have  developed  quite  a  large  amount  of  power  and  are 
actively  engaged  in  extending  their  plants. 

YUBA   RIVER. 

The  Yuba  River  basin  lies  between  South  and  Middle  Fork  basins 
of  Feather  River  on  the  south.  The  eastern  rim  is  the  main  Sierra 
Divide,  with  Little  Truckee  and  Prosser  Creek  basins  on  the  other  side. 

The  area,  above  the  gaging  station,  is  1,220  square  miles.  The 
topography  is  rough  and  mountainous,  rising  from  a  few  hundred  feet 
at  the  west  to  8,000  feet  elevation  along  the  eastern  divide,  with  a  few 
peaks  reaching  to  9,000  feet  altitude. 

The  forest  cover  is  fairly  good,  in  the  lower  hills  being  scrubby  timber 
and  brush,  quite  dense  on  the  slopes,  while  in  the  higher  portions  on  the 
North  Fork  a  verv  good  timber  belt  is  found.    The  same  could  formerly 
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be  said  of  the  South  Fork,  but  lumbering  operations  have  hirgely 
denuded  the  forest  area.  In  many  places  a  young  growth  is  spi-inging 
up  to  take  the  place  of  that  cut  away. 

The* mean  precipitation  is  about  18  inches  in  the  valley,  increasing 
to  70  inches  at  the  summit  of  the  range.  In  the  higher  mountains  the 
snow  falls  quite  heavily  and  usually  remains  late  into  the  summer. 

The  principal  storages  are  North  and  South  forks,  with  Dry  Creek 
and  Deer  Creek  as  the  most  important  subtributaries.  A  very  little 
irrigation  is  practiced  in  the  hill  region,  and  a  few  small  canals  divert 
some  water  to  be  used  on  the  valley  lands.  There  is  opportunity  for 
the  extension  of  irrigation. 

The  South  Fork  heads  in  numerous  small  glacial  lakes  near  the 
summit,  several  of  which  are  utilized  for  storage  by  power  companies. 
One  very  high  dam  being  constructed  on  the  South  Fork  will  be  among 
tlie  highest  in  the  world. 

The  minimum  flow  of  the  Yuba  River  is  capable  of  producing  about 
125,000  horsepower  without  storage,  and  Avith  the  storage  opportunities 
fully  developed  this  can  be  increased  to  300.000  horsepower. 

The  basin  of  the  Yuba  River  was  the  scene  of  the  most  active 
hydraulic  mining  in  the  State  during  the  days  when  that  industry  was 
at  its  height.  It  is  said  that  at  one  time  60,000  men  were  working  on 
its  streams.  Many  mining  towns  which  were  populous  in  tliose  times 
are  deserted  now — mute  testimony  of  the  transient  character  of  the 
surface-mining  industry.  Though  the  busy  miner  has  long  since  gone 
his  way,  and  his  houses  and  towns  have  disappeared,  his  record  carved 
on  the  face  of  nature  with  his  pick  and  shovel  and  huge  monitors  still 
endures  in  the  abandoned  hydraulic  pits  Avhere  hundreds  of  thou.sands 
of  acres  of  fertile  soil  were  stripped  off,  exposing  the  rock-ribs  of  the 
mountains.  The  debris  washed  down  the  Yuba  River  is  believed  to  have 
contributed  more  to  the  filling  of  the  river  channels  in  the  valley  than 
all  the  other  streams  combined.  A  description  of  the  efforts  to  control 
the  downflow  of  debris  has  been  given  elsewhere  under  the  title, 
"Debris  Problem." 

BEAR    RIVER. 

Bear  River  drainage  basin  is  the  smallest  of  the  several  areas  con- 
sidered here.  Its  total  area  is  only  about  300  square  miles,  263  of  which 
lie  above  the  gaging  station  at  Van  Trents.  It  lies  between  Yuba  basin 
on  the  north  and  east,  and  American  basin  on  the  south.  The  stream 
rises  in  the  northeast  corner  of  the  drainage  basin  and  for  several 
miles  runs  parallel  with  the  ridge  between  Bear  and  American  River 
basins,  and  only  one  or  two  miles  from  the  suimnit.  The  maximum 
elevation  is  about  5,500  feet. 

Its  most  important  tributaries  are  Wolf  and  Steep  Hollow  creeks, 
and  Green  horn  River.  The  basin  has  but  little  forest  cover;  much  of 
that  which  originally  grew  on  the  higher  slopes  was  washed  away  in  the 
hydraulic  process  or  has  been  cut  off  by  sawmills  in  later  years. 

Storage  facilities  are  lacking,  Avithout  which  the  meagre  floAV  of  the 
stream  can  be  of  but  little  use  for  either  irrigation  or  power  development.

AMERICAN  RIVER. 

The  American  River,  because  of  the  large  volume  of  flood-flow  it 
pours  into  the  valley,  and  the  location  of  its  confluence  with  the  Sacra- 
mento River  at  the  city  of  Sacramento,  assumes  a  position  of  great 
importance  in  the  consideration  of  flood  problems.  The  records  show 
that  in  the  floods  of  1907  and  1909  the  American  River  rivaled  Yuba 
River  for  third  place  in  flood  crest-flow,  maximum  dailj^  flow  and  total 
monthly  discharge. 

The  most  important  branches  forming  the  American  River  are  North, 
Middle  and  South  forks.  Their  source  is  in  the  high  Sierra  along  the 
east  rim.  The  drainage  basin  lies  between  the  basins  of  the  Yuba  and 
Bear  rivers  on  the  north,  the  Cosumne  and  Tuolumne  on  the  south  and 
Truckee  on  the  east.  In  the  Truckee  basin  and  separated  from  the 
American  basin  by  the  main  Sierra  Divide,  is  Lake  Tahoe,  famous  the 
world  over  for  its  scenic  beauty.  The  divide  ranges  from  7,000  to  10,000 
feet  high.  The  area  of  the  basin,  above  the  Fair  Oaks  gaging  station, 
is  1910  square  miles.  The  topography  is  extremely  rugged  in  the 
higher  portions. 

The  forest  cover  is  sparse  in  the  lower  hills,  but  some  of  the  higher 
momitains  are  w^ell  clothed  in  valuable  timber.  The  rainfall  varies 
from  20  to  22  inches  at  the  edge  of  the  valley,  25  or  30  inches  in  the 
middle  portions  of  the  area,  and  45  to  55  inches  a  year  in  the  higher 
altitudes,  where  most  of  the  precipitation  occurs  as  snow. 

Some  water  is  used  for  irrigation  in  the  hills  and  more  in  the  valley, 
and  opportunity  exists  for  its  further  extension. 

About  100,000  horsepower  can  be  developed  without  storage.  No 
large  reservoir  sites  exist  in  this  basin,  though  a  number  of  small  ones 
could  be  utilized  for  the  extensions  of  both  power  and  irrigation. 
Several  small  glacial  lakes  in  the  mountains  have  been  converted  into 
reservoirs  for  mining,  some  of  which  are  now  used  in  a  small  way  for 
power  purposes.  The  pioneer  hydroelectric  power  plant  of  the  Sac- 
ramento drainage  is  located  at  Folsom,  and  was  for  many  years  the 
source  of  power  and  light  for  the  state  capital. 

SAN  JOAQUIN  VALLEY  BASINS. 

It  has  been  shown  heretofore  that  the  San  Joacpiin  Valley  receives 
the  drainage  of  three  distinct  drainage  basins,  two  of  which  are  ordi- 
narily landlocked  and  only  onfe  runs  to  the  sea  at  all  times. 

These  three  basins  will  be  treated  in  order  from  south  to  north. 

KERN   RIVER   BASIN. 

This  is  the  largest  single  drainage  basin  tributary  to  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley.  Unlike  any  of  the  others,  its  axis  is  north  to  south,  paralleling 
the  main  range  of  the  Sierra,  for  a  distance  of  70  miles,  thence  turning 
to  the  southwest,  emerges  from  the  mountains  near  Bakersfield.  So 
direct  is  its  course  southward  that  for  more  than  thirty  miles  it  lies 
betw^een  two  section  lines  a  mile  apart,  and  most  of  this  way  it  runs 
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between  walls  reaching'  2.000  and  3.000  feet  high.  The  soiiree  of  the 
stream  is  fonnd  in  innumerable  little  glaeial  lakes  nestling  about  the 
bases  of  a  group  of  mountain  peaks  unsurpassed  anywhere  for  grandeur 
and  awe-inspiring  beauty. 

Standing  on  the  summit  of  any  one  of  them,  one  ean  look  around  and 
see  more  than  50  peaks  exceeding  13.000  feet  in  altitude,  half  a  dozen 
of  these  towering  a  thousand  feet  above  their  fellows,  while  still  higher, 
Mount  Whitney — monarch  of  American  mountains — lifts  his  head 
14.501  feet  above  the  sea.  This  mountain  is  the  highest  in  the  United 
States  proper. 

More  than  half  a  hundred  peaks  witliin  one  sweep  of  the  vision,  their 
granite  caps  glacier-worn ;  their  broad  shoulders  covered  with  snow  ten 
months  in  the  year;  below,  here  and  there  the  glint  of  the  glacial  lakes 
in  the  forests  appearing  like  gems  half  hidden  amongst  the  green  folds 
of  a  velvet  robe,  while  farther  down  the  soft  gray  of  the  foothills, 
shading  into  tlie  warmer  browns  of  the  plain,  present  a  scene  the 
sublimity  of  which  "No  poet  can  word  nor  artist  limn." 

The  total  length  of  the  river  from  its  source  to  the  valley  is  about 
140  miles,  with  a  total  drainage  area  of  about  2,570  square  miles.  The 
principal  tributary  is  South  Fork,  which  heads  in  a  region  of  marshes 
at  an  altitude  of  11,000  feet.  It  flows  south,  parallel  with  the 
North  Fork,  for  50  miles  in  deep  cailons,  then  turns  sharply  to  the  west 
and  runs  for  20  miles,  joining  Big  Kern,  as  it  is  locally  called,  about 
four  miles  below  the  town  of  Kernville.  The  last  20  miles,  running 
west,  traverses  South  Fork  Valley,  which  is  one  to  three  miles  wide  and 
nearly  all  devoted  to  farming.  The  entire  flow  of  the  stream  at 
ordinary  stages  is  diverted  for  irrigation.  The  two  branches  have  about 
equal  lengths  and  drainage  areas  above  the  confluence,  but  Rig  Kern 
furnishes  mut-h  the  larger  volume  of  water. 

South  Fork  Basin  is  entirely  different  in  character  from  the  other. 
The  eastern  rim  is  the  main  ridge  of  the  Sierra  range.  Its  western  slope 
is  made  up  mostly  of  low,  flat,  irregular  hills  and  spurs,  sparsely  tim- 
bered, and  contributes  no  streams  of  importance  to  the  river.  The  west 
rim  is  a  long  high  ridge,  branching  from  the  Sierra  divide  at  the  head 
of  South  Fork.  It. is  covered  with  heavy  timber  for  the  most  part,  and 
furnishes  several  creeks  of  considerable  size,  chief  among  which  may 
be  named  Fish  Creek  and  Trout  Creek. 

Several  excellent  reservoir  sites  exist  in  this  basin,  the  capacity  of 
Avhich  would  exceed  the  amount  of  water  available.  Most  of  them  have 
passed  to  private  ownership. 

The  basin  of  Kern  River  proper  is  well  provided  with  forest  cover 
over  most  of  the  area  below  11,000  feet  altitude.  The  many  small 
streams  having  their  origin  in  the  glacial  lakes  described  before,  uniting 
at  Junction  ]Meadow  7  miles  west  of  Blount  Whitney,  enter  Kern  River 
Canon  at  an  elevation  of  8.500  feet.  The  cafioti  runs  due  .south  for 
20  miles  to  Kern  Lakes.  These  are  two  small  bodies  of  water  about  a 
mile  apart  througli  which  the  river  courses.  The  upper  one  is  nearly 
a  mile  in  length,  the  other  smaller.     They  are  not  glacier-formed,  as  is 
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generally  supposed,  but  were  created  by  slides  from  the  momitain  sides, 
forming  dams  across  the  river.  It  is  said  that  these  slides  occurred 
during  the  floods  of  1867.  Both  lakes  are  being  rapidly  filled  with 
sediment  and  will  soon  become  marshes.  From  just  below  the  lakes 
the  river  describes  an  arc  to  the  east,  returning  in  a  short  distance  to 
its  original  line  and  southerly  course  which  it  continues  for  another 
25  miles  to  and  beyond  the  confluence  of  South  Fork. 

The  main  branches  are  Big  Arroyo  and  Rattlesnake  creeks  and  Little 
Kern  River  from  the  west,  and  Golden  Trout,  Harris,  and  Salmon 
creeks  on  the  east  side.  Reservoir  sites  are  not  so  extensive  in  this 
basin  as  they  are  in  South  Fork. 

No  important  streams  enter  the  river  between  the  confluence  of  the 
South  Fork  and  the  gaging  station  at  the  mouth  of  the  canon.  The 
minimum  flow  of  the  river  is  capable  of  generating  about  125,000  horse- 
power without  storage,  and  this  may  be  increased  to  200,000  horsepower 
by  utilizing  the  feasible  storage  of  the  basins. 

Practically  all  power  now  available  Avithout  storage  is  claimed  and 
several  plants  have  been  installed  or  are  under  construction.  Those 
in  operation  transmit  the  electricity  to  Los  Angeles. 

TULARE  LAKE  BASIN. 

TULE   RIVER. 

The  drainage  area  of  this  stream  is  small  and  lies  on  the, west  slope 
of  a  secondary  ridge  of  the  Sierra  bearing  nearly  north  and  south, 
parallel  with  and  about  25  miles  west  of  the  main  divide.  This  ridge 
forms  the  western  rim  of  Kern  River  basin  in  this  latitude.  The  drain- 
age area  of  Tule  River  lie.s  between  the  water  sheds  of  Kaweah  River 
on  the  north ;  Kern  on  the  east ;  Deer  Creek  on  the  south  and  some  short 
subsidiary  ridges  on  the  west,  which  are  extensions  of  the  Tule-Kaweah 
divide.  It  is  roughly  25  miles  average  length,  north  and  south,  by  15 
miles  wide,  and  embraces  about  370  square  miles.  The  source  is  in 
springs  and  meadows  in  the  broad  summit  of  the  ridge  at  about  9,000 
feet  elevation.  Some  portions  of  the. eastern  rim  reach  altitudes  of 
10,000  feet.  Nearly  all  the  area  is  covered  with  forest  growth,  some 
of  very  excellent  quality,  including  Big  Tree  redwoods  (Sequoia  gigan- 
ha),  sugar  pine  (Piniis  lamhertiana) .  yellow  pine  {P.  ponderosa)  and 
red  and  yellow  firs  {Abies  magnifica  and  A.  concolor)  as  types  of  best 
lumbering  trees.  A  National  Forest  Reserve  covers  a  large  portion  of 
the  basin. 

The  total  run-oif  for  a  series  of  years  is  given  in  a  table  elsewhere. 
Irrigation  is  practiced  in  the  foothills  and  .the  entire  flow,  excepting  in 
Hood  seasons,  is  utilized  in  the  valley  below.  Opportunities  for  storage 
are  limited  though  a  small  amount  is  available.  Owing  to  the  low 
summer  flow  and  the  limited  storage  possibilities,  the  development  of 
power  can  never  be  extensive.  Two  power  companies  operating  iu  -^he 
basin  claim  all  of  the  possibilities  that  exist.

KAWEAH  RIVER. 

The  basin  of  this  river  lies  in  the  western  slope  of  the  secondary 
ridue  which  constitutes  tlie  west  rim  of  Kern  River  l^asiu.  and  the 
soutliern  slope  of  a  branch  of  the  ridge  dividing  the  waters  of  Kaweah 
and  Kings  River.  It  lies  north  of  Tule,  west  of  Kern  and  south  of 
Kings  rivers.  It  is  roughly  rectangular-ciuadrilateral  in  shape,  with 
one  corner  at  the  mouth  of  the  canon,  the  opposite  diagonal  corner 
marked  by  Triple  Divide  Peak  at  the  junction  of  the  branches  of  the 
secondary  ridge  mentioned.  The  dimensions  of  the  basin  are  about  25 
miles  on  each  side,  and  the  area  715  square  miles. 

The  source  of  the  river  is  in  several  small  lakes  among  the  high  peaks 
at  an  elevation  of  12,000  feet.  It  has  five  principal  branches  known  as 
North,  Marble,  East,  Middle,  and  South  forks,  respectively,  all  uniting 
into  one  stream  at  Three  Rivers,  some  six  or  seven  miles  Ix'fore  leaving 
the  hills. 

Below  the  foot  hills  it  divides  into  several  distributaries  which  have 
built  up  an  extensive  delta-fan  reaching  to  Tulare  Lake.  The  several 
streams  reunite  and  subdivide  again  and  again  until  the  delta  becomes 
quite  an  intricate  system  of  channels.  The  lands  between  the  streams 
are  remarkably  fertile. 

A  number  of  small  ditches  divert  water  from  the  river  in  the  hills, 
where  the  cultivation  of  citrus  fruits  is  becoming  an  extensive  industry. 
After  reaching  the  valley  all  of  the  ordinary  flow  of  the  river  is  taken 
for  irrigation.  Little  further  development  seems  possible  without 
storage. 

The  basin  is  fairly  well  forested.  Within  it  is  the  Sequoia  National 
Park  containing  more  than  100,000  acres.  Included  in  the  park  is  the 
largest  known  body  of  the  Big  Trees  (Sequoia  gigantca)  in  the  world, 
and  well  deserves  its  name,  Giant  Forest.  Opportunity  for  power 
development  is  fairly  good.  The  rapid  descent  of  the  stream.s  with 
the  recorded  minimum  flow  is  sufficient  to  develop  about  30,000  horse- 
power. For  six  months  in  the  year  it  would  produce  more  than  100.000, 
without  storage. 

About  all  of  the  jjossibilities  for  development  are  now  claimed,  two 
or  three  plants  are  in  operation  and  others  in  course  of  construction. 
Most  of  the  basin  is  in  Forest  Reserves  and  Sequoia  National  Park. 

KINGS  RIVER. 

Kings  River  is  the  largest  stream  in  this  area.  It  lies  between  the 
San  Joaquin  on  the  north,  Owens  and  Kern  rivers  on  the  east  and 
Kaweah  River  on  the  south.  Its  eastern  rim  for  50  miles  is  the  main 
Sierra  divide.  The  drainage  area  above  the  mouth  of  the  cMnon  is 
about  1,840  square  miles. 

The  source  of  the  river  is  found  in  a  hundred  glacial  lakelets,  reposing 
in  the  shadows  of  the  numerous  mountain  peaks  and  fed  by  the  glaciers 
and  perpetual  snow  banks  lying  on  their  northern  slopes.     This  terri- 
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tory  is  said  to  be  the  most  rugged  region  of  the  Sierra.  Many  of  its 
peaks  never  lose  their  snow  caps;  many  others,  too  precipitous  to  hold 
the  snow  Avhich  falls  upon  them,  stand  like  grim  sentinels  over  the  num- 
erous lakes  and  meadows  and  wooded  glades  which  quietly  rest  about 
their  feet.  Altogether  they  present  a  vista  of  scenery  sublime  in  the 
extreme. 

The  south  fork  expands  into  a  valley  one  half  mile  to  a  mile  wide  and 
seven  miles  long  with  a  nearly  level  tioor,  and  surrounded  with  battle- 
mented  walls  of  granite— a  replica  of  far  famed  Yosemite  in  valley, 
crags,  cliffs  and  domes,  and  general  attractions.  The  only  means  of 
access  to  this  wonderful  region  is  by  foot  or  on  horse  back.  The  State 
has  been  engaged  for  six  years  in  constructing  a  road  to  reach  this 
scenic  region,  but  it  is  yet  several  miles  away. 

The  main  river  is  formed  by  the  confluence  of  South,  Middle  and 
North  Fork,  each  of  which  has  tributaries  of  more  or  less  importance. 
South  Fork  is  joined  above  the  valley  of  King's  River  Canon,  before 
mentioned,  by  Bubbs  Creek.  Roaring  River  enters  about  mid-length 
of  the  valley.  Dinkey  and  Big  creeks  are  tributaries  of  the  North  Fork. 
Boulder  Creek,  Ten-Mile  Creek  and  Mill  Creek  add  considerable  to  the 
flow  of  the  river  before  it  reaches  the  plains. 

The  mouth  of  the  caiion  is  about  10  mil&s  northeast  of  Sanger.  No 
diversions  are  made  above  this  point,  but  immediately  below  are  the 
head  works  of  some  of  the  most  extensive  irrigation  enterprises  in  the 
State.  Emerging  from  the  hills  the  river  has  created  a  valley  sunk 
below  the  level  of  the  surrounding  plains,  having  an  area  of  25  square 
miles  and  a  depth  as  much  as  60  feet.  From  the  lower  end  of  this  basin 
the  river  channel  for  several  miles  is  50  feet  or  more  in  depth.  Coming 
out  to  the  surface  of  the  plains  near  Kingsburg,  the  stream  arrives  at 
the  apex  of  the  delta-fan  heretofore  described.  After  traversing  the 
greater  part  of  the  delta  the  main  stream  divides,  one  branch  running 
south  into  Tulare  Lake,  the  other  west  and  northwest  into  San  Joaquin 
River. 

The  rugged  nature  of  the  drainage  area  of  Kings  River,  falling  from 
14,000  feet  elevation  at  the  eastern  rim  to  500  feet  at  the  western  outlet, 
affords  many  excellent  opportunities  for  the  development  of  power. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  minimum  flow  of  water  is  capable  of  providing 
125,000  horsepower  Avithout  storage,  and  by  utilization  of  the  reservoir 
capacity  that  may  be  created,  250,000  horsepower  may  be  obtained.  No 
power  has  yet  been  developed  though  corporations  have  ' '  claims ' '  located 
at  desirable  points  along  the  stream. 

The  basin  of  Kings  River  up  to  about  10,000  feet  elevation  is  very 
well  covered  with  forest,  several  groves  of  the  Big  Trees  and  many 
thousand  acres  of  other  milling  timber  existing.  Large  sawmills  are 
engaged  in  reducing  it  to  lumber  which  is  transported  by  floating  down 
a  flume  70  or  80  miles  long  to  Sanger. 
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«AN  JOAQUIN  RIVER. 

The  physical  characteristics  of  the  valley  of  the  San  Joaquin  have 
been  previously  described,  so  little  need  be  added  here.  Rainfall 
throughout  the  valley  varies  with  latitude  and  longitude ;  and  in  the 
mountains  it  varies  also  vv^ith  altitude.  In  the  southern  end  of  the 
valley  the  annual  precipitation  is  less  than  5  inches,  increasing  grad- 
ually toward  the  north  to  an  average  of  20  inches  a  year  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  mouth  of  the  river.  In  the  Sierra  region  the  rainfall  increases 
with  increase  of  altitude  up  to  about  5,000  feet  and  then  decreases 
slightly  as  greater  elevations  are  reached.  The  same  progressive 
increase  from  south  to  north,  noted  in  the  valley,  is  also  found  in  the 
mountains. 

This  characteristic  is  strikingly  illustrated  by  comparing  the  run-oif 
from  the  different  regions.  When  the  Kern  and  Tulare  Lake  basins, 
with  a  drainage  area  of  7,500  square  miles,  furnish  3,000,000  acre-feet 
of  water,  the  northern  portion  of  the  area,  including  San  Joaquin  River 
and  its  tributaries,  embracing  5,100  square  miles  of  water  shed,  produces 
8,500,000  acre-feet  of  run-off.  That  is  to  say :  with  an  area  32  per  cent 
smaller  than  the  Kern-Tulare  Lake  basins,  the  run-off  from  the  San 
Joaquin  River  basin  is  2.8  times  as  large. 

Much  irrigation  development  has  been  accomplished  in  this  valley 
and  the  opportunities  for  further  expansion  are  well  nigh  boundless. 
But  for  a  full  development  of  all  the  fertile  arid  lands  of  the  valley  the 
water  supply  must  be  augmented  from  underground  sources^  or  brought 
from  outside  the  valley. 

The  extensive  drainage  basin  of  the  San  Joaquin  (by  "drainage 
basin"  in  this  discussion  is  meant  that  lying  in  the  mountains),  embrac- 
ing 1,640  square  miles,  mostly  well  timbered  and  subject  to  fairly 
copious  rainfall,  and  possessing  numerous  opportunities  for  storage, 
has  attracted  power  companies,  wdio  are  now  engaged  in  developing 
power.  Several  large  reservoirs  have  been  constructed  and  the  electric 
energy  generated  is  transmitted  as  far  as  Bakersfield,  and  across  the 
Coast  Range  to  communities  on  the  west  slope. 

MERCED  RIVER. 

The  drainage  basin  of  the  Merced  River  lies  between  the  San  Joaquin 
basin  on  the  south  and  the  basin  of  the  Tuolumne  on  the  north.  It 
enters  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  at  Merced  Falls,  above  which  the  drain- 
age area  is  1,200  square  miles. 

Its  source  is  found  in  glacial  lakes  in  the  region  about  Mount  Lyell 
(elevation  13,090  feet),  whence  it  flows  southwestward  90  miles  to  the 
mouth  of  the  caiion  and  135  miles  to  its  junction  with  the  San  Joaquin 
River.  On  its  way  it  passes  through  the  famous  Yosemite  Valley,  too 
well  known  to  need  description  here.  Its  chief  tributary  after  leaving 
the  Yosemite  Valley  is  South  Fork,  which  enters  from  the  east. 

'Water- Supply  Paper  No.  222  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  by  W.  C.  Mendenliall,  dis- 
cusses the  ground  waters  of  the  San  .Joaquin  Valley. 
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The  topography  is  very  broken  in  the  upper  regions,  ranging  in 
altitude  up  to  13,000  feet  in  the  vicinity  of  Mount  Lyell.  The  higher 
portions  are  but  scantily  timbered,  but  the  middle  elevations  have  a 
heavy  forest  cover  with  fairly  good  covering  in  the  lower  hills.  Prac- 
tically all  of  the  summer  flow  is  utilized  for  irrigation  along  the  lower 
reaches  of  the  river,  so  that  but  little  extension  in  that  direction  can  be 
obtained  luitil  conservation  by  storage  is  effected.  Considerable  storage 
may  be  had  in  the  higher  altitudes,  though  the  reservoirs  must  be  small. 

Power  development  opportunities  are  fair.  The  rajjid  descent  of 
the  streams  through  the  rugged  caiions  offers  opportunity  for  high 
heads  to  offset  the  small  summer  flow. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  minimum  flow  without  storage  may  be  made 
to  produce  40,000  horsepower,  and  with  storage  this  may  be  increased 
fourfold,  or  to  160,000  horsepower. 

TUOLUMNE  RIVER. 

The  Tuolumne  River  drainage  basin  is  situated  between  ]Merced  and 
StanislaiLs  basins  on  the  south  and  north,  respectively,  and  for  a  dis- 
tance of  50  miles  along  the  east  the  main  Sierra  divide  separates  it  from 
jNIono  Lake  and  Walker  River  basins. 

Its  source  is  found  in  glacial  lakes  clustered  around  Mount  Lyell  and 
a  living  glacier  on  the  northern  slope  of  that  peak. .  The  upper  reaches 
of  the  river  is  through  a  chain  of  beautiful  valleys  and  Alpine  meadows, 
then  it  plunges  into  a  canon  3,000  to  4,000  feet  deep  for  25  miles,  then 
through  a  rocky  cnfion  of  less  depth.  55  miles  more,  making  80  miles 
of  continuous  caiion,  cut  in  solid  granite  rock.  It  enters  San  Joaquin 
Yallej'  at  Lagrange,  150  miles  from  its  source. 

This  stream  stands  next  to  Kings  River  in  the  area  of  irrigated  land 
reclaimed  from  aridity  by  the  waters  of  the  melting  snows.  At  La- 
grange a  stone  masonry  dam  127  feet  high  diverts  the  waters  into  a 
large  canal  on  either  side  of  the  river,  the  ^Modesto  Irrigation  District 
Canal  upon  the  right,  and  the  canal  of  the  Turlock  District  on  the  left 
bank.  These  two  districts,  organized  several  years  ago  under  the  Irri- 
gation District  law  familiarly  known  as  the  ' '  Wright  Law, ' '  constructed 
the  dam  jointly  and  now  divert  all  of  the  low  water  flow  of  the  river 
to  their  respective  lands. 

The  most  important  tributaries  of  the  Tuolumne  river  are  Return, 
Rancheria.  Falls  and  Cherry  creeks,  Clavey  River,  North  Fork  of 
Tuolumne  River  and  Woods  Creek.  The  Tuolumne  passes  through 
Heteh  Hetchy  Valley,  another  duplicate  on  a  small  scale  of  Yosemite 
Valley,  and  which  the  city  of  San  Francisco  is  seeking  to  obtain  for  a 
reservoir  for  a  municipal  water  supply. 

Eleanor  Creek  is  a  tributary  of  Cherry  Creek,  and  drains  Lake 
Eleanor,  which  is  also  a  unit  of  the  aforesaid  water  supply  project. 

The  Tuolumne  basin  varies  from  300  feet  elevation  at  the  mouth  of 
the  canon  to  12.000  feet  or  more  along  the  main  divide.  The  upper 
portions  have  but  little  forest.  The  middle  part  is  heavily  timbered 
with  several  varieties  of  conifers,  all  lumber  trees.     Several  sawmills 
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are  operating  in  this  region.     The  foothills  are  fairly  well  covered 
with  scrubby  timber  and  brush. 

The  rainfall  varies  from  10  inches  to  60  inches,  according  to  altitude. 
There  are  some  very  fine  reservoir  sites  in  this  basin,  and  several  small 
ones  have  been  utilized.  The  minimum  flow  of  the  river  is  estimated 
to  be  capable  of  producing  35,000  horsepower  which  by  storage  could 
be  increased  nearly  ten  times,  300,000  being  stated  as  the  probable 
amount  that  might  be  developed. 

STANISLAUS  RIVER. 

The  basin  of  the  Stanislaus  River  is  long  and  narrow,  lying  between 
Toulumne  River  basin  on  the  south,  Calaveras  and  Mokelumne  basins 
on  the  north,  and  Walker  River  basin  on  the  east,  the  main  Sierra 
divide  forming  the  eastern  rim  for  a  distance  of  25  miles.  The  drain- 
age area  above  the  valley  is  950  square  miles. 

The  source  of  the  Stanislaus  River  is  a  number  of  small  glacial  lakes 
situated  among  the  peaks  of  the  Sierra,  which  reach  an  altitude  exceed- 
ing 11,000  feet.  It  flows  southwestward  a  distance  of  80  miles,  entering 
the  San  Joaquin  Yalle^'  at  Knight's  Ferry,  and  thence  continuing  40 
miles  further  joins  the  San  Joaquin  River  about  15  miles  west  of 
Modesto.  The  Stanislaus  has  three  branches.  South,  ]\Iiddle  and  North 
forks,  the  middle  fork  being  the  largest.  The  South  Fork  joins  the 
main  stream  about  25  miles  above  the  valley,  while  the  ]\liddle  and  North 
forks  unite  about  8  miles  further  up,  and  about  12  miles  north  of 
Sonora.  Tuolumne  Count}'. 

The  topography  of  the  basin  is  rough,  possessing  along  and  near  the 
upper  rim  many  high,  precipitous  and  barren  peaks.  The  canons  are 
deep  and  rugged,  those  of  South  and  Middle  forks  being  500  to  1,000 
feet  deep,  while  the  North  Fork  runs  30  or  40  miles  betwruMi  walls  1,500 
to  2.000  feet  high. 

But  little  timber  is  found  above  8,000  feet  elevation,  excepting  around 
the  margin  of  the  lakelets  and  morain  meadows,  Avhich  are  u.sually 
encircled  with  tamarack  {Pijiiis  coiiforta)  and  quaking  asp  (Populus 
tremula).  The  foothill  region  is  fairl.y  well  covered  with  scrub  oak  and 
brush,  while  the  middle  portion  has  a  wealth  of  forest,  containing  all  of 
the  valuable  varieties  of  conifera-.  The  South  Grove  of  the  Calaveras 
Big  Trees  is  in  this  basin. 

The  precipitation  in  this  l)asin  ranges  fi-oiu  a])<)ut  15  inches  a  year  at 
the  mouth  of  the  canon  to  50  or  60  inches  in  the  hitiher  regions,  where 
it  appears  mostly  in  the  form  of  snow.  Irrigation  is  practiced  very  little 
in  the  hills  and  only  to  a  limited  extent  in  the  valley.  Probably  40,000 
acre-feet  of  Avater  is  diverted  annually  near  Knights  Ferry,  but  projects 
are  being  inaugurated  that  will  take  the  entire  summer  flow. 

Several  dams  were  constructed  in  the  upper  middle  portions  of  the 
stream  in  early  days  for  mining  purposes.  They  are  now  used  for 
power  development.  Other  and  larger  reservoirs  are  being  constructed 
or  contemplated.     Several  glacial  lakes  have  been  utilized  for  storage. 
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The  minimum  flow  of  the  Stanislaus  River  is  capable  of  producing  about 
80,000  horsepower,  which  can  be  considerably  increased  by  additional 
storage. 

CALAVERAS    RIVER. 

The  drainage  basin  of  the  Calaveras  River  is  triangular  in  shape,  and 
lies  between  the  basin  of  Stanislaus  and  Mokelumne  rivers.  It  has  a 
width  of  12  or  15  miles  in  the  foothills  and  extends  back  about  45  miles 
from  the  edge  of  the  valley.  The  area  above  the  gaging  station  at 
Jenny  Lind  is  395  scpiare  miles,  with  about  100  square  miles  tributary' 
below. 

The  basin  is  confined  almost  wholly  to  the  foothill  region,  the  apex 
of  the  triangle  rising  only  to  about  6,000  feet.  The  upper  portion 
contains  some  very  fine  timber,  but  the  greater  portion  of  the  basin  is 
forested  only  with  scrub  oak  and  brush.  The  Calaveras  Big  Trees,  the 
first  grove  of  the  Sequoia  gigantea  ever  seen  by  white  men,  are  situated 
in  this  area. 

The  flow  of  this  stream  is  torrential.  Ranging  from  nothing  for 
several  months  in  the  summer  to  40,000  second-feet  during  floods,  it  is 
illy  adapted  for  either  irrigation  or  power  purposes,  without  reservoirs. 
A  little  storage  has  been  accomplished,  and  opportunities  exist  for 
extending  it.  ■ 

MOKELUMNE  RIVER. 

The  Mokelumne  River  basin  lies  between  the  Calaveras  and  Stanis- 
loiLs  basins  on  the  south  and  the  Cosumnes  and  American  River  basins 
on  the  north.  The  eastern  rim  is  the  main  divide,  which  separates  it 
for  a  length  of  20  miles  from  the  Carson  and  Walker  River  basins  on 
the  east.  Its  length  is  about  75  miles,  and  width  3  to  14  miles,  being 
roughly  elliptical  in  shape,  embracing  about  640  square  miles. 

The  source  of  the  river  is  in  a  number  of  glacial  lakes  and  meadows 
near  the  summit  of  the  Sierra  divide,  which  reaches  an  altitude  of 
10,000  feet.  The  main  river  is  made  by  the  junction  of  South,  Middle 
and  North  forks.  North  Fork  has  a  large  tributary  in  Bear  River. 
Cosumnes  River  is  a  tributary  of  the  ^Mokelumne.  uniting  with  the 
latter  a  few  miles  above  its  confluence  with  the  San  Joaquin,  and  is 
considered  herein  separately. 

The  topography  of  the  Mokelumne  basin,  while  presenting  great 
variety,  does  not  possess  the  rugged  characteristics  of  some  of  those 
previously  described.  A  heavy  forest  growth  is  found  on  the  middle 
and  upper  portions,  while  the  cover  lower  down  is  scrub  timber  and 
brush. 

The  lower  reaches  of  the  river  are  in  a  region  of  rolling  hills  and 
little  valleys.  A  little  irrigation  is  practiced  on  the  bottom  lands  along 
the  stream,  and  one  large  canal  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  takes  the 
entire  low-water  flow.  Several  small  reservoirs  for  power  purposes 
exist  in  the  high  altitudes,  and  some  further  storage  may  be  developed. 

The  steep  gradients,  with  storage  possibilities,  offer  opportunity  for 
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the  development  of  considerable  power  on  this  stream.  Quite  a  good 
deal  has  already  been  utilized.  The  gaging  station  is  situated  at 
Clement  Bridge. 

COSUMNES  RIVER. 

This  is  the  most  northerly  stream  of  the  San  Joaquin  River  system. 
The  basin  is  elliptical  in  shape,  55  miles  long  b.y  12  to  15  miles  wide,  and 
embraces  an  area  of  580  square  miles  above  the  valley,  and  lies  between 
the  Mokelumne  River  on  the  south  and  the  American  River  a  tributary 
of  Sacramento  River,  on  the  north. 

The  elevations  range  from  about  200  feet  at  the  mouth  of  the  canon 
to  7,700  feet  at  the  headwaters.  The  watersheds  of  Mokelumne  and 
American  rivers  surround  this  basin,  so  that  it  does  not  reach  the  main 
divide.  It  has  three  principal  branches,  which  unite  about  20  miles 
above  the  valley. 

The  topography  is  much  more  regular  than  that  of  any  of  the  other 
basins  in  the  area.  The  caiions  are  not  deep  and  the  ridges  are  broad 
and  low,  with  small  valleys  and  flats  interspersed.  Several  small  reser- 
voirs were  constructed  many  years  ago  for  mining  purposes,  and  are 
still  maintained.  Some  of  these  could  be  enlarged  and  others  could  be 
constructed,  so  that  the  total  storage  capacity  might  be  made  quite 
extensive,  though  accurate  data  concerning  the  subject  is  not  complete. 

Without  storage,  but  little  power  can  be  utilized.  Opportunity  exists 
for  considerable  irrigation  development  along  the  river  bottom  in  the 
lower  foothills  and  in  the  valley,  but  the  entire  flow  of  the  stream  is 
"claimed"  for  prospective  development. 

It  has  been  stated  before  that  the  data  possessed  concerning  stream 
flow  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  basins  are  not  extended  over  a  long 
series  of  years  on  all  streams.  A  table  is  elsewhere  pr(^scnted  showing 
the  recorded  run-off  from  1906  to  1911,  inclusive. 

The  figures  stated  in  the  foregoing  discussion  of  the  several  drainage 
basins  tributary  to  the  Great  Valley,  extended  to  the  streams  east  of  the 
Sierra  and  in  the  coastal  regions,  show  that  the  possibilities  for  water- 
power  development  in  the  State  of  California  are  almost  unlimited. 

A  summary  of  the  capacities  assigned  to  the  streams  described,  given 
as  the  power  that  may  be  developed  from  the  natural  flow,  and  the 
amount  when  that  is  augmented  by  complete  storage  development,  is  as 
follows :

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It  will  be  observed  that  the  total  estimated  potentiality  of  the  streams 
of  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaqnin  valleys  is  84  per  cent  of  the  total 
amount  of  water-power  developed  in  the  entire  United  States  at  the 
time  of  the  census  heretofore  quoted. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  streams  of  the  State  not  included  in  the 
above  statement  are  caj^able  of  producing  about  one  third  as  much 
power  as  thase  named.  This  makes  a  grand  total  of  6,000,000  horse- 
power that  the  State  may  ultimately  be  able  to  derive  from  its  waters. 
Only  about  ten  per  cent  of  the  available  power  of  the  State  is  now  being 
produced,  but  many  large  plants  are  being  constructed,  or  are  contem- 
plated, which  will  probably  double  the  present  output,  while  many 
times  as  much  was  "filed  on"  in  the  last  days  of  the  State's  policy  of 
free  giving. 

Investigations  into  the  water  resources  of  the  State  by  the  U.  S. 
Geological  Survey  in  cooperation  with  the  State  of  California,  since  the 
last  biennial  report,  have  been  conducted  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
0.  M.  Leighton,  geographer  in  charge  of  Water  Resources  Investigations, 
by  Mr.  H.  B.  ^IcGlashan,  district  engineer,  whose  report  here  follows: 

PROGRESS    REPORT   OF   SURFACE   WATER    INVESTIGATIONS    BY   THE    WATER 
RESOURCES    BRANCH,    U.    S.    GEOLOGICAL    SURVEY,    FOR    1910-1912. 

The  spleudid  growth  of  the  State  during  the  past  two  years  is  evidenced  in  many 
ways.  The  rapid  growth  in  population,  the  extensive  increase  in  irrigated  areas,  the 
rapid  development  of  water  power — in  fact,  the  entire  development  of  California 
depends  upon  the  utilization  of  our  bounteous  natural  resources.  Water,  the  most 
abundant  and  valuable  of  all  the  natural  resources  of  the  State,  is  in  a  very  large 
measure  responsible  for  the  remarkable  growth  and  general  prosperity. 

The  measurement  of  the  flow  of  the  sti'eams  in  California  was  begun  by  the  State 
Engineer  in  1878.  in  accordance  with  the  law  requiring  him  "to  investigate  the  prob- 
lems of  the  irrigation  of  the  plains,  the  condition  and  capacity  of  the  great  drainage 
lines  of  the  State,  and  the  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  rivers."  The  work  w-as 
restricted  to  a  few  localities  in  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  River  basins,  the 
principal  station  being  on  the  Sacramento  at  Collinsville.  In  1884  the  State  Engi- 
neer's office  was  discontinued  and  practically  no  further  stream  studies  were  made 
until  1894.  when  engineers  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  were  sent  into 
California  and  made  a  few  measurements  of  streams  in  the  semi-arid  parts  of  the 
State.  The  following  year  the  Geological  Survey  established  a  regular  gaging  station 
on  the  Sacramento  at  Red  Bluff  and  siuce  that  time  has  gradually  extended  the 
work,  as  funds  permitted,  until  it  now  has  available  records  of  flow  at  289  points  on 
representative  streams  in  everj'  portion  of  the  State. 

As  shown  by  the  law  directing  the  State  Engineer  to  investigate  the  water  resources 
of  California,  the  value  of  the  streams  for  irrigation  purposes  was  early  realized.  For 
many  years  the  demaijd  for  stream  flow  data  was  mainly  in  the  interests  of  irrigation 
developments.  The  value  of  these  records  has  steadily  increased  until  it  is  now  gen- 
erally recognized  that  no  project  of  importance  can  be  financed  without  reliable 
stream  flow  data  to  establish  the  success  of  the  enterprise. 

The  early  water  power  developments  Avere  for  local  purposes  and  usually  on 
streams  whei-e  the  flow  was  abundant.  Hence  there  was  little  need  to  make  a 
thorough   investigation  of  the  water  available. 

The  unforeseen  improvements  in  machinery  and  transmission  systems,  coupled  with 
the  enormous  increase  in  demand  for  power,  have  resulted  in  extensive  water  power 
developments. 

Previous  to  1910,  the  stream  gaging  work  of  the  Geological  Survey  was  confined 
mainly  to  thi-  principal  streams.  Gaging  stations  were  maintained  in  the  foot  hill 
regions  where  diversions  could  be  made  for  irrigation.  The  records  obtained  at  these 
points  were  of  little  value  for  power  purposes.  Hence,  as  funds  have  permitted,  the 
work  has  been  extended  to  the  tributaries  and  headwaters  of  streams  where  power 
may  be  developed.

Of  the  7U  stations  maintained  on  November  1,  1910.  23  were  afterward  discon- 
tinued. Nineteen  of  these  stations  were  in  the  Owens  Kiver  drainage  and  were  main- 
tained in  cooperation  with  the  Los  Angeles  Aqueduct. 

The  large  increase  in  this  work  during  the  past  two  years  has  been  possible  on 
account  of  the  cooperation  of  the  State  of  California,  through  the  State  Engineering 
Department,  the  State  Conservation  Commission,  and  the  State  Water  Commission, 
the  United  States  Forest  Service,  and  private  parties.  State  and  Federal  funds  are 
combined  for  the  maintenance  of  all  the  stations  in  the  State.  The  United  States 
Forest  Service  is  cooperating  in  the  maintenance  of  59  gaging  stations  located  in  the 
National  Forests.  On  account  of  this  cooperation,  many  very  valuable  records  are 
secured  at  isolated  points  where  it  would  be  impracticable  to  secure  these  data  in  any 
other  manner.  Private  parties  are  now  cooperating  in  the  maintenance  of  2G  stations 
in  the  State.  In  addition,  many  complete  records  are,  from  time  to  time,  furnished 
for  publication.

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The  stream  flow  data  for  1911  and  1912  are  of  special  interest  and  value  in  con- 
nection with  run-off  studies  in  California.  During  1911,  several  rivers  in  the  San 
Joaquin  drainage  basin  reached  the  highest  stage  that  has  been  recorded  since  the 
measurements  were  begun  by  the  Geological  Survey.  The  precipitation  for  1912  was 
generally  below  normal  and  hence  the  run-off  during  the  highwater  season  was  much 
less  than  usual. 

The  following  summary  shows  the  maximum  and  minimum  discharges  that  have 
been  recorded  to  June  30.  1912,  and  the  maximum  discharge  for  1912  for  the  principal 
streams  in  the  Great  Valley  of  California  :

The  gazetteers,  papers  295-297,  cover  the  entire  State  and  embrace  descriptions  of 
all  the  streams  named  on  the  best  available  maps.  The  stream  measurement  reports, 
papers  298-300,  describe  the  streams  that  have  been  measured  and  all  the  stations  that 
have  been  maintained  by  the  Survey.  The  early  measurements  by  the  State  Engineer 
and  many  reports  furnished  by  private  parties  are  also  included.  These  reports  will 
be  of  great  value  to  engineers  and  others  studying  the  water  resources  of  the  State,  as 
the  record  for  each  station  is  published  complete  to  June  30.  1912. 

UNDERGROUND  WATER  SUPPLY. 

ContemporaneoiLsly  with  the  inquiry  into  eonditions  affeeting'  the 
flow  of  surface  streams,  investigations  are  being  made  by  the  Hydro- 
graphic  branch  of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  in  cooperation  with  the 
State  relating  to  underground  waters. 

The  45,000,000  acre-feet  of  water  which  the  streams  of  California 
annually  discharge  into  the  sea  and  inland  lakes,  or  lose  in  the  porous 
soils  of  the  plains,  would  be  more  than  enough  to  irrigate  all  of  the 
^14,000,000  acres  of  irrigable  lands  in  the  State,  if  it  could  be  conserved 
so  as  to  be  applied  to  the  laiui  when  needed  and  in  manner  and  quantity 
required.     But  that,  for  various  reasons,  is  manifestly  impossible. 

Many  of  the  streams — those  along  the  northwest  coast,  for  instance — 
are  in  regions  where  little  or  no  irrigation  is  required,  and  impassable 
ranges  of  mountains  bar  the  way  to  taking  the  water  to  lands  needing  it. 

The  Great  Valley,  embracing  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  valleys, 
contains  more  than  10,000.000  acres  of*  arable  land,  most  of  it  benefited 
by  irrigation,  and  a  large  part  unproductive  without  water.  The 
streams  of  this  region  discharge  more  than  87,000,000  acre-feet  of 
water  into  the  sea  annually;  because  of  the  lack  of  storage  possibilities 
most  of  it  must  ever  continue  to  flow  into  the  ocean.  Much  of  the 
rainfall  is  absorbed  by  the  soil  upon  which  it  falls  and  does  not  con- 
tribute to  the  visible  run-off. 

In  southern  California,  where  water  is  extremely  limited  in  quantity 
and  has  a  high  agricultural  value,  exploration  for  underground  sources 
and  their  development  has  been  extensive.  The  high  order  of  intelli- 
gence of  the  people  engaged  in  husl)andry  here  has  enabled  scientific 
methods  to  be  applied,  and  the  conservation  and  economical  use  of 
water  for  irrigation  has  reached  a  degree  of  refinement  not  surpassed 
anywhere  else  in  the  world. 

'Estimates    liy    Prof.    Hilgard   and   Prof.    Loughridge.    University   of   California. 
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Responding  to  the  need  for  sj'stematic  stndy  by  trained  minds  of  the 
conditions  that  would  indicate  the  probable  location  and  extent  of 
underground  sources  of  water,  and  matters  affecting  its  recovery  and 
application,  this  research  has  been  prosecuted. 

The  first  field  of  investigation  after  cooi)eratioii  was  established 
between  the  Government  and  State,  was  in  the  foothill  belt  of  southern 
California  (published  in  Water  Supply  Paper  No.  219).  followed  by 
examinations  in  San  Joaquin  Valley,  reported  in  Paper  No.  222.  In 
190!)  a  report  was  made  in  Paper  No.  225.  of  research  made  in  n  {)or- 
tioii  of  the  Mojave  Desert  known  as  Coachella  Valley.  Other  papers 
describe  results  of  investigations  made  elsewhere.  The  inquiry  into 
the  many  phases  of  conservation  of  natural  resources  enjoined  upon  the 
Conservation  Commission  led  to  an  agreement  of  cooperation  between 
the  Commission  and  the  Survey  which  enabled  the  latter  to  greatly 
extend  its  activities.  Also  cooperation  with  the  administration  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Aqueduct,  a  project  now  nearly  completed,  to  bring  water 
240  miles  from  Owens  River  Valley  to  Los  Angeles,  has  caiLsed  an 
exhaustive  study  to  be  made  of  the  Owens  River  Valley.  Investigation 
has  been  inaugurated  in  Sacramento  Valley,  where  underground  devel- 
opment is  almost  unknown,  and  will  soon  be  extended  to  the  Santa 
Clara  Valley,  where  artesian  wells  have  long  been  extensively  employed 
as  a  source  of  municipal  supply. 

The  operations  under  this  head  since  the  last  report,  in  1910,  have 
been  conducted  by  W.  B.  Clapp,  district  engineer  in  charge,  until  his 
death  in  December.  1911,  since  which  time  it  has  been  conducted  by 
]\Ir.  H.  B.  ^lacGlashan,  district  engineer,  under  the  direction  of  M.  0. 
Leighton.  geographer  in  charge  of  Water  Resources  Investigations. 

Their  report  in  detail  is  as  follows : 

PROGRESS     REPORT    OF    UNDERGROUND    WATER     INVESTIGATIONS     IN     THE 
STATE    OF    CALIFORNIA    DURING    THE    YEARS    1911-12. 

During  tbe  year  1!)11,  Water  Supply  Paper  No.  27S,  entitled  "Water  resources  of 
Antelope  Valley,  California,"  by  H.  li.  Johnson,  was  issued  as  one  of  the  results  of 
cooperation  between  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  and  the  State.  In  this 
paper  the  quantity,  availability,  and  actual  and  prospective  uses  of  the  ground  water 
supplies  in  the  Antelope  Valley  in  Los  Angeles  and  Kern  counties,  near  the  towns  of 
Lancaster.  I'almdale.  and  Rosamond,  are  discussed.  A  number  of  flowing  wells  have 
been  developed  in  this  valley,  many  of  them  the  results  of  the  movement  toward 
eolonization  which  took  place  in  the  "SOs  and  "OOs.  Within  recent  years,  as  a  part  of 
the  rapid  growth  of  the  southern  end  of  (he  State,  there  has  been  a  revival  of  interest 
in  this  area  and  in  the  possibilities  of  its  agricultural  develoimient  through  the  use  of 
underground  water  supplies.  It  was  in  response  to  this  interest  that  the  Geological 
Survey,  cofiperating  with  the  State,  entered  the  field  and  made  the  studies  whose 
results  have  been  assembled  in  Water  Supply  Paper  Xo.  27S. 

The  Los  Angeles  Aqueduct  draws  its  water  supplies  primarily  from  the  streams 
which  drain  eastward  from  the  slopes  of  the  Sierra  into  Owens  Valley.  Mr.  Mulhol- 
land.  the  chief  engineer  of  the  Aqueduct,  however,  from  the  inception  of  the  project 
has  expected  to  supi)lement  the  water  supplies,  during  periods  of  low  flow  in  the 
surface  streams,  by  the  (leveloi)ment  of  underground  waters  from  the  basin  of  Owens 
Valley.  Preliminary  studies  in  this  basin,  which  were  intended  to  throw  light  upon 
the  quantity  of  the  ground  water  that  might  lie  available  for  the  city's  use,  revealed 
the  wide  discrejiancy  between  the  quantity  of  the  surface  waters  which  enter  the  val- 
ley from  the  Sierran  stream.s  and  those  which  leave  it  through  Owens  liiver.  Mr. 
Mulholland  planned  a  series  of  studies  involving  the  securing  of  rainfall  and  run-off 
records  and  data   upon  evaporation   from  ()i)eii   water  surfaces  and   from  soil  surfaces 
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under  various  conditious.  one  of  whose  larincipal  objects  was  to  detei-mine  closely  the 
relation  between  inflow  into  the  valley  and  outflow  from  it,  and  to  account  for  the 
difference.  Mr.  Charles  H.  Lee  was  assigned  to  this  particular  research  and  the  State 
of  California  and  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  cooperated  with  the  city  of  Los 
Angeles  in  linancing  it.  The  results,  issued  as  Water  Supply  Paper  No.  294  and 
entitled  "An  intensive  study  of  the  water  resources  of  a  part  of  Owens  Valley,  Cali- 
fornia," contain  a  series  of  valuable  contributions  to  the  literature  on  this  type  of 
problem.  Heretofore,  engineers  dealing  with  problems  of  the  disposal  of  ground 
waters  have  been  forced  to  accept  figures  as  to  quantity  of  ground  water  evaporated 
under  certain  conditions  of  climate,  soil,  and  vegetable  cover  that  were  largely  theo- 
retical. These  studies  have  supplied  a  body  of  concrete  and  carefully  determined  data 
upon  nian.\  of  these  moot  points.  These  water-supply  papers  may  be  obtained  without 
cost  by  citizens  of  California  upon  application  to  the  Director,  TJ.  S.  Geological  Sur- 
vey, Washington,  D.  C,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  papers  involving  results  of 
cooperative  work  between  the  State  and  the  Federal  Survey  are  secured. 

At  the  request  of  the  State  Conservation  Commission  a  reinvestigation  of  the 
groundwater  conditions  in  the  San  Bernardino  Valley  was  undertaken  by  the  Geolo- 
gical Survey,  the  principal  purpose  of  this  review  being  to  determine  as  far  as  possible 
what  effects  have  been  secured  from  the  various  remedial  measures  applied  there  dur- 
ing the  past  few  years  with  the  object  of  restoring  the  groundwater  levels  to  their 
original  condition.  Mr.  Charles  H.  Lee,  who.  during  recent  years,  has  been  a  member 
of  the  staff  of  the  Los  Angeles  Aqueduct,  was  selected  for  this  study  also,  his  qualifica- 
tions having  been  clearly  revealed  by  the  results  of  his  work  in  Owens  Valley.  Mr. 
Lee's  San  Bernardino  Valley  report  has  been  completed  and  delivered  to  the  State 
Conservation  Commission  for  publication  as  a  part  of  its  report  to  the  Legislature. 

During  the  biennial  period  just  closed  the  manuscript  of  a  voluminous  report  by 
G.  A.  Waring,  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey,  dealing  with  the  springs  of 
California,  has  been  completed  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  editorial  staff  for  prep- 
aration for  publication.  This  report  includes  results  of  two  years  of  field  Avork, 
during  which  all  of  the  important  mineral  and  hot  spring  resorts  of  the  State,  in 
addition  to  many  springs  that  have  not  thus  far  been  developed  as  resorts,  were  visited 
and  examined  by  the  author.  About  seven  hundred  springs  of  various  degrees  of 
importance  are  treated  in  a  manner  that  is  sufficiently  non-technical  for  the  general 
reader,  yet  all  the  care  and  reliability  which  are  characteristics  of  scientific  work  have 
been  exhibited  in  the  collection  of  these  data.  The  report,  when  issued  by  the  Geo- 
logical Survey  as  one  of  its  products  of  coiiperation  with  the  State,  is  intended  to 
serve  as  a  relialtle  and  unbiased  guide  to  the  watering  places  of  the  State,  and  is 
expected  to  be  useful  to  the  citizens  of  California  and  to  that  large  and  constantly 
increasing  stream  of  visitors  who  pour  into  the  State  each  year  in  search  of  health  or 
recreation. 

An  important  new  stud.v  was  undertaken  by  the  Survey  and  the  State  in  coiipera- 
tion during  the  summer  of  1912.  This  is  a  comprehensive  research  into  the  under- 
ground waters  of  Sacramento  Valley,  and  is  intended  to  result  in  a  determination  of 
those  factors  which  bear  upon  the  availability  of  these  waters  for  the  various  uses  for 
which  they  are  required,  especially  irrigation  and  industrial  uses.  As  the  development 
of  this  valley  ]jroc-eeds  by  the  drainage  of  its  swamjiy  central  areas  and  by  irrigation 
through  the  use  of  the  surface  waters  of  those  higher  lands  about  its  Ijorders,  there 
arises  a  demand  for  definite  data  upon  the  ground  waters,  which  in  so  many  valleys 
of  similar  type  are  admirably  disposed  for  use  in  irrigation  in  the  intermediate  zones 
between  the  well-watered  or  flooded  lower  portions  of  the  valley  and  the  drier  border 
areas.  A  number  of  flowing  wells  have  been  developed  and  other  deep  wells  which  do 
not  yield  flowing  waters  are  in  use.  Wells  of  this  latter  type,  when  utilized  by  the 
aid  of  individual  inimping  plants,  usually  of  the  internal  combustion  type,  or  through 
the  use  of  electric  power,  which  is  now  being  so  extensively  developed  in  the  Sierra, 
may  become  extremely  practicable  sources  of  irrigation  water.  Water  from  similar 
sources  is  widely  used  in  southern  California  and  is  being  developed  in  large  quantities 
in  the  San  Joaquin  Vall(\v  to  supplement  the  surface  irrigation  systems,  or  as  a  basis 
for  entirely  independent  irrigation.  Mr.  Kirk  Bryan  of  the  United  States  Geological 
Survey  has  been  assigned  to  the  Sacramento  research.  It  is  anticipated  that  this 
study  will  require  i)erhaps  two  years  of  field  work  before  sufficiently  complete  data 
upon  which  to  base  a  report  can  be  assembled. 

Plans  have  been  outlined  for  a  similar  but  less  extensive  study  of  conditions  in  the 
Santa  Clara  Valley,  which  extends  southward  from  San  P''rancisco  Bay.  This  valley 
includes  a  ground-water  district  of  known  value,  which  has  served  as  one  of  the 
sources  of  supply  for  the  Bay  Cities  Water  Company.     The  development  of  the  waters 
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in  the  upper  portions  of  this  valley  has  led  to  extended  litigation  and  intensive  inves- 
tigation in  particular  parts  of  the  valley  have  been  carried  out  by  the  litigants,  but 
no  general  study  of  the  valley,  as  a  whole,  has  been  made,  nor  have  the  results  of  such 
researches  as  have  been  completed  been  made  available  for  the  use  of  the  general 
public.  Mr.  W.  O.  Clark  of  Stanford  University  is  engaged  in  a  preliminary  way  in 
the  collection  of  data  on  this  region.  His  material  will  eventually  be  assembled  and 
published. 

IN  MEMORIAM. 

WirxiAM  BiixiNGS  Clapp,  Mem.  Am.  Soc.  C.  E. 

Died  December  27,  1911. 

William  Billings  Clapp  Avas  born  in  Conway,  Massachusetts,  April  11, 
1861,  and  was  50  years  8  months  and  16  days  old  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  He  eame  to  (Jalifornia  with  his  parents  in  early  boyhood.  They 
settled  in  Indiana  Colony,  a  part  of  the  Pasadena  lands,  and  he  grew 
to  manhood  there.  Mr.  Clapp  received  his  education  in  the  counnon 
schools  of  California,  earning  his  "degree"  in  the  hard  school  of  the 
field,  where  he  "made  good."  In  May.  1903,  he  became  Assistant 
Engineer  in  the  Geological  Survey,  and  a  year  later  was  made  District 
Engineer,  which  position  he  held  until  death. 

He  was  an  eminent  authority  on  questions  of  hydraulics,  and  has 
contributed  much  valuable  data  to  the  records  of  the  Geological  Survey. 
His  analysis  of  the  conditions  attending  the  great  Sacramento  River 
flood  of  1907.  written  in  collaboration  with  E.  C.  ]\Iurphy.  Mem.  Am. 
Soe.  C.  E.,  and  W.  F.  IMartin,  Jun.  Am.  Soc.  C.  E.,  and  published  in  the 
^Transactions  of  the  American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers,  is  recognized 
as  a  most  thorough  exposition  of  conditions  in  the  Sacramento  Valley. 
It  has  been  accepted  and  used  largely  as  a  basis  for  the  conclusions  of 
the  United  States  P^ngineers  in  presenting  a  plan  for  flood  control  of 
the  Sacramento  River,  which  lias  since  been  approved  In-  the  State 
Legislature. 

Mr.  Clapp,  while  extremel\-  modest  and  retii'ing,  was  most  lovable, 
and  his  personal  characteristics  can  not  better  be  described  than  Avas 
done  by  the  pen  of  a  long-time  friend  and  associate  who  knew  him  as 
a  co-worker  and  a  friend,  who  wrote,  "He  was  one  of  those  men  whose 
best  qualities  are  exposed  only  to  those  who  achieve  their  entire  confi- 
dence. Without  pretense  or  display,  he  was  content  to  allow  his 
acquaintances  to  base  their  personal  appraisal  on  those  of  his  qualities 
that  could  withstand  the  scrutiny  of  close  association.  That  he  had 
under  a  social  and  professional  creed  gathered  to  himself  a  host  of 
genuine  friends  is  the  most  potent  evidence  that  can  1)e  cited  concerning 
his  personal  merits."

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IRRIGATION  INQUIRY. 

By  authority  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  passed  in  1905  the  State 
Board  of  Examiners  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Director  of  the 
Office  of  the  Experiment  Stations.  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, for  the  prosecution  of  a  line  of  inquiry  relating  tc  irrigation. 

The  inquiry  embraced  the  following: 

(a)  The  duty  of  water  and  the  factors  which  influence  it. 

(b)  ^lethods  of  irrigation  employed  in  California  with  a  view  of 
securing  better  practice. 

(c)  Best  methods  of  organizing  communities  and  districts  so  as  to 
secure  stable  supply  and  equitable  and  economical  distribution  of  the 
water  to  users. 

id)   Methods  and  costs  of  pumping. 

{(')  Loss  from  canals  through  seepage,  evaporation  and  wasteful 
methods,  and  the  best  means  of  reducing  the  same. 

(/')   Drainage  problem. 

In  the  report  of  this  Department  for  1908  the  chaotic  condition  of 
the  laws  of  California  relating  to  water  rights  was  pointed  out  and  the 
need  of  reformation  of  such  laws  was  discussed.  Following  up  the  ideas 
there  promulgated,  when  the  cooperation  agreement  was  renewed  for 
the  year  1909-10.  it  was  provided  that  the  iiKpiiry  should  include  a  new 
subject,  to  wit : 

(g)  Methods  of  establishing  and  protecting  rights  to  water  and  their 
effect  on  the  best  utilization  of  the  water  resources  of  the  State. 

Investigations  under  the  first  topic,  duty  of  water,  were  first  confined 
to  attempts  to  determine  the  amount  of  water  being  used  by  irrigators 
in  producing  various  crops  in  different  localities,  but  in  some  cases  the 
difficulty  of  getting  correct  measurements  and  the  excessively  wasteful 
methods  of  application  gave  results  of  but  little  value. 

Later  records  of  the  use  of  water  were  ol)tained  from  commercial  irri- 
gating companies  which  were  more  reliable.  In  cooperation  with  the 
University  of  California,  experiments  were  made  at  the  University 
Farm  at  Davis  under  conditions  creafed  for  the  purpose,  so  that  the 
results  give  more  exact  information.  Cooperation  was  effected  with  the 
Turlock  Irrigation  District  and  with  farmers  and  orchardists  in  differ- 
ent sections,  so  that  the  field  of  observations  have  included  many  of  the 
actual  conditions  confronting  the  irrigator,  and  the  results  obtained 
should  be  of  practical  benefit. 

The  extended  field  covering  the  investigations  into  the  duty  of  water 
afforded  greater  opportunity  for  the  study  of  methods  of  irrigation  as 
well.  The  question  of  organization  of  communities  has  been  exhaust- 
ively studied.  ^Methods  and  costs  of  pumping  have  received  careful 
attention  and  much  valuable  information  obtained.  Losses  of  water  in 
transit  from  source  to  orchard  or  field  has  been  studied,  a.s  well  as  the 
drainage  problem  in  connection  with  irrigation.  « 

Research   in   the  last  topic,  methods  of  establishing  and  protecting 
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rights  to  water,  etc..  sujiported  by  the  advocaey  of  this  Department 
for  some  means  of  settliiip:  water  rif?hts,  eontril)uted  to  the  influences 
which  brought  about  the  creation  of  the  Conservation  Connnission. 
This  Commission  joined  in  the  cooperative  investigations,  and  thus  made 
possible  a  broader  and  more  thorough  inquiry  into  these  matters.  The 
results  of  investigations  inspired  by  the  Conservation  Commission  will 
be  presented  by  that  ])ody. 

The  investigations  have  been  conducted  by  .Mr.  Fi-ank  Atlams.  irriga- 
tion manager  in  charge  of  cooperative  investigations  in  California,  and 
the  scope  of  the  incjuiries  made  is  well  shown  in  the  report  of  Mr. 
Adams,  here  following: 

REPORT  OF  IRRIGATION  INVESTIGATIONS,  CONDUCTED  BY  THE  OFFICE 
OF  EXPERIMENT  STATIONS,  U.  S.  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE, 
IN    CO-OPERATION     WITH     THE    STATE    OF    CALIFORNIA,    1910-12. 

In  a  report  to  your  predecossor.  dated  November  30.  1910,  a  general  summary  was 
given  of  the  irrigation  investigations  that  have  been  conducted  in  California  since 
1900  under  the  direction  of  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations,  since  190.3  under  coop- 
erative agreement  with  the  State  of  California.  In  that  report  there  were  also  given 
an  outline  of  investigations  then  in  progress  and  planned  for  the  succeeding  biennial 
period.  In  general  our  work  during  the  past  two  years  has  followed  that  outline. 
While  all  of  the  investigations  planned  have  not  been  completed,  substantial  progress 
has  been  made  ;  and  partly  due  to  the  completion  of  the  irrigation  censu,s  of  California, 
taken  in  cooperation  with  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  and  to  the  study  of  the  irrigation 
resources  of  California  and  their  utilization,  made  in  cooperation  with  the  Conserva- 
tion Commission  of  California,  during  the  past  two  years  this  office  has  collected  a 
larger  amount  of  data  regarding  irrigation  in  California  than  in  any  other  period  jf 
our  work  in  the  State. 

IKKKiATION    I.ECISLATIOiN. 

One  of  the  most  Important  matters  discussed  in  reporting  to  youi'  jtredecessor  vvas 
needed  irrigation  legislation.  After  reviewing  previous  attempts  in  California  to 
secure  legislation  covering  the  acquirement  and  administration  of  water  rights  for 
irrigation,  the  suggestion  was  made  that  action  be  taken  looking  to  the  appointment  of 
a  State  Commission  to  draft  an  irrigation  bill  that  would  at  least  embody  the  general 
features  of  irrigation  legislation  as  to  which  it  was  believed  an  agreement  might  be 
reached.  This  plan  had  been  discussed  with  and  had  met  the  apiiroval  of  your  prede- 
cessor, as  well  as  a  number  of  those  prominent  in  former  movements  for  better  irriga- 
tion laws.  Subsequent  developments,  however,  resulted  in  the  appointment  of  a  State 
Conservation  Commission  that  was  authorized  and  directed  to  suggest  legislation  cov- 
ering the  use  of  all  of  the  natural  resources  of  the  State,  and  with  the  approval  of 
your  predecessor,  this  office  entered  into  a  cooperative  agreement  with  that  Commis- 
sion for  gathering  data  that  would  aid  them  in  their  work  along  the  lines  of  irriga- 
tion. As  a  result  of  this  agreement,  and  at  the  e.xpense  of  the  Consei'vation 
Commission  and  this  Office,  and  to  some  extent,  where  the  work  was  in  line  wi(h  the 
coiiperative  investigations  in  progress  by  your  I)e])artmeiit  and  this  ( )ffice.  at  the 
e.xpense  of  our  joint  fund,  we  lia\e  gathered  data  regarding  irrigation  possibilities  in 
all  of  the  irrigable  areas  of  the  State.  By  a  subsequent  agreement  with  the  Conserva- 
tion Commission  and  mainly  at  its  expense,  a  second  study  has  been  made  of  the  use 
of  water  in  six  typical  localities  of  the  State,  the  pui7)ose  in  view  being  to  supjilement 
the  studies  of  irrigation  resources  in  such  a  way  as  to  give  to  the  people  of  (.California 
who  might  be  considering  irrigation  legislation  a  more  comprehensive  outline  of  irriga- 
tion i)OSsibilities  and  conditions  than  could  be  ol)tained  from  data  heretofore  published. 
Our  reports  on  irrigation  resources,  with  an  irrigation  ma])  of  California,  in  three 
parts,  are  being  embodied  in  the  Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission,  and  a 
summary  of  all  the  work  done  in  coflperation  with  the  Conservation  Commission  has 
been  prepared  for  ])ul)lication  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  at  Washington.  It 
is  understood  that  irrigation  legislation  has  been  i)rei)ared  by  the  Conserv.ition  Com- 
mission for  submission  to  the  coming  Legislature. 
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DUTY   OF   WATER   DETERMINATIONS. 

Outside  of  the  measurements  of  use  of  water  in  1912  made  in  connection  with 
investigations  in  typical  localities  of  the  State  carried  on  in  cooperation  with  the 
Conservation  Commission  as  above  outlined,  duty  of  water  experiments  in  1911  and 
1912  have  mainly  been  confined  to  our  experimental  tract  at  the  University  Farm  at 
Davis,  to  several  farms  in  Napa  and  Russian  River  valleys,  and  to  the  beginnings  of 
a  study  under  Central  Canal  in  Sacramento  Valley.  We  have  also  cooperated  with 
Turlock  Irrigation  District  in  maintaining  water  registers  at  several  points  on  their 
canal,  resulting  in  additional  data  regarding  the  use  of  water  under  that  system. 

EXPERIMENTS    IN    NAPA    AND    RUSSIAN    RIVER   VALLEY. 

One  of  the  lines  of  work  outlined  in  my  last  report  was  a  study  of  the  irrigation 
possibilities  in  Napa  and  Russian  River  valleys.  The  normal  annual  rainfall  in  Napa 
Valley  ranges  from  about  24  inches,  at  Napa,  to  about  37  inches,  at  Calistoga.  In 
Russian  River  Valley  the  variation  is  from  about  32  inches,  at  Santa  Rosa,  to  about 
37  inches,  at  Ukiah.  Because  of  the  relatively  high  precipitation  in  these  valleys,  they 
have  generally  been  classed  as  not  requiring  irrigation,  and  have  been  so  advertised. 
But  for  shallow  rooting  crops,  irrigation  is  of  advantage  there  as  elsewhere  in  Cali- 
fornia, even  if  in  less  degree,  because  the  dry  summers  result  in  a  deficiency  of 
moisture  for  the  best  yields  from  such  crops. 

In  1911  investigations  were  begun  by  Mr.  S.  H.  Beckett  on  several  farms  in  Napa 
Valley  on  which  irrigation  plants  had  been  installed. 

Thirty-six  acres  of  alfalfa  on  the  farm  of  Miss  Florence  Forbes  received  water 
through  a  0-inch  centrifugal  pump  located  on  the  bank  of  Napa  River.  Water  was 
apijlied  in  five  irrigations  to  a  total  depth  of  26  inches,  and  the  yield  per  acre  was 
six  tons,  taken  off  in  four  cuttings.  The  fuel  cost  for  the  season,  at  S  cents  per 
gallon  for  distillate,  was  $61.60,  or  78  cents  per  acre-foot  of  Avater  applied.  The  esti- 
mated yield  from  unirrigated  alfalfa  was  three  tons  per  acre,  taken  off  in  three  cut- 
tings.    This  shows  the  crop  doubled  by  irrigation. 

Five  acres  of  alfalfa  were  irrigated  on  the  farm  of  Mr.  T.  C.  Malloy.  l.S  acres  of 
which  was  old  alfalfa  and  the  remainder  spring  sowing  in  1911.  The  total  water, 
applied  in  three  irrigations,  was  17  inches  in  depth,  and  the  estimated  yield  on  the  old 
alfalfa  was  five  tons  per  acre.  No  hay  was  taken  from  the  3.2  acres  of  1911  spring 
planting,  but  a  good  stand  was  secured.  The  total  fuel  cost  for  the  season,  at  8  cents 
per  gallon  for  distillate,  was  $12.80,  or  $1.75  per  acre-foot  applied.  This  cost  was 
excessive,  and  was  due  to  waste,  which  Mr.  Malloy  says  could  be  reduced  50  per  cent 
in  the  future. 

About  20  acres  of  alfalfa  were  irrigated  on  the  dairy  farm  of  Carter  Bros.,  the 
plant  consisting  of  a  4-inch  centrifugal  pump  and  a  10-horsepower  portable  gas 
engine.  The  land  was  not  well  prepared,  and  even  distribution  of  the  water  was  not 
possible,  yet  the  owners  of  this  tract  stated  that  they  received  a  large  yield,  which  it 
was  impossible  to  weigh  because  of  being  cut  and  fed  as  needed. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  an  experiment  was  started  on  an  alfalfa  farm  north  of 
Ukiah  to  which  water  is  pumped  from  Russian  River.  The  poor  preparation  of  the 
land  for  irrigation  on  this  farm  rendered  the  measurements  in  1911  valueless.  It  is 
intended,  however,  as  opportunity  is  offered,  to  continue  measurements  in  this  vicinity, 
as  well  as  in  Napa  Valley,  because  it  is  desired  to  be  of  as  much  assistance  as  possible 
to  those  in  these  valleys  who  are  now  realizing  that  irrigation  will  pay  wherever  water 
is  economically  available.  We  have  ali-eady  been  able  to  be  of  help  in  several 
instances  in  giving  field  advice  regarding  the  installation  of  pumping  plants  and  meas- 
uring devices  and  the  application  of  water  to  crops. 

When  investigations  were  begun  in  Napa  and  Russian  River  valleys  in  1910,  no 
data  were  available  covering  water  supply.  It  was,  therefore,  necessary  to  make  some 
measurements  of  streams  entering  the  valleys,  although  continuous  records  were  not 
attempted.  The  data  gathered  have  been  turned  over  to  the  Water  Resources  Branch 
of  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey,  and  since  1911  the  Survey  has  maintained  a  gaging 
station  on  Russian  River  that  will  in  the  future  give  valuable  data  regarding  irriga- 
tion possibilities. 

EXPERIMENTS    AT   DAVIS. 

Irrigation  and  duty  of  water  experiments  have  been  conducted  at  Davis  since  1908. 
The  work  there  is  under  the  immediate  direction  of  Mr.  S.  H.  Beckett,  Irrigation 
Engineer  in  this  Office.  A  plant  of  about  25  acres  on  the  University  Farm  has  been 
set  aside   for   these  experiments  by   the  College  of  Agriculture.      The  work   is  done 
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entirely  under  the  C0(i|)erative  ajrreement  between  this  Ottice  and  your  Department, 
except  that  the  University  Farm  furnishe.s  the  seed  and  part  of  the  farm  hibor  needed 
and  takes  the  crops.  Since  July  1,  1911,  the  University  Farm  has  also  paid  one  half 
of  the  salary  of  Mr.  lieckett,  he  in  return  giving  irrisation  instruction  in  the  Fann 
School  and  otherwise  assisting  in  i)]annin,ij  irrigation  on  the  farm  ontsid<>  of  our 
experimental  i)lat. 

.  As  a  i)reliminary  step  in  starting  the  experiments  at  Davis  a  pumping  plant  was 
installed  in  the  northeast  corner  of  the  tract  capable  of  delivering  about  400  gallons  of 
water  jier  minute  against  a  lift  of  about  25  feet. 

Alfalfa  iiircxtifiations.  These  have  mainly  had  to  do  with  the  duty  of  water  on 
alfalfa,  the  quantity  of  water  best  to  apply  at  each  irrigation,  and  the  method  and 
time  of  irrigating. 

In  determining  the  duty  of  water  on  alfalfa,  or.  in  other  words,  the  most  economical 
(juantity  to  apply,  total  seasonal  applications  of  12.  24,  30,  30,  48,  and  GO  inches  were 
given  and  the  results  checked  against  plats  receiving  no  water.  The  accompanying  text 
figure  illustrates  the  average  yields  for  the  different  quantities  of  water  applied  during 
1910.  1911,  and  1912,  and  table  below,  summarized  by  season,  the  results  as  to  yields, 
costs,  and  values.  It  is  plain  from  the  results  obtained  in  these  experiments  that  in 
open,  well-drained,  loam  soil  similar  to  that  on  the  University  Farm,  the  general  ten- 
dency in  the  irrigation  of  alfalfa  is  toward  an  increase  in  yield  with  the  increased 
amounts  of  water  applied  at  least  up  to  48  inches.  But  there  is  plainly  a  limit  beyond 
which  the  increase  in  yield  v.'ill  not  pay  for  the  water  applied,  and  this  limit  is  in  the 
neighborhood  of  a  total  seasonal  application  of  30  inches.  An  examination  of  the 
table  will  show  that  the  average  results  shown  in  the  text  figure  are  fully  represen- 
tative of  results  obtained  each  season. 
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In  applying  those  conclusions  to  other  localitit'S.  it  is  well  to  remember  that  local 
conditions  are  always  the  controllinji  factors.  The  character  and  condition  of  the 
soil,  the  climate,  the  rainfall,  the  length  of  the  growiiifi  season,  and  the  age  of  the 
alfalfa,  all  have  their  effect  on  the  yield,  and  each  general  locality  will  show  different 
results  and  a  different  economic  duty  of  water. 

drain  irri</ati(iii  iiircxlifiiitidn.s.  The  interesting  table  below  summarized  the 
results  of  three  years  of  experiments  in  Irrigating  grain.  These  experiments  are  car- 
ried on,  not  to  determine  the  value  of  irrigating  grain  in  Sacramento  Valley  on  a 
large  scale,  but  to  ascertain  if  it  will  not  pay  the  new  Sacriimento  Valley  farmers  to 
water  the  small  i)a reels  of  grain  that  are  likely  to  be  utilized  in  crop  rotation.

Weather  records  taken  over  the  entire  period  of  the  experiment  show  these  three 
years  represented  extremes  in  rainfall  and  general  weather  conditions  ;  nevertheless 
under  all  these  varying  conditions  there  is  not  an  instance  where  the  increase  in  yield 
did  not  more  than  pay  for  the  cost  of  the  water  which  produced  it,  the  yield  increasing 
with  the  increased  amounts  of  water  applied. 

In  each  of  these  seasons,  it  will  be  noted  that  2  irrigations,  one  of  which  was 
apijlied  at  about  the  time  or  soon  after  the  grain  came  to  a  head,  or  one  late  irrigation, 
as  in  1!)11,  produced  a  heavy  yield  above  th<!  single  early  irrigation.  In  each  of  these 
'.i  years  strong,  drying  north  winds  occurred  about  the  time  that  the  grain  was  in  the 
dough.  The  unirrigated  and  early  irrigated  gi-ain  was  badly  pinched,  while  the  pres- 
ence of  the  moisture  in  the  late  irrigated  checks  seemed  to  prevent  this,  producing  full, 
plumj)  grain. 

Were  furthei-  conclusions  to  be  driiwu  each  season  should  be  considered  sejiaratt'ly. 
but  in  each  case  inspection  of  the  "value"  colnmn  will  show  that  for  each  of  these  li 
seasons  irrigation  of  grain  was  made  to  pay,  and  that  the  profit  was  further  inci'eased 
by  turning  under  a  green  manure  crop  in  the  fall  ])revious  to  se<'ding  in  the  following 
spring. 

()tli<r  iiir( xti<i(tti(iiix  (it  Itarix.  The  above  results  of  irrigation  investigations  at 
l>avis  are  intended  meiely  to  indicate  something  of  the  character  of  our  experiments 
at  that  place,  and  not  to  show  complete  results.  A  full  jjresentation  and  discussion 
of  all  of  the  results  from  duty  of  wati-r  and  other  irrigation  experiments  there  has 
been   prepared  by  Mr.   Beckett  and  submitted   to  the  Department   of  Agricultuie  at 
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Washiugtou  for  publication  as  a  circular  of  this  Office.  The  field  crops  being  grown 
under  irrigation  on  our  plat  included,  in  addition  to  the  alfalfa  and  barley  mentioned 
above,  wheat,  oats,  potatoes,  sugar  beets,  Indian  corn,  and  Egyptian  corn.  In  1912 
experimental  orchard  plats  were  set  out  by  which  to  illustrate  the  standard  methods 
of  irrigating  orchards,  and  a  small  vineyard  was  planted  as  a  supplement  to  a  study 
of  grape  irrigation  started  two  years  ago.  Progress  has  been  made  in  our  installation 
of  standard  measuring  devices,  but  it  is  not  complete,  and  a  beginning  has  been  made 
on  an  installation  of  a  typical  underground  system  of  water  distribution. 

EXI'EKIMENTS    UNDER    CENTRAL    AND    Tl'REOCK    CANALS. 

Duty  of  water  determinations  under  Central  and  Turlock  canals  have  been  confined 
to  measuring  the  quantities,  rather  than  to  an  effort  to  ascertain  the  quantities 
required,  as  at  Davis.  Results  from  measurements  under  Central  Canal  will  not 
prove  of  mucli  value  until  supplemented  by  more  measurements  after  the  laterals  have 
been  in  longer  use  and  irrigation  practice  has  become  established.  The  records  of  use 
under  Turlock  Canal  in  1!>1'2  showed  a  gross  diversion  of  only  -^^2  acre-feet  per  acre 
irrigated,  as  against  8..'J4  acre-feet  per  acre  diverted  by  that  canal  in  1904.  The 
average  diversion  per  acre  in  T.I04  in  both  Turlock  and  Modesto  canals  was  about  9 
acre-feet.  In  1912  this  a\erage  has  been  reduced  to  o  acre-feet.  This  Office  installed 
gaging  stations  on  these  canals  in  1904,  and  has  been  coiiperating  with  the  districts  in 
most  years  since  then. 

IRRIGATION    DISTRICTS. 

For  some  years  it  has  seemed  probable  that  irrigation  districts  would  become 
established  to  an  increased  extent  in  California  wherever  conditions  are  favorable  to 
their  organization.  For  that  reason,  this  Office  has  been  gathering  data  on  the 
reasons  for  the  failure  of  most  of  the  districts  that  were  organized  under  the  original 
Wright  law.  In  the  summer  of  1909  stenographic  interviews  were  obtained  from 
many  of  those  concerned  with  or  having  knowledge  of  the  early  districts,  and  much 
valuable  historical  information  was  then  acquired.  In  addition,  an  effort  has  been 
made  to  become  familiar  with  districts  and  district  laws  in  other  states  and  with 
those  interested  in  irrigation  district  bonds.  Some  further  studies  are  needed,  but  it 
is  intended  soon  to  prepare  for  publication  a  general  bulletin  on  irrigation  districts 
which,  it  is  hoped,  may  be  of  aid  to  those  desiring  to  organize  new  districts.  This  will 
take  the  place  of  the  bulletin  on  California  districts  alone  previously  contemplated. 
In  the  past  two  years  Imperial  and  San  Ysidro  districts  have  been  formed,  in  both 
cases  to  take  over  systems  previously  operated  under  other  forms  of  organization. 
The  formation  of  other  districts  has  been  proposed,  two  more  having  been  suggested 
for  San  Joaquin  Valley.  The  formation  of  one  of  the  proposed  San  Joaquin  Valley 
districts  was  plainly  not  feasible  as  planned,  and  by  preparing  a  map  showing  condi- 
tions of  land  ownership  throughout  the  territory  being  considered,  and  assembled  data 
showing  the  water  supplies  available  and  the  extent  of  present  conflicting  water 
rights,  this  Office  was  able  to  be  of  assistance  in  preventing  unwise  action.  It  is 
believed  that  the  other  district  proposed  for  San  Joaquin  Valley  is  feasible,  and  that 
its  formation  will  ultimately  be  accomplished.' 

The  main  statistical  facts  regarding  irrigation  districts  organized  up  to  1911,  as 
ascertained  from  the  investigations  referred  to  above,  are  given  in  the  table  and  sum- 
mary below.  This  table  is  not  accurate  in  all  of  its  details,  but  it  is  essentially 
accurate  and  as  nearly  so  as  our  present  records  enable  us  to  make  it. 
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In  aualyzing  the  results  obtained  uiuler  the  Wright  act.  it  should  not  be  over- 
looked that  this  act  was  a  radical  departure  from  previous  irrigation  legislation 
anywhere,  that  it  applied  to  a  State  having  widely  varying  conditions  and  needs,  and 
that  it  was  most  fully  employed  just  prior  to,  and  during,  one  of  our  serious  tinancial 
depressions.  A  law  embotlying  such  radical  departures  from  previous  practice,  and 
throwing  such  great  responsibility  on  people  inexperienced  in  large  affairs,  would  have 
indeed  been  a  marvelous  law  if.  against  such  odds,  it  had  been  fully  successful. 

It  has  been  the  popular  opinion  that  of  the  fortj-odd  districts  that  were  organized, 
practically  all  incurred  large  indebtedness  in  the  form  of  bond  issues  which  they 
subsequently  repudiated.  That  this  is  an  exaggerated  statement  of  the  case  should  be 
clear  from  the  following  summary  : 

Forty-nine  districts  were  organized,  and  of  these  only  25  ever  issued  any  bonds. 
The  statement  that  practically  all  of  the  49  defaulted  in  large  amounts  should,  there- 
fore, be  reduced  one  half. 

Of  the  24  districts  that  issued  no  bonds,  none  at  this  time  has  any  outstanding 
indebtedness.  Eleven  have  been  legally  dissolved.  Twelve  have  not  been  dissolved, 
although  they  are  not  active.  One,  the  Walnut  Irrigation  District,  covering  about  900 
acres  of  land  in  Los  Angeles  County,  near  Whittier,  has  been  active  and  successful 
from  the  date  of  its  organization  and  has  never  defaulted  in  any  way  in  payment  of 
indebtedness. 

Of  the  25  that  issued  bonds,  7  have  made  some  kind  of  a  settlement  and  have  no 
outstanding  obligations  as  districts  at  this  time.  Two  have  made  settlement,  but  still 
have  small  outstanding  indebtedness  that  either  has  been  declared  illegal  or  can  not 
be  found.  Four  have  made  settlement  by  exchanging  new  for  old  bonds  and  are  now 
active,  and,  with  the  exception  of  one,  whose  organization  is  not  yet  complete,  and 
which,  therefore,  can  not  be  judged,  are  active  and  successful,  and  can  undoubtedly  be 
counted  on  to  pay  both  bonds  and  interest  as  due.  Five  have  compromise  settlements 
pending.  Seven  have  apparently  been  totally  abandoned,  with  no  plan  of  settlement 
as  yet  seriously  taken  up. 

Where  settlements  have  been  made  they  have  been  so  different  that  it  is  hard  to 
explain  them  with  sufficient  brevity  for  the  purpose  of  this  paper,  and  reference  is 
therefore  made  to  the  table  that  will  be  submitted.  The  lowest  basis  of  settlement  has 
been  30  cents  on  the  dollar,  and  the  highest  between  SO  cents  and  90  cents.  Several 
compromised  at  50  cents. 

Of  the  7  districts  that  apparently  have  been  totally  abandoned,  and  of  which  no 
plans  of  settlement  have  yet  been  seriously  taken  up,  at  least  3  were  wildcat  land 
promotion  schemes,  pure  and  simple,  and,  although  reported  favorably  by  engineers  of 
reputation,  apparently  never  had  engineering  justification,  chiefly  due  to  lack  of  water. 
The  outlook  for  them  is  not  encouraging,  although  in  time  they  will,  without  question, 
be  cleared  up  in  some  way.     This  might  also  be  said  of  the  other  four. 

Taken  by  and  large,  probably  less  than  one  third  of  the  districts  that  were  organ- 
ized under  the  Wright  law  would  have  passed  official  public  inspection,  such  as  some 
States  have  adopted  and  as  was  partly  provided  for  California  by  the  last  Ijegisla- 
ture.  Of  the  others,  a  considerable  number  were  dishonestly  conceived  and  promoted. 
The  remaining  were  either  not  justified  or  ahead  of  their  times. 

That  there  were  sensational  features  connected  with  the  old  irrigation  districts  can 
not  be  questioned.  Evidence  that  has  been  collected  disclosed  instances  of  at  least  one 
dishonest  judge,  of  crooked  promoters,  criminal  evasion  of  the  law,  and  inefficiency. 
But  one  would  not  seem  warranted  in  saying  that  such  conditions  were  general.  The 
districts  were  victims  of  these  things,  together  with  the  over-optimism  of  the  times 
and  the  vicious  attacks  of  those  who  sought  to  destroy  the  law  and  all  operations 
under  it.  There  can  be  no  question  that  more  districts  would  have  succeeded  in  more 
prosperous  times. 

IRRIGATION   IN   THE  SIKRRA  FOOTHILLS. 

Studies  of  irrigation  in  the  Sierra  foothills  begun  in  1908  have  been  continued,  and 
a  manuscript  has  been  prepared  outlining  irrigation  conditions  there.  This  work  has 
been  done  by  Mr.  Ralph  D.  Robertson,  irrigation  engineer.  Arrangements  have  not 
yet  been  made  for  the  publication  of  this  manuscript. 

lEBIGATION   POSSIBILITIES    NEAR   C0ALIN(;A. 

At  the  urgent  request  of  the  Coalinga  Chamber  of  Commerce  this  Office  has  out- 
lined a  study  of  irrigation  possibilities  in  the  west-side  areas  about  Coalinga.  Many 
conflicting  statements  have  been  published  regarding  opportunities  for  irrigation  there, 
some  involving  the  use  of  east-side  streams.      While  the  area  that  can  ever  be  econom- 
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ically  watered  there  is  evidently  small,  still  it  has  seemed  to  this  Office  that  a  thorough 
field  study  into  local  conditions,  including  questions  of  soils,  availability  of  under- 
ground waters,  opportunities  for  spreading  storm  waters,  and  possibility  for  some 
surface  storage  of  them,  would  be  productive  of  good,  even  if  the  results  might  prove 
largely  negative.  It  has  been  suggested  by  the  Coalinga  Chamber  of  Commerce  that 
funds  be  raised  locally  for  financing  such  an  investigation,  and  this  office  has  consented 
to  direct  an  investigation,  in  cooperation  with  the  soil  and  water-analysis  laboratories 
of  the  University  of  California,  or  with  any  other  suitable  agency,  if  the  necessarj- 
funds  can  be  provided. 

GENERAL    WORK. 

More  and  more  requests  are  coming  to  us  for  advice  and  assistance  pertaining  to 
irrigation  in  California.  Through  lack  of  funds  we  are  unable  to  meet  these  requests 
to  the  extent,  or  as  thoroughly,  as  is  desirable. 

Many  farmers  intending  to  begin  iri'igation  for  the  first  time  visit  our  experimental 
plat  on  the  University  Farm  at  Davis,  and  much  of  the  time  of  our  resident  irrigation 
engineer  there  is  taken  in  giving  personal  advice.  Many  requests  for  bulletins  and 
advice  in  irrigation  practice  are  answered  from  our  State  headquarters  at  Berkeley, 
as  well  as  from  our  southern  California  headquarters,  as  indicated  later  in  this 
report.  At  the  request  of  the  commission  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  select  a  site 
for  a  state  reformatory  for  first  offenders,  preliminary  examinations  were  made  of 
eight  different  properties  under  consideration  by  the  commission.  At  the  request  of 
the  College  of  Agriculture  of  the  University  of  California  we  have  assisted  in  the 
irrigation  exhibit  maintained  on  the  agricultural  demonstration  train.  We  have  also 
cooperated  with  the  College  of  Agriculture  in  answering  many  of  the  inquiries  per- 
taining to  irrigation  received  by  them.  While  such  general  work  does  not  pertain 
specifically  to  matters  outlined  in  the  cooperative  agreement  between  your  Depart- 
ment and  this  Office,  it  has  been  undertaken  when  requested  because  of  its  public 
nature. 

INVESTIGATIONS    IN    SOUTHERN    CALIFORNIA. 

A  large  part  of  the  work  in  southern  California,  which  is  in  charge  of  Mr.  C.  E. 
Tait,  Irrigation  Engineer,  consists  in  answering  general  inquiries  regarding  irrigation 
methods.  There  is  much  demand  for  information  on  such  subjects  as  pumping,  power 
distributing  systems,  and  methods  of  application  of  water  to  orchards,  alfalfa, 
vegetables,  etc. 

In  late  years  it  has  been  found  feasible  to  raise  water  from  much  greater  depths 
than  was  formei'ly  believed  to  be  practical,  and  in  some  localities  it  is  now  being  lifted 
400  feet  for  orchards  and  125  feet  for  alfalfa.  Pumps  are  being  installed  for  raising 
water  to  lands  well  up  on  foothill  slopes  planted  to  lemon  orchards,  where  the  total 
pumping  head  will  reach  700  feet.  Special  pumps  are  required  for  these  high  lifts 
and  studies  have  been  made  by  Mr.  Tait  for  the  types  best  adapted  to  the  vai-ious 
conditions.  During  the  past  few  years  new  kinds  of  power  for  pumping  have  been 
introduced,  and  some  are  yet  in  an  experimental  stage.  Both  gasoline  and  electrical 
power  are  well  suited  for  operating  small  irrigation  plants  and  they  are  used  in  a 
majority  of  cases,  steam  power  for  small  plants  now  going  out  of  use.  The  tendency 
is  for  the  cost  of  electric  power  to  be  reduced,  making  it  a  competitor  in  many  districts 
with  distillate  and  oil.  Several  types  of  producers  for  making  gas  from  crude  oil  for 
use  in  gas  engines  are  now  operated.  These  give  power  considerably  cheaper  than  is 
obtained  from  gasoline  engines  using  engine  distillate,  although  the  cost  of  installa- 
tion and  consequently  the  fixed  charges  are  a  little  higher.  Oil  engines  are  also  now 
being  operated  which  use  the  lower  and  intermediate  grades  of  oils  directly  in  the 
engine  cylinders.  Studies  are  being  made  of  these  new  kinds  of  power  with  a  view 
to  determine  their  practicability  for  irrigation. 

In  1911  field  work  was  begun  in  Santa  Barbara  and  Ventura  counties  to  determine 
the  possibility  of  further  development  by  irrigation,  and  with  a  view  to  throwing  light 
on  some  of  the  problems  related  to  such  extension.  In  the  past  the  belief  has 
prevailed  throughout  portions  of  this  section  of  the  State  that  irrigation  was  unneces- 
sary for  most  crops.  It  was  considered  that  citrus  fruits  alone  required  irrigation, 
and  in  some  cases  even  oranges  were  grown  without  water.  In  late  years  the  success 
of  the  lemon  industry  has  called  attention  to  the  possibility  of  replacing  bean  and 
grain  fields  with  lemon  orchards,  provided  water  for  irrigation  can  he  secured.  It  has 
also  been  demonstrated  in  a  few  districts  that  under  ordinary  circumstances  the 
increased  production  of  English  walnuts,  when  irrigated,  more  than  justifies  the  cost 
of  applying  water.      There  is  still  opportunity  for  the  storage  of  winter  flood  waters 
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in  these  counties,  but  the  cost  of  the  necessary  works  is  high  and  development  must 
come  slowly.  A  portion  of  the  underground  waters  is  already  pumped  and  used,  but 
there  is  still  opportunity  for  a  considerable  increase  by  their  further  development. 

Much  interest  is  being  taken  in  some  sections  of  the  West  in  sub-irrigation  for 
vegetables.  Although  there  is  very  little  sub-irrigation  in  southern  California,  many 
inquiries  are  received  about  the  success  of  this  method  of  applying  water,  and  investi- 
gation has  been  made  of  several  systems  with  a  view  to  determining  their  adaptability 
for  various  crops  raised  in  southern  California. 

Another  subject  that  has  been  given  attention  during  the  past  year  is  the  need  of 
irrigation  of  apple  and  other  deciduous  fruit  orchards  in  the  mountain  districts  of  San 
Bernardino,  Riverside  and  8an  Diego  counties,  where  there  has  recently  been  much 
activity  in  the  planting  of  orchards.  As  such  plantings  are  comparatively  new  in 
southern  California,  but  little  was  known  regarding  the  requirements  of  the  orchar-ds 
for  water.  It  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  make  duty  of  water  measurements,  but 
enough  data  have  been  collected  to  indicate  that  these  orchards  may  require  less 
water  than  citrus  orchards. 

Cotton  culture,  under  irrigation,  in  southern  California,  is  a  new  industry,  the  first 
being  grown  on  a  commercial  scale  in  1909.  The  acreage  has  gradually  increaseil,  and 
in  1912,  approximately  20,000  acres  were  producing  this  crop.  The  raising  of  cotton 
is  confined  to  the  deserts  of  the  southeastern  portion  of  the  State,  including  Imperial. 
Coachella,  and  Palo  Verde  valleys,  and  Yuma  Indian  Reservatron.  The  first  growing 
of  cotton  by  irrigation  in  this  State  is  simultaneous  with  a  similar  beginning  in 
southern  Texas.  But  little  is  known  regarding  the  best  irrigation  methods  for  this 
crop  in  either  state.  In  the  summer  of  1911  this  subject  was  investigated  in  Imperial 
Valley  by  Mr.  Tait  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  \V.  L.  Rockwell,  in  charge  of  Irrigation 
Investigations  in  Texas,  and  a  report  has  been  prepared  on  the  subject  by  Mr.  Rock- 
well. 

Investigations  have  been  continued  regarding  the  financing  and  managing  of  mutual 
water  companies  in  southern  California,  with  a  view  to  the  preparation  of  the  report 
on  this  subject,  outlined  in  our  progress  report  two  years  ago.  This  report  is  intended 
to  supply  a  demand  for  information  which  is  being  quite  generally  sought  in  this  and 
other  states,  and  it  is  hoped  to  have  it  ready  to  submit  for  publication  within  the 
coming  year.  Promoters  of  irrigation  companies  frequently  send  their  attorneys  and 
engineers  to  southern  California  to  study  the  organization  and  operation  of  successful 
companies.  Many  of  the  mutual  water  companies  of  southern  California  are  organ- 
ized by  private  or  promoting  companies  having  lands  to  sell.  The  promoting  compa- 
nies first  acquire  large  tracts  of  land  and  subdivide  these  for  sale  to  settlers.  Then, 
after  developing  water  for  irrigation,  a  mutual  water  company  is  organized  and  the 
water  system  is  transferred  to  it  in  exchange  for  the  mutual  company  capital  stock. 
Finally,  the  promoters  sell  shares  in  the  mutual  company  with  land  to  settlers, 
usually  making  it  appurtenant  thereto.  When  more  than  half  of  the  shares  have 
been  sold,  control  of  the  mutual  company  passes  into  the  hands  of  the  settlers.  After 
a  mutual  company  has  acquired  property  it  is  generally  easy  to  finance  extensions, 
and  much  of  the  construction  of  irrigation  works  in  southern  California  has  been  done 
piece  by  piece  by  mutual  companies  with  funds  provided  by  direct  assessment  of  the 
stock  or  by  small  loans  from  local  banks.  Irrigation  under  mutual  water  companies 
has  been  very  generally  successful,  and  at  present  this  is  the  most  popular  form  of 
irrigation  organization  in  southern  California. 

In  September,  1012,  the  headquarters  for  irrigation  investigations  in  southern 
California  were  moved  from  Pomona  to  Los  Angeles,  in  oi'der  to  be  in  closer  touch 
with  the  southern  field.

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PRESENT    STATUS    OF    IRRIGATION    IN    CALIFORNIA. 

When  the  irrigation  census  of  1899  was  taken  the  area  reported  irrigated  in  Cali- 
fornia was  1,446,114  acres.  By  1909.  again  according  to  the  census  figures,  this  area 
had  been  increased  to  2,064.104  acres.  Using  the  latest  figures  available,  which  are 
a  revision  of  the  census  of  1909,  extending  through  the  season  of  1912  for  the  larger 
areas,  the  watered  area  is  now  approximately  3.200.000  acres,  or  o.2  per  cent,  of  the 
total  land  surface  of  the  State.  This  large  irrigated  area,  however,  i.s  only  about 
74  per  cent  of  that  which  California  irrigation  enterprises  were  capable  of  water- 
ing on  July  1.  1910.  and  only  about  50  per  cent  of  that  included  in  irrigation  projfcts. 

It  is  in  no  way  surprising  that  more  than  three  million  acres  are  now  irrigated  in 
California,  because  the  best  use  of  mosr  of  the  agricultural  lands  of  the  State  requires 
that  they  shall  be  watered.  It  is  somewhat  surjirising.  however,  that  the  increase 
should  be  as  large  as  indicated  by  the  figures  for  1899  and  for  1912.  viz.,  at  the 
average  rate  of  about  9  per  cent  per  year.  It  is  not  at  all  unlikely  that  the  increases 
have  actually  been  less  than  these  figures  show,  because  the  irrigaLiou  census  of  1899 
was  obtained  by  the  unsatisfactory  method  of  correspondence.  Assuming  greater 
reliability  for  the  figures  for  1909  and  1912,  because  they  were  obtained  at  much 
greater  cost  and  by  actual  field  canvass,^  it  is  believed  that  the  present  rate  of 
increase  will  be  found  to  be  less  than  the  available  figures  indicate  for  the  past 
thirteen  years.  • 

Although  the  irrigation  statistics  available  are  significant  of  the  increasing  resort 
to  irrigation  in  California,  they  do  not  necessarily  indicate  real  progress.  The  abso- 
lute need  for  irrigation  in  the  arid  sections  of  the  State,  and  the  increased  returns 
resulting  from  irrigation  in  the  semi-arid  and  even  humid  sections,  inevitably  bring 
increases  in  the  total  irrigated  acreage.  Only  better  irrigation  practice,  however, 
and  such  state  restrictions  and  facilities  as  will  prevent  waste  on  the  one  hand  and 
permit  full  utilization  on  the  other  hand,  accomplish  real  economic  advance.  A  2-year 
period  is  too  short  to  note  marked  changes  in  irrigation  practice,  although  routine 
correspondence  and  observation  show  an  increasing  interest  in  better  methods  of 
applying  water  and  in  new  appliances  for  its  measurement  and  distribution.  The 
past  two  years  do,  however,  show  at  least  the  beginnings  of  a  greater  public  interest  in 
better  irrigation  laws,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  investigations  conducted  by  this 
Office  in  cooperation  with  your  Department  have  assisted  considerably  in  bringing  this 
about.  It  is  doubtful  if  the  State  were  ever  more  nearly  ripe  for  at  least  establishing 
by  suitable  legislation  the  authority  of  the  State  in  the  control  of  irrigation  than  at 
this  time.  While  there  are  still  many  radically  conflicting  views  with  reference  to 
the  need  of  state  administration  of  the  acquirement  of  rights  to  water  for  irrigation 
and  of  the  division  of  water  in  strict  accordance  with  those  rights,  those  who  have 
recently  interested  themselves  in  matters  of  better  irrigation  legislation  seem  agreed 
that  the  State  can  well  assume  at  least  some  supervisory  jurisdiction.  It  would  seem 
as  if  all  past  efforts  of  this  OflTice  and  your  Department,  and  of  every  other  agency 
working  toward  that  end,  would  now  be  justified  in  demanding  that  any  legislation 
that  is  passed  by  the  coming  or  future  legislatures  go  no  further  in  its  beginnings 
than  to  establish  the  paramount  interest  of  the  State  in  having  rights  to  water  based 
on  information  gathered  under  public  authority,  rather  than  on  the  testimony  and 
compromises  of  interested  parties. 

'The  irrigation  census  of  1909  was  taken  under  the  supervision  of  this  Office  in 
cooperation  with  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  and  the  figures  for  1912  are  from  the 
field  investigations  of  this  office  in  1911  and  1912  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Con- 
servation Commission.

STATE  ROADS  AND  HIGHWAYS. 


There  are  two  distinet  systems  of  public  highways  being  acquired 
by  the  State  of  California.  One  dates  from  1895,  when  the  Legislature 
bj^  act  declared  the  road  from  Placerville  to  the  state  line  near  Lake 
Tahoe  to  be  a  state  road ;  the  other  had  its  inception  in  1910,  when 
the  peopb^  by  vote  authorized  the  issuance  of  bonds  to  the  extent  of 
$18,000,000  with  which  to  construct  a  system  of  highways  throughout 
the  State.  The  fund  so  provided,  and  the  construction  of  the  highways 
thereunder,  is  being  administered  by  a  section  of  the  Department  of 
Engineering  delegated  for  that  purpose  and  designated  The  California 
Highway  Commission. 

For  convenience  in  distinguishing  the  two  systems  of  highwaj^s  above 
described,  it  is  here  recommended  that  in  future  all  roads  acquired  or 
constructed  under  the  bond  act  be  ol^cially  called  State  Highways,  and 
all  other  roads  under  state  control  be  designated  State  Roads. 

Leaving  the  state  highways  to  be  discussed  in  a  following  chapter, 
and  since  the  state  roads  have  never  been  authoritatively  described, 
there  is  here  presented  a  brief 

HISTORY  OF  STATE  ROADS. 

The  system  of  state  roads,  beginning  with  the  acquisition  by  the  State 
of  the  Placerville-Lake  Tahoe  road,  as  stated  above,  has  been  gradually 
extended  from  time  to  time  by  the  taking  over  to  state  control  of  county 
roads  and  the  construction  of  new  roads  in  the  mountainous  regions 
where  the  building  and  maintenance  of  roads  in  condition  for  free  travel 
would  be  beyond  the  financial  ability  of  the  counties  supporting  them. 
The  system  now  embraces  ten  roads,  each  created  by  a  special  act  of  the 
Legislature,  and  bearing  a  name  usually  designated  in  the  act  creating 
it.  These  ten  roads  are  situated  in  eleven  different  counties  and  aggre- 
gate about  550  miles  in  length.  The  official  names  and  the  counties 
traversed  by  them  are  as  follows : 

Alpine  State  Highway — El  Dorado,  Alpine,  Mono,  Calaveras,  and 
Amador. 

Emigrant  Gap  State  Road — Placer. 

Kings  River  Canyon  State  Road — Fresno. 

Lake  Tahoe  Wagon  Road — El  Dorado. 

Lassen  State  Highway — Lassen. 

Myers'  Station-McKinney  State  Road — El  Dorado  and  Placer. 

Mono  Lake  Basin  State  Road — Mono. 

Sierra  State  Highway — Sierra. 

Sonora-Mono  State  Road — Tuolumne,  Alpine,  and  Mono. 

Trinity-Humboldt  State  TTighwav— Trinitv. 
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It  will  be  observed  that  some  of  the  foregoing  are  called  "State 
Roads,"  while  others  are  termed  "State  Highways."  There  is  no 
reason  why  all  should  not  be  designated  by  the  same  term.  Most  of  the 
names  are  long  and  cumbersome,  several  being  compound  and  far  from 
euphonious,  while  some  are  misleading  as  a  designation  of  locality. 
Several  of  these  roads  traverse  localities  wherein  were  enacted  much  of 
the  romance  and  tragedy'  of  California's  early  history,  and  might  appro- 
priately bear  names  commemorative  of  those  events. 

The  Emigrant  Gap  road  passes  over  the  high  Sierra  where  the  old 
emigrant  trail  crossed,  having  its  eastern  terminus  at  Donner  Lake. 
This  beautiful  little  lake  was  made  famous  by  the  perishing  of  thirty-six 
immigrants  and  the  near  annihilation  of  the  Donner  party  in  the  winter 
of  1846. 

Lake  Tahoe  road,  for  the  greater  part,  is  along  the  old  overland  stage 
road  connecting  California  with  ''back  home"  at  St.  Joseph.  Missouri, 
This  is  a  portion  of  the  road,  1,050  miles  long,  over  which  the  famous 
Pony  Express  was  operated  in  1860  and  1861,  carrying  mail  in  eight 
days,  as  against  22  days  required  for  steamship  by  the  way  of  Panama 

One  branch  of  the  Alpine  road  crosses  the  range  bj'  way  of  Carson 
Pass  along  the  trail  blazed  by  the  intrepid  pioneer,  Kit  Carson.  The 
"blazes"  made  by  Carson  on  the  trees  by  the  roadside  to  indicate  the 
way  are  still  visible,  as  are  also  the  ruts  worn  in  the  granite  by  the 
wheels  of  the  wagons  following  his  trail.  Why  should  not  this  road  be 
known  as  Carson  Pass  State  Road,  or  Kit  Carson  State  Road  '  And  so 
with  the  others.  Each  road  has  some  distinction  particularly  its  own, 
and  should  bear  a  name  indicative  of  that  characteristic,  and  in  such 
eases  as  those  cited  above,  under  appropriate  names,  they  become  monu- 
ments to  conmiemorate  the  early  hi.story  and  history-makers  of  the  State. 

LAKE  TAHOE  WAGON  ROAD. 

This  road  was  originally  a  toll  road.  It  was  declared  to  be  a  state 
highway  by  act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  March  23,  1895  (Chapter 
128,  Statutes  1895),  which  defined  it  as.  "commencing  at  the  junction 
of  the  Lake  Tahoe  wagon  road  with  the  wagon  road  leading  from 
Placerville  to  Newtown,  a  short  distance  easterly  from  the  village  of 
Smithflat.  El  Dorado  County,  and  running  thence  to  Lake  Tahoe." 
The  office  of  Lake  Tahoe  Wagon  Road  Connnissioner  was  created  and 
$2500  appropriated  to  make  such  examinations,  surveys,  plans,  specifica- 
tions and  estimates  as  will  show^  the  condition  of  the  road  and  of  rights 
of  way ;  to  procure  title  to  rights  of  way  and  to  make  repairs.  The  cost 
of  surveys  and  titles  was  limited  to  $500,  and  of  repairs  to  $1,000.  The 
salary  of  the  Commissioner  was  fixed  at  $300  per  annum. 

An  act  approved  April  1,  1897  (Chapter  245,  Statutes  1897),  reestab- 
lished the  office  of  Commissioner  with  a  salary  of  $50  a  month,  described 
the  road  as  terminating  at  the  state  line  "at  or  near  Lake  Tahoe, ' '  and 
appropriating  $10,000. 

Chapter  253,  Statutes  1899.  appropriated  $25,000  for  the  remainder 
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of  the  fiftieth  and  for  the  fifty-first  and  fifty-seeond  fiscal  years,  to 
repair  and  rebuild  the  road,  bridges  and  culverts  and  maintain  the 
same ;  provided  that  surveys,  plans  and  estimates  must  first  be  made 
and  bids  received,  all  work  to  be  approved  by  the  highway  commissioner 
(of  the  Department  of  Highways,  created  by  act  approved  April  1, 
1897).  September  27,  1900,  the  Highway  Commissioner  began  a  survey 
of  the  road  at  the  eastern  limits  of  the  city  of  Placerville  and  continued 
the  survey  for  a  distance  of  25  miles  of  the  total  estimated  length  of 
58  miles.  In  addition  to  the  survey  made,  a  stone  bridge,  of  81  feet 
span,  crossing  the  American  River,  was  commenced  this  year  and 
finished  early  the  next.  This  work  exhausted  the  appropriation,  and 
as  no  funds  were  provided  for  maintenance  or  improvement,  nothing 
more  was  done  during  1901-02. 

The  Legislature  in  1903  appropriated  $8,000  for  maintenance,  which 
was  expended  largely  in  repairing  and  rebuilding  culverts  and  bridges, 
of  which  more  than  80  existed  along  the  road. 

In  1905  the  Legislature  appropriated  $15,200  for  this  road,  as  follows : 

Salary  of  Commissioner $1,200  00 

Maintenance    8,000  00 

Permanent  bridge  work 6,000  00 

$15,200  00 

The  act  making  the  appropriation  stipulated  that  the  plans  and 
specifications  should  be  made  and  the  work  superintended  by  the  State 
Highway  Commissioner.  By  the  clo^e  of  the  year  1906  there  had  been 
96  dilapidated  Avooden  culverts  replaced  with  stone  or  vitrified  pipe 
culverts,  a  concrete  bridge  was  built  at  Oglesby  Canon,  and  a  stone 
bridge  partially  constructed  over  Trout  Creek. 

In  1907  the  sum  of  $10,000  was  appropriated  for  general  improve- 
ments. At  this  session  of  the  Legislature  the  office  of  Lake  Tahoe 
Wagon  Road  C'ommissioner  was  abolished  and  the  administration  of 
the  road  placed  in  the  Department  of  Engineering,  which  Avas  created 
at  the  same  session.  During  the  summer  season  of  that  year  the  State 
pjugineer  caused  the  survey  of  the  road,  whicli  liad  been  previously 
made  for  a  distance  of  25.08  miles,  to  be  (•omi)leted  to  the  California- 
Nevada  state  line,  a  distance  of  86.88  mih's.  This  makes  the  total  length 
of  the  state  road  61.91  miles. 

The  survey  is  marked  by  conci'etc  luomnnents  set  below  the  road 
surface  at  intervals  of  1,000  feet  along  the  center  line  of  the  road. 
^lilestones  of  cut  granite,  6  by  18  inches  and  54  inches  long,  suitably, 
marked  and  numbered  to  mark  the  distance,  are  set  conspicuously  by 
the  roadside.  ^Nlany  decayed  wooden  culverts  were  replaced  with  pipe 
or  concrete  culverts,  and  by  the  end  of  October,  1908,  there  had  been 
constructed  175  pipe,  stone  and  concrete  culverts,  besides  the  three 
bridges  mentioned.  The  westerly  14  miles  of  this  road  is  subject  to 
heavy  travel  and  the  roadbed,  being  mostly  in  earth,  cuts  badly  under 
the  traffic  and  ])e('Omes  exceedingly  dusty. 

The  legislative  session  of  1909  appropriated  $10,000  for  maintenance 
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and  $20,000  for  the  installation  and  maintenance  of  a  sprinkling  system. 
During  the  spring  of  that  year  eight  tanks  and  ten  standpipes  were 
erected  (the  latter  taking  water  directly  from  a  ditch),  and  two 
sprinkling  wagons  were  purchased.  During  1910,  six  standpipes  and 
three  tanks  were  erected.  One  of  the  tanks  is  filled  by  gravity,  while 
the  other  two  are  filled  by  pumps  operated  by  gas  engines.  Sixty-three 
hundred  feet  of  pipe  was  used  in  connecting  the  standpipes  with  their 
source  of  suppl3^  a  large  storage  tank. 

The  Legislature,  in  1911,  appropriated  for  this  road  $10,000  for  main- 
tenance and  $15,000  for  general  improvement  and  the  purchase  of  a 
rock  crusher;  $10,000  of  this  latter  appropriation  was  made  available 
in  1911,  $3,000  after  April  1,  1912.  and  $2,000  July  1,  1912.  Out  of  the 
funds  available  there  was  expended  during  1911  for  improvements 
about  $8,500,  and  of  the  $5,000  for  maintenance,  about  $4,600  was 
expended.  When  the  present  administrative  head  of  the  Department 
of  Engineering  assumed  charge  in  February,  1912,  there  remained  of 
the  appropriations  for  this  road,  on  hand  and  to  become  available 
July  1,1912:

Mr.  Arthur  S.  Dyon,  who  had  been  the  superintendent  of  this  road 
under  every  administration  since  January,  1904,  was  continued  in 
charge,  and  improvements  and  maintenance  were  directed  by  him 
during  the  season  just  past. 

The  work  executed  during  the  summer  was  the  usual  clearing  of  road- 
bed from  the  accumulations  of  the  winter,  clearing  out  culverts  and 
drains,  redressing  the  crown  and  general  repairing. 

A  rock  wall  supporting  the  road  near  Waterfall  Canon,  which  had 
fallen  out  before  the  road  was  state  property,  was  restored.  The  wall, 
as  rebuilt,  is  80  feet  long  and  12  to  15  feet  high.  Several  pipe  culverts 
were  placed.  Rocks  projecting  above  the  roadbed  were  blasted  out. 
Rock  walls  at  several  points  were  repaired.  A  road  grader  and  eight- 
horse  team  were  hired  and  a  good  deal  of  road  was  worked  with  them, 
Avidening  the  roadbed  and  giving  it  proper  crown. 

After  the  road  had  been  put  into  good  repair,  a  severe  rain  storm  in 
July  caused  considerable  damage.  Several  new  wooden  culverts  were 
constructed  and  pipe  culverts  substituted  for  small  wooden  ones.  One 
truss  bridge  of  21  feet  span  was  erected.  A  total  of  19  culverts  and  1 
bridge  were  installed. 

Sprinkling  was  resumed  in  June.  Three  thousand  five  hundred  feet 
of  pipe  were  laid.  Two  galvanized  tanks  of  3,000  gallons  capacity  each 
were  erected  and  one  old  4,000-gallon  wooden  tank  replaced  with  an  iron 
one. 

Owing  to  the  increase  of  automobile  travel  over  this  road  it  will  be 
necessary  to  extend  and  increase  the  sprinkling.  Two  wooden  bridges 
near  Pyramid  ranger  station  should  be  replaced  with  large  iron  or  stone 
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culverts.  There  has  been  some  friction  between  the  superintendent  and 
the  management  of  the  Oakland  Terminal  Water  Companj',  whose  ditch 
crosses  the  road,  as  the  company  has  failed  to  keep  its  bridges  in 
satisfactory  condition. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  company  will  comply  with  the  requirements  with- 
out the  necessity  of  the  State  to  resort  to  drastic  measures. 

MONO  LAKE  BASIN  ROAD. 

For  many  years  the  people  of  Inyo,  Mono  and  Alpine  counties  have 
advocated  the  construction  of  a  road  across  the  Sierra,  giving  a  direct" 
route  of  travel  between  the  communities  on  the  east  side  of  the  moun- 
tains and  the  great  central  valley  of  California. 

After  the  creation  of  the  State  Bureau  of  Highways,  in  1895,  and  its 
change  to  the  State  Department  of  Highways,  later,  renewed  efforts  were 
made  to  obtain  the  road.  During  1896-7-8  the  Commissioners  made 
examinations  and  investigations  of  several  mountain  passes  that  were 
suggested,  and  recommended  the  adoption  of  a  route  through  Leevining 
Creek  for  the  trans-Sierra  road.  In  1899  a  commission  was  appointed 
by  the  Secretary  of  War  to  report  upon  roads  for  Yosemitc  National 
Park,  and  the  California  Commissioner  of  Highways  was  made  a  member 
of  the  commission.  This  Federal  commission  inspected  three  routes 
across  the  range,  viz..  Leevining  Creek  Canon,  Bloody  Caiion  and  Mill 
Creek  Cafion,  declaring  the  first  named  to  be  the  most  feasible. 

The  Legislature,  by  act  approved  February  23,  1899,  appropriated 
$25,000  for  the  construction  of  a  free  wagon  road  connecting  Mono 
County  roads  Avith  the  Tioga  road,  and  directed  the  Department  of 
Highways  to  locate  and  construct  the  same.  During  1900  a  survey  of 
the  Bloody  Caiion  route  was  made.  In  1901,  another  man  having  been 
appointed  Highway  Commissioner,  the  Bloody  Caiion  route  was  aban- 
doned and  a  survey  was  made  of  the  Leevining  Creek  route,  and  in 
1902  a  contract  was  awarded  to  James  Touhey,  of  Sacramento,  for 
$14,000  for  the  construction  of  4.19  miles  of  the  east  end  of  the  road, 
and  work  was  begun.  The  specifications  provided  for  a  roadbed  twelve 
feet  wide  with  turnouts  eighteen  feet  in  width ;  6,900  lineal  feet  on  a 
uniform  grade  of  2  per  cent  and  thence  uniformly  7  per  cent.  About 
3.2  miles  were  constructed  this  season,  when  the  stress  of  winter  forced 
a  suspension  of  work.  The  next  year,  1903,  the  contractor  completed 
the  4.19  miles  of  road  under  contract,  but  the  Highway  Commissioner 
refused  to  accept  it  as  not  being  in  accordance  with  the  specifications, 
and  retained  $3,500  of  the  contract  price.  In  1904  the  Commi.ssioner 
undertook  to  complete  the  contractor's  work,  but  winter  storms  put  a 
stop  to  construction.  In  1905,  this  work  was  completed  by  the  Com- 
missioner at  a  cost  of  $4,441.80,  which  was  paid  for  out  of  the  $3,500 
retained  from  Touhey 's  contract  price,  and  the  $1,000  certified  check 
deposited  by  him  as  a  bond. 

In  the  mean  time  the  Legislature  had  appropriated  $25,000  for  the 
construction  of  the  remaining  5.11   miles  of  the  surveyed  road,  which 
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appropriation  was  to  become  available  January  1,  1904.  A  contract 
for  the  construction  of  this  portion  was  awarded  to  J.  F.  O'Brien,  of 
San  Francisco,  for  the  sum  of  $23,861.  During  1905  two  miles  were 
constructed,  but  during  1906,  less  than  $600  was  expended  in  construc- 
tion. 

The  contractor  failing  to  complete  the  work,  in  1909  the  indemnity 
company  which  had  furnished  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  contract,  undertook  to  complete  the  contract,  but  in  doing  so  they 
departed  from  the  surveyed  line.  The  road  was  thus  constructed  to 
connect  through  with  the  Tioga  road  at  a  cost  to  the  bonding  company 
of  nearly  $18,000. 

The  State  Engineer,  who  had  succeeded  to  the  duties  of  the  State 
Highway  Commissioner,  refused  to  accept  the  road  as  built  upon  lines 
and  in  a  manner  other  than  prescribed  by  the  specifications.  Nego- 
tiations have  been  conducted  with  the  State  Engineer's  office  by  the 
bonding  company  for  a  settlement  and  O'Brien  has  twice  appealed  to 
the  Legislature  for  relief,  but  without  avail,  until  February  of  this 
year,  when  a  settlement  was  effected  and  a  final  payment  of  $5,300.42 
made,  which  was  the  balance  remaining  in  the  fund  and  which  com- 
pletely exhausted  the  appropriation. 

As  shown  above,  at  the  time  of  the  session  of  the  Legislature  in  1905, 
about  four  and  a  quarter  miles  of  the  road  had  been  completed,  and 
an  appropriation  of  $1,000  was  made  for  the  maintaining  of  it.  The 
appropriation  made  for  maintenance  in  1907  was  $3,000,  which  was 
increased  to  $5,000  in  1911.  During  the  summer  of  that  year  work 
was  done  in  clearing  out  rocks  and  slides  and  the  road  was  put  into 
condition  for  travel.  When  the  present  incumbent  assumed  charge 
as  State  Engineer  in  Februar}-,  1912,  there  Avas  a  balance  in  the  fund 
of  seven  hundred  and  ninety-one  dollars,  the  remainder  of  the  appro- 
priation, amounting  to  $2,500,  becoming  available  July  1,  1912. 

Owing  to  the  condition  of  the  road  connecting  with  this  road  and 
crossing  the  range,  it  was  not  considered  best  to  spend  much  money 
in  improving  the  state  road.  Therefore,  nothing  was  done  excepting 
to  throw  out  the  loose  rocks  which  had  rolled  in.  AYhile  this  was  being 
done  an  extensive  slide  occurred,  practically  blocking  the  road  to  all 
vehicles.  Stormy  weather  occurring  at  tliat  time,  the  working  party 
was  withdrawn. 

The  conditions  above  referred  to,  and  which  induced  the  decision 
to  curtail  expenditures,  are  considered  of  sufficient  importance  to 
Avarrant  their  discussion  here  at  some  length.  The  ]\Iono  Lake  basin 
road,  as  constructed,  beginning  in  Leevining  Creek  Canon  and  ter- 
minating at  Tioga  Lake,  is  9.3  miles  long  and  connects  the  county 
highways  of  ]Mono  County  with  a  toll  road  locally  known  as  the  Tioga 
road,  said  to  have  been  built  by  a  subsidiary  of  the  Great  Sierra  Con- 
solidated Silver  Company,  organized  as  the  Great  Sierra  Wagon  Road 
Company  under  a  franchise  for  a  toll  road.  This  road  is  63  miles  long 
from  the  junction  of  the  state  road  to  its  western  terminus,  where  it 
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joins  the  Big  Oak  Flat  and  Yosemite  Turnpike — another  toll  road. 
Therefore,  all  travel  over  it  between  communities  on  opposite  sides 
of  the  range  is  subject  to  the  collection  of  two  tolls.  It  is  said,  however, 
that  no  tolls  have  been  exacted  on  the  Tioga  road  for  many  years,  but 
every  man,  woman  and  child  passing  over  it  and  reaching  the  gate  on 
the  Yosemite  road  must  pay  a  dollar  each  before  they  can  reach  the 
free  roads  of  Tuolumne  County. 

AVhile  the  Tioga  road  has  been  operated  as  a  toll  road,  it  seems  to 
have  been  built  mainly  as  a  means  of  access  to  the  Great  Sierra  Con- 
solidated Silver  Company's  mines,  which  ceased  operations  shortly 
after  the  road  was  completed,  about  1882  or  188'4. 

Since  the  mines  closed  and  the  collections  of  tolls  became  insufficient 
to  maintain  collectors,  the  road  has  received  but  little  attention  from 
its  owners.  Occasionally  the  fallen  timber  is  removed,  and  perhaps 
the  worst  washouts  repaired  so  that  a  team  can  manage  to  get  by,  but 
the  road  is  now  reported  to  be  in  a  nearly  impassible  condition.  The 
Superintendent  of  the  Yosemite  National  Park  found  upon  investiga- 
tion that  in  the  last  five  years  only  a  little  more  than  $250  had  been 
expended  in  maintaining  the  road. 

Fifty-three  miles  of  the  road  lies  within  the  Yosemite  National  Park. 
Regulations  forbid  bringing  firearms  into  the  park,  and  travelers  are 
met  at  the  boundary  lines  and  disarmed,  the  arms  being  returned  to 
the  owners  if  they  leave  the  park  again  at  the  same  place ;  otherwise 
they  Avill  be  forwarded  by  express  at  owner's  expense  to  whatever 
address  outside  of  the  park  may  be  designated.  It  will  readily  be  seen 
that  if  the  road  were  in  a  condition  to  attract  travel,  the  regulation 
quoted  would  entail  a  great  hardship,  particularly  upon  travelers  going 
from  California. 

Another  regulation  of  the  Interior  Department  prohibits  motor  vehi- 
cles within  the  park.  Of  course,  in  the  present  condition  of  the  road, 
no  automobiles  attempt  to  go  over  it,  but  if  it  were  improved  and  prop- 
erl}'  maintained,  it  should  become  a  popular  route  of  travel  l)etween 
the  mines  of  southwestern  Nevada  and  California  points,  being  the 
most  direct  line  from  Tonopah  and  Goldfield  and  occupying  the  only 
pass  in  the  mountains  for  nearly  two  hundred  miles — Walkers  Pass. 
in  Kern  County,  being  the  first  place  toward  the  south  where  a  road 
can  cro.ss  the  range. 

There  is  now  pending  in  the  United  States  Congress  a  bill  author- 
izing the  purchase  by  the  Federal  Government  of  the  Tioga  road, 
which,  if  consummated,  will  make  it  a  government  road  in  coiniection 
with  the  Yosemite  National  Park.  Should  that  be  done  it  is  expected 
that  the  Park  authorities  will  improve  it  and  maintain  it  in  good  con- 
dition, but  it  is  here  pointed  out  that,  unless  the  prohibition  against 
automobiles  within  the  park  be  removed,  the  road  will  l)e  of  little  use 
as  a  transmoiuitain   highway. 

Referring  to  the  inception  of  the  ]\lono  Lake  basin  road,  the  act  of 
1899  creating  it  a  state  road  appropriated  funds  "for  the  eonstruc- 
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tioii  of  a  free  wagon  road  conuecting  the  :\Iono  County  roads  with  the 
Tioga  road."  Note  the  incongruity!  Building  a  free  road  at  great 
expense,  the  annual  cost  of  maintaining  which  has  been  about  $200  a 
mile,  and  connecting  with  a  system  of  toll  roads  over  which  the  State 
has  no  control  as  to  their  condition  for  safety  and  convenience  and 
to  which  all  travel  over  the  state  road  must  pay  heavy  tolls. 

Unless  the  Tioga  road  can  be  improved  and  properly  maintained 
and  made  free  without  the  restrictions  placed  upon  its  use  by  the 
park  regvilations,  it  does  not  appear  that  the  State  is  justified  in 
longer   maintaining   the   Mono   Lake   road. 

SONORA-MONO  STATE  HIGHW^VY. 

The  Sonora.Mono  road  was  formerly  a  toll  road  extending  across 
the  mountains  from  Sonora,  Tuolumne  County,  to  Bridgeport,  Mono 
County.  In  1901  the  Legislature  declared  that  portion  of  it  from 
Long  Barn,  twenty  miles  from  Sonora,  near  the  North  Fork  of  the 
Tuolumne  River,  to  Bridgeport,  a  state  highway,  but  made  no  appro- 
priation for  it.  The  eastern  end  of  this  road,  from  Junction  to 
Bridgeport,  is  in  a  valley,  but  from  Junction  westward  is  all  in  the 
mountains,  and  has  many  long  steep  grades. 

Before  turning  it  over  to  the  State  the  owners  had  allowed  the 
road  to  deteriorate  badly.  Nearly  all  bridges  and  culverts  were  de- 
cayed, and  the  railroad  itself  was  in  bad  condition.  In  1903  the  sum 
of  four  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  for  maintenance  for  two 
years,  but  with  nearly  eighty  miles  of  road  in  bad  condition  not  much 
improvement  was  possible  with  so  little  funds.  The  State  Highway 
Commission  in  1904  reported  that  repairs  to  the  road  Avere  required 
entailing  the  construction  of  258  culverts.  26  small  bridges.  4  bridges 
35  feet  to  75  feet  span,  with  grading,  ditching  and  other  work  aggre- 
gating an  estimated  expense  of  more  than  twenty-six  thousand  dollars. 
The  Legislature  in  1905  appropriated  eight  thousand  dollars  for  main- 
tenance and  twenty  thousand  dollars  for  improvement  and  repairs.  By 
an  arrangement  with  the  Union  Construction  Company,  a  corporation 
constructing  a  power  plant  near  Baker's  Station,  38  miles  of  the  road 
were  repaired  and  widened  and  the  bridge  over  the  Stanislaus  River 
repaired  without  expense  to  the  State.  The  Highway  Commission 
accomplished  much  improvement  in  the  remaining  39  or  40  miles  of  road 
with  the  appropriations  provided.  With  an  appropriation  of  $12,000 
for  maintenance  in  1907,  together  with  a  balance  of  $12,500  left  over 
from  the  former  appropriation,  improvements  were  continued  under 
the  direction  of  the  State  Engineer.  A  bridge  70  feet  span  was  built 
over  the  West  Fork  of  Walker  River  in  ^lono  County.  The  iron  used 
in  this  bridge  was  obtained  from  a  bridge  on  the  Lake  Tahoe  road  which 
had  been  replaced  by  a  stone  bridge  in  1906.  Another  bridge  of  concrete 
was  erected  over  the  East  Fork  of  West  Fork  of  Walker  River  at 
Junction.  Two  other  bridges  20  feet  span  and  one  of  18  feet  span  were 
constructed  of  reinforced  concrete.  The  total  cost  of  the  five  bridges 
erected  this  year  was  $7,131.41. 
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In  addition  to  the  above,  considerable  material  was  collected  for 
another  bridge:  one  hundred  cnlverts  of  stone,  concrete  and  pipe 
were  constrncted.  "vvhen  storms  compelled  the  suspension  of  wovk 
imtil   the    following   year. 

The  Legislature  at  the  session  of  1909  made  api)roi)riations  for  the 
road  as  follows : 

For  maintenance   $12,000  00 

Culverts  and  making  changes 10,000  00 

$22,000  00 

AVith  this  money  and  the  balance  from  previous  appropriations, 
work  was  resumed  in  the  summer  of  1909,  and  concrete  bridge  No.  5 
was  completed.  Betterments  all  along  the  line  were  accomplished 
during  that  and  the  following  year. 

The  appropriation  made  in  1911  for  this  road  was  .$12,000  for 
improvement  and  maintenance,  and  during  that  summer  .$4. 771. 25 
of  the  funds  were  expended.  AYhen  the  present  State  Engineer  took 
oflfiee  there  remained  a  balance  of  $7,228.75  unexpended,  of  Avhich 
sum  .$6,000.00  did  not  l)ecome  available  imtil  July  1,  1912. 

During  the  summer  ju.st  past,  the  ordinary  work  of  cleariiiti-  the 
road  from  fallen  timber,  throwing  out  loose  rocks  and  earth,  filling 
up  washes,  repairing  culverts  and  general  repairing  was  begun  in 
April,  before  the  snow  was  off  the  ground,  the  work  closely  following 
the  recession  of  the  snow  line,  so  that  it  was  in  fairly  good  condition 
for  travel  as  soon  as  the  summit  at  Sonora  Pass  could  be  cro.ssed.  In 
addition  to  the  routine  maintenance  work  a  bridge  was  constructed 
over  Mill  Creek.       This  is  a  wooden  bridge,  16  feet  long. 

The  work  of  repairing  and  maintaining  this  road  has  been  for 
several  years  under  the  direction  of  ]\[r.  AI.  J.  Curtin,  on  the  western 
portion,  and  Mr.  C.  W.  Stewart  for  all  east  of  the  summit  of  the 
range.  Both  these  men  have  proven  their  excellence  as  road  over- 
seers by  the  splendid  condition  in  which  they  have  kept  the  road. 

This  road  is  traveled  every  year  by  many  thousands  of  sheep  and 
cattle  which  are  driven  to  pasture  in  the  high  ranges.  The>'  start 
before  the  snow  is  off  and  follow  as  fast  as  it  melts,  returning  again 
in  the  autumn.  After  each  band  passes  over  the  road  it  is  found  full 
of  rocks  rolled  in  from  the  hillsides  by  the  animals'  hoofs. 

This  road,  in  common  with  all  of  the  state  roads  in  the  high  Sierra, 
suffers  greatly  from  snow  slides  in  winter.  Frequently  long  stretches 
of  rockwork  are  broken  down  by  them  and  have  to  be  replaced  in  the 
spring.  The  repairs  of  the  road  west  of  the  summit  this  summer 
included  rebuilding  460  lineal  feet  of  rockwall  3  to  6  feet  high,  and 
digging  storm  water  ditches  to  protect  the  road  from  the  snow  water 
running  off  the  hillsides.  ]More  than  4,000  lineal  feet  of  such  a 
ditch  was  made,  much  of  it  in  rocky  ground. 

That  portion  of  the  Sonora-]\Iono  road  lying  east  of  the  mountain 
was  under  the  care  of  ]\Ir.  C.  yi.  Stewart.  The  length  from  the  sum- 
mit to  Bridgeport  is  37  miles.  20  of  which   is  in  the  valley  or  rolling 
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country.  A  portion  in  the  valley  is  over  flat  land  which  becomes 
marshy  with  the  melting  of  the  snow  and  is  difficult  to  keep  in  good 
condition. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  clearing  work  in  the  mountains  Mr.  Stewart 
used  a  road  scraper  and  four  horses  to  very  good  advantage  and 
regraded  a  long  stretch  of  the  road  well  and  economically.  Several 
culverts  were  repaired  and  reports  of  travelers  have  been  commenda- 
tory of  the  condition  of  the  road. 

TRINITY-HUMBOLDT  STATE  HIGHWAY. 

The  Legislature  in  1903  appropriated  eighteen  hundred  dollars  for 
a  survey  for  a  road  from  North  Fork,  Trinity  County,  to  some  point 
in  Humboldt  County  at  or  near  China  Flat.  In  August,  1904,  the 
State  Highway  Commission  began  a  survey  near  China  Flat  on  Trinity 
River,  near  the  Humboldt  and  Trinity  count}^  line,  running  easterly 
up  the  Trinity  River.  The  survey  covered  22  miles  of  the  route  when 
the  appropriation  was  nearly  exhausted,  and  work  was  suspended.  A 
reconnaissance  was  made  of  the  remaining  22  miles  to  North  Fork. 
Nothing  further  was  done  in  this  matter  until  1907,  when  the  Legisla- 
ture appropriated  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  "locating, 
surveying  and  constructing  a  state  highway,"  connecting  the  roads  of 
Humboldt  County  with  those  of  Trinity,  Shasta  and  Tehama  counties. 

Surveys  were  commenced  in  August,  1907,  under  the  direction  of 
the  State  Engineer,  and  a  survey  was  made  of  what  is  locally  known 
as  the  "Mad  River,  Low  Gap"  route,  beginning  at  Mad  River,  run- 
ning over  South  Forlv  JMountain  to  South  Fork  of  Trinity  River, 
ascending  Rattlesnake  Creek  and  Post  C'reek,  crossing  over  Post  Creek 
Mountain  and  connecting  at  Peanut  with  a  road  from  Hayfork  to 
Red  Bluff.     The  length  of  the  survey  was  31J  miles. 

Petitions  were  received  from  the  people  in  different  communities 
of  the  several  counties  concerned,  praying  to  have  the  road  run  through 
their  several  localities. 

The  State  Engineer  decided  to  examine  two  principal  routes  in 
addition  to  the  Mad  River  route  already  surveyed,  to  wit,  the  Hyampon 
route  and  Trinity  River  route.  After  surveys  and  examinations  had 
been  made  of  all  of  them,  it  was  decided  to  adopt  the  first  named — the 
Mad  River  line. 

In  1909,  construction  was  begun  under  direction  of  the  State  Engi- 
neer near  Salt  Creek,  in  the  vicinity  of  Peanut,  Trinity  County,  and 
extended  westward;  8.08  miles  of  road  were  constructed  this  summer 
at  a  cost  of  $16,626.00.  In  1910  work  was  resumed  and  4.58  miles 
constructed,  costing  $20,189.  A  portion  of  this  section  was  left  unfin- 
ished, Avhen  winter  caused  a  cessation  of  work. 

The  Legislature  in  1911  appropriated  $50,000  more,  $25,000  to  be 
available  in  1911,  and  during  that  year  the  portions  already  constructed 
were  cleared  of  obstructions  and  made  wider  in  places,  and  the  road 
extended  about  li  miles,  making  a  total  of  14  miles  constructed. 
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In  constructing  this  road,  the  engineer  in  charge  found  that  the 
survey  that  had  been  made  was  only  preliminary  in  character,  and  lie 
had  to  make  the  location  as  work  proceeded.  As  a  consequence,  the 
constructed  line  does  not  follow  the  originally  surveyed  line,  excepting 
in  general  direction.  A  much  better  and  cheaper  line  was  adopted, 
although  it  is  somewhat  longer. 

In  1911,  the  people  at  the  western  terminus  of  the  road  requested 
that  work  for  another  season  should  be  done  at  that  end. 

A  few  days  before  surrendering  his  office  to  his  successor  the  then 
State  Engineer  awarded  a  contract  to  the  California  Highway  Con- 
struction Company  for  the  construction  of  the  road  from  the  western 
terminus  at  Low  Gap  to  connect  with  that  portion  already  constructed 
from  Peanut  to  South  Fork  of  Trinity  River.  Estimates  based  upon 
the  preliminary  survey  made  in  1907  indicated  that  the  construction 
would  cost  about  $15,000,  exclusive  of  bridges,  and  as  there  remained 
less  than  $37,000,  it  was  not  expected  that  the  road  could  be  built 
through  to  connect  with  the  eastern  portion. 

The  contractor  began  work  at  Mad  River  in  ]\Iarch,  1912.  It  was 
found  that  the  survey  formerly  made  was  not  available  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  road.  Nearly  all  of  the  engineers'  stakes  marking  the 
survey  were  knocked  down  and  lost,  and  as  no  stakes  had  ever  been 
set  marking  construction  lines,  it  was  found  necessary  to  resurvey  the 
entire  line  in  order  to  properly  locate  the  road  and  set  lines  for  the 
contractors  to  work  to. 

A  controversy  had  arisen  in  relation  to  a  right  of  way  which  threat- 
ened to  cause  trouble  at  first,  but  has  not  yet  reached  an  acute  stage. 
When  the  Department  of  Engineering  caused  surveys  to  be  made  and 
the  route  now  under  construction  was  adopted,  persons  claiming  to 
represent  the  Humboldt  and  Trinity  Toll  Road  Company  claimed  to 
own  a  right  of  way  for  a  toll  road  along  the  entire  route  adopted,  at 
least  from  Mad  River  to  Trinity  River,  and  demanded  that  the  State 
should  purchase  the  right  claimed  hy  the  company  and  pay  $10,000 
therefor.  The  State  Engineer  ignored  the  claim  and  proceeded  to 
award  the  contract  for  construction,  as  above  stated.  Upon  a  change 
of  State  Engineers  being  made,  the  claim  for  compensation  by  the 
toll  road  company  was  renewed,  but  the  amount  claimed  was  reduced 
to  $3,000. 

The  new  State.  Engineer  also  de(;lined  to  recognize  the  validity  of  the 
loll  road  company's  claims,  but  sent  an  agent  to  the  ground  to  investi- 
gate the  status  of  the  claims.  The  investigations  so  conducted  resulted 
in  these  findings : 

1.  That  the  Humboldt  and  Trinity  Toll  Road  Company  was  incor- 
porated in  1896. 

2.  That  a  surve}^  for  a  road  was  made  following  the  route  later 
adopted  for  a  state  road. 

3.  That  the  engineer  who  made  the  sur^-ey  and  located  the  line  of 
the  proposed  toll  road  was  the  same  engineer,  Avho,  working  for  the 
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Department  of  Engineering,  afterward  surveyed  and  located  the  state 
road  upon  the  same  route  and  practically  upon  the  same  lines  he  had 
formerly  located  the  proposed  toll  road. 

4.  That  said  engineer  appeared  as  an  advocate  for  the  claim  of  the 
toll  road  company  and  appeared  to  have  an  interest  in  the  alleged 
property  which  it  was  sought  to  sell  to  the  State. 

5.  That  the  toll  road  company  had  not  built  and  operated  as  a  toll 
road  any  portion  of  the  proposed  road,  l)ut  did  construct  a  stretch  of 
about  three  miles  of  road,  only  one  half  mile  of  which  had  been  used 
by  any  but  a  settler,  at  the  end  of  the  constructed  portion,  to  reach  his 
homestead. 

6.  That  this  maintenance  work,  done  l)y  the  claimant,  occurred  after 
the  controversy  arose  with  the  Department  of  Engineering,  and  that 
very  little  of  it  could  be  made  use  of  as  part  of  the  state  road. 

7.  That  the  Humboldt  and  Trinity  Toll  Road  Company  forfeited 
its  corporate  existence  in  1905  for  non-payment  of  corporation  tax, 
and  has  had  no  legal  existence  since  this  time. 

8.  That  even  if  the  toll  road  company  had  a  valid  claim  for  compen- 
sation for  a  road  to  be  taken  for  state  purposes,  the  Department  of 
Engineering  had  legal  authority  only  to  purchase  the  right  of  way, 
and  not  to  pay  for  the  road  already  built. 

In  view  of  the  facts  as  enumerated  in  the  foregoing,  the  State  Engi- 
neer declined  to  recognize  the  claims  of  the  toll  road  company.  The 
engineer  in  charge  was  instructed  to  locate  the  state  road  so  as  to 
avoid  the  line  claimed  for  the  toll  road  wherever  possible  to  do  so 
without  sacrificing  good  location.  This  was  done,  and  it  is  believed 
that  the  state  road,  as  constructed,  is  better  located  in  almost  all  parts 
of  its  length  than  the  line  claimed  for  the  toll  road. 

Construction  along  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  engineers  of  this 
Department  was  executed  by  the  contracting  company,  but  it  was  soon 
seen  that  the  funds  available  would  be  insufficient  to  complete  even 
the  grading  necessary  to  connect  the  road  through  to  Trinity  River. 
When  the  available  funds  were  about -exhausted,  the  contracting  com- 
pany were  notified  of  that  fact,  and  that  no  further  payments  could 
be  made.  Citizens  of  Eureka,  interested  in  having  the  road  completed 
this  season,  induced  the  contractors  to  continue  the  work  of  construc- 
tion under  the  supervision  of  the  Department,  with  the  intention  to 
ask  the  Legislature  to  make  a  sufficient  appropriation  to  cover  the  cost 
of  completing  the  road. 

The  road  was  completed  to  a  connection  with  that  already  built  to 
South  Fork  of  Trinity  River,  and  on  October  3,  1912,  Mr.  Gibson,  road 
engineer  for  the  Department,  drove  an  automobile  from  Mad  River 
over  the  road  to  Peanut  and  thence  to  Red  Bluff',  he  being  the  first 
person  to  travel  over  the  new  road  with  a  motor  vehicle. 

This  is  the  only  road  connecting  Humboldt  County  directly  with  the 
Sacramento  Valley  and  its  opening  was  celebrated  with  an  automobile 
procession  from  Eureka   to  Red  Bluff  and  Redding,  at  which  places 
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ceremonies  were  held  eomnieniorating'  the  event,  and  since  that  time 
travel  over  it  has  been  quite  heavy,  demonstrating  that  the  road  was  a 
great  necessity  and  is  appreciated  by  the  people  benefited  by  it. 

The  citizens  of  Eureka  and  the  contractors  tinanced  the  comi)lctiou 
of  the  road  after  the  state's  funds  were  exhausted,  and  without  their 
action  the  road  would  have  remained  uncompleted  for  another  year. 
All  work  executed  under  this  arrangement  was  done  under  the  super- 
vision and  directions  of  the  Department  of  Engineering,  conforms  to 
the  plans  and  intentions  of  the  Department's  engineers  and  is  in  all 
particulars  a  state  road.  The  -expenditure  of  the  funds  advanced  were 
accounted  for  by  invoices  and  vouchers  in  the  same  manner  as  were 
Ihe  expenditures  of  the  State's  funds.  All  accounts  have  l)een  cliecked 
1)y  the  clerks  of  the  Department,  and  duplicates  thereof  retained  and 
filed  in  the  records  of  the  Department. 

SIERRA    STATE    HIGHWAY. 

This  road,  situated  in  Sierra  County,  was  authorized  by  act  of  Legis- 
lature, approved  March  8,  1907,  at  which  time  the  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  to  make  surveys  and  construct  a 
road  from  Downieville  to  Blount  Pleasant,  a  distance  of  20  miles. 
During  the  summer  of  1907,  a  survey  was  made  of  14^  miles  of  the 
line,  leaving  about  5^  miles  unsurveyed.  Where  the  right  of  way  was 
not  donated  the  county  of  Sierra  procured  it  without  cost  to  the  State. 
In  July.  1908.  construction  was  conunenced  and  2.9  miles  of  the  road 
was  completed.  The  width  of  the  roadway  constructed  is  12  feet; 
turnouts.  18  feet ;  maximum  grade,  6^  per  cent. 

The  cost  of  building  this  2.9  miles  of  road  was  $8,018.97.  I'he  funds 
being  nearly  exhausted,  and  winter  coming  on,  the  tools  and  equip- 
ment used  Avere  stored  at  Downieville.  The  next  summer,  some  repair- 
ing was  done,  but  owing  to  lack  of  funds  no  construction  was  attempted. 
When  the  present  State  Engineer  assumed  office,  there  was  a  balance 
of  .$98.92  remaining  of  the  appropriation.  This  has  been  nearly  all 
consumed  in  paying  accumulated  bills  for  storage,  and  for  freight 
charges  on  the  equipment  shipped  to  Sacramento.  This  equipment, 
consisting  of  road-building  tools  and  camp  outfit,  had  been  stored  at 
Downieville  since  1908,  and  it  appearing  that  no  immediate  use  for  it 
would  occur,  it  was  all  transferred  to  Sacramento. 

This  road,  as  stated  above,  would  be  about  twenty  miles  in  length, 
if  completed;  less  than  three  miles  of  it  has  been  constructed  at  a  cost 
of  $12,000.  In  its  uncompleted  condition,  it  does  not  afford  con- 
venience to  any  considerable  number  of  people,  and  if  completed,  as 
originally  planned,  it  will  not  connect  any  important  centers  of  pop- 
ulation or  industrial  activity;  nor  will  it  afford  Downieville  a  good 
means  of  reaching  the  Sacramento  Valley.  In  view  of  these  conditions 
the  wisdom  of  expending  more  money  to  complete  the  road  or  of 
maintaining  as  a  state  road  the  three  miles  now  built  is  open  to 
question.     Unless  it  can  be  shown  that  the  completion  of  the  road  will 
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be  of  very  mneh  greater  benefit  than  now  appears,  the  writer  believes 
it  should  be  abandoned  as  a  state  road,  and  that  portion  now  built  be 
turned  over  to  the  county  to  be  maintained  as  a  county  road. 

KINGS  RIVER  CANYON  ROAD. 

In  1905,  the  Legislature  appropriated  $25,000  for  the  survey  and 
construction  of  this  road  to  connect  the  roads  of  Fresno  County  with 
the  famous  Kings  River  Canyon,  a  rival  of  Yosemite  in  scenic  beauty  and 
grandeur.  The  only  means  of  access  to  this  wonderful  region  is  by  pack 
trail. 

By  the  terms  of  the  act  the  appropriation  did  not  become  available 
until  June,  1906,  and  then  only  upon  condition  that  the  county  of 
Fresno  should  appropriate  $12,500  for  the  same  purpose.  The  Gov- 
ernor and  State  Highway  Commissioner  were  made  a  commission  to 
select  the  route  and  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  act. 

In  July,  1905,  the  State  Highway  Commissioner,  representing  the 
commission,  made  an  examination  of  the  territory  through  which  the 
road  was  to  be  built,  and  selected  the  general  route  for  the  same.  He 
made  a  written  report  of  his  trip  and  conclusions  drawn  therefrom, 
submitting  estimates  to  the  effect  that  the  length  of  the  road  would  be 
23  or  24  miles,  and  the  cost  of  construction  would  be  $1,350  a  mile  for 
the  first  15  miles,  and  $3,125  a  mile  for  the  remaining  8  miles,  a  total  of 
$45,000. 

In  1906,  Fresno  County  having  provided  the  funds  required  by  the 
act,  a  survey  was  commenced  at  General  Grant  Park,  the  western 
terminus  of  the  proposed  road,  running  thence  eastward,  and  20|  miles 
were  surveyed  that  season.  Next  year  (1907)  the  survey  was  com- 
pleted by  this  Department  to  the  valley,  which  is  a  counterpart  in  scenic 
make-up  of  Yosemite  Valley  in  everything  but  waterfalls.  This  valley 
is  locally  and  geographically  designated  Kings  River  Canyon.  The 
distance  by  survey  was  found  to  be  32.8  miles,  instead  of  23  miles,  as 
had  been  estimated. 

During  the  summer  of  1907  construction  was  commenced  under  the 
direction  of  the  State  Engineer  and  1.6  miles  of  road  was  built.  In 
1908  construction  was  resumed  and  the  road  extended  5.1  miles.  The 
expense  of  surveys  and  construction  left  $3,618.85  of  the  total  state  and 
county  appropriations  of  $37,500,  according  to  the  report  of  the  State 
Engineer,  who  estimated  that  $55,000  would  be  required  to  complete 
the  road  and  asked  for  an  appropriation  of  that  amount. 

The  Legislature  in  1909  appropriated  $25,000  to  continue  the  work, 
and  during  1909  and  1910  4.15  miles  of  road  were  constructed  at  an 
expense  of  $27,968.83,  or  a  total  cost  of  $61,850.00  for  the  9-]-  miles  then 
completed.  This  cost  includes  surveying,  office  and  administration 
expenses,  together  with  the  purchase  of  a  steam  shovel  and  other  equip- 
ment, costing  about  $6,000. 

Another  appropriation  of  $25,000  was  made  in  1911  and  work  was 
prosecuted  during  last  summer,  when,  at  the  termination  of  the  sea.son. 
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there  had  been  a  total  of  12^  miles  of  the  road  constructed,  costing 
$74,927.36. 

The  cost  of  this  12f  miles  of  road  has  been  65  per  cent  in  excess  of  the 
original  estimated  cost  of  the  entire  road,  yet  only  about  40  per  cent  of 
it  has  been  constructed,  and  an  examination  of  the  remainder  of  the 
surveyed  line  leads  to  the  conviction  that  the  hardest  of  it  is  just  now 
being  reached. 

"When  the  present  administration  took  charge  in  1912,  the  balance 
remaining  of  the  appropriation  for  this  road  was  found  to  be  .$12,572.64, 
of  which  $12,500  would  not  be  available  until  July  1.  1012.  The 
records  of  the  Department  showing  that  the  cost  of  the  road  had  been 
so  much  in  excess  of  the  original  estimate,  it  was  determined  to  carefully 
investigate  the  matter  Avith  a  view  of  ascertaining  if  a  cheaper  line  than 
that  adopted  might  be  found.  The  incumbent  State  Engineer  made  a 
personal  inspection  of  the  surveyed  line,  and  careful  reconnaissance  of 
another  line  to  be  surveyed  descending  into  Kings  River.  A  location 
was  fouiul.  but  too  late  in  the  season  to  enable  construction  to  commence 
on  it. 

Pending  the  determination  of  final  location,  the  road  already  built 
Avas  repaired  and  improved,  and  one  and  one  half  miles  of  new  road  has 
been  constructed,  in  addition  to  building  a  bridge  across  Ten-Mile  Creek. 

A  controversy  had  existed  between  the  State  Engineer  and  the  Hume- 
Bennett  Lumber  Company  in  regard  to  a  crossing  on  Ten-^Iile  Creek. 
The  company  had  granted  the  State  a  right  of  way,  and  after  the 
location  survey  for  the  road  was  made,  built  a  dam  on  the  site  selected 
for  a  bridge.  Surveys  were  made  with  a  view  of  changing  the  location 
of  the  road,  but  it  was  found  that  any  change  would  be  expensive.  The 
lumber  company  had  constructed  a  bridge  on  the  crest  of  the  dam  for 
a  narrow  gauge  logging  railroad.  After  much  negotiating  a  compro- 
mise agreement  was  reached  whereby  the  State  maj^  build  and  maintain 
a  bridge  on  the  dam,  the  lumber  company  reserving  the  right  to 
operate  the  railroad  on  the  same  bridge  for  a  few  years,  until  the  rail- 
road shall  be  abandoned.  The  Department  prepared  plans  for  remodel- 
ing the  railroad  bridge  so  as  to  adapt  it  for  highway  purposes,  which 
was  done  and  a  very  substantial  structure  was  built. 

Mr.  J.  E.  ^Mitchell  has  had  charge  of  construction  on  the  road  last 
3'ear  and  this  season  and  has  done  very  effective  work.  The  survey 
for  a  new  location  Avas  made  by  Mr.  W.  G.  Dixon,  and  completed 
November  1,  1912. 

EMIGRANT  GAP  ROAD. 

By  act  approved  March  13,  1909  (Chapter  224,  Statutes  1909),  the 
Legislature  appropriated  $15,000  for  the  location,  survey  and  construc- 
tion of  a  state  highway  from  Emigrant  Gap  in  Placer  County  through 
Truckee  Pass  (also  known  as  Donner  Pass)  to  the  west  end  of  Donner 
Lake. 

This  road  being  along  the  route  of  an  old  used  highway  aci'oss  the

mountains,  no  original  construction  has  been  undertaken  excepting  to 
better  alignments  or  grades.  Much  repairing,  however,  has  been  done, 
and  generally  of  a  very  substantial  character.  A  large  portion  of  the 
road  is  cut  in  the  solid  granite  rock,  and  in  many  places  it  has  been 
necessary  to  build  high  rock  walls  to  lessen  grades,  or  ease  curves. 

When  the  present  administration  assumed  charge,  there  were  b,ut 
fifteen  dollars  of  appropriation  available.  Under  the  act  of  1911  there 
were  $2,500  to  become  available  on  i\Iay  1,  1912.  As  soon  as  the  condi- 
tions would  permit,  the  road  overseer,  Mr.  E.  ^1.  Baxter,  began  the 
work  of  repairing  the  road,  closely  following  the  recession  of  the  snow. 

From  some  distance  west  of  the  summit  to  the  foot  of  the  grade  on 
the  east  side,  the  formation  is  nearly  all  rock,  the  road  bed  being  for 
the  most  part  solid  granite.  The  grades  are  steep ;  heavy  snows  fall, 
and,  when  melting  in  the  spring,  the  water  rushing  down  and  over  the 
roadway  makes  it  very  difficult  to  maintain  surfacing. 

For  a  distance  of  two  miles  there  are  but  two  places  within  reach 
where  earth  can  be  obtained  for  the  surface  dressing,  and  then  only  in 
limited  quantities.  It  is  believed  that  a  small  portable  rock  crusher 
to  break  up  the  rock  so  abundant  along  the  road  side  into  proper  size 
for  road  metal  could  be  operated  to  good  advantage  and  with  much 
better  results  and  less  expense  than  to  haul  the  light  earth  surfacing 
which  is  now  necessary. 

There  are  two  very  dangerous  railroad  crossings  on  this  road,  one 
near  C'iseo  and  the  other  just  as  the  road  starts  down  the  mountains 
from  Summit.  The  latter  is  particularly  dangerous  for  automobiles 
traveling  westward. 

The  crossing  is  in  a  snowshed  at  the  mouth  of  the  tunnel.  The 
approach  from  the  East  is  up  a  grade  of  about  22  per  cent.  Automo- 
biles climbing  this  grade  must  do  so  on  the  low  gear  with  muffler  open, 
making  so  much  noise  that  it  is  impossible  to  hear  a  train  approaching, 
and  as  the  track  is  entirely  hidden,  the  traveler  can  neither  see  nor  hear 
danger  until  he  enters  the  snow  shed  and  is  on  the  track.  By  good 
fortune  no  fatalities  have  occurred  here,  but  several  narrow  escapes 
have  been  recorded,  and  one  or  two  automoljiles  have  been  wrecked  in 
backing  off  the  track  to  avoid  collisions. 

This  road  is  the  main  highway  for  team  and  motor  travel  between 
Reno,  the  metropolis  of  Nevada,  and  California  points,  as  w^ell  as  a 
favorite  route  for  tourists  going  to  Lake  Tahoe.  When  the  road  now 
being  built  by  the  State  around  the  west  shore  of  the  Lake,  connecting 
McKinney  with  the  Placerville-Lake  Talioe  state  road,  shall  be  com- 
pleted, followed  by  improvements  in  the  road  from  Tahoe  to  Truckee, 
this  road  will  attract  an  immense  travel,  and  the  danger  points  above 
described  must  be  eliminated,  else  serious  accidents  will  surely  happen. 
At  both  places  crossings  can  be  made,  passing  the  state  road  under  the 
railroad,  and  appropriations  for  that  purpose  should  be  made. 

Near  Soda  Springs  the  road  runs  along  the  side  of  Lake  Van  Norden, 
one  of  the  reservoirs  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company.     The 
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company  raised  the  surface  of  the  water,  causing  it  to  spread  over  the 
road  and  for  a  time  made  a  bad  bog  hole.  Upon  comphiint  being  made 
of  the  condition  the  Department  advised  the  company  to  fill  in  with 
rock  and  make  a  causeway  across  the  place,  which  would  raise  the  road 
safely  above  high  water.  The  company  agreed  to  pay  for  the  work  if 
the  Department  would  have  it  done.  The  improvement  was  effected 
and  the  bills  were  promptly  paid  by  the  electric  company. 

MYERS  STATION-MCKINNEY  STATE  ROAD    (LAKE  TAHOE). 

The  reconstruction  of  the  road  from  Placerville  to  Lake  Tahoe  by  the 
State  and  the  excellent  condition  in  which  it  is  maintained  has  attracted 
a  very  large  amount  of  travel  to  the  south  shores  of  the  Lake.  Having 
arrived  at  the  Lake,  the  road  ends,  and  when  one's  visit  is  completed, 
unless  the  journey  be  retraced  over  the  road  to  Placerville  again,  the 
only  way  to  continue  with  a  vehicle  was  to  go  out  to  Carson  and  Reno, 
Nevada,  and  thence  to  Truckee,  a  distance  of  ninety  miles,  and  thence 
over  the  Emigrant  Gap  state  road  to  Sacramento.  The  alternative 
was  to  hire  a  barge  to  transport  the  vehicle  across  the  Lake  to  Tahoe, 
from  which  point  it  is  only  about  fifteen  miles  to  Truckee.  This 
method  being  expensive  and  attended  with  some  danger  and  discomforts 
has  seldom  been  employed. 

In  1911  the  Legislature,  by  act  approved  March  9  (('hai)ter  158, 
Statutes  1911),  appropriated  $25,000  to  make  surveys  and  construct  a 
state  highway  along  the  west  side  of  Lake  Tahoe  from  Myers  Station, 
on  the  Placerville-Tahoe  road,  to  ]\IcKinney.  a  resort  on  the  west  side 
of  the  lake  at  the  end  of  a  road  from  Tahoe.  During  the  summer  of 
1911,  a  survey  of  the  route  was  made  under  direction  of  the  State  Engi- 
neer, but  it  M'as  completed  too  late  to  admit  of  construction  being  com- 
menced. The  length  of  line  surveyed  is  27.56  miles  and  cost  of  survey 
was  $3,070.  leaving  $21,930  unexpended  when  the  present  State  Engi- 
neer succeeded  to  the  office. 

A  study  of  the  survey  led  to  the  belief  that  a  better  location  might 
he  found,  at  least  in  places,  and  Mr.  James  G.  Dehy  was  employed  to 
make  another  survey.  His  location  has  proved  more  satisfactory  to 
the  owners  of  property  along  the  route,  who  have  donated  the  riglits  of 
way,  and  the  estimates  of  cost  being  lower  than  upon  the  former  survey, 
his  line  was  adopted  from  McKinne.\'  to  and  beyond  Emerald  Bay. 

A  contract  was  awarded  to  W.  A.  Gillette  of  Los  Angeles  for  the 
construction  of  the  road  as  far  as  available  funds  would  permit.  So 
successful  was  the  contractor  in  advancing  the  work,  that  the  property 
owners  around  the  lake  became  greatly  enthused,  and  1<i  pi'cvent  a 
suspension  of  work  when  the  state  fund  became  exhausted,  they 
advanced  money  with  which  to  continue  constructicm  until  tlie  road 
could  be  opened  around  the  lake,  oi-  at  l(nist  until  stress  of  weather 
should  compel  cessation  of  work. 

A  source  of  some  revenue  with  which  to  further  the  construction  of 
this  road,  was  the  allottment  by  the  United  States  Forestry  Service  of 
$500   toward   its    completion.     In    this    connection    it    is    pertinent   to 
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explain  that  the  Forest  service  derives  from  its  administration  of  the 
National  Forests  a  considerable  revenue,  the  funds  from  which  are 
devoted  to  building  trails  and  improving  roads  throughout  the  Forests. 
There  had  accumulated  in  this  fund  nearly  $25,000  for  the  purpose 
named  in  California,  and  upon  representations  being  made  by  this 
Department  the  Forest  Service  assigned  $500  of  the  fund  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Myers-McKinney  State  Road. 

The  Department  of  Engineering  desires  to  express  appreciation  of 
this  as  well  as  the  many  other  acts  of  courtesy  received  at  the  hands 
of  the  officials  of  the  Forest  Service. 

LASSEN  STATE  ROAD. 

By  an  act  of  the  Legislature  approved  April  22,  1911  (Chapter  498, 
Statutes  1911),  a  county  road  beginning  on  the  boundary  line  between 
Lassen  and  Shasta  counties,  in  the  northeast  corner  of  township  37 
north,  range  6  east,  Mount  Diablo  meridian,  and  running  thence  to  the 
Lassen-Modoc  County  line,  in  township  38  north,  range  8  east,  a  dis- 
tance of  29  miles,  was  declared  a  state  road.  The  sum  of  $5,000  was 
appropriated  for  improving  and  maintaining  the  road,  of  which  $3,000 
was  made  available  July  1,  1911.  During  that  summer  work  was  done 
on  the  road  to  an  extent  that  overdrew  the  available  funds  to  the 
amount  of  $48.00.  No  report  of  the  work  was  filed,  so  there  is  no 
record  of  it  in  the  Department  nor  is  there  any  record  of  a  survey  of 
the  road.  There  being  no  funds  available  when  the  present  adminis- 
tration took  office,  nothing  could  be  done  until  midsummer. 

The  road  traverses  a  country  the  soil  of  which  can  only  be  handled 
to  advantage  when  moist,  and  in  summer  is  very  expensive  to  move. 
Therefore,  no  improvement  of  the  road  was  attempted  this  year. 

A  large  portion  of  the  expenditure  made  in  1911  was  for  construct- 
ing a  new  grade  along  a  hillside,  but  as  an  error  seems  to  have  been 
made  in  its  location,  it  does  not  appear  that  it  can  ever  be  utilized  as 
part  of  the  State  road,  and  its  cost  must  be  a  loss. 

ALPINE  STATE  HIGHWAY. 

Certain  roads  traversing  the  mountain  regions  in  El  Dorado,  Amador, 
Alpine,  Calaveras  and  Mono  counties  constructed  by  the  several 
counties  named,  or  by  toll  road  companies  and  later  acquired  by  the 
counties,  were  taken  over  and  created  a  state  highway  by  act  of  the 
Legislature,  approved  April  15,  1911  (Chapter  468,  Statutes  1911). 
The  aggregate  length  of  the  routes  declared  by  the  statute  as  consti- 
tuting the  Alpine  State  Highway  is  about  217  miles  and  may  be  divided 
into  three  natural  geographical  sections,  as  follows :  Amador  and  Alpine 
counties,  75  miles ;  Calaveras  and  Alpine  counties,  60  miles ;  El  Dorado, 
Alpine,  and  Mono  counties,  82  miles. 

With  the  exception  of  about  24  miles  of  the  Alpine-Mono  section, 
all  of  the  road  has  been  traveled  by  team  and  much  by  automobiles, 
though  there  are  many  steep  grades,  and,  owing  to  neglect,  many  miles 
had  become  in  bad  condition  on  account  of  slides,  washouts  and  fallen 
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timber.  The  24  miles  of  the  Alpine-]\Iono  section  mentioned  above  is 
mostly  new  territory  not  traversed  by  any  kind  of  road. 

The  act  creating  the  Alpine  State  Highway  also  appropriated  $35,000, 
one  half  to  be  available  July  1,  1911,  and  the  remainder  July  1,  1912, 
the  money  thus  appropriated  to  be  used  by  the  Department  of  Engineer- 
ing to  "locate,  survey,  construct,  repair  and  maintain  said  state  high- 
way, with  such  variations  and  modifications  of  grades  as  may  be  deemed 
advisable. ' ' 

For  convenient  reference  the  several  sections  of  the  road  will  be  des- 
ignated as  Alpine-Mono  Trunk  road,  Amador  branch  and  Calaveras 
branch,  respectively. 

The  Alpine-]\Iono  Trunk  road  begins  at  Osgood's  station  on  the 
Placerville-Tahoe  road.  This  point  is  at  the  foot  of  the  mountain  in 
Lake  Valley  and  some  nine  miles  from  the  shore  of  Lake  Tahoe.  From 
here  the  road  runs  southerly,  ascending  along  the  tapper  Truckee  River 
for  about  four  miles.  Here  it  turns  easterly,  crosses  the  stream  and 
ascending  the  steep  mountain  side  crosses  through  Luthers  Pass  and 
descends  to  the  West  Carson  River,  crossing  that  stream  at  Picketts  in 
the  lower  end  of  Hope  Valley.  It  then  descends  through  Carson 
Caiion.  emerging  at  Woodfords.  At  this  point  several  roads  from 
Nevada  converge.  At  Woodfords  the  state  road  turns  southwesterly, 
crossing  We.st  Carson  River,  ascends  by  gentle  grades  to  the  low  summit 
of  a  mountain  spur,  and  descends  again  at  Markleeville,  the  county 
seat  of  Alpine  county.  From  here  the  road  continues  in  a  southeast- 
erly direction,  crosses  East  Carson  River  at  Hangman's  bridge  about 
two  miles  from  Markleeville,  thence  ascending  along  the  caiion  of  the 
East  Carson  to  Mount  Bullion,  thence  east  up  Monitor  Creek  to  Loope, 
where  are  located  the  mines  and  mill  of  the  Hercules  Mining  Company. 
From  here  the  road  becomes  but  little  more  than  a  trail,  too  steep  and 
narrow  to  permit  of  an}^  but  the  lightest  vehicles  to  be  driven  over  it. 

Ascending  through  a  steep  rocky  canon  the  trail  crosses  a  broad  tlat 
summit  above  Heenan  Lake,  descends  southerly  through  Bagley  Valley 
by  a  gentle  grade  to  within  half  a  mile  of  Carson  River,  and  turning 
southeasterly  through  Silver  King  Valley  ascends  along  Silver  King 
Creek  for  several  miles.  At  the  mouth  of  Snodgrass  Canon  the  route 
of  the  state  road  turns  up  the  canon  named,  while  the  wagon  trail  con- 
tinues on  up  Silver  King  Creek.  From  this  point  the  route  of  the  state 
road  is  marked  only  by  a  ])ack  trail  over  the  mountains.  Crossing  this 
spur  of  the  mountain,  which  divides  the  Avatersheds  of  Carson  and 
Walker  rivers,  the  route  descends  the  precipitous  eastern  slope  to  Little 
Antelope  Valley.  At  the  edge  of  the  valley,  the  Golden  Gate  mine  is 
reached,  and  thence  across  the  valley  there  is  a  primitive  road  over 
which  supplies  for  the  mine  are  hauled.  At  about  6  miles  by  trail 
from  the  summit  the  line  intersects  a  well  constructed  road  running 
from  Bridgeport,  Mono  County,  to  Carson,  Nevada.  This  road  from 
the  point  of  intersection  just  named  follows  up  the  canon  of  West 
AValker  River  to  Junction,  formerly  called  Hardv  station,  and  consti- 
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tiites  the  remainder  of  the  Alpine-Mono  Trunk  Road.     At  Junction 
it  connects  with  the  Sonora-Mono  State  Road. 

The  approximate  distances  between  prominent  points  along  this  route, 
beginning  at  Osgoods,  together  with  their  elevations  are  presented  in 
the  following :

The  Amador  branch  begins  at  the  corporate  boundary  of  the  to-wTi  of 
Jackson,  county  seat  of  Amador  County,  and  runs  thence  up  Jackson 
Creek,  passing  the  old  mining  camp,  Irishtown,  to  Pine  Grove  on  the 
summit  of  the  ridge  between  Jackson  Creek  and  Sutter  Creek.  Thence 
to  Aqueduct,  another  old  mining  camp  nearly  extinct,  and  on  in  a 
general  northeasterly  direction  to  Cooks  Station,  formerly  Wileys. 
perched  on  the  top  of  the  ridge  dividing  the  west  watersheds  to 
Cosumnes  and  Bear  rivers,  both  tributaries  of  the  INIokehimne  River. 

This  ridge  is  a  spur  of  the  Sierra  range  separating  the  drainage 
basins  of  the  Bear  River  on  one  side  and  the  American — and  farther 
down — the  Cosumnes  on  the  other.  It 'was  along  the  top  of  this  ridge, 
elsewhere  mentioned,  that  the  famous  scout,  Kit  Carson,  laid  out  the 
Carson  Emigrant  trail.  This  old  emigrant  road  also  marks  the  bound- 
ary line  between  Amador  and  El  Dorado  counties. 

Following  up  the  ridge,  past  Tragedy  Springs  about  half  a  mile,  the 
road  leaves  the  ridge  and  descends  rapidly  to  Silver  Lake,  crosses 
Silver  Fork  of  American  River,  skirts  around  a  series  of  crags,  around 
the  "Spur"  where  the  road  is  carved  out  of  the  face  of  the  clitfs,  to 
Kirkwoods,  a  summer  hotel.  Thence  to  the  top  of  the  main  Sierra 
range,  crossing  the  Car.son  Pass.  Thence  dropping  rapidly  down  the 
Carson  river  slope  to  Hope  Valley,  at  the  loM^er  end  of  which  junction 
is  made  with  the  Alpine  Trunk  road.  About  a  mile  before  reaching 
the  trtuik  road  the  West  Fork  of  Carson  River  is  crossed.  The  dis- 
tances and  elevations  along  this  road  are  here  given :

The  Calaveras  Branch  of  the  Alpine  State  Road  begins  at  the  Cal- 
averas Grove  of  Big  Trees.  This  grove  is  22  miles  from  Angels,  the 
nearest  railroad  point,  and  some  30  miles  by  wa^'on  road  from  San 
Andreas,  the  connty  seat  of  Calaveras  County. 

The  road  from  Big  Trees  was  built,  and  for  several  years  Avas  operated 
as  a  toll  road.  It  follows,  generally,  the  ridge  dividing  the  water  sheds 
of  Mokelumne  and  Stanislaus  rivers,  passing  through  Big  ^Meadows, 
Onion  Valley,  Bear  and  Silver  valleys.  Descending  from  Paeilic  Hill, 
through  Pacific  Valley  and  crossing  iNIokelumne  River  at  tlie  lower  end 
of  Hermit  Valley.  Thence  constantly  ascending  along  the  north  side 
of  the  river  until  the  summit  of  the  range  is  reached  and  crossed 
through  Ebbetts  Pass.  From  the  pass  the  road  runs  nearly  north, 
descending  to  Silver  Creek,  thence  following  dcnvn  the  creek  passes  the 
site  of  the  old  town  of  Silver  Mountain.  At  one  time  this  was  the 
county  seat  and  contained  a  population  of  4,000.  Not  a  building  is 
left  standing,  and  the  only  walls  that  show  above  the  sage  brush  are 
portions  of  the  old  county  jail.  Beyond  this  "Deserted  Village.''  the 
Exchequer  Mine  is  passed — a  mine  where  Lord  Chalmers  is  said  to 
have  expended  $1,500,000  of  British  gold  in  trying  to  develop  a  mine, 
but  "went  broke"  and  died  without  realizing  his  hopes.  A  short  dis- 
tance below  the  mine  Silver  Creek  joins  the  P]ast  Fork  of  the  Carson 
River.  A  half  mile  below  the  confiuence  the  road  crosses  the  river  and 
three  miles  further  joins  the  Alpine  Trunk  Road  at  Mount  Bullion. 
Following  are  the  distances  and  elevations  along  this  road  :

The  Alpine  State  Highway  traverses  mountainous  regions,  very 
sparsely  inhabited,  and  the  maintenance  of  it  was  a  heavy  burden  upon 
the  counties  supporting  it;  heavier  in  fact  than  they  were  able  to  sus- 
tain, and  as  a  consequence  much  of  the  road  had  become  very  much 
out  of  repair,  and  required  a  large  expenditure  to  put  it  in  condition 
again. 

Following  the  act  creating  the  Alpine  State  Road,  in  the  summer  of 
1911.  the  State  Engineer  appointed  Mr.  H.  F.  Hill  as  superintendent 
of  the  road.  Several  camj^s  were  established  and  work  was  conducted 
on  all  portions  of  the  road.  No  survey  nor  estimate  was  made  of  the 
worlv  to  be  done,  nor  were  any  reports  of  the  work  filed  by  the  superin- 
tendent, so  the  Department  has  no  record  of  the  amount  or  character  of 
the  work  accomplished. 

Examination  and  inquiry  along  the  roads  have  elicited  the  informa- 
tion that  the  work  performed  consisted  of  extensive  rebuilding  of 
broken  rockwalls  and  general  repairing,  such  as  cleaning  the  roadway 
of  loose  rocks  and  earth,  removing  slide,  cutting  away  fallen  timber, 
constructing  and  repairing  broken  and  rotten  culverts,  cleaning  drains, 
blasting  out  projecting  rocks,  and  in  a' few  places  widening  the  roadbed 
and  changing  alignment.  •  The  largest  bridge  erected  was  over  Moke- 
lumne River  in  the  Calaveras  branch.  This  work  extended  over  all 
of  the  Amador  and  Calaveras  branches,  and  over  the  Alpine  Trunk 
road  from  Osgoods  to  Loope.  That  portion  from  Antelope  valley  to 
Junction  in  ]\Iono  County  was  worked  by  the  supervisor  of  the  district 
traversed  by  it.  The  work  executed  by  Mr.  Hill  seems  to  have  been 
well  done,  and  people  who  have  occasion  to  use  the  road  declared  that 
it  was  put  in  better  condition  than  ever  before  Imown. 

This  work  of  the  season  cost  $13,363.35,  which  left  a  balance  in  the 
fund  appropriated  for  1911  of  $4,136.65,  with  $17,500  to  become 
available  July,  1912,  making  a  total  of  $21,636.65  remaining  unex- 
pended. 

There  being  no  records  of  survey  in  the  Department  showing  grades, 
alignments,  or  character  of  any  portion  of  the  road,  and  realizing  the 
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impossibility  of  intelligontl}^  directing  engineering  work  at  a  distance 
without  plans  in  the  ofifice,  the  Department  organized  two  surveying 
crews  under  charge  of  Mr.  E.  Goodwin  and  Mr.  C.  B.  Martin,  respec- 
tively. ]\Ir.  Goodwin  began  at  Big  Trees  and  made  a  survey  of  the 
entire  length  of  the  Calaveras  branch;  of  the  Alpine  Trunk  Road  from 
the  junction  of  Calaveras  branch  to  the  junction  of  the  Amador  road, 
and  of  the  entire  length  of  the  latter  to  Jackson.  With  the  results  of 
this  survey  platted  the  Department  can  determine  where  grades  are 
too  steep,  curves  too  sharp  and  other  features  needing  betterment.  The 
distance  marks  left  by  the  surveyors  will  enable  the  overseers  to  indi- 
cate in  their  reports  the  location  of  work  accomplished  or  repairs  needed 
to  be  done. 

The  climatic  conditions  in  the  region  are  such  that  with  the  rapid 
melting;  of  enormous  quantities  of  snow,  together  with  the  resumption  of 
travel  as  the  snow  recedes,  the  roads  must  be  given  constant  attention 
during  the  travel  season.  The  lower  portions,  west  of  the  mountain,  of 
both  Amador  and  Calaveras  branches  traverse  dense  timber,  and  are 
.subject  to  an  exceedingly  heavy  traffic.  Large  teams  haul  great  loads 
for  the  mines,  and  on  the  descending  slopes  the  powerful  brakes  lock  the 
wagon  wheels,  which  then  slide  along,  plowing  great  ruts  in  the  soft 
clayey  road  bed.  When  water  from  rains  and  melting  snows  comes,  it 
washes  this  loosened  earth  away.  The  practice  has  been  to  repair  the 
road  in  such  places  by  removing  the  ridge  between  the  ruts  to  a  level 
wath  their  bottoms.  Then  the  wheels  deepen  the  ruts  again,  and  the 
process  is  repeated.  This  has  continued  for  so  long  that  there  are  now 
long  stretches  where  the  road  has  become  a  ditch  from  one  to  ten  feet 
in  depth.  Under  such  conditions  there  is  no  way  for  storm  Avaters  to 
get  out  of  the  road,  and  so  its  destruction  is  hastened. 

Much  can  be  done  to  better  the  roads  by  changing  the  alignment  in 
some  places;  by  cutting  down  summits  and  filling  hollows;  and  the 
surveys  will  show  Avhere  and  how  betterments  can  be  introduced  to 
advantage.  Mr.  Martin  made  a  location  survey  to  connect  the  Alpine 
portion  of  the  trunk  road  with  the  Mono  portion,  across  the  mountain, 
where  there  is  no  road  now.  The  survey  developed  the  fact  that  a  better 
route  lay  up  the  Carson  River  from  the  mouth  of  Silver  Creek  to  Silver 
King  Valley  than  the  one  up  Monitor  Creek  and  through  Bagley  Valley. 

The  distance  by  survey  from  the  Calaveras  branch  road  at  the  mouth 
of  Silver  Creek  to  the  road  in  Antelope  Valley  is  24  miles.  The  estimate 
of  the  cost  of  constructing  this  road  is  $45,000. 

When  the  .summer  of  1912  opened  and  travel  was  resumed  on  the 
state  roads,  working  parties  were  placed  on  the  several  portions  of  the 
road  to  repair  the  ravages  of  winter  storms  and  early  travel.  Mr. 
Arthur  S.  Lyon,  superintendent  of  Placerville-Tahoe  road,  was  placed 
in  charge  of  work  on  the  Alpine  Trunk  road  from  Osgoods  to  Carson 
River.  Mr.  Steve  Ferrari  and  party  worked  from  Jackson  to  Carson 
Pass.  Mr.  Grant  S.  Merrill,  supervisor,  repaired  the  Amador  branch 
through  Hope  Valley  and  part  way  up  the  mountain  at  the  expense  of 
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Alpine  County  up  to  July  1st,  after  which  time  he  Avas  employed  by  the 
Department  to  continue  maintenance  work. 

]\Ir.  F.  W.  Mathews  had  charge  of  the  Calaveras  branch,  under  direc- 
tion of  E.  j\I.  Baxter,  from  Big  Trees  to  Mokelumne  River.  Mr.  Baxter 
had  another  party  which  worked  from  Mokelumne  River  to  Markleeville. 
That  portion  of  the  road  from  Markleeville  to  Woodfords.  and  thence  to 
Hope  Valley  was  maintained  by  Alpine  County  until  July  1st,  after 
which  it  needed  but  little  work  to  keep  it  in  good  condition.  That  por- 
tion of  the  Trunk  road  in  Mono  County  was  put  in  repair  and  main- 
tained by  Mono  County. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  work  of  repairs  and  maintenance  two  bridges 
were  built  across  the  West  Carson  River  at  the  lower  end  of  Hope 
Valley ;  one  on  the  Trunk  road,  the  other  on  the  Amador  branch,  about  a 
mile  above  its  junction  with  the  Trunk  road.  On  the  Calaveras  branch, 
a  bridge  at  ' '  The  Devils  Elbow, ' '  about  one  and  a  half  miles  west  of  the 
main  divide,  had  been  found  impossible  of  maintenance.  The  stream  it 
spans  is  subject  to  frequent  floods  from  cloudbursts,  so  Mr.  Baxter 
changed  the  road  so  as  to  cross  without  a  bridge.  Several  badly  dam- 
aged culverts  along  Silver  Creek  Canon  were  repaired.  Extensive 
improvements  in  the  way  of  changes  of  alignments  were  not  considered 
advisable  until  surveys  could  show  how  and  where  to  make  them, 
although  it  was  found  necessary  to  make  some  changes  at  the  Double  S, 
which  were  quite  expensive.  It  is  not  deemed  proper  to  expend  large 
sums  in  repairing  a  road  if  it  seems  probable  that  a  change  of  location 
will  make  an  improvement,  and  expensive  work  was  avoided  until  com- 
parisons of  cost  and  of  advantages  could  be  made. 

At  best  the  maintenance  of  these  mountain  roads  is  expensive  and 
costly  improvements  should  not  be  put  in  until  it  is  shown  they  will  be 
permanent.

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THE  EIGHTEEN  MILLION  DOLLAR 
STATE  HIGHWAY. 

The  vote  to  bond  the  State  for  eighteen  millions  of  dollars  by  the 
people  of  California  in  1910  to  acquire  a  complete  system  of  state 
liighways  was  recognition  of  the  march  of  progress  and  an  emphatic 
declaration  that  this  State  should  be  in  the  vanguard  of  the  march. 

Though  the  vote  in  favor  of  the  measure  indicated  a  deep  interest 
in  the  subject  on  the  part  of  the  people,  it  is  doubtful  if  many  of  them 
realize  its  full  importance  nor  the  influence  upon  the  industrial  develop- 
ment of  the  State  that  will  be  exerted  by  a  system  of  good  roads  such 
as  is  contemplated  by  the  act. 

Much  as  railroads,  rivers  and  canals  are  a  means  for  transportation 
of  the  commerce  of  the  country,  enormous  as  it  is  over  those  highways, 
they  are  not  so  important  to  mankind — to  the  mass  of  the  people — as 
good  roads.  Every  pound  of  produce  or  merchandise  that  is  trans- 
ported over  the  railroads  or  Avaterways  has  first  been  hauled  over  a 
wagon  road,  and  probably  as  much  more  is  transported  between  points 
along  the  roads  without  ever  being  transferred  to  the  public  carriers. 

It  is  held  that  as  a  general  rule  the  suitable  improvement  of  a  high- 
way within  reasonable  limitations  will  double  the  value  of  the  land 
adjacent  to  it.  Accepting  the  statement  as  true,  then  the  entire  cost 
of  the  proposed  system  will  be  returned  to  the  State  in  enhanced  values 
many  times  over. 

The  improvements  in  the  motor  vehicle  as  a  means  of  transportation, 
enabling  the  traveler  to  go  as  far  in  an  hour  as  he  formerly  went  in  a 
day,  shortening  the  miles,  as  it  were,  to  furlongs,  is  a  factor  which 
cannot  be  ignored  in  contemplating  future  developments. 

There  are  to-day  nearly  90,000  automobiles  registered  in  the  State. 
If  one  third  are  trucks,  there  are  still  60,000  passenger  ears  operating, 
and  if  each  carries  three  persons  and  travels  but  55  miles  a  day,  we 
have  1.000,000  passenger-miles  traveled  every  day.  Add  to  this  the 
trucks  carrying  two  tons  apiece  for  10  miles,  gives  600,000  ton-miles  of 
freight  carried  each  day  over  the  existing  roads,  good,  bad  and  exe- 
crable. These  figures  are  merely  speculative.  The  writer  does  not 
know  that  they  represent  more  or  less  than  the  fact,  but  they  are 
offered  to  the  reader  as  a  basis  to  figure  for  himself  the  importance 
of  this  factor  in  the  demands  for  "good  roads."  The  number  of 
licenses  issued  indicates  that  one  among  every  fourteen  persons  in 
the  State  owns  an  automobile,  and  is  directly  interested, in  this  question. 

Another  factor  which  may  well  be  considered  in  this  connection  is 
the  attraction  that  good  roads  will  have  for  the  tourist.     Some  states 
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are  spending  laTge  sums  in  betterments  of  their  highways  Avith  a  view 
of  inducing  automobilists  to  travel  them,  and  no  state  in  the  Union 
nor  any  country  in  the  Avorld  can  offer  to  the  tourist  such  attractions 
as  will  be  opened  to  his  pleasures  in  the  mountains  and  at  the  seashore 
as  California,  when  a  complete  system  of  good  roads  shall  be  acquired. 

Switzerland  found  long  ago  that  it  pays  to  make  its  scenic  regions 
accessible  over  well  constructed  roads.  A  decade  ago,  when  the  motor 
car  was  just  becoming  popular  as  a  means  of  traveling  for  pleasure, 
the  United  States  Consul  at  Geneva  reported  that  the  number  of  guests 
registered  at  the  tourist  hotels  had  increased  from  158,000  to  305,000 
in  two  years.  Here  the  good  roads  had  preceded  the  automobile,  to 
welcome  it  and  its  pleasure-seeking  passengers. 

It  is  no  dream  to  believe  that  with  the  construction  of  good  smooth 
roads  of  easy  grades  in  the  mountains,  through  the  valleys  and  along 
the  seashore,  the  miners '  and  shepherds '  cabins  and  fishermen 's  ' '  shacks ' ' 
will  be  displaced  in  scores  and  hundreds  of  picturesque  spots  by 
attractive  and  comfortable  modern  hostelries.  Then,  it  will  be  realized 
that  California  made  no  mistake  when  she  appropriated  eighteen  million 
dollars  from  the  public  treasury  for  the  laying  of  the  proposed  net- 
work of  highways  throughout  her  communities. 

STATE  HIGHWAYS. 

The  State  has  undertaken  to  construct  and  maintain  a  system  of 
state  highAvays  distinct  from  the  state  roads  elsewhere  referred  to  in 
this  report  and  has  appropriated  the  sum  of  $18,000,000  for  the 
purpose. 

The  State  Highway  Act,  approved  March  22,  1909,  outlines  in  some- 
M'hat  general  terms  the  scope  of  the  work,  the  locations  of  the  routes, 
places  the  jurisdiction  over  the  proposed  State  highways  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Engineering,  and  provides  for  a  bond  issue  of  $18,000,000 
and  for  a  State  Highway  Fund  and  a  State  Highway  Sinking  Fund. 
This  act  was  approved  by  the  people  at  the  general  election  held  in 
November,  1910. 

The  Legislature  of  1911,  by  an  act  known  as  the  Chandler  act,  so 
amended  the  Department  of  Engineering  laAvs  as  to  supply  in  part  the 
modus  operandi  omitted  from  the  State  Highways  Act  and  provided 
for  three  "appointed  members,"  thus  increasing  the  membership  of 
the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Department  of  Engineering  from  four  to 
seven.  This  act  also  provided  for  a  highway  engineer  and  for  other 
assistants. 

Pursuant  to  the  Statutes,  the  Governor  in  August,  1911,  appointed 
iMessrs.  Burton  A.  ToAvne  of  Lodi,  Charles  D.  Blaney  of  Saratoga, 
and  Newell  D.  Darlington  of  Los  Angeles,  to  be  the  appointed  members 
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of  the  Advisory  Board,  and  on  August  9,  1911,  Austin  B.  Fletcher  of 
San  Diego  to  be  Highway  Engineer. 

On  August  8,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Board,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  appointed  members  of  this  board,  to  wit,  Messrs.  Cliarles 
D.  Blaney,  Burton  A.  Towne,  and  N.  D.  Darlington,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  a  committee,  to  be  known  and  designated  as  the  "California  Highway 
Commission,"  with  the  jui'isdiction  and  powers  following,  to  wit : 

(1)  To  take  full  charge  of  the  entire  matter  of  the  construction  and  acquisition 
of  a  system  of  state  highways  in  and  for  the  State,  as  and  in  the  manner  provided 
by  law,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $18,000,000,  under  and  in  pursuance 
of  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California  approved  March  22,  1909, 
and  known  as  the  State  Highway  Act,  and  to  do  and  perform  as  fully  and 
completely  as  may  be  done  by  any  part,  or  representative,  or  committee  of  this 
Advisory  Boai'd,  every  act  and  thing  that  may  be  requisite  to  be  done  and  performed 
in  connection  with  the  highways  of  the  State  of  California,  or  that  ought  to  be 
done  and  performed  under  the  said  State  Highway  Act. 

(2)  To  do  and  perform  every  act  and  thing  in  and  about  the  premises  that  a 
committee  of  this  Board  may  be  lawfully  authorized  to  do  for  or  on  behalf  of  this 
Board ;  and  to  have  full  charge  and  control  of  the  acquisition  and  construction, 
of  the  laying  out  and  the  building  of  a  system  of  such  highways. 

(3)  To  report  from  time  to  time  to  this  Board  their  actions  and  proceedings 
and  to  submit  to  this  Board  for  determination  such  matters  as  the  law  requires 
this  Board  to  act  upon  ;  and  to  superintend  the  work  and  operations  of  the  high- 
way engineer  whose  appointment  is  provided  for  by  the  act  of  the  Legislature 
of  the  State  of  California,  approved  April  8,  1911. 

(4)  To  perfect  such  organization  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  on  with 
celerity  and  efficiency  the  work  to  be  done  in  the  matter  of  the  acquisition  and 
construction  of  the  said  system  of  state  highways,  and  imder  sf^id  State  Highway 
Act ;  and  generally  to  do  all  and  singular  every  act  and  thing  that  may  be  necessary 
for  the  due,  speedy  and  efficient  performance  of  all  that  may  be  required  under  the 
said  State  Highway  Act,  and  under  said  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
California  approved   April   8,   1911. 

By  the  foregoing,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  California  Highway  Commis- 
sion is  an  executive  committee  to  which  is  delegated  all  the  powers 
and  f  mictions  of  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Department  of  Engineering, 
permissible  under  the  law  and  necessary  to  the  work  of  constructing 
the  state  highways  under  the  State  Highways  Act. 

While  the  Advisory  Board  has  reserved  the  right  to  place  its  final 
seal  of  approval  upon  the  proceedings  of  the  Commission,  and  while 
the  Commission  submits  all  its  official  acts  to  the  Advisory  Board  for 
such  ratification,  this  control  on  the  part  of  the  Advisory  Board  has 
always  been  exercised  in  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  foregoing  reso- 
lution which  places  the  responsibility  of  the  state  highway  undertaking 
upon  the  three  appointed  members  and  the  Highway  Engineer. 

The  Commission  thereupon  organized  and  appointed  Wilson  R.  Ellis 
of  Berkeley  to  be  its  secretary.  Until  January  1,  1912,  the  Commission 
occupied  two  rooms  in  the  Capitol,  but  upon  the  completion  of  a  suite 
of  rooms  in  the  Forum  Building,  Sacramento,  the  offices  were  moved 
to  that  building  and  the  Commission  is  now  housed  there  under  a 
three  years'  lease. 

The  Commission  has  organized  its  work  after  the  fashion  of  a  modern 
business  corporation.  The  Commissioners  act  as  a  Board  of  Directors. 
Reporting  directly  to  the  Commission  are  its  Secretary,  the  Highway 
Engineer  and  the  Attornev.     The  Highwav  Engineer  was  made  the 
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Executive  officer  of  the  Commission  corresponding  to  the  General 
Manager  of  a  business  corporation.  Under  him  are  the  several  dei)art- 
ments  of  the  work : 

Engineering  and  Operating  Department, 

Legal  Department  (in  right  of  way  matters),  ' 

Purchasing  Department, 

Accounting  Department, 

Disbursing  Department. 
The  chiefs  of  the  several  departments  report  directly  to  the  Highway 
Engineer. 

The  State  was  divided  into  seven  division.s,  each  under  the  direct 
control  of  a  division  engineer,  and  a  large  corps  of  engineers  and 
assistants  was  assembled  to  make  surveys,  estimates,  etc.,  for  the  work. 
Beginning  with  May  21,  1912,  the  Advisory  Board,  acting  upon  the 
recommendations  of  the  Commissioners  and  the  Highway  Engineer, 
has  adopted  sections  of  state  highway  aggregating  225.1  miles  in 
length,  located  as  follows :

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Work  is  now  in  progress  on  most  of  the  contracts.  State  highway 
bonds  had  been  sold  previous  to  and  including  November  12,  1912, 
to  the  amount  of  $2,000,000.  Because  of  the  low  rate  of  interest 
which  these  bonds  bear,  4  per  cent,  they  do  not  sell  readily  and  the 
construction  work  of  the  Commission  is  now  handicapped.  Proposals 
for  the  construction  of  about  65  miles  of  state  highway,  requiring  an 
outlay  of  about  $515,000.  which  were  received  on  November  18,  1912, 
are  being  kept  under  advisement  pending  the  sale  of  more  bonds. 

The  Corn-mission  reports  that  it  had  expended  for  preliminary 
expenses,  surveys,  overhead  expenses  and  for  road  contracts,  to  and 
including  Noveml)er  15.  1912.  the  total  sum  of  $146,068.70. 

GEOLOGICAL   AND    LABORATORY   SECTION. 

The  Highway  Commission  has  a  physical  and  chemical  testing  labora- 
tory located  on  the  State  Fair  Grounds  in  Sacramento.  This  laboratory 
is  equipped  to  test  road  metal,  gravel,  sand,  asphalt,  road  oil  and 
cement.  As  far  as  possible,  the  Commission  has  adopted  the  specifi- 
cations of  the  American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers  and  the  American 
Society  for  the  Testing  of  Materials  for  all  tests.  Tests  of  road  metal, 
asphalt  and  road  oil  are  made  to  conform  to  the  methods  used  in  the 
laboratory  of  the  Office  of  Good  Roads,  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Washington,  D.  C. 

The  hardness  and  toughness  of  road  metal  is  determined  by  the 
abrasion  method  (Deval  type).  The  percentage  of  absorption  and 
specific  gravit}'  is  also  determined. 

Sand  and  gravel  are  tested  by  sieving  to  determine  the  grading;  also 
for  the  percentage  of  voids.  The  sand  is  mixed  with  Portland  Cement 
in  a  1  to  3  mortar,  and  the  tensile  strength  of  this  is  compared  to  the 
strength  of  mortar  made  with  standard  sand. 

Road  oil  is  tested  for  volatility,  fiash,  viscosity,  adhesiveness,  percent- 
age of  asphaltum  and  percentage  of  water  and  foreign  matter. 

Asphaltum  is  tested  for  solubility  in  carbon  tetrachloride,  86  naphtha 
and  in  carbon  clisulphide.  The  penetration,  the  percentage  of  volatile 
material,  and  the  amount  of  free  carbon  are  determined. 

Portland  cement  is  tested  according  to  the  specifications  adopted 
by  the  American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers. 

The  testing  laboratory  is  in  charge  of  a  member  of  the  American 
Society  for  the  Testing  of  Materials.  He  has  had  years  of  experience 
in  testing  road  materials. 

An  examination  is  made  of  all  available  deposits  of  road  metal, 
gravel,  sand  or  other  material  suitable  for  the  highway  construction. 
The  Geologist's  reports  on  these  materials  contain  the  following  infor- 
mation : 

The  location  of  the  deposits. 

The  transportation  facilities  from  the  deposit  to  the  point  of  use. 

The  equipment  and  method  of  handling  the  material. 
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The  average  daily  production. 

The  approximate  amount  of  material  available. 

The  action  of  the  material  where  it  has  been  used. 

The  uniformity  of  the  deposit  and  the  methods  used  to  prevent 

foreign  or  poor  material  being  included  in  the  output. 
In  addition,  samples  are  taken  for  the  laboratory  test. 

BRIDGES,  TRESTLES  AND  CULVERTS. 

The  minimum  requirements  for  all  new  bridges,  trestles  and  culverts, 
which  do  not  carry  street  railways,  built  for  the  state  highways  are 
as  follows : 

(a)  All  such  structures  are  to  be  designed  by  competent  engineers 
and  the  plans,  specifications  and  workmanship  to  be  subject  to  the 
inspection  and  approval  of  the  Highway  Engineer  of  the  Department 
of  Engineering. 

(6)  The  width  of  such  structures,  exclusive  of  sidewalks,  if  any, 
shall  be  not  less  than  21  feet  in  the  clear. 

(c)  Concrete  bridges  shall  be  designed  to  sustain  in  addition  to  the 
dead  load,  a  uniform  live  load  of  150  pounds  per  square  foot  of  road- 
way, and  the  floor  system  to  carry  a  20-ton  traction  engine. 

(d)  Steel  bridges  of  span  less  than  150  feet  shall  be  designed  to 
sustain,  in  addition  to  a  dead  load,  a  uniform  live  load  of  100  pounds 
per  square  foot  of  roadway,  and  the  floor  system  to  cany  a  15-ton 
road  roller;  for  spans  in  excess  of  150  feet  a  uniform  live  load  of  85 
pounds  per  square  foot  of  roadway,  the  floor  system  to  carry  a  15-ton 
road  roller  as  in  the  case  of  the  spans  of  less  than  150  feet. 

(e)  Trestles  shall  be  designed  to  sustain,  in  addition  to  tlie  dead 
load,  a  uniform  live  load  of  150  pounds  per  scjuare  foot  of  roadway, 
and  the  floor  sj'stem  to  carry  a  15-ton  roller. 

Furthermore,  the  Commission  is  in  favor  of  concrete  structures 
whenever  such  structures  are  consistently  possible  because  of  their 
substantial  permanency. 

FREIGHT  AND  MATERIAL  CONTRACTS. 

In  its  endeavor  to  make  the  $18,000,000  build  as  many  miles  of 
highway  as  practicable  and  do  good  work,  the  ("aliforiiia  Highway 
Commission  has  undertaken : 

First — To  obtain  from  the  different  railroad  companies  a  schedule 
of  freight  rates  on  road  materials,  substantially  reducing  the  schedule 
of  published  tariffs. 

Second — To  secure  from  the  cement  dealers  an  agreement  to  make 
a  wholesale  price  to  the  State  for  the  recpiired  cement  below  tlie  going 
market  rate  for  that  commodity. 

Third — To  contract  to  reduce  rates  with  owners  of  rock  quarries 
and  gravel  deposits  for  the  delivery  of  large  quantities  of  broken  stone 
and  gravel,  these  materials  to  l)e  shipped  as  required  during  the  life 
of  the  work. 
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Already  the  Commission  has  arrived  at  an  understanding  with  the 
transportation  companies  by  Avhich  there  will  accrue  to  the  State  a 
saving-  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  in  the  hauling  of  the  road 
materials  by  rail. 

A  substantial  reduction  in  the  price  of  cement  has  been  offered,  but 
the  figures  are  not  as  close  as  the  Commission  expects  yet  to  obtain 
from  the  cement  producers. 

Reductions  on  nearly  half  a  million  tons  of  broken  stone  and  gravel 
luive  been  agreed  upon  in  contracts  now  being  executed  with  quarry 
owners,  the  price  obtained  by  the  Commission  being  at  least  25  per  cent 
per  ton  lower  than  the  going  rates. 

In  purchasing  the  materials  directly,  the  Commission  believes  that 
many  contractors,  who  by  reason  of  limited  capital  are  not  ordinarily 
able  to  finance  large  construction  works,  will  be  enabled  to  undertake 
successfully  the  state  highway  contracts. 

The  Commission  does  not  consider  that  in  the  interest  of  the  people 
the  contract  work  should  be  controlled  by  a  limited  coterie  of  opulent 
contra'cting  firms.  There  is  plenty  of  room  on  the  state  highway  for 
the  large  and  small  without  crowding. 

The  quality  of  materials  may  be  better  controlled  by  the  State 
furnishing  them,  and  the  burden  of  the  inspection  of  the  work  is 
lightened,  since  the  engineers  wall  need  to  attend  to  the  working 
processes  only.  With  materials  furnished  to  him,  the  contractor  is 
not  tempted  to  "skimp"  on  either  quality  or  measurement. 

COUNTY  HIGHWAYS. 

Correlated  with  the  state  highway  work  is  that  of  county  highway 
improvement.  It  is  gratifying  to  see  that  the  state  highway  undertak- 
ing has  aroused  public  interest  in  good  roads  throughout  the  State  of 
California,  which  is  evidenced  by  the  activities  of  various  counties 
in  preparing  to  permanently  improve  their  respective  county  highway 
systems  and  connect  them  with  the  State's  trunk  roads.  Credit  is 
particularly  due  to  Sacramento,  Los  Angeles,  San  Diego  and  San 
Joaquin  counties  for  having  "pioneered"  in  independent  efforts  to 
substantially  improve  their  public  roads.  In  September,  1907.  Sacra- 
mento voted  bonds  in  the  sum  of  $825,000  for  the  good  roads  purposes ; 
$600,000  to  cover  the  construction  of  one  hundred  and  four  miles  of 
highways  and  $225,000  for  building  bridges.  About  the  same  time. 
Los  Angeles  voted  $3,500,000  for  like  purposes.  On  March  16,  1908 
San  Joaquin  followed  by  bonding  itself  for  $1,890,000  for  good  roads. 
and  on  August  3,  1909,  San  Diego  pledged  her  credit  in  the  sum  of 
$1,250,000  to  permanently  improve  her  highway  system. 
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Ventura  Count}'  has  already  expended  the  most  of  its  $250,000  of 
bonds  for  bridges,  and  has  recently  constructed  by  direct  taxation  a 
bridge  over  Ventura  River  at  Ventura  at  a  cost  of  $50,000. 

San  Benito  County  this  year  has  bondpd  itself  for  $.300,000  for  county 
roads. 

The  latter  part  of  1911,  Glenn  County  voted  $290,000  for  concrete 
bridges  and  $160,000  for  highway  improvements. 

Among  the  counties  that  are  now  energetically  agitating  for  the 
public  improvement  of  their  highways  and  are  preparing  to  move 
aggressively  in  the  matter  are  Orange,  Santa  Barbara,  Yuba,  Sonoma, 
Solano,  Siskiyou,  San  Mateo,  Amador,  Stanislaus,  Riverside,  Butte, 
Tulare,  and  Humboldt. 

Among  the  counties  which  report  doing  considerable  road  improve- 
ment work  by  direct  taxation  and  which  can  show  excellent  results 
are  Trinity,  Tehama,  Sutter,  Santa  Clara.  Napa,  Imperial,  Contra 
Costa,  and  Mono. 

Del  Norte  County  reports  that  the  Supervisors  are  setting  aside 
yearly  35  per  cent  of  the  general  road  fund  for  permanent  road  work. 
Last  year  they  purchased  a  steam  roller,  rock  crushing  plant  and 
dump  wagons  at  a  cost  of  al)Out  $6,500,  to  assist  in  the  work  of 
road  building. 

From  present  indications,  it  may  safely  be  prophesied  that  contempo- 
raneously with  the  expenditure  of  the  $18,000,000  voted  by  the  State  foi- 
highways,  the  various  counties  will  in  the  aggregate  spend  $18,000,000 
more  in  improving  their  tributary  sj^stems.

.Sectiox  1.  A  department  of  and  for  the  State  of  California  to  be  known  as 
the  department  of  engineering  is  hereby  created,  to  consist  of  an  advisory  board 
composed  of  the  governor  as  ex  officio  member  and  chairman  of  said  board,  and  a 
state  engineer  who  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  department,  the 
general  superintendent  of  state  hospitals,  the  chairman  of  the  state  board  of  harbor 
commissioners  of  San  Francisco,  and  three  other  members  to  be  appointed  by  the 
governor,  which  said  three  appointive  members  shall  hereafter  in  this  act  be  desig- 
nated as  the  appointed  membei-s  of  said  advisory  board.  The  said  department,  its 
officers  and  employees,  shall  have  and  exercise  the  powers  and  duties  hereinafter 
set  forth  and  specified,  and  such  as  are  or  may  be  hereafter  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  1*.  Upon  this  act  becoming  effective  the  governor  shall  appoint  five  persons 
who  shall  be  known  as  a  consulting  board  to  the  department  of  state  engineering 
upon  all  matters  that  affect  irrigation,  drainage  and  river  improvement.  Such 
board  shall  meet  at  such  times  as  the  work  requires  and  shall  meet  at  least  once 
in  two  months.  They  may  report  to  the  advisory  board  on  all  matters  relating 
to  irrigation,  drainage  and  river  improvement  together  with  their  conclusions  thereon, 
and  may  render  a  report  to  the  advisory  board  upon  all  plans  for  river  improvements. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  this  act  becoming  effective  the  governor  shall  appoint  a  competent 
civil  engineer  as  the  head  of  the  department  of  engineering  and  such  person  shall 
be  known  as  the  state  engineer.  The  state  engineer  shall  devote  his  entire  time 
lo  the  services  of  the  state  and  shall  not  actively  engage  in  any  other  pursuit  while 
serving  as  such  state  official.  He  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  engineering  and 
structural  work  of  the  department  and  may  receive  by  and  through  the  approval 
of  the  advisory  board  such  special  assistance  of  a  technical  character  beyond  the 
employees  hereinafter  specified  as  they  shall  allow  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the 
business    of   the    department. 

Sec.  3.  The  state  engineer  and  the  appointed  members  of  said  advisory  board 
shall  hold  office  at  the  will  and  pleasure  of  the  governor.  Immediately  after  qualify- 
ing, the  advisory  board  shall  meet  and  organize  and  adopt  a  seal  for  the  authentica- 
tion of  its  acts  and  records. 

Sec.  4.  Within  twent>-  days  after  receiving  notice  of  appointment  the  person 
appointed  as  state  engineer  shall  file  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars 
(.t;2t),()00)  with  at  least  two  sufficient  sureties  thereon  or  with  a  surety  company 
of  recognized  standing  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  which  bond  must 
be  approved  by  the  governor  and  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state  and  he  shall 
qualify  by  taking  the  oath  of  office  as  prescribed  for  other  state  officers. 

Sec.  5".  The  office  of  the  department  of  engineeering  shall  be  in  the  state 
capitol :  and  the  secretary  of  state  shall  assign  to  the  department,  for  its  use,  such 
rooms  as  may  be  necessary  for  its  accommodation.  All  of  the  regular  meetings 
of  the  advisory  board  shall  be  held  at  such  office.  The  said  board  may,  however, 
hold  such  special  meetings  at  such  places  as  the  duties  of  the  department,  or  the 
best  interests  of  the  state  may  require.  The  state  board  of  harbor  commissioners 
for  the  port  of  San  Francisco  shall  assign  proper  rooms  in  the  Ferry  Building  at 
San  Francisco  for  the  use  of  one  assistant  state  engineer  and  his  necessary  office 
help. 

Sec.  0.  The  department  of  eugipeering  by  and  through  the  state  engineer  shall 
have  the  power  to  appoint  two  assistant  engineers,  one  state  architect,  one  architec- 
tural designer,  three  architectural  draughtsmen,  two  engineer's  draughtsmen,  one 
testing  engineer,  one  mechanical  engineer,  two  filing  clerks,  one  blue-print  pressman, 
a  secretary,  two  clerks  and  stenographers  and  one  porter  and  messenger,  and 
such  additional  technical  assistance  and  help  as  the  advisory  board  may  in  their 
judgment  deem  necessary,  and  to  fix  their  salaries  and  compensation,  who  shall 
hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  appointive  power,  and  who  must  be  confirmed  by 
the  advisory  board  before  proceeding  with  their  duties.  Such  officers  and  employees 
shall  not  be  eligible  for  appointment  unless  they  possess  special  qualifications  for  and 
are  competent  to  perform  the  duties  devolving  upon  them,  and  they  shall  devote  tlieir 
entire  time   to   the  service  of  the  department. 

Sec.  (}«.  The  department  of  engineering  by  and  through  the  chairman  of  said 
advisory  board  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  one  engineer  who  shall  be  particularly 
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skilled  ;ni(l  (lualifictl  hy  cxpei-ience  in  liijjliway  coiistriic-tidu  and  wliu  shall  ho 
dcsijiiialt'd  liijiliway  enjjineor,  and  snoh  assistant  en^iiifers.  dosiguers,  di'auslitsnien, 
clerks,  stenof;i'ai)Iiers.  and  such  oilier  technical  assistants  and  help  as  the  advisory 
hoard  may.  in  its  .indgnient,  deem  necessary  and  said  advisory  board  shall  fix  their 
salaries  and  compensation  and  iiresci-ibe  their  duties. 

Sec.  7.  The  advisory  board  shall  meet  at  such  times  as  the  work  of  \\if  deiiarl- 
ment  may  re(|uire  and  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  two  months.  Said  hoard  shall 
advise  with  the  state  engineer,  highway  engineer  or  str.te  architect  as  necessity 
requires  and  may  advise  with  the  boards  of  managers  or  trustees  of  the  various 
state  institutions  reijuiring  engineering  or  structural  work,  and  with  any  state 
commission  regarding  all  works  wherein  such  commission  nuiy  be  interested.  The 
advisory  hoard  shall  approve  all  plans  and  specification  for  all  public  work  and 
shall  determine  the  kind,  (luality  and  extent  of  all  public  work  of  the  state.  All" 
boards  of  managers,  trustees  and  state  commissions  of  state  institutions  shall  a|ii)iy 
to  the  (h'partment  of  engineering  for  plans  and  specifications  for  all  public  work 
coming  under  their  charge,  and  before  accepting  any  such  work  done  under  contract 
shall  have  a  certificate  from  the  state  engineer  who  shall  examine  and  certify  to 
its  conipl<'tion.  All  pid)lic  work  coming  under  the  full  control  of  the  dejiartment  of 
engineering  may  upon  the  discretion  of  the  advisory  board  l)e  either  contracted  for  or 
done  h.\-  day's  labor.  'J'he  advisory  board  shall  have  the  power,  on  the  approval  of 
plans  and  si)ecifications  b.v  the  state  engineer,  to  direct  whether  any  building  or 
structure  at  any  state  institution  shall  he  let  hy  contract  in  part  or  in  whole,  or 
whether  said  building  or  structure  shall  be  built  by  day's  labor  in  part  or  in  whole, 
hut  after  apitroval  of  the  jilaus,  specifications  and  estimates  l)v  the  advisory  board 
of  the  department  of  engineering,  if,  in  the  opinion  of  such  department  of  engineer- 
ing, the  accei)tauce  of  any  bid  or  bids  shall  not  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  state, 
or  if  in  the  oi)iiuon  of  such  dei)artment  of  engineering  the  acceptance  df  any 
further  l)ids  after  the  rejection  of  all  bids  submitted  shall  not  be  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  stiite,  it  may  he  legal  for  them  to  direct  that  the  work  or  imi)rove- 
ment  of  any  state  building,  road  or  any  other  improvement  be  done  upon  a  day's 
labor  basis.  Whenever  any  public  work  to  1)(>  done  by  the  state  excei^t  work  on 
property  of  the  state  on  the  water  front  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  board  of  state  harbor  commissioners  is  placed  upon  a 
daj-'s  labor  basis,  it  is  especially  exempted  from  any  law  on  or  relating  to  contracts 
of  the  state.  The  full  control  of  such  day's  labor  work  is  placed  under  the  department 
of  engineering  and  said  department  shall  do  all  things  necessary  to  properly  carry  out 
the  work.  When  such  work  is  so  placed  upon  a  day's  labor  basis,  any  api)ropriation 
which  is  now  available  or  which  is  now  or  may  be  ajipropriated  to  become  available, 
is  by  this  act  taken  out  of  the  control  of  any  board  of  trustees,  directors,  com- 
missioners, officers  or  other  body  to  whom  it  has  been  aiipropriated,  and  jilaced 
exclusively  under  the  control  of  the  dei)artment  of  engineering,  and  the  claims  for 
said  work  shall  be  api)roved  by  the  de])artment  of  engineering,  and  audited  by  the 
hoard  of  examiners,  upon  whose  audit  the  controller  shall  draw  his  warrant  and  llir 
treasurer  shall  pay  the  same.  The  department  of  engineering  shall  have  power 
to  receive  informal  bids  upon  any  subdivisions  of  the  day's  labor  work  and  the  state 
engineer  may  u])on  the  approval  of  the  advisory  board  enter  into  an  agreement  for 
any  such  subdiv  isional  work  of  the  day's  labor  work. 

Sec.  S.  The  full  control  of  all  i)ublic  work  being  done  or  now  completed  l>y  the 
board  of  public  works  shall  be  assumed  by  the  department  of  engineering  and  all  public 
work  done  by  the  state,  except  as  otherwise  i>rovided  for  by  law,  shall  be  under  the 
full  control  of  the  said  department.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  department  of 
engineering  whenever  required  by  the  advisory  l)oard  to  make  examinations  of  lands 
subject  to  inundation  and  overflow  by  flood  waters  and  of  the  waters  causing  such 
inundation  or  overflow  and  i)lans  and  estimates  of  the  cost  for  works  to  regulate 
and  control  such  flood  waters.  All  matters  of  drainage,  and  improving  and  rectifying 
river  channels  and  other  work  on  any  river  or  slough  flowing  into  San  Francisco  bay, 
San  I'ablo  bay  and  Suisun  bay.  and  also  the  tide  waters  flowing  into  said  bays,  shall 
he  placed  under  the  management  and  control  of  the  department  of  engineering 
whenever  tlie  law  i)rovides  therefor.  The  dei)artment  of  engineering  shall  have 
charge  of  all  exjienditures  unless  otherwise  i)rovided  hy  law  for  all  ])uhlic  works 
relating  to  general  river  and  harI)or  imi)rovements,  including  reclamation  and 
drainage  of  lands.  It  ma.y  purchase,  construct  and  operate  one  or  more  dredges  or 
any  other  needed  appliances  to  promote  or  proijerly  carry  out  the  work  of  the 
department.  The  state  engineer  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  California,  may  obtain 
or    condemn    anv    right    of    w;iv    necessary    for    any    construction    herein    iinmed    and 
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shall  proceed  if  necessary,  to  condemn  under  the  terms  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure 
relating  to  such  proceedings.  The  department  shall  have  the  power  to  employ  such 
additional  help  for  the  performance  of  the  work  of  this  section  as  rhe  advisory  board 
shall  order  and  all  money  now  appropriated  to  the  board  of  public  works  and  remain- 
ing unexpended  shall  be  used  for  the  purposes  intended  by  the  law,  by  the  department 
of  engineering,  and  the  state  controller  shall  transfer  said  funds  to  the  credit  of  the 
■department  of  engineering.  Whenever  under  any  statutes  of  this  state  any  duty  or 
obligation  the  performance  of  which  is  imposed  upon  the  commissioner  of  public 
works  or  the  auditing  board  to  the  commissioner  of  public  works,  the  same  shall  be 
assumed  and  the  performance  of  the  same  shall  devolve  upon  the  department  of 
engineering. 

Sec.  9.  The  department  of  engineering  shall  take  full  possession  and  control  of 
all  roads  which  have  been  declared  state  highways  enumerated  as  follows :  The 
Lake  Tahoe  wagon  road,  the  Sonora  and  Mono  road,  the  Mono  Lake  basin  road  and 
all  other  state  highways  which  may  hereafter  be  constructed  and  all  public  work  being 
done  or  now  completed  by  the  department  of  highways.  All  expenditures  by  the 
state  for  highway  purposes  except  as  otherwise  hereafter  provided  by  law  shall  be 
under  the  full  charge  of  the  department  of  engineering,  and  all  moneys  appropriated 
for  such  purpose  shall  be  made  payable  upon  the  proper  order  of  said  department 
and  shall  be  audited  by  the  state  board  of  examiners.  The  department  of  engineer- 
ing, in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  California,  shall  have  the  power  to 
obtain  or  condemn  necessary  rights  of  way  for  any  authorized  state  highway  or  for 
the  change  of  any  existing  state  highway  or  for  any  road  placed  under  the  depart- 
ment's charge  by  law  unless  otherwise  provided.  It  shall  have  power  to  alter  or 
change  the  route  of  a  road  and  shall  do  all  things  necessary,  and  obtain  all  tools  and 
implements  required  to  properly  care  for  and  manage  the  roads  under  the  charge 
of  the  department.  The  department  may,  in  its  discretion,  and  by  and  through  its 
chairman,  appoint  superintendents  of  the  state  highways  who  shall  hold  office  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  appointive  power.  They  shall  be  specially  qualified  in  road  work. 
All  unexpended  balances  of  money  now  existing  by  law  for  improvements  or 
maintenance  of  whatever  kind  under  the  department  of  highways,  and  the  Lake 
Tahoe  wagon  road  commissioner  shall  be  placed  under  the  control  of  the  department 
of  engineering,  and  the  state  controller  shall  transfer  said  funds  to  the  credit  of  the 
department  of  engineering.  Whenever  under  any  statutes  of  this  state  the  perform- 
ance of  any  duty  or  obligation  is  imposed  upon  the  department  of  highways,  the 
same  shall  be  assumed  by  and  the  performance  of  the  same  shall  devolve  upon  the 
department  of  engineering. 

Sec.  10.  The  department  of  engineering  shall  make  examination  into  existing 
highway  conditions  in  the  State  of  California,  and  shall,  furthermore,  make  such 
investigations  within  the  state  as  will  put  at  the  service  of  the  state  the  most 
approved  methods  of  highway  improvement.  It  shall  supply,  on  request,  without 
charge,  any  information  relative  to  highways  required  by  any  county  or  district  official 
having  care  of  and  authority  over  highways  within  this  state.  It  shall  collect  and 
collate  data  relating  to  the  geological  formation  of  the  state  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to 
material  suitable  for  highway  construction.,  and  make  analyses  and  tests  of  such 
material  as  it  may  deem  suitable  for  highway  uses,  with  the  view  of  determining 
the  value  of  the  same  for  such  purposes.  All  data  so  collected,  together  with  such 
other  matters  of  value  or  interest  to  the  people  of  the  state,  shall  be  published  in 
bulletins,  or  upon  maps  or  diagrams,  or  in  other  proper  form,  or  in  the  biennial 
report  of  the  department,  as  it.  in  its  discretion,  shall  determine.  The  depart- 
ment shall  prepare  and  adopt  styles  and  forms  of  books  for  use  by  officials,  in  which 
to  keep  account  of  the  expenditure  of  highway  money  and  all  other  records  or  pro- 
ceedings relating  to  highways.  It  shall  prepare  such  forms  as  may  be  necessary  for 
use  in  connection  with  opening,  abandoning,  altering,  locating,  constructing,  main- 
taining, obtaining  title  to,  or  otherwise  relating  to  proposed  state  highways ;  and 
such  books  and  forms,  when  so  adopted,  shall  be  the  standard  for  use  in  the  state. 
Copies  of  them  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  various  officials  who  are  charged  with 
keeping  or  using  the  same,  and  such  officials  shall  immediately  prepare  books  and 
forms  after  the  style  shown  by  such  standard  and  shall  thereafter  use  them 
exclusively  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  intended.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
department  to  adopt  such  general  forms  for  the  surveying  of  state  highways, 
mapping,  and  keeping  of  the  notes  thereof,  and  the  permanent  marking  of  the  same 
on  the  ground,  as  it  shall  deem  necessary,  and  shall  issue  instructions  defining  such 
general  forms  and  markings  to  the  person  having  charge  of  the  making  of  such 
surveys ;  and  it  shall  thereafter  be  the  duty  of  such  persons  to  follow  the  methods 
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prescribed  iu  such  instructions.  The  department  of  engineering,  in  performance  of 
its  duties,  shall  have  the  power  to  call  upon  any  state,  county,  or  district  otiicial 
to  furnish  it  with  any  information  contained  in  his  oflice  which  relates  to  or  is  in  any 
way  necessary  to  the  proper  performanec  of  the  work  of  said  department ;  and  it  is 
hereby   made   the  duty   of  such   officials   to   furnish  such   information   without  cost. 

Sec.  11.  All  architectural  work  of  the  department  shall  be  under  the  charge  of 
the  state  architect,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  architect  to  make  plans  and 
specifications  and  estimates  for  all  work  for  state  buildings.  He  shall,  iu  company 
with  the  state  engineer,  visit  and  inspect  all  completed  architectural  work,  and  shall 
certify  to  the  state  engineer  its  proper  or  improper  completion.  The  state  architect 
sliall  have  general  charge  under  the  state  engineer  of  the  erection  of  all  buildings  and 
must  have  an  inspector  at  each  building  during  the  whole  time  of  its  construction. 

Sec.  12.  One  assistant  state  engineer  shall  be  assigned  to  the  state  l)oard  of 
harbor  commissioners  at  San  Francisco,  where  he  shall  have  an  office.  He  shall 
prepare  such  plans  and  specifications  as  the  board  may  direct  and  if  adopted  and  the 
work  ordered  by  the  board  to  be  done,  must  superintend  its  construction.  He 
must  give  constant  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  seawall  and  thoroughfare,  of  the 
sheds,  wharves,  piers  and  landings,  of  the  streets  or  parts  thereof  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  board  and  when  repairs,  are  needed  must  forthwith  report  to  the 
board  in  writing  their  nature  and  extent,  and  if  ordered  by  the  board,  must  have 
the  same  done  at  once.  He  must  keep  himself  informed  as  to  the  depth  of  water  in 
the  various  docks  and  slips  and  report  to  the  board  from  time  to  time  what  dredging 
is  required.  He  must  keep  a  register  properly  indexed,  showing  the  date,  place 
and  character  of  every  piece  of  work  done  and  dock  dredged,  when  begun  and 
finished,  with  proper  descriptions  and  drawings.  He  shall  do  all  engineering  work 
required  by  the  said  board  of  harbor  commissioners.  Said  assistant  engineer  shall 
be  subject  to  the  control,  at  all  times,  of  the  state  engineer,  and  a  copy  of  all  work 
under  his  charge  as  assistant  engineer  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  department 
of  engineering.  A  complete  record  of  cost  in  detail,  of  all  work  done  under  the 
supervision  of  this  assistant  engineer  shall  be  filed  with  the  department  of  engineer- 
ing upon  the  completion  thereof.  One  engineer's  draughtsman  shall  be  assigned  to 
the  said  harbor  board  by  the  state  engineer,  and  the  advisory  board  of  1h(>  dejiart- 
ment  of  engineering  shall  employ  such  field  and  other  assistants  to  the  foregoing 
assistant  state  engineer  as  may  be  necessary  and  such  field  and  other  assistants  shall 
be  paid  from  the  San  Francisco  harbor  improvement  fund. 

Sec.  13.  All  co-operative  engineering  work  now  existing  or  to  be  engaged  in  by 
the  state  with  the  United  States  government  shall  be  placed  under  the  department  of 
engineering.  All  plans,  estimates  and  specifications  shall  be  approved  by  the  state 
engineer  and  the  advisory  board  shall  have  full  power  to  determine  the  kind, 
quality  and  extent  of  such  work  inider  co-operation  with  said  government  before 
entering  into  agreement  with  said  government  for  such  work.  All  unexpended 
moneys  provided  for  by  law  on  the  aforesaid  co-operative  basis  shall  bo  expressly 
placed  under  the  full  control  of  the  department  of  engineering,  and  the  state  con- 
troller shall  transfer  such  funds  to  the  credit  of  the  said  department.  Hereafter 
plans,  estimates  and  specifications  for  such  work  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  said 
department. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  engineer  to  consult  and  advise  with 
the  members  of  'the  corps  of  engineers  of  the  United  States  army  comprising  the 
California  Debris  Commission  (created  by  act  of  congress  approved  March  first, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-thi-ee),  in  relation  to  the  construction  of  works  for  the 
restraining  and  impounding  of  debris  resulting  from  mining  oi)erations,  natural 
erosion,  or  other  causes;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  examine  such  works  and  to 
report  the  result  of  such  examination  to  the  advisory  board.  Said  state  engineer 
is  further  authorized  and  dii'ected  to  consult  and  advise  with  said  "California  Dt^bris 
Commission"  in  relation  to  any  and  all  plans  and  sj^ecifications  that  may  have 
been  or  may  hereafter  be  prepared  or  adopted  by  said  "California  Debris  Commis- 
sion," for  the  construction  of  such  restraining  or  impounding  works,  and  said  state 
engineer  shall  file  a  copy  of  all  such  plans  and  specifications  in  the  oHice  of  the 
department.  Whenever  the  advisory  board  approves  said  plans  and  specifications 
the  state  engineer  shall  notify  the  "f'alifornia  IX^bris  Commission."  Whenever  said 
"California  Debris  Commission"  or  the  government  of  the  United  States  sliall  have 
entered  into  any  contract  for  the  construction  of  works  for  the  purposes  described 
in  this  act,  in  pursuance  of  plans  and  specifications  that  have  been  theretofore 
approved  by  the  advisory  board  as  in  this  act  provided,  it  shall  then  be  the  duty 
of  the  state  engineer  to  cause  such  work  to  be  carefully  inspected  during  the  progress 
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of  tlioir  const  mot  ion  and  to  keep  a  record  of  the  result  of  such  inspection.  Said  state 
cn.uineer  shall  also  from  time  to  time,  during  the  progress  of  the  construction  of 
such  works,  when  requested  so  to  do  by  said  "California  Debris  Commission," 
jiresent  his  claims  to  the  state  board  of  examiners  in  favor  of  such  person  or  persons 
as  may  be  designated  by  said  "California  Debris  Commission"'  for  such  amounts  as 
shall  equal  one-half  of  the  cost  of  the  construction  of  said  work;  and  said  state 
engineer  shall  in  like  manner,  and  when  requested  so  to  do  by  said  "California 
Debris  Commission,"  present  his  claims  to  the  state  board  of  examiners  for  an  amount 
equal  one-half  the  purchase  price  of  any  site  or  sites  necessary  for  the  construction 
of  said  works ;  prorided.  that  the  purchase  of  said  sites  shall  have  been  first 
approved  by  the  advisory  board.  All  unexpended  balances  of  money  provided  by  law 
for  the  work  under  the  debris  commissioner  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  depart- 
ment of  engineering  by  the  state  controller.  Whene\er  under  any  statutes  of  the 
state  any  duty  or  obligation  the  performance  of  which  is  imposed  upon  the  debris 
commissioner,  the  same  shall  be  assumed  and  the  performance  of  the  same  shall 
devolve  upon  the  department  of  engineering. 

Sec.  15.  When  in  his  judgment  it  is  deemed  necessary,  the  state  engineer, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  advisory  board,  shall  employ  such  assistance  on  the 
public  work  of  the  state  or  on  public  work  at  any  state  institution  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  proper  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  shall  under  like  restrictions, 
have  the  authority  to  purchase  any  supplies,  instruments,  tools  and  conveniences  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  department  of 
engineering.  All  employees  of  the  department  of  engineering,  when  employed  upon 
public  work  at  or  for  any  state  institution  in  this  state  shall  be  paid,  unless  other- 
wise provided,  from  the  revolving  fund  hereinafter  created,  and  the  amount  of  such 
payment  shall  be  a  charge  against  the  institution  for  which  such  work  is  performed, 
and  when  collected  from  said  institution  by  the  department  of  engineering,  shall  be 
paid  into  said  revolving  fund.  In  all  other  cases  such  employees  shall  be  paid  by  the 
department  of  engineering.  All  inspectors  employed  by  the  state  engineer  on  any 
public  work  shall  render  to  the  state  engineer  a  full,  true  and  correct  report  of  the 
kind,  manner  and  progress  of  all  work  upon  which  he  is  such  inspecior.  Any 
inspector  who  shall  render  a  false  report  knowing  the  same  to  be  false  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  felony.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  engineer  to  keep  a  full,  true  and 
correct  detailed  account  of  the  cost  of  all  work  done  under  the  control  of  the 
department  of  engineering,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  advisory  board,  may  employ 
a  clerk  for  the  proper  compiling  thereof.  Such  accounts  shall  be  always  open  to  the 
inspection  of  the  piablic. 

Sec.  16.  The  state  engineer  shall  prepare  biennial  reports  which  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  governor  at  least  thirty  days  before  each  session  of  the  legislature. 
Said  report  shall  embrace  the  work  and  investigations  of  the  department  under  his 
charge  for  the  previous  two  years,  together  with  such  recommendations  for  changes 
in  the  laws  affecting  the  department  as  he  may  deem  advisable,  and  shall  suggest 
and  recommend  changes  relating  to  the  road  systems  or  administration  within  the 
state.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  printer  to  print  all  reports,  bulletins  or 
other  matter  and  furnish  any  other  necessary  illustrations  or  diagram  therefor 
as  the  department  may  deem  necessary,  all  of  which  shall  however,  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  state  board  of  examiners. 

Sec.  17.  The  highway  engineer  shall  receive  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  per  annum:  the  state  engineer  shall  receive  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars  (.$.5,000)  per  annum:  and  the  officers  and  emidoyees 
enumerated  in  section  G  of  this  act  shall  receive  the  following  sums :  Each  assistant 
state  engineer  shall  receive  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  (.$3.0(X))  per  annum: 
the  state  architect  shall  receive  forty-eight  hundred  dollars  ($4,800)  per  annum; 
each  of  the  five  draughtsmen  shall  receive  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000)  per 
annum;  the  architectural  designer  shall  receive  twenty-four  hundred  dollars  ($2,400) 
per  annum ;  the  mechanical  engineer  shall  receive  twenty-seven  hundred  dollars 
($2,700)  per  annum;  the  testing  engineer  shall  receive  twenty-one  hundred  dollars 
($2,1(X))  per  annum;  each  of  the  two  filing  clerks  shall  receive  eighteen  hundred 
dollars  ($1,800)  per  annum;  the  secretary  shall  receive  twenty-four  hundred 
dollars  ($2,400)  per  annum:  the  blue-print  pressman  shall  receive  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  ($l.."'i<X>)  per  annum;  each  clerk  and  stenographer  shall  receive  fifteen  hun- 
dred dollars  ($1,."00)  per  annum;  and  the  porter  and  messenger  shall  receive  nine 
hundred  dollars  ($000)  per  annum.  Such  salaries  shall  be  paid  at  the  same  time 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  are  the  salaries  of  other  state  officers.  The  highway 
engineer  shall  furnish  the  state  with  a  Itond  in  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars 
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($20,000)  :  the  two  assistant  ongiiu'ors  ami  tho  state  aichitoct  shall  each  furnish 
the  state  with  a  liond  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties.  Said  bonds  must  be  approved  by  the  governor  of  the 
State  of  California  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state.  Each  of  the 
three  appointed  members  of  said  advisory  board  shall  receive  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  six  hundred  dollars  (.$3,(i00)  per  annum,  payable  in  equal  monthly  install- 
ments. Each  and  every  one  of  the  above  mentioned  officers  shall  take  the  oath  of 
office  as  prescribed  for  other  state  officers.  The  members  of  the  advisory  board,  the 
state  engineer  and  the  ofiicers  and  employees  of  the  department  of  engineering  shall 
be  allowed  their  necessary  traveling  expenses  while  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties  within  the  state. 

Sec.  18.  The  state  board  of  examiners  shall  audit  all  bills  or  claims  incurred 
by  the  department  of  engineering  and  the  state  engineer  shall  present  claims  to  said 
board  for  all  expenditures  directly  under  his  charge.  The  attorney  general  of  the 
state  shall  be  the  legal  adviser  of  the  department  of  engineering  and  the  said  depart- 
ment shall  call  upon  the  attorney  general  of  the  state  for  all  such  legal  advice  and 
services  as  the  discharge  of  its  duties  may  require. 

Sec.  19.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  is  hereby  appropriated 
out  of  any  money  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  to  provide  and 
maintain  a  permanent  revolving  fund  for  the  payment  of  salaries  and  wages  of 
employees  in  the  department  of  engineering  when  employed  upon  public  work  at  (U* 
for  any  state  institution,  other  than  those  employees  whose  salaries  are  fixed  and 
determined  by  section  17  of  this  act.  Such  payment  so  made  for  salaries  and  wages 
shall  be  charged  against  the  institutions  for  which  said  act  is  performed  and  in 
favor  of  the  department  of  engineering,  and  when  collected  by  said  department,  shall 
be  paid  into  the  revolving  fund  hereby  created. 

Sec.  20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditing  board  to  the  commissioner  of 
public  works,  the  commissioner  of  public  works,  the  state  highway  commissioner,  the 
debris  commissioner  and  the  Lake  Tahoe  wagon  road  commissioner  to  transfer  to 
the  state  controller  all  of  the  property,  books,  reports  and  papers  and  maps  of 
every  description  which  is  state  property,  and  the  said  controller  shall  transfer  ail 
of  said  things  and  property  to  the  department  of  engineering. 

Sec.  21.  An  act  entitled  "An  act  creating  a  commissioner  of  public  works, 
defining  his  duties  and  powers  and  fixing  his  compensation,"  approved  February 
ninth,  nineteen  hundred,  and  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  amendatory  thereof  are  hereby 
expressly   repealed. 

Sec.  22.  An  act  entitled  "An  act  to  create  a  department  of  highways  for  the 
State  of  California,  to  define  its  duties  and  powers,  to  provide  for  the  apimintment 
of  officers  and  employees  thereof,  and  to  provide  for  the  compensation  of  said  officers 
and  employees,  and  for  the  additional  expenses  of  said  department,  and  to  make  an 
appropriation  therefor  for  the  remainder  of  the  forty-eighth  fiscal  year,"  approved 
April  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  is  hereby  expressly  repealed. 

Sec.  23.  An  act  entitled  "An  act  providing  for  the  appointment  of  an  auditing 
board  to  the  commissioner  of  public  works,  authorizing  and  directing  him  and  them 
to  perform  certain  duties  relating  to  drainage,  to  purchase  machinery,  tools,  dredges, 
and  appliances  therefor,  to  improve  and  rectify  water  channels,  to  erect  works 
necessary  and  incident  to  said  drainage,  to  condemn  land  and  property  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  making  certain  acts  a  felony,  and  making  an  appropriation  of 
money  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,"  approved  March  seventeenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-seven,  and  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  amendatory  thereof  are  hereby 
expressly  repealed. 

Sec.  24.  An  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  a|)])ointment,  duties  and 
compensation  of  a  debris  commissiont^r,  and  to  make  an  apiiropriation  to  be  expended 
under  his  directions  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  such  commissioner,"  appro\-ed 
March  twenty-fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  and  all  acts  or  parts  of 
acts  amendatory  thereof,  are  hereby  expressly  repealed. 

Sec.  2.").  An  act  entitled  "An  act  to  create  the  office  of  Lake  Tahoe  wagon  road 
commissioner,  providing  the  term  of  office  and  comjiensation  of  such  commissioner, 
defining  his  duties,  and  making  an  appi'opriation  for  the  salary  and  expenditures 
provided  for  and  authorized  by  this  act,"  approved  A])ril  first,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-seven,  and  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  amendatory  thereof  are  hereby  expressly 
repealed. 

Sec.  26.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  w  itli  tlu'  proxisions  of  tliis  act  are 
hereby  repealed. 
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APPENDIX   D. 
State   Highways  Act. 

[Approved  March  22,   1909,   Stats.   1909,  p.   647.] 

Section  1.  A  system  of  state  highways  in  and  for  the  State  of  California  shall 
be  constructed  and  acqtiired  as  and  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  by  the  department 
of  engineerinj;  of  said  state  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  eighteen  million  dollars.  For 
the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  the  construction  or  acquisi- 
tion of  said  system  of  said  highways,  the  State  of  California  is  hereby  authorized 
to  incur  an  indebtedness  in  the  manner  provided  by  this  act  in  the  sum  of  eighteen 
million  dollars. 

Immediately  after  the  issuance  of  the  proclamation  of  the  governor,  as  provided 
in  section  11  of  this  act,  the  treasurer  of  the  state  shall  prepare  eighteen  thousand 
suitable  bonds  of  the  State  of  California  in  the  denomination  of  one  thousand  dollars 
each,  to  be  numbered  from  1  to  18,000  inclusive,  and  to  bear  the  date  of  the  third 
day  of  July,  1011.  The  total  issue  of  said  bonds  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  eighteen 
million  dollars  and  they  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent  per  annum 
from  the  date  of  issuance  thereof.  The  said  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  be 
payable  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States  of  the  present  standard  of  value  at  the 
office  of  the  treasurer  of  said  state  at  the  times  and  in  the  manner  following,  to  wit : 
The  first  four  hundred  of  said  bonds  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  the  third  day  of 
July.  1917,  and  four  hundred  of  said  bonds  in  consecutive  numerical  order  shall  be 
due  and  payable  on  the  third  day  of  July  in  each  and  every  year  thereafter  until  and 
including  the  third  day  of  July,  1961.  The  interest  accruing  on  all  of  said  bonds 
that  shall  be  sold  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  treasurer  of  the  state  on  the 
third  day  of  January  and  the  third  day  of  July  of  each  and  everj'  year  after  the  sale 
of  the  same.  The  interest  on  all  bonds  issued  and  sold  shall  cease  on  the  day  of 
their  maturity  and  the  said  bonds  so  issued  and  sold  shall  on  the  day  of  their  maturity 
be  paid  as  herein  provided  and  canceled  by  the  treasurer  of  said  state.  All  bonds 
remaining  unsold  shall,  at  the  date  of  the  maturity  thereof  be  by  the  treasurer  of 
the  state  canceled  and  destroyed.  All  bonds  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  signed  by  the  governor  of  this  state,  countersigned  by  the  state  controller 
and  endorsed  by  the  state  treasurer,  and  the  said  bonds  shall  be  so  signed,  counter- 
signed and  endorsed  by  the  officers  who  are  in  office  on  the  third  day  of  July,  1911, 
and  each  of  said  bonds  shall  have  the  great  seal  of  the  State  of  California  impressed 
thereon.  The  said  bonds  signed,  countersigned,  endorsed  and  sealed  as  herein  pro- 
vided, when  sold,  shall  be  and  constitute  a  valid  and  binding  obligation  upon  the 
State  of  California,  though  the  sale  thereof  be  made  at  a  date  or  dates  after  the 
person  so  signing,  countersigning  and  endorsing,  or  either  of  them,  shall  have  ceased 
to  be  the  incumbents  of  said  office  or  offices. 

Sec.  2.  Appended  to  each  of  said  bonds  there  shall  be  interest  coupons  so 
attached  that  the  same  may  be  detached  without  injury  to  or  mutilation  of  said  bond. 
The  said  coupons  shall  be  consecutively  numbered  and  Shall  bear  the  lithographed 
signature  of  the  state  treasurer  who  shall  be  in  office  on  the  third  day  of  July,  1911. 
No  interest  shall  be  paid  on  any  of  said  bonds  for  such  time  as  may  intervene  between 
the  date  of  said  bond  and  the  day  of  sale  thereof,  unless  such  accrued  interest  shall 
have  been,  by  the  purchaser  of  said  bond,  paid  to  the  state  at  the  time  of  such  sale. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  provided  in  the  general  appropriation  bill  sufficient  money 
to  defray  all  expenses  that  shall  be  incurred  by  the  state  treasurer  in  the  preparation 
of  said  bonds  and  in  the  advertising  of  the  sale  thereof,  as  in  this  act  provided. 

Sec.  4.  When  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  act  to  be  issued  shall  have  been 
signed,  countersigned,  endorsed  and  sealed  as  in  section  one  provided,  the  state 
treasurer  shall  sell  the  same  in  such  parcels  and  numbers  as  the  governor  of  the 
state  shall  direct,  to  the  highest  bidder  for  cash.  The  governor  of  the  state  shall 
issue  to  the  state  treasurer  such  direction  immediately  after  being  requested  so  to 
do,  through  and  by  a  resolution  duly  adopted  and  passed  by  a  maiority  vote  of  the 
advisory  board  of  the  department  of  engineering.  Said  resolution  .shall  specify  the 
amount  of  money  which,  in  the  judgment  of  said  advisory  board  ghall  be  required 
at  such  time  and  the  governor  of  the  state  shall  direct  the  state  treasurer  to  sell 
such  number  of  said  bonds  as  may  be  required  to  raise  said  amount  of  money  and 
that  said  bonds  shall  be  sold  in  consecutive  numerical  order  commencing  with  the 
first  four  hundred  thereof.  The  state  treasurer  shall  not  accept  any  bid  which  is  less 
than  the  par  value  of  the  bond  plus  the  interest  which  has  accrued  thereon  between 
the  date  of  sale  and  the  last  preceding  interest  maturity  date.  The  state  treasurer 
may  at  the  time  and  place  fixed  by  him  for  said  sale  continue  such  sale  as  to  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  the  bonds  offered  to  such  time  and  place  as  he  may  at  the  time 
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of  such  continuance  designate.  Before  offering  anj-  of  said  bonds  for  sale,  the  said 
treasurer  shall  detach  therefrom  all  coupons  which  have  matured  or  will  mature 
before  the  date  fixed  for  such  sale.  The  state  treasurer  shall  give  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  sale  by  publication  in  two  newspapers  published  in  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  city  of  Oakland,  and  in 
one  newspaper  published  in  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  and  in  one  newspaper  published 
in  the  city  of  Sacramento  once  a  week  for  four  weeks  next  preceding  the  date  fixed 
for  such  sale.  In  addition  to  the  notice  last  above  provided  for,  the  state  treasurer 
may  give  such  further  notice  as  he  may  deem  advisable,  but  the  expenses  and  cost 
of  such  additional  notice  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  each 
sale  so  advertised. 

There  is  hereby  created  in  and  for  the  state  treasury  a  fund  to  be  known  and 
designated  as  the  "State  Highway  Fund,"'  and  immediately  after  such  sale  of  boivds 
the  treasurer  of  the  state  shall  pay  into  the  state  treasury  and  cause  to  be  placed 
in  said  state  highway  fund  the  total  amount  received  for  said  bonds,  except  such 
amount  as  may  have  been  paid  as  accrued  interest  thereon.  The  amount  that  shall 
have  been  j)aid  at  such  sale  as  accrued  interest  on  the  bonds  sold  shall  be  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  state,  immediately  after  such  sale,  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
stiite  and  i)laced  in  the  interest  and  sinking  fund. 

The  moneys  placed  in  the  state  highway  fund,  pursuant  to  ihc  provisions  of  this 
section,  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  acquisition  of  I'ights  of  way  for  and  the 
acquisition  and  construction  of  said  system  of  state  highwaxs.  The  route  or  routes 
of  said  state  highways  shall  be  selected  by  the  department  of  engineering  and  said 
route  shall  be  so  selected  and  said  highways  so  laid  out  and  constructed  or  acquired 
as  to  constitute  a  continuous  and  connected  state  highway  system  running  north 
and  south  through  the  state  traversing  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  valleys  and 
along  thi^  Pacihc  coast  by  the  most  direct  and  practicable  routes,  connecting  the 
county  seats  of  the  several  counties  through  which  it  jiasses  and  joining  the  centers 
of  population,  together  with  such  branch  roads  as  nuiy  be  necessary  to  connect  therc;- 
with  the  several  county  seats  lying  east  and  west  of  such  state  highway. 

^loneys  shall  be  drawn  from  said  state  highway  fund  for  the  purposes  of  this 
act  upon  warrants  duly  drawn  by  the  controller  of  the  state  upon  demands  made  by 
the  department  of  engineering  and  audited  by  the  state  board  of  examiners. 

Sec.  .">.  There  is  hereby  appropriated  from  the  general  fund  in  the  state  treasury 
such  sum  annually  as  will  be  necessary  to  jiay  the  principal  of  and  the  interest  on 
the  bonds,  issued  and  sold  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  said  principal 
and  interest  becomes  due  and  ])ayalili'. 

There  shall  be  collected  annually  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  time  as 
other  state  revenue  is  collected  such  a  sum.  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  revenues  of 
the  state  as  shall  be  required  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  on  said  bonds  as 
herein  provided,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  officers  charged  by  law  with 
any  duty  in  regard  to  the  collection  o€  said  revenue,  to  do  and  perform  each  and 
every  act  which  shall  be  necessary  to  collect  such  additional  sum. 

The  treasurer  of  the  state  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  .Tanuary.  T.tl2,  and  on  the 
first  day  of  each  July  and  the  first  day  of  each  January  thereafter  transfer  from 
the  general  fund  of  the  state  treasury  to  the  interest  and  sinking  fund  such  an 
amount  of  the  money  by  this  act  aiipropriated  as  shall  be  required  to  i)ay  the  interest 
on  the  bonds  thei-i'tofort'  sold,  until  the  interest  on  all  of  said  bonds  so  sold  shall 
have  been  paid  or  shall  have  become  due  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

There  is  hereby  created  in  the  state  treasury  a  fund  to  l)e  known  and  designated 
as  the  "State  Highway  and  Sinking  Fund."  The  treasurer  of  the  state  shall  on  the 
first  day  of  .July  of  the  year  1017.  and  on  the  first  day  of  July,  of  each  and  every 
year  thereafter  in  which  a  parcel  of  the  bonds  sold  jnirsuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  become  <lue.  transfer  from  the  general  fund  of  the  state  treasury  to  the 
said  state  highway  sinking  fund  such  an  amount  of  the  moneys  appropriated  i)y  this 
act  as  may  be  re(piired  to  pay  the  principal  of  the  bonds  so  becoming  due  .uid  ])ayable 
in  such  years. 

Sec.  0.  The  i)rincii)al  of  all  of  said  bunds  sold  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  the 
same  becomes  due.  from  the  state  highway  sinking  fund,  and  the  interest  on  all 
bonds  sold  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  said  interest  becomes  due.  from  the  interest  an<l 
sinking  fund.  Both  i)riucipal  and  interest  shall  be  so  paid  upon  warrants  duly 
drawn  by  the  controller  of  the  state  upon  demands  audited  by  the  state  board  of 
e.xaminers.  and  the  faith  of  the  State  of  California  is  hereby  pledged  for  the  jjayment 
of  the  princii^al  of  said  bonds  so  sold,  and  the  interest  accruing  thereon. 

Sec.  7.  The  state  controller  and  state  treasurer  shall  keej)  full  and  paytieular 
account  and  record  of  all  their  i)roceedings  under  this  act  and  they  shall  transmit  to 
the  governor  in   triplicate   an   abstract  of  all   such   proceedings   thereunder  with    an 
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annual  report  in  triplicate,  one  copy  of  each  to  be  by  the  governor,  laid  before  each 
house  of  the  legislature  biennially.  All  books  and  papers  pertaining  to  the  matter 
provided  for  in  this  act  shall,  at  all  times,  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  party 
interested,  or  the  governor,  or  the  attorney  general,  or  a  committee  of  either  branch 
of  the  legislature  or  a  joint  committee  of  both  or  any  citizen  of  the  state. 

Sec.  8.  The  highway  constructed  or  acquired  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  permanent  in  character  and  be  finished  with  oil  or  macadam  or  a  combina- 
tion of  both,  or  of  such  other  material  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  department  of 
engineering  shall  be  most  suitable  and  best  adapted  to  the  particular  locality 
traversed.  The  state  department  of  engineering,  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the 
State  of  California,  may  purchase,  receive  by  donation  or  dedication,  or  lease  any 
right  of  way,  rock  quarry  or  land  necessary  or  proper  for  the  construction,  use  or 
maintenance  of  said  state  highway  and  shall  proceed,  if  necessary,  to  condemn  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  relating  to  such  proceedings  any 
necessary  or  proper  right  of  way,  rock  quarry  or  land.  The  department  of  engineer- 
ing shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  purchase  all  supplies,  material, 
machinery  and  to  do  all  other  things  necessary  or  proper  in  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  said  state  highway.  With  the  exception  of  those  public  highways 
which  have  been  permanently  improved  under  county  or  permanent  road  division  bond 
issues  within  three  years  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  act ;  all  public  highways  within 
this  state  lying  within  the  right  of  way  of  said  state  highway  as  determined  and 
adopted  by  the  department  of  engineering  shall  be  and  the  same  shall  become  a  part 
of  the  right  of  way  of  said  state  highway,  without  compensation  being  paid  therefor ; 
provided,  nothing  herein  contained  shall  require  the  state  to  maintain  any  highway 
along  or  on  said  right  of  way,  prior  to  the  completion  or  acquisition  of  the  permanent 
improvements  contemplated  by  this  act.  Whenever  any  money  received  from  the 
sale  of  bonds,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  expended  in  any  county 
in  this  state,  such  county  must  pay  into  the  state  treasury  such  sum  each  year  as 
shall  equal  the  interest,  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent  per  annum,  upon  the  entire  sum 
of  money  expended  within  such  county  in  the  construction  of  said  state  highway, 
less  such  portion  of  said  amount  expended  as  the  bonds  matured  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  shall  bear  to  the  total  number  of  bonds  sold  and  outstanding.  All 
highways  constructed  or  acquired  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  per- 
manently maintained  and  controlled  by  the  State  of  California. 

Sec.  9.  This  act,  if  adopted  by  the  people,  shall  take  effect  on  the  thirty-first 
day  of  December,  1910,  as  to  all  its  provisions  except  those  relating  to,  and  necessary 
for,  its  submission  to  the  people  and  for  returning,  canvassing  and  proclaiming  the 
votes,    and   to  such   accepted   provisions   this   act  shall   take   effect   immediately. 

Sec.  10.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  California 
for  their  ratifica;tion  at  the  next  general  election  to  be  holden  in  the  month  of 
November,  1910,  A.  D.,  and  all  ballots  at  said  election  shall  have  printed  thereon, 
and  at  the  end  thereof,  the  words  "For  the-State  Highway  Act":  and  in  separate 
line,  under  the  same,  the  words  "Against  the  State  Highway  Act."  Opposite  said 
lines  there  shall  be  left  spaces  in  which  the  voters  may  make  or  stamp  a  cross  to 
indicate  whether  they  vote  for  or  against  said  act,  and  those  voting  for  said  act 
shall  do  so  by  placing  a  cross  opposite  the  words  "For  the  State  Highway  Act"  ; 
and  all  those  voting  against  the  said  act  shall  do  so  by  placing  a  cross  opposite  the 
words  "Against  the  State  Highway  Act."  The  governor  of  this  state  shall  include 
the  submission  of  this  act  to  the  people,  as  aforesaid,  in  his  proclamation  calling 
for  said  general  election. 

Sec.  11.  The  votes  cast  for  or  against  this  act  shall  be  counted,  returned  and 
canvassed  and  declared  in  the  same  manner  and  subject  to  the  same  rules  as  votes 
cast  for  state  officers,  and  if  it  appears  that  said  act  shall  have  received  a  maiority 
of  all  the  votes  cast  for  and  against  it  at  such  election,  as  aforesaid,  then  the  same 
shall  have  effect  as  hereinbefore  provided  and  shall  be  irrepealable  until  the  principal 
and  interest  of  the  liabilities  herein  created  shall  be  paid  and  discharged,  and  the 
governor  shall  make  proclamation  thereof.  But  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast,  as 
aforesaid,  are  against  this  act  then  the  same  shall  be  and  become  void. 

Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  state  to  have  this  act  published 
in  at  least  one  newspaper  in  each  county,  or  city  and  county,  if  one  be  published 
therein,  throughout  this  state,  for  three  months  next  preceding  the  general  election 
to  be  holden  in  the  month  of  November.  A.  D.  nineteen  hundred  and  ten  :  the  cost  of 
publication,  shall  he  paid  out  of  the  general  fund,  on  controller's  Avarrants  duly 
drawn  for  the  purpose. 

Sec.  13.  .  This  act  shall  be  known  and  cited  as  the  "State  Highways  Act." 

Sec.  14,  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed.  ■      ■■.

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BIENNIAL  REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  BOARD  OF 
PRISON  DIRECTORS. 


His  Excellency,  Hiram  W.  Johnson,  Governor  of  California: 

Sir  :  As  required  by  law,  the  State  Board  of  Prison  Directors  hereby 
submit  their  report  for  the  two  years  ending  June  30,  1912. 

CHANGES  ON  BOARD. 

Since  the  last  biennial  report  was  filed,  the  following  changes  have 
taken  place  on  the  board :  On  July  24,  1911,  Dennis  M.  Duffy,  of  San 
Francisco,  California,  became  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Prison 
Directors,  succeeding  Charles  E.  Clinch  of  Grass  Valley,  California,  who 
resigned.  On  January  10,  1912,  Charles  L.  Neumiller,  of  Stockton, 
California,  became  a  member  of  this  board,  succeeding  Robert  T.  Devlin, 
of  San  Francisco,   California,   whose  term  expired. 

PRISON   POPULATION. 

On  June  30,  1912,  there  were  in  prison  at  San  Quentin,  California, 
1.913  men  and  24  women,  and  at  Folsom  Prison,  Represa,  California, 
there  were  in  prison  1,163  men,  making  a  total  of  3,100  men  in  prison. 
There  were  on  parole  from  both  prisons  at  that  time  465  men.  making 
a  total  of  3,565  prisoners,  as  against  3,254  on  June  30,  1910. 

Thus  it  may  be  seen  that  the  prison  population  has  increased.  This 
is  not  surprising,  however,  when  we  take  into  consideration  the  increase 
in  the  population  of  the  State  for  the  same  length  of  time. 

PROGRESS  IN  PRISON  MANAGEMENT  AND  PRISON  DEVELOPMENT. 

Slowly,  but  certainly,  the  state  prisons  of  California  are  developing 
along  the  lines  of  greatest  efficiency.  Adequate  prison  accommodations, 
facilities  and  equipment,  for  which  the  board  has  long  sought,  seem 
now  in  a  fair  Avay  of  early  provision.  The  Legislature  has  responded 
generously  to  our  several  requests  and  public  sentiment  has  sustained 
our  efforts  to  better  prison  conditions. 

Unfortunately,  however,  the  department  of  the  state  government  to 
which  was  committed  the  improvement  and  reconstruction  of  our  prison 
buildings  and  equipment  has  made  such  slow  progress  that  we  are  still 
confining  our  prisoners  in  crowded  cells  and  attempting  to  apply  mod- 
ern methods  through  antiquated  prison  plants.  We  are  pleased  to  report 
that  more  rapid  progress  is  now  being  made,  and  we  have  every  reason 
to  believe  that  our  next  biennial  report  will  speak  more  of  accomplish- 
ment than  of  prophecy  in  respect  to  the  maturing  plans  of  the  board. 

Notwithstanding  the  trying  delays  that  have  so  seriously  interfered 
with  the  work  and  plans  of  the  board,  much  real  progress  has  been  made 
during  the  period  covered  by  this  report. 
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SAN    QUENTIN    PRISON. 

New  Construction. — The  State  Engineer,  who  has  exclusive  charge  of 
building  construction  at  San  Quentin,  advises  that  the  new,  reinforced 
concrete  main  cell  building,  containing  eight  hundred  cells,  will  be  ready 
for  occupancy  about  January  1,  1913.  He  also  advises  that  the  new  din- 
ing-room and  kitchen,  to  be  connected  with  the  main  building,  will  be 
completed  in  March,  1913.  The  walls  enclosing  the  space  between  the 
main  building  and  the  older  portion  of  the  prison  have  not  been  com- 
pleted, and  the  additional  wall  dividing  this  space  into  two  proposed 
yards  has  not  yet  been  commenced.  Until  these  walls  are  completed  and 
the  3^ards  thus  made  available,  any  effective  classification  and  segrega- 
tion of  the  prisoners  is  manifestly  impracticable.  It  is  hoped,  therefore, 
that  this  work  will  be  hastened  to  an  early  completion. 

Sanitary  Conditions. — The  sanitary  condition  of  the  prison  is  good. 
The  water  supply  and  sewerage  system  have  been  improved,  and  are  now 
first-class ;  the  buildings  and  grounds  are  well  policed,  and  all  refuse  is 
removed  daily.  The  cells  have  been  renovated  and  painted,  and  officers 
have  been  specially  detailed  to  enforce  the  maintenance  of  their  sanitary 
condition. 

Present  Dining-room  and  Kitchen. — The  food  supplied  to  the  pris- 
oners, while  necessarily  plain  in  character,  is  ample,  varied,  healthful, 
well  prepared,  and  served  as  appetizingly  as  present  housing  facilities 
will  permit.  After  each  meal  cooking  utensils  and  the  dishes  used 
b}^  inmates  are  sterilized  by  boiling  in  water,  mess  tables  are  scoured, 
and  floors  are  scrubbed.  Precautions  are  taken  to  keep  flies  away 
from  foodstuffs.  Improved  equipment  has  been  installed  in  the  kitchen. 
The  aged  and  the  infirm  have  separate  tables,  with  food  especially 
prepared  for  them,  and  they  are  allowed  a  longer  time  than  the  others 
within  which  to  eat.  It  is  unreasonable  to  assume,  of  course,  that 
men  from  every  walk  of  life  can  be  reduced  to  the  simple  and  uniform 
dietary  standard  that  must  form  a  part  of  any  prison  regime,  and 
all  of  them  remain  satisfied.  When  the  new  dming-room  and  kitchen 
shall  come  into  use,  modifications  in  the  manner  of  serving  meals  can 
be  made  that  will  add  to  the  contentment  of  the  prisoners,  and  these 
improvements  should,  therefore,  be  completed  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Health  of  Prisoners. — The  general  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  prison 
is  at  present  excellent.  A  great  proportion  of  those  entering  the  institu- 
tion are  afflicted  with  some  form  of  disease.  All  new  prisoners  undergo 
an  immediate  and  thorough  physical  examination,  any  needed  medical 
or  surgical  treatment  being  given  at  once,  and  this  process  has  been  ex- 
tended as  rapidly  as  possible  to  prisoners  heretofore  received. 

Some  of  the  best-known  specialists  of  the  State  visit  and  hold  clinics 
at  the  prison,  giving  to  the  prisoners  the  benefit  of  the  most  scientific 
technique  known  to  surgery.  Operations  have  been  performed  in 
craniotomy,  appendectotomy,  leg  amputation  to  relieve  femoral  throm- 
bosis, mastoidotomy,  and  herniotomy.  Some  of  the  cases  of  hernia  were 
of  fifteen  or  twenty  years '  standing,  with  no  previous  treatment.    Much 
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of  the  more  notable  and  serious  surgical  work  of  the  institution  has  been 
performed  without  charge  by  Dr.  A.  W.  Morton,  a  prominent  practi- 
tioner of  San  Francisco,  whose  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  prisoners 
is  gratefully  acknowledged  by  the  board. 

Tubercular  patients  are  immediately  isolated,  and  there  has  recently 
been  adopted  a  modified  vaccine  therapy  under  the  able  supervision  of 
Doctors  Fehleisen  and  Zieg. 

Ever}'^  prisoner  found  to  be  suffering  from  syphilis  is  given  the  newly- 
discovered  ' '  Salvarsan ' '  treatment,  a  boon  which  many  of  them  as  free 
men  would  not  have  received,  owing  to  the  expense  involved. 

In  the  near  future  it  is  expected  to  introduce  into  the  prison,  with  the 
assistance  of  Colonels  Ebert  and  Frick  of  the  army  medical  corps,  the 
prophylactic  inoculation  against  typhoid,  now  compulsory  in  the 
United  States  Army. 

The  sick  receive  the  care  of  trained  hospital  attendants  selected  from 
among  the  inmates,  some  of  them  graduate  doctors  and  nurses. 

All  inmates  requiring  dental  work  have  their  wants  properly  attended 
to  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  and  prisoners  in  need  of  eyeglasses  have 
their  eyes  refracted,  and  if  unable  to  purchase  their  own  glasses,  these 
are  furnished  by  the  State. 

New  Bath  House. — A  modern  bathroom,  containing  fifty  shower  baths, 
each  supplied  with  hot  and  cold  and  salt  and  fresh  water,  has  been 
installed.  There  is  also  a  swimming  tank  for  plunge  bathing.  Every 
prisoner  is  compelled  to  bathe  at  least  once  a  week,  and  at  that  time  to 
exchange  his  clothes  for  clean  ones  from  the  laundry,  extra  flannels 
being  issued  wherever  it  is  deemed  necessary. 

Women's  Ward. — The  building  containing  the  women's  ward  has 
been  completely  overhauled  and  renovated,  and  several  minor  improve- 
ments added  that  tend  to  make  it  more  cheerful,  comfortable  and  sani- 
tary. 

School  and  Library. — In  the  very  few  years  that  have  elapsed  since 
the  establishment  at  the  prison  of  an  elementary  educational  system, 
there  has  been  developed,  under  the  direction  of  the  chaplain  and  with 
the  assistance  of  qualified  inmate  teachers,  a  series  of  classes  leading 
from  the  primary  to  the  eighth  grammar  grade.  Attendance  upon  these 
classes  is  entirely  optional  with  the  prisoner ;  at  present  about  175  adult 
students  are  upon  the  rolls.  The  avidity  and  earnestness  with  which 
these  grown  men  enter  upon  their  studies,  some  of  them  beginning  with 
the  alphabet,  is  indicative  of  the  good  results  to  be  accomplished,  and  is 
ample  justification  for  incurring  future  additional  expense  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  prison  school  system. 

The  library,  while  somewhat  handicapped  at  present  for  want  of 
adequate  facilities,  contains  several  thousand  volumes,  upon  which  the 
prisoners  may  draw  once  a  week,  and  to  which  they  may  have  personal 
access  on  Saturdays.  Prisoners  are  also  permitted,  at  their  own  expense, 
to  subscribe  to  the  standard  magazines  and  to  purchase  technical  or 
instructive  books.

Those  prisoners  possessing  musical  talent  are  given  abundant  oppor- 
tunity for  practice  with  the  prison  band  and  orchestra,  and  are  per- 
mitted to  have  their  own  musical  instruments. 

Eecreation.- — Baseball  knows  no  "closed  season"  at  the  prison,  and 
the  playing  of  this  and  similar  games  for  exercise  in  the  prison  yards  is 
heartily  encouraged.  The  prison  is  well  supplied  with  phonographs,  and 
has  over  a  thousand  records  that  are  played  in  different  rooms  on  Sun- 
days and  holidays.  The  prisoners  have  their  own  vaudeville  and  the- 
atrical companies,  who  rehearse  freely  for  the  entertainments  on  New 
Year's  day  and  the  Fourth  of  July.  At  intervals  during  the  year  lec- 
tures are  delivered  by  persons  prominent  in  the  outside  world  in  their 
respective  callings. 

Discipline. — There  have  been  no  escapes  from  the  prison  during  the 
period  covered  by  this  report,  and,  save  a  disturbance  incited  in  the 
dining-room  by  the  more  vicious  element  in  June,  1912,  the  discipline 
has  been  excellent.  The  methods  of  enforcing  obedience  to  the  rules  of 
the  prison  are  sufficiently  firm  for  the  control  of  those  vicious  or  degen- 
erate characters,  without  whose  restraint  no  institution,  penal  or  other- 
wise, can  exist,  and  they  fire  yet  sufficiently  elastic  to  be  unoppressive 
upon  those  who  are  amenable.  Effort  is  made  to  have  every  prisoner 
understand  that  the  rules  are  made  and  enforced  for  his  oivn  protection 
and  benefit;  that  the  prison  authorities  have  a  genuine  interest  in  his 
welfare,  and  stand  ready  to  help  him  when  he  evinces  a  disposition  to 
help  himself;  that  neither  favoritism  nor  discrimination  will  ever  be 
shown ;  that  the  guiding  principle  in  the  enforcement  of  the  indispensa- 
ble system  of  discipline  to  which  he  must  conform  is  the  ''square  deal.'* 

Opium  and  drugs  are  no  longer  smuggled  into  the  prison ;  fights  and 
brawls  among  the  inmates  do  not  now  occur;  former  bestial  practices 
are  practically  suppressed;  the  men  go  to  their  work  in  an  orderly 
manner  instead  of  in  mob  formation ;  crowds  are  not  allowed  to  congre- 
gate unless  under  the  eyes  of  an  officer,  and  promiscuous  association 
among  certain  classes  of  prisoners  is  at  all  times  forbidden. 

The  records  of  the  prison  show  that,  as  a  consequence  of  this  policy, 
the  general  discipline  is  high,  punishments  are  far  less,  and  the  tendency 
of  the  men  to  respond  to  their  better  impulses  is  appreciably  greater. 

Manufactures. — The  act  passed  by  the  last  Legislature,  at  the  instance 
of  your  Excellency,  enabling  our  state  prisons  to  manufacture  articles 
for  state  use,  has  already  proven  itself  a  wise  and  beneficial  measure. 
For  the  first  time  in  its  history  the  institution  finds  it  u.Qnecessary  to 
ask  for  supporting  appropriations,  except  for  salaries  alone.  There  has 
been  established,  under  the  authority  of  this  act,  tailor,  shoe,  tin,  ma- 
chine, and  printing  shops  and  a  furniture  factor}'-. 

In  the  clothing  shop  are  made  all  the  uniforms,  shirts,  underclothes 
and  caps  used  by  the  prisoners,  as  well  as  the  citizen  suits  given  to  them 
upon  their  discharge.  For  the  inmates  of  other  state  institutions  are 
made  full  suits  of  clothing,  both  dress  and  service,  and  overalls,  shirts 
and  underclothes. 
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In  the  shoe  shop  are  manufactured  all  classes  and  grades  of  footwear 
for  the  State's  wards — men  and  women — from  brogans  to  bedroom 
slippers. 

The  furniture  factory  turns  out  roll-top  and  flat-top  desks,  tables, 
chairs,  bookcases,  dressers  and  chiffoniers,  of  different  woods  and  in 
different  finish,  as  ordered  by  the  department  of  the  State  government 
requiring  them. 

The  tin  shop  makes  milk  and  dish  pans,  milk,  garbage  and  ash  cans 
and  buckets  and  kitchen  utensils  of  all  sorts  from  galvanized  iron  or  tin. 

The  printing  shop  does  institutional  printing  and  book-binding,  and 
makes  the  pasteboard  boxe^  for  the  shoe  shop. 

The  machine  shop  manufactures  modern,  fireproof  safes,  with  com- 
bination locks,  and  enameled  iron  beds. 

The  product  of  these  shops  is  now  equal,  in  material  and  workman- 
ship, to  that  of  any  other  institution  in  the  country.  For  the  want  of 
orders,  however,  the  plants  have  not  been  taxed  to  their  full  capacity; 
did  the  demand  exist,  they  could  produce  almost  double  the  quantity 
of  goods  thus  far  manufactured  during  any  given  period. 

The  moral  effect  upon  the  men  employed  in  these  industries  has  been 
little  short  of  marvelous.  Modern  equipment  was  installed  in  each  in- 
stance, but  where  one  man  was  discovered  among  the  prisoners  who 
knew  his  trade,  it  was  found  necessary  to  teach  twenty.  The  prisoners 
are  almost  all  of  them  anxious  to  be  placed  in  the  shops,  and  when  so 
assigned  they  come  to  work  in  the  morning  with  enthusiasm,  show  a  live- 
lier interest  than  those  similarly  employed  outside  prison  walls,  make 
enforcement  of  discipline  superfluous,  and  in  every  way  display  appre- 
ciation of  the  opportunity  thus  afforded  to  learn  a  useful  occupation. 
Men  who  entered  the  prison  knowing  no  trade,  now  look  forward  with 
anticipation  to  going  forth  into  the  world  and  earning  good  wages. 
There  are  to-day  discharged  or  paroled  men  in  several  of  our  cities 
earning  $30  a  week  who  were  not  capable  before  entering  the  prison  of 
earning  that  amount  in  a  month. 

The  foregoing  results  in  the  manufacturing  department  have  been 
accomplished  without  the  employment  of  additional  officers  or  guards. 

The  board  will  be  glad  to  note  an  increase  in  the  orders  from  state 
institutions  requiring  articles  produced  at  the  prison,  so  that  the  re- 
habilitation of  men  of  this  type  may  be  extended  to  include  many  for 
whom  there  is  no  i)resent  opportunity. 

FOLSOM     PRISON. 

Sanitary  and  Dietary  Improvements. — At  Folsom  a  ventilating  sys- 
tem has  been  installed  that  insures  a  constant  supply  of  fresh  air  for 
the  prisoners  in  their  cells.  A  new  bathhouse  with  plunge,  showers  and 
tubs  is  nearing  completion.  The  kitchen  has  been  remodeled  and  from 
it  goes  to  the  prisoners'  tables  plain  but  wholesome  and  Avell-cooked 
food,  cleanly  served  in  a  large,  airy,  well  ventilated  dining-room. 
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Supplies. — All  supplies  are  carefully  inspected  and  contractors  are 
rigidly  held  to  the  terms  of  their  contracts.  Articles  not  up  to  the 
standard  are  promptly  rejected. 

Physical  Examinations. — Upon  his  arrival,  each  new  prisoner  is  given 
a  thorough  physical  examination,  a  record  of  which  is  kept,  and  his 
physical  health  is  thereafter  an  object  of  constant  observation  and  care. 
Aside  from  the  humanity  of  this  course  and  its  material  value  to  the 
State  in  labor  returns,  experience  has  shown  that  a  sound  body  is  better 
than  a  weak  one  upon  which  to  build  sound  moral  and  mental  structures. 

In  connection  with  physical  examinations  and  surgical  and  medical 
assistance,  we  beg  to  acknowledge  indebtedness  for  the  skillful  and 
gratuitous  services  rendered  Folsom  Prison  by — 

Dr.  C.  A.  Bricea,  San  Francisco,  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat ; 

Dr.  George  A.  Briggs,  Sacramento,  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat ; 

Dr.  Roscoe  A.  Day,  San  Francisco,  orthodontist  and  oral  surgeon ; 

Dr.  G.  A.  Hubbell,  San  Francisco,  tuberculosis  examinations ; 

Dr.  Wm.  C.  Voorsanger,  San  Francisco,  tuberculosis  examinations; 

Dr.  C.  B.  Jones,  Sacramento,  surgical  operations. 

Lihrary. — The  Folsom  library  contains  3,150  volumes,  covering  fic- 
tion, poetry,  biography,  history,  education,  science,  and  miscellaneous. 
The  best  magazines  are  also  subscribed  for  by  the  prison  and  distributed 
among  the  prisoners.  The  Warden  is  making  an  earnest  and  conscien- 
tious effort  to  so  suggest  and  guide  the  reading  of  the  prisoners  as  to 
obtain  the  best  mental  and  moral  results  for  the  individual  prisoner. 

Education. — As  previously  reported,  we  have  no  resident  chaplain  at 
Folsom,  but  the  Warden  is  giving  personal  attention  to  the  matter  of 
education.  In  this  he  has  been  materially  assisted  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction  in  the  matter  of  text-books  for  prisoner 
students.  The  plans  of  the  Warden  include  night  schools,  day  schools, 
and  training  in  the  mechanical  trades. 

Recreation. — Music,  baseball,  athletics,  and  other  field  sports,  with 
semiannual  indoor  entertainments,  furnish  wholesome  recreation  and 
entertainment  for  the  prisoners. 

In  baseball  some  really  fine  teams  have  been  developed  whose  play  is 
followed  with  the  keenest  interest  by  the  prison  audience. 

The  prison  band  gives  outdoor  concerts  every  Sunday. 

The  vaudeville  and  minstrel  performances,  given  every  six  months 
by  the  prisoners  themselves,  but  censored  and  kept  within  proper  limits 
by  the  Warden,  relieve  the  monotony  of  prison  life,  bring  needed  cheer 
to  the  prisoners,  and  furnish  a  distinct  aid  to  prison  discipline. 

Prison  Discipline. — Prison  discipline  at  Folsom  has  steadily  improved 
and  corporal  punishment,  which  has  been  diminishing  for  several  years 
last  past,  has  now  entirely  ceased.  Never  in  the  history  of  the  prison  has 
the  discipline  been  so  good,  and  never  before  was  corporal  punishment 
entirelv  omitted. 


REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  PRISON  DIRECTORS.        11 

The  following  extract  from  the  current  report  of  Warden  Johnston 
of  Folsom  Prison  clearly  and  tersely  states  the  policy  now  governing  the 
conduct  of  that  prison  : 

The  very  moment  a  man  reaches  the  gate  and  is  turned  over  to 
our  care,  we  begin  the  effort  to  fit  him  to  go  out  again.  Men  should 
leave  prison  better  than  when  they  enter,  and  the  betterment  should 
be  all-sided — mental,  moral  and  physical.  Our  first  aim  is  to  put 
the  man  in  good  physical  condition  and  give  him  possession  of  sound 
bodily  health.  If  a  man's  condition  is  such  that  he  is  unable  to 
work,  we  do  not  assign  him  to  labor.  When  he  is  able,  we  put  him 
to  work.  Every  man  gets  plenty  of  good,  plain  food,  plenty  of 
fresh  air,  plenty  of  work,  and  all  the  wholesome  amusement  and 
recreation  practicable  to  allow,  and  is  encouraged  in  mental  develop- 
ment and  moral  training.  I  have  a  personal  talk  with  every  man. 
The  general  overseer  tries  to  learn  all  that  he  can  of  him  and  his 
case  and  career.  The  captain  of  the  guard  does  the  same,  and  so 
does  the  turnkey.  The  physician  examines  him  thoroughl5^  If 
physical  defects  are  found,  every  effort  is  made  to  remedy  them. 
Correspondence  with  relatives,  particularly  with  parents,  is  encour- 
aged. Habits  of  cleanliness  and  decency  are  aided— in  short,  we  are 
doing  everything  that  seems  humanly  possible  to  do  to  substitute 
health  for  sickness,  industry  for  idleness,  knowledge  for  ignorance, 
ambition  for  shiftlessnoss,  self-respect  for  self-abasement  and  hope 
for  despair. 

Delayed  Construction. — The  construction  of  the  wall,  cell  blocl<s  and 
other  buildings  and  structures  necessary  to  proper  segregation  and  class- 
ification is  under  the  jurisdiction  and  control  of  the  State  Engineering 
Department.  The  early  completion  of  this  work  is  an  imperative  neces- 
sity and  we  sincerely  hope  it  may  not  be  much  longer  delayed. 

THE  INDETERMINATE  SENTENCE. 

In  our  last  biennial  report  reference  was  made  to  the  "indeterminate 
sentence, ' '  and  its  consideration  by  the  Legislature  was  recommended. 

We  desire  to  renew  this  recommendation,  and,  in  view  of  the  doubtful 
authority  of  our  Legislature  to  enact  the  necessary  legislation  in  that 
behalf,  we  recommend  the  following : 

PROPOSED  CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENT. 

Amend  Article  X  of  the  Constitution  of  California  by  adding  two  (2)  new  sections 
thereto,  to  be  numbered  sections  seven  (7)  and  eight  (8),  and  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  7.  The  Legislature  shall  by  law  provide  for  indeterminate  sentences  of 
imprisonment  for  persons  convicted  of  crime. 

Section  8.  The  Legislature  shall  by  law  provide  for  the  custody,  care,  control, 
release,  and  discharge  of  all  prisoners  committed  under  indeterminate  sentences. 

PAROLES. 

The  parole  law,  enacted  in  1893,  has  developed  to  a  point  where  a 
separately  organized  force  has  become  necessary  for  its  proper  execu- 
tion. 
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Because  of  its  partially  experimental  nature  the  parole  law  was  for 
some  years  sparingly  and  cautiously  employed.  As  experience  demon- 
strated its  usefulness  and  efficacy,  paroles  were  increased,  until  now  we 
are  paroling  annually  nearly  twice  as  many  as  were  paroled  during  the 
first  ten  years  after  the  law  went  into  effect.  We  now  have  over  500 
prisoners  on  parole,  a  number  in  excess  of  the  total  prison  population 
of  many  states. 

Properly  to  look  after  these  men,  scattered  as  they  are  over  the  State, 
is  a  task  of  stupendous  magnitude  and  importance.  It  can  scarcely  be 
understood  by  those  not  familiar  with  it.  The  result  to  the  State,  how- 
ever, is  commensurate  with  all  the  time,  money  and  effort  expended  in 
its  accomplishment. 

Were  we  permitted  to  disclose  the  names  of  those  who  have  been 
restored  to  useful  citizenship  through  the  beneficent  operation  of  the 
parole  law,  the  roll  would  be  a  long  one,  and  would  include  the  names  of 
many  leading  citizens  of  the  communities  in  which  they  reside. 

The  incidental  financial  saving  to  the  State  is  considerable,  amounting 
at  present  to  about  $60,000  a  year,  or  about  $120,000  for  the  two  years 
covered  by  a  biennial  appropriation. 

As  stated  above,  it  has  been  necessary  to  organize  a  separate  force  to 
look  after  the  parole  work.  This  force  consists  of  a  parole  officer  and 
his  assistants,  and  the  necessary  clerical  help.  The  work  consists  of 
visits  to  the  paroled  men  and  their  employers,  finding  work  for  men  out 
of  employment,  protecting  them  against  imposition,  admonishing  and 
encouraging  them,  writing  and  answering  innumerable  letters,  receiving 
monthly  reports,  keeping  an  accurate  record  of  the  employment,  con- 
duet,  thrift,  and  progress  of  the  paroled  men,  and,  in  short,  doing  all  the 
multitudinous  things  that  are  needful  to  the  conversion  of  a  prisoner 
into  a  useful  and  law-abiding  citizen. 

Heretofore,  the  expense  attending  the  parole  work  has  been  borne  by 
the  two  state  prisons.  This  has  been  a  cumbersome  sort  of  method  and 
is  unbusinesslike.  The  work  has  now  developed  -to  a  point  where  its 
cost  should  be  covered  by  a  separate  item  in  the  general  appropriation 
bill. 

We  recommend  that  $35,000  be  set  apart  for  expenses  in  connection 
A\nth  paroles  for  the  two  fiscal  years  1913-14  and  1914-15. 

This  would  be  $17,500  per  annum,  or  about  one  fourth  of  the  annual 
saving  to  the  State  by  reason  of  the  paroles. 

PRISON  LABOR. 

The  subject  of  the  employment  of  prisoners  was,  until  recently,  a  very 
serious  one.  For  some  years  past,  the  sole  employment  of  prisoners  in 
San  Quentin  Prison  was  iu  the  jute  mill,  in  the  manufacture  of  jute 
goods,  and  at  Folsom,  in  the  rock  quarry.  From  the  jute  mill  at  San 
Quentin  Prison  quite  a  revenue  has  been  and  now  is  derived  by  the  State 
from  jute  goods  there  manufactured.  Practically  no  revenue  has  been 
derived  from  the  employment  of  prisoners  at  Folsom  Prison. 
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Efforts  were  repeatedly  made  to  obtain  legislative  sanction  to  estab- 
lish in  the  prisons  industrial  enterprises,  so  that  a  prisoner  might  be 
given  an  opportunily  while  in  prison  to  prepare  himself  to  earn  a  living 
when  he  was  released  from  prison.  The  last  Legislature  enacted  a  law 
whereby  permission  was  given  to  employ  the  prisoners  in  San  Quentin 
Prison  in  manufacturing  supplies  for  the  public  institutions  of  the 
State,  for  instance,  furniture  for  public  buildings  and  schools,  clothing, 
shoes,  etc.,  for  the  inmates  of  the  different  public  institutions. 

Despite  a  very  strong  protest,  a  protest  that  had  made  itself  felt  in 
past  years,  such  a  law  was  passed,  and  to-day  in  San  Quentin  Prison  men 
who  entered  the  prison  without  a  trade  of  any  kind  are  looking  forward 
to  the  day  of  their  discharge  when  they  may  go  out  into  the  world, 
capable  of  earning  good  wages  and  being  useful  and  upright  citizens. 

REPORTS  OF  OFFICERS. 

Contained  herein  are  the  reports  of  the  wardens  and  officers  of  the 
two  prisons,  setting  forth  in  detail  the  work,  conduct  and  management 
of  the  prisons. 

In  conclusion,  we  vnsh  to  say  that  our  work  has  been  made  easy  by  the 
fearless  and  consistent  support  given  this  board  by  your  Excellency.

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WARDEN'S  REPORT. 


November  8,  1912. 
The  Honorable,  the  State  Board  of  Prison  Directors. 

Gentlemen:  In  submitting  herewith  for  your  consideration  the 
reports  of  the  various  heads  of  departments  of  this  institution  for 
the  sixty-second  and  sixty-third  fiscal  years,  the  necessity  for  any 
lengthy  report  of  the  affairs  of  the  prison  on  my  part  is  not  apparent 
to  me;  at  the  same  time,  I  deem  it  advisable  to  call  your  attention 
briefly  to  a  few  features  which  may  prove  of  general  interest  to  you. 

PRISON  POPULATION. 

There  has  been  a  still  further  increase  in  our  population  for  the  past 
two  years,  and,  as  will  be  observed  by  the  tabulated  reports  of  the 
Turnkey,  the  daily  average  for  that  period  was  1,899  199-366,  being  an 
increase  in  the  daily  average  of  117  45-103  over  the  preceding  two 
years. 

The  practice  of  the  United  States  Government  of  committing  Federal 
prisoners  to  this  institution  has  apparently  been  practically  discon- 
tinued, as  we  find  that  at  the  close  of  the  sixty-third  fiscal  year  only  one 
such  Federal  prisoner  is  confined  here,  although  the  number  of  United 
States  naval  prisoners  has  steadily  increased,  showing  thirty-nine  at 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

DISCIPLIZSTE. 

With  the  exception  of  the  disturbance  which  occurred  here  in  June, 
1912,  our  discipline  has  been  excellent.  The  punishment  record  has 
been  reduced  to  practically  nothing,  except  in  the  cases  of  those  who 
participated  in  the  disturbance  mentioned,  and  there  have  been  no 
escapes  during  the  past  two  years. 

MAINTENANCE, 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  there  has  been  a  considerable  reduction 
in  the  cost  of  maintenance,  the  average  daily  net  cost  per  capita  for 
the  past  two  years  having  been  reduced  to  $.295.  In  connection  with 
this  reduction,  there  should  be  taken  into  consideration  the  fact  that 
considerable  expense  has  been  incurred  in  the  complete  renovation  of 
the  female  quarters  by  thoroughly  overhauling  and  repairing  the  build- 
ing, also  putting  in  a  large  new  steel  range,  new  baths,  new  beds  and 
new  furnishings,  in  addition  to  thoroughly  renovating  the  offices  of  the 
Captain  of  the  Yard  and  the  Turnkey. 

PAROLE   SYSTEM. 

The  results  in  detail  of  the  operation  of  the  parole  system  will  be 
best  obtained  by  reference  to  the  tabulated  report  of  the  Turnkey. 
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HEALTH. 

Generally  speaking,  the  health  of  our  inmates  has  been  excellent, 
especially  when  their  crowded  condition  is  taken  into  consideration. 

In  this  connection  I  deem  it  but  just  to  mention  the  excellent  work 
which  has  been  performed  by  Doctor  A.  W.  Morton,  of  San  Francisco, 
co-operating  with  our  Resident  Physician  and  Medical  Department. 
Doctor  Morton's  work,  which  has  been  chiefly  of  a  surgical  character, 
has  been  done  entirely  gratuitously,  and  the  results  of  his  labors  in 
behalf  of  our  prisoners  speak  volumes,  both  as  regarding  his  skill  as  a 
practitioner,  and  his  kindly  interest  as  a  man. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  two  years  is  fifty-one,  being 
twenty-two  for  the  sixty-second,  and  twenty-nine  for  the  sixty-third 
fiscal  years. 

APPROPRIATION. 

In  order  to  meet  our  requirements  for  the  sixty-fourth  and  sixty-fifth 
fiscal  years,  I  find  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  ask  for  any  appro- 
priation except  for  salaries,  as,  according  to  the  present  status  of  our 
finances,  no  appropriation  for  support  will  be  needed. 

If  the  industrial  feature  of  the  institution  progresses  as  we  have 
reason  to  expect,  when  the  new  machinery  for  the  manufacturing  of 
woolen,  cotton  and  knit  goods  is  installed,  I  do  not  believe  that  we  will 
be  required  to  ask  the  State  for  any  further  appropriation  to  meet  the 
running  expenses  of  the  prison. 

In  this  connection  it  seems  appropriate  to  state  that  in  my  opinion 
some  system  should  be  devised  and  adopted  whereby  industrious  pris- 
oners may  be  compensated,  pecuniarily,  for  their  work.  Under  such  a 
system  any  dependent  outside  friends  of  prisoners  might  be  benefited 
by  their  labor  here,  and  it  appears  to  me  also  that  such  a  plan  would 
prove  instrumental  in  maintaining  the  self-respect  of  a  prisoner,  as  well 
as  to  aid  him  at  the  time  of  his  discharge. 

MANUFACTURING  DEPARTMENT. 

In  addition  to  our  chief  industry,  the  prison  jute  mill,  as  you  are 
aware,  we  have  now  in  operation,  and  running  very  satisfactorily,  the 
following  industries:  Furniture  factory,  foundry,  machine  shop, 
tailor  shop,  shoe  shop,  tin  shop,  and  printing  office.  Generally  speak- 
ing, we  have  the  manufacturing  business  well  in  hand  and  are  keeping 
up  well  with  our  orders. 

The  additional  work  devolving  upon  our  manufacturing  department 
as  a  result  of  the  "State  Use"  law,  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the 
State  Legislature,  has  thus  far  been  accomplished  without  increasing 
our  force  of  employees. 

COMPLETION  OF  NEW  CELL  HOUSE,  AND  CHANGES  INCIDENT  THERETO. 

Our  new  cell  house  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  about  the  first  of 
January  next,  and  at  that  time  it  will  be  practicable  for  us  to  com- 
mence the  grading  and  classification  of  our  prisoners,  and  adopt  varied 
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uniforms,  according  to  the  different  grades.  This  will  mean  practically 
an  entire  reorganization  of  the  prison.  The  new  cell  house  is  considered 
one  of  the  finest  and  most  modern  in  the  United  States.  The  new 
dining-room  and  kitchen  are  well  under  way,  and  it  is  expected  that 
they  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  March,  1913. 

EDUCATIONAL. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  report  of  the  Chaplain,  who,  as  your 
board  is  aware,  also  has  charge  of  our  prison  school,  as  well  as  the 
library,  that  considerable  more  work  along  educational  lines  has  been 
accomplished  during  the  past  two  years  than  formerly.  The  character 
of  such  work  has  also  been  greatly  improved. 

Our  day  school  has  an  average  attendance  of  120,  in  addition  to  the 
54  prisoners  of  mature  age  who  are  taking  advantage  of  the  night 
school,  and  it  is  expected  that  this  work  will  be  extended  as  facilities 
are  acquired  for  doing  so,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  results  of  the 
efforts  being  made  in  this  respect  will  be  conspicuously  apparent  in  the 
improved  character  of  our  inmates. 

CONCLUSION. 

Whatever  of  success  has  been  attained  in  the  administration  of  the 
affairs  of  this  institution  during  the  past  two  years,  I  feel  is  due  very 
largely  to  the  faithful  and  hearty  co-operation  of  your  honorable  Board 
as  well  as  the  officers  and  guards  of  the  prison,  and  it  is  with  pleasure 
that  I  take  this  opportunity  of  extending  to  the  members  of  your  Board, 
individually  and  collectively,  also  to  the  employees,  my  most  sincere 
thanks.

Sir:  I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  fiscal  vear  ending  June  30, 
1911. 

During  the  past  year  there  were  received  on  commitment  to  this 
prison  six  hundred  and  sixty-six  (666)  prisoners,  while  the  discharges 
for  the  year  numbered  seven  hundred  and  three  (703). 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no  escapes  or  attempts  to 
escape  during  the  year,  which  goes  to  show  that  the  guards  strictly 
attended  to  their  duties. 

No  opium  or  other  narcotics  were  smuggled  into  the  prison  during 
the  past  year. 

I  would  recommend  that  one  dozen  short-barreled  shotguns  be  pur- 
chased for  the  armory,  as  our  present  guns  have  been  in  use  for  a 
number  of  years,  and  are  becoming  unserviceable.  I  would  also 
recommend  that  32x40  Winchester  rifles  be  exchanged  for  our  guns 
in  use,  as  the  smaller  caliber  and  lighter  guns  would  be  more  service- 
able, and  I  think  that  they  could  be  exchanged  with  little  expense. 

Our  annual  target  practice  has  been  going  on  for  the  past  two 
months,  and  the  men  continue  to  improve  their  averages  above  past 
years. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  all  the  men  under  my  charge  have 
attended  strictly  to  their  duties,  and  the  discipline  has  been  excellent, 
and  by  their  hearty  co-operation,  my  duties  have  been  made  a  pleasure. 

I  append  herewith  in  tabulated  form  my  report  on  the  number  of 
prisoners  received  and  discharged  from  this  institution  during  the 
past  fiscal  year;  also  the  number  of  prisoners  visited  by  relatives  and 
friends,  also  a  record  of  the  number  of  visitors  shown  through  the 
prison  during  the  fiscal  year.

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CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


San  Quentin,  Cal.,  June  30,  1911. 
To  Hon.  John  E.  Hoyle, 

Warden  of  State  Prison  at  San  Quentin,  California. 
Sir:  I  herewith  i)resent  my  report   as  Resident  Chaplain  of  State 
Prison  at  San  Quentin  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1911. 

The  Chaplain's  Department  as  at  present  constituted  embraces  the 
library  and  educational  work  in  addition  to  the  moral  and  religious 
interests. 

the  library. 

We  have  discarded  77  books,  added  358  by  purchase  and  received  357 
as  gifts,  resulting  in  a  net  increase  of  638  for  the  year.  There  have  also 
been  added  73  bound  volumes  of  current  magazines. 

Many  donations  of  magazines  and  periodicals  have  been  received  for 
distribution  through  the  library. 

Our  issues  of  books  during  the  year  amounted  to  41,722,  or  an  average 
■of  3,477  per  month — almost  double  the  number  of  the  preceding  year. 

One  thousand  and  twenty-five  prisoners  and  60  employees  are  draAving 
books.  A  year  ago  the  percentage  of  prisoners  drawing  books  was  44, 
while  at  this  date  55  per  cent  are  making  demands  upon  the  library  for 
reading  matter.  A  little  less  than  68  per  cent  of  books  drawn  are 
classed  as  romance  and  fiction. 

The  bindery  to  the  date  of  its  removal  to  another  department  in  June 
had  made  400  blank  books;  bound,  rebound  or  repaired  660  books;  and 
made  5,000  tablets  for  the  various  departments  of  the  prison. 

THE   SCHOOL. 

In  July,  1910,  we  had  100  in  the  day  school,  and  this  number  gradually 
increased  until  January,  when  the  attendance  reached  120.  That  num- 
ber has  been  maintained  as  the  average  attendance  the  first  six  months 
of  1911.  In  December  it  became  necessary  to  add  a  fourth  man  to  the 
teaching  staff.  Notwithstanding  the  advance  in  numbers,  the  work  and 
discipline  of  the  school  have  both  steadily  improved.  We  have  more 
supplies  to  work  with  than  formerly,  though  still  handicapped  in  our 
general  equipment.  Through  the  kindness  of  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  of 
the  California  Prison  Commission,  which  sent  us  $25.00  with  which  to 
purchase  school  books,  and  the  State  Board  of  Prison  Directors,  which 
authorized  the  further  purchase  of  $60  worth  of  books,  we  are  fairly 
well  supplied  with  text-books  for  the  present.  The  need  of  individual 
school  desks  is  very  great,  and  it  would  be  a  decided  advantage  to  have 
a  suitable  guard  assigned  to  the  chapel  during  school  hours. 

The  following  data  regarding  our  students  may  be  of  interest : 

Nearly  60  per  cent  are  of  foreign  birth. 

The  average  age  is  21  years. 

Their  average  sentence  is  4f  years. 

Sixty-three  were  admitted  during  the  year  who  liad  no  previous 
schooling. 
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Only  12  of  our  present  number  had  gone  beyond  the  fourth  grade 
outside. 

Twenty-four  of  the  more  advanced  pupils  have  completed  our  course 
of  eight  grades. 

Students  are  advanced  each  month  if  capable  of  doing  the  work. 

Of  the  120  now  in  school  16  are  engaged  in  learning  some  useful  trade 
outside  of  the  two  hours  spent  in  school  each  day. 

In  addition  to  the  day  school,  we  have  two  night  schools  in  operation  to 
render  some  assistance  to  students  too  advanced  in  years  to  be  admitted 
to  the  day  school.  Thirty-five  men  are  thus  provided  for  at  the  present ; 
but  this  nuinl)er  could  be  greatly  increased  were  we  in  a  position  to  con- 
duct night  school  in  the  chapel  with  the  advantage  of  the  better  facilities, 
for  teaching  them. 

MORAL    AND   RELIGIOUS   INTERESTS. 

Chapel  services  have  been  conducted  regularly  by  both  the  chaplain 
and  the  visiting  chaplain.  Rev.  Father  Phillips,  throughout  the  year. 
Religious  meetings  have  also  been  conducted  monthly  by  the  Salvation 
Army,  the  Volunteers  of  America,  and  other  organizations  and  indi- 
viduals interested  in  the  moral  and  spiritual  welfare  of  the  prisoners. 
Nine  prominent  clergymen  have  addressed  the  prisoners  on  Sundays  or 
other  holidays  in  response  to  the  chaplain's  invitation,  including  the 
Rev.  Chas.  N.  Lathrop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church;  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Bovard,  editor  of  the  California  Christian  Advocate ;  and  Bishop 
Edwin  H.  Hughes  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Much  interest 
has  been  added  to  the  religious  services  through  the  addition  of  300  new 
song  books  which  the  Prison  Directors  permitted  the  chaplain  to  select 
and  purchase,  and  by  securing  the  attendance  of  the  members  of  the 
orchestra  with  the  choir  at  chapel  exercises. 

We  are  under  obligation  to  the  American  Bible  Society,  The  Bible 
House  of  Los  Angeles,  and  other  publishing  or  distributing  houses  for 
their  continued  generous  response  to  every  appeal  for  Bibles  and  religious 
literature  to  be  distributed  among  the  prisoners. 

The  chaplain  has  during  the  year  held  interviews  with  about  one 
thousand  men,  listening  to  their  stories,  or  questioning  them  regarding 
the  causes  of  their  downfall,  and  offering  such  suggestions  or  counsel  as 
each  case  would  call  forth.  I  have  delivered  twelve  addresses  in  differ- 
ent cities  of  the  State  during  the  year  in  response  to  invitations  to  speak 
en  some  phase  of  the  subject  of  criminology. 

Permit  me  in  concluding  this  brief  summary  of  the  work  of  my 
department  to  express  my  appreciation,  sir,  of  the  attention  you  have 
courteously  given  to  such  suggestions  as  I  have  offered  from  time  to 
time  regarding  the  moral  and  spiritual  interests  of  the  institution  of 
which  you  stand  at  the  head ;  and  also  my  grateful  acknowledgment  of 
the  kindly  co-operation  of  the  Captain  of  the  Yard,  Mr.  S.  L.  Randolph, 
in  carrying  forward  my  work.

Sir:  I  herewith  present  my  report  as  Resident  Chaplain  of  the  State 
Prison  at  San  Quentin  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1912. 

In  addition  to  the  moral,  religious  and  general  educational  work,  the 
Chaplain's  Department  has  charge  of  the  prison  library  and  prison 
schools. 

This  report  Avill  be  confined  mainly  to  statistics,  as  I  have  been  con- 
nected with  this  work  only  since  May  15th  of  this  year  (the  date  of  my 
induction). 

THE  LIBRARY. 

We  now  have  5,196  books,  being  a  net  increase  of  866  for  the  year; 
having  discarded  23,  added  889,  by  purchase  566,  and  by  gifts  323. 

These  books  within  the  limitation  of  their  number  fairly  represent 
current,  as  well  as  classical  and  standard  fiction,  historical,  scientific  and 
reference  works.  A  very  serviceable  and  excellent  catalogue  has  recently 
been  compiled,  whereby  the  works  on  hand  have  been  segregated  into 
the  following  classifications: 

Romance  and  fiction. 

Miscellaneous,  standard  literature,  essays,  etc. 

History,  historical  romance,  biography,  topography  and  travel. 

Religious  and  religious  biography. 

Poetry,  fine  arts,  music,  painting,  etc. 

Science,  Christian  Science,  philosophy  and  thcosophy. 

Useful  arts,  agriculture,  mechanical  trades,  etc. 

Sociology,  education,  law,  statistics  and  politics. 

Works  of  reference  and  in  foreign  languages. 

Catholic  division. 

Current  magazines  are  bound  quarterly,  and  182  bound  volumes  have 
been  added  during  the  year.  These  bound  volumes  are  in  constant  use, 
and  evince  an  encouraging  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  inmates  to  keep 
in  touch  with  the  subjects  of  current  discussion  and  progress. 

A  portion  of  the  library  is  separately  designated  as  the  Catholic 
Library.  It  contains  books  on  general  as  well  as  religious  subjects,  and 
is  available  to  all  without  distinction  of  sect. 

We  are  indebted  to  many  who  are  interested  in  prison  work  for  dona- 
tions of  magazines  and  periodicals  to  be  distrilmted  to  the  prisoners 
through  this  department. 

During  the  year  the  total  issues  of  books  amounted  to  45,104 — an 
average  of  3,758  per  month.  Of  this  number  slightly  more  than  60 
pei"  cent  were  drawn  from  the  romance  and  fiction  class. 

The  right  of  drawing  books  is  accorded  to  all  prisoners  and  officials. 
Of  the  1,937  prisoners,  1,196  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege — a  per- 
centage of  61.7,  and  of  the  118  officials,  101,  a  percentage  of  85.6. 
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THE   SCHOOL. 

Our  school  has  maintained  its  full  complement  of  120  during  the  year. 
The  teaching  staff  consists  of  four  prisoners.  The  work  and  discipline 
of  the  school  have  been  a  source  of  gratification.  The  need  of  individual 
school  desks  is  decided.  We  aim  to  carry  each  boy  through  eight  grades. 
Our  general  equipment  is  fair,  but  it  would  be  of  great  advantage  to 
have  a  fund  whereby  much-needed  text-books  and  other  equipment  could 
be  secured.  There  are  ten  boys  now  in  school  who  have  completed  the 
€ight  grades  and  are  taking  up  commercial  courses. 

Pupils  are  advanced  as  rapidly  as  they  are  capable  of  doing  work, 
some  completing  the  lower  grades  in  one  or  two  months. 

We  have,  in  addition  to  the  day  school,  two  night  schools  in  operation, 
thus  enabling  those  prisoners  too  advanced  in  years  to  permit  of  their 
attendance  upon  the  day  classes,  to  receive  practical  and  useful  instruc- 
tion.    We  are  taking  care  of  fifty-four  men  in  this  way. 

MORAL   AND   RELIGIOUS   INTERESTS. 

Chapel  services  have  been  conducted  throughout  the  year  regularly 
on  alternate  Sundays,  by  the  chaplain  and  the  visiting  chaplain,  Rev. 
Father  Phillips,  or  one  of  his  assistants.  The  Salvation  Army  and  the 
Universal  Brotherhood  and  Theosophical  Society  have  also  conducted 
monthly  meetings.  Much  interest  and  effici'ent  help  have  been  added 
to  our  work  by  the  recent  addition  of  the  California  Christian 
Endeavor  Union  for  monthly  services. 

The  Jewish  inmates  have  been  addressed  on  different  occasions  by 
representatives  of  the  Federated  Jewish  Charities  of  San  Francisco. 

I  have  made  it  a  point  during  my  incumbency  to  encourage  personal 
interviews  and  confidence  on  the  part  of  the  prisoners.  I  have  devoted 
a  considerable  part  of  my  time  to  this  kind  of  work  among  them, 
believing  it  productive  of  much,  possible  benefit  in  shaping  for  the  bet- 
ter their  future  course.  Every  prisoner  is  given  a  personal  interview 
on  the  day  of  his  arrival,  and  thereafter  as  often  as  opportunity  presents 
or  necessity  arises. 

I  am  pleased  to  advise  you  that  in  the  short  time  of  my  service  the 
importance  of  penological  questions  in  the  public  mind  has  been  mani- 
fested by  numerous  invitations  extended  to  me  to  address  various 
assemblages.  I  have  so  far  been  able  to  accept  only  a  few  of  these 
invitations.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  general  appreciation  was  expressed 
at  the  meetings  which  I  have  addressed  for  the  good  work  carried  on, 
and  advantageous  results  achieved  by  the  officials  of  this  institution. 

I  acknowledge  the  cordial  and  efficient  co-operation  and  support  of 
the  Warden,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  Mr.  M.  E.  Noon,  the  Captain  of 
the  Yard,  Mr.  S.  L.  Randolph,  and  the  other  officials,  in  my  work. 

I  can  not  conclude  this  report  without  an  expression  of  appreciation 
for  the  effective  work,  organizing  ability  and  influence  of  my  prede- 
cessor, Chaplain  W.  H.  Lloyd.

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WARDEN'S  REPORT. 


State  Prison  at  Folscjm,  November  30.  1912. 
To  the  Uonorable  State  Board  of  Prison  Direcfors. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  lierewitli  report  of  the  State 
Prison  at  Folsom  for  the  sixty-second  and  sixty-third  fiscal  years,  also 
suggestions  and  recommendations  for  future  development.  My  appoint- 
ment as  Warden  being  made  practically  at  the  close  of  the  period  dealt 
with  in  the  statistical  part  of  the  report,  I  do  not  feel  it  incumbent  upon 
me  to  make  any  comment  upon  the  reports  of  the  heads  of  the  various 
departments  of  the  prison,  but  report  them  with  the  statement  that  the 
ground  is  well  covered.  Detailed  information  concerning  population, 
health,  age,  nativity  and  occupation  of  the  prisoners,  cost  of  mainte- 
nance, value  of  products,  shipments  of  rock  and  financial  operations  of 
the  institution  will  be  found  in  the  reports  of  the  Clerk.  General  Over- 
seer, Captain  of  the  Guard  and  Physician. 

GENERAL.  CONDITIONS. 

When  I  assumed  charge  June  1,  1912,  I  found  that  there  was  prac- 
tically no  money  to  work  Avith — that  is  to  say,  no  funds  to  amount  to 
anything  or  surplus  savings  of  regular  appropriation  that  might  be  used 
for  improvement.  It  had  been,  as  it  is  now,  necessary  to  use  the  total 
amount  of  money  appropriated  for  .support  purposes,  which  ought  to 
cover  all  ordinary  repairs,  for  support  alone,  thereby  causing  neglect 
along  the  line  of  necessary  upkeep  and  much-needed  improvements. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

By  strict  economy  and  close  supervision  of  expenditures  we  have 
managed  to  attend  to  some  of  the  most  urgent  needs,  such  as  the  placing 
of  electric  lights  at  main  entrance  gate  and  in  the  center  of  double  gates, 
and  also  along  main  driveway  ;  new  sinks  in  prison  kitchen  ;  enlargement 
of  storeroom,  repairs  to  galleries  in  cell  buildings,  and  complete  new 
roof  on  prison  dining-room. 

Other  improvements  of  greater  importance  and  greater  urgency,  such 
as  auxiliary  pumps  to  help  maintain  our  water  supply  during  the  sum- 
mer months,  a  satisfactory  method  of  ventilating  the  cell  building  and 
necessary  facilities  for  bathmg,  were  of  such  cost  that  there  was  no  pros- 
pect of  being  able  to  pa>'  for  them  out  of  regular  funds  at  my  command. 
When  the  urgency  of  thesr;  matters  was  presented  to  his  p]xcellency. 
Hiram  W.  Johnson,  Governor,  Hon.  A.  B.  Nye,  Controller,  and  John  F. 
Neylan,  C.  L.  Seavey  and  Fred  C.  Nelles  of  the  Board  of  Control,  they 
responded  by  allowing  the  amount  of  money  necessary  from  the  emer- 
gency fund,  and  their  prompt  co-operation  has  enabled  us  to  have  the 
use  of  the  auxiliary  pumps  during  the  time  of  greatest  need,  to  install  a 
ventilating  system,  already  in  succe-sful  operation,  and  to  build  a  bath- 
house, which  is  Hearing  completion. 
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AUXILIARY  PUMPS. 

The  installation  consists  of  two  "Krogh"  five-inch  horizontal  water- 
balanced  centrifugal  pumps,  used  in  auxiliary  capacity  during  low-water 
period,  when  water  power  is  insufficient  to  operate  regular  pumps.  Tests 
made  July  21,  1912,  showed  a  delivery  of  105,000  gallons  to  the  reservoir 
in  two  hours.  The  pumps  ran  very  smothly  and  are  well  able  to  endure 
a  long  run. 

VENTILATING   SYSTEM. 

Each  cell  is  provided  with  an  exhaust  grille  in  connection  with  a  six- 
inch  cylindrical  duct,  which  is  carried  up  several  feet  above  the  cell  tier. 
All  the  ducts  are  connected  to  mains  running  over  each  tier,  and  all 
brought  together  at  the  joining  of  the  buildings,  where  a  fan,  operated 
by  motor,  exhausts  through  the  roof  to  atmosphere,  affording  a  perfect 
system  of  ventilation.  The  system  above  described  satisfactorily  exhausts 
the  impure  air.  The  next  step  is  to  get  a  sufficient  amount  of  fresh  air 
into  the  cells.  We  are  at  work  now  boring  the  cell  doors.  They  are,  as 
you  know,  solid,  not  grated,  built  of  three-eighth-ineh  boiler  plate.  With 
an  air  compressor  drill  we  are  boring  holes  in  each  door.  When  we 
finish  the  work  every -cell  will  intake  air  through  fifty-six  three-quarter- 
inch  perforations  and  one  large  opening,  and  the  impure  air  will  be 
exhausted. 

NEW  BATHHOUSE. 

The  new  bathhouse  is  nearing  completion,  and  will,  in  all  probability, 
be  in  use  by  the  time  this  report  is  printed.  It  certainly  will  supply 
facilities  long  needed,  and  will  be  a  measure  of  common  humanity.  The 
plans  for  this  building  have  been  furnished  by  the  Department  of 
Engineering.  In  size,  it  will  be  about  the  area  of  the  Chapel  and  located 
closely  adjoining.  To  be  exact,  the  total  area  will  be  82  feet  6  inches 
by  43  feet,  which  will  give  us  room  for  a  plunge  18  by  40  feet ;  twenty- 
eight  showers,  properly  partitioned ;  six  tubs  for  old  and  infirm  inmates, 
and  six  tubs  to  be  used  exclusively  by  those  .afflicted  with  skin  and 
blood  diseases. 

ADMINISTRATION. 

I  have  given  close  personal  attention  to  administering  the  business 
affairs  of  the  institution,  and  through  orders  to  the  commissary  and 
the  stewards  have  insisted  on  the  most  rigid  inspection  of  all  supplies 
purchased,  particularly  items  of  subsistence.  Every  precaution  is  being 
taken  to  see  that  we  get  full  weight,  full  count,  full  measure  and  quality, 
in  accordance  with  specifications  from  every  contractor.  Articles  not 
up  to  standard  are  rejected.  In  this  part  of  the  work  I  have  had  the 
co-operation  of  the  officers,  the  backing  of  the  Board  of  Control  and  the 
helpful  assistance  of  the  Pure  Food  Laboratory  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health. 
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DISCIPLINE. 

So  far  as  discipline  is  concerned,  I  can  truly  say  that  it  is  good, 
very  good.  I  hardly  see  how  Ave  could  reasonably  expect  it  to  be  better. 
Officers  and  guards  Avho  have  been  a  long  time  in  the  service  tell  me  that, 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  they  have  never  known  it  to  be  as  good.  But  more 
convincing  than  personal  opinions  or  impressions  stands  the  record. 

Percentage  of  population  committing  infractions  of  the  rules  during 
a  similar  period,  June  to  November,  during  the  years  1902  to  1912,  are 
shown  as  follows : 

1902,  .127  per  cent.  1908,  .189  per  cent. 

1903,  .141  per  cent.  1909,  .131  per  cent. 

1904,  .221  per  cent.  1910,  .105  per  cent. 

1905,  .335  per  cent.  1911.  .097  per  cent. 

1906,  .185  per  cent.  1912,  .083  per  cent. 

1907,  .221  per  cent. 

There  is  less  infraction  of  the  rules  now  than  at  any  time  in  the  history 
of  the  prison.  That  is  particularly  important  and  significant  when  con- 
sidered in  connection  with,  the  fact  that  I  have  absolutely  refrained 
from  the  use  of  any  form  of  corporal  punishment. 

HEALTH    OF    PRISONERS   AND    MEDICAL    ATTENTION. 

Recently  we  have  adopted  the  plan  of  giving  every  newcomer  a 
thorough  physical  examination  at  the  time  he  is  received.  Receiving 
as  Ave  do  many  men  who  have  long  been  exposed  to  the  vicissitudes  of 
AA'andering,  irregular,  and  criminal  lives,  it  is  evident  that  there  must 
of  necessity  be  some  Avho  come  to  us  in  bad  shape.  Indeed,  it  is  quite 
likely  that  in  some  cases  Avretched  physical  condition  is  the  cause  of 
irritation  that  leads  to  crime  or  at  least  contributes  to  criminal  ten- 
dencies. The  result  of  the  examination  is  recorded  and  filed  with  the 
examining  physician's  recommendations.  If  special  medical  attention 
is  required  and  recommended  by  the  examining  physician,  it  is  secured. 
In  this  connection,  I  desire  to  say  that  in  addition  to  the  faithful  and 
painstaking  work  of  the  resident  physician  and  surgeon.  Dr.  Chas.  F. 
Gladding,  I  have  been  fortunate  at  various  times  in  the  past  six 
months,  in  securing  the  specially  skilled  services  of  the  folloAving  Avho 
have  rendered  their  services  without  pay  and  frequently  at  considerable 
expense  to  themselves: 

Dr.  C.  A.  Bricca,  San  Francisco,  diseases  of  eye,  ear,  nose  and 

throat ; 
Dr.  George  A.  Briggs,  Sacramento,  diseases  of  eye,  ear,  nose  and 

throat ; 
Dr.  Roscoe  A.  Day,  San  Francisco,  orthodontist  and  oral  surgeon ; 
Dr.  G.  R.  Hubbell,  San  Francisco,  tuberculosis  examinations; 
Dr.  C.  B.  Jones,  Sacramento,  surgical  amputations; 
Dr.  Wm.  C.  Voorsanger,  San  Francisco,  tuberculosis  examinations. 
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The  death  rate  is  verj^  low.  and.  generally  speaking,  the  health  of  the 
prison  population  is  very  good,  which  is  in  part  accounted  for  by  regu- 
lar living,  sufficient  sleep  and  outdoor  work. 

EDUCATIONAL. 

My  plan  is  to  start  a  night  school  immediately,  teaching  the  elemen- 
tary branches  to  the  illiterate,  and  more  advanced  courses  to  each  man 
in  accordance  with  his  present  educational  status  and  his  needs ;  later, 
a  day  school,  and  also  shop-training  for  the  men  who  want  to  learn 
trades.  The  results  will  be  good.  I  have  no  doulit  that  education  along 
proper  lines  will  be  of  decided  advantage  not  only  to  men  who  are 
sincere  in  their  desire  to  reform,  but  also  to  illiterates  whose  very  igno- 
rance may  have  contributed  to  their  first  conviction.  It  will  be  my 
endeavor  to  so  arrange  enrollment  that  the  first  to  be  admitted  will  be 
those  who  hy  their  general  conduct  show  a  desire  to  make  the  most  of 
the  opportunities  which  the  school  will  afford.  AVe  are  indebted  to  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  for  a  large  supply  of  text- 
books fui'nished  without  cost. 

LIBRARY. 

Mental  awakening  through  the  stimulus  of  good  books  produces  good 
results.  I  am  doing  everything  possible  to  build  up  our  library  and  to 
induce  the  men  to  make  the  greatest  possible  use  of  it.  Our  books  are 
carefully  selected  and  so  far  as  possible  we  try  to  guide  the  reading  so 
as  to  secure  greatest  benefits  to  the  individual.  We  have  on  our  shelves 
and  catalogued  at  the  present  time  some  3.150  volumes — fiction,  poetry, 
biography,  history,  educational,  scientific,  and  miscellaneous.  We  also 
subscribe  for  all  the  popular  magazines  and  in  addition  to  those  sub- 
scribed for  by  individuals  we  receive  for  general  di.stribution  224  copies 
of  the  best  magazines  monthly. 

RELIGIOUS  SERVICES. 

The  moral  and  spiritual  welfare  of  the  men, is  constantly  kept  in 
view,  and  judging  from  the  attendance  at  services  of  all  denominations 
there  is  a  desire  on  the  part  of  many  men  to  improve.  Attendance  is  of 
course  voluntary  and  no  measures  are  used  to  compel  men  to  attend 
Chapel,  but  we  do  try  to  make  services  attractive  and  both  our  chap- 
lains, Keverend  Father  M.  J.  Cahir,  Catholic,  and  Reverend  Jas.  T. 
MacGovern,  Episcopalian,  are  unremitting  in  their  labors  and  attention 
to  the  men.  faithfully  answering  every  call  for  their  services. 

ENTERTAINMENTS. 

The  band  is  a  constant  source  of  enjoyment  to  the  inmates  and  for 
that  reason  deserves  encouragement.  The  instruments  are  not  as  good 
as  they  might  be,  but  I  hope  to  be  able  to  provide  new  ones  during  the 
coming  year.  Baseball  is  the  favorite  sport  and  several  crack  teams 
furnish  good  exercise  for  the  players  and  fun  for  the  entire  iiopulation 
every  ►S]indny.     Occasionally  we  have  other  field  sports,  such  as  run-

ning.  Fourth  of  Ju]\'  m'c  luul  as  special  entertainment  vaudeville  and 
moving  pictures  and  tield  and  track  events,  such  as  running,  jumping 
and  boxing  matches.  Thanksgiving  we  had  baseball,  running,  music, 
and  dancing.  Both  days  passed  without  a  single  untoward  incident 
and  the  behavior  of  the  men  was  exemplary.  For  Christmas  we  are 
planning  a  minstrel  performance.  These  shows  brighten  up  the 
monotony  of  ordinary  prison  life  to  a  desirable  degree  and  an  occasional 
entertainment,  held  within  proper  bounds,  is,  I  believe,  a  great  aid  to 
better  discipline. 

TREATMENT  OF  PRISONERS. 

The  very  moment  a  man  reaches  the  gate  and  is  turned  over  to  our 
care  we  begin  the  effort  to  fit  him  to  go  out  again.  Men  should  leave 
prison  better  than  when  they  enter  and  the  betterment  should  be  all- 
sided — mental,  moral  and  physical.  Our  first  aim  is  to  put  the  man  in 
good  physical  condition  and  give  him  possession  of  sound  bodily  health. 
If  a  man's  cdndition  is  such  that  he  is  unable  to  work,  we  do  not  assign 
him  to  la])or.  When  he  is  able,  we  put  him  to  work.  Every  man  gets 
plenty  of  good,  plain  food,  plenty  of  fresh  air.  plenty  of  work  and  all 
the  wholesome  amusement  and  recreation  practicable  to  allow,  and  is 
encouraged  in  mental  development  and  moral  training.  I  have  a  per- 
sonal talk  M'ith  every  man.  The  general  overseer  tries  to  learn  all  that 
he  can  of  him  and  his  case  and  career.  The  captain  of  the  guard  does 
the  same,  and  so  does  the  turnkey.  The  physician  examines  him 
thoroughly.  If  physical  defects  are  found,  every  effort  is  made  to 
remedy  them.  Correspondence  with  relatives,  particularly  with  parents. 
is  encouraged.  Habits  of  cleanliness  and  decency  are  aided — in  short, 
we  are  doing  everything  that  seems  humanly  possible  to  do  to  substitute 
health  for  sickness,  industry  for  idleness,  knowledge  for  ignorance, 
aml)ition  for  shiftlessness.  self-resi)ect  for  self-al)a.sem('nt  and  hoy>e  for 
despair. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  most  important  step  that  can  be  taken  in  the  manauement  of  the 
prison  is  to  institute  a  system  of  paying  wages  to  men  wlio  do  good 
work.  Such  a  plan  will  make  for  more  efficient  management,  for  greater 
product,  will  insure  the  success  of  the  plan  of  manufacturing  articles 
for  use  in  the  other  state  institutions,  and  will  have  a  deep  and  lasting, 
and  sometimes  determining,  influence  on  the  future  careers  of  men 
leaving  here  after  serving  their  time  anxious  to  rehabilitate  themselves 
in  the  world  outside.  Our  population  during  the  j^ast  two  years  has 
riveraged  1,112.88.  During  the  next  two  years  it  will  probably  increase. 
To  start  paying  wages  to  this  number  of  men  would  require  a  very  large 
sum,  perhcips  more  than  it  would  be  advisable  to  spend.  I  believe  that 
selection  of  best  workers  should  be  made  carefully  in  the  beginning.  An 
appropriation  of  $40,000  for  each  j'ear  would  enable  us  to  make  a  start. 
1  heartily  and  earnestly  recommend  this  to  your  consideration  and  urge 
tiiiit  the  legislature  be  requested  to  make  the  necessary  appropriation. 
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APPROPRIATIONS  REQUESTED. 

These  are  arranged  in  the  order  of  their  importance  or  I  should  say, 
■urgency,  because,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  one  is  about  as  necessary  as  the 
other — indeed,  some  of  the  items  that  I  have  on  the  list,  Nos.  6  and  7. 
for  example,  are,  in  a  certain  sense,  the  most  important  and  should  be 
attended  to  without  delay. 

1.  Completion  of  cell  buildings $121,327  00 

2.  Completion  of  wall 51,805  00 

If  combined  in  one  appropriation,  as  at  present $173,132  00 

3.  Shop  buildings,  which  means  consolidation  of  the  regular  carpenter 

shop,  paint  and  tin  shops,  as  well  as  provision  for  regular  manu- 
facturing plant,  with  necessary  tools,  machinery  and  material 33,060  00 

4.  Construction  of  laundry  buildings  and  installation  of  equipment 11,000  00 

5.  Construction  of  new  cell  building,  which  is  planned  to  connect  present 

buildings  with  those  under  construction  and  for  which  nothing  has 

bef-n   heretofore   appropriated 16,400  00 

6.  General  improvements  and  repairs,  which  is  a  combination  of  a  num- 
,        ber  of  iteins  originally  presented  under  separate  heads  and  which 

includes  repairs  to  prison  roof,  to  officers'  and  guards'  building, 
residences,  chapel,  posts  and  towers,  lining  reservoirs  with  concrete 
and  recovering  same,  hospital  and  dispensary  repairs  and  equip- 
ment, and  reconstruction  of  photograph  gallery,  barber  shop  and 
clothing  room 23,500  00' 

7.  General  improvements  on  farm,  including  construction  of  horse  barn, 

dairy  barn,  pigpen,  chicken-houses,  purchase  of  stock  and  imple- 
ments, all  very  necessary  and  which  have  been  cut  by  me  to  a 
figure. that  is  conservative 20,000  00' 

8.  Removal  of  hill  back  of  new  cell  buildings,  so  as  to  give  desirable 

yard  space,  necessary  to  carry  out  plans  for  classification  and 
segregation  of  prisoners  (the  engineer  in  figuring  this  estimated 
that  it  would  be  necessary  to  remove  122.200  cubic  yards,  of  which 
78  per  cent  is  granite  and  22  per  cent  decomposed  granite) 14,000  00 

Total  amount  requested  for  special  appropriations $291,092  00^ 

I  have  gone  carefully  over  the  estimate  submitted  for  general  appro- 
priations, and  I  conscientiously  believe  that  everything  requested  is 
necessary  for  proper  management  and  earnestly  urge  you  to  recommend 
the  same.     The  figures  are : 

For  support  sixty-fifth  and  sixty-sixth  fiscal  years $264,000  00 

For  salaries  sixty-fifth  and  sixty-sixth  fiscal  years 200,000  00 

For  printing  sixty-fifth  and  sixty-sixth  fiscal  years 2,500  00 

$466,500  00 

There  were  several  other  items  of  importance  and  all  of  them  are 
needed,  but  none  of  them  are  as  urgent  as  those  named  above,  and  while 
I  would  like  to  have  the  appropriations  and  make  the  improvements  as 
contemplated,  I  prefer  to  forego  them  rather  than  take  any  chances  on 
the  items  that  are  most  necessary. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  con- 
fidence shown  in  me  by  my  appointment  and  to  express  the  hope  that 
my  efforts  to  fulfill  your  desires  and  properly  interpret  and  carry  out 
your  policy  of  fair,  enlightened  and  humane  treatment  of  the  men  under 
our  charge  will  warrant  your  approval  and  support.

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CAFFAIN  OF   IHE  GUARD'S  REPORT. 


Statk  Prison  at  Foi.som,  Captain's  Office, 

July  17,  1912. 
Mon.  J.  A.  Johnston,  Warden. 

Dear  Sir:  I  herewith  render  my  biennial  report  for  the  past  two 
years,  to  wit,  from  July  1,  1910,  to  July  1,  1912. 

You  will  find  hereto  attached  a  tabulated  statement  of  the  labor 
report  of  all  departments  for  each  and  every  month,  also  a  statement 
of  lost  labor  during  said  time,  and  average  dail}^  population  each  month. 
You  will  note  in  the  statement  the  greater  amount  of  lost  labor  comes 
in  the  months  of  November,  December,  and  January,  the  winter  months, 
as  the  prisoners  are  not  worked  when  it  is  raining. 

The  shipping  report  you  will  find  attached,  which  speaks  for  itself. 
You  will  note  that  the  first  fiscal  year  there  were  more  cars  of  rock 
shipped  out  than  in  the  last  year.  The  shipping  has  been  carefully 
and  promptly  attended  to,  and  more  shipping  would  have  l)con  done  if 
cars  could  have  been  furnished. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  guard  line  is  in  good  condition,  and 
that  the  deportment  and  the  attention  of  the  men  to  their  duties  has 
been  very  good.  During  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  quite  a  few 
changes  on  the  guard  line,  largely  due  to  guards  resigning  on  account  of 
sickness,  being  able  to  better  their  condition,  and  some  who  did  not  take 
kindly  to  this  class  of  w^ork.  In  the  past  two  years  there  have  been 
dismissals,  all  of  which  were  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons.  Hereto 
attached  you  will  find  a  monthly  statement  for  the  past  two  fiscal  years 
of  officers  and  guards  nppoiiired,  resigned,  and  dismissed. 

Also  attached  you  will  find  statement  of  numl)er  of  prisoners  pun- 
ished for  violations  of  the  rules.  You  will  also  note  that  there  were 
less  punishments  in  the  second  fiscal  year,  showing  marked  improvement 
in  the  prisoners  and  discipline  of  same.  This  record  is  excellent,  and  far 
surpasses  the  disci])! inc  shown  by  former  administrations.  Few%  if  any 
prisons,  of  over  one  thousand  prisoners  can  show  less  violation  of  rules. 

All  assignments  to  labor  have  been  carefully  made  to  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  prison  and  its  discipline. 

The  tobacco  of  the  prison  has  l)een  ('arcfull.x  looked  out  for,  and  dis- 
tributed to  each  prisoner  at  the  proper  times,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say, 
-seldom,  if  ever,  has  there  been  any  complaint  in  the  past  tw'o  years. 

All  knives,  scissors,  watches  and  razors  are  recorded,  described,  and 
charged  up  to  the  ones  that  are  using  them. 

The  general  work  of  the  office,  to  wit,  keei)ing  \)',\y  I'oil,  |»iiiiislinH'nt 
book,  making  out  commitments,  reports,  requisitions,  cell  changes,  and 
various  other  duties  have   been   promptly   and  carefully  attended  to. 
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The  guard  detail  has  been  carefully  kept  up  and  every  post  filled,  when 
sufficient  guards  were  on  hand.  Some  times  on  account  of  sickness  or 
absence,  the  line  has  been  short.  For  the  better  discipline  and  safety  of 
the  prison,  a  couple  more  guards  would  be  quite  a  help;  or  if  these 
could  not  be  had,  a  couple  of  extra  men  without  regular  pay  would  be  a 
great  help. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  railroad  track  between  the  prison  and 
Folsom  has  been  kept  in  good  condition,  at  times  very  hard  work  to 
keep  it  so,  on  account  of  lack  of  material.  During  the  winter  months 
kept  seven  men  in  the  track  gang,  and  during  the  summer  five  men  have 
been  sufficient.    The  track  at  present  time  is  in  very  fair  condition. 

•  The  sand  that  has  been  needed  for  all  uses  at  the  prison  has  been 
brought  across  the  river  from  the  sand  dune,  making  a  great  saving  to 
the  State. 

The  receiving  of  all  goods  shipped  to  the  prison  has  been  promptly 
attended  to  and  cared  for;  also  the  removal  of  ice  from  the  power 
house,  and  the  removal  of  spawls  from  the  stone  yard.  In  this  rela- 
tion, two  or  three  flat  cars  belonging  to  the  prison  would  be  a  great 
aid  to  the  work. 

The  work  of  the  clerk  and  the  timekeepers  has  been  carefully  and 
conscientiously  done.  There  has  been  every  attention  to  detail,  and 
as  much  care  taken  by  them  as  if  they  were  paid  employees.  A  careful 
check  has  been  kept  on  all  prisoners  coming  out  and  going  into  the 
prison,  four  times  a  day  at  the  gate,  and  twice  a  day  a  check  has  been 
taken  while  out  at  work,  and  a  general  notation  kept  of  every  thing 
going  on  during  the  day. 

There  has  been  installed  in  the  office  since  May  23,  1909,  a  cell  reg- 
istering cabinet  for  the  tobacco  distribution,  and  a  card  system,  which 
keeps  a  complete  record  of  every  prisoner  from  the  time  he  comes  in 
until  he  goes  out,  a  more  complete  description  of  same  is  as  follows. 

CARD  SYSTEM. 

Upon  receipt  of  a  prisoner  he  is  alloted  three  (3')  cards  in  the  filing 
cabinet,  one  filed  numerically,  one  alphabetically,  and  one  to  the  par- 
ticular work  to  which  he  has  been  assigned.  These  cards  contain  his 
prison  register  number,  his  name,  date  of  entering  prison,  date  of 
expiration  of  sentence,  length  of  sentence,  county  he  was  convicted  in, 
nature  of  crime,  his  nativity,  age  and  occupation,  together  with  his 
being  assigned  to  work  and  the  nature  of  the  work,  also  his  cell  number. 
All  changes  effecting  the  prisoner  are  entered  on  these  cards  from  time 
to  time,  such  as  change  of  w^ork,  changes  of  cell,  punishments,  etc., 
together  with  date  and  full  particulars,  a  complete  record  of  the  prison 
during  his  term  of  imprisonment. 

A  separate  card  for  each  month  containing  the  names  of  the  prisoners 
and  date  of  discharge;  separate  card  for  each  prisoner  and  date  of 
future  discharges.  Separate  card  containing  the  name,  date,  time 
paroled,  and  expiration  of  parole  of  all  paroled  prisoners.  Separate 
cards  containing  the  name  and  date  of  all  escaped  prisoners  on  parole. 
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Separate  cards  containing  name  and  date  of  prisoners  transferred  to 
asyhims.     Separate  cards  containing  the  names  and  aates  of  all  pris 
oners  escaped  from  the  prison.     Separate  cards  containing  the  name 
flnd  date  of  all  life  prisoners.     These  cards  ai-e  all  filed  in  a  steel  filing 
cabinet  for  safety. 

CELL  ROSTER. 

This  contains  a  plan  of  the  prison  cell  house,  hospital,  punishment 
<?ells  and  dungeons.  Tinder  every  cell  number  in  a  separate  apartment 
are  placed  cards  containing  registration  number,  name  of  prisoner  and 
kind  of  tobacco  used.  This  is  used  in  case  of  prisoners  being  transferred 
from  cell  to  cell,  obviating  any  chance  for  mistakes  in  tobacco  dis- 
tribution. 

Each  nationality  has  a  separate  colored  card,  viz.,  Caucasians,  green 
card ;  negroes,  white  card ;  Japanese,  red  card ;  Chinese,  yellow  card, 
and  Indians,  pink  card.  These  cards  have  been  a  great  addition  and 
help  to  the  office,  curtailing  and  simplifying  the  work. 

The  guard  posts  are  as  follows :  No.  1,  6,  12,  15,  17,  and  18  are  stone 
posts,  and  in  good  condition ;  posts  3,  4,  5,  7,  8,  10,  11,  and  13  are 
wooden  posts,  and  in  poor  condition;  post  14.  valley  horse  and  extra 
valley  posts  in  fair  condition ;  wall  post  in  good  condition,  but  needs 
an  awning  during  the  summer  time ;  16,  ditch  3,  and  quarry  post  1  are 
temporary  posts  and  liable  to  be  moved  at  any  time ;  post  on  power 
house  could  be  improved  by  enlarging  same,  so  the  guard  could  walk 
around  inside ;  post  9.  bell  post,  hospital  post,  and  the  dungeon  post  are 
in  good  fair  condition. 

The  improvements  most  needed  are  bathing  accommodations  for  the 
prisoners;  an  overhauling  of  the  officers'  and  guards'  laundry,  and  a 
new  stove  and  boiler  for  same.  A  new  photograph  gallery  and  officers' 
and  guards'  barber  shop.  The  prison  laundry  would  be  improved  very 
much  by  the  addition  of  a  mangle,  when  it  can  be  afforded. 

Nearly  all  departments  in  and  about  the  prison  are  well  cared  for 
and  protected  with  two  exceptions,  the  power  house  and  the  tailor  and 
shoe  shops.  Nearly  everything  made  of  steel  and  iron  is  made  or  fin- 
ished in  the  power  house,  and  there  should  be  a  free  man  there  at  all 
times  to  see  what  is  being  turned  out,  and  that  no  contraband  articles 
be  made.  A  guard  should  also  be  placed  in  the  immediate  charge  of 
the  tailor  and  shoe  shops  to  see  all  that  is  being  done,  and  that  no  con- 
traband articles  be  made. 

On  account  of  lack  of  funds,  quite  a  few  things  needed  have  been 
lield  back,  such  as  tools,  hose  and  lawn  mowers  for  the  garden  and 
lawn  uses. 

The  protection  from  fire  is  very  inadequate  at  present,  there  l)eing 
only  150  feet  of  fire  hose  available.  Should  have  at  least  150  feet  more 
hose  to  put  on  the  hose  cart.  There  should  also  be  150  feet  of  fire  hose 
on  a  reel  in  the  upper  yard  of  the  prison. 

Armament  of  the  prison  and  what  we  need  for  the  present  uses  are 
as  follows:  We  have  44  30-30  rifles  in  use,  and  as  there  are  50  guards 
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that  have  rifles  assigned  to  them,  I  suggest  that  we  have  6  more  30-30 
rifles,  then  every  guard  could  carry  a  30-30  rifle.  As  it  is,  most  of 
them  carry  30-30  rifles  and  the  rest  of  them  carry  45-70  rifles.  The 
45-70  rifles  are  old  and  out  of  date;  the  30-30  rifles  are  in  very  good 
condition,  excepting' a  few  that  have  had  bad  handling,  not  more  than 
6,  and  they  are  to  be  relied  upon  if  the  right  man  is  behind  the  gun. 

We  are  short  on  pistols  for  the  night  watch,  and  have  been  for  some- 
years.  If  it  were  not  for  some  of  the  night  watch  carrying  their  own 
private  pistols,  we  would  not  have  enough  to  go  around.  We  have  31 
or  32  men  on  the  night  watch,  including  the  chief  and  lieutenant,  and 
only  26  pistols  for  them.  I  suggest  that  we  have  6  more  pistols  for  the 
night  watch. 

We  are  in  need  of  about  6  more  pistol  holsters  and  belts,  and  by 
repairing  what  we  have  Avill  put  them  in  good  shape.  We  need  alsa 
about  500  roimds  of  .41  caliber  pistol  cartridges. 

I  would  suggest  that  in  purchasing  new  pistols,  the  .41  Colts  side 
action  would  be  proper,  as  we  have  24  .41  Colts  pistols,  and  then  the 
watch  would  carry  the  same  pistol  throughout. 

We  should  have  about  8  new  30-30  cartridge  belts,  as  some  of  our 
old  ones  are  about  worn  out. 

I  think  I  have  explained  to  you  all  the  needs  of  the  armory  at  the 
present  time. 

In  conclusion,  will  report  that  the  past  two  years  have  shown  excel- 
lent management  of  the  prison,  and  that  the  next  two  years  will  be  an 
improvement  on  the  preceding.

Office  of  the  Building  and  Loan  Commissioner, 
San  Francisco,  September  20,  1912. 
To  His  Excellency,  Hiram  W.  Johnson, 

Governor  of  California. 

Sir:  Pursuant  to  the  requirement  of  section  5  of  the  Building 
and  Loan  Commission  Act,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  Nineteenth 
Annual  Report  of  this  office,  upon  the  business  and  condition  of  the 
building  and  loan  associations  of  California  for  the  fiscal  year,  ended 
June  30,  1912. 

The  figures  herein  submitted  are  the  result  of  the  compilations  of 
the  annual  reports  of  91  associations,  and  show  aggregate  assets  of 
$24,866,571.97,  Avhich  is  an  increase  of  $1,526,559.59  over  the  report  for 
1911.  The  elimination  of  one  large  association  in  San  Francisco  that 
in  last  year's  report  showed  assets  of  $1,534,512.20  causes  an  apparent 
reduction  of  that  amount  in  the  real  increase  of  assets  of  the  91 
associations  embraced  in  this  report,  which  in  reality  made  a  gain  of 
$3,061,071.79  for  the  year. 

The  91  associations  are  distributed  over  25  counties,  and  20  of  these 
counties  show  an  increase  in  the  volume  of  assets  varying  from  a  few 
dollars  to  over  two  millions. 

"While  the  number  of  members  and  investors  show  a  small  decrease, 
the  number  of  borrowers  show  an  increase  of  622  over  the  aggregate 
for  1911.  The  average  investment  for  all  classes  appears  to  be  $650.15 
per  capita;  and  the  average  amount  loaned  to  each  borrower  is  $1,430. 

The  new  loans  reported  for  the  year  were  6,120,  of  which  5,234  were 
made  upon  real  estate  security,  and  2,590  were  for  the  construction  of 
new  buildings,  mostl.y  new  homes. 

Thirty-eight  associations  hold  112  pieces  of  real  estate  having  a  book 
value  of  $391,228.47.  Four  of  these  associations  own  the  property  in 
which  their  offices  are  located. 

The  reserve  and  undivided  profits  aggregate  $923,596.18,  an  increase 
of  $129,990.20  over  the  figures  of  1911.  This  reserve  is  exclusive  of  the 
guarantee  capital  and  its  surplus  amounting  to  $534,404.08,  all  of  which 
is  available  for  the  protection  of  the  shareholders,  members,  and  invest- 
ors against  loss  arising  from  any  cause. 

During  the  year  eight  new  associations  were  formed,  one  of  which 
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retired  and  was  absorbed  by  an  association  in  an  adjoining  city.  The 
reports  of  the  remaining  seven  should  appear  in  the  published  report 
for  1913.  Three  of  the  seven  are  located  in  counties  not  heretofore 
represented. 

While  the  number  of  associations  reporting  is  less  than  in  any  pre- 
vious year,  the  volume  of  assets  is  $1,526,559.59  in  excess  of  any  previous 
report.

Since  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  it  became  necessary  to  take  drastic 
action  under  the  provisions  of  section  9  of  the  Building  and  Loan  (Com- 
mission Act,  and  close  the  Continental  Building  and  Loan  Association 
of  San  Francisco,  as  doing  business  in  an  unsafe  manner  such  as  to 


lu 
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render  its  further  proceeding  hazardous  to  the  public  and  to  those 
having  funds  in  its  custody.

This  report,  while  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  secretary,  was  not 
signed  by  either  the  president  or  vice-president. 

An  investigation  developed  the  following  facts : 

First — That  the  accrued  dividends  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per 
annum  on  about  $410,000  of  class  ^'C"  full  paid  stock,  for  the  six 
months  from  December  31,  1911.  to  June  30,  1912,  which  was  due  and 
payable  on  July  1,  1912.  amounting  to  some  $12,000,  had  not  been  set 
forth  and  included  in  the  liabilities. 

Second — That  in  the  installment  shares  and  profits  there  were 
included  in  the  dues  $155,871.01  of  what  they  were  pleased  to  call  dues 
€11  "D.  C."  shares,  and  in  the  profits  $40,494.89  of  what  they  were 
pleased  to  call  profits  on  "D.  C."  shares. 

Their  "D.  C."  or  definite  contract  loans  are  in  reality  exactly  what 
their  name  indicates — Definite  Contract,  monthlj^  installment  loans,  all 
for  a  definite  number  of  paATnents  of  a  definite  amount  each  to  repay  a 
definite  sum.  These  payments  include  the  interest  and  the  principal  or 
sinking  fund  repayments  required  to  repay  the  principal  of  the  loan 
within  the  time  named  in  the  note.  There  is  no* "amount  provided  and 
no  amounts  were  collected,  aside  from  the  above,  as  dues  on  D.  C.  shares. 

In  order  for  the  sinking  fund  portion  of  the  installment  payments 
to  repaj^  the  loan  within  the  time  specified  in  the  note,  it  is  necessaiy 
that  these  shall  be  accumulated  at  the  same  rate  as  that  charged  up  as 
interest  on  the  loan.  The  interest  rate  charged  was  12  per  cent,  or  1 
per  cent  per  month,  but  only  one  half  of  this  rate,  or  six  per  cent,  was 
credited  to  the  sinking  fund  portion  of  the  payment.  This  difference 
Iteing  on  a  compounding  basis  increases  proportionately  with  the 
increased  rate,  and  it  was  found  that  at  least  $51,983.99  should  be  added 
to  the  $40,494.89  reported  as  being  the  amount  of  which  the  borrpwers 
Avere  being  deprived  and  which  had  been  diverted  and  used  improperly 
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in  the  payment  of  expenses  and  interest  and  dividends  to  other  classas 
of  shares. 

Third — That  the  real  estate  owned  was  mi]n'oductive,  returning  a 
net  income  of  only  about  1:^  per  cent  per  annum  in  excess  of  expenses 
and  taxes,  and  that  the  annual  loss  to  the  association  was  the  difference 
between  this  income  and  Avhat  would  be  the  net  income  on  the  same 
money  in  the  shape  of  interest  earning  loans.  That  the  real  estate  was 
being  carried  on  the  books  at  a  value  far  in  excess  of  its  real  value  or  of 
what  could  possibly  be  realized  for  it. 

Fourth — That  the  delinquent  interest  reported  included  several  thou- 
sands of  dollars  delinquent  for  terms  varying  from  twelve  to  forty- 
eight  months,  indicating  that  the  security  must  be  foreclosed  on,  in 
which  event  this  delinquent  interest  would  add  largely  to  the  cost  of 
the  property,  and  very  likely  produce  further  loss. 

Fifth — That  no  depreciation  had  even  been  written  off  from  the  cost 
of  the  office  furniture  and  fixtures,  and  that  the  real  value,  even  in  a 
going  concern,  was  much  less  than  shown  in  the  report. 

Sixth — That  the  association  was  saddled  with  a  lease  having  over 
seven  years  yet  to  run  at  the  rate  of  $800  per  month— a  rate  far  in 
excess  of  its  ability  to  pay,  with  a  continually  decreasing  volume  of 
assets  and  the  large  holdings  of  unproductive  real  estate. 

Seventh — That  the  law  of  this  State  was  being  persistently  violated 
l)y  the  receipt  of  moneys  to  be  withdrawn  by  the  use  of  checks,  in  the 
same  manner  as  in  commercial  banks,  and  in  direct  and  persistent  viola- 
tion of  the  orders  of  this  office,  heretofore  issued,  instructing  them  not 
1o  receive  funds  to  be  withdrawn  by  checks,  or  to  permit  the  use  of 
checks  for  that  purpose. 

Eighth — That  no  adequate  reserve  fund  had  been  provided,  as 
required  by  law,  to  meet  losses  or  depreciation  in  the  value  of  assets. 

The  action  of  this  office  has  been  contested  by  directors,  but  thus 
far  the  State  courts  have  sustained  the  constitutionality  of  the  law. 
Proceedings  in  bankruptcy  having  been  instituted  under  tlie  United* 
States  l)ankruptcy  laws,  the  entire  matter  has  been  removed  from  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  State  to  that  of  the  Federal  courts,  where  it  is  now 
pending. 

In  the  matter  of  the  Los  Angeles  Savings,  Mortgage  and  Trust  Com- 
pany, referred  to  in  detail  in  the  report  for  1911,  this  office  has  no 
advices  of  any  final  action  having  been  taken  by  the  Superior  Court  of 
Los  Angeles. 

In  April  last,  at  the  verbal  request  of  the  court,  an  examination  of 
the  business  and  proceedings  since  the  date  of  the  trial  was  made  by 
this  office  and  the  result  reported  to  the  court  for  its  information. 
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In  the  matter  of  the  receiverships  of  the  "Protective"  and  "Union 
Mutual"  of  Los  Angeles,  and  the  "State  of  California  Mutual"  of  San 
Diego,  the  liquidation  appears  to  be  proceeding  as  rapidly  as  can  be 
expected  where  there  is  a  volume  of  real  estate  that  must  be  disposed 
of  in  such  manner  as  to  produce  the  best  results  for  the  interested  share- 
holders, and  it  is  confidently  hoped  that  all  of  them  will  be  finally 
closed  within  the  present  fiscal  year.

The  existing  laAvs,  in  effect  from  July  1,  1907,  contain  several  features 
not  generally  found  in  the  laws  of  other  states,  among  which  is  guar- 
antee or  permanent  capital,  provided  for  in  the  laws  of  only  two  other 
States. 

Some  of  the  features  can  be  properly  classified  in  the  line  of  an 
experiment,  and  some,  while  adopted  with  the  best  of  intentions,  are 
being  construed  in  practice  entirely  at  variance  with  the  evident  intent 
of  the  legislature,  and  with  the  theory  and  principles  of  building  and 
loan  practices  in  other  states. 

The  practical  operation  of  section  641  is  far  from  satisfactory  in 
several  respects.     It  should  be  so  amended  as  to  eliminate  the  setting 
aside  of  a  separate  reserve  fund  in  associations  having  a  paid-in  guar- . 
antee  capital,  for  the  reason  that  the  real  intent  of  this  guarantee  capital 
is  to  take  the  place  of  a  reserve  for  losses. 

The  system  provided  for  compensating  the  guarantee  capital  permits 
of  a  latitude  that  is  unreasonable  in  the  case  of  a  large  association,  and 
inadequate  in  a  small  one.  This  should  be  so  changed  as  to  render  it 
fair  and  equitable  to  all.  The  risk  is  not  deserving  of  the  compensa- 
tion permitted,  where  an  association  is  honestly  operated  on  business 
principles.  Reserves  accumulated  prior  to  the  introduction  of  a  guar- 
antee capital  belong  to  the  installment  shareholders,  and  provision 
should  be  made  for  distribution,  covering  a  term  of  years  at  a  specific 
percentage  each  year. 

Whenever  the  reserve  and  undivided  profits  in  a  mutual  association. 
Avith  no  guarantee  capital,  shall  exceed  a  percentage  to  be  fixed,  in 
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H3xeess  of  the  present  requirement,  provision  should  be  made  for  the 
distribution  of  such  excess  to  the  instaUment  and  prepaid  full  partici- 
pating shares  as  an  extra  dividend.  Provision  should  also  be  made  for 
the  final  distributicn  of  any  such  reserve  and  undivided  profits,  in  the 
event  of  liquidation,  so  that  all  full  participating  shares  in  force,  or 
that  may  have  been  withdrawn  or  canceled  at  any  time  not  less  than 
at  least  three  years  prior  to  resolution  of  intention  to  liquidate,  shall 
share  in  the  distribution. 

Section  638  of  the  Civil  Code  should  l)e  so  amended  as  to  prevent 
indiscriminate  loaning  to  others  than  members  or  shareholders,  except 
where  loans  are  made  on  the  security  specified  in  section  647,  and  still 
permit  the  loaning  of  surplus  funds,  not  otherwise  loanable,  in  volume 
not  to  exceed  a  specific  fixed  percentage  *f  all  loans  in  force,  to  be  car- 
ried on  the  books  in  an  account  separate  and  distinct  from  all  other 
loans,  and  no  such  loan  to  be  made  for  a  term  exceeding  three  years. 

Section  637  should  be  so  amended  as  to  more  specifically  define  defi- 
nite contract  loans,  the  method  of  keeping  the  accounts. of  such  loans, 
and  provide  for  the  repayment  at  any  time  after  one  year  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  balance  of  the  principal  then  unpaid,  together  with  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  two  months'  interest  on  such  balance. 

The  practice  that  has  obtained  on  the  part  of  some  associations  of 
suspending  the  issue  of  free  installment  sharas.  is  one  not  calculated  to 
foster  the  building  and  loan  idea.  Amendments  necessary  for  the 
prevention  of  such  practices  would  unquestionably  prove  beneficial  to 
the  business. 

Installment  shares  or  installment  investment  certificates  bearing  a 
fixed  rate  of  earnings  or  dividend  should  be  prohibiteci.  and  only  fully 
paid-up  .shares  or  certificates  should  be  permitted  to  participate  at  a 
rate  fixed  in  advance;  all  others  should  participate  at  a  luiifonn  rate 
to  be  determined  by  the  net  profits  subject  to  distribution. 

These  suggested  changes  or  amendments  to  the  present  laws  are  of  a 
remedial  nature,  solely  for  the  purpose  of  remedying  defects  that  have 
developed  in  the  operation  of  existing  laws  and  for  coiiiiiclling  a  more 
uniform  practice  on  the  part  of  all  associations. 

In  the  Appendix  to  lliis  report,  as  juiblislied.  will  be  found,  in  con- 
densed form,  the  amuial  report  of  each  fissociation.  together  with  the 
shares  and  withdrawal  values  at  amiual  periods  of  associations  operating 
on  the  serial  plan  ;  also  the  dues  per  month  per  share,  last  dividend  rate, 
the  bonk  value  and  withdrawal  value  of  shares  in  as.sociations  operating 
on  the  "Dayton"  or  permanent  plan,  arranged  al])habelicall\'  by  cities 
and  towns.

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INDUSTRIAL  HOME  FOR  THE  ADULT  BLIND. 


REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

To  the  Honorable  James  N.  Gillett,  Governor  of  California. 

Sir:  The  State  had  long  made  provision  for  numerous  classes  of  its 
defective  citizens  before  attention  was  directed  to  the  needs  of  the 
adult  blind.  Mining  and  other  industries,  requiring  the  use  of  high 
explosives,  and  carrying  a  high  percentage  of  accidents,  added  annually 
to  the  ranks  of  those  who  are  made  peculiarly  helpless,  by  the  loss  of 
sight  in  adult  years.  Finally  the  adult  blind  became  so  numerous  that 
they  sought  relief  by  demanding  admission  to  the  deaf,  dumb  and  blind 
college  at  Berkeley.  The  Trustees  of  that  institution  resisted  and  the 
courts  decided  in  their  favor,  upon  the  proper  ground  that  the  law 
created  at  Berkeley  a  scholastic  and  not  an  industrial  institution.  Fol- 
lowing this  decision  the  hard  lot  of  the  adult  blind  was  laid  before  the 
legislature  and  in  the  spring  of  1887  the  organic  law  of  "The  Indus- 
trial Home  of  Mechanical  Trades  for  the  Adult  Blind,"  was  passed. 
The  Home  was  at  first  put  in  charge  of  the  same  trustees  as  the  Berkeley 
institution.  This  proved  to  be  a  mistake,  and  the  legislature  in  the 
spring  of  1887,  severed  the  two  institutions  entirely  and  had  the  blind 
Home  under  a  separate  board  of  directors. 

The  Home  was  a  long  time  passing  through  its  experimental  period. 
There  was  not  in  the  whole  world  an  adequate  model  for  it  to  follow. 
During  more  than  a  centuiy  and  a  half,  effort,  always  sporadic,  had 
been  made  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  adult  blind.  But  these 
efforts  had  gone  little  further  than  the  handicrafts  that  might  be 
learned  and  followed  by  those  who  lose  their  sight  in  adult  life.  Prog- 
ress on  this  line  was  slow  because  those  who  were  guiding  it.  were  slow 
to  appreciate  the  difference  between  the  juvenile  blind.  Avho  became 
sightless  in  childhood,  and  those  who  became  blind  in  later  life.  The 
child  has  had  sight  so  briefly  that  its  loss  is  soon  forgotten  and  it  is 
replaced  by  an  assembly  of  the  remaining  senses.  The  juvenile  blind 
may  acquire  the  highest  education.  From  their  ranks  the  professions 
of  law.  physic  and  divinity  have  been  recruited.  There  have  been  blind 
sculptors,  and  professors  of  the  highest  mathematics..  But  these  careers 
are  not  for  those  who  lose  in  adult  age  the  sight  enjoyed  for  years,  and 
upon  which  all  their  faculties,  and  their  other  senses  have  depended. 
Suddenly  shut  into  a  dark  world,  hand  and  foot  become  less  iLseful  and 
there  is  a  general  impairment  of  all  the  uses  of  the  body  Avhich  have 
been  developed  and  guided  by  sight. 

After  wasting  much  time  in  the  vain  effort  to  apply  juvenile  methods 
to  the  adult  blind,  it  was  found  that  the  two  classes  must  be  differen- 
tiated and  that  industrial  and  not  scholastic  training  must  be  provided 
for  adults.  In  such  training  there  is  now  a  century's  experience  that 
has  fixed  the  handicrafts  that  are  suited  to  the  adult  blind  and  has 
excluded  all  others. 

At  the  head  of  the  brief  list  of  suitable  trades,  stands  broom  making. 
In  all  countries  and  under  all  conditions  it  has  led  as  the  blind  man's 
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special  trade.  Next  in  their  numerical  order  follow  cane  seating  of 
furniture,  mattress  making,  and  willowware  manufacture,  and  brush 
making.  Many  adult  blind  are  .successful  piano  tuners,  but  otherwise 
it  is  not  a  trade  that  can  be  acquired  by  every  one,  and  success  in  its 
pursuit  depends  upon  a  knowledge  of  music  that  is  not  common  to 
many. 

The  California  Home  for  the  adult  blind  began  then,  with  nothing 
to  guide  it  except  the  list  of  blind  trades  and  their  sequence.  Its  first 
years  were  spent  in  groping.  Several  important  things  which  now 
seem  obvious  were  overlooked.  The  trades  cannot  be  easily  taught  to 
the  blind  by  teachers  who  can  see.  Palpation  has  taken  the  place  of 
vision.  The  eyes  of  the  blind  have  been  transferred  to  the  ends  of  their 
fingers.  They  must  be  taught  by  the  sense  of  touch.  This  is  not  done 
successfully  by  a  teacher  with  sight.  Nature  and  the  senses  are  impera- 
tive and  imconsciously  the  teacher  with  sight  will  be  teaching  the  blind 
by  the  sight  which  they  have  not,  instead  of  by  the  touch  which  they 
have.  Blind  handicraftsmen,  fitted  to  teach,  were  hard  to  find,  and  the 
Home  marked  time  only  in  charge  of  people  with  sight,  until  Mr.  Joseph 
Sanders  was  found,  totally  blind,  a  skilled  mechanic  in  all  the  blind 
trades  and  a  man  of  high  intelligence  and  capacity.  Under  him,  first 
as  teacher  and  then  as  superintendent,  the  Home  has  reached  its  highest 
usefulness  and  has  served  as  a  model  to  this  country  and  the  world. 
Official  commissioners  have  visited  it,  to  report  its  scheme  and  method 
for  imitation. 

To  appreciate  its  work,  the  material  with  which  it  deals  must  be 
considered.  To  the  scholastic  institutions  for  the  juvenile  blind,  come 
the  young,  with  the  same  mental  activity,  avidity  for  knowledge,  and 
keen  and  questioning  spirit  that  characterize  all  youth.  But  to  the 
blind  home  come  adults,  usually  trained  only  to  common  labor,  or  at 
best  in  mining  and  the  dangerous  unskilled  occupations,  with  education 
incomplete  or  totally  lacking:  with  no  trained  coordination  of  brain 
and  hand.  With  full  sight  none  of  them  would  think  of  learning  a 
handicraft  at  the  age  when  sight  is  lost.  They  have  often  ingrowing 
habits,  fixed  by  long  practice.  Their  mental  resources  fail  to  sustain 
their  spirits  under  the  loss  of  sight.  They  are  forlorn,  disinherited  of 
fortune,  the  bright  illusions  of  3'outh  are  gone  and  the  ambitions  of  age 
are  not  there  to  replace  them.  The  Home  must  supply  a  motive  and 
aim  in  life,  and  give  needed  sanitary  and  moral  discipline,  and  teach  a 
handicraft  as  the  main  support  of  all  efforts  to  bring  content  and  a 
degree  of  happiness  into  the  dark  world  where  the  blind  live.  All  of 
this  the  State  of  California  undertakes  to  do  through  the  instrumentality 
of  the  blind  home.  That  the  undertaking  is  a  permanent  success  is 
shown  by  the  reports  of  other  states  which  are  striving  to  model  similar 
efforts  upon  ours.  It  should  stimulate  state  pride  that  California  has 
so  successfully  pioneered  in  providing  for  a  defective  cla.ss  so  difficult 
to  help.

The  average  number  of  inmates  residing  at  the 
Home  during  the  year  was  108.  The  yearly  cost  per  capita  was,  there- 
fore, $276.16;  the  weekly  cost  was  $5.30;  the  daily  cost  was  76  cents. 

The  cost  of  provisions  alone  was  $12,376.08.  The  yearly  cost  per 
capita  for  provisions  was,  therefore,  $114.60 ;  the  weekly  cost  was  $2.20 ; 
the  cost  per  day  was  31  cents. 

The  average  number  of  persons  residing  at  the  Home  during  the 
year  (including  employees)  was  133.  The  cost  per  capita  was,  there- 
fore, $224.26 ;  the  weekly  cost  was  $4.31 ;  the  cost  per  day  was  62  cents. 

The  amount  expended  for  provisions  alone  was  $12,376.08.  The 
yearly  cost  for  provisions  was,  therefore.  $93.05  per  capita.  The  weekly 
cost  was  $1.80 ;  the  cost  per  day  was  26  cents.

The  above  sum  of  $24,084.98  represents  the  resources  of  our  manu- 
facturing department  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  j^ear,  June  30,  1911.  It 
is  a  showing  of  which  I  am  justly  proud,  as  it  proves  that  the  industries 
of  the  Home  are  in  a  flourishing  condition,  notwithstanding  the  high 
cost  of  material  and  the  keen  competition  of  the  business  world.  It 
has  always  been  my  aim  to  carry  on  the  business  of  the  institution  along 
conservative  lines,  with  but  two  objects  in  mind,  first,  the  placing  of 
our  industries  on  a  sound  financial  base,  in  order  that  the  blind  mechanic 
may  be  in  a  position  to  maintain  'his  dignity  as  a  citizen  of  the  great 
State  of  California;  second,  to  furnish  methods  whereby  he  might  be 
removed  from  a  condition  of  idleness  and  morbid  thought  into  a  realm 
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of  labor  which  would  enable  the  sightless  worker  to  again  feel  the  joys 
of  living  a  practical  life ;  to  lift  him  from  the  blackness  of  despair  into 
which  his  misfortune  has  plunged  him.  IMauy  trades  for  the  l^lind  are 
advocated,  and  a  number  are  taught  in  various  institutions  of  this  and 
foreign  countries ;  but  I  am  still  firm  in  my  conviction  that  broom 
making  is  the  trade  for  the  blind  man,  and  that  whisk  making  and 
chair  caning  is  the  trade  for  the  blind  woman.  Many  of  the  trades 
that  are  taught  are  perhaps  more  showy,  but  the  results,  as  they  affect 
the  blind  mechanic  in  his  ability  to  earn  wages,  do  not  compare  with 
the  results  obtained  by  the  blind  broom  maker.  Broom  making  is  of 
such  a  character,  and  so  diversified,  that  skill  to  accomplish  results  is 
not  required  in  all  departments ;  therefore  it  is  possible  to  employ  a 
great  manj-  blind  men  who  are  unable  through  mental  deficiency  and 
other  causes  to  learn  a  complete  trade.  This  trade  is  so  divided  that 
«ven  the  most  unskilled  mechanic  can  be  taught  and  employed  in  one 
of  the  many  departments. 

Our  trade  continues  good ;  and  although  the  cost  of  material  has  been 
high.  I  have  been  able  to  increase  the  cost  of  the  brooms  manufactured, 
which  has  made  it  possible  to  run  the  shops  at  a  profit.  All  the  inmates 
W'ho  are  able  to  labor  are  kept  constantly  employed ;  and  they  deserve  a 
great  deal  of  credit  for  the  manner  in  which  they  conduct  themselves, 
and  for  the  desire  they  manifest  to  make  this  institution  a  credit  to  the 
State. 

When  we  consider  that  a  large  number  of  our  inmates  became  blind 
in  adult  age,  and  come  from  many  different  spheres  of  activity,  too 
much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  them  for  the  success  that  they  have 
accomplished  in  learning  to  labor  with  their  hands,  independent  of  the 
assistance  of  sight  on  which  they  were  accustomed  to  depend  throughout 
boyhood,  and  also  Avheu  they  were  learning  a  trade  in  adult  age. 

Our  report  shows  that  we  have  on  our  books  bills  receivable  amounting 
ot  $2,566.49.  These  accounts  are  amounts  due  from  large  corporations 
and  responsible  firms,  and  represent  the  equivalent  of  cash.  In  this 
connection  I  have  to  report  that  the  business  of  the  year  has  been 
carried  on  without  a  dollar  loss  from  bad  debts. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  faithful  and 
officient  services  of  our  physician.  Dr.  H.  N.  Rowell,  and  to  thank  him 
for  the  very  able  manner  in  which  he  performs  his  duties  and  for  his 
affable  and  courteous  bearing  toward  all,  and  for  his  willingness  to 
answer  all  demands  made  upon  his  time,  either  day  or  night.  We  are 
fortunate  in  having  an  attending  physician  who  possesses  the  many 
endearing  qualities  possessed  by  Dr.  Rowell. 

I  extend  my  thanks  to  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  institution 
for  their  faithful  and  untiring  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  Home. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  deeply  your  honorable  body  for  the 
honor  conferred  upon  me,  and  for  the  good  will  and  assistance  you  have 
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rendered  in  the  execution  of  my  charge  and  its  duties.     It  has  been  and 
shall  be,  my  continual  endeavor  to  carry  out  faithfully  the  responsi- 
bilities devolving  upon  me,  and  to  execute  the  worthy  aims  of  yourselves.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

Hon.  Hiram  W.  Johnson,  Governor  of  California. 

Sir  :  The  law  requires  that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Industrial 
Home  of  Mechanical  Trades  for  the  Adult  Blind  shall  submit  to  the 
Governor  of  the  State  a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  institution,  for 
his  information  and  the  guidance  of  the  legislature.  In  conformity 
with  the  law  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  this  twenty-seventh  annual 
report  of  this  institution. 

The  statistical  information  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1912, 
will  be  found  in  the  appendix  hereto. 

For  more  than  three  years  prior  to  June,  1899,  the  shops  had  been 
closed  and  all  industrial  operations  were  suspended,  under  the  superin- 
tendency  of  a\Ir.  Hays.  In  June,  1899,  Mr.  Joseph  Sanders  was 
recalled  t^  the  superintendency.  to  find  no  shop  assets  on  hand,  and  a 
debt  of  over  $9,000  existing  in  the  form  of  a  deficit,  the  same  being  the 
excess  of  cost  of  running  the  Home  over  the  appropriation  needed  for 
its  support. 

The  State  Board  of  Examiners  authorized  a  credit  of  $3,500  to  buy 
raw  material  and  reopen  the  shops  in  1900.  After  the  closing  of  the 
shops  the  adult  blind  fund  had  been  drawn  to  zero,  so  that  the  institution 
was  without  assets  of  an}^  kind,  except  the  realty. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  appended  statistics,  on  June  30,  1912,  the  Home 
assets  in  raw  material  and  manufactured  stock,  bills  receivable  and  cash 
derived  from  sales  on  hand,  amounted  to  $27,465.52. 

During  the  period  of  accumulation  of  this  asset,  the  blind  inmates 
of  the  Home,  who  in  spite  of  their  handicap  have  learned  and  worked 
at  handicrafts,  have  earned  and  been  paid  wages  in  the  following 
amounts  each  year,  aggregating  the  great  total  of  $57,813.10.

The  equipment  of  the  institution  has  been  greatly  improved  by  the 
erection  of  a  new  shop  and  the  new  refectory,  female  dormitory,  and 
office  building.  This  structure  is  of  concrete,  of  agreeable  and  dignified 
architecture,  and  does  honor  to  the  State.     In  painful  contrast  with  it 
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are  the  old  wooden  dormitories  used  by  the-  male  inmates.  These 
buildings  were  emergency  structures,  and  are  unattractive  and  unsafe. 
Their  disuse  and  removal  should  be  made  possible  by  the  construction 
of  a  concrete  building,  in  style  the  same  as  the  refectory,  located  where 
the  old  headc|uarters  building  now  stands,  facing  Telegraph  avenue. 
This  building  should  provide  male  dormitory  facilities  and  on  the  lower 
floor  space  for  the  segregation  and  care  of  the  sick.  Such  structure 
will  continue  the  symmetrical  arrangements  of  the  buildings  and  pre- 
serve the  perspective  afforded  by  the  grounds. 

The  directors  have  the  honor  to  urge  that  appropriation  for  such 
building  be  made  at  the  current  session  of  the  legislature,  in  the  sum 
already  proposed  to  the  Board  of  Control  and  the  Controller. 

The  directors  take  occasion  to  acknowledge  the  support  and  assistance 
they  have  received  from  the  Board  of  Control.  The  system  and 
efficiency  of  the  institution  have  been  enhanced  by  the  regulations  sug- 
gested by  that  Board. 

As  this  report  goes  to  other  states  and  the  officers  of  other  institutions 
for  the  blind,  the  directors  desire  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  the  original 
development  of  this  institution  and  its  revival  after  grave  impairment 
were  effected  by  Mr.  Joseph  Sanders,  a  blind  man.  This  is  said  not  to 
add  to  the  laurels  of  Mr.  Sanders,  which  need  no  garnish,  but  to  impress 
upon  those  who  deal  with  the  blind  that  his  example  opens  a  career  to 
blind  men  who  will  qualify  themselves  to  superintend  similar  institu- 
tions. To  encourage  others  we  point  to  the  fact  that  these  institutions 
for  the  adult  blind  have  succeeded  only  when  managed  by  blind  men. 
Such  management  offers  an  honorable  career  to  the  blind,  and  it  should 
be  opened  to  such  as  are  fit  in  every  state  and  country  Avhere  there  is  an 
effort  to  add  to  the  happiness  and  usefulness  of  those  who  lose  their 
sight  in  adult  age.

The  cost  per  capita  per 
year  for  provisions  was  therefore  $116.55 ;  the  cost  per  week  was  $2.24 ;

(including  employees)  was  132.  The  cost  per  capita  per  year  was 
therefore  $214.70 ;  the  cost  per  week  Avas  $4.13 ;  the  cost  per  day  was  59 
cents.

The  above  statement  proves  that  the  industrial  departments  of  the 
institution  are  in  a  prosperous  condition.  The  resources  of  the  manu- 
facturing department  amounted  to  $27,465.52  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1912.  The  increase  of  our  resources  during  the 
year,  as  shown  by  the  above  statement,  Avas  $3,380.54. 

I  consider  the  above  report  most  creditable,  and  proves  that  Avith  care 
and  an  honest  consideration  for  the  Avelfare  of  the  blind  on  the  part  of 
the  management  are  all  that  is  necessary  to  make  the  manufacturing 
department  of  a  blind  institution  self-supporting.  It  must  be  under- 
stood, however,  that  the  management  must  be  familiar  Avith  the  blind 
handicrafts. 

During  the  year  I  have  kept  all  of  our  inmates  constantly  employed 
AA'ho  AA'Cre  able  and  Avilling  to  labor,  and  not  a  single  day  has  been  lost 
by  any  of  the  inmates  during  the  year  on  account  of  overproduction  of 
stock.     All  the   stock  manufactured  has   been  sold   at   a   profit,   and 
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although  at  times  our  collections  have  been  slow,  not  a  dollar  has  been 
lost  during  the  year  from  uncollectible  debts. 

During  the  year  I  have  introduced  piano  tuning  as  an  auxiliary  trade 
(or  profession)  for  the  younger  blind.  I  have  organized  a  class  com- 
posed of  young  men  who  were  educated  in  the  institution  at  Berkeley, 
but  who  while  students  received  no  manual  training,  a  condition  of 
neglect  which  is  much  to  be  regretted.  Were  these  young  men  taught  a 
trade  while  the  habits  of  life  were  forming  many  of  them  might  at  this 
time  be  self-supporting  citizens  instead  of  being  forced  by  circumstances, 
over  which  they  had  no  control,  to  accept  the  benefits  of  an  eleemosynary 
institution.  I  trust  that  in  this  new  venture  my  expectations  will  be 
realized,  and  that  some  of  these  young  men  will  develop  ambition  and 
enterprise  and  an  ability  that  will  enable  them  to  successfully  compete 
with  the  professional  tuner  who  is  blessed  with  sight. 

At  the  present  time  many  trades  are  taught  the  blind,  but  after  an 
-experience  covering  a  period  of  forty  years  I  am  still  of  the  opinion 
that  broom  making  is  preeminently  the  blind  man's  trade.  It  should 
be  fostered  and  developed,  and  should  be  given  a  prominent  place  in 
the  manual  training  department  of  the  schools  for  the  juvenile  blind 
throughout  the  country.  Many  of  the  trades  that  are  taught  to  the 
blind,  such  as  basket  making,  weaving,  mat  making,  etc.,  are  perhaps 
more  showy,  and  may  appeal  to  the  sighted  as  being  more  wonderful 
when  compared  to  the  accomplishments  of  the  blind  mechanic  in  the 
broom  shop.  The  cost  of  weaving,  mat  making,  and  kindred  trades  is 
«o  great,  and  the  net  profit  is  so  small  for  the  sightless  laborer,  that  he 
quickly  realizes  that  he  cannot  be  independent  if  he  is  compelled  to 
follow  those  trades  which  return  no  profit  for  his  labor.  If  no  profit  is 
realized  from  his  exertions,  the  blind  mechanic  is  deprived  of  the  incen- 
tive for  gain  and  advancement,  which  are  the  stepping-stones  to  material 
progress  and  success. 

I  regret  that  the  per  capita  cost  of  this  institution  is  as  high  as  it  is ; 
at  the  same  time  there  are  many  reasons  why  it  should  be  greater  than 
some  of  the  other  state  institutions.  In  all  penal  and  eleemosynary 
institutions,  prisoners  and  inmates  perform  much  of  the  labor  necessary 
to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  institution.  The  population  of  this  Home 
being  composed  of  sightless  inmates,  all  labor  must  of  necessity  be  per- 
formed by  paid  employeas.  This  condition  adds  materially  to  the  cost 
of  the  upkeep  and  raises  the  cost  per  capita  for  maintenance.  State 
institutions  located  in  the  country  and  small  cities  raise  vegetables  and 
other  farm  products,  supply  themselves  at  small  cost  with  water,  light 
and  power.  This  institution,  located  as  it  is  in  a  large  city,  is  forced 
by  its  surroundings  to  pay  a  high  cost  for  every  article  M'hich  enters 
into  its  daily  needs.  However,  our  watchword  is  "Economy,"  Avithout 
stinting  the  blind  under  our  charge.  I,  therefore,  trust  that  the  showing 
for  tlie  year,  as  set  forth  in  this  report,  will  meet  with  the  approval  of 
your  honorable  body. 

On  account  of  the  dryness  of  this  season,  I  have  had  a  great  deal  of 
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trouble  to  maintain  our  water  supply  during  the  past  year.  Thanks  to 
Director  Randolph,  who  has  freely  given  me  his  advice  and  the  benefit 
of  his  experience,  we  have  developed  a  system  at  a  cost  of  $700  which 
is  supplying  our  present  needs  and  promises  an  abundant  supply  in  the 
future. 

In  conclusion,  I  extend  my  thanks  to  the  officers  and  employees  of  the 
institution  for  their  faithful  and  untiring  devotion  to  the  interests  of 
the  Home,

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 


To  His  ExceUencij  Hiram  W.  Johnson, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  California. 

Sir:  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  California  Institution  for  the 
Deaf  and  the  Blind  hereby  respectfully  snl)niit  their  report  for  the  two 
y^ears  ending  June  30,  1912,  including  the  report  of  the  principal  and 
treasurer.  We  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  principal  and  treasurer 
for  a  full  and  complete  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  the 
general  conditions  of  the  institution,  the  number  of  pupils  and  many 
other  matters  showing  the  present  conditions  of  the  institution,  and  the 
many  changes  which  should  be  made  and  approved  by  the  state  admin- 
istration in  order  to  have  this  institution  conducted  for  the  best  inter- 
ests and  welfare  of  all  the  children  committed  to  the  care  of  this  insti- 
tution. 

The  present  Board  of  Directors  consists  of  Geo.  W.  Reed  of  Oakland, 
president;  Walter  J.  INlathews  of  Oakland,  vice-president;  W.  E.  Creed 
of  Berkeley.  J.  Arthur  Elston  of  Berkeley,  and  Prof.  David  P.  Barrows 
of  Berkeley. 

i\Ir.  Thomas  Riekard,  who  was  a  moml)er  of  this  Board,  died  on  the 
twenty-fifth  day  of  JMarch,  1911,  and  J.  Arthur  Elston  was  appointed 
b,y  you  to  fill  his  position.  ]\Ielvin  C.  Chapman  resigned  as  a  member 
of  this  Board,  and  Prof.  David  P.  Barrows  was  appointed  by  you  to 
fill  his  position.  These  two  gentlemen,  who  were  appointed  by  you, 
have  devoted  their  time  and  close  attention  to  the  affairs  of  this  insti- 
tution, and  have  been  of  very  valuable  assistance  in  all  matters  which 
have  come  before  this  Board. 

Shortly  after  the  report  from  your  honor  upon  the  investigation 
which  Avas  conducted  by  j'ou  in  the  month  of  July,  1911,  Mr.  Douglas 
Keith  resigned  as  principal,  and  to  give  this  Board  sufficient  time  to 
select  the  proper  man,  Mr.  W.  A.  Caldwell  was  appointed  as  principal 
temporarily  at  the  pleasure  of  this  lioai-d.  and  held  tliis  jxtsition  utilil 
August  1,  1912. 

This  board  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time  in  deciding  whom  to  select  as 
principal.  We  communicated  with  nearly  all  the  large  institutions 
of  this  kind  in  the  United  States,  and  got  all  the  information  ])Ossil)le 
from  the  many  institutions  and  forwarded  to  your  honor  a  copy  of  these 
communications  which  you  now  have  in  your  records.  We  finally 
decided  to  appoint  Mr.  L.  E.  INIilligan,  who  had  been  president  of  the 
State  Schools  for  Deaf.  Blind  and  Backward  Children  at  Boulder, 
Montana,  for  a  numl)er  of  years,  as  the  principal  of  this  institution, 
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commencing  August  1,  1912.  Before  making  this  appointment  we  sent 
Professor  Barrows,  one  of  the  directors,  to  the  institution  conducted  by 
Mr.  ]\Iilligan  at  Boukler,  ]\Iontana,  and  upon  his  return  Professor 
Barrows  reported  that  Mr.  Milligan  was  the  proper  man  to  appoint, 
and  we  immediately  passed  a  resolution  appointing  Mr.  L.  E.  Milligan 
as  principal  to  take  office  August  1,  1912.  We  invited  ]\lr.  Milligan  to 
come  out  to  the  institution  and  look  over  the  buildings  and  grounds  and 
know  the  existing  conditioiivS  before  taking  his  position,  so  that  he 
would  be  perfectly  satisfied  to  take  charge  of  this  institution.  Mr. 
Milligan  came  out  at  our  request  and  was  perfectly  satisfied  to  accept 
this  position,  and  took  his  position  August  1.  1912.  This  Board  desires 
to  express  to  Mr.  IMilligan  our  great  appreciation  for  the  manner  in 
which  he  is  conducting  this  institution,  and  we  sincerely  believe  that  he 
will  make  this  institution  one  of  the  best  in  the  United  States  for  the 
benefit  of  the  poor  and  unfortunate  children. 

This  board  approves  the  report  of  Mr.  Milligan  in  regard  to  changing 
the  laws  of  this  State  governing  this  institution,  and  the  judiciary  com- 
mittee has  taken  this  matter  up,  and  will  introduce  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  legislature  the  new  laws  which  we  believe  will  meet  their  apjiroval 
and  will  be  passed  for  the  benefit  of  this  institution. 

We  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  Mr.  Milligan  in 
regard  to  the  appropriations  which  he  considers  necessary  for  properly 
conducting  and  managing  the  affairs  of  this  institution,  and  we  hope 
that  all  these  matters  will  be  carefully  considered  and  looked  into  by 
the  state  administration,  and  that  such  appropriations  may  be  made 
by  the  State  if  possible. 

On  the  nineteenth  day  of  April,  1912,  a  fire  occurred  at  the  hospital, 
and  this  Board  examined  this  matter  and  sent  a  report  of  the  same  to 
your  honor.  It  was  absolutely  necessary  that  this  hospital  be  put  baclv 
in  proper  shape  at  once  for  the  benefit  of  the  pupils.  In  order  to 
remodel  this  building,  we  received  permission  from  the  Board  of  Con- 
trol to  expend  the  money  necessary  for  this  purpose  out  of  the  Durham 
fund  with  the  understanding  that  the  next  session  of  the  legislature 
would  make  an  appropriation  for  the  amount  so  expended  to  be  returned 
to  said  fund.  The  amount  so  used  was  $3,372.88,  and  we  therefore  ask 
that  this  amount  be  appropriated  by  the  State  and  returned  to  the 
Durham  fund,  which  is  one  of  the  private  funds  of  this  institution. 

When  the  investigation  above  referred  to  was  conducted,  your  honor 
employed  a  stenographer  to  take  down. the  testimony  and  make  a  tran- 
script of  the  entire  proceedings.  The  Board  of  Control  instructed  this 
Board  to  pay  from  the  support  and  private  funds  of  this  institution  the 
bill  of  the  stenographer,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $2,236,20,  which  was 
done,  with  the  understanding  that  this  amount  would  l)e  refunded  to 
our  support  fund  at  the  next  session  of  the  legislature.  AVe  therefore 
request  the  Board  of  Control  to  see  that  this  is  done,  for  we  need  this 
money  in  order  to  have  sufficient  money  in  our  support  fund  to  properly 
conduct  this  institution. 
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The  Board  has  carefully  atul  coiiseientiously  performed  all  its  duties 
and  devoted  mucli  tiinc  to  see  that  the  affairs  of  this  institution  are 
properly  conducted,  and  noAV,  with  the  assistance  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, in  carrying  out  the  ideas  of  our  new  principal  and  other  recom- 
mendations of  this  Board,  we  are  satisfied  that  this  institution  will  be 
one  of  the  most  important  in  this  State  for  the  benefit  of  its  jioor  and 
unfortunate  children,  which  we  ti'ust  will  meet  with  the  approval  of 
your  Excellency  and  the  people  of  the  State  of  California.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL. 


To  the  Directors  of  the   Catlforiiia   I iistil iilion   for  tin    Deaf  and    the 
Blind. 

Gentlemen:  Herewith  is  submitted  the  biennial  report  for  the 
period  ending-  June  30,  1912,  together  with  statement  of  receipts  and 
expenditures  for  the  same  period,  and  estimates  of  appro])riations 
needed  for  the  sui)port  of  the  institution  for  the  two  years  ending  June 
30,  1915.  As  the  present  principal  took  charge  August  1,  1912,  the 
repoi't  is  necessarily  made  from  records  found  in  the  office.  The  recom- 
mendations are  the  result  of  a  careful  study  of  the  jn'esent  condition 
and  needs  of  the  institution.

\Valti)i(j  List. — Since  June  80,  1912,  we  liave  received  sixty-two  appli- 
<iations,  for  admission,  which  we  have  been  luiable  to  grant  for  lack  of 
room.  There  are  probably  two  hundred  deaf  and  ])lind  children  of 
school  age  in  tlie  State  who  are  entitled  to  admission  to  the  state 
institution. 

HEALTH. 

The  sick  have  been  well  cared  fui-  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  ]M.  L. 
Emerson,  who  visits  the  institution  once  a  day  and  oftener  if  necessary. 
The  hospital  is  in  charge  of  a  trained  nurse  and  an  assistant.  Dr. 
Musser,  of  Oakland,  has  examined  ail  the  pupils  for  eye,  ear,  nose  and 
throat  troubles  and  has  performed  a  num])er  of  operations  for  the 
removal  of  adenoids  and  enlarged  tonsils.  Dr.  Ilalsey,  our  dentist, 
has  examined  the  children's  teeth  and  placed  them  in  a  sanitary 
condition.  For  further  details  I  would  refei-  yon  to  the  I'eports  of  the 
medical  officers. 
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ADMINISTRATION. 

Change  of  Laws. — ^Many  of  the  laws  governing;  the  institution  have 
been  rendered  inoperative  by  the  passage  of  the  board  of  control  act 
by  the  last  legislature.  Some  of  the  provisions  still  in  force,  while 
admirable  at  the  time  of  their  passage  in  1872,  do  not  satisfy  the  present 
conditions.  I  would  recommend  that  the  laws  relating  to  the  institution 
be  revised  by  the  judiciary  committee  of  your  Board,  and  that  a  bill 
incorporating  the  desirable  features  of  the  laws  governing  similar 
institutions  in  the  east  be  introduced  at  the  next  legislature. 

Centralizing  Responsihilify. — Some  improvements  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  institution  should  be  made  as  soon  as  money  can  be  found 
to  carry  them  into  effect.  Each  of  the  five  dormitories  has  a  matron 
in  charge  who  is  an  independent  officer  and  looks  only  to  the  principal 
for  orders.  Also  the  cook,  baker,  laundryman,  and  boys'  supervisor 
depend  for  their  directions  on  what  attention  the  principal  or  the  clerk 
is  able  to  give  them.  It  would  promote  efficiency  and  economy  to  have 
a  head  matron  or  housekeeper  who  would  co-ordinate  the  work  of  the 
above-mentioned  officers  and  employees  and  have  general  supervision 
over  the  whole  domestic  department. 

A  similar  situation  exists  in  regard  to  the  regular  employees  about 
the  grounds.  The  dairyman,  gardener,  florist,  engineer,  yardman,  and 
teamster  are  frequently  working  at  cross  purposes.  A  foreman  of  the 
grounds  who  had  general  oversight  of  all  these  employees  could  har- 
monize their  differences  and  save  his  salary  to  the  State  several  times 
over. 

Pensions. — A  pension  system  similar  to  that  employed  in  the  army 
seems  to  be  greatly  needed.  We  have  a  number  of  teachers  and 
employees  who  have  served  the  State  long  and  faithfully  on  salaries  that 
would  not  permit  them  to  save  for  their  old  age.  Instead  of  heartlessly 
kicking  these  teachers  out  they  should  be  automatically  retired  on  a 
pension  when  they  reach  a  certain  age. 

SCHOOL   FOR  THE   DEAF. 

Methods. — It  has  been  the  experience  of  the  fair-minded  members 
of  the  profession  that  about  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  pupils  in  the 
state  schools  can  learn  to  sj^eak  and  read  the  lips  very  well.  Another 
twenty-five  per  cent  can  learn  to  speak  and  read  the  lips  well  enough 
to  be  able  to  communicate  with  their  teachers,  relatives,  and  intimate 
friends.  An  additional  twenty-five  per  cent  can  get  some  benefit  from 
the  oral  method  of  instruction,  but  not  enough  to  make  it  worth  while 
to  devote  any  great  amount  of  time  to  it  at  the  expense  of  their  general 
education.  The  final  twenty-five  per  cent,  through  some  physical 
defect,  like  poor  eyesight,  or  perhaps  some  mental  sluggishness,  are 
unable  to  make  any  progress  by  means  of  the  oral  method.  Written 
English,  manual  spelling  and  signs  should  be  used  in  the  education  of 
such  cases. 

The  parents  of  the  pupils  are  almost  unanimous  in  demanding  that 
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their  children  be  educated  by  the  oral  method.  We  aim  to  give  each 
child  every  opportunity  to  learn  to  speak  and  read  the  lips.  However, 
if  this  is  impossible  we  are  not  in  favor  of  sacrificing  the  mental  devel- 
opment of  the  child  on  the  altar  of  the  pure  oral  method.  As  is  being 
done  in  progressive  schools  everywhere,  the  method  of  instruction  should 
be  fitted  to  the  child  and  not  the  child  to  the  method. 

('Jta)iges. — ]\Iiss  Christy,  an  experienced  teacher  from  the  ^linnesota 
school,  has  been  added  to  the  faculty  of  the  deaf  department  since  the 
last  biennial  report.  The  classes,  both  manual  and  oral,  are  too  large 
for  the  most  efficient  work'.  Tbe  classes  average  twelve  pupils.  "With 
the  amount  of  individual  instruction  necessary  a  teacher  cannot  handle 
to  the  best  advantage  more  than  ten  pupils. 

SCHOOL   FOR  THE    BLIND. 

Course  of  Study. — The  course  of  study  has  been  revised  so  many  times 
in  the  last  few  j-ears  that  no  one  could  tell  me  exactly  Avhat  or  where 
it  was.  Some  of  the  teachers  made  no  pretense  of  following  anything 
but  their  own  idea  of  what  was  right.  We  are  at  work  on  a  course  of 
study  along  the  following  lines,  which  we  hope  to  have  ready  early  in 
the  winter.  The  first  six  grades  correspond  closely  to  the  work  of  the 
public  schools  of  the  State.  Here  the  course  becomes  elective,  offering 
a  series  of  studies  to  those  desiring  to  enter  the  State  TTniversity  and 
an  industrial  and  commercial  course  for  those  who  desire  to  take 
up  some  trade  suited  to  the  blind,  or  go  into  business.  An  excellent 
musical  course  under  the  direction  of  Prof.  Otto  Fleissner  is  offered  in 
conjunction  with  the  other  branches.  Some  form  of  manual  training 
will  be  required  in  all  grades  as  soon  as  the  legislature  provides  the 
money  to  install  it. 

Changes. — Mr.  Richard  S.  French,  head  of  the  blind  department, 
resigned  last  Deceml^er  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Newel  F.  Perry,  a 
graduate  of  this  school,  the  State  University  and  of  I\[unich. 

INDUSTRIAL    DEPARTMENT. 

Trades  TaugJif.^'^mrf  the  dcslructiiin  i)f  the  old  Industrial  Building 
by  fire  two  years  ago  the  industrial  work  has  been  greatly  hampered. 
Sixty  deaf  boys  have  received  instruction  in  carpentry  under  'Mr. 
Jensen.  Miss  Faville  has  taught  cooking  and  basketry  to  the  girls,  and 
Miss  Dillon  has  had  the  boys  in  sloyd  and  reed  and  raffia  work.  Mrs. 
Brown  has  classes  in  laundry  work  for  the  older  girls.  The  matrons 
have  classes  in  sewing  and  dressiiuiking  in  the  girls'  dormitories.  A 
small  printing  office  has  been  fitted  up  in  the  old  laundiy  in  charge 
of  one  of  the  older  pupils. 

New  Industrial  Building. — The  new  Industrial  Building  for  Avhich 
the  last  legislature  made  an  appropriation  of  $60,000  is  approaching 
brick.  The  contract  price,  was,  including  plumbing  and  heating, 
completion.  It  is  a  three-story  building,  50  by  100  feet,  of  cement  and 
$29,999.     The  state  architect  has  been  paid  for  the  plans  and  super- 
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vision  out  of  the  appropriation.  Extra  contracts  will  have  to  be  let 
for  sewerage  connection  and  partitions.  This  leaves  for  the  equipment 
of  the  shops  approximately  $20,000.  We  plan  up-to-date  printing  and 
carpentry  shops,  shoe  and  harness  making,  barbering,  drafting  and  a 
physical  and  psychological  laboratory.  The  blind  will  be  taught  piano 
tuning,  chair  caning,  basket  making,  sloyd,  hammock  and  rug  weaving, 
broom  making  and  mas.seuring,  if  the  legislature  provides  the  money 
to  emi^loy  the  necessary  teachers. 

REPAIRS    AND    IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  last  legislature  appropriated  $-J:,OCX(  to  improve  the  water  supply 
and  plumbing.  This  amount  Avill  be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the 
State  Engineer.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to  let  a  contract  for 
the  work  December  20,  1912.  Four  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars 
was  also  appropriated  to  pay  for  one-third  of  the  work  of  paving  Derby 
street,  which  bounds  the  institution  property  on  the  south. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

In  reviewing  the  estimates  for  support  and  special  appropriations 
we  beg  you  to  consider  the  excellent  record  this  institution  has  made 
for  economy.  In  the  past  forty-six  years  there  has  never  been  a 
deficiency  and  all  estimates  have  been  pared  to  the  quick.  The  follow- 
ing estimates  are  recommended  by  the  State  Board  of  Control  and  the 
State  Controller  and  are  included  in  their  budget  as  most  urgent  and 
necessary.

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PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  flic  California  Institution  for  the  Deaf 
and  Blind. 

GrENTLEMEN:  Duriug  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  a  total  of 
four  hundred  eighty-three  cases  in  the  hospital,  an  average  of  twenty- 
three  cases  per  month.  They  remained  from  two  to  seven  days;  the 
average  case  six  days. 

There  has  lieen  a  monthly  average  of  two  hundred  forty-seven  treat- 
ments and  eighty-eight  surgical  dressings  and  minor  operations  at  the 
hospital  clinic. 

A  physical  examination  has  been  made  of  every  pupil;  a  card  system 
of  records  is  kept ;  every  case  is  vaccinated,  nose  and  throat  cultures 
taken,  tonsils  and  adenoids  removed;  also  circumcision,  when  necessary. 

Diphtheria  carriers  as  Avell  as  any  infectious  cases  are  immediately 
isolated. 

During  the  vacation  period  the  entire  institution,  comprising  seven 
large  buildings,  has  been  thoroughly  fumigated  from  attic  to  basement 
and  all  plumbing  and  drains  inspected. 

The  sickness  has  been  mostly  colds,  bronchitis,  influenza,  abdominal 
disorders  and  infectious  diseases.  The  latter  are  immediately  isolated 
in  single  rooms  in  the  hospital.

There  were  three  deaths.  One,  a  fracture  of  the  skull  due  to  a  fall 
from  the  second  story  of  a  dormitory,  which  occurred  at  night.  This 
boy  had  frequent  attacks  of  heart  sj^ncope  and  went  to  the  window  for 
relief.  He  had  been  in  good  health  for  several  weeks  preceding  the  fall. 
The  second  was  from  tuberculous  pneumonia;  the  third  was  lobar 
pneumonia  in  a  delicate  child,  following  measles. 

On  April  19,  1912,  the  roof  of  the  hospital  was  burned  (cause 
unloio\^Ti).  This  necessitated  our  occupying  another  building  for  two 
^lonths.  The  attending  physician  has  been  in  daily  attendance;  a 
graduate  nurse  always  in  charge.  The  hospital  is  well  elevated  and 
separated  from  the  other  ])uiidings,  a  thoroughly  sanitary  and  up-to- 
date  institution. 

Our  object  has  been  to  get  all  sick  cases  in  their  incipiency,  not  only 
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of  the  school  children,  but  the  entire  help  of  the  institution.  The 
co-operation  of  the  .superintendent  and  his  assistants  has  helped  us 
greatlj'  in  this  respect,  and  we  feel  that  we  have  aborted  many  cases 
of  more  serious  sicknes^  by  this  method. 

The  i")Osition  of  the  attending  physician  has  been  made  unusually 
pleasant  by  the  cheerful  co-operation  of  the  superintendent  and  his 
assistants;  also  the  board  of  directors,  who  seem  to  be  more  than  willing 
to  do  Avhat  is  necessary  for  the  physical  welfare  of  the  institution. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Merritt  Hospital  for  the  handling  of  the  more 
serious  surgical  cases.  Also  the  State  Hygienic  Laboratory,  conducted 
by  Dr.  Sawyer  and  his  assistant,  Miss  Fay,  for  the  preparing  and 
examining  of  over  one  thousand  cultures  and  blood  specimens  from  this 
institution. 

There  has  been  a  notable  decrease  in  infectious  diseases,  which  we 
feel  has  resulted  from  our  heroic  effort  along  hygienic  lines.

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OCULIST'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  California  Institution  for  tJw  B<  af  and 
the  Blind. 

Gentlemen  :  The  majority  of  cases  referred  to  me  by  the  visiting 
physician  have  been  mostly  of  a  chronic  nature,  comprising  various 
forms  of  eye  trouble  and  chronic  ear  disease.  The  majority  of  these 
have  been  cleared  up.  A  half  day  a  week  is  given  to  the  hospital  in 
diagnosing  and  treating  cases.  Twenty-six  cases  of  tonsilitis  and 
adenoids  have  been  operated  upon.  A  thorough  enucleation  of  the 
diseased  tonsils  was  done  in  each  case,  which  required  a  general 
ana?sthetic.  jMidweek  treatments  have  been  done  mostly  at  my  office, 
the  operations  being  done  at  the  Merritt  Hospital. 

The  indifference  of  the  parents  has  beeii  a  great  drawback  in  nose 
and  throat  work,  as  it  is  necessary  to  get  their  consent  to  operations. 
These,  however,  have  been  overcome  and  we  expect  less  trouble  from  this 
source. 

A  thorough  examination  of  all  the  pupils  in  the  school  show  that 
about  thirty-five  cases  still  require  their  tonsils  and  adenoids  removed, 
which  we  expect  to  do  this  year.

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TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 


The  California  lustitution  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind  is  located  at  Berkeley, 
about  four  miles  north  of  the  city  of  Oakland.  Between  San  Francisco  and  Berke- 
ley, railroads  and  ferries  offer  communication  every  ten  minutes  of  the  day,  and  from 
Oakland  there  are  two  lines  of  electric  cars  which  land  passengers  within  five  minutes' 
walking  distance  of  the  institution. 

.  The  institution  offers  its  benefits  to  all  deaf  or  blind  persons  who  are  of  age 
suitable  for  instruction,  who  are  of  sound  intellect,  and  free  from  vicious  habits  and 
contagious  or  offensive  diseases.  No  charge  is  made  for  pupils  from  this  state, 
except  for  clothing  and  traveling  expenses.  Pupils  from  other  states  or  territories 
are  charged  $340  per  annum,  payable  quarterly  in  advance.  No  reduction  is  made 
from  annual  charge,  except  in  case  of  prolonged  absence  by  reason  of  sickness. 

The  session  begins  on  the  fourth  Wednesday  in  August  and  ends  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  Juno.  Parents  are  earnestly  requested  to  enter  or  return  their 
children  promptly  at  the  beginning  of  the  term.  Only  in  extreme  eases  will  pupils 
be  permitted  to  leave  before  school  closes. 

Pupils  should  be  provided  with  comfortable  clothing  when  they  enter  the  institution, 
and  their  wardrobe  renewed  twice  a  year. 

All  moneys  designed  for  pupils  should  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  principal,  to 
whom,  also,  all  letters  of  inquiry  should  be  addressed.  Money  orders  should  be 
drawn  on  the  Berkeley  post  office,  and  all  letters,  packages,  trunks,  etc,  should  be 
addressed  "Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind,"  Berkeley,  California. 

Parents  or  guardians  of  applicants  for  admission  are  requested  to  furnish  answers 
to  the  following  questions  : 

1.  What  is  the  name  of  the  applicant? 

2.  When  and  where  was  he  born? 

3.  Is  his  deafness  or  blindness  from  birth,  or  is  it  from  accident  or  disease?  If 
from  accident  or  disease,  at  what  age  and  from  what  cause  did  he  become  deaf  or 
blind? 

4.  Is  his  deafness  or  blindness  total  or  partial?  If  the  latter,  what  is  his  degree 
of  hearing  or  sight? 

5.  Have  any  attempts  Ijeen  made  to  remove  his  deafness  or  blindness?  If  so, 
what  were  the  results? 

6.  Are  there  any  other  cases  of  deafness,  blindness,  idiocy,  or  insanity  in  the 
family,  or  among  the  collateral  branches  of  kindred?     If  so,  state  the  relationship. 

7.  Was  there  any  blood  relationship  between  parents  or  grandparents? 

S.  Has  the  child  had  smallpox,  scarlet  fever,  mumps,  whooping  cough,  or  measles? 
Has  it  been  vaccinated? 

9.  What  are  the  names,  nationality,  and  post  office  address  of  parents? 

10.  What  is  the  number  of  other  children? 

11.  How  long  have  parents  lived  in  California? 
Address  all  communications  to  the  principal.
